There appears to be no 
actual went of fdod any-whero, for the markets 
are generally well stocked. Prices ur»> neverthe¬ 
less gradually and steadily rising, tfhe district 
reports for the most part represent the cultivators 
ns doing every thing in their power, straining 
•every nerve in fact, to.’extend the area of irrigable 
laud by meaua of Jcutcha wells; but unfortunately 
there are large tracts of couutry beyond the reach 
of irrigation of any kind, and, unless rain should i 
fall speedily, the most dire results will have to be ! 
provided against. It is wonderful with what ten- 
noity the Hindoo cultivator will cling to hope, 
eo long as any chanco of rain is loft, but when bo 
gives way to despair, he 'does eo altogether. The 
poorer classes of tha‘lBijnour distriot afford an 
illustration of this. Up to the end of November 
while clouds continued to hover about, there was 
Absolutely uo demand for labour on the relief 
works whioh had been started by Government; but 
when the clouds dispersed, hope fled with them, 
and the poorer olsssoe have lately flocked to the 
works clamorous for aid. There is no actual want 
of food: the famine is rather a famine of work 
, than of food; and the Local Government is doing 
every thing iu its power to mitigate it. 

— The High Court N. W. Provinces closed for 
the Vaoation on the 19th instant, and will re-open 
early in January next. Aooording to the Mofus- 
eilite there is no prospeot of the Beoond half of the 
Court going to Allahabad until March or even 
later: but nobody seems to be quite certain about 
it.

— At (he usual weekly meeting of the Directors 
of the Bank of Bombay held on the 15th Instant 
there was not a quorum present, and the meeting 
was therefore adjourned till the 17th, when the 
Directors again raised the rates of interest and 
discount one per cent. The Bombay Gazette un¬ 
derstands that the Bank now charges on loans 
secured by the depbsit of Government paper, inter¬ 
est at 7 per cent., against 9 per cent, iu Calcutta;

The Poona 
Observer suggests the establishment of a convict 
settlement in Abyssinia, lie says “ the piers, roads, 

&o., whioh we constructed, are probably still in 
existence. Our disinterested friend, Kasaai, would 
no doubt, accord us the laud we wanted, for a con¬ 
sideration ; and independent of the difficulty of 
escaped cunviots getting cut of such a oonnfry, 
the nnnoyanoe caused by their eeoipo would be 
modified by the soothing conviction that they would 
stand an excellent chance of being knuokrd on the 
head if they stayed in it. We throw out the 
suggestion for what it may be worth.

— According to our Agra contemporary, for 
Rohilound the ’Governor Generalities approved of 
the line from Allygurh to Chundownee crossing the 
Ganges at Kuraghat.fJFrom Chundowsee eastwards 
the best lino is to be selected to Bareilly and on to 
Shahjehanpore. The connection of Bareilly on this 
project presents some difficulties, and it is.to be 
finally settled on th» detailed survey whether Ba¬ 
reilly Anil be *on the main line or on a branoh. 
From Cluindowsee Northwards the line goes to 
Morndabad where it will ultimately cross the 
Ramgunga. 

As regards Ourlh, the present Chief Commis¬ 
sioner has proposed taking the main line through 
Lucknow instead of laying it out more directly 
for the thorough traffic from Bnxar to Rohilound. 
Mr. Davies also proposed to place Fyzabad on the 
main line instead of on a short branoh as had been 
previously arranged for in 1861, thus bringing the 
main line to join the Byramghat Branoh'at Naw- 
abgunj instead of at Dilserui. The Lieutenant Go¬ 
vernor of the North-West Provinces supported 
these modifications, and Mr. Davies received the 
sanction of his directors to them. The Governor 
General has sanctioned these ohangea, and ordered 
the availed survey and estimates to be submitted 
without delay ju order that the works m*y be com¬ 
menced on as soon as possible. 

With reference to the Province of Benares the 
Governor General has sanctioned the completion 
of the line between Lucknow and Benares, hut 
without any bridge at the latter, by way of Akber- 
pore and Meerporo instead of by Usscngnrii, and 
with the understanding that the line to Buxar with 
a bridge over the Ganges at tne plane is to be 
undertaken by the Company when required by the 
Government. 

— A numerously attended meeting, presided over 
by Sir Walter Morgan, wat held in the Office of the 
Agra Municipal Commissioners’ office to consider 
measures of local relief for the destitute by the 
prevailing scarcity, tan Chairman explained the 
object of the meeting; dwelt briefly upon his view 
of the duty of the well-to-do publio under thecir- 
cumstaucas, nud suggested the immediate formatiou 
of a suitable committee to collect subscriptions and 
to organism a system for affording assistance to the 
really helpless and'needy. Although the Magistrate 
assured the meeting that there was no distress 
all, or very little, a very large majority ttnmietulcab-' 
ly declared their conviotion that measures of relief 
were absolutely neceseary and should be put j n 
operation immediately, Fiually & committee was 
selected who have appealed or will appeal to* the 
community of the city and of the station for fund*.

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THE YEAR 1868. 

The year 1868 has beeu singularly bar¬ 
ren of great events in India. In Europe 
the Spanish Revolution is still the talk of 
politiciaus. The expulsion of a lioentious 
nnd priest-ridden Queen is a matter with 
whioh we havb*very little concern ; though 
we should he glad to see free institutions 
established in that great country which 
, under Charles V and Philip II was the most 
> powerful in Europe. The triumphant con- 


promotion was filled by Mr. Job* Strachey 
tho Chief Commissioner of Oude. The 
able and impartial Financial Commissioner 
of that Province-—Mr. It. II. Davies suc¬ 
ceeded the Hon’blo Mr. Strachey. Mr. 
Mnssoy having left Iudia in April last Sir j 
Richard Temple was appointed Financial 
Member of the Governor General’s Council. 

The peace of the State was disturbed by 
a B;tie war at tho North-West Frontier. 
The Ilnzarees committed a raid on tho 
British Territory for whjeh we hope they 
have been sufficiently punished. Thero are 
politicians who are clamorous for annexation, 
desolation, and glory, as if tho extermina¬ 
tion of a horde of miserable barbarians 
could add to tbo glory of men who fought 
at lukermann and before Delhi. 

The statu® of a very deserving class of 
public servauts—wo mean the members | 
of the’TJncovonanted Judicia^ Service—has 
been very much improved. Something has 
also been done fur ministerial officers of all 
Wo hope aud trust that improved 


Cause Court jurisdiction up to Us. 50. The 
Local Government has not yet thought fit 
to vest any Moonsiff with this limited BuiaU 
Cause Court Jurisdiction. 

In May last an Act (XVII.) was passed 
appointing a Commission to enquire into and 
! report on the causes and circumstances of 
tho inability of the Bank of Bombay to 
pay its debts and of its winding up. The 
Commissioners, Sir Charles Jackson, Major 
Junes and Mr. M. Melvill of the Bom¬ 
bay Civil Service, sat for some time at tho 
capital of tho Western Presidency nnd 
examined parties whoso evidence was mate¬ 
rial to the matters of tho enquiry. They 
are now sitting in London for the examina¬ 
tion of witnesses. 

Acts XIX and XXVII hnvc done some¬ 
thing fur the poasadtry of Oudh and iho 
Punjab; still their status is in every res¬ 
pect inferior to that of the peasantry of 
Bengal. Of rights properly so called, the 
Punjab peasant and the Oudh peasant have 
but little j yet that little the oligarchical 
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notion is bent on testing from them. So 
much for the vaunted liberality of our ago I 
Of the Bengal Council’s Act*, that en¬ 
titled the “District Towns’ Aot” alone 
deserves notice. It is hapless itl Ust ' lf 
and may oven do gopWi properly worked ; 
hut after our experience of Bengal Muni¬ 
cipalities we are very much inclined to doubt 
whether the Act will bo p^perly worked 
at all, and whether there will not bo a 
maximum «f <ipprossion with a minimum 
of good results. 

Tho year 1838 was a year of meteorolo¬ 
gical disasters. Scarcely had this part of 
Bengal recovered from tho effects of tho 
terrible cyclone of November 1SG7 than it 
was deluged with torrents of untimely rain 
to be parched again with a drought when 
rain was most needed. Except in some 
favored districts tho crop has everywhere 
hoen bad and in some parts of the N. W. 
Provinces a famine is already raging. Tho 
Native Chiefs have shown their sympathy 
for tho di 3 tressod in tho most effective way. 
One of them (the Maharajah of Jeypore) 
has been thus addressed by Ilis Excellency 
Sir John Lawrenco:—** My Agent in Raj- 
pootana has informed me that, in these times 
of distress caused by the failure of crops, 
your Highness has generously removed all 

restrictions on the grain traffic of your ter¬ 
ritory and abandoned the collection of every 
description of tax' on grain,. .This intelli¬ 
gence has given mo very great satisfaction. 
Tho liberal policy which your Highness 
fcna initiated redounds greatly to your re¬ 
putation as au enlightened ruler, who has 
tho welfaro and prosperity of his subjects 
at heart. It is an not which is highly 
appreciated by the Government of India, 
and entitlos you to their best thanks. I 
shall havo much pleasure in ro-publish- 
ing the notification issued by your Highness, 
and trust that it may act as an incentive 
to all tha other chiefs in India to imitate 
vour good example.

PLEADERS AND ATTORNEYS. 

Tijkuk as now under disoussion a yery 
important queitipn—whether the professions 
of barristers and attorneys ought to be blend¬ 
ed into one. A good deal might be said 
mi both sides of the question. An at¬ 
torney is a person who is reoognised by law 
and has been trained specially for the pur¬ 
pose of instructing the barrister on behalf 
of his client. His very existence n3 an in¬ 
termediate agent between the client aud the 
barrister argues with great force in favor of 
tho view that he is a creature of expediency. 

Men engaged in busy and toilsome avoca¬ 
tions cannot often make it convenient to 
communicato directly with their advocates, 
for such a communication may in many cases 
involve so much personal trouble and loss 
of timo ns might, upon a balancing of ad¬ 
vantages, deter them from enforcing just 
claims whilst employed in lucrative occu¬ 
pations. Tho attorney with his staff of 
native officers removes many of thoso trou¬ 
bles and inconvenionoos to which n suitor 
would bo subjected if required to explain 
his onso dircotly to his advocate. If tho 
suitor bo one who is ignorant of tho English 
language, an advocate treating directly with 
him would require an interpreter in order 
to understand him. The brief, though no 
longer prepared by the attorney, will still 
havo to be prepared by somo ono or other 
employed by tho udvocato for that very 
purpose. The advocate will have to keep 
up that correspondence With the offices of 
tho Cjurt which represents a largo sum on 
an attorney’s bill. In short, the advooate, 
treating directly with his oUeut, will find it 
necessary to keep the samo establishment 
of clerks afid poons which exposes tho at¬ 
torney to a charge of unnecessary expen¬ 
siveness. Bat putting (wide all considera¬ 
tions of economy, it is of the* highest im¬ 
portance to boar in mind that what has been 
called the business of conducting lawsuits* 
can never with convenience be placed in the 
hand of tho advocate himself. The mere 
fact that the attorney is as busily employed 
as the barrister clearly proves that tho merg¬ 
ing of the -attorney in the barrister would 
be somethiag liko committing the work of 
two or three labourers to one. Such a com¬ 
bination will either put things into inextri¬ 
cable confusion or entail a loss of time far 
greater than that which it has been argued- 
is a vice of tho system which interposes the 
attorney between tho client and the advocate. 
Tho inoonvenienoe which arises from blending 
. lie work of tho attorney with that of the 
.dvocato is felt even \n tho Appellate nigh 
lonrt, where tho very nature of the business 
lon« by the judges, viz , the* adjudication 
of appeal 4 ,.leaves little room for any minute, 
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or iongtheaed intbroeune between the [dead¬ 
er and his client. Bttftftvtn that litfk in* 
teroourso is carried irregulifly and 

imperfectly ’that'"to* 
soured at tho y^ii^ tentper of Mr. 

L. S. Jackson, the judge v %^o presides over 
the Miscellaneous Department. 

In original suits*the necessity is far greater 
than in appeal Cases of receiving verbal ^ 
explanations from the client himself; and 
this circumstance would render it obligatory 
upon the advocate to keep himself ready all 
day to receive visits from his clients. We eny 
all day, for, although it might bo said that 
two or three hours in the day set apart for 
tho reception of clients may be suffioiehtidtill 
ns all the clients requiring antfienCe of 
the barrister cannot possibly meet tho lat¬ 
ter at any specified hour of the day, ho will 
find it necessary for a conscientious dis- 
ehargo of his duties to abstain from pleading 
altogether and to devote all his time to 
writing and talking. Bnt he will in that 
case become virtually an attorney little 
different from the attorney by profession 
except, perhaps, in tbo fact of his charg¬ 
ing his client at a higher ratn tlmn tho 
latter does. We are, therefore, of opmLn 
that it would bo extromoly inexpedient in 
every rt-spoot to make it an nbsoluto rule 
that tho client should communicate directly 
wUh his advocate. But we cannot, in this 
place, refrain from observing that economy 
can be bettor promoted by allowing Nntivo 
Vakeeis to practise in tho Original Side of 
the High Court than by abolishing tho office 
of ‘the attorney altogether. A competent 
vakeel might bo had nt a fur les*» cost than 
a barrister of ordinary ability, aud we can 
not, after tho noble example set by tho 
High Court of Madras, understand why 
iu Bengal, which ought to take tho load 
in every respect, that highly invidious dis¬ 
tinction which obtains at present between 
the white and tho black advocate should 
subsist any longer. 

Regarding too question, whether or n(ri 
the attorney ought as a rule to bo allowed 
1 1 practise as an advocate, we havo to s.iv 
that he has already the right to plead his 
client’s ease, f)r instance, when no bar¬ 
rister can be found willing to tako up that 
cose. We may be allowed to think that 
the exercise of even this exceptional right 
might be made injurious Jo the interests 
of the barrister; but allowing that tra¬ 
ditional etiquette which l*$j» Cheated this, 
right to , subsist, we would J^r re¬ 

gard with* compiaoenfc feelings the conver¬ 
sion of this exceptional right iuto a right 
at onoo absolute and general. The attorney 
has been intended to occupy- a position 
which is specifically distinct from that of 
the- advocate. And just as a member of 
the Civil Service, although eligible to all 
the offices whioh the Government of Her 
Majesty can confer, is yet excluded from the 
Bar, SO the attorney who bos been trained 
like a Civil Servant with a Specific purpose 
ought to fulfil that purpose Mono and no 
other. If he is ambitious of higher honours 
and greater gains, he has only to go to Eng¬ 
land and get himself declared a br.riVe*. * 
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pawed- tbe examina¬ 
tion wfiioh . entitle® him to plead in tW 
of ft Ointriot Judge, oftan*t, ho trover 
i^eaui^ .practise in the High 

Court; without passing the B. ** L. ;<et* 
tmlftftfcfwE Out if the pleader of ■ 
tiotilar Court bo prevented from becoming

A DEAD MAX HANGED. 

To blot out the yonr of the mutiny from 
the pages of Indian history, to bury the crimes 
and atrocities which it witnessed in too gulf 
or oblivion, to remove the sword of Da¬ 
mocles from over the head of the criminal 
who under *tho infatuation of the moment 
might have dipped his hand in bbod ; but 
who is perhaps ready to return to his 
home and family to live the life of an 
honest cui/en, could not, wo ,a*k» the 
generous Proclamation of Her Majesty offer¬ 
ing unconditional pardons to all mutineers 
nod rebels, bo extended at this distance of 
time even to those who wantonly revelled 
in blood? Hy saying this we do not mean 
to stand forth as advocates of murderers and 
ruffians whose lives are irreclaimable, and 
whose existence is a continued sourco of 
danger to human life and property. Let 
the extreme penalty of tho Jaw descend 
upon their .heads. lint wiry in tiro name 
of mercy', gibbet those whom a momentary 
fit of insanity caused by religion fana¬ 
ticism or wild apprehensions of caste and 
personal insecurity might have led to the 
commission of heinous offences against 
society nnd tiro state. Our remarks may 
or may not hear upon the case of Moer 
Hnjoe, tho murderer of Captain Douglas. 
Wt i are not in possession of facts to shew 
whether he was an inbercu; blackguard, 
or a deluded fanatic and miscreant for the 
time, but wo think that our principle will 
hold, good with regard to those who 
having escaped their fate at tbe hour of 
retribution, are now penitent and willing 
to make their peace with God and man 
during the remaining days of their exis¬ 
tence, We must say this however that 
tho case of Moor lliijoe was a peoulisr 
one. lie was the assassin of Fraser and 
a plan was laid to catch him. Tin was 
seized and was being brought into Dolhie 
(evidently for his trial) when Sir T. Met¬ 
calfe “who lmd ordered bis arrest and to 
whom nows of its accomplishment whs con¬ 
veyed, met this party and with his own 
hand cut down tho prisoner, leuvinghim as 
he thought dead upon the ground.’* His 
resuscitation was a mere accident, and if 
after having already dearly paid for his 
crimes, he was peacefully ependiug his days 
in honest occupation, why, wo repoTtt the

A coftJMS&PQN denT writing to tho Indo* 
European Correspondence from Monghyr 
under date the 21st Instant states that “ a 
very serious accident, brought about in a 
manner unknown and perhaps unheard of 
Since tho establishment of railways, no# only 
in India, but throughout the world, hap¬ 
pened to a train last evening at half-past 
8 v. M., between Sahebgui^e and Mirznpore, 
about 'two miles frbth the latter station. 

At that time, the Xu. J5 down goods- 
train was approaching a mango© topO, in 
which some sevtMity elephants were sta¬ 
tioned. The red lights glaring in tbe dis¬ 
tance, nnd tho noise and smoke of tho engine, 
would seem to have caused an awful cons¬ 
ternation among tho poor brutes; all of 
whom more or less tried to break away from 
their fastenings. One large male, however, 
tho strongest and most oohrngcoua of the 
lot, became so infuriated that ho broke bis 
chain, nnd nnhed forward ' to intercept and 
encounter tho supposed enomy. Ho had 
scarcely placed himself on the lino, when 
tbe engine was down upon him. He en¬ 
countered it with head and tusks*, but animal 
strength provad no match for steam and 
machinery—the poor brute was knocked 
down mid killed on the spot: nnd tho engine 
rebounding, ran off the line; end it nnd 
eioven carriages wore capsized into a ditch. 
The foreman luckily managed to jump off 
in time, and the guard did tho same; but 
the poor driver, named Smith, remained in 
his place, and received injuries from which 
it is not expected lie will recover.”

SBLECTXOK. 

THE TRUE DANGER OF TOBACCO, 

( Spectator.) 

In th© great majority of oases small doses of to* 
bacoo are ns entirely innocuous as small doses of 
the verv dangerous poison contained in tea. The 
experience of mankind, whioh after all is the best 
guide, is, we need not say, in exnot accord with 
this view, and tobaoco might be pronounced a harm¬ 
less luxury but for one exoeptional faot, which is 
uotioed by the writer in St, PaitV a magazine, but 
whioh is dismissed far too summarily. He admits, 
with a freedom which will pleas© the few resolute 
opponents of tobaeoo, that its use in exoes* is very 
injurious, producing nervous oomplaints, hysteria, 
mental weakness, and sometimes paralysis, and 
very justly sets that aside as aa evil incident to al- 
. most every habit of mankind. Alcohol, eofte^ and 
oven ordinary food may all be mado dangerous by 
taking too much, and " the argument from exooe* 
' is an excess of argument”—ths only important 
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point os to that matter being the limit of moder¬ 
ation, whioh differs with every ^individual,, ami 
with the etate of the digestion pn seoh separata 
day, or even hoar; tobaeoo before breakfast being 
injurione to many men who oan etuoke after It with 
impunity. But those who use tobacco want an 
answer, either from the lay physiologist of the St, 
Pant's or from ths medioal profession, to a much 
more subtle question. Has not tobaeoo a property 
belonging to a very few substances whioh makes 
its use exceptionally dangerous, much mors danger¬ 
ous, say, than that of alcohol,—tbs property, that 
is, when administered in an overdose, of effecting, 
some permanent change, probably in the spinal 
oord, which renders the victim for ever after liable 
to injury from the minutest doss ? This writer does 
not pretend to answer that question as it could 
be answered in the Lancet, but he has had special 
reason to study the aotion of tobaeoo, and believes 
that the following three caseB quoted in the maga¬ 
zine, from Dr. Druhen’s work on tobaoco, point tK> 
the one real danger arising from its use : 

"Case I.—M. T. an advocate, aged thirty, of 
athletic frame, began to 1840 to manifest symptoms 
of a spinal affection, which continued till the sum¬ 
mer of 1813. These symptoms fluctuated consi¬ 
derably, but they resisted nil treatment. At last. 
Dr. Druhen, suspecting that the disturbing cause 
was exooBBive smoking, persuaded ^is patient to 
give up this bad habit. All the symptoms disap¬ 
peared os if by enchantment, at the end of one 
month tho cure was complete. M. T. enjoyed ex¬ 
cellent health for some time, but one day dining 
with the doctor, ho intreated to be allowed to in¬ 
dulge to a cigar. The permission was refused, bub 
he persisted nnd smoked, * No sooner had he finished 
his second cigar than I saw him hastily quit the 
table. I rose also in Borne anxiety, and he con¬ 
fessed that nil old* sensations had returned. 1Ms 
iudiootfon was derisive. Bf. T. henceforth entirely 
gave up his cigar, took steel tonics for a mouth, 
nnd has ever since enjoyed robust health.’ Case 
II—M. observed that for some years his energies 
had been deoliuiug; he was excessively thin, ate 
little, and only found comfort to stacking very 
strong cigars. He complained of acute abdominal 
pains every afternoon, which only ceased nt night; 
tremblings of the limbs, palpitations, nnd some¬ 
times pickness. He was ndvised to relinquish 
tobaeoo during one month: did so, and nil the 
symptoms disappeared ; but he afterwards doctored 
that he would rather endure the sufferings thun he 
deprived of tobaeoo. Hu resumed his old habit, 
and the old pains returned. Case HI.—A man 
agod forty-five, of lyrophatio temperament, extremely 
sober, ond very regular in all his habits, was trou¬ 
bled by the premonitory symptoms of melancholy 
mania. He was perfectly aware of liis hallucin¬ 
ations, but could not esoape them. After two or 
three weeks’ medical treatment they passed away, 
and he resumed his labours at the bank, where 
ha held the post of oashier. Dr. Druhen acciden¬ 
tally learned tbst his patient was a smoker— a 
moderate smoker—smd that during his treatment 
the desire for tobaoco had not made itself Lit, 
but on bio discovery he again resinned his cigar 
and oooe more the old symptoms appeared. Wariud 
thus by experience, he renounced tobacco entirely, 
and from that day has had no reourronoe of the 
symptoms.” 

There are physicians in London who could add • 
greatly to this list. One we knew watched a case 
to which a violent, nervous, and mental affection, 
cured by the disuse of tobacco, returned after an 
interval of years when tbs patient 1ms thoughtlessly 
smoked a few oigars, and disappeared again on the 
cessation of the habit; and numbers of smokers 
will testify to occasional " fits” of severs malaise 
from a smaller allowance of tobacco than usual. 
Is it not* then, at least possible, if the facts ara 
true—and every physician in large praotioo 
knows them to be eorreot—that almost any devotes 
of tobacco may accidentally get an overdime, and 
may tbouoriurwoid bn liable to stiffcv mnr*> or less 
severely whenever the ordinary dose happens not tw 
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b§ oarrled off ai rapidly as usual ? The poison is 
then nfetorbed, M the writer in the St, Paul's ties- 
. nribest ittd a permanent, though it may be minute, 
Injury is inflicted on the nervous system. In what 
way the overdose alterstjthe victim’s liability to at¬ 
tack is a question for physiologists but it may be 
held to be certain that it does, and though we have 
oalled the notion special, it is not unique. The 
vaooiue virus permanently alters the liability of 
every child in the empire to be poisoned by 
small pox, there are drugs—are there not ?—whioh 
produce a li&biliity to epilepsy, and an overdose 
of mercury will intensify the action of calomel 
awallowed years afterwards. The old superstition 
about antidotes probably has its origin in facts of 
the some kind, observed perhaps, iu times whou 
men had a greater capacity for believing what 
they saw thun they have iu this century of ours. 
If this suggestion is correct, and no other explains 
the facts, tobacco is a permanent danger to man¬ 
kind, important whenever the conditions of men’s 
lives or the specialities of their constitutions make 
overdoses probable.

— His Exoellenoy Sir Seymour Fitzgerald 
opened the Broach Exhibition on the 23rd tTIttao^j 
His Highness the Guioo^r was among the Rota¬ 
tors, the number of whom was very large. Ilia Ex¬ 
cellency held a levee at eleven O’clock on the 24th 
aud a Durbar for the reception of Native Chiefs at 
four o’olook in the afternoon. 

— The Delhi Gazette reports that a horse fair 
is to bo held at Ambhas, Mooltan, on the x 5th 
Maroh next. Prizes will be awarded to the bent 
uolts and fillies then exhibited and bred iu the 
Punjab. 

_Xhe Cabool correspondent of the above journal 

states that the Governor of Cabool received the 
following letter from Ameer Shore Allee Khan on 
the 7th Instant:—'“ 1 have arrived at the fort of 
Shore Mohamed Ivhan on ray way. to Ghuznecn. 
Sirdars Mohamed Yakoob Khan, Futteh Mohamed 
Khan, and Ismael Khan, with their troops, had 
tnarohed for Sadabad. Sirdar Ubdoolrahman is 
said to have marched from Sadabad for Ghuznecn. 
Do not delay in sending the treasure to my camp, 
us we aro very rauoh iu need of oash.” 

On receipt of the above the Governor sent 
for Moonshee Bukhtyar Khan and handed him tho 
Ameer’s letter. The Moonshee having consulted 
with the Governor, sent for the Agent of Meer 
Syud Jan, the chief merohaot here, ’ and desired 
him to collect the money from the merchants as a 
loan, to be repaid at a certain time. 

Tho Governor having sent for the merchants, 
requested them to collect and lend eighty thousand 
r.upeea, which was to bo repaid on Ameer She re 
Alice Khan’s return from Ghnzueen. ‘ We have 
not oven five rupees in cash with us,’ replied the 
merohauts. ‘ Sinoe our goods ure detained In 
Toorkistan and wc cannot eftnd them to any other 
pluoe, we oannot carry on our trade and so our 
business is at a standstill.’ Moonshee Bukhtyar 
Khan, who was present, assured the merchants 
that their money was quite safe, and if they 
wished, he would grout them orders on Calcutta 
qad Peshawur for the amouut which they would 
pay the Governor. ' What can we do, we have 
no. oash with us,’ was the merchants’ reply. 

« HfW willingly y<% lent two hundred thousaud 
tupeesto Ameer Auzira Khan,’ said tho Moonshee 
U> the merchants, ‘ and whon Sirdur Mohamed 
Jloosain Khan wants only eighty thousand rupees 
for Ameer Shore Allee Khan, and I agree to 
Y^rant yo\t orders iu lieu of that amouut, you de¬ 
f ine to loud the money.’ * You arc quite right* 


answered tho merchants, * but the 'fact is that 
at that time we had the cash with us aud now wo 
have none.’ The merchants then took leave and 
retired. It is reported that some treasure sont by 
tho British authorities from Peshawur is expected at 
Jcllalabad shortly, and that tho governor has 
written to the Hakim of that place on tho subject. 

— The Times of India states that His Highness 
tho Chief of Jamkkundi and hit Ranee, accom¬ 
panied by Miss Carpenter, visited the Eoroastrian 
Association’s girls schools at Chundunwady and 
iu th« Bombay Fort Boom of tho girls were 
examined in their studies, and His Highness 
expressed himself satisfied with tho examination, 
and presented a sum of IU. 500 for tho distribution 
of prizes to the girls. 

%r- The Pioneer states that tho relief works order¬ 
ed by the N. W. P. government are, for the present, 
confined ,t0 the districts of Bijnour, Mozuffernug- 
ger and Moradabad ij^fche Meerut aud Itohilound 
Divisions, The CHateiiant-Govemor, in a very 
explicit Resolution on the subject, Has specified 
the particular works to be undertaken in each 
diatriot, classifying those debitablo to imperial and 
looal Funds. Works of public utility aro in all 
cases to be undertaken ; new roads are to be opened 
out to oonuect. important centres ; now bridgos bnill 
and old ones repaired ; bricks are to be rnado and 
stored for future use ; and kunkor in to bo quarried 
and stored for road metalling purpose in yenrs to 
come. This Resolution of Sir William Muir cp- 
pear%to bo the result of much personal inquiry iu 
those districts where the pressure of want ia felt. 

— The Madras Athenaeum contains the follow¬ 
ing:—“The friend of India ia inclined to join the 
universal diapason of toleration .now raised by the 
Indian Press iu favour of the inevitable Lord Mayo. 
A fow weeks ago it described that nobleman ns a 
puffy personage of sixteen stone, who sutlers severe¬ 
ly from hot yroather. It now bears from some 
mythical and ‘ very high Indian authority, who 
is of no party, that Lord Mayo is u sensible look¬ 
ing gentlemanly man, and gives this impression 
that fee will do well and be a favourite in ludia. 
All those who have* seen anything of him at the 
Iudt Offiae are very favourably impressed, aud 
Gls4*hms antirely approved of the selection, with 
tha remark that he flavor expected tho present 
Government would make so good an appointment.” j 
If the facts recorded in th« last sentence are cor¬ 
rect, it is plain that it is all up with us. \Vo shell 
not lose Lord papier after all!” 

—The Ccntml India 'l'emes ^understands that 
Colonel Daly from Gwalior succeeds Colonel Meade, 
C. S. I. as Agent to tho Governor General for 
Ceutval India, and that Colonel Showers who during 
Colonel Daly’s absence in England, officiated for 
that officer at Gwalior, will he again nominated 
to that appointment. Colonel Meade is expected 
to return to ludore shortly from Calcutta, prepara¬ 
tory to leaving India for good. . 

% — The Foreign Office has furnished tho press 
with the following itera:—Ifc was ruled by Sir 
Charles Wood iu November 1802, that Covenanted 
Civilians should uot be permitted to hold land in 
foreign territory. In April last, the Government, 


of India deoided that Uuoovenanted officers in 
Mysore should bo subject to the same rules ia this 


respect as Civil and Military officer®, unless they 
happened to be native subjects of Mysore, when 
they might hold land, but not in the district where 
they were employed. Ou a reference from Mr- 
Bowring the Governor General in Council has de¬ 
clared this ruling to be applicable to all Unoo- 
vonanted servants whether residing and holding, 
offioc in Mysore o* elsewhere. 

Monday, January 4. 

— We learn from tho Indian Daily Nows that 
the Right Ilon’ble tho Earl of Mayo and party t left 
Bombay on the Corning of tho 30th ultimo, in tho 
Coromandel Forkcypoho, whence they will travel 
direct hy rail t§ Madras. Lord Napier, the Go¬ 
vernor of Madras, wan to meet the Viceroy elect, at 
tho western terminus of the Mudrns Railway. Tho 
Times of India observes that “ it is not too much 
to say that his Lordship leaves Bombay, a popular 
man,” for that paper has ulready detected in him 
“ many of thoso quality, of head and heart, which, 
will make a sltccsilul and popular Viceroy.” 

— We learn from the Bombay Gazette that ati 
the invitation of Sir Jamsctjeo Jejcebhoy, Bart.„ 
Countess Mayo jrith Mrs. Fizgerold, visited tho 
Fort mansion iho late Baronet on the afternoon 
of the 24lh ultimo. A number of influential natives 
uud a few European gentlemen were present on tho 
occasion. Countess May o had previously expressed 
her desire to visit tho Sir J. J. 1’arsee Benevolent 
Institution, and at about half-past 3 o’clock all tha 
pupils of this Institution, with their euergetio 
Principal, Mr. Burgess, and his assistants, attended 
at the house. An excellent arrangement was made 
for the accommodation of tho pupils. Sorao of tho 
students of the higher clauses were examined iu 
history, geography, <fcc., and Countess Mayo was 
highly satisfied with the intelligence of thu pupils. 
After the examination of tho pupils, sho oordially 
shook hands with a number of the gentlemen who 
were present there, and then left the place at about 
5 r. M. A largo number of natives were standing 
outside to see Countess Mayo. 

— Thu Madras Times stutes on the authority of 
the Bangalore Herald that a Maliomedan woman 
died tho other day, aged 120 years. The old lady 
was consequently born in 1747, just two years after 
tiie ’45, ten years before the famous battle of Plassey 
and when Hyder Ali was giving so much trouble 
to us down in the plains. Sho lias seen tho rise and 
development of the British Empire in India, might 
have known all the Governors General from Warren 
Hustings to Sir Juhu Lawrence, and has witnessed 
the gradual decay amt extinction of powey amongst 
her own people. Unfortunutely however sho became 
perfectly childish about the time of the French 
Revolution of 18IS, twenty years ago and from 
that date up to her death, had completely lost nil 
recollection of her former life of a century’s 
length. 

— Aoeordiug to tho snipe journal l)r. Bird wood, 
who has done so much for tho improvement of 
architecture of Bombay, wilting from London, 
characterizes the P. W. department us noth ingles* 
than an imposition and exceeding loss, aniMpntti- 
dcriug the importance of tho question raised by 
him, thinks that a Government Commission ought 
to be appointed to enquire into the subject. For 
his own part he is convinced that Gvverumeot is 
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befooled by the P. W. D. at ruinously and disoro- 
dj>ably os Madame Rachel befooled Mrs. Borredaile; 
aud ifiut they deeerve it almost as much as she did. 

— The Madras Athenaeum believes that the 

Letters Patent*' of Her Majesty the Queen con¬ 
ferring upon Azeera Jah and his successors in the 
male .line the tUle of 44 H» B. Prinoe of Arool” 
will shortly arrive in Madras. No title of this kind, 
our contemporary believes, has been od'nftjhred by the 
British Crown, since the patent of Edward the 
First oreating his son Prinoe of Wules. “ His 
Highness the Prince of Aroot” will be Her 
Mujesty’s first Indian Peer. 

. — The Home News says that England, France, 
Russia, Italy, and all the Powers of importance, 
including Persia, have assented to a convention 
which is thought to be iu the interest of humanity. 
They have agreed that no explosive missiles under 
14$ ounces in weight shall be used in war, naval 
or land. 

— Colonel Showers, Officiating Political Agent, 
Gwalior, informs Dr. Fayrer that he has in his ser¬ 
vice a native who possesses an antidote to snake¬ 
bite. Colonel Showers was led to institute ex peri- 
roeuts for its being tested by accidentally wit¬ 
nessing its effioaoy in the case of a woman who 
Jhad bitten venomous snake. These experiments 
were made with the oo-operution of Dr. Macbeth, 
Superintending Staff Surgeon of Morar. 

— Lieuteuant-Colonel G. B. Malleeon has re¬ 
sumed oharge of his office as Sanitary Commissioner 
frith the Government of ludia. 

— It has been ruled by the Government that 
Military offioere in Civil employ, end uncovenanted 
officers, wLen proceeding on leave oat of ludia, 
must invariably produce a no-demand certificate. 

— The OaMtte notifies-that the first language 
in wnioh a oivil servant attached to the Lower 
Provinces of Bengal will bo allowed to offer bim- 
eelf for examination by either of the two higher 
standards, must bo Bengalee or*Oorjm, and for 
civil servants attached to the Upper Provinoes, 
lhndoostanee or Persiuu. 

TtTKSBAT, JAntfAjir 5. 

— The Illustrated London News reports that a 
new oone on Mount Vesuvius has opened, and 
is in active operation, ejecting lava. The latest 
advices from Naples state that tho lava is reaohing 
cultivated land, doiug considerable damage and 
threatening villages. New oones have opeued at 
the foot of the great oone, and two streams of fire 
are issuing from them. Stones aud fire are occa¬ 
sionally tbrowu up also from the great ooue. Pro¬ 
fessor Poltneiri considers this eruption to be the 
precursor of a termination to the long series of 
oeutral eruptions.of Mount Vesuvius. 

— We learn ftotu the above paper that a 
trial destined to oreate a great sensation is 
about to come off in Switzerland. The aocused, 
named Jeanoaret, is charged with poisoning not 
less than nine different persons, whom she had 
within six months been engaged to attend. The 
substances need were belladouna and atrophine, an 
extract of the same; aud to obtain them she simu¬ 
lated a partial blindness, for whioh they are em¬ 
ployed us a remedy. The woman appears to have 
had a monomania for crime, as she neither robbed 
her viotims nor derived auy benefit from their death; 
she is even said to have nursed them with great 
tenderness. 

— According to the above authority a 
sad story was told at an inquest whioh was 
lately held in Bethual-green. A man, his 
wife, and three children, earned on an average 
&#. a week, und on that they existod. Application 
had been made to the workhouse authorities for 
relief, and, iu reply to the plea of the wife that 
they bad neither food nor fire, ait official told her 
to “ go and work, for they had plenty of such 
tales.” The woman begged for a loaf of bread, 
but even that was refused. Her husband, who 
was fifty *one years of age, died from starvation, 
having for three days and nights tasted no food, 
except a roll of bread. The jury returned a ver¬ 


dict to the effect that the deoeated died from effu¬ 
sion of the brain, osuaed by want and privation. 

^ —We learn from the ltelki Ornette that the 
total expenditure on Railways in the Punjaab da¬ 
ring the year 1867-68 is stated to have been Rs. 
94,38,478; of whioh lie. 1,04,202 were from 
imperial revenues, aud Rs. 93,34,216 from guar¬ 
anteed capital. 

^ —Our contemporary hears from Lahore that a 
good fall of min occurred there on the 25th, the 
clouds gathered on the two previous days and 
there was e{Wy appearance of a week’s rain. It 
fell pretty heavily for about eight hours over a 
large tract of oountry, but was not enough to 
penetrate far into the burnt up soil. It will no 
doubt be of service so far as to increase the food 
for oattle. 

— The MnfussUitc says that Messrs. 8ibley, Chief 
Engineer, and Mr. Pedie, District Engineer, 
North-Western Provinoes E. 1. Railway, came up 
to Delhi on Tuesday last for the purpose of inspect¬ 
ing t^e works 

— The Pioneer reports that the first collision, 
between the forces of the Ameer and those of Sirdar 
Abdul Rahman Khan, took plane at Talkhabazar, 
near Ghuznee, on the 10th December. It was 
merely an affair of advanoed guards, in whioh the 
Ameer’s troops had the advantage; but the two 
main armies are only fourteen or fifteen miles apart, 
and news of a general engagement may be daily 
expeoted. Ou the march to their present position, 
a part of Abdul Rahman’s force passed so dose to 
the gates of Ghuzoee that gnns were fired at them 
from the citadel. The unole of the Meer of Mai- 
mens, who has hitherto been a hostage in the hands 
of Abdul Rahman for the neutrality of hie nephew, 
has found means to esespe into Ghnzoee.

— Baron James de Rothschild* whose death has 
just occurred in Paris, was, we learn from 
the London A)We, the fifth and only surviving 
son of Meyer Angolm Rothschild, and was bom 
in Frankfort-on-the-Main, in 1792. He became 
the head of the Paris branch of the house of 
Rothschild in 1812. A few years later he was 
appointed Consul-General of the Australian empire 
in France. The restoration of the Preuoh monarchy 
led to hia being constantly oalled upon by the Go¬ 
vernment to aid iu re-establishing the finances of 
(he kingdom. JJypwss named the 44 Lender to 
Kings.” In lSroafter the oelebrated days of July, 
Baron James de Rothsohild subscribed 12,000f. for 
the wounded in the struggle. He, under tbe Go¬ 
vernment of Louis Philippe, largely .increased his 
operetions in various directions both to his own 
benety and to that of the nation. He sent to the j 
sufferers by the revolution of 1848 the sum of60,000f. 
On the re-establish ment of order he resumed hie. 
financial operations. He was also a munificent 
benefactor to hie own raoe. He founded the 
new synagogue and the great ‘ hospltaV 'in the Una 
Piopus, whioh the Jewsoall usually by bis name; 
He was aleo a liberal donortomatty tftfciW charities. 
The Baron was a Knight GrertdCroes W *b* Legion, 
of Honour, and had also a great number of foreign 
orders. He married hie niece* the daughter of his 
brother, Solomon, which lady died iu 1666. He is 
succeeded in the wealth and honours by his son, 
the Baron Alphonse de Rothsohild, who married, in 
Maroh, 1S67, his cousin Leonora* the daughter of 
hia father’s nephew, Baron Lionel Nathan de 
Rothsohild, late M. Pi for London. 

— Having, says a Madras paper, erased the 
beards; reduced the waist platee of the officers to < 
one dull uniform level, and stript the Staff Corps 
of their gold lace and distinguishing badges, 
General MoCleverty now turns to fresh fields and 
pastures new. These be has found in the turbans 
of the sepoys. A circular memorandum has, con¬ 
sequently, been sent round to the Commandants 
ot the different corps, requiring from them the 
meet minute descriptions as tojUie style of puggree 
uM in their respective regiments, and asking 
them, ut the same time, for their suggestions as 
to the adoption of another. 
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—The Englishman informs ns that the Govern-* 
ment of India bae agreed to lend the Toah Darker 
one lakh of rupees, to enable: it to relieve it* 
suffering subject* during the ..present season of 
scarcity. -Thpfran i* granted on the seearity of 
the revenues of the Tank State* and is to bear 
interest at the rate of 6 per cent, per annum. 

— The same journal learns thst authority ha* 
been obtained from the Secretary of State by Tele¬ 
graph, after urgent representations from India, for 
immediate arrangements being made to proceed with

— There has been a good deal of strong language 
used, as was to be expected, at many of the elec¬ 
tions ; and in some oases there have been, we learn 
from a London contemporary, scenes of brutal 
violence and even of murder. At Blackburn a 
ro&n was cruelly killed; at Bristol much vio¬ 
lence was committed ; and at Newport, in Mon¬ 
mouthshire, one or two persons were killed in a 
riot. At Tipton there was a very serious dis¬ 
turbance, and even in quiet Woodstock tho oro vd 
set to work smashing the windows of the principal 
hotel. There was groat violence at the Belfast 
nomination, the platform being stormed by a mob 
armed with bludgeons. At Sligo, Captain King, 
Deputy Lieutenant, was shot by a ruffian oonneoted 
with, an eleotion mob, and died in a few minutes. 
Three other gentlemen wore severely beaten. At 
Dublin also there has been great exoitement, and 
some outrages were perpetrated. 

— The 1Madras Athenmum soys that Dr. Shortt, 
the Superintendent'General of Vaccination, finding 
that his subordinates, superintendents, and vao- 
niuators just stayed long enough iu his department 
to be of use and then resigned, proposed that, all 
whom ho should hereafter entertain, should be 
bound to serve for a term of years. The Govern¬ 
ment solicitor accordingly drew up a form of agree- j 
raent which the Government sanctioned. In future, 

. therefore, Dr. Shortt’e subordinates will be engaged 
only for a term of three years.

THE 
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FUNCTIONS OF THE PRESS. 

On Wednesday the 25i;h of November 
last, a case cf a very important chnraotcr, 
involving no less than the questiop of the 
liberty of the Press to report debates whe¬ 
ther in or out of Parliament and to comment 
thereon, was decided in tho Court of Queen's 
Bench. The elaborate judgment delivered 
by the Lord Chief Justice of England, has 
been hailed by tbe people of the British 
Isles; and there can be no doubt but that 
similar rejoicings will take plnoo in all the 
dependencies of Great Britain when this 
gladsome news reaches them. We must 
confess that the faobfljjj^horo existed till 
now grounds for ralsu^such a question 
even in England, in the latter half of the 
nineteenth century, has quito taken us by 
surprise, and we are glad to find that the 
London Times shares in this surprise. Tho 
following paragraph from that far-famed 
journal tends to throw somo light on this 
rather dark subject;—"When tbe Press first 
acquired influence in this country it was 
looked upon with little favour by tho au- 
thorities in power. Statesmen were afraid, 


demned as standing in the way of the 
multiplication of newspapers. ’ One law 
after another was passed to render news¬ 
papers as universal a commodity as waa 
possible. Yet, though we were expected, 
as the result of all this legislation, to giro 
the public faithful Reports of every transac¬ 
tion, it was open to any one to plead that 
we had no business to report at all; that 
( rthe alleged ‘duty* of a journalist, in Such 
matters had no existence; and that what¬ 
ever we did was done at our propor peril, 
without any presumption of professional 
title to bo allowed in our favour. Of * tba 
Press* as it actually existed, and was ac¬ 
tually regarded by the country, no personal 
recognizance was takpn whatever.” 

It is a noteworthy fact, that notwithstand¬ 
ing the want of legal rights, disclosed in tha 
above extract, not a single case is known to 
have occurred in English history, save tha 
one under notice, in which the power of tha 
Press to report debates has been seriously 
and obstinately contested. And this even 
at times when the Continental Courts wera 
not unfrequently found to visit refractory 
editors with heavy punishments. Well 
might a Briton boast of the liberty of tba 
Press and of his countrymen’s unwillingness 
to put it to peril for selfish purposes. 

We are sorry we cannot give the judg¬ 
ment of the Lord Chief Justice for legal- 
alizing tho publication of a Parliamentary 
Report in a public journal. It occupies 
nearly threo columns of the London Tirr.es. 
But the following sentences will shew tha 
spirit which actuated the Court in formally 
settling tho questionWhat would be¬ 
come of our attachment to the constitution 
under which wo live if the proceedings of 
tho Groat Council of the realm were shroud¬ 
ed in secrecy and concealed from the know¬ 
ledge of tho nation?” “What would 
become of the right cf petitioning, which is 
one of the undoubted rights of the people, 
if they were kept in ignorance of what ia 
passing in Parliament ?” “ Can any one 
doubt that the publicity given to what passes 
in parliament is essentially important to 
tbe relations between the people and - their 
representatives ?** Happy is the communi¬ 
ty tho individual members of which are so 
anxious to protect tho rights of the “ Fourth 
Estate” and whoso judges are imbued with 
tho samo spirit, while they distribute justice 
to private parties with an oven hand. 

We doubt not hut that the benefit of tho

rights or regular recognition. It was only 
safe so long as it w£s not prosecuted, and 
it might bo prosecuted on any one of fifty 
pretenoos. Nor had it been recognized 
that if there was to bo a Press it followed 
that certain opportunities and rights must 
needs be aocorded to those who conducted 
it. Nowspapers had grown to be a necessity 
of daily life to all educated porsons, and it 
was the prime object of the most liberal 
school of politicians in the country to bring 
this necessity home to all classes of the 
population. One tax after another was con- 


to observo honesty and fairness, to keep abova 
suspicion of malice, and to show that pub- 
lio interests as well as upright motives hava 
guided our viows.” While therefore wo 
hail the privileges which the judgment of 
tho Lord Chief Justice of England has 
established, wo hopo the Anglo-Indian Press 
will always remember its sacred functions.

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Lai Behari Dey delivered a capital lecture 
on Primary Education in Bengal. Although 
we do not endorse every sentiment that 
was uttered by the reverend gentleman, yet 
we consider that the lecture both aa re¬ 
gards its matter and stylo was highly ore- 
ditublo to its author. As tho lecture is 
about to be published, we will'* 1 do no more 
, at present than notioe one or two of the 
principal heads into wltich the Ieoturer di¬ 
vided his subject. In tho first plaoe he 
met the objection raised in certain quarters 
against an oxteuded system of popular 
education on the ground that it would be 
premature to eduoato the mass of the people 
when the higher classes wero almost without 
•education. On this point we are at one 
with the humane and statesmanlike view 
of tho llon’ble Mr. Justioe Pheat who 
said that rather than that the lower and 
ignorant classes should go untaught, the 
middle and upper classes should be left to 
provide tlicir own education. The lecturer 
himself very humorously answered the 
theory that knowledge filters downward by 
ehewing that in India “ when the Brahmins 
were an educated class a thousand years 
before tho Christian era, not a drop of 
knowledge descended to the thirsty mul- 
titude.” The fact was, he said, “ that the 
upper class filter was not a filter at all—-it 
was a jar hermetically sealed/’ The igno¬ 
rance of the mass of the Indian population 
ib the great impediment to the social, moral 
and political advancement of tho country. 
Educate the ryot aud the work of reforma¬ 
tion is accomplished. But the question 
among all others to whioh we attach the 
greatest importance is the character of the 
education whioh would suit the masses. We 
agree like glove and hand with the Secretary 
of the Society in his remarks upon this 
subject. We give the following extract from 
his speeoh:— 

The Latin oducare, he tend, meant to draw, to load 
forth. Education therefore means the awakening 
or the quiokening of the dormant faculties of the 
human mind. It waa, he believed Dr. Hamilton, 
%rho laid that any education is nearly worthless that 
is not intelligent. The mind must be roused to 
think for itself. Let children be taught the reasons 
of facts. Why is it ? How can it be P Wherefore 
do yon believe itP are questions which will drew 
lip the soul from its depths and liberate it from its 
fetters. In fact, let every man who was intended 
by Ids Maker to be a thinking being be helped 
and taught to think for himself. This, he thought, 
was the great end to be kept in view in all lohemes 
for popular education in this country. It was of 
no oonseqaenoe whether a little of history, geogra¬ 
phy aud arithmetic were tanght in tho contemplat¬ 
ed primary schools or not. That instruction whioh 
merely taxed the memory without improving the 
judgment could do nobody good. You could teaoh 
a boy geography all his life by making him repeat 
parrot-liko the mimes of unkoowu places, moun¬ 
tains and rivers with whioh he had no personal 
association end in which he could not have any 
personal interest, aud he would not be a bit the 
wiser for all that. But tell him by way of stimu¬ 
lating his curiosity that the cloth on bis back was 
woven iu a plaoe called Manchester, where the 
loom was worked by the stetra aud not by the hand 
ns in Ufa own country—tell him that the knife or 
razor whioh he uses come from a country in Eng¬ 
land willed Sheffield, where cutlery is manufactured 
to the extent of hundreds of tons a day, you will 
teach him a geography which will interest him 
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throughout all his life. Similarly, la teaching 
history, you most not overburden the juvenile 
mind with the names of great heroes, battle# or 
sieges, bat make it familiar in the best way yon 
can with great achievements and virtuous deeds— 
with instanoes of manly daring, undaunted energy 
and self-denying ohaxity. This he remarked, w*e 
the character of the education whioh would suit 
the masses—-an education not expeoted to make them 
learned in arithmetic, history or geography, but 
whioh would give the just and definite notions of 
the things and objects by which they are surround¬ 
ed, whiohr would enable them to bear the burden 
of their daily toil with cheerfulness add oournge, 
whioh would deter them from crime and stimulate 
them to virtue, whioh would sustain them stall 
seasons whether* worn down by needinese or beaten 
down for rigor. Such education waa not to be 
derived from books but from teaohers who oould 
do without books. But where he asked wero such 
teachers to be found. Not oertsioly in tho village 
Govromohatoyt who, as aptly described by the 
Ieoturer. having failed in the oommouest business 
of life take to teaching. Bo, therefore, strongly 
urged the neoeesity of first raising up a body of 
teaohers before any scheme of national education 
on an extended scale was sanctioned by the 
state. 

VI. 

PREVENTION OF CRIME IN BENGAL. 

We oannot omit this opportunity to no¬ 
tice what has been called a cardinal defect 
of the joint Hindu family—its quality ns 
a laxative of individual energy and activity. 
It is one of the arguments in favor of the 
English Uw of primogeniture that it shfig- 
pens the industry of those whom it excludes 
from all enjoyment of the paternal estate. 
We think that the argument possesses 
considerable weight, though one would Be 
loo to suppose from the manner in 
whioh the great historian Gibbon bus 
talked of the law of primogeniture that 
the much boasted effects of that law are 
anything but apparent And indisputable 
Mr. Gibbon says“ In England, the eldest 
son inheri^jjfcthe land; a law, says the 
OrthodozB^ge Blaokstone (Commentaries 
on the Laws of England, Vol. It p. 215) 
unjust only in the opinion of younger 
Jgrothen. It may be of some political use 
in sharpening their industry/’ (Decline 
and Fall of the Roman Empire, Youngtnan’s 
edition, p. 770, note g.) The great political 
economist John Stuart Mill ig an opponent 
of the law of primogeniture and bis re¬ 
marks on that lair contained in the ninth 
chapter of the fifth book nf bis immortal 
work on political economy well deserve our 
pernsal though we are iwsHueJ to think that 
bis arguments aomewherq betray more of 
the spirit of a political partisan than of the 
discriminating judgment of an unimpas* 
sinned philosopher. Dr. Johnson has said 
of the law of primogeniture, that it “ makes 
but one fool in a family" and our own ex¬ 
perience has gone far enough to convince 
us that when a man inherits a large pro¬ 
perty, h» activity is rather checked than 
stimulated. But we oannot understand 
what truth there can possibly be in the 
opinion that eqpal inheritance wiH if, not 
invariably, at least in a majority of eases 
suppress all individual energy aud activity. 
Supposing a man worth pne lac ef rupees 
to have five sons, is it to bs argued that 
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the sum of 20,000 rupee* which will fall 
to the share of each of these sons will make 
him idle and inactive ? Twenty-thousand 
rupees is a property too small In an age 
like this when a Hindu family consisting of 
six or seven members oannot maintain itself 
in comfort and sooial respectability without 
an ordinary monthly expenditure of two 
hundred rupees. Our every-day wants are 
increasing, our food, uur clothing, our edu¬ 
cation, our luxuries are now ten times more 
expensive than they were twenty years 
ago and we have every reason to ‘ apprehend 
that with the development of English 
civilization in the East, our Irving will in 
every respeot continue to increase in cost¬ 
liness. Our poojahs, our marriages, our 
shrads—all these and many others involve 
in our time an expenditure of money whioh 
none bat a millionaire ean undertake with¬ 
out incurring hopeless insolvency apd in¬ 
debtedness. We admit that inactivity waa 
a prominent characteristic of our nation 
some fifteen or twenty years ago, but that 
inactivity was owing not to the effoctg of 
that law of inheritance whioh divides a 
father’s property equally amongst all his 
sons but to that rude and primitive mode 
of social living whose wants were few iu 
number and nnexponsive in their ofaarooter. 
Where a mat worth six annas was sufficient, 
a couch worth ono hundred rupees is now 
required, and one ueeds but little sense and 
reflection to understand that of two men 
who have got eqnal inheritances he Who it 
satisfied with a mat ean afford to remain 
more idle than he whom nothing less than 
a gilded couch would please or suf¬ 
fice. Besides it is particularly worthy 
of notice that Bengalee Society till very re¬ 
cently lived in a state of torpor—produced 
by politioal servitude and institutional pre¬ 
judices—in which nothing—not even ab¬ 
solute exclusiou from inheritance—oould 
have roused otfr countrymen to aotivity. 
But Bengal has of late received au impulse 
of progrtss which requires not the aid of 
sooial or political institutions to add to its 
strength or activity. Members of the snmu 
undivided family each with a share of the 
' patrimony whioh alone would entitle a man 
to the appellation of rich are now seen to 
undergo au amount of toil in the hard battle 
of life whioh the sole Ktfrta of a Hindu 
fiimily would, twenty yearn ago, haver a- 
garded as something almost Herculean. 
It is true that in England individual activity 
is far more developed than it is in this coun¬ 
try and it has been, the practice to ascribe 
this superiority to the influence of tho law 
of primogeniture. But it m»y be question¬ 
ed whether if the state of "aoeiety in Eng¬ 
land had been of that rude and primitive 
obaiactor which marked our own social life 
down to a very late era, her law of primo¬ 
geniture could have succeeded in promoting 
individual activity among her sous to that 
pre-eminent degree which she now displays. 
The law of primogeniture did not govern 
Roman inheritance, and the Roman family 
very nearly resembled the Hindu family in 
structure. But in spite of joint living and 
the absence of primogeniture, the auoient 
Roman was perhaps more active than the 
Englishman of our time. The law of 
primogeniture does not obtain in Franco 
and yet who would saycthfit the French are 
in any material degree less active than the 
English P Abstract reasoning may prove 
that equal inheritance and the joint family 
have the effeot of diminishing individual 
aotivity in Bengal, but a reparative view 
uf the past social life of our country mild 
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land thesooial life which prevails at present 
mil. go for to bring homo to our minds the 
oonvietion that our inactivity has been owing, 
to the almost primitive timplhity and uni¬ 
formity of our social condition. Out it is, 
of the Utmost importance for the philosopher 
who deals in nbstraot reasoning tofbeirin ( 
mind that equal division of inheritatiia has a 
tendency to render individual proper^plbbtlM^ 
real or personal smaller and amaUmnt "4if& 
successive generation of man, till UK “laat it 
is reduced. ;jto a size on which no lopes can 
be founded either by calculatingfmicfcintjr 
or by imprudent idleness. Thafco^roperty 
of wfaioh a tenth or a twentiethpwtion ts 
still something considerable in Hjielf must 
be the property of a Peabody or tf va Roths¬ 
child, and the world baa seen only one Pea- 
body and one Rothiobild. By far the great 
generality of men in a nation aro owners 
of properties of whioh * third or fourth 
portion can only constitute a decent com¬ 
petence incapable cf supporting, in a con¬ 
dition of society at onoe civilised and com¬ 
plicated, a state of idleness or of extrava¬ 
gance. Besides it is worthy of remark that 
the most sterling effect which education 
produces in the human mind is the develop, 
ment of a sense of individuality—of a desire 
to bo dependent on one’s own eelf. Such 
a desire, we are glad to find, has already 
influenced the minds of a very large number 
of eur educated countrymen, though they 
have not foregone their share of their pater¬ 
nal inheritance nor abandoned the mode of 
living prevailing in the joint Hindu 
family. 

It is manifest from the preceding obser¬ 
vations that the charge which is so fre¬ 
quently brought against the joint Hindu 
family—that it is unfavorable to the de¬ 
velopment of individual energy—i* a charge 
either wholly unfounded or based upon an 
inadequate perception of the various cir¬ 
cumstances of our sooial life. But what 
concerns us most in connection with the 
subject which we have taken up for discus¬ 
sion is the fact that the joint Hindu Family 
with its law of equal inheritance preserve*, 
it would not be too much to say, almost 
every one of our countrymen from absolute 
want and consequent criminality. We 
may at least venture to affirm that such 
crimes as have their origin in painful want 
and poverty are of far less occurrence here 
than in England where the family has 
been absorbed in the individual aud where 
primogeniture lias excluded all but two 
hundred Englishman from the ownership 
and enjoyment of land. But that minute 
division of landed proporty which is a ne¬ 
cessity of the Hindu law of inheritance 
has been, we believe, somewhat injurious 
to the moral interests of a particular section 
of our nation. A property which is al¬ 
ready small becomes, in the course of in¬ 
creasing generations in a family, divided 
into shares too many in number and this 
excessive, division causes each share to be 
materially insufficient for the purposes of 
separate individual maintenance. The de¬ 
ficiency is in this country generally made 
up by Very questionable means. If, how¬ 
ever, our agriculture were improved in its 
character the effects observable at present 
of the increasing smallness of landed pro¬ 
perties would be to a groat degree coun¬ 
teracted and one possible source of crimi¬ 
nality choked up at least to an appreciable 
extent.

A REPLY TO THE NATIONAL PAPER 
ON POSITIVISM.- BY A POSI¬ 
TIVIST. 

(Communicated.) 

The pamphlet before us is an answer to 
a series of articles, condemnatory of the 
tenets of Positivism, which appeared a few 
months ago in tho National Paper. The 
author of this reply, in discussing his op¬ 
ponent's views, has avoided all narrow and 
Captious criticism, nis tono throughout is 
temperate, judicial, and impartial. He has 
strictly adhered to the purpose he avowed 
iu his preface, ^not to attack an adversary 
“bnt simply torafffain as far as his ability 
“ permits, the correct Positivist view upon 
“ each point against which objections more 
“ or less forcible have been urged.” 

There is not much oonnectiou, we find, 
between the different parts of this pamphlet; 
but, though tliis circumstance renders it 
more difficult for us to review its contents, 
there is no fear of its causing any confusion 
to the reader. The pamphlet bus boon 
divided into sections; and the contents of 
each section have been denoted in a table. 
We must observe, however, that this de¬ 
ficiency in connection is not to be attributed 
to a want of method on the part of tho 
writer, but partly to the somewhat desultory 
nature of the articles he was criticising, and 
partly (we are bound to add) to their au¬ 
thor’s imperfect acquaintance with the tenets 
of Positivism. 

The grand question, underlying the many 
doubts twd difficulties, with which the 
present state of philosophical and religious 
opinion is distracted, we believe is simply 
this. Have we or have we not pvoof of the 
existence of a Deity P and if not, is it ne¬ 
cessary that we should retain the Deistic 
hypothesis for the preservation of religion 
and morality P Science and legislation have 
been minimixing the Almighty to the last 
degree, for the last three centuries. Meta¬ 
physics has already reduced Him to a mere 
shred, an abstract entity, whose insignifi¬ 
cance is disguised under such high but 


unmeaning phrases as the, Absolute, the 
Infinite, the Attribute of Force, tbe Cause 
of causes. Positivism is tbe only system, 
iu inqderft (not iu ancient) times, whioh 
has 'taken a thoroughly decisive step iu one 
dir<#mit« to the rigorous exclusion of any 
ttthfe# Vlt entirely dispenses with a God; 
that fy without venturing either to deny 
or affirm Mis existence, it organises social 
and individual life without Him. 

The, religious feelings of men arc shocked 
by an, announcement of this kind, which 
shatters all their past traditions, and ap¬ 
pears to toad to tho destruction of all re- 
ligion,abd consequently of all morality. 
It wofjprobably the impelling and alarming 
infittffllttll of these feelings, whioh induced 
a writer in the National Paper to aim all 
the shafts whioh could be found in his quiver 
against the Positive system. No doubt it 
will be many years, if ever, before this re¬ 
pugnance to a non-Deistio doctrine can bo 
geueralljr overcome; for Positivism not only 
postulates the necessary amount of scienti¬ 
fic preparation before its dootrine can bo 
acquiesced in, but it anticipates, ex by- 
pothesi, the resistance of theological and 
metaphysical yearnings* these being ita his¬ 
torical antecedents in the mind of : every 
individual. 

For a full acoount of the difference be¬ 
tween Atheism and Positivism, and of the 
difference between Materialism and Posi¬ 
tivism, we must refer tbo reader to two ad¬ 
mirable seotions in tbe pamphlet before us, 
where he will find the difference in each 
case delineated in the very words of Comte, 
accompanied with comments by the writer 
himself;-~Atheism representing a Meta¬ 
physical form j>i belief, which by denying 
the existence of a Deity both retains an in¬ 
soluble problem under discussion and pre¬ 
vents future advance; while Positivism re¬ 
gards the mind as being sufficiently advanced 
to have spontaneously and irrecoverably 
outgrown its earlier unscientifio tendencies:—* 
tendencies whioh aro the necessary preli¬ 
minaries, before it can finally repose upon 
the-certainties of soieupe and the doctrine 
(Inducible from them. With reference to 
Materialism, Comte is still mere emphatic 
in disallowing its connection, either philo¬ 
sophical or historical, with his owu Lystem. 
“ Positivism,” he says “ satisfies and rccou- 
“ eiles all that is really tenable in the rival 
“claims of both Materialism and Spiritual¬ 
ism ; and having done this, it discards 
“them both. It holds tho ono to be as 
“ dangerous to order as the other to Pro¬ 
gress.” (page 7.) 

Iu Natural Theology tho doctrine of Final 
Causes, nr as it is usually called the argu¬ 
ment from design, is tho favourite mode of 
reasoning employed by Christiuns and Deists 
of other denominations to prove the exis¬ 
tence of a God, the Creator of all things. 
Upon this subject wo shall quote the 
language of tho pamphlet as a specimen of 
the author’s reasoning. 

“ As Positivists wo are loath to enter 
“ upon any inetnphysical discussion ; but 
“ it may bo observed that this celebrated 
“argument enn do more .than provo a Demi- 
“ urgus (that is, an artificer, workman, or 
“ mechanic); it can not bridgo over tho 
“ mighty gulf between existence aud non- 
“ existence; it can never shew how sorae- 
“ thiug was evolved out of nothing, and 
" therefore can neycr lead man’s mind from 
“ the creature up to tho creator. There 
“ is no analogy between the creation of 
“ matter aud its simple modification, which 
“latter is all that mun himself can effect, 

“ and is the only formative process, of which 
“ he can form any rational idea.” 

To us this reasoning appears unanswer¬ 
able. The dootrino of Final Causes is 
wholly incapable eicher of proving a Creator 
or of rendering such a being conceivable* 
If however for the sake of argument wo 
postulate ltis existence, the doctrine is sup¬ 
posed to give an irrefragable proof of Ilis 
benevolence. 
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In contemplating the work* of nature, the pre¬ 
tence of design—the adaptation of oertain mean* 
to^portain ends—is supposed td fnrnUh us with a 
knowledge of the several attributes of the Deity, and 
to teach us especially the divine goodness. Now it 
Appears to us, as it has appeared to others, that the 
'operation's of nature may suggest other lessons be¬ 
sides those of indexible justioe and supreme be¬ 
nevolence. The same arguments derived from the 
natural world “ which prove that God is lie author 
of food, light and life, prove him also to ba the author 
of poison, darkness and death. The wide-washing 
earthquake, the storm, the battle* and the tyranny* 
are (in the sphere of natural religion) attributable 
to Him in the same degree ns the fairest forme 
of nature, sunshine, liberty, and peaoe.” puge 11. 

The reasoning of M Littre, (on© of the 
moat eminent of Comte’s followers in 
France) upon the same subject, is equally 
conclusive. Wo here quote a portion of his 
•argument, as it is given in the pamphlet. 

“ One of the best examples in favour of a final 
'cause is that of the eye. The eye is an instrument, 
and an optician, in his workshop, would imitate 
it in arranging the various media, the curvature 
of the orystalline lens, the aperture of the pupil, 
in order that a distinct image might be projected 
oil the retina. Hence it is natural to conclude 
* l that an intelligent nadse has had before itself 
the particular effect which each of these parts 
separately ought to produoe, and also the common 
effrot which they should produoe when combined 
in other words that this cause has had a plan, and 
has proposed to itself an end, which it has attained, 
‘ttsihso-: here then is au hypothesis Verified in this 
'nUd in all analogous oases ; but it is not allowable 
to make a choice, it ie necessary that we should 
examine how the doctrine acquits itself with re¬ 
ference ' to Other conditions. The following is one 
instanoe which may be seleated from many suoh. 
The saliva of the dog is generally harmless, but, 
by a ohemioo-vitul process which ’has hitherto 
eluded the subtlety of human art, there is some ¬ 
times formed in this saliva a deleterious principle, 
which proves fatal to the animal itself and to all 
who are inooulated by means of its bite. But this 
is not all, for the new condition in which the 
animal ie placed inspire* it with a deadly desire 
to bite, so that the Cause which has produoed the 
poison, has, at the same time, arranged all the 
niroumstanoes in eueh a manner that it should not 
be lost without oausing extensive injury. What 
are we to say of this singular final cause P And 
how is the purpose which appears to govern this 
case, to be reconciled with the purpose which 
appears to govern tho ease of the eye ?” page 13. 

Another Admirable example, to tho same 
effect, taken from the peristaltic motion of 
the intestines, has been given by Dr. Mauds* 
ley. Want of space prevents us from quot¬ 
ing it at length. lie concludes, •* whatever 
“ design wo recognize is really an idea that 
“ is gradually formed in our mind3 from 
“ repeated experiences of tho law of the 
matler.” Ho shows that tho peristaltic 
movoments aro in many oasos as destructive 
to Ufa as they are in other cases necessary 
to its preservation. 

We have no space to dilate upon the 
several subjects discussed in the different 
sections of the pamphlet before us. There 
is scarcely an objection tirged by the 
National, in which it has not been shown 
either that the writer had completely mis¬ 
understood the meaning and scope of 
Comte's system, or that a full answer could 
not be furnished from the writings of Comte 
himself. When the writer maintains that 
Comte is a most determined enemy of nation¬ 
alities, that he was ignorant of Iudian 


worthies and Hindoo institutions, that 
Positivism ignores practice, that it excludes 
the study of mental 'science, (if this ig what 
the writer means by hia quaint term Ideolo¬ 
gy), that it finds no distinct place for Logic, 
that it has made imperfect provision for 
JEsthetics, that it excludes ethics from the 
series of positive sciences, tbit Positivism 
itself is only a mutilated form of Kant's 
Critical Philosophy;—we cannot help re¬ 
marking that the writer would have done 
more good to t&e cause which be advocates, 
if lie had made himself better acquainted 
with the doctrine which he condemn!. 

On the above subjects, the reader who 
wishes to form his own opinion of the merits 
of the caBe, will do well to consult the reply 
by a “ Positivist" In addition to this he 
will find an explanation of many important 
terms as they r were used by Comte; and 
from these he would be able to pick up a 
few of the leading notions peculiar to the 
Positive system. We allude to such terms 
as Force, Metaphysics, Theology, Causation, 
Hypothesis, Positivity in any department 
of Science, Abstract and Concrete as 
constituting a fundamental division of the 
scienoes. We should like to have seen a 
similar exposition of tho term Humanity 
in its Comtian sense. 

We observe that a great nurabor of the 
National*8 objections are drawn from a small 
work by John Stuart Mill, consisting of a 
review of Corate, whioh was originally pub¬ 
lished in a oouplo of articles in the West¬ 
minster Review. But it is well known 
that Mill has adopted almost all the funda¬ 
mental and distinctive tenets of Positivism, 
though he has not gone the wholo length 
with Comte upon what are falsely called 
" his later speculations." Not one of Mill’s 
objections touches the real points at issue. 
He has thrown out disparaging remarks upon 
Comte’s Sociological system; but, though 
accepting Sociology as ,a science he has pro¬ 
posed no system of his own. He has 
ridiculed the details of'Corate’s religious 
scheme; hut he has neither been able to 
propose *a better one, nor has he retained 
the Deistio basis. 

Questions relating to religion are too 
serious for ridicule and its problems are 
too perplexing to be lightly treated:" We 
hold that the end and aim of all religion 1 
is to make men wiser, happier, and better. 
We believe that the, religion, which proves 
to be the most effectual ^ producing such 
results, whether its basis is to be divine or 
human, is the one which will- infallibly i 
prevail. j

namely, tho ceremony of divorce. Hut this costs | 
money —not quito so much ns it used to do, bat a 
sum which, to all intents and purposes, is quite as 
much to the humbler man as five thousand pounds. 
If he hss msdo tho mistake of marryiMg a faithless ! 
woman, he has nothing for it but to ruu iSroy from ! 
her, or insist on her living apart from him. He 
oauaot afford himself tho remedy for getting dis¬ 
entangled from her thrall, wliioh is within the 
finch of those who, peculiarly, are his betters; and, 
because he cannot afford it, the oriminal law comes 
down upon him with incarceration and the 
treadmill. 

Tim J Examiner oites two oasos in whioh two 
men have been sentenced at the Old Bailey to 
terms of six and aiue months' imprisonment res¬ 
pectively, for having broken this unequal law. 
The cnees were very different in their incidents, 
and in their degrees of pitiableuesB. The one was 
that of a decent, industrious, nud, for all that 
appease upon the face of it, really innocent man, j 
who,moving cause to doubt bis wife, followed her | 
to a distance from his home, which she had deser¬ 
ted, and fouud her in the embrace of his own I 
•brother. Bat the man went back to his work ; and, 
nt the end of eleven years, believing tho false one 
doad, he publioly married another woman who did 
not, and does not now, oomplaiu, for she evidently 
regards 'William Ooodwin as a true man and her 
true husband; and a true man and true husband 
be wonld be now to her if he had been born a 
gentleman, or had an income of jldOO a year, for 
in that oaee be wonld have known better bow to 
brush aside the entrapping nets and moBhes of the 
law, and, having wiped bis mouth, would have 
been able, respeotably and piously, to exclaim, “ I 
have done no wicked ness/' lint because the 
woman who bad betrayed him woe still, in point { 
of law, bis wife, notwithstanding her eleven years’ 
adultery and desertion ; and because be had sought 
tho ohaste love of another woman, having no means 
whatever, in the infection, of setting himself tech¬ 
nically free, the nmiions of the police see in him 
eligible game, and, after a hard run, they suooeed 
in bringing him down. Hie second, nud true wife, 
is thns subjected to reproaoh, and the insult of pity ; 
which she never sought; and he it taken from his 
feome, and oast, for sin months, with tbs scum of 
earth, into a felon’s cell, ns n violator of the lew. 

The other oaee wue one very different in its 
olaim for oommieemtion. The nooused was a bad 
roan, whose wife had likewise abandoned him and 
t^en to the streets. Whether her profligtoy had 
anything to do with first driving him into crime, 
or whether his conviction and aentenee for theft, 
was the oause of her taking to an abandoned way 
of life, justioe, with her blinded eyes and with 
much business on band, could not be expected to 
find time to inquire. AU that is known is, that when 
liberated with a tioket-of leave;, Edward Meroer 
sought to do better for the rest of his life, and 
began by marrying & woman who was fit to live 
with liieft. What an ignorant creature, to fancy 
that in Buoh a course he wonld find any toleration! 
An interval of six years has passed between the 
first ceremony and the second; but there is no 
statute of limitations iu England’s, matrimonial cods, 
ns there is in those of certain continental States. 

— Alluding to the notification relating to the 
famine issued by the Government of the N. W. 
Provinces, the Government of India, yro learn 
from the Delhi Gazette , says:—“ It ie stated in the 
Notification that the support of the sick and aged, 
the young and tender, nud the infirm must be 
mainly the care of private charity , k and that con¬ 
tributions for these will receive an equivalent from 
the Government. But the Governor General in 
Council is doubtful whether the appeal will be 
adequately responded to, or, at any rate, whether 
the amount of contributions it is likely to call forth 


can be wholly doponded on. While, therefore, the 
Governor General in Council entirely approves of 
the intention to raise, from private sources of chari¬ 
ty, as large a sum as may be possible, be ooasidere 
it neoessary that the Government should distinctly 
recognise Its own full liability for the support of 
the really helpless. The assistance afforded by 
Government as a contribution on the part of the 
State should not, therefore, be limited to an equi¬ 
valent oi the sums raised from private aonroes. 
District Officers should be desired, without respeot 
to the sums contributed by private charity, to make 
such advances for food as may be necessary to sup¬ 
port life iu those who are unable to work.'’ At last 
we have the right system recognized. 

— The Cabool correspondent of the above journal 
states that a letter was received on the 19th Ulti¬ 
mo from Meet Akhore Ahmed Khan, the Hakim 
of Jellalabad. It. ran thus:—“I have received 
a letter from the British authorities at Peshawur, 
stating that they would make over the treasure for 
Ameer Shore Allee Khan to any one of his con¬ 
fidential servants who would go there. Under these 
circumstances, I have left for Lallpoorn, and if 
necessary will go direct to Peshawur to take oharge 
of tho treasure.” 

The Governor forwarded Meer Akhore Ahmed 
Khan's letter in original to Ameer Shore Alice Khan 
informing him that the treasure from Peshawur 
would soon be forwarded to his camp. The Govern¬ 
or also dispatched two thousand posteens for tho 
Ameer’s troops and ordered four thousand more 
to be got ready. 

— According to the same writer it has beeu 
ascertained by a confidential person, on good au¬ 
thority, that the Akhoond of Swat had sent an 
iahtaharnama to Sirdar Ubdoolrahman Khan, stat¬ 
ing that as Ameer Shere Allee Khan had beoome 
an infidel, he and all Musulmans were to be in¬ 
formed that a religious war, as directed in the 
Koran, was requisite to be raised against him, and 
he would gain the day. The khaleefas, or chief 
disciples, of the Akhoond in Cabool are privately 
sending copies of the ishtahar to all the ohiefs in 
Affganistan, telling them not to assiet Ameer Shere 
Allee Khan, who htd beeome an infidel. The Go¬ 
vernor of Cabool, in order to raise the necessary 
funds has oommenoed oppressing the oitizenj. 

— We learn from Native Opinion that Mr. 
Dadabhai Naoroji returned to Bombay by the, 
Overland Mail which oame there on the 27th ultimo.

— His Exeellenoy the Vioeroy will leave Cal¬ 
cutta, on the 10th instant, in the P. 0. Company’s 
steamer for Suez. The Fevoze ie ecaroely iu a posi¬ 
tion to proceed to sea. 

— A report has been received by Government 
from the Ameer, Shere Aii, that he has totally 
defeated Abdool Rahman. No particulars are 
given, exoept that royal salutes have been fired 
at Cebul and Jellalabad iu houor of the victory, 
Wbostbsoat, January 13, 

— A London Telegram states that the Secretary 
of State for India iu Counoil has passed a resolu¬ 
tion eulogising the late Herbert Edwardes, and 
recommending that a monument be erected to his 
memory, 

— '{he following telegrams have been reoeived 
by the Englishman: — Sitchar y - 10-30 a. Janu¬ 
ary 1 Ith,—, Fearful earthquake here. New puooa 
Godown, Bungalow, and all station houses down.

— The rule nisi • issued on the 23rd ultimo, 
on the report of the Taxing Offioer of the High 
Court, oalling on Baboo ltadhananth Bose an 
attorney of the High Court to show oause why ho 
should not be struck off the roU of attornies for 
malting fictitious and extortionate charges in a 
bill of costs against a client or suffer other punish¬ 
ment, was argued on Monday last before the Chief 
Justioe, Mr. Justioe Mecphorson and Mr. Justice 
Norman by Mr, Woodroffe and Mr. Branson on be¬ 
half of Baboo Radhanauth Bose. Their Lord- 
ships eenteneod the attorney to be suspended from 
prsotioe for six months. This ought to be a 
lesson to the bad sheep of the profession. 

— An Act was lately passed in Bombay empower¬ 
ing tho Government to make advances, under certain 
oonditicus se to the management of their estates, 
to embaraased proprietors, to be repaid in instal¬ 
ments at a moderate rate of interest. The system 
has worked so wall, that tho Vioeroy has been en¬ 
couraged to propoae the extension of a similar 
privilege to tho Taiookdars of Oudb, many of 
whom would/itis believed, be glad to attftl them¬ 
selves of the assistance of the Government, to get 
rid of ,.tbe diffibudtiee in whioh, owing to ..the mu¬ 
tiny and other circumstances, they are Involved, 
and whlOh mult greatly enoumber the# in the 
management of their .estates. The Chief Cora- 
'm&mmrt will, In the first instance, be consulted; 
and should be concur in the expediency of the 
/proponed plan, he wilt submit a list of the Talook- 
dars deeirous of benefiting by it, and a Bill will, 
probably, be introduced into Council, to empower 
the Government to carry it out.

— The Lucknow Timet announoes the death of 
Mr. Edward Parry Moore, Editor of the late Oudh 
Argus, Ho breathed his last on the 5th Instant 
with oalmness and resignation. He was suffering 
^ from dropsy and general debility. The deceased 
gentleman belonged to the Roman Catholic faith, 
and was at the same time a high Mason. He has 
a brother in the army at home. He formerly 
belonged to an Austrian Hussar Regiment. He 
oame to this country as an offloer in one of Her 
Majesty’s Regiments, but having quarrelled with 
his Colonel, namely, our present Commander-in- 
chief, had to resign iu oonsequenoe. He then 
beo&me Editor of a journal, entitled The Indian 
Standard , published at Delhi. He wrangled with 
the proprietors of that journal and went down to 
Calcutta, where ho beoame Editor of the defunut 
Phoenix, He was for sometime Principal of the 
Oriental Seminary. He however Joft Caloutta 
and fixed hi* abode at Simla, where ho star¬ 
ted The Himalayan Star, which, after ahiniug 
like a meteor, vanished, and caused him much 
grief subsequently. Whilst the late Mr. James 
Cargill, Priuoipal of the Delhi College, was his 
coadjutor, Mr. Moore’s writings were much appre¬ 
ciated, but when he was deprived of the oo-opera- 
tion of that gentleman, he oommenoed indulging 
in personalities and invectives. Last year Munshi 
Newul Kiahore brought him ffom the Punjab to 
oouoh the Lucknow limes, and at Luoknow lie 
oontraoted the disease which eventually proved 
fatal to him. 

Fnxnar, January 15. 

— We are glad to learn from the Pioneer that 
Gwalior, and Central India generally, is spared 
the suffering which prevails so intensely in Raj- 
pootana and parts of the North West. There is 
abundanoe of grains stored up, though of course 
the prioe has risen very considerably. The great 
anxiety is lest, if no rain should shortly fall, the 
wells should fail, and the cultivation dependent on 
well-irrigation be suspended. 1 

— Dr. Wise, the Civil Burgeon of Daces, is going 
to England on siok leave. The Dacca News, in 
notioing hie departure, remarksA more popular 
medioal offioer, or one moro deservedly esteemed it 
would be difficult to find in the Department.”

THE NEW VICEROY. 

On Tuesday evening last the Guns from 
Fort William announood tbe arrival in 
Caloutta of the Right Hobble tho Earl 
of Mayo. Early Tuesday morning a de¬ 
putation consisting of the Private Sec¬ 
retary and tho Military Secretary to the 
Governor General, and one of His Excel¬ 
lency's Aides-do-Gamp proceeded down the 
River in the Sir William Peel, to wait upon 
Lord Mayo. The Feroze with tho noblo 
Earl on Board, arrived off Garden Reach 
at 4 r. m. when a deputation of tho Secre¬ 
taries of the Government waited upon His 
Lordship. The new Viceroy landed at 
Cbandpal Ghat at 6 p. m. and was received 
by the Secretary to the Government of 
Bengal, tho Chairman of tho Justioes of 
tho Peace, the Master Attendant, and the 
Sheriff of Calcutta. A salute of 21 guns 
was fired on his landing. Lrtrd Mtfyo then 
drove to Government House, whoro a 
large number of members of the Civil and 
Military Services and representatives of 
every section of the community had as¬ 
sembled to welcome His Lordship. Tho 
Lieutenant Governor of Bengal led him up 
tho red doth, and the Governor General, 
the Commander-in-Chief, and tho Members 
of tho Supreme Council received him. 
The party then proceeded to the Council 
Room. Mr. Bay ley, tho Home Secretary, 
having read tho Commission granted by 
Her Majesty to the noblo Earl, His Lord¬ 
ship took tho prescribed oaths and his seat 
as Viceroy and Governor General iu His 
Excellency's Council. When the oaths were 
administered, a further salute of 21 guns 
was firod from the Ramparts of Fort Wil¬ 
liam. Tho following Proclamation was pub¬ 
lished on Tuesday evoning 

“ Whereas the Right Hou’blo Richard Southwell 
Bourke, Karl of Mayo, Visoouut Mayo of Mony- 
orower, Baron Naas of Naan, K. P., has been ap¬ 
pointed by Her Majesty to be Her Viceroy and 
Governor General of India, and has assumed the 
said office, the said appointment is hereby notified, 
and it is proclaimed that the said Right Hou’ble 
tho Earl of Mayo, Vioeroy and Governor General 
of India, has this day taken the usual oaths and 
his seat in His Exoellenoy’s Counoil. 

By order of tho Governor General in Counoil, 

E. C. Baxley, 
Secy, to the Govt, qf India,” 

Lord Mayo comes to India heralded by a 
fame which affords tho promise of success¬ 
ful administration. May Her Majesty's 
Indian subjects be moro prosperous and 
more happy under his Lordship’s govern¬ 
ment 1 « 


Never has India suffered from so many 
meteorological disasters 'as during the last 
eight years. In 1861 a drought caused a 
famine in the North-West Provinces. In 
1866 another drought caused that terrible 
calamity in Orissa from the effects of which 
she is not likely to recover within this cen¬ 
tury. Last year’s drought has already caus¬ 
ed in tho North-West Provinces a great 
dearth which is likely to turn into a famine. 
Our old books, especially the Jiamnyun and 
the Mahabharat, prove that suoh visitations 
were by no moans uncommon in ancient 
India; but tbe occurrence of three famines 
in tho course of a decade is something 
hitherto unheard of. A few more such 
disasters and “ tho gorgeous wealth of Ind” 
will become a poetic dream. 

Throughout tho Bengal Presidency, the 
rain-full has for some years past been un¬ 
steady and irregular. The following state¬ 
ment taken from a Government publication 
shews that in the Punjab the annual rain¬ 
fall has been steadily decreasing in amount.

Taking tho general average, we have the 
rain fall of the above four years represented 
by 36, 23, 26, and 22 iuohe3 respectively. 
The North-West Provinces have fared no 
bettor than the Punjab. In Bengal we 
have been alternately deluged with uutiiuely 
rain and parched with drought. 

When the great cyclone of October 
1864 took plaoe, people recalled to mind 
that a cyclone equally terrific had taken 
place 30 years before, and that storms of 
less magnitudo recurred almost regularly at 
intervals of 10 years. It was confidently 
predicted that a cyclone of suoh terrific in¬ 
tensity would not occur again within tho 
next thirty years. The cyclone of Novem¬ 
ber 1867 beliod all these predictions. 

These meteorological changes have been 
accompanied by climatic changes scarcely 
less remarkable. Places formerly noted for 
their healthiness are now remarkably un¬ 
healthy. Titaghur and Baraset were in tho 
time of Warren Hastings the sunntnria 
nearest to Calcutta (Vide Dr. Martin on 
the Reoocupation of the Negrais). They nro 
now aoything but healthy. Sir William 
Jones visited Chittagong for tho sake of 
his health ; people now Hy from C!iiti:yrmg 
for that purpose. An epidemic lever with 
short intermissions is still ravaging some of 
tho fairest portions of Bengal. 

It is all very well to congratulato 
ourselves on the progress of education, 
railways and commerce. It is not at all 
pleasant to indulge in gloomy forebodings; 
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but ft would be well in the midst of our 
hollow prosperity to take note of the hand* 
wpting in tho wall. 

Our Medical men have been unable to 
nsoertain the causes of the epidemics. Our 
meteorologists are unable to account for 
the meteorological disturbances. AU the 
talk about jungle and bad drainage^causing 
the epidemic is pure moonshine; for jungle 
and bud drainage are tbe perennial features 
of every Bengal village. The alleged oauses 
having always existed, the alleged effect 
should always have existed likewise; hut 
we never heard of an epidemic till lately. 
All that oan be said is that where an epi¬ 
demic is raging, jungle and bad drainage 
are likely to aggravate its ravages. As to 
cyclones, tho scientific jargon about electri¬ 
cal agency, revolving masses of air and tbe 
centre of the hurricane have not helped 
our cause a bit. Wo aro as far os ever from 
ascertaining why in the course of throe years 
the Southwest portion of the Delta of the 
Ganges was swept by two storms equal in 
intensity to a West India hurricane or a ty¬ 
phoon of the China seas. 

Geologists speak of wonderful climatic 
changes in various parts of the globe—of 
the fossil remains of tropical animals being 
found imbedded within the arotie oirele. 
Astronomers say that in consequence of the 
procossion of the equinoxes, the polar re¬ 
gions may become tropioal and vice tend. 
But the obonges due to geological and as¬ 
tronomical oauses are extremely slow. The 
climatic changes we are speakiog i of are due 
to causes of whioh Mr. Blandford knows as 
tnuoh as the most ignorant peasant. 

In our preseut state of knowledgo pre¬ 
ventive measures aro out of the question ; 
palliative measures are all that we can 
adopt. A permanent famine fund, extensive 
works of irrigation, and dykes for the pro¬ 
tection of the Delta against storm waves 
nre all that we oan suggest. Suoderbunds 
grantees whose estates nre subject io in¬ 
cursions by storm-waves should be compell¬ 
ed by law to erect dykes for the protection 
of thoir tenants. It is fur better that the 
grants should be abandoned to tigers than 
that they should be cultivated at such en¬ 
ormous risk.

% SANITATION IN SCHOOLS. 

Tub article on this subject published in 
our impression of 23rd May last, seems to 
havo produced no effect. As the matter 
is however of the very gravest moment, 
wo mako no hesitation in giving promi¬ 
nent insertion to a portion of an exoel* 
lent paper headed “Tbe introduction of 
Sauitary teaching into primary education 
as an indispensable condition of efficient 
Sanitary Reform.” By J. H. Bridges, 
M. B., published in tho Britieh Mediml 
Journal of tho 7th November last When 
it was read before the Public Medicine Seo- 
tioa at tho thirty-sixth annual meeting of 
the British Medical Association, Oxford, in 
August 18G8, eminent dootors like Dr. 
Gibbon, Dr. Ramsay, and Dr. A. P, Stewart 
6 upported tho statements contained in it. 


Dr. Bridges observes“But I pass, 
without further comment, to the remedy*— 
a remedy slow in its operation, but whioh 
goes down deep to the root of the disease 
—a remedy so soon as its use is general, 
will quadruple the efficiency of all sanitary 
legislation, and which it may be, is destined, 
in tbe future, to supersede it altogether. 
The remedy I speak of is the compulsory 
and official introduction of sanitary teaohing 
into our primary schools. 

“That physiological truth should be one 
way or other (^incorporated into our educa¬ 
tional system, is a conviction whioh is rapid¬ 
ly becoming general. It has even pene¬ 
trated into the venerable seat of learning 
in whioh we are now assembled. (Oxford) 

* * * I am recommending merely that a 
list of certain very elementary sanitary truths 
should be inoul'cated by all certified govern- 
| meat teachers on children &o. &c.” 

“ It has been argued forcibly and success¬ 
fully at least, if not rightly, that matters of 
opinion form no proper subject for govern¬ 
mental intervention; that the state is not 
bound to afford any but ,those elementary 
rudiments of education about which no ques¬ 
tion oan be raised, and the absence of whioh 
is dangerous to social well-being. Religious 
teaohing, and all teaohing whatsoever be¬ 
yond rending, writing and arithmetic, should j 
be loft to voluntary ngoncy, Suoh is tho i 
principle of the New Code; and though 
there are many signs of a reaction against 
it, I, for my part, am willing to accept the 
principle on which that code is based. But 
I claim for the teaohing of these elementary 
rules of health a very distinct priority over 
grammar, geography, English history, and 
all the other subjects which, until recently, 
have come under the supervision of the 
inspectors of our national schools. I claim 
for it precisely that degree of support whioh 
is aooorded by common consent to instruction 
in reading, writiug, and arithmetic. It rests 
upon a basis unquestionably stronger. If 
ignorance of the alphabet and of the laws 
of number is dangerous tp the state, ignor- 
anoe cf th» laws of health is unquestionably 
far more dangerous. A man may be a very 
useful oitiaan who cannot read; but the man 
who, in his ignorance, turns his house into 
a fbver-nest is as destructive as a bandit.** 

• * * “ It is quite true that anything like 
systematical physiological teaohing would be 
absurd to attempt. This is not what I ad¬ 
vocate. What I would wish is simply dog¬ 
matic inculcation of a few very simple; sani¬ 
tary precepts. Wise men of every ege have 
seen very dearly that there are many things 
which may be usefully ttugbVandwhich, 
indeed, mast be taught, before they can be 
thoroughly understood. No religionists whe¬ 
ther Catholic, Anglican, or Presbyterian, sup¬ 
pose ft necessary to confine tho teaching qf 
their respective Catechisms to students of 
theology. &a. Ac.” f ' 

It will be seen from the above that the 
views we expressed in May lastere not 
Utopian, arid that they ere supported fay the; 
best medioal aesaciationitt |5ngland. Sanitary 
teaohing oan easily be introduced into car 
schools. It will not cost government any¬ 


thing, nor will it entail any expense co the 
people except the trifling one for . the pur¬ 
chase of elementary tracts on health. The 
present staff of teaohers and inspectors can 
impart this instruction without any incon¬ 
venience. They will rather And it more 
agreeable and comfortable to teach or ex¬ 
amine classes composed of dean and healthy 
students. The latter if they follow the 
laws of sanitation will be able to prose¬ 
cute their studies with greater attention and 
zeal. 

If sanitary teAohing is indispensably ne¬ 
cessary in enlightened England, it is beyond 
doubt equally so in India, especially in 
Bengal which is notoriously damp god ma¬ 
larious ; in which the towns are traversed 
by unwholesome ravines or nallahe , badly 
cleansed, and full of nuisances; in whioh 
houses are put up without tbe least re¬ 
gard to order, regularity, ventilation, and 
overcrowding and nre p9rmanent fever-nests 
and cholera-dens; in which abominations 
abound over?where for want of public 
latrines and urinals; in whioh the people 
use the water of dirty and shallow- wells 
and tanks—tanks whioh are nothing but 
wash-tubs; in which the extreme heat 
of tho climate produces rapid and frightful 
decomposition of all organic and excreraen- 
titions substances; where the inhabitants are 
born weak and sickly; and where human 
life is shortened into a very narrow span by 
the pernicious system of early marriage. 
Our countrymen are well aware of the exis¬ 
tence of these evils. Knowing this and 
that the sources of disease and premature 
deajjb, are removeable, is it proper that we 
should turn a deaf ear to the onils for sani¬ 
tary reform ? The subjeot is more important 
than rending, writing, and arithmetic. It is 
highly apathetic and unpatriotic on the part 
of tbe eduoated, not to try to improve the 
sanitary condition, of their country and 
save , the ignorant masseB from untimely 
death. 

Our sanitary commissioners and legislators 
may now and then pass laws about sanitation 
bat who will obey them as long as the evils 
consequent upon their violation are not 
known. And persons infringing sanitary 
laws can very seldom be punished, for how 
can the inner apartments of their houses, 
which are over crowded end fall of abomi¬ 
nations, be iospeoted P‘ Is upt the air offowns 
and villages affected or polluted by these 
houses f Is it surprising that tbe municipali¬ 
ties, competed as they are of 99 per cent* 
laymen totally ignorant of the simple laws 
of health/ Commit sanitary blunders every 
duy>:;; 

To oonolude we should say with Dr. 
Bridges: “ What is essential is to tonch tbe 
unthinking mass; and this dan only be done 
by penetrating them; from childhood with 
an organic dfclike of poisoned 

air and water, df dirty skins and overcloud¬ 
ed rooms. Thus and thus only will you 
create a public to whom the application of 
suoh sanitary measures as may perhaps al¬ 
ways be necessary in our complicated civi¬ 
lisation will not be distasteful, will be met 
halfway, and will be tenfold more effectual.** 
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INDIA IN THE PARIS EXHIBITION. 

The report of Baron Dowleans on the 
results of the Indian Department pf the 
Paris Universal Exhibition, shews the 
achievement of great success. The value 
of the collection displayed, has been repre¬ 
sented at Rupees 5,00,000 nearly, and Baron 
-v Dowleans considers it to be in every respect 

the most perfect ever exhibited in Europe, 
and eclipsing all its predecessors/ 1 It is to 
be regretted however that the opinions of tbo 
French on the Indian Department have not 
been quoted in the report under notice. We 
believe this would have considerably enhanoed 
its value, and given us an opportunity to know 
the Frenoh view of Indian Arts. There is 
one peculiarity of the Indian works of Art 
and Industry. They are more for show than 
use, and compared to works of European 
Arts they are very costly. Hence among 
the rich and costly fabrics, very few met 
with purchasers, thus shewing that even 
among the Frenoh people the utilitarian 
prinoiple is gaining ground very fast. So had 
iU?ot been for the proposal of Baron Dow¬ 
leans to the several Foreign Commissioners 
at the Exhibition, “ to make a selection of 
such fabrics and cutting them up inti sam¬ 
ples sufficient to shew the nature and rich¬ 
ness of the fabrio, and dividing them among 
the various Museums of Europe, each pay¬ 
ing its shAre of the aotual coat,” most of 
these articles would have remained unsold 
to the considerable loss of the Indian Go¬ 
vernment. 

There was one circumstance connected with 
the Exhibition which mult be pronounced 
to be very’hopeful. The Native States con¬ 
tributed greatly to the grandeur of the 
Indian Department, and the Maharajah of 
Gwalior, the Begum of Bhopal, Sir Salar 
Jung, and some others not only sent very 
valuable artiolea for exhibition on the occa¬ 
sion, but they requested them to be presented 
to the Frenoh Emperor after exhibition. 
We would like to know with what feeling 
Napoleon received these articles. 

The demand for jewellery, kuftgoorie work, 
and Cashmere Papier Macho Articles, was 
very great, so much so that Baron Dow- 
leaos thinks that bad they been three 
times as large as they were, almost every 
thing would have sold at high prices. In 
conclusion we think that India might well 
rejoice at the name it has acquired in France, 
and our only wish is it had received a larger 
number of Medals, of which wo are sorry to 
learn there was suoh a paucity that only 
general medal was given for Carpets, one for 
Cotton, Ac. This oircumstance shows a spirit 
of disgraceful economy on the part of the 
Frenoh Government, for which we hope it 
will make ample ameuds on a future oc¬ 
casion.

FAMINE IN THE N. W. P. 

From the latest information received 
from the North Western Provinces, it does 
not appear that tffe famine has at all abated. 
Ou Mouday, the 4th Instant, after the 
adjournment of the Governor General's Le¬ 
gislative Council, Sir John Lawrenoe re¬ 
quited the members to remain, for the 


purpose of discussing the question whether 
the Government should convene a publio 
meeting, and ask for subscriptions for the 
relief of the distressed, or whether, in reply 
to a communication received from the Cham¬ 
ber of Commeroe, the Government should 
freely admit the necessity of private oh&rity, 
and express their oordial approval of the 
coarse suggested by the Chamber, and offer 
an equivalent of all local subscriptions so 
raised. His Exoellenoy wished emphatically 
to declare the intention of the Government 
to be, to spare suffering and to save life, with¬ 
out any limit or stint of money, in the aged, 
the infirm, and in those unable to work, and 
in those to whom work would be more degrad¬ 
ing than death. For those who can work 
tho Government will provide work, and will 
pay for it at suoh a rate os to enable the 
laborers v to purchase* food sufficient for their 
support. It was unanimously resolved that 
reoourse should ba had to private charity, 
and that the most satisfactory way of doing 
this was not to convene a publio meeting, 
but to promise the cordial co-operation of 
the Government to the proposals of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The Central Committee of Relief at Alla¬ 
habad are doing all in their power to alleviato 
tho sufferings of the distressed. The humane 
orders which have been recently published by 
the Government of India in the Imperial 
Gazette do not call for any speoial remarkqon 
tho present occasion. They are fully expected 
from a civilized Government, under whose 
immediate charge, only a few years ago,,a 
whole provinco was almost depopulated, owing 
to an economic theory and an imperfect know¬ 
ledge of tho country by the district officers. 
Tho efforts of Sir William Muir, the Lieute- 
ant Governor of the North Wostern Pro¬ 
vinces are most marked in the present ins¬ 
tance. He is devoting his whole energies for 
suffering humanity. Towards the close of 
last month, reports reached him from 
various districts to the effect that emigrants, 
singly or in small parties, were proceeding 
from the west, across the Doab, and through 
Rohilound, with the view of obtaining the 
necessary sustenance. Sir William imme¬ 
diately passed orders to provide them with 
work wherever they might go. Finding 
however that some of these gangs are in 
the habit of refusing work, he has published 
a general notification ©ailing upon all the 
District officers to look after these famished 
people, and has further made them responsible 
for every life that may be lost from starva¬ 
tion owing to their neglect. Mp has provided 
the officials of every place with ample funds 
for the support of the needy population. 
On the whole, the conduct of Sir William 
Muir shows him to be a worthy successor 
of Sir Frederio Edmonstone, and stands in 
bold contrast to the heartless acts of Sir 
Cecil Beadon in reference to Orissa. 

We give below the Address whioh will be 
presented to Sir John Lawrence before his 
departure from India and whioh now lies 
for signature at the Exchange and some 
other places. 


To His Exoellenoy the Right Honourable 8ir John 
Laird Male Lawrenoe, Bart., <>. c. b., a. c. s. i. 

Your Excellency,—Ti» the prospect of your early 
departure from amongst us, we, tho undersigned 
JJritieh, -Foreign, and other inhabitant*! of the City 
of Calcutta, are unwilliug that you should leave 
the chores of India without some expression, on 
our part, of the sentiments with whioh we content- 
fldate your long and honourable oareer in this 
country. 

Wo do not presume to review those distinguished 
services to tho State rendered by Your Exoellenoy, 
the high appreciation of which by Hor Majesty the 
Queen, and by the unanimous sense of your coun¬ 
trymen, was signalised in your elevation to the 
exalted office of Her Majesty’s Vioeroy and Govern¬ 
or-General of In^ia. These servioea have already 
passed into the history of the British nation. 

But we have seen during the past five years, 
under Your Excellency's direction, numerous and 
varied measures of administrative reform, and 
peaoeftil progress, carried out in all branches of 
the publio Service.

Iu returning to your native land Your Excel¬ 
lency will carry the reputation of a wise, cons¬ 
cientious, and upright ruler, whoso public services 
have been worthy of the great nation whioh sent 
him forth to represent it in this oountry, and whoso 
private worth adds lustre to the name of English 
gentleman. 

Cordially desiring that your Exoelloncy may 
be spared for many years to enjoy ;tbe honours 
whioh you have won, or may yet win in your 
native country, and your .public services may be 
prolonged iu various spheres of usefulness, we unite, 
with the utmost respect, in bidding Your Excel¬ 
lency God-speed and farewell!

I wondered how ooald 
a father make suoh distinction between hie male and 
female ohildren; females, whom nature has made 
the tender sex and has given oharms to aoftqn the 
hearts of man, have better claim® upoa our tender 
feelings and jkind affection than males. A person 
I that injures an innocent man is cruel, but one 
that meditates mischief to au innooent woman is 
a most hard-hearted villain. The world scarcely 
takes any offenoe When a conqueror plunders cities 
and temples but it condemns him most bitterly 
when he raises his impious hands on females. 

Thoughts like these arose in my mind—I was 
really ashamed of our unnatural indifferenoe to our 
daughters and I was at a loss to deoipher this 
mystery. But experience which is a great discoverer 
of truth, bae now enlightened me to some extent. 
What seems to be the neglect of a Hindu father 
towards his daughter does in reality show his 
love P A Hindu fathor shudders at the birth of 
his daughter not because he is destitute of love 
but because he is oonscious that he doeB not deserve 
the blessing, lie knows perfectly well that Me 
daughter is the objeot of his most tender affection 
and kindest attention and he feels accordingly ; 
but the consciousness of his inability to meet the 
claims of his darling drinks up Ms heart’s blood. 
A mother shudders when her child falls sick lest 
it falls a victim to the disease, and who oan blame 
her for this apprehension ? A Hindu father knows 
that he is not in a postion to contribute to that 
comfort of her* daughter which is due to her and 
is he to blame if the consciousness of this inability 
: makes Mm say “ would to God I had no daughter 
I when I have not the means to moke her happy.” 
Of all the duties which we owe to our daughters 
the duty of marrying them is the most difficult and 
important—the greatest responsibility attaches to 
it; this is, in faot, the foundation stone of their 
| comfort or misery in after-life. A daughter 
must be married at a fixed age—and married 
to a respectable and deserving person who styali 
also have the means to support and keep her in 
eomfort.

Apart from certain sentimental whimeioalitiei 
from which it would be advantageously relieved, 
the proposal appears judicious and practicable*, 
but since the new nurse, on getting into her official 
harness, would be in no respect different from a 
superior nursery governess, wo do not see whit 
good is likely to result from giving her the more 
dignified title of ‘ Lady Superintendent of the 
Nursery.’ It it absurd to suppose that this 
magniiioont title would secure for its bearer the 
homage of the servants’ hall, or the respect of the 
drawing-room. Labour of a merely humble kind 
cannot, any more than lsbour of a despised kind, 
be rendered honourable in the opinion of ordinary 
mortals by giving it a pleasant designation. The 
Southern planters did not change the nature and 
repute of slavery by persistently calling their elavea 
'servants.’ So far as it had any effvot, the verbal 
triok tended to render free service as odious and 
despioable as compulsory labour. No feminine title 
can be more honourable than governess—the lady 
who governs ; but it has failed to saoure for ordi¬ 
nary governosses the measure of respect which our 
correspondent solicits for the ladies who are about 
to superintend. The recommendation of gently - 
nurtured and highly cduoated nurses may, how¬ 
ever, result in benefioiai action.” 

— The above authority reports that a second 
suspension bridge over the river Niagara will 
shortly be open to the publio. It spans the river 
just below the Ameriosn Fall and Clifton Hones, 
the distance being 1,261 feet 1 in. The two 
cables, eaoh consisting of seven wire-ropes, are 
1,900 ft. in length, and 2} in. in diameter.

On Saturday last at 4 i\ m, Ilis Ex¬ 
cellency Lord Mayo held a Durbar at Go¬ 
vernment House for tho reception of the 
members of the Nepaul mission, These gen¬ 
tlemen were conducted from their residouoe to 
Government House by Mr. Girdlostoue, Uu- 
der-Seoretary in the Foreign Department, 
and Captain Fortesue, A. D. C. Mr. 
Setou-Karr, the Foreign Secretary, and 
Colonel Lawrence, the Resident at Nepaul, 
met the mission at the foot of* the grand 
stair-case, led General Dher Shumshere, 
the Envoy, into the Durbar Hall, and in¬ 
troduced him aud tho members of his suite, 
to tho number of sixteen, to the Govornor 
General. The pcrsuual staff of His Ex¬ 
cellency, as well ns Lady Mayo, Sir James 
Fergusson, ihe Revd. Mr. Wilbraham and 
Colonel Blane wero present on the occasion. 
Lord Mayo, in tho course of conversation, re¬ 
ferred to tho visit of Sir Jung Bahadoor 
and the Envoy to Eughud, touched upon 
the oordial relations existing between Ne- 
paul and the Government of India, and 
spoke in high terms of the discipline) and 
efficiency of the Nepauleso army.

Our East Bengal contemporary the Dacca 
News is very angry with Baboo B. L. Ohun- 
dra fur writing a pamphlet against tho mis¬ 
sionaries. We have not read the pamphlet, 
but we have seen somo extracts from it 
whiob certainly show very bad taste if not 
something worse. Baboo Chundra does not 
seen|to understand that it is possible to tell 
plain truths against any man or a body of 
men without being scurrilous. 

Baboo Chundra’s charges against tho Mis¬ 
sionaries aro that they are not froo from tho 
prejudices of race and colour, and that they 
are worldly and scarcely self-denying. These 
charges may be too sweeping, but the ques¬ 
tion is—Are they groundless? We know- 
some Missionaries who are an honour to hu¬ 
man nnturo—men who are not only self- 
denying aud free from tho prejudices of 
race, but who have actually suffered griev¬ 
ous wrongs and hardships on behalf of tho 
Nativo population. The Reverend James 
Long of Calcutta is a fair representative 
of this class. There are other Missionaries 
whoso unostentatious philanthropy and deep 
sympathy with the Natives aro suoh that 
they aro not only respected but beloved 
wherever they aro. Tho Roverend Mr. Hill 
of Bcrhatnpore is a vory good reprosen tali vo 
of this class of Missionaries. It is impossi¬ 
ble to overestimate what Bengal owes to 
the Missionaries. The Protestant. Mission¬ 
aries of Seramporo established the first ver¬ 
nacular press. Tho ednoational labours of 
Dr. Duff are equalled only by those of 
David Hare. Throughout Bengal the Mis¬ 
sionary has stood as an intervener between 
the oppressor and the oppressed, between tho 
oppressive planter and zemindar and tho 
down-trodden ryot. Men who can boast of 
these things deserve to havo their weaknesses 
spoken of with tenderness. But the ques¬ 
tion recurs—Aro they altogether free from 
certain weaknesses such as are dwelt on in 
Baboo 11. L. Chandra’s pamphlet? Truth 
compels us to say that they are not. 

The Missionaries are curtainly freer from 
tho antipathy ot raco than other classes 
of Europeans; but they aro not altogether 
free. We loam from very respoefcablo 
sources that native converts of oven high 
education and character aro very rarely 
treated by their European brethren of tho * 
Mission as their equals, that in dealing with 
those men the prejudices of raco and colour 
not nnfrequently betray themselves. 

The Dacca News proposes tho Reverend 
Lai Bihari De as a model for imitation by 
Baboo B. L. Chandra. Yet what is tho tes¬ 
timony of this Reverend gentleman ? In 
1859 ho preached a sermon tho gist of which 
was that tho fact of the majority of tho 
Missionaries belonging to a dominant raco 
was in itself a disadvantage. Ho asked his 
European brethren whether they were not 
conscious of horbomiug to a certain extent 
the prejudices of luce. When Mr. Meredith 
Townshend assuilcd him lor this in tho 
columns of tho Friend of India , ho stoutly 
defended himself. We aro told but wo nro 
not quite sure that one of the reasons for 
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Ins leaving tho Mission Vas that tho Pro¬ 
testant Missionaries looked down on him 
because of tho critae of his colour. 
f ft should bo remembered that it is quite 
possible to do good to people without loving 
them. Lord Mncaulny's labours as ft jurist 
and educationist have greatly bonefited tho 
Bengalees, yet it is well-known that he 
heartily despised our race and Ujfftfc what ho 
did was done from motives ot contemptuous 
pity. Nono 1ms done so much for the 
emancipation of tho Negro slaves of Ameri¬ 
ca as General Sherman ; yet what Sher¬ 
man's feeling towards tho negro is will be 
apparent from the following saying of his— 

“ Iron is iron, and steel is steel, and nil 
tho psalm singing in the world will not 
make the negro a white man/’ Dr. Duffs 
beneficent career in India was directed by 
his sense of duty as a Christian. We be¬ 
lieve ho despised tho heathens too much ns 
children of perdition to be able to love them j 
in the same sense ns Sfc. Xavier loved the 
Hindus of the Malabar Const. 

Protestant Missionaries have done a groat 
deal of good from motives of pity not un- 
mixod with contempt. If they could really 
lovo our people, their success ns propagan¬ 
dists would be greater. 

As a rule, it may safely be stated that 
Gorman Missionaries are better liked than 
British Missionaries. The reason is, one of 
tho traits of the British character is a 
haughty exclusiveness from which many of 
tho British Missionaries are not altogether 
froe. 

Tho alleged worldliness^ of tho Mission- 
dries is a subject, t-W long to be discussed in 
this issuo of »ur jocroal. We propose 
taking it up in our next. 

MALA TI MA nil A VA. 

Wb congratulate the amatours of the 
Pathooriaghatta Theatrical Company upon 
the success of their performauoe of Malati 
Madhava. It was really refreshing to see 
one of tho best and classical Hindu* dramas 
so well adapted to tho stage by Bengalee 
porformors. Tho scenes were generally 
unexceptionable, but that which created 
quite a sensation in the mind of the au- 
dienoo was the representation of tho moun¬ 
tain, SmparhuU from the summit of which 
the female devotee Soudamini was ohan- 
ting her morning prayers. Tho scene was 
equal, if not superior to any thing wo have 
yet witnessed on an English stage, and if 
seen ; c representation over produced in our 
mind an illusion it was when the curtain 
rose in tho fifth Act of tho play with one 
of tho most grand and awe-inspiring scene* 
revealed before our eyes. We have seen 
h good doai of scene painting both on Eng¬ 
lish and uativo stages of late, but those 
brought forward in tho performance of 
Maltti Madhava gave evidence of the su¬ 
perior skill and judgment bestowed upon 
their preparation. Tho artist who ex¬ 
ecuted them must, if we mirtako not, have 
been aided b/ one to whoso tnste and per¬ 
ception of bonuty wo Imvo always given 
the highest credit. As to tho acting of 
their pnvts by tho several porformors, wo 


can only say that it was as good as the 
pky admitted of its being, and if nothing 
very sensational, impressive or enduring 
was arrived nt by any performer it was not 
so much owing to any deficiency on his part 
as to the absence of any high literary 
effort in the play itself. Unrelieved by 
the Sim an and the mountain scenes, the 
play would have told fiat upon the audience. 
Malati sustained her part well throughout 
tho performance, but she acquitted herself 
most creditably when she woke from her 
sleep, and found herself bound band and 
foot for'‘the purpose of being offered ns a 
liumnn sacrifice. Ilcr cries for help, her 
appeals to meroy, her bewilderment nt the 
idea of being murdered, her recollection 
of Madhava to whom she was all hut iqar- 
ried, were quite womanly, and tho acting 
was therefore so far a success. Madhuh 
and Makarand were good in their way, they 
most exoelled in the heroio parts but suc¬ 
ceeded less in moving the sympathy of the 
audience at the critical moment. In the 
height of danger and distress they could 
uot reaoh that sublimity of action, tone 
and voice which would make the existence 
of the danger and the distress real and lead 
the audience along with them. To do 
however justice to tlieso actors, wo must 
say that ns a first attempt in bringing on 
the stage au English style of acting it was 
all that could be desired. Kamnndacbj was 
really the best conceived and most successful 
performance of the eveuiug. Her anxiety 
to Ifring ftbout the mnrriago of Mulati 
and Madhava, her assiduous labors in pre¬ 
serving them from harm, her womanly but 
firm judgment and determination of pur¬ 
pose were iraitatod almost to perfection. 
Our opinion of the performance as a whole 
is this—nothing better has yet been pro¬ 
duced on a native stago. Thera is indeed 
yet room for improvement, but amatqjur 
performances must, as a matter of course, 
take time for the full development of the 
histrionic tulent of the actors. Tho aoting 
was grantly enlivened by the Orchestra which 
played many new airs and told sweet upon 
tho ears*of the audionoe. Tho concert was 
really an improvement upon what wo heard 
on previous occasions the monotony of 
which was altogether avoided by the, intro¬ 
duction of new and varied airs in the 
present. 

THE NEW STAMP BILL 
The Hon'ble Mr. Cockerell has introduced 
into the Council of the Governor-General 
a new bill on the subjdot of the stamp law. 
According to Mr! Cockerell, the existing 
law (Act X of 1802)^ has been found to be 
insufficient and detective for various rea¬ 
sons. These have been mentioned in the 
“Statement of objects and Reason*^ ,ap¬ 
pended to the Bill. Without re-stating theso 
objects and reasons, wo will - simply' l^isiark 
that the intention of the legislature 14 gam¬ 
ing the Bill hatbeeb in almost alt cases se¬ 
cured so far as it can bo, said to Un secured 
judging simply from tbo probable effects of 
the provisions contained in tho Bill* We 
cannot, however, fatty endorse the Vie#’ that 


has been taken by its Hoti’ble Mover as well 
as by Sir Richard Temple in regard to the 
changes that have beeu made by the Bill 
in tho scale of stamp duties on tionds and 
conveyances. These duties, so far as they 
relate to transactions involving compara¬ 
tively small sums of money, have graduated 
more minutely than they are under the ex¬ 
isting law, and the effects of this change 
must be presumed to bo farorablo to the 
people in general. But the duties on most 
of the higher transactions have beeu consi¬ 
derably increased and this increase must bo 
in many cases, for iustance in the case 
ot a rained aemindar or a quasi insolvent, 
felt more severely than is that little excess 
of the duties which are attached to smaller 
transactions under the existing law. But 
whatever be tho opinion entertained on 
these points, the public will, we think, con¬ 
tradict with one voice tho financial view 
taken of this twofold change both by Mr. 
Cockerell aud by Sir Richard Temple. Mr. 
Cockerell says 

“ Thd vftuot of these modifications is a redaction 
of tho rates now chargeable, on bonds for a lagi 
amount than Ks 10,000, and on conveyances, when 
the amount involved does cot exceed As lo,000, 
and a oousiderable enhancement of the rates on 
bonds and conveyances for any higher amount; 
But m the vast majority of bonds and conveyances 
executed in this oountry involve an amount less 
than the, turns above-mentioned the net result 
of the change is presumably in favor of tho tax¬ 
payer/ 1 

In the discussion that was held on tho 
merits of tho Bill, Sir Richard Temple re¬ 
marked that 

** while tho duties on some of the higher trans¬ 
actions were increased, those on tho lower, that is, 
the great mass of transactions, were lessoned: and 
on the whole, the ohauge was in favor of tho peoplo 
rather than of the State.” 

Now let us see how far these statements 
arc likely to be borne out, or what amount 
of plausibility the/ can contain. In doing 
this, we think it proper to observe, in tho 
first plaoe, that the landed properties which 
form the subject of sale in tho Mofussil are, 
very generally, small properties, not mora 
than 8 or 10 beegahs in extent and valuing * 
between R$. 300 and Rs. 400. Under thu 
existing stamp law, tho sales of all properties 
between Rs. 200 and Rs. 400 are subject to 
a stamp duty of Rs. 4 ; whilst under tbo pro¬ 
posed law* all properties between Rs. 200 
and 300 are liable to a duty, of Rs. 3 and 
all properties above Rs. 300 but not ex¬ 
ceeding Rs. 400 have to pay a stamp duty 
of Rs. 4. If then, two properties worth 
Rs. 300 and 400 respectively were sold 
under tho existing law, the Government 
would receive Rs. 8 in the shape of stump 
duty, whilst if tho' sarno properties wera 
sold under the proposed law, the Govern¬ 
ment. would, get in tho shape of stamp duty 
R*.

MU. PEABQDY’B ADDITIONAL GIFT TO THE 
POOR OF LONDON. 

(Morning Poet,) 

Tub munificence of Mr. George Peabody is ab¬ 
solutely boundless. Again, for the third lime, it 
has become our agreeable duly to publish an un¬ 


pretending letter written by this gentleman inclos¬ 
ing a donation for the poor of London of a sum 
of money whieh, in possession of a single indivi¬ 
dual, would be eonsidered a Urge fortune. Just 
six years ago ha, an American citizen, handed over 
to trustees the princely gift of £150,060, to be ap¬ 
plied in the manner tbeytbofcght best for the bo- 
nefit of the poor of London and its vicinity. An 
aot of snob unparalleled munificence naturally ex¬ 
cited at the time the gratitude and admiration of 
every one, from the sovereign down to her meanest 

subjeot.It is not the iurnate of the workhouse, 

or the mendicant who asks alms in the street, who 
alone stands in i£ed of assistance, and the term 
“ poor,” ns contained in Mr. Peabody’s deed of 
gift, interpreted as inolndiug that large class of 
individuals in the metropolis whose earnings are 
too scanty to afford them the means of living with 
a due regard to comfort, cleanliness, and deoeney. 
Accordingly, the trustees decided on applying a 
considerable portion of the money placed in their 
hands to the construction of dwellings fitted for 
the habitation of the humbler classes, and affording 
to them the opportunity of obtaining house accom¬ 
modation at a chief rate. Plots of building ground 
wore secured in different parts of the metropolis; 
suitable homes wero ereoted, which quickly found 
oocupants, and the administrators of the charity 
were rewarded for the discretion they had exercised 
by the manifest proofs on every side of the benefits 
conferred on the needy, but at tho same time the 
industrious and the deserving. Mr. Peabody, 
however, was so well pleased with the suQoesa of 
hi* truly charitable scheme, that not oontont with 
the donation be had already made, in the month 
of April, 1866, he made a seoond deed of gift, 
transferring to the same trustees a further sum 
of £100,000, to be applied to the same purposes as 
the previous grant, of £150,000, thus raising his 
donation to the •poor of Loudon to the extra¬ 
ordinary amount of a quarter of a million sterl¬ 
ing. At this point it might not unreasonably have 
been supposed that the utmost limits of munifioeuoe, 
if nut of means, had been reached by a gentleman 
who was tho architect of his own fortune. It iB, 
however, Mr. Peabody’s mission apparently to up¬ 
set all calculations based either on ordinary esti¬ 
mates of the bounds of human oharity, or on the 
customary limits of the fortunes of merchant priu- 
oes. On Saturday last he addressed to the trustees , 
to whom his donations had been confided a letter, 
in which he quietly informed them of his intention 
to add another £100,000 to bis former gifts, thus 
raising the amount of the sums appropriated by 
him for the service of the metropolitan poor aloue, 
and exolasi* of largo donations made by him 
in his native country for charitable purposes, to 
the enormous sum of £350,000. We think we are 
right in saying thht munificence such as this during 
the lifetime of an individual is unexampled iu the 
history of the world. 

In his last letter to the trustees Mr. Peabody 
explains the oiroumstanoes under which he purposes 
thus largely to increase the fund created by his 
second deed of gift m the year 1868, It is, be 
tells them, iu pursuance of an intention formed at 
the time of the creation of that fond tbaf lie takes 
the present step. When he so generously devoted 
£100,000 little more than two years ago as a seoond 
contribution to the necessities of the London poor, 
be had actually resolved to superadd a sum of 
£100,000 as soon as the opportunity presented itself 
for so doing, and that opportunity he has now seised. 
Throe years ago, in contemplation of his then in¬ 
tention, he purchased about fifteen teres of freehold 
building land at Brixtcn. The land lias initiated 
in value, and can How be let oh building hoses at 
rente producing 8 per cent, on the cost price, Whtoh 
was about £16,300. This property Mr.• Motif 
oonveyi te the trustees to use aeeordihg tpthshi 
diser*tleA^#Rj»t1>y Ipdstng it, and Appropriating 
tbe proeeedi to the purposes of the oharity, or by 
building on it satiable acting* for the poor. In¬ 
dependently of this gtkat, Mr. Fcabody proposes 
to place in the hands of tbe trust** a large num¬ 


ber of Hudson’s Bay shares ! the value’of tbe shares 
to be-estimated by the Stock-Exchange price on 
the nth of the present month, the difference in 
amount between their total value, In addition to 
the cost price of the land at Brixtcn, and £100,000' 
being paid by Mr. Peabody in oaih. Theta shares 
wefce originally placed in the hands of thetruatog*. 
in 1866 by Mr. Peabody, with the reservation of 
a power of redemption by him on payment of the 
sum of £100,000. This power was in effeot ex¬ 
ercised by him on the 1st of February last, when 
the shares onoe more passed into his possession, and 
his donation of April, 1866, consequently became 
one of £100,000 net, instead of a number of shares 
whioh necessarily fluctuated in value. On the 
present occasion he restores the shares to the trus¬ 
tees, but with no power of redemption. He gives 
them the most complete control over them, but in 
order to render bis donation prsotioally one of a 
specific sum, and that sum the enormous one of 
£100,000, lie estimates their value according to 
their quoted value on the Stook Exchange in the 
middle of the present month, and then proposes 
to draw a cheque for vho difference, so as to make 
his gift of the magnitude intended. Decidedly Mr. 
George Peabody dispenses hie oharity on a scale 
whioh most monarch! would envy, and but few 
would, eveu if they had the inclination, be in a 
position to imitate.

— We learu from the same journal that the dis¬ 
tribution of bread to the starving poor of Lahore 
has oommenoed under the auspices of*the Munici¬ 
pality. Whatever may be the wisdom of suoh a 
measure according to political economy, it has, says 
our contemporary, oertainly the happiest effeot in 
endearing our rule to the people of this provinoe, 
whom it will take a oentnry of Law and Education 
to forget the traditions of a Government of “ Ma 
Bap.” 

— We learn from the Delhi Gazette that the 
Lieutenant Governor of the N. W. Provinces having 
oalled for the services of a certain mim&fcrr of 
Officers and men to superyj$ drainage and other 
works in the Meerut diatriot, should the necessity 
arise for giving employment to large numbers of 
the distressed population, the Major General Com¬ 
manding the Division hss invited # Offioers doing 
general duty to oome forward to undertake the 
management of famine relief works under tho 
advioe and oontrol of an experienced engineer staff.

— Ou Friday, December 18, a deputation from 
the East India Association waited on her Majesty’s 
Secretary of State for India, the Duke of Argyll, 
K. T,, on the subject of irrigation. The deputation 
was introduced by Lord Lyvedon, the president of 
the association. After some introductory observa¬ 
tions by Lord Lyveden, urging upon the Govern¬ 
ment the importance of irrigation in India, Mr. F. 
Taylor read the memorial which had been presented 
to the Estrl of Mayo, and tho subsequent memorial 
to the Duke of Argyll. The prayer of the memori¬ 
al was also supported by Mr. Fitzwilliam, Sir 
A. Cotton, Colonel Sykes, M. P., Mr. Liddell, M. 
I*,, Mr. Gordon, and Dr. Duff. Tiie Duke oi 
Argyll stated that he did not understand tho de¬ 
putation to wish to extroot from him any expres¬ 
sion of opinion upon the details of the measure, 
but he could assure them it was impossible for any 
one to hare n stronger feeling upcq the advantage 
of the object than kimsulf. As he had only been 
iu office for a week he was sure the deputation 
would not wish him to enter into the difficulties 
of the subject j but He agreed in the general prin¬ 
ciple whioh had been laid down by the late Lord 
DulhouBie—that it woe hopeless to expect that 
works of this nature should be defrayed out of 
the current revenues of the empire. On the other 
Hand the principle had been laid down—whioh ire 
thought was a sound one—that as fur as possible 
the revenues of India should be made to assist the 
ordinary publio works of the^ country, so long as 
those works did not increase the publio debt of 
India. Under these circumstances, he thought 
scheme# of this nature might be met by a loan, in 
so fur as they oould bo made of a remunerative 
character. Lord Lyveden, ou behalf of the depu¬ 
tation, expressed their satisfaction with the ooart- 
esy with which his grace had received them, and 
with his desire to promote tho interests of India, 
and stated that they were quite satisfied with the 
expression of opinion whioh lie had given!

It appears ‘that 
the Deputy Commissioner gavo an order (a thing 
a polioemau loves,) that no more tbau two people 
were to he allowed ou the bridge at once, out of 
this little inch, the police will be able to make a 
very long and reap a very good harvest. Among 
au ignorant and docile people like the ono that 
frequents this route, any thing way be done— 
and tho order simply mentis that the road and river 
and bridgo have been given to the police to make 
what they can out of it; and yet how angry we 
get nt the exactions on traders in Cashmere and 
other imtivo states—the origin of which Is probably 
some order given to venial subordinates. Borne 
people arc fond of giving orders, but a little con¬ 
sideration shows, that they should be eschewed 
as much as possible, especially to police-posts on 
stnall trade routes.”

As¬ 
suming the position that “ accurate defi¬ 
nitions, logical arrangement and precision 
of language should be the essential featured 
of the written law,” Mr. Phonr went on 
to say that it was no wonder that in Eng¬ 
land, “ where the statutes were the orea- 
tion of an unwieldy representative body and 
where vestod interests had so loud a voioo” 
the Acts of Parliament were " often some¬ 
what rude productions.” But in India, 
where laws and regulations are made by a 
limited number of men, the case, according 
to Mr. Phear, ought to be otherwise. We 
entirely agree with Mr. Phear in thinking 
that the business of legislation ought never 
to ho entrusted to a largo assembly liko the 
English House of Commons, and we have 
great pleasure in saying that we have the 
authority of the great John Stuart Mill in 
our favor in expressing ourselves to be of 
this opinion. “But it is equally true,” says 
Mr. Mill, “ though only of late and slowly 
beginning to be acknowledged, that a nu¬ 
merous assembly is as little fitted for the 
direot business of legislation as for that 
of administration. There is hardly any 
kind of intellectual work which so much 
needs to bo done not only by experienced 
and exercised minds, but by .minds .trained 
to the task through long and laborious study, 
as the business of making laws. This is 
a sufficient reason, were there no other, 
why they oan never be well made but by a 
committee of very few persons” (see Con¬ 
siderations on Representative Government— 
People’s edition, p. 39-cb. V.) Now it ap¬ 
pears to us that in India laws are made by 
a Committee whose physical structure, so 
to say, is exactly of that character which 
alone, as Mr. Mill seems to think, can fit 
a body of men to do the work of legislation. 
But it is a patent fact that the laws whioh 
are made by our legislature possess little 
of that excellence which we might expect 
to find in them considering the nature of 
the assembly which is entrusted with the 
task of framing them. There is hardly n 
statute which docs not require an alteration, 
either total or partial, every two or three 
yoars. Our Court reports prove very clearly 
that our statutes are drawn up with little 
regard for “logical arrangement and pre¬ 
cision of language.” And wherefore all these 
defcots ? Our laws aro framed by a body 
' of men composed in tfib manner in which, 
according to the foremost thinker of tho age, 

! all legislative bodies should be composed. It 
would seem then that the intellectual com¬ 
position of our legislature is imperfect 
—that wo have not in our legislature “ ex¬ 
perienced and exercised men—men trained 
to the task through long and laborious 
]|ii|dy*^ . It you admit that tho numerical 
Wtajtosltion of our legislature is just or 
very'hourly what it should bo and if you 
further admit that the k>vs framed by our 
legislature are often defective iu the highest 
'degree—-you cannot help admitting that 


our legislators do not possess, at least to tho 
requisite degree, those intellectual qualifica¬ 
tions without which they cannot efficiently 
perform their work. Mr. Phear has also no¬ 
ticed with some severity the practice which 
has hitherto obtained of appointing Crnmnis- 
, sions in London for framing laws for India. 
.Now, if what Mr. Phear • says regarding 
the position and situation of the Ihdinn 
Law Commissioners, be true, one will hardly 
be justified in blaming him for the strictures 
which he has passed on the-principle of tho 
Law Commission and on the quality of tho 
laws which the Commissioners prepare. 
The J "Friend of India has spoken very dispa¬ 
ragingly of Mr. Phear for the views ho 
has expressed with regard to the machinery 
which exists for making laws for this vast 
empire. But we would ask our Friend to 
bear in mind that Mr. Phear has not 
hazarded mere opinions, but that he has 
based his views upon incontestable facts 
and principles and based thfem in a manner 
to whioh no exception can be taken by tho 
most rigorous and scrupulous logic. 

The topic whioh Mr. Phear has next 
discussed is the administration of justice, 
and wo are bound to say that we entirely 
agree with him in tho statements lie ha 3 
made on this point. We regret, however, 
that Mr. Phear has not said anything with 
regard to the Mookhtears of the Mofussil 
Courts, tho sheristadars, and other persons 
who have done much to induoe people to 
think that the British Government does not 
administer justice but soils it. In several 
Courts presided over by English Judges, 
Sheristadars, who know just so much of 
English as enables them to articulate a few 
noun-substantives without the connecting 
verbs, adverbs and other particles, are seen 
to render in English tho oral statements of 
litigants and the depositions of witnesses. 
Now, it must be obvious to every body that, 
with an explanatory medium so imperfect 
as this, the administration of justico can 
never bo* fair or innocuous. The extent to 
which bribery prevails in the lower Courts 
is also well-known. N >vv justico which is 
thought to bo received by means of a bribe 
is regarded more in the light of a personal 
favor than of an impartial verdict of the 
law, and it, therefore, happens that defeated j 
native litigants carry litigation to an extent 
to which they would not have carried it, 
had they been satisfied that strict and im¬ 
partial justico was done to them in the Court 
of first instance. Tho same result flows 
from tho entertainment of ignorant and un¬ 
principled Mookteara in the Lower Courts. 
Thoso men aro not merely cruel extortioners 
but many of them are iu toe habit of taking 
fees from the adverse party and whether 
they innko foul piny at tho time of pleading 
or not, it canuot be wondered that the par¬ 
ties themselves should suspect them of foul 
play and apprehending a failure of justico 
from this oauso, should be anxious to havo 
their cases tried by u Superior Court. A 
groat deni of unnecessary litigation is owing 
to these and other causes which we heartily 
wish Mr. Phear had noticed, for we are sure 
his remarks would have carried great weight 
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with thorn. Wo r«srvo farther comments 
uext issue. 

TO I? WORSHIP OF RANK. 

When Sir John Lawrence was appoint¬ 
ed our Viceroy, one of our contemporaries 
objected to the appointment on the^ground 
that the Viooroy of India should always 
be a peer. When Lord Mayo landed at 
the Chaudpal Ghat, the same contemporary 
observed that there was 44 an all-pervading 
sense of relief on the change about to take 
plaoefor, added our oontemporary, 

41 rank easily captivates oriental imagina¬ 
tion/’ It is true that we Hindus are fond 
of rank, and Sir John Laurence might 
perhaps have been better appreciated if he 
had been a peer. But do we so absurdly 
worship rank as to feel a sense of relief on 
the departure of a Governor whose mis¬ 
fortune was that he did not belong to the 
hereditary aristocracy of Britain ? We 
are afraid our don temporary has libelled his 
oduntrymen by imputing to them a feeling 
which could have been felt only by a small 
.knot of politicians. 

We are far from disparaging the ad van* 
tages cf birth and rank. Wo know very 
well that our Jails are chiefly filled with 
lowtcaste men, and that though Brahmans 
and Kayests are by mo means an insigni¬ 
ficant fraction of our population, our prisons 
have very few inmates of these classes. A 
high sooinl position engenders self-respeot 
which is often as strong * a preventive of 
•crime as moral principle. While admitting 
that homage is due to rank and< that Lord 
Mayo with bis Irish antecedents and his 
•Famine policy has already shown himself 
to be a promising ruler, we protest against 
•one of the articles off our contemporary’s 
political creed, enunciated by him in 1864 
«uid re-iterated now, that our Governor- 
General should always be a peer. Why 
should it be soP Is gubernatorial ability 
•confined to the aristocracy P England hos 
produced very few peers who could rival in 
administrative capacity Walpole, the young¬ 
er Pitt, Canning and Peel. The late Pre¬ 
mier was a commoner and a parvenu. 
The great-grandson of a converted Jew, 
the scion of a race despised and hated for 
centuries throughout Europe, he rose by the 
sheer force of bis genius to the leadership 
of the most aristocratic section of the British 
aristocracy aud finally to the highest post 
an the ihalrn. The present Premier too is 
a oommoner and a parvenn without aris¬ 
tocratic connexions of any kind. To borrow 
the language of our contemporary, English 
imagination is as much captivated by rank 
as oriental imagination. If commoners are 
capable cf governing the most Aristocratic 
society in Europe, why should they be 
deemed incapable of governing India P Let 
rank receive the homage due to it; but let 
not this homage degenerate into a worship 
little better than fetishism.

THE NEW POLICE. 

What is usually called the new s/stem 
of Police, hos been already in existence in ; 
almost every part of this oountry for more 


than six years. Tbe time has therefore 
come for taking an impartial view of its 
working. Guided by the light furnished to 
us by the various local administration re¬ 
ports, (and at present we have no other 
souroe for obtaining equally trustworthy 
statistics on the subject), we cannot resist 
the oonolusion that the Police is gaining in 
efficiency. We do not deny that there still 
exisi sufficient causes of grievances in par¬ 
ticular localities—grievances whioh are traoe- 
«bio not torlefeots in the system, but to want 
of ability in particular individuals: and 
this shortcoming will soon he remedied, 
if the local authorities throughout India 
follow in the footsteps of the Hon’ble Mr. 
Grey, and nominate worthy natives to res¬ 
ponsible offices in the Department. Al¬ 
ready the difference between the Police and 
the Magistracy has subsided, and the officers 
of the Detedive Polio© organized in almost 
every part of the country, are discharging 
a not inconsiderable portion of their legiti¬ 
mate duties. The more heinous crimes are 
decreasing every where. Improper exercise 
•of power by the Polioe is gradually coming 
to light, and measures are being taken for 
putting a stop to the same. The bad 
characters are being every where watohed 
at least with some degree of attention. Tbe 
proportions of apprehensions to convictions 
do not as yet shew a satisfactory result. 
But we observe traces of improvement even 
here. With ouch facts os these before them, 
the heads of administrations are invariably 
speaking well of the Polioe. The Bengal 
Administration reports do not unfrequently 
point to instances of efficiency on the part 
of the Police. The Judioial Commissioner 
of the Central Provinces states that 41 tbe 
Polioe force is generally well-behaved and 
popular in tbe districts. Their knowledge 
of oriminal procedure has greatly increased ; 
and the entire Force seems to be advancing 
in general efficiency.” In Oudh a similar 
state of things exists, and the Chief Com¬ 
missioner is not slow in speaking of im¬ 
provements in the Police. The Lieutenant 
Governor of the North Western Provinces 
is of opinion that ” the organization and 
discipline of the present Polioe Constabu¬ 
lary is good, and their efficiency in guard¬ 
ing the Government Treasuries, Jails, and 
other public buildings, and in patrolling, 
keeping order, and preserving the peace is 
generally admitteds their weak point is in 
their comparative failure as a detective 
body .” But above all. Sir Donald Maoleod, 
Lieutenant Governor of the Punjab, is 
lavish in his encomiums upon the New 
Polioe. He says”Under the new system 
organized crime is far better kept in check, 
offenoes are more aoourately recorded, the 
people are less oppressed, illegal and un¬ 
authorized arrests are rarer, while reliable 
information of What is going onis promptly 
furnished to the Government.” M‘$mm 
and Bombay speak in similar teriwMrf the 
doings of the Police. 

Besides the above testimonials, a very de¬ 
cisive proof of the efficiency of the Police 
was furnished by the llurdwar Fair of 
3ROT; and tho authority which wo mean 


to quote on this point is a most impartial 
me. The Sanitary Commissioner of ihe 
Punjab, while tracing the progress of cholera 
from the Hardwar Fair, thus speaks of the 
police arrangements of the place :—** The 
pilgrims were loud in their expressions 
of admiration of the systematio arrange¬ 
ments which afforded them so much comfort 
and seourity, aud admitted of every one 
of them, no matter how feeble and help¬ 
less, having a bath in tbe holy Ganges 
on the great festival, a privilege for which 
thousands have travelled from tbe remotest 
partB of the province, and seas only to be 
obtained m former years at great risk of 
life from being trampled under foot of the 
vast crowds pressing on in disorder to the 
sacred ghat.” 

The seoret of this suooess is the separa¬ 
tion of the Polioe from the magistracy. The 
latter being no longer responsible for the 
discipline and efficiency of the former, is 
now in a better position to notice the short¬ 
comings of the other Department, and henoe 
the room for improvement. The disagree-* 
moot whioh existed in the beginning between 
these two Departments is now happily on 
tbe wane. The defect now most notioeablo 
in the Polioe is to be found in its Detective 
Department. It ought to bo strengthened 
by the appointment of qualified natives to 
high and responsible posts. In an ill-judged 
moment, the Police Commission of 1860 
recommended the exclusion of natives from 
the higher posts in the Police, to the 
detriment of their otherwise judicious 
soherne. The impolicy of this recom¬ 
mendation has been perceived in many 
quarters. In Bengal it was first set at 
naught by the appointment of two or 
three natives as Assistant Superintendents 
of Police, and tho success of the experi¬ 
ment has been such as to induoe the Hon’ble 
Mr. Grey to promote one of them to the 
post of District Superintendent. This offi¬ 
cer bos been placed in charge of a District 
and has been allowed Native Assistants 
only. The suooess of these appointments, 
we hear, is already great. These Polioo 
Officers have acquired the confidence of 
their distriot, and the Administration re¬ 
port of the current year will shew whether 
this confidence has been rightly plaoed.

THE NEW STAMP BILL, 

i Section 18 of the proposed Bill prescribes 
the method in wbioh instruments that are 
| insufficiently stamped, but not with * view 
I to evade payment of the proper duty pay¬ 
able thereon, are to be rendered valid 
when produced in a Civil Count. The Sec¬ 
tion provides that may suoh instrument shall 
pay the sum required to make up the full 
amount chargeable on it together with 
ten times the deficient portion of the duty 
if the instrument is produoed within one 
year from the date of its execution, or twen-, 
ty times tbe same if produced after that 
period. Under the existing law, tbe penal¬ 
ties «ve(l) double (2) treble or (3) twenty 
tin## the deficient portion according as tho 
instrument is produoed (1) within six weeks 
from the date of its execution (2) after 6 
weeks but within 4 months from that date, 
or (8) after 4 months from that date. Now, 
it is manifest that the scale of penalties is 
mud!* higher under the proposed * than it is 
under the existing law. We are willing to 
s#. fraud and dishonesty punished in tho 
severest manner possible, but we are at % 
loss to understand what motive our legisla¬ 
ture could possibly have in increasing the 
penalties when tbe case is one in which, as 
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fbe Bill itself declares, no intention to evade 
payment of the proper duty oan be detected 
and which Mr. Cockerell himself has .re¬ 
ferred to " unavoidable causes.” But, per- 
kaps, we had better examine the reasons 
which Mr* Cockerell has given of the 
changes described above. "The Civil pe¬ 
nalty leviable under Act X of 1362,” says 
Mr. Cockerell, 

"lor the validation of an instrument executed on 
unstamped or insufficiently stamped paper, varies 
greatly aooording to the time which may have elap- 
eed from the exeoution of each instrument until 
it is brought to the Collector; whilst the period 
within which the penalty may he remitted on the 
ground of unavoidable aooident, is preeiienUy un¬ 
limited. Suoh distinctions are purely arbitrary, 
and not reoognised by the English Law." 

Mr. Cockerell thon goes on to say that 
he has thought it proper to change the 
periods and penalties in aooordanoe with 
the provisions of the English law on 
these points. Now, we ask—are the 
distinctions contained in the English law 
one whit less arbitrary than tbe distinc¬ 
tions of Act X of 1862 P Will Mr. Cock¬ 
erell venture to say that tho distinctions of 
the English law havo their basis in natural or 
revealed law—that the periods and penalties 
of tbe English Stamp law oan be deduoed 
from any axiom of natural, or conven¬ 
tional or scriptural morality P If not, why 
then say that the distinctions of the Indian 
law are arbitrary as if those of tho English 
law were not so. Or, can it be that .Mr. 
Cockerell means to say that when the pro¬ 
visions of an Indian Act are made to ac¬ 
cord with the provisions of a corresponding 
English statute, they oorae to acquire a 
natural basis P Neither of these suppositions 
is, in our opinion, fair to a gentleman of 
Mr. Cockerell's learning and ability. We 
are, therefore, right in saying that the dis¬ 
tinctions above notioed of the Indian stamp 
law, as opposed to the corresponding distinc¬ 
tions of tne English law, havo been, by a 
serious misconception of the nature of posi¬ 
tive law, characterised as “ arbitrary.” Both 
Bets of distinctions are arbitrary and as there 
nre no degreos of arbitrariness, wo are com¬ 
pelled to say that the distinctions of the Eng¬ 
lish law have beeu introduced into the present 
Bill only wi*h the view of inoreasmg the 
Imperial revenue. 

Section 22, clause a lays down the pro¬ 
cedure which Collectors are to follow in 
dealing with unstamped or insufficiently ! 
stamped documents sent to them by regis¬ 
tering or other public officers. In such 
oases Collectors are required to proceed in 
aooordanoe with tbe provisions of Section 
18 whioh we have notioed; but by clause 
b they are invested with the power of re¬ 
mitting the penalties prescribed by the 
eighteenth Section in those cases where the 
insufficiency of the stamp shall appear to 
them to have been owing to “ urgent neces¬ 
sity or unavoidable accident” and where 
the instruments have been brought to them 
within one year from the date of their 
exeoution. Now Section 23 cnaois that 
“ when the Collector elects to prooeed under Section I 
eighteen, he shall, after endorsing on the instru¬ 
ment the certificate thereby directed, return suoh 
instrument to the registering or other publio offioer 
by whom it was sent &o.” 

We confess wo cannot reoonoiie the words 
".elects to prooeed under Section 18” witl) 
tiie provisions of Section 22 Clause b above 
adverted to. That clause has reference to 
unstamped and insufficiently stamped in¬ 
struments to whioh, however, no suspicion 
of. any intention to evade the payment of 
the proper duty oan be attached end which 
liaye been yoducod within one year from 
the date of their exeoution. Now the in- 
struments-sent to the Colleotor under Clause 
a Section 22 are of three kinds. First— 
insufficiently stamped instruments produced 
within one year from the date of their ex¬ 
ecution to whioh no suspicion of fraud can 


be attached; Sadly, insufficiently stamped 
instruments to which no suspicion can attaoh 
but whioh have keen produced after the 
date mentioned above; 3rdlv, insufficiently 
stamped instruments, produced whether with¬ 
in or after one year from the date of their 
execution, to which a suspicion of fraud does 
attach. Now tbe second portion of Clause 
a Section 22 points out the procedure to be 
observed with referenoe to the third class 
of instruments and Clause b Section 22 
direots the Collector in dealing with the 
first class of instruments. We cannot, 
therefore, understand what tbe legislature 
means by inserting the word')" elects ” in 
Seotion 23. Election presupposes tho exis¬ 
tence of two lines of couduot of whioh ono 
may bo adopted in preference to the other. 
Now, we conceive that the second portion 
of clause a Seotion 22 leaves but one course 
for the Colleotor to follow with regard to 
instruments of tho third class and that 
clause b Seotion 22 similarly restricts the Col¬ 
lector in dealing with the first class instru¬ 
ments ; whilst tho seoond portion of olaase a 
Section 22 and clausa b Section 22 taken 
together leave but one course to be adopted 
with reference to tho seoond olass instru¬ 
ments. The word " elects” therefore seems 
to us to bo entirely a mistake. It may be 
said that the alternative is meant to apply 
to the first class instruments, inasmuch as 
the permission given to Collectors to remit 
penalties is stated in the words—" he may 
remit the penalty &o”—and the word may 
is intended to imply choice or discretion. 
But, without insisting ou tbe dootrine that 
the word may in the language of statutes is 
equivalent to" shall,” we think it proper 
to observe that if tho word may really leaves 
it to the option of the C >1 lector either to 
remit the penalty or to impose it, the pro¬ 
visions of clause b Section 2£ will bp prac¬ 
tically useless. For it must bo borne in 
mind that Collectors and other judicial or 
revenue officers who are so fond of power 
will hardly bo inclined to remit a penalty 
where a penalty oan be levied. So much for 
the word " elects'* and tbo various questions 
to whioh it gives rise. 

Section 32 cjpuse b is an imitation of a 
certain provision of tho English law. We 
ere, however, sorry to have to say that we 
have not understood the first part of the 
clause quite dearly, though from what we 
havo been able to guess about it we cannot j 
bo too sure that wo could speak a good deal 
against it. But we do not like to commit 
ourselves before the legislature expresses 
itself more precisely or accurately than it 
seems to have done here. We cannot also 
understand what tho third part of tho same 
clause means. It runs thus:—"Notwith¬ 
standing the purchaser does noil agree to pay 
the same or to indemnify the purchaser 
against the same.” The purchaser indemnify - 
t ing the purchaser ! ! 

We reservo further comments for another 
issue. 

The Levee whioh Earl Mayo held on 
Wednesday last was very numerously at¬ 
tended. A Drawing Boom will bo held 
by tbeir Excellencies the Viceroy and the 
Countess Mayo on Tuesday next, at 9 P. M.

We see from the Bombay Government 
Gazette that Mr. Khandass Munobaram has 
become Executive Engineer of the 2nd 
Grade. The appointment does not seem 
to have created any sensation in that Pre- 
sidenoy. In Bengal however, such is the 
jealousy of the higher officers of tho De¬ 
partment of Publio Works against their 
native juniors in the Service, such a pro¬ 
motion is not only impossible but any officer 
happening even to think of promotion to the 
grade wonld be sure to meet with opposition 
from all sides. Those who may bo surprisod 
ft this opinion need only witness the pro¬ 
ceedings of 1860-61.

The following items have been furnish¬ 
ed by the Financial Department:— 

The Government of India has sanctioned 
the disbursement from the Mysore State reve¬ 
nues of a sum of Bs. 1,55,256 yearly for 
the payment of stipends to the members of 
the late Maharajah's family and other 
dependents. 


His HigbueBs Prinoe Gholam Mahomed 
has invested Bs. 1,65,000 in Government 
Promissory Notes which arc to bo endorsed 
over in the namo of tho Commissioner of 
Mysore, and to form a charitable fund, tho 
interest accruing on which will bo paid to 
the Commissioner for distribution among 
tho poor of Mysore. Tho Notes nro de¬ 
posited in the Government Treasury. 


Under rulo the families of Policemen 
killed in tho execution of duty nro allowed 
a pension by Government. But an excep¬ 
tion has been made in favour of a peon in 
the Bombay county jail, who died from 
injuries inflicted on him by a European 
prisoner, whose esoapo with that of two 
other European prisoners ho tried to pre¬ 
vent. The widow has been allowed Bs. 3 
during widowhood, and the father and 
mother of tho deceased Bs. 3-8 a month, 
to bo continued to the survivor until both 
are dead. Tbe grant has been made, how¬ 
ever, subjeot to confirmation by tho 
Secretary of State. 


Tho following decision has boon arrived 
at by the Government on tho subject of 
the liability of a Joint Stock Company to 
tho Certificate Tax when it carrios on 
businsss in India solely through paid 
Agents: 

Tbe Governor General in Council agrees 
with tho Board of Revenue that there is 
nothing in tho Notification of this Depart¬ 
ment, No. 922, dated tho 9th July last, 
whioh exempts or was intended to exempt 
a Joint Stook Company from assessment 
under Act IX of 1868, when it carries on 
busiuoss in India, solely through paid agents 
“ who while carrying on business cm their 
own accounts or a general agency * * * aro 
not servants of suoh Company.” 

Under Seotion 22 of tbo Act, every Joint 
Stook Company is liable to assessment if 
it oarries on business in India, whether 
directly or through an agent, and whether 
that agent be of the kind above described, 
or a sorvant of the Company. It is not 
correct to say that this ruling would make 
the notification superfluous. It would do 
so only in tho case of a Company whioh 
had one such agent only in British India. 
When a Company employs several agen¬ 
cies none of which would be assessable 
as such under tho notification, all such 
agencies except ono would bo relioved from 
assessment, under Section 33 of tho Act 
the Government could in this case declare 
which particular agent Bhould be deemed 
for the purpose of tho Act to bo the prin¬ 
cipal agent, and would assess the Company 
through him. When a Company employs 
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only on© agent of whatever kind, that agent 
nu/st <p? necessitate rei be the principal agent, 
aud he must under Section 22 take out a 
certificate in behalf of the Company.

Ediuburg was about the same tirat uninbobitobls 
for epidemic fevers* Npw improved fisnitstiou 
(specially drainage and sewerage) has made it aa 
healthy as any other town in Great Britain. 

If metsorologie and sanitary sohmoes have done 
so much to remove epidemic fevers of Great Britain, 
. I do not see why should they be useless in Bengal. 
As the soienoes are just brought to notion here, 
so ws should wait sufficiently lung before we con¬ 
demn them or say ** preventive measures ate out of 
the question.” 

Dykes would not prevent the storm waves 
about 50 feet high, to rush in the delta of the 
Ganges surrounded by the brancheeof the river; 
for dykes nan never he strong enough, when 
erected on a sandy plain bordering the sea, to 
withstand the foroe of a powerful Cyclone like that 
of 1864. And by obstructing the drainage the 
dykes will make the enclosed toil exceedingly damp 
and unhealthy, The raised banks of the newly 
out canals in the North West Province* have in 
this wsy made the adjacent lauds unhealthy.

Bengal has, no 
doubt, long b*pa known for its .luxuriant vege¬ 
tation but never for bad drainage and sickness; 
Where were the railroads* and the. innumerable 
other roads that ire of late appearing everywhere 
without the least regard to Water-tonrees and surface 
drainage ? There can be no possible doubt that 
this extensive obstruction , of drainage and the 
reoedfag pf the sea panting narrowing of riyers,

Satcudat. January 31. 

— Oa Thursday last Mr. Piffard applied to Hr. 
Juatioe Phear for a writ of mandamus to bo 
against Mr. J. B. Roberts, to oompel him to 
issue a summons against Mr. Btuart Hogg,«nd 
others for committing a» assault on Mr. W> 
H. G. Wilson on the 3rd Instant, and to proceed 
to the trial of the same. After some argument 
His Lordship observed that the Polioe bed no 
more right than other persons to commit an aescuU, 
and if a person transgressed the law by interfering 
with their duties, they were bound to use reasonable j 
furee in maintaining order. If the evidenoe whioh 
Mr. Wilson's affidavit disclosed to be that wlltoh 
waa laid before the Magietrata be oorrtct, it ftttofd 
to his Lordship that the feetf stated did oooStnute 
an assault, and if the Magistrate accepted the tes¬ 
timony of Mr. Wilson, he was in duty bound to 
call on Mr. Hogg to answer the charge which bad 
been preferred against him. The Magistrate might 
have had, in the exercise of his judicial discretion, 
reason to doubt the story of Mr. Wilson. He did 
not think the Court could interfere with his dis¬ 
cretion, and order him to proeeed with this oase 
when he had arrived at the conclusion that the com¬ 
plainant had not established a proper foundation 
of further proceedings in the matter. His Lord- 
ship had some difficulty in making his way as to 
what was in faot the determination of Mr. Roberts 
as expressed by him in the affidavit of Mr. Wilson. 
Upon hearing it read a seoond time his Lordship 
wss inoUued to think, he (the Magistrate) did take 
the evidenoe os trustworthy, but that he was of 
opinion, assuming the faots to have ooourred as 
stated, that the matter did not oonstituto the offence 
complained of. If that were or, the Magistrate was 
entirely in the* wrong. In order to give him on 
opportunity of explaining himself, the suggestion 
his Lordship had made, ought to be adopted. He 
would order a c srtieran to be issued, oatling upon 
the Magistrate to send up all the proceedings that 
hod token place, and to that might be added a rule 
nisi oalling upon him to shuw cause why a manda- 
mus should not be issued, directing h»m to call the 
persous complained against to answer the oharge. 

_ The Indian Daily News states that the Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor of the North-Western Provinces has 
suspended the Ootroi duties on grain in Moreda- 
bad, Chundowsee, Dhuuowrs, Bijnour, Nugseua, 
Nujoebabad, Dhampoor, Bbahsrunpore, and Deo- 
bund. He has also intimated that other Muttici- 
palitiee, in whioh the prioe of grain may rise high, 
may also apply for exemption from duty. 

— A Bombay telegram, dated the 20th Instant, 
•aya that **a frightful accident ooourred on the 
Shore Ghaut incline this morning. The train 
dashed into the embankment on the safety eiding, 
smashing one ftrst-olass, one seoond-olats and three 
third-olass carriages. Fifteen persons were killed 


and thirty-*ix wounded. No Europeans were killed. 
Apparently no blame is attachable to the driver.” 

— There was an aecident on the Delhi railway on 
Saturday, the 23rd ultimo. The Mofussilito pub- j 
lishesthe following particulars.—“The down pas¬ 
senger train from Umballa when approaching l 
Begumabad Station ran off the line, owing, it is 
supposed, to the oerelessness of the pointsman, in 
paving turned wagons and oavriagen on to the main 
line after the engine had passed into the sidtng. 
The road, engine, and wagons that ran off the line 
have suffered considerably, but we ore happy to 
add that there was no loss of life or injury to any 
human J^ting, with the exception of White, the 
engine-driver, who sustained a few injuries.” 

— Indian Public Opinion reports that the case 
of Harrison v. Mofasstlile has been appealed to the I 
Chief Court. Mr. ltattigan hes been retained by 
the Appellant Hursukh Roy, the principal Pro¬ 
prietor of that papor. 

— In tho oase of the Delhi Bank versus General 
P. Innes* Sir Donald Maoleod and Major Innes, the 
undisputed portions of the claim, says the Delhi 
Gazette, have been decreed, and the rest of the 
claim dismissed. 

The main issue related to the laches of the Bank 
in respect of n sum of about one luo of rupees a« 
to whioh sum Major Innes claimed to bo discharged. 
Sir Donald Maoleod with oharaoteristio chivalry 
thought that as be, ns Lieutenant Governor, might 
perhaps have prevented the misappropriation of the 
money, it would be ungenerous for him to raise the 
plea on his own behalf, and aooordingly Mr. Jnr- 
diue, defendant's Counsel, pleaded it on behalf of 
Major Innes only. The Court held that Major 
lanes is as much discharged ns if he had paid the 
sum in question to the plaintiffs. 

Monday, Fedbuaky 1. 

— We have reoeived the following items from the 
Financial DepartmentWith a view to increase 
the number of Sub-Assistant Surgeods in the Pun¬ 
jab, the Punjab Government reoommended that an 
additional sum of Rs. 103 per mensem be allowed 
for scholarships in the Lahore Medical School. The 
sum hitherto allowed for scholarships has been its. 
275 per mensem, or Rs. 3,300 per annum, whioh 
has proved sufficient to retuiu about 23 students oi 
the English class ot the Institution. The result of 
the working of tho Institution sinoo it was opened 
is thus described by l)i. Sonvtn, the Principal. 
“ The greatest number of SMb-Assistant Surgeons 
that 25 students can supply per annum is five—the 
outriculum being tive years. Now, the school was 
first opened iu 1860 ; of oouree tho earliest date 
at whioh it was possible tp furnish any passed men 
was the year 1865, and the avorage Has been four 
p«r annum for the four years 1663 to 1808.” 

Thl* result being considered satisfactory, and 
It being desirable to offer inducements to the stu¬ 
dent!* to persevere in their studies at the school, the 
Gutemment of India has complied with the recom¬ 
mendation of tho Lcoal Government, and sanctioned 
a further outlay for scholarships of Rs, 165 per 
mensem, whioh* at tho rate of Re. 11 per student, 
will raise the number ot scholarship-holders to 40. 

# — A Polioe Force, at a cost not exceeding R« 
500 per mensem, has been sanctioned by the Go¬ 


vernment of India for the protection of that por¬ 
tion of the Jtjhbulpore Branch of tho East India 
Railway whioji parses through Native States in 
Bundleound. 

— The Government of India has aanotioned the 
appointment of an Assistant Inspector of Boye' 
Schools, and pn Inspeotrees of Female Normal 
Schools and of Primary Education in the 

Punjab, on a salary of Rs. 250 each per mensem, 
on the underi^mdtug that half of the total oost 
will be debited to Imperial revenues, and the other 
half to the edudgRonal oese. 

— Philosophical instruments not being specifical¬ 
ly mentioned hi the Bohedules attached to Aot 
XVII of 1807 have been exempted from Customs 
duty. 

— Aocording^to the Bombay Gazette it is a faot 
worthy of notice that not a single candidate has 
presented himaelf for examination for the Gilohrist 
scholarship, whii|i enables the successful candidate 
to proceed to England, there to prosecute his stu¬ 
dies. Tho reiuj^ says our contemporary, gives but 
little enoourageount to philanthropio gentlemen to 
offer suoh boons to t}ie young men of the city. 

— Tha Poona, isObsetxer says:—“A number of 
stories are going about, tending to show what is 
called the * independence' of the late head of tho 
French House of Rothschild. As a rule, these dis¬ 
plays of 'independence' are, it is to be hoped, 
inventions, for they are mostly nothing more nor 
less than speoimeae of coarse vulgarity. The Eng¬ 
lish brunch of the family are, it is understood, 
quite the reverse in point of disposition of that as- 
oribed to the deceased Bsron. But why any one 
should find any pleasure in recounting bow the 
great old aristocrat forgot his manners, before 
hereditary aristocrats—(supposing that he did) we 
oannot imagine.

THE REVEREND LAL BIHARI DE 
ON PRIMARY EDUCATION IN 
BENGAL. 

There are few natives who oan write 
English like a well-educated Englishman 
and the Reverend Lai Bihari De is one of 
those few. The diction of, his lecture is 
simple and chaste, and like the leoturer's 
other productions it is characterised in some 
passages by epigrammatic terseness. We 
do not of course mean to say that his stylo 
is entirely faultless. In ono passage ho 
speaks of ^wels of tho Government 
of India bdtrrg moved to ooropassion at the 
sight of the debasing ignorance under which 
the forty millions of the people of Bengal 
ore groaning.” The English is good and 
idiomatic ; bdt ihg question is whether the 
trope is ttrt too low to be suited to the oo- 
oasion. There is this difference between 
“language” and “style” that the former 
has reference to the manner only, and the 
latter has reference to the matter m well as 
the manner. We are of opinion that “tbe 
bowels being moved to compassion*’ is a 
trope too low to be used in a graVC d^ui- 
sition on primary education. We W'witt* 
ever bound to say that leaving put one pr 
two. expressions of this kind, the style k 
decidedly superior to that of tho great body 
of our educated countrymen and is such as 
no highly educated Englishman need be 
ashamed of. Bengalee sooiety must be 
thoroughly Anglicised before we can expect 


a single Bengalee to jtnte Baglish like Mr.

We have to thank the Reverend lecturer 
for bis tpirited attack on Mr. Howell's Notp 
bn the State of Education in Intjift in 
1866-67. Mr. Howell talks of the educa¬ 
tional institutions of India as “State Chari- 
ties” established " to put a subject race on 
a level with the dominant race*!’ In reply 
to' this unseemly twaddle the lecturer ob¬ 
serve!:—“ It would not have been surprising, 
gentlemen, if these words had appeared in a 
newspaper article written by a member of 
a certain class of what is called * the domi¬ 
nant race,* but it is truly astonishing that 
they-should And a place in a document 
* published by authority.* The Colleges and 
Schools of India are it seems 9 State Chari¬ 
ties' with a view * to put a subject race on 
a level with the dominant race.* 'State 
Charities' forsooth! as if we the people 
of India, were a set of paupers and paid 
no taxes. I should like to ask Mr. Howell 
—Who paid the Revenue from which the 
State is giving tbe * oharity' f Is it the people 
of England or the people of India ? 
A strange sort of charity truly to reoeivo in 
return an infinitesimal fraction of the mil¬ 
lions of pounds sterling which we pay every 
year in bard cash ! As for the rublish of 
a subject race and a dominant race, 4 deny 
that there is any such distinction; for we 
all, whether Englishmen or Indians are 
alike subjects of Her Gracious Majesty Queen 
Victoria. This distinction, this odious dis¬ 
tinction is not recognized by the law of the 
land, which you ray Lord, dispense in Her 
Majesty's High Court of Judicature in this 
city. It is not reoognized by Her Majesty 
herself in tho gracious proclamation which 
she was pleased to make at the time she 
took tbe direot management of this mag¬ 
nificent empire; and it is ignored by every 
right-minded Englishman. For myself, Sir, 
I feel from the sense of loyalty gushing 
within mo that I am as good as faithful, ns 
leal-hearted a subject of Her # Moj»siy, our 
Sovereign Lady Queen Victoria as 51 r. Sec¬ 
retary Howell hinyself, or any Baton from 
Land's End to John O'Groat's House ; and 
I therefore repudiate the distinction not to 
my raoe only, but to my Sovereign.” 

We are not fond of verbal criticism; so 
wo will not stoop to discuss here whether 
Mr. Do is right in using “ dispense law” as 
a proper abbreviation of “ dispense justice 
according to law.” The passage does credit 
to the lecturer's head and heart, and proves 
that it is only the half educated who get 
denationalised <m becoming converts to 
Christianity. 

, Those who believe the Reverend lecturer 
to be l terrible propagandist resolved to 
the youthful students of the 
College by hook and by crook, 
wilt be ikrpritodi^to hear him observe, “ In 
the national Schools of Bengal, X need 
scarcely say, uoreligiqu* instruction should 
1$ given, and that for tbe beat of reasons, 
the religion of the governing class being 


different from that of the governed. Any 
deviation from strict neutrality on the part 
of Government would be sure to end in dis¬ 
affection and the overthrow of tbe good 
work of national education. When 
tho national mind will be delivered from 
tbe thraldom of ignorance, ample scope «*riU 
be afforded to parties disposed to cuke ad¬ 
vance of the opportunity for -Appliances 
of a religious and spiritual ohaiaoler. But 
the Government circumstanced as it is in 
this country must satisfy itself with giving 
a purely secular education.” 

The lecturer is quite right in finding fault 
with those who apply the laissez-fairo prin¬ 
ciple to popular education. Perhaps the 
best chapter in Mill’s Political Economy is 
that in whioh the limits of the laissez-faire 
principle arc discussed and it is proved that 
the law of demand and supply should not 
regulate popular education. 

We have more than once stated our 
views on tho proposed Education Cess. We 
do not think that sach a cess woald be an 
interference with the Permanent Settlement; 
but we are of opinion that such a cess is 
now unnecessary. Since tho introduction 
of the Grants-in-Aid system, schools have 
been multiplying in every part of Bengal 
at a rate which would not have been dream¬ 
ed af twenty years ago. It is wrong to say 
that the lower classes have not been bene¬ 
fited by the schools which have been 
established within tbe last fourteen years. 
It would be equally unjust to deny that the 
landholders have done their duty in tho 
great cause of education. Tho best Aided 
schools in the country are supported by 
thorn. Wo are far fntn asserting that edu¬ 
cation is so well diffused as it should be, 
but we think that a more liberal system of 
Grants-in-Aid and the extension of tho 
Guru Training system are all that we need 
«t presoQt. The imposition of a cess will 
entail tho maintenance of an expensive 
establishment; it will give tho 'authorities 
au opportunity of jobbing away some ap¬ 
pointments, and as in the case of Munioi- 
pditics^nud the Chowkeodary Tax estab¬ 
lishments, we shall have a maximum of 
oppression with a minimum of good results. 

The lecturer is an advocate of compulsory 
education. He says, “There is no hope 
for Bengal unless there be a compulsory 
system of education. The Government should 
issue s law commanding every parent 
in the country to send his male children to 
school ordaining fines to bo inflicted on 
every recusant party.” We dissent- from 
the lecturer. The only country wb< re the 
compulsory system of education lias been 
tried on an extensive scale is Prussia, where 
it hue not been so successful as to warrant 
our enforcing it iu this country. Our read¬ 
ers are aware of Archibald Alison's 
paradoxical assertion that crime is in direct 
proportion to mass education. The para¬ 
dox has been exploded, but it had a speci¬ 
ous basis in the statistics of Prussian crime.

THE CALCUTTA POLICE. 

Ws bad for a long timo and earnestly 
contended for tbe principle that native 
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gentlemen of approved intelligence ond m- 
pe^ability should be employed on an ex¬ 
tended Jscule in the superior offices uf the 
Police. The authorities at Inst conceded 
it and gav$ responsible posts to several quali¬ 
fied natives. The result of this movement 
is that the criminal statistics of the districts 
where the Native Superintendent andr Assis¬ 
tant Superintendents have been stationed 
wear a new aspect altogether* and a greater 
sense of seouri^y in the possession of their 
lives and property is felt by the people. 

Iu tho fuoe of such satisfactory results 
it was natural to expeot that the Commis* 
sinner of Police, Calcutta, would enoourage 
educated natives to join his Department. 
Wo regrot however to learn that Mr. Hogg 
is anxious to see them excluded from the 
higlier posts iu the Calcutta Polico. It is 
the object of all good governments to es- 
tablish security of lift;, but it is notorious 
that life line not of late been at all secure 
in Calcutta. Several murders have been 
committed in the town during the last 2 or 
3 years, the perpetrators of whioh have nos 
been brought to justice owing to the care¬ 
lessness, incompetence or something worso 
of Mr, Hogg's subordinates# In the Govern¬ 
ment Resolution on the last police Report, 
the Lieutenant Governor remarked: "Enough 
1ms been adduced to show that the working 
of the Calcutta Police in cohMotion with bei* 
nous crime shonld attract tho serious at¬ 
tention of the Commissioner. It mwp be 
that there is not a sufficient tjje of a trained 
native element in the superior ranks. ' It 
may bo thnt the absence ot a special de¬ 
tective branch es detrimental to efficiency in 
this respect. The Government is at present 
not iu a position to say wherein the defect 
lies, but the duty of Investigating tho oaute 
of the failure,’«*& of suggesting A remedy 
should be St puce undertaken by the bonds 
of the Departmicoit” ; Further on, Hit 
Honor observed“ would be .glad, 
to see the detoctivc powers of •the' force 
strengthened by tW admission of a few Well 
qualified natives to positions of trust in it.

In this post he continued for a 
month or two and maintained his reputa¬ 
tion far honesty and activity. He also 
has been compelled to resign because he 
was suddenly ordered by the Commissioner 
to live in the Calcutta Police compound 
perhaps with the PaharamUaht . What 

oonnection there could be between tho 
duties of the Court Inspector of a Subur¬ 
ban Cutcbcrry and bis living in the Cal¬ 
cutta Police compound, we have vainly tried 
to make out. We shall soon lay before 
our readers eoveral other instances of the 
way in which Mr. Hogg gratifies his crotch¬ 
ets. But the two we have cited are sufficient 
to shew how Mr. Hogg contrived to turn out 
of his Department tw> intelligent-natives. 
They were certainly not unfit to take up the 
responsibilities^of the posts given them. Wo 
shall bo ver; sorry to sec Mr. Hogg and hi« 
friends at last laying at the door «>f our: 
countrymen the blnrne that they are physi¬ 
cally incapable cf performing the duties 
required of the offic* r* «»f the Town Police. 
If Mr. Hogg be of this opinion, we feoc.V 
none will be able to come up to his stand- 
ar«j of an efficient Police officer who is pot 
devoid cf every cense of honor. If ho really 
means to appoint qualified natives io superior 
offices of the Foliec, he must treat tlu-irtHke 
gentlemen and not ns he ffjNns his &&?#*«•'

Tbe style is more vigorous that of 
the paper on Mnjnr Cheaney'd work. The 
essay on tho Bhootnn Dwars is a very able 
production. It is as much , as could be 
wished in one ppint of view, namely, as a 
description of the political end politico-eco¬ 
nomical value of the Western Dwars. The 
paper, however, is highly incomplete in 
its nccount of the social life cf tho people 
who inhabit the Dwars. Thp opinion of tho 
Roviewer on the nature of the land tenure 
exiting in the Dwars seems to us to bo 
Vsry erronooue, but we reserve our com¬ 
ments on this point for a separate article.

Wb are indebted to tho Secretary to the 
Govern incut of India in the Financial De¬ 
partment for the following .-—With n view 
rtl encourage tho spread of education in the 
ijeiifml Provinces, the Chief G-mm.sooner 
applied to tha Government of India lor the 
grant of donations fur tho mainteuanco of 
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public libraries in those 'provinces. Ho re- ; 
polled m follows: "This number of youths 
who nre being educated in the various 
schools is vory large, but there exists no li¬ 
terature, or to spehk more plainly, there is 
no supply books by means of which they 
can, either while still under tuition, uesjafter 
leaving school, -extend their mental and 
moral*eultjire. Books nro not within the 
reach of the people, while nt the same time 
it is evident from the establishment of li¬ 
braries at various places that the people 
themselves recognise the want that exists 
and are anxious to supply it. There exist 
libraries at Bhundara, Boorhaopore, Chanda, 
and Nagpore, but none of these can be said 
to be adequate to the wants of the commu¬ 
nity, and the subscribers have not the 
means of establishing them on a sufficient¬ 
ly largo scale. More recently two new li¬ 
braries have been opened, owe at Chindwara 
and the -other at Oomratr, the head quarters 
of a tehseel in the Nugpore District/' 
Accordingly the Chief Commissioner pro¬ 
posed that a donation of Rs. 1,000 be given 
to euoh of the libraries at Bhundara, Boor- 
hasporo, Chanda, and Nugpore, and a do¬ 
nation of R*. 300 and 300, respectively, to 
the libraries at Chindwara and Oomriar, on 
the following oonditious: (1J, that the li¬ 
brary be suitably boated nod under proper j 
management; (2), that eaoh library shall j 
be a public library open to all person* who 
are willing to pay the subscription ; (3), that 
the libraries and their accounts bo open to 
the inspection of the educational authorities; 
(4), that on any library ceasing to exist, all 
books, maps, instruments or other articles 
given by Government shall be returned. 

In reply the Government of India, in the 
Financial BepartmSnt, has sanctioned the 
donation* applied fur, on the understanding 
that in each there must be an equiva¬ 
lent from native contributions.

— Mr. John Diokioson, Jun., him addressed the 
following letter to the Times 

“ Sir,— »Ab a charge Against me has been made 
for some years in India which your Calcutta corres¬ 
pondent baa repeatedly alluded to as ptraved, and 
which perhaps most people believed to be proved, 
I hope you will allow me to answer it briefly in 
your columns. I am aoeutod of having been feed 
to advooate the restoration of the Principality of 
Dhar, and of having received £10,000 from the 
11 b j a %s the prioe of my success* The truth is that 
1 was not feed to advooate the above restoration, but 
undertook the task from pnblio motives, and that 
the Rajah has never, directly or indirectly, offered 
me a single rupee or the value of one. I feel 
bound to add that, if the Rajah had offered mo a 
•um of £10,000 (which it hae been eo often and 
positively asserted that I have reoeived), 1 should 
have accepted it without hesitation, feeling that 
never had barrister more fairly earned suoh a fee; 
for few barristers have the opportunity that I had 
of recovering for a prince hie territory and hie 
personal independence, with a eurplus of £40,000 
in his treasury. Happily for me, I am independent 
of professional emoluments, and oaa afford to ren¬ 
der some gratuitous service to my clients in Indie, 
who are of all ranks, from prinoes to peasants. 

I am, sir, your obedient servant, 
John Dickinson, Jon.” 

— The local authorities in Mymensing have 
brought to the notice of Government the existence, 
iu that district, of an organised system of cattle- 
poisoning by mooofaees for the sake of skins. These 
raeu were found by some villagers, whose suspici¬ 
ons had been aroused, feeding the cattle with plan¬ 
tain and other leaves smeared with a white subi- 
tauoe, which the Civil Surgeon on examination 
ascertained to be anenio. 

The oriminals had also, in addition to this 
plan, arranged with a Mahomedan butcher to give 
him four rupees for every score of oattie poisoned 
by him. This man, being unsuspected, was able 
to lay the poison about among the herds, giving 
notice to the mooehees when it was consumed, who 
then went end skinned the dead cattle. The des¬ 
truction of oattie in the neighbourhood of the vil¬ 
lages eonoerned was very great, one man alone 
having loat all of a hundred head he possessed. 
Arsenic was found in the houses of the accused, 
and inquiry showed that considerable quantities of 
the poison had been sold in the basaar. Thenamee 
of the purohdlers, however, did not appear lu the 
shop-keepers’ book, and the trade was, to a great 
extent, kept seoret. 

The question of regulating by law the pos- 
aeeaion and sale of poisons is now under the con¬ 
sideration of the Government of India. 


— We learn from a London paper that daring 
December last several very severe storms have vi¬ 
sited nearly all parifc-of England and done muoh 
damage, and in several places lives have been lost. 
For three weeks in succession rain has fallen heavi¬ 
ly, and many low-lying lands are flooded. Where 
the soil is absorbent it is saturated, where it is not 
it is deluged ; and the rains wereVill falling on 
Deoember 29. The winds were highest between 
December 24 and Deoember SB. On the latter day 
a house was blown dawn at Lambeth, two were 
unroofed at Wandsworth, and one at Battersea. 
Iu the river muoh damage Was done to shipping, 
and the* mouths of the Thames and Medway were 
full of ship?, which had run in for shelter. 

— At Sheffield, on Deoember 27, the roof of the 
S^eelmeltiiig *\houso and take* shed at the Gyolops 
Works (Messrs. Charles Cammell and Co.), cons¬ 
tructed of iron girders covered with slates, and 
supported on massive iron pillars, was blown down. 
The girders snapped asunder. Some Workmen were 
just leaving; four had got out Of the house, and 
two were going out, when they *were crushed by 
thh falling roof. One, Comer, was found with a 
maas of iron on his book and 12 owt. of stone on his 
TOVhtbl ether, Leary, had had his skull fferetared. 
At New Grimesthorpo a house fell down, and seven 
persons were precipitated, beds and all into a yard 
about 12ft. below. Strange'to say, no one was hurt. 

— At Rochdale a shocking calamity ooourred. Iu 
a new street off Bpotland-road a row of houses has 
just been completed, and two of them aro bo con- 
stuoted as to answer tho purposes of n Sunday 
sohool, although at any time it could be altered into 
two houses. On Sunday, Deoember 27, the place 
was opened for aervioe for the first time, and in the 
afternoon Mr. John Ashworth, author of “ Strange 
! Tales,” preached a sermon iu it to about 400 per¬ 
sons. The eervioe began at half-past 2, and shortly 
afterwards ono of the windows was blown out by a 
gust of wind. Little notice was taken of this, and 
the servioe proceeded until 5 minutes to 4, when 
another violent blast lifted up the roof. The gable 
and the two side walls then fell inwards, alter 
whioh tho root gavo way and fell. A distressing 
soene ensued. Some hundreds of the congregation 
managed to creep out from the rubbish, but a large 
number were buried under it, and they cried pite¬ 
ously for help. Those who had esoaped and the 
neighbours set to work, pulled away the fallen tim¬ 
ber and briokB, and gradually released them. The 
fire brigade and Captain rfavies, with the police 
foroe, toon came to the spot and exerted themselves 
in removing the fallen building and liberating the 
injured persons. Miss Nuttall, Mary’s gate, mil- ; 
liner, tor an hour was imprisoned by a large beam 
ou her feet, and she displayed great fortitude and 
patienoe until released. From the time the ao- 
eident happened to the time when all were taken 
out about an hour and a half elapsed. So far as 
Could bo ascertained at the time, no person was kill¬ 
ed, but numerous persons were seriously injured. 
The same day the gale blew over Liverpool from the 
aorth-weatkaud was succeeded on Deoember 28 by 
heavy raiu.

— We learn from the llombay Gazette that Go¬ 
vernment have appointed a Commission to inquire 
into the management of the G. 1. P. Railway and 
the recent dreadful accident at Khandalla. It will 
probably consist of Mr. Bellows or Mr. Havelock, 
Mr. Bayley, Colonel Trevor, and Captain Henry. 

— The Madras fimen contains the following: — 
“.The Indian Medical Gazette understands that a 
great impetus isjhut to be givfen to the develop¬ 
ment of th» nwiflr&ftliotaes of India. Itie not, 
perhaps, generally known that a large proportion 
of those already in use in our European and native 
hospitals iu Bengal are the produots of this country* 
They are procured from the bazars, and aftorwards 
prepared for use in the laboratories of tho depot in 
Caloutta, the provincial depots being supplied from 
this souroe. It has been shown that these indige¬ 
nous substitutes for their European congeners are 
quite equal in efficacy to, whilst they are muoh 
oheaper than, those oostly importations.”

Do Morgan 
follows such eminent people ns Wi l li am Howitt, 
Robert Dale Owen, and other lite^j^^eople in 
the same delusion. 

— The Delhi Gazette is informed that rain has 
fallen heavily in the Pnujub. It continued at 
Jhelum forty-eight hours. In Pindee also it was 
heavy. Altogether prospects are brightening. Grain 
is not scarce, the winter crop will be enhanoed, 
and prices are falling. 

— A correspondent thus writes to our con¬ 
temporary « In the Southern Perguunahs of 
Bijnonr heavy rain Las at last fallen, and whloh 
Seems to have beeu pretty general all over the dis¬ 
trict, the prices of groin have fallen, and ploughing 
has already oommenoed which will enable the su¬ 
gar-cane for next season's orop to be planted. As 
the cans is so long in the ground, nearly a whole 
yoar, this raiu has saved the country, the prosperi¬ 
ty of which is dependent on the eager crops, and 
which it was feared could not have been planted 
bud this rain not fallen. Frioea have hitherto beeu 
high, oausiug distress amongst tho poorer classes, 
but nothing like a famine haa been witnessed by 
yotir 'Correspondent. The sugar cane even now bos 
not yet been out, so the agricultural clasaee have 
had their usual employment, Tine sugar crops on 
account of the dryness of fcba season will be large¬ 
ly nnder the average and a remission of revenue 
has been made in many plaoes.” 

— The Bombay Gazette understands that Lord 
Napier of Magdalla proceeds to England In April; 
that he will bo succeeded by Major-General the 
Honourable A. H. Gordon, 0. B. J and that Major- 
General Raines, C. B,, will, as a matter of course, 
be appointed to the oommand of the Poena Division, 

— The Reflector reports that Baboo Doorgo Per- 
ahad Mookerjee, an Overaeer in the P, W. Depart¬ 
ment, was brutally assaulted on the 2nd Instant 
by a Mr. Male an Asaistaftt Engineer, A complaint 
tx\% been lodged in the Magistrate’s Court, Alla¬ 
habad. 

— The Government of India has sanotieued a 
grant of Rupees 1,75,000 on account of relief 
works in tbo North-Western Provinces, to be set on 
k foot by the Public Works Department, apart from 
the operations whloh will be carried out from ordi¬ 
nary Imperial and Loool Funds. , 

Government has also Authorised the expenditure, 
by the 0 >vern»eut of the North-Western provinces, 
of Rupees 1,09,000 for.the relief of the helpless, 
either of special grants or by supplementing private 
Bubsoriptians. 

—The Financial Department has furnished us 
with the following precis: of intelligence 

The Government hit sanctioned the construction 
at the Government Dvokyurd at Kldderpore of two 
light vessels for the Hoaghljr and Mu itch rivers. 

— The Pyx coins of the several Indian Minte 
for the year 18C7, having beeu seat to the Se¬ 
cretary of State, and by him transmitted to 
the Royal Mint for examination, th# following 
report has been received from the Master of tha 
lloyal Mint“ The standard weight Of the vari¬ 
ous pieces appears to be maiutained with the usual 
exactness at all the mints and tho composition of 
the rupees, as ascertained by assay, though in¬ 
dicating a slight exeess of alloy may be deemed 
satisfactory iu all cases, and close to standard,” 


— Au assist ant Inspector hes been appointed for 
the management of the schools in tho districts of 
Ajmere and Mhairwarra, on a Salary of R#, J20 Ql, 
per mensem, with the usual travelling allowance, 
and monthly, allowance of Re. 30 for office rent | 

■>- In May last tbo Government tit Madras xe- 
qnested the confirmation of jthe Government of 
India to their order sanctioning an establishment 
for the assessment and collection of the Lioense 
Tax under Aot IX of 1868 in the Town of Madras, 
at a cost of Rs. 1,242 per mensem. Tho Govern¬ 
ment of India in reply demurred to this estab¬ 
lishment on the ground that the expense was 
oxcessivo in comparison with the revenue, tbo 
coat of establishment in the town of Madras 
being over 34 per oent. of the tax while in Cal¬ 
cutta it was less than two per oent,, and enquired 
whether it would not be possible to appoint at 
Madras as was done in Caloutto, some offioer of 
Government to bo Collector under tho Aot, with sn 
additional allowance for the extra duty, instead 
of employing a special offioer for the purpose. 

The Madras Government then forwarded papers 
from whioh it appeared that the collections up 
to the end of March 1868, having been Rs. 
74,106 and the oharges Rs. 16,618, the percentage 
of oharge was 21 and not 34 as was stated by the 
Financial Department; that the Board of Revenue j 
anticipated that the inoorae of the current year 
would aot be loss than Rs. 1,20,000, which would 
reduce the percentage to 13, and that by some 
further reductions of establishment it could be 
brought down to a minimum rate of 9 per cent., 
or about five times the rate prevailing in Cal¬ 
cutta. 

With this information the Madras Government 
proposed to assign the duty to the Deputy Collector 
of Madras, in addition to his othor duties, on an 
extra allowanoe of Rs. 260, and with the aid of 
a reduoi»d establishment at a coat of Rg. 272 per 
mensem; but suggested that this arrangement' 
should be carried into effect from the commence¬ 
ment of the ensuing official year, or from such 
earlier date os the present Collector of Lioenoe 
Tax shall he provided with other employment. 

In confirming the modified proposal of the 
Madrfts Government, the Government of India 
expressed a hope that the Madras Government will 
be able to carry the new arrangement into effect 
from 1st February, whether the present Collector 
be provided for or not. 

— The Government of Bengal reported that the 
operations of the speoial Police Fdroe at a cost of 
Re. 309 per mensem, which Was sanctioned for the 
purpose of cocking the smuggling of opium by 
railway passengers, have resulted in the tsalixation 
by Government of lie. 60,083-4 from the sales, of 
confiscated opium and fines, during the stx montb 
ending 33^1^^1868. 

The results being satisfactory, the Gcvernm3bt 
of India in the Financial Department sanctioned the 
continuance of the establishment up to 30th Sep¬ 
tember last. 

— The proposal of tho Resident at Hyderabad 
to allot Re. 7$ lakhs for expenditure on public 
works' la the Hyderabad Assigned Districts for 
1869-70 hot bean sanctioned by the Government 
of India itt the Financial Department. 

— For the successful prosecution' of irrigation 
works In Mysore the Govqrament of India baa on 
the recommendation of the' Commiseicuer of Mysore 
sanctioned the appointment of a special officer 
for the supervision .ftjf irrigation-fa that province 
with the rank of Superintending Engineer, 

— In consequence of the decision tqi; 
malt liquor and opium wholly by rail, aradu 
has been made in 1 'the number of -fkve&tanp*

Esq., Magistrate, 24-Pergun- 
nahs; Baboo Taruok Nath Mulliok, Deputy Magis¬ 
trate and Secretary to the School; Baboo Kissen 
IC’aaore Qkueo, High.Court Pleader; Revd. C. E. 
Driberg, Senior Missionary 8. F. G. ; and several 
others. The school-rooms were neatly decorated 
with nosegays of Rowers, and the passages and 
steps wore filled with pots of flowerplants,* and from 
the roadside in the school-rooms crimson doth was 
laid down for visitors to walk on. Tho children 
were handsomely drosSed, but seemed very ner¬ 
vous. They first read a portion each of the Nobo- 
nnri. Her Ladyship seemed interested in the school 
and told the children she hoped’ to pay them another 
visit by and by. As'lihe was leaving, six of the 
elder girls offered her Ladyship a bouquet each. 
This school was opened out iu July lost, and now has

Besides 
these, thsre are 2,166 stations belonging to the 
several telegraph companies, with nearly 80,000 
miles of wire and 4,688 of under-sea telegraph 
oable. 

— It is painful to see men of sense getting them¬ 
selves into tronblo by setting their faoes against 
the onward progress of tho world. Prof. Bwald, 
the oriental scholar and bibilical critic, who lost his 
ohalr in the University of Qottiogen beoanse he de¬ 
clined to take the oath of allegianoe to the King of 
Prussia, has published a silly pamphlet, entitled 
4 Lob des Konings and des Volkes/ for which he 
is likely to be prosecuted. Prussia is, however, 
strong enough to let the thing pass; and our con¬ 
temporary hopes she will do so. 

— It is announoed that the library of the late 
Archduke Maximilian will shortly be sold by auc¬ 
tion, at Leipzig. It is stated to be rich in ourious 
and rare MSS., and to oontain a great number of 
valuable scientific works, a unique oolleotion of 
books illustrating the history of Mexioo, aud the 
first six books printed in Amerioa. 

<— According to the Englishman His Highness 
tho Nawab Nazim of Bengal will be in Calontta 
tomorrow. Oa Saturday ho will pay a visit to His 
Exoollenoy tho Viceroy, and on Monday HU High¬ 
ness will embark on board the Mongolia en route 
for England. 

*— In consequence of tho decision of tho Govern¬ 
or General in Council that none but jlife convicts 
shall In future be transported to the Andamans, the 
Lieutenant Governor, we learn from tho above 
journal, has it under consideration to convert some 
of the Assam Jails into places of transportation. 

— The same paper hoe heard a rumour that 
during Sir Riohard Temple’s leave to England, the 
office of Financial Member of Council will remain 
vacant.

THE BHOOTAN DWARS. 

Thr last number of the Calcutta Review 
contains, as we said in our last issue, an 
interesting article on tho Bhootan Dwnrs. 
We are sorry, however, that the Review¬ 
er has said so little about the social 
habits and customs of the people who 
inhabit the Dwars. He has told enough 
# to prove that the large tract of country de¬ 
nominated tho Bhootan Dwars possesses 
advantages in respect of soil, climate and 
means of carriage and water-supply whioh 
might be turned to the most profitable ac¬ 
count by capital and enterprise. The coun¬ 
try, according to the Reviewer, consists 
mostly of " high grassy prairies on which 
the jungle never grows very* luxuriantly in 
consequence of the soil being sandy and, in 
places, extremely poor.” But these plains, 
he informs us, “ are interspersed with lower 
lauds of better quality, well-fitted for tbe 
production of all the ordinary crops of the 
country.” In other plaoee, “the soil is 
a rich clay covered with vegetable mould, 
formed from the deoayed deposits whioh for 
years have enriched it?* The country, we 
are told, is far better drained than Bengal 
in general. Streams, both large aud small, 
intersect it throughout and the facilities which 
it presents for irrigation are numerous. 
There ore four principal roads in the country 
connecting it with some of tbe most im¬ 
portant routes of internal traffic, and the 
Birhaiiqpooter brings the steamer within 
gome &0 or 70 miles of it. But promising 
as all these circumstanoes are, we must re¬ 
member tbnt soil, climate and means of 
carriage are of no avail when the poople 
for whom they exist are too rude or ignorant

to appreciate their importance, or turn them 
to their best uses. It appears from tho 
article in the Review that the inhabitants 
of the Dwars lead almost a nomadic or 
pastoral life but it is a matter of great re¬ 
gret that very few or none of the details of 
that life have been described. Such a 
description—alone capable . of giving us an 
idea of the sooial condition and intellec¬ 
tual capabilities of tbe people of tbe Bhoo¬ 
tan Dwars—would Beem to be of tho very 
first importance, inasmuch as without it wo 
cannot ascertain how far and in what way 
they can avail themselves of the advan¬ 
tages which Nature has bestowed on tho 
country they inhabit. The Reviewer has 
restricted himself to a description of the 
Dwars which oan be interesting only 
from a European point of view—from a 
point of view which concerns mostly the 
European planter and capitalist. The ar¬ 
ticle is full of suggestions of divers kinds— 
but they are suggestions made in tbe in¬ 
terest rather of the wealthy European 
planter than of tho poor grain-dealer of 
the Dwars. The Reviewer bas said that 
every facility exists or might be made for 
oarrying any number of coolies from Chota 
Nag pore, Rungpore, Dinagepore and Pur- 
neah to work on cotton plantations in the 
Dwars, but he has said almost nothing as 
to the manner in which the people of the 
Dwars themselves could be made better 
agriculturists or traders than they are at 
present. We do not mean to say that the 
employment of European capital in the 
Dwars would be unproductive of valuable 
results—but we are inolined to think that as 
improved methods of economical labour— 
employed whether in producing commodi¬ 
ties or in distributing them—must be taught 
to a people who like tho people inhabiting 
the Dwars lead an unsettled and nom&dio 
life in order to briug them within the paid 
of civilization—the attention of every be¬ 
nevolent man and especially cf the Bri¬ 
tish Government ought to be, at least for 
some years to come, directed exclusively 
to the ascertainment of tho wants which 
affect most immediately the inhabitants of 
the Dwars and to the adoption of the moans 
by which those wants might be satisfied. 

Tbe tenure of land prevailing in the J 
Dwars is of the form called Jotedari. Tho 
whole laud of the country belongs to the 
State from which individuals reoeivo leases 
of greater or less extent. The tenants-iu- 
capite, as tho persons holding direct from 
Government might be called, generally sub¬ 
let portions of their tenure to Chookunedars 
or Moolundars, and Ryots or Purjas. “ The 
first class of under-tenants/’ says-tho Re¬ 
viewer, “cultivate on an agreement or pottah 
given them by the joto-dar, either for one 
or more years, and at a specified rent. Tho 
second belong to the poorest class of people 
and being possessed of no property them¬ 
selves, are obliged to take besun bhatta, 
i, e, t seed and food from the jotc-dnr, who 
also supplies thorn with the ploughs and oxen 
wheiewith to till the land.” The Reviewer 
then adds:—“ That this kind of tonure is 
well-adapted to develop the agricultural rc- 
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sources of the country, there can be but little 
idoubff” * We are, however, inclined to think 
that there is nothing in the nature of the 
tenure described above of which any sig¬ 
nal good can come out. None of the 
holders of land from the joto-dar down to 
the poorest ryot, has an/ proprietary ight 
to the subject of the tenure—all of them 
are mere lessees holding, some for a greater, 
some for a less number of years. Now, 
'agricultural improvement of a permanent 
'character are out of the question in a sys¬ 
tem of tonare which is entirely devoid of 
proprietary interest. The ryot of the Bhoo- 
tau Dwars is too poor to be able to expend 
money on the improvement of his tenure 
-and even if he had the power to do so, surely 
it would not be his interest,—no more than 
rt would be of the Chookundar, or Moo- 
hurdar,—as a two or three years* lessee, 
to effect an improvement the advantages of 
which will be reaped by the joto-dar and the 
ryot or rather ryots who shall sueored him. 
Supposing the Government to ordain that 
an out-going ryot should receive compen¬ 
sation for any improvement effected by him 
on the tenure held by him, it would beoome 
a very sorious question to ascertain, who 
shall pay the compensation. The jote-dar 
surely will not do it, for, as a lessee, liable 
to be turned out of his jote on the expira¬ 
tion of his lease however long, or living in 
hourly apprehension of # *an auction-sale of 
his jote on the non-payment of a single 
liktoe due to Government, he has not that 
permanent interest in his tenure which alone 
can justify the exaction from him of a sort 
of perpetual indemnity on behalf of an out¬ 
going ryot. The Government too will not 
pay suoh compensation, for the simple 
reason that it did not create the ryot. 

These considerations mako it dear that 
the system of land tenure existing in the 
Dwars is calculated rather to impede and 
retard than to promote the agricultural 
prosperity of that country. The system, 
moreover, seems to us to be worse than that 
whioh prevails, for instance, in the North- 
West, where the fact of the Zemindar 
having a proprietary right leaves some 
chande of permanent agricultural improve¬ 
ments being effected by his tenants. Speak¬ 
ing of the Dwars land tenure; the Reviewer 
says :—“ The jote-dars will in time beoome 
substantial temem, holding an intermediate 
place between the over-wealthy and often 
non-resident zemindar, and the indigenous 
s juatter of the ryofcware system,” We 
cannot be sure in what sense the Reviewer 
has taken the word M flamer,” but wp will 
be bold enough to state that if the word 
has been taken in its English sense, the 
Reviewer has been guilty of a terious mis¬ 
take. The English farmer cultivates his 
land with the aid of day-labourers and has 
no sub-tenant paying rent to him. It is ab¬ 
surd to say that the jote-dar of the Bhootan 
Dwars with the Chookuuedar and the ryot 
beneath him can ever become a farmer of 
the English type. On the whole it seems 
to us that whilst there is but one cardinal 
defeot, namely, minute sub-letting, connected 
with the system of land-tenure in Bengal, 


for instanoe, there are two cardinal defects, 
namely, sub-letting and the absence of pro* 
prietary right, singularly conspicuous in the 
system of land tenure prevailing in tbe 
Bhootan Dwars. We will express ourselves 
more fully on this subject on some future 
occasion. 

the Rulings of the high court. 

It is said that though Lord Mansfield 
was Chief Justice of the King’s Bench for 
upwards of thirty years, only two of his 
decisions were set aside on appeal and not 
a single bill of exceptions was ever tendered 
to his directions to the jury. If tried by 
this high standard, how would our High 
Court stand the test P 

Taking Sutherland's reports of tho deci¬ 
sions of tho Privy Council for our guide, 
we find that two-thirds of the appeals from 
our High Court have been decreed by the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council. 
Lord Westbury in delivering the judgment 
of the Council in one of these cases remark¬ 
ed that no man's property would be safe 
if questions of real and ostensible proprietor¬ 
ship were disposed of according to the prin¬ 
ciple laid down by the High Court. This 
result is certainly not very oreditablo to our 
High Court. 

We do not of course mean to say that 
tho Privy Council is an infallible tribunal. 
It may have wrongly set aside some of the 
decisions of oqy High Court. In the oase 
of Attorney Stewart for instanoe, we be¬ 
lieve tbe High Court was right, and the 
Privy Council wrong. 

In a later case (Rani Sarnomoyee versus 
Sod Mukbi Burmonia and others) of whioh 
the Englishman published a report last 
month, the Privy Council appears to have 
driven a coach and six through Section 32 
of Act X of 1859 * The deoision of the 
Privy Council is certainly equitable ioas- 
muoh as it redressed a real grievance.; but 
the same .may be said o ( all decisions by 
which well-grounded pleas of limitation are 
wrongly overruled, and the oases tried on 
their merits. If for instanoe our courts were 
to disregard ihe provisions of Act XIY of 
1880, they would in many cases give very 
equitable decisions and give relief to many 
injured parties whose wrongs would other¬ 
wise remain unredressed. The question is 
—Would this be proper? If it be true 
that equity follows law, it must be admitted 
that the High Court's construction of Sec¬ 
tion 32 of Aot X of 1859 was right, and 
the Privy Council’s construction wrong. 

We do not blame the High; Court because 
many of its decisions have been reversed 
by the Privy Goune& v Oar complaint 
against the High Court is that many of its 
decisions are inequitable and that R|has 
beoome a Ebfaptoru of conflicting prece¬ 
dents. There is hardly a Seotion ^ Acfc

rulings may not be oitsd. It is very true 
that several mitruHogs of tbe Divisional 
Benohes have been set aside by Full Benoh 
Decisions; but enough remains to make a 
bardly contested suit a matter of mere 
lottery. 

It behoves tbe High Court and* the Le¬ 
gislature to free the public from this “ glori¬ 
ous uncertainty of tbe law” whioh has well 
nigh brought the administration of justice 
into discredit and serves only to fatten a 
few special pleaders at the expense of tho 
public. A bad law of which the construction 
is certain is sometimes better than a good 
law about tbe construction of whioh there 
is a good deal of unoertainty.

THE LlCENSIfTAX. 

Wr have often given Mr. Mackenzie, the 
able Collector of Calcutta, and Baboo Peary 
Mohun Banerjee and other Deputy Collec¬ 
tors under him, credit for collecting the Li¬ 
cense tax from tbe inhabitants of the town 
and its suburbs without irritation and an¬ 
noyance. Our regret is therefore the deeper 
that certaiu recent proceedings of these offi¬ 
cers have created a large amount of discon¬ 
tent and heart-burning among the tax-payers. 
Section 13 of Aot IX of 1868 directs the 
Collector to prepare a list of all persons li¬ 
able to take out certificates under the Aot, 
and gives him power to “ alter and add to 
the said list” from time to time. Among 
other particulars the list is to state the class 
under whioh each person therein named is 
assessed, and the sum payable for bis certi¬ 
ficate. The Collector cannot do this, unless 
ho can ascertain the profits of the assessees, 
and the difficulty of the task was admitted 
by several Members of the Governor Gen¬ 
eral’s Legislative Council in the course of 
the debate on tbe Bill, and must be Admitted 
by all who remember that oven the Inoomo 
Tax Assessors with their extraordinay powers 
for obtaining returns and scrutinizing 
the private affairs of men bad failed in ar¬ 
riving at the actual income of parties. In 
determining the class in which a person is 
to be assessed under the Certificate Act the 
Collector should, according to Government 
Resolution in the Financial Department 
dated the 20th April last, abstain from in¬ 
quisitorial proceedings and interrogations of 
the person himself,” and " avail himself of 
every proper means of arriving'at a ftnr es¬ 
timate of the truth. Besides his official 
subordinates,” the Resolution adds, ** some 
of tbe respectable inhabitants of tbe town, 
en& as the heads of trades and professions, 
wittgenerally be able and willing t* assist 
thpGoliector in the proeessof classification.” 
In the Mofussil Collectors may reoeive as¬ 
sistance of the kind alluded to in the above 
mpetien bat in plsees like Calcutta where 
there are ib(Nie^49.SQd thousands of dealers 
this is not;matter. Besides the in- 
is possessed by veiy few 
, they might be the beads of 
; professions. The duties' of a 
^tyPeutioua Collector in this respect boing 
yei^C^SffienU, Mr. .Mackenzie had tilUately 
acted in a manner whioh could be expected 
<^> an officer of his tact, talent and ex* 
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perienoe. He formed an estimate of the 
inoome of parties after making every pos¬ 
sible enquiry and prepared the list required 
by law; and if the parties came forward 
within a reasonable time and satisfied him 
that the estimates formed of their income 
were exorbitant, be immediately transferred 
their names to the proper class and revised 
the list accordingly. Mr. Mackenzie baa 
now however adopted a procedure which 
must be pronouuoed arbitrary. He refuses, 
on what grounds, we have failedtofindout, 
to remove the name of any person from one 
olass to another, even when convinced of 'the 
injustice done to him, until the sum assessed 
is paid and a petition bearing a stamp of 
eight Annas presented. This, as may he 
easily seen, is a source of extreme hardship 
to tax-payers whose incomes are over-esti¬ 
mated end particularly to sneh of them as are 
poor. It is true that the amount paid may 
be refunded when satisfactory proof is ad¬ 
duced. But men whose means are limited 
and who, beoause Mr. Mackenzie is not 
gifted with omnisoienoe, are frequently as¬ 
sessed at heavy sums, are put to unnecessary 
inconvenience and trouble whioh it was the 
intention of the Legislature to avoid. Mr. 
Mackenzie had law and the orders of Go¬ 
vernment on his side in prooeeding in the 
way he was doing before. Why he should 
adopt a different course whioh throws in the 
way of tax-payers difficulties and delays 
which it is the object of the words— 1 “ may 
from time to time alter and add to the said 
list*'—in Section 13, to obviate, we cannot 
really understand. Can it be that pressure 
from the Board of Revenue or from the 
Commissioner of the Presidency Division has 
been npplied to him now as wo know it was 
applied to him in 1867 when the Lioense 
Tax was collected from prostitutes. The 
Lieutenant Governor cannot in our opinion 
too Boon pat a stop to an obnoxious measure 
like the one we have noticed above ? If ne¬ 
cessary, the opinion of tho Advocate Gen¬ 
eral should be taken as to the legality or 
otherwise of the procedure previously adopt¬ 
ed by Mr. Mackenzie. Amateur lawyers 
have already done considerable mischief 
and it is time that they should not be al¬ 
lowed to carry on their pranks to the in- 
oonvenienoe and trouble of myriads of tax¬ 
payers already groaning under heavy finan¬ 
cial burdens.

The bulk of Mr. Justice Phear's last 
address to the Sooial Science Association 
consisted of an exposition of the system of 
laud tenure prevailing in Bengal* Mr. 
Phear has been eminently successful in 
analysing the system as a whole, in ex¬ 
pounding its merits as an economical pheno¬ 
menon considered in the abstract and in 
determining its effeots relatively to the Ze- 
miudar, the ryot and tho public in general. 
The wholes question has been discussed in a 
masterly manner. The language is concise 
and clear, the views profound and compre¬ 
hensive. Tie discourse bears upon it the 
impress of a manly mind—fearless in speak¬ 


ing truth, honest and impartial in its con¬ 
victions, rigorously scientific in its method 
of examining facts. There may not be 
anything original in Mr. Phear's address, 
but there is an earnestness in it, a sincerity 
of purpose, a nobleness of aim whioh render 
it peculiarly interesting and attractive. 
There is, at all events, nothing stale in it 
and much that is almost new. 

The principal defect, according to Mr. 
Phear, of tho system of land tenure in 
Bengal—the defect which has defeatod the 
object of the Permanent Settlen&nt, whioh 
prevents all agricultural improvement and 
places peculiar difficulties in the way of 
promoting publio objeots of vital impoitanoe 
—is the existence of the practice, sanctioned 
and enforced by law, of sub-letting. It 
is this practice which prevents tho Zemin¬ 
dar from dealing with his land in that free 
and uufettered mode which his proprietary 
right ought to enable him to adopt and 
which is one of the two main causes of that 
excellence which belongs to the English 
system of land tenure. It is this practice 
whioh justifies the Zomindar in abstaining 
from making those permanent agricultural 
improvements from the absence of which 
the poor ryots and the country in general 
suffer so severely. Mr. Phear says:— 

“ I do cot join with those who blame, in strong 
words, the behaviour of the Zemindars towards the 
tillers of the soil. On the oontrary I believe that 
body, as a whole, to bo animated with a real 
desire to do their duty towards their dependents. 
It is too much the habit of us Englishmen to judge 
them from an English point of view. We expect 
them to act as if their position relative to the land 
and its occupants, corresponded with that of the 
English landlord. Wo forget, or are unaware, that 
the real oharaoter of the nexus is feudal not pro¬ 
prietary, and we overlook the amount of aid and 
support, whioh all retainers and dependents claim, 
as of right under tho Zemindar’s family roof. In¬ 
deed, if 1 am not mistaken in the views whioh t 
liave expressed, it is unreasonable to suppose that 
the Bengalli Zb minder should do materially more 
than he now does for the improvement of the land, 
and tbs benefit of the ryot’s oondition. By the na¬ 
ture of the oase, the holders of the tenures whioh 
are the higher in the soalo are the wealthy men, as 
compared with those who stand lower. Generally 
speaking, it is they, and not the email-men next the 
soil, who oan be said to have oommand of oapital 
disposable for promoting the advanoe of agriculture. 
But why should they devote it to euoh a purpose, 
when a host of middle-men will effectually inter¬ 
cept all resulting profits P Why should a Zemin¬ 
dar make roads, oonstruot bunds, dig tanks, build 
homesteads, endow schools, &c., when a putneedar, 
at a rent whioh is fixed for ever, stands between him 
and the entire subjeot of his tenure P” 

This is a scientific exposition of the re¬ 
lation whioh subsists between a Zemindar on 
the one hand and his Putneedars on the other 
and we are sorry that^suoh a relation has 
at all come to exist. But we are at a 
loss to understand what could possibly in¬ 
duce a weekly contemporary to regard Mr. 
Phear's adiocaoy of the propriety of taxing 
the Zemindar for certain local objeots as 
inconsistent with the doctrine explained in 
the preceding extract. Our contemporary 
does not perceive “ the relevancy of the ques¬ 
tion of molt taxation to the subject-matter 
in band" find thinks that this question has 
been ^ gratuitously” introduced. We have 
not the slightest doubt that the writer is 
gravely mistaken in making this statement. 
If he had oairefully borne in mind that Mr. 
Phear had proposed not only to analyse the 
system of laid tenure in Bengal but also 
jo examine this position of the Zemindar 


with referenoo to his sub-tenants on the 
one band and the publio in general on the 
other—-that Mr. Phear had proposed to as¬ 
certain how far the rent of the land is de¬ 
voted —- u firstly to the enlargement of the 
husbandman's capacity to supply the con¬ 
sumer's demands and secondly , to publio 
purposes,"-—if, we say, the writer had borne 
this in mind he could not have questioned 
the relevancy oi the question of local taxa¬ 
tion. For he would in that case, have per¬ 
ceived tho necessity of raising this question 
—inasmuch as without taxation the Zemin¬ 
dar cannot bo made to contribute to the pro¬ 
motion of public objects. Further, tho writer 
thinks Mr. Phear guilty of strange logioal 
inconsistency in advocating local taxation 
after making tho remarks contained in the 
extract we have given above. Now we would 
request our contemporary to understand that 
the duties of a landlord are two-fold, duties 
to bis land and duties to the community to 
which he belongs. These two classes of duties 
are specifically different, the one from the 
other and have their origin in principles 
whioh are generically distinct from each 
other. In the preceding extract, we are sure, 
Mr. Phear, notwithstanding somo inaccura¬ 
cies of expression, has explained only the pe¬ 
culiarity of the Bengalee Zemindar's position 
with reference to his Zetnindarceand we can¬ 
not understand how such an explanation could 
estop Mr. Phear from describing the Zemin¬ 
dar’s duties towards the public and the means 
by which he might be made to discharge 
those duties in the best possible manner. 
Any body would be right in saying that the 
metayer landlord cannot in justice be called 
upon to expend capital on the improvement 
of his land when his tenant refrains from 
contributing any thing towards the accom¬ 
plishment of that purpose; but such a state¬ 
ment would not, by any means, render it 
inconsistent for a man to say that a metayer 
landlord can in all fairness be forced to pay 
for tho education of his tenant. It is one 
thing to regard a man ns a ryot and a quite 
distinct thing to regard him in tho light of a 
fellow-man. Now this is all that Mr. Phear 
has done and done in a manner whioh makos 
us admire his head—and his heart still 
more. 

We are glad to see that the title of 
Rajah has been conferred by His Excel¬ 
lency the Viceroy upon the Chief of 
Myhere and bis lawful heirs in recognition 
of tho liberal spirit displayed by him in the 
abolition of transit duties throughout his 
territories, and in the grant of land for 
Railway purposes. The young Chief takes 
a deep interest in the welfare of his subjeots. 
He has established in his cnpital an Anglo- 
Sanskrit School and a charitable Dispen¬ 
sary. The measures that Ilis Highness 
adopted for alleviating the sufferings of the 
people of Myhere during the scarcity are 
well-known to our readers.

LUCEROW. 

To the Editor a f the Bengalee, 
tot— 1 Me you have got a correspondent from 
Boy Bareilly, ono of the Districts of Oudh, and 
not knowing whether you have one from Luoknow, 
the seat of the looal Adminietrstion, I send you 
the following lines and hope you will oblige me by 
giving them a {face in your valuable journal. 

The most important news of this week was the 
Census of the whole Province taken on the night 
of the let Tnetsnt, and whatever might be the case 
in other parts of Oudh, the event eaueed a great 
alarm in Luoknow. When the notice was issued, 
the people of Lucknow were at a loss te understand 
what could have been the teottvW of the authori¬ 
ties in taking the census. One olesa believed that 
it would be dene With a view to ascertain tha 
number «f male adults capable of bearing arms, 

«o that when necessity arises, they wight be des¬ 
patched as reinforcement! to pie troops sent by the 
British Government to wage a bloody war with 
She Russians. Another close bald that the, au¬ 
thorities wanted to SuA. out the actual number of 
fighting men and effeotually pat a Hep to their 
rendering any osaiktanee to Ferete fihah who woe 
said to be marching with a large amy to reoonqubr 
his dominions. While a third class more astute 
than the former two argued that our nflers wanted 
to determine, by aetoal oatoaluttou*, what portion of 
She people were able to bear ; the burden of the house- 
tax which the Luoknow Municipality hoe thought 
propor to impom, in order to make up the deM- 
enoy in ttoMonteipAtoiito, oaumd ,by the aboli¬ 
tion of town duties on eeriaiu ertioles. This bettor 
' class, with on admirable foresight ebemeterfetio 
of people Wild had ttved long under the ItaJiteMdan 
rale, earned n gmt iOam amtog women 
of the oitytohd warned them not to atpooe their 
utensils ##* other things wbyn the Ceneu* would 
' take (dace loot anodditionid ton he impend dpon 
them. Thus being totowamd they were tony tha 
whole day on the \itk Instant, in burying their 
Vhurkhae, their Cftafem end other utensils end 
some of them, who have lived .long enough In 
Luoknow add groWn iimfil|r with bhe way* of klnga 
(kings of Oadh of wureej, deemed it neoeeeary to 
hide the young damsels too. Prepared In thie way, 
every one expected that M %t|feooomptoted 
by the Mem logne would come at toe appointed 
hour and while the Baheh logues wOuldeountthe 
number of male residenta in the uttter apartment, 
the Mem logues would take aoensue of theses- 
ana. In this state of consternation and suspense 
the people of Luoknow kept welting for the arrival 'I 


which (aoeording to tha Fables) a huge moun¬ 
tain waa in labor. Bat judge their.diiappotoloteat, 
though it wet agreeable to them when, instead of 
awe-striking JSaheb hgm and equestrian Mem hgue, 
there came a half starved Moonshee dressed in his 
turban, a surly looking oonetable armed with his 
sword, and a half naked sweeper boy With torch 
in his hands, whose dim light served to coboeal 
the ugliness of his form. The sweeper hey oalled 
out and the houseowners mads tbsir sppsnrtnoe 
and enumerated the number of people residing in 
their houses. Ueoovered from the fright that Over¬ 
took them at first, the people now began to give 
vent to their irritation at being compelled to keep 
up the wholtffoight and waste an extra quantity of 
oil into the bargain. But those who have a pre¬ 
tension for wisdom still shook their heads and 
gravely declared that the matter did not terminate 
here. They ominously predicted that the Census 
was bat a preliminary step to the imposition of a 
poll tax which is in reserve for them. Thus ended 
the Censns business in Luoknowand thus yon see 
how the beet intentions of Government ere liable 
to be misconstrued and misinterpreted by the igno¬ 
rant people. ' 

Small pox has made its eppeeranoe in Lnoknew 
and oooiamenoed its deadly work in right earnest. 
Although there are more than a dozen vaqoinatore 
with a Deputy Superintendent at their head knock¬ 
ing about in the city, people would not listen to 
them nor allow their ohildren to be veocineted. 
The appearanoe of small pox in this city is rather 
earlier this year and there is great apprehension of 
its raging violently here as it is doing in Agra, 
Delhi and other plooes. 

There were heavy clouds seen during the last 
week hut beyond a little drizzling that was not 
sufficient to allay the dust, no rain fell. This does 
not argue well for the orops. For the last two days 
a violent westerp wind has been blowing and caus¬ 
ing the dust to fly. More news in my next.

— At a meeting of the Bombay Legislative^

— At Dieppe, in France, the Delhi Gazette 
learns from a home journal, the following notioe 
has been issued by the police:— 44 The bathing 
police aro requested, wheu a lady is iu danger 
of drowning, to seize her by the dress, and not 
by the hair, whioh oftentimes remains in their 
grasp.

C. S. I., has olosed a career of great useful • 
uess and great distinotiou. His earliest achieve¬ 
ments twenty years ago secured the special 
recognition of the Court of Directors of the E»«t 
India Company and of Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment. His last services deservo no less signal 
an acknowledgment. The Secretary of State 
for India in Council in deploring tho loss of so 
dovoted and valued a public servant fools it a 
duty to signify his sense of the ability, daring 
and resource which Sir Herbert Edwardes dis¬ 
played in times of great difficulty and groat peril, 
lie desires further by tho erection of a monu¬ 
ment to the memory of the most distinguished, 
officer to attest his high appreciation of the exam¬ 
ple whioh Sir Herbert Edwardes has left to till 
the servants of tlto Ciowu in Iudiu. 

, — The official report of tho French Miuisterof 
Finance states that the flouting debt has been re¬ 
duced from 902 millions to 727 millions of linnets ; 
and that the supplementary credits required for 
I860 will be met by tho increased receipts from 
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taxation. For 1B70 tlie revenue is estimated at 
1,738 millions of franca, and the expenditure at 
1,030 mirfioq#. The surplus is to,be devoted tp the 
linking fund. 

— Mr. Ward Hunt, late ohaaeelW of the Ex¬ 
chequer, recorded A ‘Mi ante on the iJ.HU November 
last with a view to protect the public servioe 
and the gentlemen in it, by restraining young 
men from reanrting to moneylenders who U0co 
discounts of 00 per cent., and in whose, hands 
they become “ miserable dependants.” Conse¬ 
quently, it has been resolved that any officer in 
civil employ who m«y pass through tho Bnnk- 
rnptoy Court shall bo ex fae.to suspended, and 
unless lie can plead extenuating circumstances t»> 
the satisfaction of his superiors, dismissed, while 
pecuniary embarrassment shall bo of itself a 
reason for refusing promotion, increased pay, or 
any other servioe advantage. To tho order as nn 
order essential to tho tone of a great service the 
Spectator has no objection whatever to offer. 
For n man in difficulties is no doubt usually a worse 
pubiio servant than a man o *t «f them, while a 
civil servant who passes through tho Court, except 
as a shareholder in a broken company, or from 
other exceptional cause can hardly be said to nphold 
the useful dignity of tho department to which lie 
belongs. Moreover, ns tho “ Hoard of Stamps uud 
Taxes” observe, with due official gravity, “ an 
efficient performance of his cffloinl duty is not to 
be expected from ony person involved ia pecuniary 
difficulties, ns the time and thoughts of such a 
person, instead of being engaged in his official 
business, must necessarily be occupied in constant 
efforts to raeot the exigencies of the day ; and fur¬ 
ther, it is highly inexpedient that any officer in 
such circumstances should be placed in u position 
of .trust.”

THE 
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ABERCROMBIE AS A TEXT-BOOK 

IN THE CALCUTTA UNITERSITY. 

In tbe artiole on Aberorombie, contained 
in the last number of tbe Calcutta Review, 
two distinct subjects are dismissed. The 
first is, whether it is advisable to retain the 
subject that Abercrombie treats of as a part 
of the First Arts course. Tbo second is, 
whether, in oase the subject is retained, 
Abercrombie's treatise is a suitable text¬ 
book. Interspersed with these two discus¬ 
sions, are a few of the author's suggestions 
for future guidanoe. 

I. The second question has been practi¬ 
cally decided already. While the above 
artiole was going through the press, the 
Syndicate passed a resolution, by which in 
. future a candidate will be allowed to take 
his choioe between Aberorombie and Doctor 
Reid. Practically however Abercrombie’s 
fate is sealed. The Syndioate or those who 
guided it, in thus degrading Aberorombie 
to the rank of an optional text-book, have 
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pet a mark upon it which will probably dis¬ 
credit it for future use. Besides, the pro¬ 
posal to substitute Retd for Abercrombie 
emanated from the Presidency College, and 
henceforward Dr. Reid’s book is sure to 
be read there to the exclusion of the other. 
Whatever the Presidency College does, the 
mofussil colleges will be obliged to imitato. 
Thus Abercrombie’s future prospects in India 
are very gloomy. 

In our opinion, the Syndicate have acted 
very inconsistently in this m#ter. In Mr. 
Croft’s memorandum of February 1868, the 
objections urged against Abercrombio’s ma¬ 
nual are (1) its unscientific statements (2) 
tbe prominence which it assigns to the theo¬ 
logical element. When the Faculty of Arts 
I met to discuss the matter, the influence of 
the clerical members oarrie’d the day, and 
it was distinctly declared that Abercrombie’s I 
manual should not bo rejected on account of | 
its theological tone. Wo infer then that the 
only reason, why Abercrombie has now been 
rejected or degraded,is the alleged inao- 
cur&oy and unscientific ob&raoter of its state¬ 
ments. This is certainly the very best rea¬ 
son that could have been alleged for changing 
the text-book ; but in substituting a new ono 
wo should have expected that the Syndicate 
would have selected some book which does 
not contain inaccurate and unscientific state¬ 
ments. But they have done the very oppo¬ 
site to this. They have substituted Dr. 
Reid's Enquiry, the very book from whioh 
the staple of Aberorombie’s doctrines is bor¬ 
rowed. On this subject our author says "It 
has been unhesitatingly asserted by some 
critics that Dr. Abercrombie’s treatises 
abound in unsoientifio and inaccurate state¬ 
ments. This allegation, we are confident, 
would be as unhesitatingly denied by the 
majority of thoso who advocate the philoso¬ 
phy of Reid and Stewart. Whatever Dr. 
Abercrombie’s shortcomings as a philoso¬ 
pher may be, they are only such as he shares 
iu common with the most illustrious mem¬ 
bers of tho Scotch School." This confi¬ 
dence, we think does oredit to his judg¬ 
ment ; but the prophesy which it implies 
has proved to be erroneous. Barring the 
theological tone, there is not one fault that 
can he attributed to Dr. Abercrombie’s 
manual, (suoh as erroneous statements, bad 
arrangement, diffuse style, frequent repeti¬ 
tions, &o.,) which cannot be also atributed, 
with equal or greater force, to Dr. Reid’s 
Enquiry. 

JI. We proceed to give an abstraot of 
tbe Reviewer’s arguments upon the other 
subject discussed in bis artiole. He advo¬ 
cates the entire withdrawal of Mental and 
Moral Soienoe from the First Arts course. 
His reasons are as follows:— 

(A) ** That Second Year student®, aa a rulo, are 
utterly unable to oomprehend the scope and moan¬ 
ing of even the most elementary Psychological en¬ 
quiries, owing to the immaturity of their intellects, 
and a complete want Of that preliminary mental 
training which ia required before entiring upon such 
a study.” 

(B) u That it il not advisable to perplex the mind 
of a beginner with a subject like ethios upon which 
there is so little agreement among rival schools. 
As the teaching ban only he of the most partial, 
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one-sided nature, it had better be altogether aban¬ 
doned.” 

Objection (A) is enforced by tbe following 
considerations. A oertain amount of scien¬ 
tific training, sufficient to enable tho student 
to grasp the different logical methods which 
,ibo mind pursues in tho search fur truth 
and in the estimation of evidence, is tho 
indispensable condition of success in the 
study of such an intricate and many-sided 
subject as Mental Science. Mere self-in¬ 
trospection, self-analysis, self-oonciousness 
are not sufficient for the purposes of psycho¬ 
logical enquiry; and if they were, the man¬ 
ner in which these self-experiments and self- 
observations should be applied cannot bo 
properly understood without a previous train¬ 
ing in physical science. Ono who is not 
tolerably acquainted with Physics can form, 
no proper idea of the nature of what ia 
oalled an experiment. Now the only scien¬ 
tific training which a First Arts student has 
had is in Arithmetic, Geometry, Algebra, 
Trigonometry, and Statics. And the only 
logical method, developed by such a train¬ 
ing, is the Logic of Consistency, or (as it 
is usually called) Deduction, or Formal 
Logic. Consequently a First Arts student 
is not competent to deal with such a subject 
as Mental Science. 

Turning to Abcrcrombio we find, at tho 
very commencement of his treatiso on tho 
Intellectual Powers, an elaborate discussion 
on Soienoe in general, the relation subsisting 
between oause and effect, and tho several 
degrees of certainty or uncertainty which 
belong to tho different sciences. It is mani¬ 
festly impossible for a student, who is ig¬ 
norant of any one experimental soienoe, to 
understand the Logic of the Inductive soienoo 
in Sciences considered in their totality. 

Again when the student advances front 
these preliminary remarks upon Science 
in general to the special domain of mental 
science, the prospect before him is as dark 
as ever: for bo is now expected to detect 
tbe naturo of the most complicated mental 
processes, before he has been m&do familiar 
with any worthy subject-matter whore these 
processes are practically applied. Abstraction 
Generalization, Classification, Experiment, 
Observation, Hypothesis, Deduction, Induc¬ 
tion, Analogy, <£o aro all forcod upon Iiig 
immature and undeveloped intellect. Ho 
is expected to be able to discuss the problems 
ot Materialism, Idealism, Necessity, Froo 
Will &o,—problems which belong to the high¬ 
est flights of tho most adventurous minds 
in the sublimest regions of speculation. 

Objootion (B) takes a somewhat different 
lino from the former. Tho aboyo objections, 
which apply so forcibly to Mental Science, 
oannot be urgod to the same extent against 
Moral Soionce. Many of tho perplexing 
problems, which necessarily occur in Mental 
Science, may bo dispensed with in Moral, 
Scienco: and " there is much in Morals 
which is perfectly intelligible to all minds 
without any previous scientific training." 

“ But yet there are other objections, which 
may be urged against Ethics, quite as seri¬ 
ous as any which can be urged against 
Mental Science." 
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Tho theory • of ethic, (os distinguished 
fro a/tb# practical aapect of the subject, 
in which rules of action that are common 
to all etbioal systems are decisively laid 
down and exemplified without fear of doubt 
or contradiction), is still the battle ground 
of two hostile schools of thought. At 
present there is not sufficient agreement 
on the fundamental points of ethical theory 
to warrant us in regarding it as a definitely 
constituted science for dogmatio purposes/* 

“ Now all our teaobing up to the B. A. 
Examination should be as definite as pos¬ 
sible; the undeveloped mind requires cer¬ 
tainty, not doubt.” But dcfiuite, dogmatio 
instruction is impossible, as long as our 
ethical teaching is mixed up with meta¬ 
physical theories aud discussions upon the 
basis of Morals. Perplexity and confusion 
are thus produoed in minds untrained by 
a systematic and special discipline. And 
suoh perplexity is highly mischievous. At 
the very age, when the mind ought to be 
trained to think with certainty and precision 
upon every subject that comes before it, 
a controversial, unsettled, argumentative 
suhjeot is thrust upon it; and the effect of 
this must be injurious, in whatever light 
we view it. Either the student must des¬ 
pair of ooming to . oertaiu results about 
any thing, a result wbioh Would be most 
mischievous to his character : or, what is 
equally bad, he would be apt to fauoy him¬ 
self competent to deal with 4 subjects far 
beyond his reach, preoociouslf presuming to 
pass on opinion upon every thing he 
pleases and to differ with men who are far 
wiser than himself. 

If however the teacher is determined 
upon avoiding all this perplexity and its con¬ 
comitant evils, he would be forced to handle 
the suhjeot in a most partial and one-sided 
manner. The effect of such teaching would 
be as disastrous as the impartial teaching 
we have just alluded to. The learner would 
be brought to believe that “ certainty and 
unanimity prevail in a region whero doubt 
and discord hate mot. ceased to reign ;** ox 
he Would be shade '< an obstinate convert 
to the most superficial kind of utilitari¬ 
anism, when W quite the beaten track of 
independent and immutable < morality; his 
conversion arising sometimes from h 
love of th«Wlle^g

against Mental Science itself; because a 
preliminary discussion of that kihd betdiigs 
neither to Mental nor to Physical fcoieoce 
but to the philosophy of aU the Sciences. 
Mr. Bain's recent work upon Mental and 
Moral Soienoe, which our author speak® 
of as being a model text-book, contains no 
suoh preliminary discussion. 

It appears to us that the argument urged 
against Moral Soienoe, “that there is at 
present too muoh disagreement on fund¬ 
amental poiryts to make the subject a suit¬ 
able nue for beginners,” could have been 
urged with equal force against Mental 
Soienoe. Every evil, described by the writer 
as resulting from the unsettled state in 
which the scienoe of ethics still continues 
to be, applies in full force to the science of 
Psychology. In the latter, as in the for¬ 
mer, “there §re two, great and hostile 
schools of thought, both of which claim 
our impartial consideration, though only 
one may secure our undivided allegiance.” 

With these reservations, we have only 
to express our entire and unqualified adher¬ 
ence to the views of the writer. We join 
with him in advocating the entire exolasion 
both of Mental and of Moral Scienoe from 
tho First Arts Examination. 

Ill We oannot dose this Bubject without 
adverting to some of the suggestions of¬ 
fered by the writer as to the extent, to 
which he considers philosophioal studies 
should be enoquraged in our University 
teaching. 

For First Arts students, he recommends 
(and here we entirely sympathize with him) 
that a course of praotioal ethics, embody¬ 
ing such rules of oonduot m have been ap¬ 
proved of in all ages and in all nations, be 
substituted for the controversial, iheoretioal 
ethics that we now pretend to teach. 

“Tho grand tad fundamental troths of Morality 
are the same every where; they arostamped «p*a 
the cades of nations and the creeds of races ; titay 
dwell la the homing language dr.ths poet end the 
orator; they may be traced upoafthc painter’s can¬ 
vass tsd the eealptox’a marble; they ate written open 
ihe oonsoleneesof eaoh individual man: aud,though 
often neglects* or forgotten, vet they never tail to 


as resting upon ft simple logical basis. 0 Now 
as Mathematical soienoe is the only science 
with which First Arts pupils oan be at all 
familiar, a manual of Formal Logic, un¬ 
folding as simply as possible tho funda¬ 
mental laws upon which all consistent and 
consecutive reasoning depends, would not 
only be in just proportion to the stage of 
mental development of an average First 
Aits student; but it .would also assist him 
materially in appreciating the demonstra¬ 
tive and logical character of Mathematical 
prooesses This valuable suggestion was first 
made by Mr. Lobb, late officiating Principal 
of Hoogly College. 

For R A. Students, our author has not 
stated very plainly how far he thinks it 
advisable that Mental an| Moral Scienoe 
should be included' within their University 
course. Alluding to “ tho recent discus¬ 
sions that have taken plaoa,” he says: “ The 
disoussion has been hitherto narrowed to 
the case of candidates for the First Exami¬ 
nation in Arts, but wo are oi opinion that 
the some arguments which have been ap¬ 
plied in support of the withdrawal of Mental 
and Moral Scienoe from the preliminary 
examination, apply with equal foroe to the 
complete withdrawal of these subjects from 
the pre-honor course of University studies.” 
Unless there is some fundamental difference 
between the arguments urged by otheis in 
the “recent discussions'' here alluded to 
and the arguments urged by himself iu tho 
Calcutta Review, it would appear that he 
advocates the entire abolition both of Men¬ 
tal and Moral Science as part of the B. A. 
studies. As ho has nowhere pointed out 
any snob difference, or qualified the above 
remark in any portion of his article, tho 
presumption is that he considers philosophi¬ 
cal studies to be suitable for none but M. 
A. and Honor students. Whether we are 
right or wrong in attributing this opinion to 
our author, we ean only say that wo entire¬ 
ly disagree with it. Our reasons are as 
frltdis. 

It has been admitted that Formal Logic 
would be a suitable subject for the First 
Arts course. Whether we should call it an 
Art or a Science, no one will deny that it 
entails upon the student a certain' amount 
of mental analysis. If suoh a thing is pos¬ 
sible on a bumble scale for a beginner, it is 
equally possible on a larger soale for a more 
advanoea student. We consider Mental 
Scienoe to be the proper aud legitimate omi- 
-tinustion of a mode of study, which has 
been already commenced on an easier and 
simpler plan in the study of Formal Logio.

— For tbe extension of edaoation among the 
masses of Mysore, Mr. ltowring proposes as a basis, 
to adopt the talooq suhrdivisions called bobliee and 
to establish a sahool in each. The advantage of 
thie would be that eaoh school would not be qiora 
than 4| miles from the farthest village. As for tbe 
education imparted, it would be of tbe most ele¬ 
mentary character, and in the Vernacular, “ Masters 
being selected from the most intelligent and influen¬ 
tial existing indigenous teachers.” Mr. Bowring 
frankly admits that the indigenous Teachers of the 
country ere 4 ‘generally ignorant of Aiitbmetio aud 
Geography and have no knowledge of organisation, 
discipline or method."

Of oourse measure* 
will have to be taken to raise a good staff of Tea¬ 
chers, and as the school will be open to girls as well 
ns boys, we may reasonably hope that the National 
Schools of Mysore, however rudimentary tbe educa¬ 
tion imparted will meet with eueoees and 44 extend 
education on a soale oommeneurate with the wants of 
tbe population." The. yearly cost or this scheme 
will amount to Rs, 86,420, and the Government of 
India have sanotioned the expenditure. 

•The Delhi Gazette regrets to say that a large 
portion °f the new ohuroh being built in the ean- 
toament of Jubbulpore oame down <m tbe evening 
of the 18th instant; aud that a considerable portion 
of the south-eastern wall of the structure has been 
shaken to eueh an extent at probably to render its 
reconstruction necessary.

Khan, GhiUaee, and iU hie relatives have sent 
their families to the mountains and destroyed their 
orops. I tried my beet to persuade them to let their 
families remain in their Villages, but with no nvail, 
at the GhilKtee ohlef sent hie answer to the efteot 
that einoe Ameer Share AUee Khan had made an 
alliance with the British and had promised to have 
them at Jellalabad, there was no neoeeiity for the 
Gbilsaea tribe, who did not like the Feringhees to 
remain in the district. 

The Ghilxases say that if the Ameer did not go to 
Peshawar to have an interview with the British 
authorities, they would willingly wait on the Ameer 
and do es they were ordered; if the Ameer did go, 
they would not come to JeUalabad to pay their 
reepeots. 

After perusing the above letter, the Ameer asked 
Sirdar Yahaya Khan as to what was to be done 
about the Ghilazees. 4 With the exoeption of the 
shopkeepers, and the poor citizens of Cabool,’ re¬ 
plied the Sirdars, 4 all the tribes, that is the Ghil- 
saees, Kohistanoei, Loohoogurrees, and Wurduks, 
were against the Feringhees and dissatisfied by the 
Ameer’s arrangements.’ It cannot he helped,’ was 
the Ameer's reply.

* 4 They contend that the permission granted by 
Seotion 6 to plant trees without the landlord's 
consent is fatsl to the improvement of land. They 
state that the prodnoe from,tree* as compared with 
that of the staple orops is uncertain end insigni¬ 
ficant, and though orchards and groves may be 
enhanced like other Helds, yet since the shadow 
of trees depredates the Value of adjacent lands, 
the enhancement will not be as high as it other¬ 
wise would;be* It is obvious to remark that tho 
cultivators are not likely when they at* l»abl« to 
enhancement according to the rent paid on lands 
of the some kind in adjacent villages, to oover.their 
entire holding with a wop from whioh the produoe 
ie uncertain , and iaaigniftount. The Zemindars 
likewise complain that they lose the advantages 
of distraint and insist that the tenant should not 
be allowed to dig wells. They fear that a cultivator 
will sink wells at a eeneiderable coat to himself with 
the sole view of demanding compensation from his 
landlord.” Many of tho objections urged Are, ac¬ 
cording to oar contemporary, mere bugbears of 
illiberal minds, but he feels assnrsd that the differ¬ 
ent sections of the Bill will be most carefully weighed 
and considered} before it ie allowed to become law.

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THE LATE HON'BLE P. C. TAGORE'S 
BENEFACTIONS. 

We are glad to learn that the Executors 
to the Estate of the late Hon'ble Prosunno 
Ooomar Tagore, c. s. z. are paying off the 
sums which the late lamented gentleman 
loft by Will for certain charitable and 
educational institutions. They invested 
Rs. 20,000 in Government Securities 
half of which has been made over to 
the Pistriot Charitable Society and the 
other half to the Calcutta Native Hos¬ 
pital better known by the name of the 
Cbnndney Hospital. Oar readers are aware 
that the Testator was desirous of founding 
a Law Professorship to bo called «** the Ta¬ 
gore Law Professorship." He directed bis 
Trustees to invest in Government Securities 
such a sum of money as will produce the 
monthly sum of Rs. 1,000 and to make 
over the same to the University of Caloutta 
for the purpose of paying " out of the in¬ 
terest accruing due therefrom the annual 
sum of Rs. 10,000 by 'equal monthly pay¬ 
ments to the * Tagore Law Professor' for 
the time being" and of applying the residue 
of the interest to the printing and gratuitous 
distribution of not less than 500 oopies of 
tho lectures to be delivered by the said 
Professor and of approved Law works. Tbo 
Hon'ble Prossunno Coomar Tagore's Execu¬ 
tors and Trustees wrote to the Registrar of 
the Calcutta University on the 11th De¬ 
cember last as follows :-*~ M As long as we 
cannot invest in Government Securities such 
a sum of money as will produce the month¬ 
ly sum of Rs. 1,000, and make over the 
same to tho University, we shall be happy 
to pay the above amount (Rs. 1,000) every 
month as directed in the Will on your let¬ 
ting us know the arrangements whioh tho 
Senate may be pjeased to^make with a view 
to give effect to the intentious of the Testa¬ 
tor." The Executors and Trustees enquirod 
44 whether students who may attend the 
lectures will be allowed the privilege of pass¬ 
ing the University Examinations in law with¬ 
out belonging to any affiliated Institution 
and thus qualifying themselves for -the pro- 
fession." 

In reply Mr. Sutcliffe has informed tho 
Executors nod Trustees that their letter, 
44 will be laid before the Faculty of Law 
immediately, with a request that the Fa- 


| culty will draw up a scheme in accordance 
with the terms laid down by the Testator. 
This scheme will afterwards bo submitted 
to tbe Senate for their approval and sano- 
tion." Mr. Sutcliffe lias also written 
** With reference to the inquiry in the con¬ 
cluding para: of your letter, I am directed 
to say that it would bo contrary to the Re¬ 
gulations of the University to admit. stu¬ 
dents to the Examinations in Law who have 
not prosecuted a course of study in an 
affiliated college." Of course tbe Senate 
cannot be expected to do any thing contrary 
to the Regulations of the University, but 
students qualified in every other respect 
and regularly attending the lectures of the 
Tagore Law Professor may bo allowed the 
privilege of appearing before the Committee 
for the examination of candidates for 
admission to act as Pleaders in the Mofussil 
Courts. Otherwise as the Executors have 
justly observed the Professorship will hardly 
have attraction, and the great object of the 
testator to provide free sound legal educa¬ 
tion for Indian youths will be necessarily 
frustrated.. 

We are informed that several gentlemen, 
both European and Native, have applied 
for tho Tagore Law Professorship. If a 
Native applicant be found competent for 
the post we hopo the Senate will see the 
justice and expediency of taking his claims 
into their favorable consideration/'

INDIAN BALLADS* 

Ballad poetry had its origin in the days 
when printing being unknown, and education 
confined to small sections of tho people a 
class of men could make it their profession 
to walk about from street to street and from 
village to village, singing in verse and often 
with the accompaniment of the harp such 
stories as the people in general loved to hear. 
In England and Scotland the minstrels 
were the great repositories of ballad poetry 
and the songs with which they amused their 
country people were often composed by them¬ 
selves. In these songs wore celebrated the 
deeds of great men whose fame had spread 
over tho whole country and such stories were 
recounted as were popular and most generally 
known. Out of these songs has arisen a 
body of literature which contains descriptions 
of ancient customs, manners and modes of 
lifo more accurate and trust-worthy than 
antiquarian research and elaborate history. 
Indeed, it may be affirmed without fear of 
contradiction that without ballad literature 
an invaluable part of history woulft, have 
remained unwritten—that Maoaul^', for 
instance, could not have produced his cele¬ 
brated chapter on the State ol England 
before 1685. But tho most characteristic 
feature of ballad literature is that it consists 
of simple legends—legends, whioh are in 
the mouths of men of every class and rank 
in Society. In this country ballad poetry is 
very extensivo and the principal iucidouts 
related in the •Ramnyan, the Mahabharut 
and tbe JPurnnas are recited in song in every 
town and village. 

• Indian Ballads % William Waterhuld. Lon¬ 
don : Smith, Eider A Co. 
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Otir women, our peasants, our artizans 
nnd our shop-keepers aro tho greatest 
loVyrs of these songs and wo doubt not 
that many of ofiv European friends may 
have, in driving through tho streets of 
Calcutta, seen groups of men, women end 
children listening with breathless silence to 
the recital of songs founded on some> stories 
of the Itamayan and the Mahabhanit. It 
is ft peculiar characteristic of the ballads of 
this country—tbo characteristic which dis¬ 
tinguishes them from the ballads tf other 
countries—that they derive their chief in¬ 
terest nnd importance from tho circumstance 
of their being devoted almost exclusively to 
the oclebrfttion of the adventurrs of our 
gods and demi-god heroes. Tho most popu¬ 
lar of our ballads are those which recite the 
ndventures of Krishna, whilst those that ore 
founded on the stories of the Raroaynn and 
the Mahabharut seem to occupy o subordi¬ 
nate, though by no means insignificant, place 
in the estimation of tbo people. We are, 
therefore, extremely sorry that Mr. Water- 
field’s book contains only throe poems re¬ 
lating to Krishna. Wo also notice with 
regret that only one subject has been taken 
from the Ramaynn—a subject, which, 
though exquisitely beautiful in itself, is not 
so very popular and ^therefore not so well 
fitted to bo included in a book of ballads as 
the story of tbo first exile of Rama and 
his virtuous wife. Tbo ' opening ballad— 

“ Hymn to Ushns”—contains some poetical 
boauty and is superlatively fascinating as 
being the expression of thq simple ideas 
and feelings of a primeval state of society. 
But we think that Mr. Waterfield has 
overlooked the nature of ballad-poetry 
by making n hymn of the Rig Veda the 
subject of a ballad. Ballad poetry consists 
of tales, relating to gods or men, end 
seldom deals with ebst motions and effu¬ 
sions of feeling unconnected with stories. 
Mr. Waterfield’s opening ballad is a hymn 
end as suoh it is very valuable as a descrip¬ 
tion of the religious conceptions of the Vedio 
age. But we ore inclined to doubt whether 
the hymns of the Rig-Veda possess that 
concrete interest, so tq say, which could make 
them welcome subjects for ballad-poetry. 
We oounot, however, be blind to the merits 
of this ballad as an exposition of the ideas 
of the Vedio ago* The first stanza runs 
thus:— 

41 Uahas I praise' 

Of thejirilliafit ray*, 

Who hat! dwrit la heaven of old. 

The gatw of tho sky; 

A» tft.jun draw* nigh. 

Iter lowljy hand* unMd,” 

Wo remember having read somewhere 
the remark of a celebrated l.terary critic to 
the effect that poets of nil ages have vied 
with each other iii' describing the approach 
of morn. Now m will be bold though to 
any that there is hardly to be found: 
in the whole compass of poetical literature 
a description of tho dawn more poetical 
nr simple than this. The* eighth stnnxa 
runs as fallows;— , 

" Thou old, yrt ever young! 

Unchanged nil ohnog* nraongi 
Jhy jcurn^jing* who mny number f 
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As a matron wiso and fair 
latent on housewife oare, 

Thou rouieat thy sons from ahmbar” , 

The likening of JT$koa to. a matron is 
exquisitely charming and gives a more correct 
idea of the state of Society in the Vedio 
age than could be obtained from the perusal 
of all the hymns of the Rig Veda. 

The ballad entitled “ the Song of the 
Koil” contains a story which has been 
celebrated by Kalidasa and which is re¬ 
garded as one of the most beautiful in 
Sanskrit literature; hut, unfortunately, it 
is not so popularly known as the story of 
the sacrifice of Daksha whioh precedes this 
ballad. It is however, more popular than 
the story of Aruba and the lameutAtion of 
Aju, both of whioh have been embodied in 
two distinct ballads. Tho ballad called 
“ Arabs/* however, contains many poetical 
beauties. The following, which is extracted 
from the third stauzn, is exquisite— 

“ 1 tat me down on GnngaY briuk, 

Beside the sacrad stream ; 

I sat me down, and strove to think, 

For nil was ne a dream ; 

And that whioh I hud enid and done di<reeem 
The fragments of a half-forgotten lay, 

8ung by the bards of old on some high festal day.” 
The whole of the fifth stanza is beautiful. 
The ballad oalled “Rukautii” is not so 
good as could be expected. The st iry of 
Rukmini, however, is preeminently fitted 
to ho made tho subject of a bnllnd. The 
“ story of the syarnantak jewel” is one of 
the r best pieces in the book. The history 
of the destruotioi/'nf the Yadavas is very 
popular in this country ‘and we are glad 
to say that Mr. Waterfield** version of 
it has been a high poetical success. The 
ballad entitled “the last ordeal of Sita’* 
is not written in any of the approved 
ballad metres, noT is it eo simply told as 
a ballad should be. Tho ptoce might have 
formed part of a regular epic. The ballad 
of Sarmatha is defective in simplicity of 
style and plainness of narrative. Indeed 
one can hardly understanding ballad who 
has not read its story in the Mahabharut. 
The histgry of the u fourth Avatars,” one 
of the moat popular of our myths, is not 
vety gracefully told throughout. Many 
verses are unwieldy and hard to read. The 
following extracts, however, seem to *ui to 
contain good poetry t— 

« Hurled from the raoanUin pwoipWi brink 
A« soft he tank to rest, 

On the earth’s rooky brsost, 

As tho defending lark doth fink, 

Herhyma of thanks complete, upon her Best.” 
‘“Twm evening,, end the eua wss low; 

Hie ray* of glory brightly shone 
The softly rippling wave* upon, 

That shoreward* ceaseless flow; 

As though a stream of gold 
Its, liquid treasure rolled 
To bathe the ac§r*er* seven.” . 

“Thesong Cf Kalindi” can scarcely be 
regarded as % fit subject for ballad. It is 
* fair specimen of bar BytoMam poetry. 
The ballad aalied 0 ^ie force of nature** 
is written in the simple ballad style and 
possesses some bennty, 

; On tips whe^ we think that Jit. Water- 
field if ant bad poet- There are pas* 
sft|es in some of bis „btdUds which attest 
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great powers of description, and the fol¬ 
lowing extract from the fifty-first stanza of 
“ the destruction of the Yadavas** proves 
him to be capable of highly sublime strains 
of imagination 

“ Silent and sad, as this earth shall be 
When her elements mix in a shoreleee sea; 

No light above, and no life below, 

Era/he winds whioh shall herald Creation below, 
When all le vaet* and void, and deep, 

And the soul of the Universe rests in sleep.” 

The poet seems to ne to possess very nice 
sensibilities. la “ the pilgrim's return 
from Haridwaree** we find the following 
couplets 

"No need for the rower to scare with his oar 
The silence that sleeps ou the wave and the Shore.” 

“ But before us bow soft beams the light from 
the wave, 

Like the calmness whioh whispers of peaoe 
in the grave.” 

Mr. Weterfleld*s knowledge of Hindoo 
mythology is very extensive and correct, 
lie possesses true sympathy far the beauties 
of Sanscrit poetry ; and though his descrip¬ 
tions are not gorgeous like those of Byron 
nnd Moore, yet they arc serene and precise 
Ilis versification, however, is not very 
correct and his stylo is in many places 
very harsh and jagged. He is somewhere 
very unhappy in the uie of rhetorical figures, 
nR in the following line:— 

“ Bright as the Hug of his oar in the stormiest 
bellows of fight." 

The simile here employed reminds us 
of the strictures which grammarians have 
passed on the following lines of Addison, 
whioh we reproduce, inaccurately we be¬ 
lieve, from memory 

"I bridle in my struggling muse with pain 
It longa to launch into a bolder strain.’’ 

We will, in the last place, advise Mr. 
Waterfield to write more ballads, for we 
are sure that if he adopts more popular 
themes then the majority of those in¬ 
cluded in the book, before us, and a sim¬ 
ple metre and plainer style, be will sue 
oeed remarkably well. 

THE EDUCATION REPORT. 

Wffi thankfully acknowledge the receipt 
of Mr. Atkinson's Report on Public In¬ 
struction in Bengal for 1867-08. It 
forms a pretty large volume with a good 
deal of readable matter inviting thought 
and discussion.; The returns qf the year 
summarized in the table? doubtless denote 
progress, ,««> far as figures are concerned. 
We see there has been during ifet year 
an increase of twelve Govern ment «Scbools. 
Grant-in-aid institutions have increased by 
12$ and their pupils by 9,450. Under the 
head of schools receiving no allowances 
from the State, we find an increase of 063. 
The total cost of the Department during 
the year, was Ik- 27,42,124 of which Rs, 
10,82,698 W*« obtained from private sources, 
and Rs. 16,59,426 was the contribution of 
the 8Ut0. The Government outlay on 
Education was ne more than 1-02 per cent 
on tke Revenue of Bengal which - amounted 
toRs.16,16,74,016 in 1867-68. 

The candidates for the University exa- 
U^natioiis were ny>re numerous than for* 
‘ Y «b<i the molts appeared more favor- 
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able. But this apparently oheering aspect 
of education in the country seems to oouoeal 
under it a gloomy state of things. The 
system so religiously followed in bring¬ 
ing up the native youth prove prejudicial 
to their true interests in more than one way. 
Should the tutor suooeed in cramming his 
pupil with the requisite amount of inform* 
ntion he considers his task already achieved. 
He cares little to enquire whether the 
mental fool thu» supplied is properly digest¬ 
ed and bolieves it almost unnecessary to 
lend his aid in the important work of in* 
telleotual assimilation. Ho carefully ac¬ 
commodates his instructions to the mode 
in whioh the merit of enoh candidate is 
decided,—regulating the routine of his own 
duties by the model hold up by the board of 
examiners. The recollection of those days 
is indeed pleasing, when the educationist 
sincerely strove to bestow on the student 
the advantages of what he deemed a liberal 
education anxiously contributing to the 
development of his innate powers rather 
than stuffing him with fact*. 

We are glad to see that Kumar Chunder 
Nath R^y Bahadoor of Nattoro offered to 
contribute for the establishment of a female 
Ttforranl School the monthly sura of 
Rs. 125 for ten yoars, provided the Govern¬ 
ment would sanction a grant-iu-aid of Rs. 
250 a month. This liberal offer has been 
accepted undor the authority of the Go¬ 
vernment of India. We conclude this short 
notice of the Report with citing the follow¬ 
ing instances of enlightened liberality which, 
Hr. Atkinson observes, “ are worthy of the 
highest oommendation, and afford an ex¬ 
ample which it may be hoped will bo large¬ 
ly followed in future years” 

• The late Mr. George Williamson of Gola- 
ghat in Assam, has bequeathed to Govern¬ 
ment a lakh of. Rupees (£10,000) for the 
promotion of education in that Provinoe, to 
be devoted generally to the diffusion of use¬ 
ful knowledge among the natives of the dis¬ 
trict, and especially to instruction in industrial 
occupations. A portion of the pTooeeds of 
this endowment is at present employed in 
the maintenance of schools at Jorehat and 
Golaghat, supplemented by grants-in-aid 
{pom the General revenues. 

Babu Durga Oharan Laha of Calcutta, 
has made over to Government the very 
handsome donation of half a lakh of 
Rupees (£5,000) for the foundation of 
Scholarships to be awarded on the results 
of the University Examinations and for 
certain stipendiary Studentships in the 
Government Schools and Colleges in Cal¬ 
cutta and Hooghly. This sum is invested 
in Calcutta Municipal Debentures, yielding 
Rupees 3,000 per annum, whioh with sa¬ 
vings is appropriated as follows 
A Graduate Scholarship for a B. A. pre¬ 
paring for H'mors in Physical Science, ten¬ 
able for one year and to bo awarded an¬ 
nually (per Mensem.) .. Rs. $5 
A Gradate Scholarship for a B. A. pieparing 
for Honors in Sanskrit, tenable for one 
year and to bo awarded annually Rs. 25 
A Graduate Scholarship fur a B. A. of 
Hooghly College preparing for Honors, 


in any branch, tenable for one year and to 
be awarded anpn^lly^/v, ,. Rs. 25 
A Medfoei Saholar^ipfor a Student who 
hoe passed the First B. M. Examination 
and is preparing for the Seeoud Exami¬ 
nation, tenable for two years and to be 
awarded every alternate year.. Rs. 30 
A Senior Scholarship for a Student who has 
passed the First Arts Examination and is 4 
. preparing for the B. A. Examination, 
tenable for two years and to be awurded 
everx alternate year .. Rs. 20 

Two Junior Scholarships for*. Students, who 
have passed the Entrance Examination 
and are preparing for the First Arts Ex¬ 
amination, tenable for-tw) years and one 
to be awarded annually, at Rupees 10 a 
month each .. Rs. 20 

These Scholarships are ip be awarded by 
the Director of Public Instruction, to can¬ 
didates from the Lower Provinces, on the 
results of the University Examinations 
supplied to him by the Syndicate. 

In addition to these Scholarship?, the fol¬ 
io win stipendiary Studenships are to be at 
the disposal of the Founder and his heirs. 

Three Studentships in the Hindu or Hare 
School at Rupees 5 a month .. Rs. 15 
Three Studentships in the Presidency College 
at Rupees 12 a month .. Rs. 38 
Five Studentships in Hooghly Collegiate 
School at Rupees 3 a month .. Rs. 15 
Five Studentships in Hooghly College 
at Rupees 5 a month . *. Rs. 25 

Kumar PramoSha Nath Ray Bahadur of 
Dighapatiya Rnjshahi, lately a pupil of the 
Wards’ Institution in Calcutta, besides giv¬ 
ing. throe monthly Exhibitions of Rupees 2 
a month eaoh for the encouragement of the 
Aided Girls’ Sohool at Baulon, has under¬ 
taken to endow it. by placing in the hands 
of Government, Promissory Notes yielding 
Rupees 180 per annum. 

Babu Banwari Lai Ray, a Zemindar in Zil- 
lah Bogra, has handed over to Government 
securities to the amount of Rupees 5,000 for 
the endowment of the Aided Sohool at 
Serajganj. 

And further, Pannah Miah, a Maho- 
medan gontloroan of Zillah Noakhnli, has 
vested in Government two small Taluks, 
estimated to yield Rupees' 30 a month, for 
the endowment of a Sohool nt Munshi Hat, 
the village in whioh ho lives.

Provinoer, and even cf the Fgojab; Oudh, Rajpoot* 
ana, and the Dtooan;' Aid they have oombined 
together for the purpose'cf promoting, to the beat 
of thuir ability, the. growth uf an Inclination on 
the part of the rising generation of Muhomedaoe 
to share in the benefits of eduoatioa and the meant 
of general progress «d freely held out by the Bri* 
fish Government te all claesea in the Ettpire. Thin 
tbs Sooiety has undertaken to do* by means of 
Lectures in Arabic, Persian, and Qrdoo, delivered 
at the Monthly Meetings on anbjeot* connected with 
Western Literature and Science, nr on celeot por¬ 
tions of Arabic and Persian Literature; selections 
from which Lectntes art afterwards printed and 
circulated throughout the country. Tbe Society 
has also had the advantage of Lectures in English 
delivered by English Gentlemen # of learning and 
ability, whioh have been interpreted to the au¬ 
dience in the Vernacular, and some of which have 
been illustrated by experiments. Lastly, the So¬ 
ciety holds an Annual Coaversazioae in the Town 
Hall, at which member* and friends have tbe 
opportunity of meeting European gentlemen In 
friendly, rational intercourse, and of having their 
interest excited and attention directed to some of 
the most important Physical Sciences of tbe West. 

A consciousness of material progreae and pros¬ 
perity under the protection of the British Power 
is no doubt an essential element in the feeling of 
loyalty by which that Power is regarded by aU 
it» Indian Subjeote; but the Sooiety believes that 
education is the most essential sgenoy by whioh 
that consciousness can be induced, and the Sooiety 
siriotly confines itself to the aid ef educational 
efforts among the community for whioh it existo. 
At it thus endeavours, as far as lias within its means, 
to help the educational policy of the Government, 
we respectfully request that yonr Excellency will 
vouohaafe to it a continuance of the encourage¬ 
ment whioh has hitherto been bestowed upon it 
by your Predecessor. 

His Excellency then made the following reply 

Mr. Vice-President, {Noblemen, and Gentlemen, 
I thank yon most siuoerely for the words of wel¬ 
come to the shores of India contained in yonr Ad¬ 
dress. The objects for which yonr Sooiety has been 
formed must always command the sympathy and 
support of every man who really desire* the exton- 
sion of eduoatioa throughout tyc Queen's dominions 
in India. 

Though it is the duty of Government to assist 
and eoaouragv, by every means iu Ms power, {H* 
progress of knowledge, yet it is to the independent 
efforts b? the Natives of India themselves that we 
must imrfaiy look tor the most important rOsuU*

Regiment was oonvioted of striking a non-com¬ 
missioned officer of his regiment while in the 
execution of his duty and sentenoed to eighty four 
.days’ imprisonment with hard labour. In confirm¬ 
ing the sentence Major General Harris, who at 
present commands tho Division, remarks "The 
court-martial have not done their duty in award¬ 
ing so lenient a sentenoe for violenoe to a superior 
offioer. 1 should oertainly, but for the delay, have ! 
oalled for a revision. Soldiers 4 must be taught that 
they are not in any way relieved from responsi¬ 
bility for acts committed while drunk, odd that 
they are equally amenable to punish mentis though

This was a case which has beeu lately 
decided by Mr. Justice Pnear in the Ori¬ 
ginal aide of the High Court/ In the judg¬ 
ment of Hia Lordshship we find the fol¬ 
lowing summary of. the foots which gave 
rise to the suit:— 

u The plaintiff, on the 6th November, 
1863, entered into two contracts with the 
defendant. By one of these he undortook 
for a specified remuneration to carry ‘ from 
the Akra Farm to the site of the new High 
Court so much bricks and soorkey, as should 
be required for that building. It was also 
stipulated that the plaintiff would convey 
the bricks and soorkey at the rate of not 
less than 4 lacs of bricks and 10,000 cubic 
feet of soorkey, in enoh month during the 
period occupied in erecting the building, and 
on the other hand, thrft the defendant should 
supply the plaintiff at Akra with sufficient 
quantities of bricks and soorkey to enable 
him to perform and complete his oontrnct. 
The other contract was to carry brioks and, 
soorkey on like terms fVom Akra to tho site 
of the now Post and Telegraph Office building. 
In each case; the plaintiff deposited with the 
defendant the sam of Its. 250, as security 
for the due performance of the oontract. 
The plaintiff Muly, entered upon these con¬ 
tract^ and continued to carry the bricks 
and soorkey furnished to him for that pur¬ 
pose by the defendant until (in the charac¬ 
teristic words of Hr. Bnrnfatbcr) ‘ the con¬ 
tracts were taken from him’ about the end 
of the year 1865. The plaintiff declares 
that this step on the part of the Govern¬ 
ment Was wrongful and without jurisdiction ; 
ho says, that he was at that time, and al¬ 
ways has been, ready and willing to perform 
his contract, and he brings this action to 
recover damages for the loss of profits, which 
he would, have earned had he bean allowed 
to go on with his undertaking, tilt the com- 




plotton of the taro buildings respectively; and 
he also sues to get badk the Government 
paper deposited by him as security, together 
with the interest accrued thereon/* 

VTjs learn from the same judgment that 
the defence set up by Mr, Barnfather the 
agent of the Government in this matter was 
that, in October, 1865, the contract was re¬ 
scinded by the consent of both tho con¬ 
tracting parties. H. Barn lather was ex¬ 
amined on this point and it appeared from, 
the examination that the alleged rescission 
was nothing more than a marvellous in¬ 
ference mode by Mr. Barnfather from “ tha 
tono in whioh the plaintiff spoke, and tha : 
way in whioh he shook his head” at an in¬ 
terview between him and the plaintiff whioh, 
took place about the month of October or 
Novembor, 1865, and where the plaintiff 
speaking in Bengali was interpreted to Mr* 
Barnfather by one Shamapodo. We are 
indeed at a loss to understand whether Mr* 
Barnfather was serious or in jest when ho 
spoke to the above effect in his examination). 
If he was serious he was suroly proving him¬ 
self to the Court that he was a very inefficient 
man, hardly deserving of tho post in which 
the Government has placed him. In spite of 
what he said, however, it was found by tho 
Court that the plaintiff was allowed to 
carry on his work for some two or three 
weeks after the date of the above interview 
and it was also found that Mr. Barnfather 
I had invited tenders for the conveyance of 
l bricks aod soorkey without giving nuy notice 
| to the plaintiff. Under the circumstanocs 
i of the case, tho Court has awarded damages 
to the plaintiff which amount to the large 
sum of Rs. 15,307. 

Now the question which occurs to us is-* 

! wto is to pay the damages which the Court 
| bos awarded to the plaintiff? We have not 
I the slightest doubt that, as matters stand 
at present, the payment will be made by 
! the Secretary of State, or, whioh is tho same 
thing, by the publio whom he represents. 

: But is it fuir, we ask, that the public should 
be ultimately oalled {upon to satisfy a decrco 
for damages in a case like this ? Our readers 
cannot bavo failed to observe that the con¬ 
duct of Mr. Barnfather in tho affair o^this 
contract was in the highest degteb self- 
willed, capricious, unjust and arbitrary. 
Mr. Justice Phear himself, in attempting 
to estimate the amount of damages to which 
the plaintiff was entitled, has expressed him* 
self in the following way- 

“ Having regard to the arbitrary manner 
in which the Government* officers terminated 
the plaintiff’s work, and the unfairness to¬ 
wards him exhibited by* the issuing of gen¬ 
eral invitations for tenders without notice 
to him, while he was, according to tho very 
terms of their own communication, waiting 
farther orders, and also, considering their 
unjustifiable neglect of his ultimato letter 
of remonstrance, I think that this is a case 
in which a jury would give damages on a li¬ 
beral scale.” Mr. Barnfather, then, has evi¬ 
dently no apology to mako in justification of 
hkconddot in this matter. Ho has not spoken 
I of any laches on the part of the Government. 

> He has not shown that his conduct, suck ~ 
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it lift* bron, was in conformity with ths direc¬ 
tion a of Uiy official superiors/ Eto himself, wo 
will hope, wifl uot venture te say that ho has 
noted wisely and with reason. He will not 
nt toast consider his mistake to be one of 
those which arise from errors of judgment 
mid which men constantly commit amidst 
the bustle and confusion of official work? 
This, therefore, is. a case in which the bur¬ 
then of paying damages ought to be trans¬ 
ferred from the Secretary of State to his 
agent whoever tie be. A public officer, 
rutrusted like Mr. lkrnfuthcr with the 
expenditure of public money, ought to be 
cautious, circumspect and considerate in 
nil bis actions ; and what is of far more 
consequence, be ought to be rational, so 
to say, even in his mistakes. Whenever 
Jus mistakes nre of a ohnrnoter whioh can 
Slot be explained by making the allowance 
'which is necessary to bo made on the score 
of inevitable errors of judgment, be be¬ 
comes, we are inclined to think, personalty 
liable for nil the consequences of bis mis¬ 
takes. A public officer, it cannot be denied, 
is responsible to the Government which be 
serves nad what would be the meaning of 
his responsibility if, as in a ease like this, 
lie should nut ho called upon to suffer the 
consequences of his unjustifiable mistakes? 
We wtuld, therefore, ask the authorities 
to oonrider whether some provision ought 
not to bo added to the regulations of: jthe 
Public Works Department empowering the 
Secretary of State to reoover from the.nffi- 
•core of the Department personalty whatever 
sums the State will pay under decrees ob¬ 
tained in a case hh ihU. It is , feftber 
tfair nor just that the public money, itself 
obtained by so many vexatious and oppres- 
sive modes of taxation, should be made ac¬ 
countable for the wilful aad urymtifiatoe 
mistakes of responsible publio officers. 


THE RENT LAW AMENDMENT 
BILL. 

Tub Select Committee appointed by the 
Bengal Legislature to report on Mr. Rivers 
Thompson’s BUI lias submitted a revised 
•draft embracing the whole taw of landlord 
and Tenant. The substantive law ns kid 
down in Act X of 1859 and Act VI of 1889 
remains unaltered. The procedure has how¬ 
ever boon considerably altered by making 
the Civil Procedure Code applicable in its 
integrity to the trial of rent suits. This is 
we think a cbSogo for the better. Cases of¬ 
ten arise whioh the imperfect ,procedure laid 
down in Act X of 1850 does not provide 
iur, and Revenue Courts are often obliged 
to have recourse to Act VIII of 1859 with- 
ou 4 : any legal warrant except general equit¬ 
able considerations. / . ! / " 

We arc not at all sure whether thi pro¬ 
posed transfer of rent suits from Revenue 
to Civil Courts will be a change fur the 
better. * . / 

In the Civil Administration 4kpnrt of 
1867, the High Court commented unfavor¬ 
ably on the resutis of the trials of rent’ 
suite by C Electors and Deppty i^lj^SfltOlv, 
and recommended the ohu8gi\W^Vj|W«!ie, 
,i> ground work of Mr; Rivers Thompson's 


Bill. We nre prepared to prove that for 
most of the blunders committed by the Re¬ 
venue Courts the High Cqi*c|;aa primarily 
responsible. ’’ \ . v ,/„ 

There is scarcely a Section of Act X of 
1859, and Act VI of 1882, the construction 
of which is not still doubtful or was not 
till lately doubtful in consequence of the 
conflicting rulings of the High Court. 

It is still an open question whether a 
change in the rent of n fractional part of 
an undivided istmreree tenure vitiates ri>0“ 
whole tenure. Till the 81st May 1867 it 
a as doubtful whether a right of occupancy 
was trausforrable. There was a mass of 
contradictory decisions as to the liability of 
a zemindar to be sued by a put needs r in 
the Revenue Courts for abatement of rent 
till the matter waa settled by a Full Bench 
ruling. It is still doubtful whether a oo 
sharrr can sue for his share of the rent 
when his share is disputed. 

Whether Revenue Courts can or cannot 
Incidentally inquire into questions of right 
and title has. all along been hotly disputed. 
A Full Benoh has indeed ruled that Re¬ 
venue Courts may inquire even into the 
validity of wills (documents apparently with¬ 
in the exclusive cognizance of Civil Courts), 
when such inquiry is necessary for the due 
administration of justice; (Vide case of 
Betti Madliav Ghose, 11th September 1866) 
but we have lately seen some Divisipnal 
Benches boldly and openly set this ruling 
at defiance though as ft Full Bench ruling 
it was binding on them all. 

It is useless to multiply instances. Every 
one who takes the trouble of reading the 
rulings of the High Court in rent suits is 
Able to swell ibis list of conflicting rulings 
to an enormous length. When the highest 
judicial authority in the country gives such 
contradictory decisions, no wonder that Col¬ 
lectors and Deputy Collectors commit blun¬ 
ders still more gross. But we fail to see 
how this state of things can bp remedied 
by transferring tent suits to Civil Courts 
whilst the Hig^Court itself is blundering.

assembly. ^Hero we cannot help remarking 
that the address was bet preceded by'the 
reading of any annual report of the Uni¬ 
versity. Such a . report is extremely de¬ 
sirable and its omission at "the annual 
convocations of our University renders those 
convocations materially defective in interest. 
It is true that the Vice-Chancellor's address 
generally touches upon some points ill the 
history'of the University, but the reference is 
llways so summary fit its character that 
it only excites instead of satisfying the cu¬ 
riosity of tho publio. Annual reports are 
read at the > convocations of fh* Bombay 
and Madras Universities and pjo should-be 
very much delighted to see a similar prac¬ 
tice obtaining in our own. 

Mr. Su ton. Karris address was in one 
sense Very able and interesting. It dis- 
played great powers of oratory and elocu¬ 
tion, though we are inclined to think that 
it was on the whole too format, cumbrous and 
inelegant. Mr. Seton-Knrr's panegyric on Sir 
John Lawrence was no doubt very gorgeous 
and we agree with him in tho sentiments 
which he expressed regarding tho life and 
character of our late Vioeroy. Mr. Soton- 
Karris description of his audionce fain aspir¬ 
ed, we imagine, to rival the excellence of 
Macaulay's description of the various classes 
and ranks of Englishmen who were assem¬ 
bled to witness the impeachment of War¬ 
ren Hastings. Tho dissertation on the 
variety causes on which depends tho 
fume of the soldier on the one band and 
of the statesman on the other, concluding 
as it did with a sort of chivalrous allusion 
to Napier of Magdala and to Sir John 
Lawrence; !wns almost a master-piece of 
literary portraituro. But it is a question 
whether the dissertation was not a common¬ 
place and an out-of-place commonplace to 
boot Fori, who will deny for a moment 
that with so* many momentous and unde¬ 
cided educational questions of our own 
country Inviting thought and enquiry— 
questions, peculiarly fitted to be discussed, 
however popularly and cursorily, by the 
Vico^Chatiorilbr of the greatest education¬ 
al institutiifcra Asia—who will deny, we 
say, takln0;Ates into consideration, that a 
drsseriathfif^U the distinct causes of mi¬ 
litary fame and ipplitioal renown was any¬ 
thing but'-|p|iftihc»t' and sober? But we 

sincerely grievetosay that some of the 
test sentences »hd thoughts uttered by jjfe 
Seton-Karr lost all their beauty and iuteipit 
from the Circumstance of those sentences 
being prefer by a sort of pedantic re^f* 
enoeJ atstbors of foaming and repntftti^ 
^bnsldenilg the trikiie# of tiie points dis- 
oussed by Mr. 0e^o -|!arr ii wiii be foolish 
enough to think stood in need of 

any aoknoWlefi£ei;to heir hint 
out in the tmfe'.jXfjtbe' tusxims or proposi¬ 
tions whichexplained and illustrated. 
The only. e^^; ; tberefera, which we can 
discover ; jj||^ Jbe quotations contained fe 
the Yi^t^bfiCblloris address, is one oriiiqfe 
v Beton-Karrte ■ 'reputatiife 
k: Writer And speaker, m 
U without sqme he# 
'ft. wmilnr motive. 
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'or to itn entire misunderstanding of the 
peculiar nature of the occasion on which he 
,was addressing, must bo Asoribed Mr. Seton- 
Karr’s allusion to the reoent performance 
of some Greek or Litin play in England 
and his remarks on the deoliue of olassicai 
atudy in the English Colleges and Univer¬ 
sities. Did Mr. Beton-Karr, by - making 
that allusion and those remarks, mean to 
say that Greek and Latin ought to be stu¬ 
died in our Colleges and Schools P We 
will not be so impertinent as to answer 
this'qaCstion in the affirmative. A disser¬ 
tation on the study of Greek and Latin 
would be not only important but most ne¬ 
cessary in any University address in 
England, where the controversy regarding 
the merits and demerits of such a study 
is still undecided. But in India, where 
tho study of the Latin language and litera¬ 
ture can only be witnessed and tolerated 
ns a rare and isolated occupation, in hours 
<of leisure and recreation, Any allusion, hoW* 
ever slight, to the study of European classics 
in a University address must be regarded 
^as wholly irrelevant, meaningless and 
pedantic. 

Mr. Scion-Knrr was, to our thinking, 
somewhat right in saying that i« this 
country political considerations mix more 
largely in educational questions than they 
do in England. On this point he spoke as 
follows: — 

“ In India, on the contrary, it may he tru¬ 
ly said that the first and paramount consi¬ 
deration in eduo&tionnl questions is the state 
of the country and the feeliegs of the 
people. The causes which contract or ex¬ 
pand the desire of education, which bar our 
advance or stimulate us to greater exer¬ 
tions, are to be found deep-seated in the 
habits and customs of the masses, and it 
may be even said with truth, that educa¬ 
tion is actually affected by the ph 3 r sieal 
aspect of the country and by the operations 
of nature itself.” 

We will make two observations wich re- 
ferenee to these statements. In the first place, 
whilst admitting the truth of the remark 
that our habits and customs interfere great¬ 
ly with our educational undertakings, we 
cannot but regard as wholly unnecessary 
the subsequent effusion of Mr. Satan-Karr's 
eloquence on what be calloi “ the legacies 
bequeathed to.tie by a by-gone civilization.” 
For “ tho legacies.of a by-gone civilization” 
aro those very social habits and customs 
which enter into the political Considerations I 
stated in the preceding extraot. This is an 
instance of. prolixity and carelessness whioh 
is almost unpardonable. In the second 
plaoe, it seems to ns that, according to Mr. 
So ton-Karr, education in this country alone 
is affected bf the physical aspect of the 
country and “ the operations of nature.” 
For, besides the statement on this point 
contained in the preceding extruct, Mr. 
Seton-Kurr said" The truth is that moral 
and material ^jorks in this country act and 
react on each other.” This remark, though 
it contains great and cogent truth, seems to 
imply that moral and material works do 
not act aa4 j^aot on each other iu any other 


country of the globe—whioh is a serious 
mistake. Mr. Seton-Karr should have ex¬ 
pressed this idea in another form. 

Ate Mr. St?ton.Karr had finished speak- 
mg Uis Exoellouoy Lord Mayo, as Chancellor 
of the University, addressed the convocation. 
We have given the whole of Lord Mayo’s 
speech in another place and we will, there¬ 
fore, refrain from making any lengthened 
comments upon it. But we cannot help 
observing in tins place that, considering its 
style, its simplicity and its earnestness, His 
Lordship’s speedh was more beautiful though 
it was less pompons than that of Mr. 
Beton-Karr. Mr. Seton-Karr's eloquence 
seemed to have proceeded from a laborious 
exercise of the hand. Lord Mayo's elo¬ 
quence Seemed to have been the natural 
eloquence of the heart—the eloquence which 
gushes out of itself and needs .no art to 
give it any definite form or colour. The 
speech of the OhAnoellof was sweeter than 
that of the Vico-Chancellor.

appoint a Justice to officiate as Chairman* 
of tho Justioos and Commissioner of Police, 
during tho absence of Mr. Hogg, on the 
understanding that his salary will be 
Rs. 2,600 per month, with Its. 600 per 
month ns house allowance.” Ooomar But- 
tyanund Ghosal moved tho following Re¬ 
solution " That as it is desirable for the 
Chairman to avail himself of his visit to 
Europe to inspect the municipal arrange¬ 
ments in some of the chief cities, the 
Justices sanction tho payment from the 
General Municipal Fund of Mr. Hogg's 
actual expenses on this account up to a 
maximum of £200, and direot that Messrs. 
Coutts aud Co. be authorised to pay his hills 
up to that limit, forwarding the same in due 
course for submission to the Finanoe Com¬ 
mittee.”

LORD MaYo ; S ADDRESS AT THE CONVOCA¬ 
TION OF THE CALCUTTA UNIVER81TY. 

Mr. Vicr-Chancellou, Graduair# and Under 
Graduates of tub Unitrust* of Calcutta, La¬ 
dies AND GRXTLEMBN,— I rejoice most sinoerely 
that l did not scoede to the suggestion made by 
your Vice‘Cbarlcellor, With more modesty, I think 
than discretion, that I should take a leading part 
in the proceedings, of this day. Had l acceded 
to that suggestion, you would not have bad the 
•opportunity of hearing one of the most eloquent 
aud appropriate addresses that has over been de¬ 
livered 0U such an occasion. 

Gentlemen, 1 urn assure you that X appreciate 
dost deeply the privilege of having heard that ad¬ 
dress. I am mm that I express the sentiments 
of all present when I say that we feel deeply in¬ 
debted to our Vice-Chancellor for the able and 
interesting oration whioh he has just delivered. 
There is one subject, however, to which 1 cannot 
refrain from alluding, snd that is to express to you 
on this my first appearance in public since my as¬ 
sumption of the office of Governor-General, what 
satisfaction it gives me to couour in those rich aud 
eloquent phrases in which the Vioe-Chanoelior re¬ 
ferred to my eminent predeoeasor. Those remarks 
I am sure went home to all your hearts, and I 
believe that if the Vioe-Chsnoellor had been gifted 
with even more eloquence than that whioh he has 
displayed to-day iu describing the groat qualities of 
that distinguished man who has lately left our 
shores, he might have said much more with the en¬ 
tire ooncurrenoe of every person in this assemblage. 

It would be presumptuous in mo to attempt to 
add anvthing to those heart stirring words and I 
will only say, speaking in the presenoe of mauy 
who know him well that an honesber man or one 
who was determined to do what was right fioVer 
filled the high post of Governor-General, than 
Sir John Lawrence. But why should 1 pursue 
this subject further. 

“ |fis signal deeds and prowess high 
Demand no sounding eulogy, 

** Ye saw those deeds— 

“ Why should Ids praise in verse be sung P 
“ The name that dwellH on every tongue 
•* No minstrel needs.” 

Gentlemen, it would certainly be out of place 
here in addressing suoh an Assembly, were 1 to 
attempt to dilatu upon that which you oil thor¬ 
oughly appreciate, namely, Urn inestimable advan¬ 
tages of education, Were I to do so loouldonly 
repent that which has bees said far better than I 
could say it, a thousand times before. It is indeed 
especially unnecessary when I see before me so 
many who Imve <lrar;lc deep of the mortal spring 
and have found its waters sweet. 

I have little doubt that ell the young men who 
hoar me now have discovered, in a greater or a lex* 
degree, that learning brings with it its own exceed¬ 
ing great reward. 

The numbers in which they nro assembled and 
the toil which they must have undergone in ob¬ 
taining their honors and degrees, show how deeply 
they appreciate the boon which ha# been pi need 
within their reach* 
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Jfhove w«* a tipi*, Gentlemen, when doubt* have 
beou totortV.ned os Jto the prudence and expedien¬ 
cy of offering to v ib* Native* of ludia a wide 
spread system of national education, nor were the** 
doubt* elone confined to India. Many there were 
in pa*t time* who held—and even men of authority 
and knowledge #er* known to expwa* euoh an 
opinion—’that the lodiaeninbint* diffdabajo of edu¬ 
cation might haye the effect of weakening Govern¬ 
ment, of making the rioh and the great more 
overbearing and more oppressive, and the poor 
more disooatentod with their lot. Out I believe 
that these notion* belonged to the fo««U era of 
thought. If they are etill entertained by any 
number of persons their fallacy is eo well asotr- 


wlth impressing their view* on their friends la 
private. 

Gentlemen, the oouree that has been taken in this 
country with regard to this great question wa* 
taken for no potttioal object. 

Those great and wiee met! who at no very dis¬ 
tant time established that system from whioh though 
still in Its infancy you have already to muoh 
benefited, hover waited to consider whether that 
whioh they were doing would strengthen nr 
weaken the hands of tbs Government. 

They bellevftd that to offer the means of acquiring 
knowledge to the inhabitant# of this great conti¬ 
nent was a saerpd and a paramount duty ; and they 
went forward in their work without fear or hesi¬ 
tation. 

To your fellow subjects of tiro United Kingdom 
.Parliament and Government hat# made the most 
strenuous exertion* to extend the means of diffus- 
?n ^knowledge, and to enlist oa the side of educa¬ 
tion the sympathies of the entire Nation, 

To you the tame advantages tkrve been given, 
and as • nearly as possible the same system has been 
established in ytrat Schools, Colleges, and Uitiver- 
gpMitios, as In operation at home—the determination 
on the part of your Rulers being to do in this mat¬ 
ter wlist is right, and to leave the result* iu the 
hands of God. But be that os it may 1 can frank¬ 
ly say «* the Chief Adraiaistratorof a Goverement 
that walks in the light of day aitd oourts pubiioity 
for all its aots, that we fear not any investigation 
that the lump «f knowledge may oast upon Our path. 
Compare your laws -tbe lsw# by which you are 
governed-compare them with thoee.wbiflh have 
been deviled by e*g«* And leariwd man of every 
etato, met* Md age, andeay “ *re th«y;aotgood” ?. 

History and contrast the system of Govern¬ 
ment under which yon Uve with those which for 
centuries have existed in this ooutUry—doei the 
\ resent system lose by comparison F ' 

Look to the gnat nmyks whioh are bring deity 
carried on around yon—work* by. which toy life

— Indian Public Opinion states with some de¬ 
gree of certainty, that the period is not very remote 
when the extension of the Kotroe lino to Mooltau 
will he undertaken. The work is, at present, a 
sanctioned /aef—its commencement only being a 
queeticru Of time. Whether the right or the loft 
bank of the Indus will be chosen, is still a matter 
of doubt; but our contemporary thinks the conn-, 
try along the Beloooh hills will hare the preference, 
the Hqe Striking off at an angle from Sukkur to 
Mooltan, and orossing the Chenab -eomewhere be¬ 
tween Mittonkote a nd Rajghat. 

— It appears from the Punjab Gazette that the 
Hon’ble the Lieutenant OovernOc has been pleased 
to grsnt a reward of R*. 600, together with a 
presentation sword, to Mr. G. It. Soott, Assistant 
Surveyor, attached to tho North West Frontier 
Revenue Survey, as an acknowledgment of his 
gallant conduct when attacked by a body of the 
Altai tribe on the Kama border in August last. 

— Indian Public Opinion announoes that the 
recent outrage on the Rohat frontier has been 
promptly avenged by one of the most dashing affairs 
attempted on the frontier for many years. On the 
night of the 24th, a party of 400 men of the Rohat 
garrison, under command of Lieutenant Colonel 
Keyes, and accompanied by Captain Cavagnari, 
Officiating Deputy Commissioner, made a rapid 
raid into the Basoti and Utmankheyl hills. The 
result is described in a telegram reoeived this morn- 
mg“ From Commissioner to Lieutenant Govern¬ 
or, Peshawar on the 26th, night. 

*< Rohat raid admirably oonduoted. Troops book 
in Rohat Baxoti nearest village surprised. Some 
oattle plundered and enemy well punished. Our 
loss two sepoy Skilled, thirty-one wounded.’* 

— We learn from the Delhi Gazette that the 
punjuh-puliing in the barraeks of tho European 
troops in the Bengal Presidency will oust Rs. 
60,678-11*6 during the ensuing season. This pro¬ 
vides for 200 foremen and 16,894 coolies, an excess 
of 6 of the former and 016 of the latter over the 
numbe^employed last year. 

— The tame journal hears from Bangor, that 
the Deputy Commissioner there has done well in 
his arrangements to mitigate the sufferings of the 
famine-stricken people who have found their way 
there. “ Famine works' 1 continue, some of a des¬ 
cription cfpon which the weakest can be employed. 
Those* who oannot work ire, of oourse, suitably 
•oared for, still some most, we fear, have perished. 

Many of those who have sought refuge there have 
«ome irom Bijour^and Punuah; hut most from 
Shabgurb, Hcerapore and Tikora. They have often 
Arrived, it la said* to emaciated that a alight attack 
of diarrhosayt 4yseutsry has oarried them off.

The native grades, 
being far mor* industrious, keep up a certain 
amount of knowledge by study, *but ths East Indians 
too. often dark attempt to do to. We think that 
on the whole the system of leoturee on scientific 
subjects, though it be supplemented by good tutorial 
instructions, will always fail on lads of inferior 
intellect, and that it would be far better to traiu the 
future subordinates, under senior apcthecarries, to 
tho veal duties of hospital work ; leaving it open 
to them by observation, and study ia good manuals 
of praotioe, to qualify themselves, by examination, 
for a higher grade. Those who showed sufficient 
aptitude could thpn be transferred to a good medioal 
college to qualify for commissions in the Indian 
Medical Department. Probably one college would 
be sufficient tor the whole of India ; not but that 
we should be glad to see a college doing good work 
in Madras, but at present it is rather anomalous to 
have a college kept up at great expense, throwing 
away education on {the class unable to profit by it. 
We aro strongly of opinion that greater induce¬ 
ments should be offered to natives of the intelligent 
and respeotable classes, ia order that India should 
profit by the advantages of European science in its 
most important application, Ths aptitude of edu¬ 
cated natives for the profession of medicine is very 
great, and we feel convinced that they and not the 
Epte Indians, compose th# class from whioh the 
subordinate department should be rsorulted.”

Its prinoipal features are 
that a one per cent Income Tax be levied 
nil round in substitution of the present cer¬ 
tificate Tax, and that a loan of five millions 
bo raised in England and in India to meet 
the oharges for extraordinary Public works 
nnd to replenish the Cash Balances in the 
Indian Treasuries, 

Sir Richard Temple by this last measure, 
namely a loan in India, has shewn how 
tender he is to the interests of the monied 
Classes of this country. They cannot lose 
sight of the fact that the whole of th# proposed 
* loan, five millions, might have been raised 
at a less cost to the State in England where 
the rate of interest is not higher than 3£ 
or 4 per oent. But the Government will 
have to oontraot the debt in India at 5 per 
cent, and why? Because Sir Riohard, we 
presume, thinks that it would be unjust to 
the people of this country to impose a tax 
upon its richer classes and at the sfttne time 
deprive them of the benefits which the 
possession of invested capital ought to bring 
to them. 


THE CRAMMING SYSTEM. 

In notioing the Education Report we 
atnted the other day that the University 
examinations have gone far towards mould¬ 
ing the system of education imparted here 
into the shape it has at present assumed— 
a system that serves simply to cram the 
mind of the young student, to load it with 
facts more than it oAn digest, And to check 
rAther than assist the healthy growth of 
many of its faculties. The highest aim 
of the examiners seems to oonsist in barely 
ascertaining the amount of knowledge pos¬ 
sessed by each candidate; hardly any skill 
is exhibited in inquiring into the general 
development of the understanding or the 
moral powers. The sohool master has thus 
snore to do with the pupil’s memory than 
intellect, fast filling up his mind with a 
chaos of crude materials often without a 
ray of thought to illumine the gloom. We 
are credibly informed that there are teach¬ 
ers in respectable institutions in the city 
who openly enjoin their boys to learn by 
rote the paraphrases of oertaio passages 
which the latter fail to understand and of 
which they feel anxious to receive critical 
explanations. Here is memory cultivated 
at the expense of the higher powers of the 
mind. The pupil is advised to act the part 
of a parrot in mechanically learning some 
unmeaning phrases and sentences without 
troubling himself muoh about the sense of 
the lines they are intended to interpret. 
The old Patshala system is being thus re¬ 
suscitated ; and the ghosts of our ffttre- 
mohatthoye of old we see strutting in the halls 
of our schools and colleges. The mischiefs 


examinations. Quito in conformity with the 
subject under consideration are tbe following 
judicious remarks of Babu Nilmoni Gan- 
gooly, head master of tbe Bhaogulpore Go¬ 
vernment school, as quoted “by Mr. Fallon 
in his report of the last year. “ The one 
great object kept in view is to bring up a 
certain number of boys to the standard 
requisite to enable them to pass the En¬ 
trance Test within the shortest possible 
time; and heed we wonder that toaohers 
and pupils seek the Attainment of their 
object by the path most easily accessible, 
the exercise of the memory. The excroise 
of this power should not, howevor, be un¬ 
reservedly disparaged. It is the undue im¬ 
portance attached to what is called a mere 
looal or verbal memory, that I think ob¬ 
jectionable, and where the error in our 
system of education chiefly r lies. The fa¬ 
culty properly oultivated and based upon a 
oorrect classification of ideas, doubtless con¬ 
stitutes a distinguishing feature of the truly 
oultivated mind. But a parrot-like memory 
which has been too muoh regarded as the 
sign and seal of intellectual superiority, when 
unusually manifested, seldom fails to coun¬ 
teract the healthful development of the 
other powers of the mind; and it follows 
that tho boy whose memory is cultivated 
at the expense of his judgment can never 
become a really useful member of society,” 
None can gainsay the faet that there is a 
great tendency in masters to enable their 
students to come up to tho requisite standard 
with the least possible paius, and hence per¬ 
haps with the least advantage to them¬ 
selves. We have heard cf some European 
tutors who p >83008 the means of hitting upon 
passages that are likely to oatoh the eye of 
the examiner, and making their whole ener¬ 
gy and attention bear on them, get their 
pupils carefully initiated in these, not be¬ 
lieving it worth while to go through the rest 
of, the book of which they form but inoonsi- 
derable jportions. 

ANTIQUARIAN RESEARCH. 

According* to Lord Bacon the greatest 
vioe of philosophising is the habit qf view¬ 
ing facts in the light of a preconceived 
theory instead of oonstruoting a theory after 
an exhaustive analysis of all faots of a si¬ 
milar or antilogous character. This vice 
has more than onoe made itself manifost 
in the progress of the historical literature 
of Europp, and the controversies regarding 
the authorship of the ( Iliad’ have proved 
beyond doubt that there* is nothing so ex¬ 
travagant or incredible which the Reason 
of man cannot assert when it is determined 
to uphold a theory or consecrate a prejudice. 
The first great law of historical reasflkig— 
tbe absolute necessity of making any ex¬ 
planation of an historical event compatible 
with the known or # probable social charac¬ 
teristics of the age in which the event took 
place—this law, we say, has been very often 
disregarded in tnat vast mass of historical 
literature which has resulted from the at* 
Uempt to give a rational explanation of ap¬ 


parently mysterious or unintelligible faots. 
An attempt has been made and continues 
to bo made to rationalise, so to say, the his¬ 
tory of Ancient India as it is contained in 
our literature, and from the efforts of cele¬ 
brated Orientalists like Bit William Jones, 
Colebrooke and Wilson, has proceeded a 
version of our old history which is similar 
in character and equal in reputation to 
tbe versions of ancient Roman history con¬ 
tained in the learned volumes of Niobubr 
and Lewis. We do not share that prejudice 
whioh some eminent historians of the pre¬ 
sent age have evinced against the attempt 
to rationalise mythology and semi-mythic 
history. On the contrary, we have always 
regarded such attempts as a noble exeroise 
of the powers of the mind fraught with 
instruction, amusement and utility. Bit 
we have ever been of opinion that, in this 
present ago, when men in general are en¬ 
gaged so busily in the hard battle of life 
and in the study of what affects their most 
immediate material interests, investigators 
of antiquity, who would obtain a hearing, 
must make their narratives succinct and free 
from tho excresoonees of dogmatism and 
capricious pbilosophing. 

We have been induced to "make tho 
above remarks by the perusal of a yery 
valuable paper on the “ Origin of Hindoo 
Festivals” by Babu Bunkim Chunder Chnt- 
terjea, which appears in the last number of 
the Transactions of tho Bengal Social 
Science Association. We perceive from the 
above paper that Babu Bunkim Oh under, 
who is so well known to us as the nu f lior of 
Doorytmundini and Kopalkoondala, has an 
aptitude and talent for antiquarian enquiry. 
And us we eutertaiu high expectations from 
his researches as an antiquarian, we have 
thought it proper to dwell at some length 
on the peculiar vices and requirements of 
antiquarian writing under the conviction that 
our romarks will be of some use to him at 
the commencement of his labours as a stu¬ 
dent of antiquity. We have, moreover, 
perceived some necessity of pointing out to 
Babu Buukim <Ohunder the facility with* 
which antiquarians may full into the habit of 
squeezing facts into the pale of pre-eonoeived 
theories. Babu Bunkim Chunder, who 
seems to be very cautious and philosophical 
in his speculations, has, we Are inclined to 
think, strained too far his theory of tho 
astral origin of some of our festivals. He 
says that from the circumstance of the god¬ 
dess Durga being made to stand <mfche back 
of a lion and her worship taking place iu 
the month of Asmin which follows the 
month of Bknddra, it would seCth as if the 
festival was at its origin nothing more than 
the worship of the constellation Virgo which 
comes after the constellation Leo. Ttiis is 
an ingenious theory no doubt; but we ask— 
is the theory at all plausible PIu the first 
place, it is not very easy "to suppose that 
astronomy was so popuhr in Ancient India 
with its Brahnriotoal exclude ness as to 
render minute astronomical phenomena the 
causes of popular festivals. Secondly, there 
is nothing very remarkable about the euc- 
ceaa : on of the constellation Vi^go to the 
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constellation Leo. the month *of Asmiii 
in which this succession takes place, is by no 
means a very, pleasant month, nor is the 
time marked by any saoh favorable mani¬ 
festations of nature as are generally the 
causes of primitive idolatry. Thiidly, fol¬ 
lowing the analogy of the Doorga Poojn, we 
might expect the worship of Tiara Gouri 
to hare been celebrated in the month of 
Assar when the constellation Twins succeeds 
the constellation Brisk® or Bull. But though 
Kara and Gouri are worshipped together in 
this country, they are not worshipped in the 
month of Assar, a circumstance, which 
throws great discredit on the theory of the 
astral origin of Doorga Pooja. Fourthly, 
supposing the worship of Doorga to have 
had an astral origin, it is not very easy in 
connection with this hypothesis to aoeount 
for the mythology which is joined with that 
worship. On the contrary, we believe that 
the theory which we propose below presents 
a beautiful consistency throughout. 

Doorga is nothing but a popular version 
of the so called passive principle of Creation. 
The lion on whioh the goddess stands is 
intended to be a sign of her vast prowess, 
and the appropriateness of this symbol is 
manifest from the consideration that the 
generality of the Aryans of ancient India 
who must have led a nomadic lifo and ex¬ 
posed themselves to all the dangers of the 
forest might very naturally regard the sub¬ 
jugation of a lion as the greatest sign of 
individual prowess. The chora or thief on 
whoso shoulder the loft foot of Doorga is 
placed represents a Dasyu. The colour of 
the Chora is green whioh is nothing but a 
groteequo substitute for the “ darkness” of 
the Dasya skin. The Dasyus were tho 
greatest enemies of tho early Aryans of 
India and by placing a bleeding man of the 
hostilo rane at the feet of their goddess, the 
Aryans meant to glorify that triumph of tho 
powers of light over those of darkucss which 
constitutes the chief burden of the songs 
of the Rig Veda. The whole group of 
figures expresses mental pride and resont- 
meofc in a way which is by no menus un¬ 
common in the political caricatures of our 
tirnj. 

II. 

THE RULINGS OF THE HIGH COURT. 

In the case of Durga Narayun Roy versus 
Joy Krishna Mookevjea decided on tho 22nd 
September last, tho High Court has ruled 
that in rent suits no intervener can bo 
heard except under Section 77 of Act X of 
3859, and that a third pArty claiming to 
he the real tenant has no loous standi in 
the Revenue Courts. The following is a 
brief analysis of tho case. A sued B for 
arrears of rent at an enhanced rate. B 
pleaded that he was not in possession of the 
tenure,ibat his father had sold it to C who 
was in possession at the time that tho 
notioe of enhancement was served. C in¬ 
tervened and supported the allegation of 
B. The Court of first instance dismissed 
A's olaim on the ground that C should have 
been sued, not B. The Lower Appellate 
Court reversed this decision on the ground 


that the Zemindar had no notion of the 
alleged transfer and was therefore 
in holding B liable for the rent. 

On appeal, the High Court held that 
both the lower Courts were alike wrong in 
allowing C to intervene as " under Act X 
of 1859, the only section under which a 
parry can intervene is Section 77. and the 
ground of intervention must be that the 
party who intervenes claims the right to 
receive the rent of the land or tenure.” 

This ruling is the very reverse of the rul¬ 
ing in the case of Iswar Chandra Bhuttaoharja 
versus Bharat Chandra Shaba <end others 
decided by the High Court ou the 23rd 
August 1865. This oase was like the case 
under consideration a suit for arrears of 
rent at an enhanced rato. .The intervener 
Iswar Chandra who was the purchaser of 
the defendant’s tenure was allowed to in¬ 
tervene though he was, not a Registered 
tenant. The Judges (Phear. and Jackson 
J. J.) remarked that, “ it is true that Act 
X of 1859, does not like Act VIII of 1859, 
in ics procedure olauses, lay down any spe¬ 
cial rules under whioh third parties can 
intervene in a suit to which the plaintiff 
has not made thorn parties; but the prac¬ 
tice, both of this Court on appeal, and of 
the Lower Courts, has always been to allow 
of such interventions upon its being made 
to appear prirnd facie that the interveners 
have rights and interests which will be 
affected by tho Collector’s decision in the 
suit, and tho absence of any special Clausa 
in tho Acts on tho subject may be held to 
sanotion such a Procedure, inasmuch as the 
law does not forbid it, and the direct result 
of the Collector’s decision being a dealing 
in rem with the subject of suit, and it not 
being confined to an adjudication of abstract 
rights between the mere parties to tho suit, 
it is reasonable to suppose that the Legis¬ 
lature intended that all persons concerned 
in the actual subject-matter should have 
the opportunity of asserting those rights, 
previous to that decision being given. In 
this country secret notions by plaintiffs, to 
endeavour to gniu thoir ends without contest 
by leaving out from the action the parties 
principally interested in it, are so common, 
that, for the prevention of fraud, it is fre¬ 
quently necessary that the parties really 
interested in a suit should be made parties 
to it, oven though the plaintiffs have not 
made thorn parties, and wish to carry on the 
suits in their absence. ♦ It may be that the 
interveuors would not bo injured by suits 
carried on behind their backs, or at any 
rute might hnvo a remedy f*.r tho injury in 
the shape of a suit, and that it would, 
therefore, be the most preferable course for 
them to adopt, not to intervene. But it is 
difficult for a third person, who is awnro 
that such a suit, fraudulently directed 
against his interests, Ims been preferred, to 
remain quiet; and indeed it might be hold 
that his knowledge of such a suit and ap¬ 
parent acquiescence in it was a virtunl ad¬ 
mission on his part, tho effect of which it 
would be afterwards difficult for him to 
remove.

— The Indian Daily News reports that a native 
Christian oonvioted by a District J udge, under Sec¬ 
tions 190 and 103 of the Penal Code, of giving false 
ovidenoe in a judicial proceeding, and of making 
a false statement in a declaration before a Magis¬ 
trate, has been released by the Madras High Court, 
on the ground that be was a Christian, and that 
as be spoke on simple affirmation only—the oath 
having been omitted—hr bad not been legally 
qualified as a witness. As a Christian the usual 
oatb was absolutely necessary.

— The Pioneer ia sorry to learn that the share¬ 
holders of the Punjab Trading Company—in one 
shape or other almost the oldest mercantile associa¬ 
tion in the N. W. Provinces—have determined to 
put the ootioera under volantary liquidation. It is 
hoped that about Re. 30 a share mar be eventually 
returnable to toe shareholders after satisfying 
all outside creditors. 

— A correspondent of the Times of India gives 
the following account of the installation oi the 
young Prinos of Hyderabad“ This day, a party 
of tweoty-fonr assembled at the Residency, and 
aooompsoied Mr. tender® to the Minister’*, where 
they left their carriages sad moanted on elephants, 
and thus poooeeded in procession to the palaoe, 
where, on dismounting, they were met by au official 
from tne Nizam’* durbar. In the interior oourt, 
the Minister end other nobles met Mr. Saunders, 
Who after the usual salutation, passed into the 
palace. Then the Resident was met by Hie High- 
ueee the Niaam^borne in the arms of one of the 
royal nurses, and taking the little fellow’s hand, 
he led .him forweid to the musnud, upon which be 
jdneed Mis, yfhiie euob of the gentlemen as oonld 
•enure avals deposited themselvernpon them. The 


oonfusfon and noise were great. The Resident, 
however, congratulated the boy on his aooessioo, 
and expressed a hope that the friendship which had 
existed between the two Governments might long 
eontinne. The Minister returned thanks much to 
the same purpose, and after the customary dis¬ 
tribution of utter and pawn, the Resident and 
Staff returned to the Resldenoy. The demeanour 
of the orowd was perfeotly respectful, and 1 have 
no apprehension of any further excitement here.’ 1 

— The Lieutenant Governor, N. W. P. has been 
pleased to direot that in the lilt of Jurors required 
to serve on trials before the High Court of Judi¬ 
cature, prepared from time to time by the Collector 
of Allahabad, the names of persona residing within 
five miles of the Rost Indian Railway within the 


otherwise qualified to serve as Jurors, shall he 
included. 

> — The Delhi Gazette hears that the force to as¬ 
semble at Umbalia to graoe the rcoeption of the 
Amir will consist of 10,000 of all arms.

If possible, an open 
oarrlage should be placed at His Highness’ disposal 
to convey him jUuo oantanmenls. A troop of Ca¬ 
valry will be drawn up to receive him at the 
boundary of cantonments, and a guard of honor 
will receive him on arrival. 

7. A salute of 21 guns will be fired on his 
arrival aud departure. 

8. Tents will be provided for the Amir and 
his followers by the District Offioer, if possible, 
in the vicinity of Borne building to whioh His 
Highness may retire, if the heat should be oppres¬ 
sive. It is possible the Amir may prefer taking 
up his quarters in a house to being in tents; so. 
Ins wishes should be met, if praotioable. 

9. A military guard will be supplied for the 
protection of the tents &o., and should be supple¬ 
mented by a Police guard. 

10. A Native gentleman should bo appointed 
by the District Offioer to act as Mihmandar to Efia 
Highness during his stay in each station, and the 
District Officer will take care that supplies, &o., 
are liberally furnished to His Highness and ro- 
tiuuo. 

11. Similar arrangements will be made, so far 
as praotioable, in similar stations. 

12. Regarding the reception of His Highness at 
Lahore, further instructions will be issued. 

13. Commissioners and Deputy Commissioners 
are authorized to inonr without stint any expendi¬ 
ture whioh may be necessary for giving effect to the 
above instructions.

— lu recognition of the very valuable servioes 
rendered by the late Dervish Ally, Sub-Magistrate 
of Tummaribund in the Khond tlilla* on several 
nooasions, to the British Government, the Secretary 
of State has sanctioned the grant to his son, Ansar 
Ally, of a speoial allowance of Rs. 16 per mensem 
until lie attains the nge of 18. 

— The Government of India lias approved of J 
an estimate submitted by the Bombay Government, ! 
amounting to Rs. 6,98,928 for the ereotion of a 
n. w Post Office building in Bombay. To reporting 
on the plans submitted hy the Bombay Government, 
the Director General of the Post Office offered | 
the following observations, in which the Govern¬ 
ment of India have oouourred, namely^—“Some 
further aooommodation will probably have to be 
provided hereafter consequent upon the growing 
business of the Department. I think it probable 
that the Government Carrying Agency (oommonly 
railed on this side of India the Government Bui* 
lack Train) wiil ere long be aa tended to Bombay, 
and it is almost certain that, in the oourse of the 
present year, the Bombay Post office will be cons¬ 
tituted a Money Order Offioa for money orders to 
and from ths United Kingdom.

— The Delhi Gaeette reports that the Hon’ble 
Charles D. Poston, Speoial Commissioner from the 
United States Army, will shortly make a tour over 
parts of India, to enquire into oar system of agri¬ 
culture. The Viceroy has asked all Government 
officers to give these representatives of a great and 
friendly power every assistanoe in the prosecution 
of their enquiries. The Speoial Commissioner will 
•tart for the provinces from Calcutta, and leave 
India rid Bombay. 

— According to the above authority the efficacy 
of Professor Halford's antidote for snake-bite baa 
been fully proved lu Australia* Mr* Sturt the 
Melbourne Police Magistrate hae recorded a oitre 
which happened undor his own observation. He 
was called in to see a lad who had been bitton in 
the leg by a anake. When Mr. Sturt first saw the 
hoy he wee in a state of ooma, with glased eyes end 
dilated pupils—evidently dying fast. No medical 
man oould be obtained ; but there wers two apothe¬ 
caries present* who, upou the advice of Mr* Sturt, 
injected ammonia* The operation wee performed 
rather roughly—the* vein wee exposed with a 
penknife, end the ammonia injeoted with a common 
syringe—but the effect was wonderful* lu Ism 
then ten minutes the lad recovered eonaoiouSneea 
and next morning was almost entirely recovered.

About ten thousand of Sirdar Ubdoolrahman 
Khan’s troops, under Generals Moolla Mnjeed, 
Morud Khan, and Mahomed Khan, Meet Ukcha, 
aud Sirdar K«sa Khan, are encamped in Toorkistan. 
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Nanuok, the Hindoo ohief, with about three thou* 
sand troops, is eucuinped. ot Ilaibuok* 

Moolla Mujeed, with the son o,f General Nusaeer 
Khan, has gone to Kirkee to ask aid of the Rus¬ 
sians, and a bridge of boats is iu % oourse of con¬ 
struction over the Qomoon, for the troops to cross 
to Toorkistan. 

The duty on tea and muslin is very high. 

The son of Meer Uttale»»k Beg, Koondazee, has 
promised to supply ten thousand troops to oppose 
Ameer Shore Alice Khan. 

All the merchants in Toorkistan are forbidden to 
write to.their agents in Cabool. 

— A London Telegram dated 10th Maroh con* 
tains the followingIn the House of Commons 
last night ,Mr. Grant Duff in replying to Mr. 
Denison said that in oompllauoe with a request 
from the Ameer of Afghanistan Sir John Lawrenoe 
gave him six lacs of rupees and sanctioned a 
further pavment of a similar amount. He also 
sent him muskets and ammunition. No formal 
condition was attached to the gifts, which were 
intended ns a pledge of good-will and the expres¬ 
sion of a hope that a strong Government was about 
to be established. Sir John Lawrenoe never con¬ 
templated o subsidy and the Government considered 
itself entirely unfettered as to the amount and 
kind of assistance to be rendered to the Ameer. 

Tuesday, March 16. 

— The Bombay Gazette says thore is perhaps 
soms slight exaggeration in the newspaper para¬ 
graphs describing the “ find” of “ Timour’s library” 
at the India offioe. A disoovery of some interest to 
Oriental scholars has been made, but its real value 
is still unoertain. About thirty years ago a large 
quantity of mauusoripta was sent home to the 
India Offioe from Beejapoor. These were inspected 
by Professor H. H. Wilson, who declared them 
worthless, and pat them aside. But lately a 
Syrian, who is engaged under the librarian in 
re-arVanging the manuscripts in the Library of the 
India Offioe found that oq several of the papers 
huddled together ia the box from Reejapoor was 
the seal of Timour ; and these have siuoe been put 
together and bound in volumes. It is not yet 
known, however, whether they are original memoirs 
or only oopies of historical documents already fa¬ 
miliar to students; and the only evidence of their 
value, so far, it the offer made by an agent of the 
Pasha of Egypt to purchase come of them, on the 
strength of their having Timour’s seal on them, 
for £12,000. The Library of the India Offioe is 
rich in rare manuscripts, the most preoions of its 
treasures being a oopy of the Koran written, aa is 
alleged, by the son do* law of Mabammed. This 
manueoript was contributed by Sir Henry Raw* 
liuson, who obtained it in Central Asia. 

— Ths tfindtan learns from a letter, under date 
the 21st Ultimo, from a station not far off from 
Naggnr Parkur, that no less than one thousand 
of the impoverished Marwarrees were employed by 
Major Tyrwhitt, Political Superintendent "Thur 
and Parkur, on the Goodae-Selhore oanal. The 
blessings which the laborers ahowsred on ths British 
Government for tbs ready aid they had received 
through ths instrumentality of Major Tyrwhitt, 
wers immense. As far as circumstances allowed

— Sub-Assistant Surgeons holding oharge of a 
Charitable Dispensary and being also required to 
undertake ths medical oharge of a sub-division, 
j are allowed to draw au extra allowance of Rs* 20 
per mensem. Native Doetois, similarly oiroum- 
if amend, have been allowed an extra s Ho wanes of 
Rs* Jo per mensem. In sanctioning this allow* 
anoe, the Government of India observed that or¬ 
dinarily it would be both eoottomioal and desirable, 
with referenoo to the soaroity of such Offieers, 
that one comps tout man should, at sub-divisions 
when there is a Charitable Dispensary, undertake 
both dutiea in their turn. But while deprooatiag 
the employment of two Medical Officers at one 
station on the grounds above stated, ths Govern¬ 


ment of India yielded to ths Local Government 
the discretion of appointing a separate Native 
Doctor for the medical duties of a sub-division, 
at which there is a Charitable Dispensary in 
oharge of a 8ub-Assistant Snrgeon, if the Local 
Government consider euoh an arrangement indis¬ 
pensable, on the understanding that where a 
second Officer is thus appointed, no extra allow¬ 
ance will bo made to the Offioer in oharge of the 
Dispensary. 

— Owing to the great inorease of business in 

the Ohief Court of the Punjab, ' the Government 
of India hae reoommended to ths Secretary of 
State the appointment of a Third Judge to that 
Court on a salary of Ri. 3,600 per mensem. 
The Government of India has at tbs same time 
expressed to ths Punjab Government its opinion 
that, in the event of ths appointment being sanc¬ 
tioned, a Native gentian an should be nominated 
to it. % 

— On ths renewed application of the Govern¬ 
ment of Madras, and on a representation of the 
immediate necessity for ths Inoreasss applied for, 
the Government of India has sanotioned an in¬ 
crease to the Establishment of Mofuasil Normal 
Schools in that Presideuoy at a oost of Rs. 780 
per mensem, and has reoommended to the Secre¬ 
tary of State the appointment of an Inspeotor 
of Sohools for Malabar and Canara, on a monthly 
salary of Rs. 600, rising to Rs. 700, as well as 
the appointment of a Head Master to the school 
at Rnjahmundry on a salary of its. 600 per 
mensem, the latter appointment being made with 
a view of raising that Institution to the status 
of a Provinoial School, and eventually to that 
of a Provincial College. 

— The Government Press attached to the Civil 
Seoretariat of the Chief Commissioner of Onde 
has just boon strengthened at an incroased month¬ 
ly charge of Its. 612, to enable it to undertake 
the business of the Publio Works and Railway 
Departments of that Administration. This ar¬ 
rangement is considered to be more economical 
than having a separate press for each of the De¬ 
partments referred to. 

— At a meeting of the native gentlemen of 
Bombay held at Magazon Caatle, at the invitation 
of Sir Jamaetjee Jeejeebhoy, .Baronet, on Thursday, 
ther4th Instant, the following resolution waa una¬ 
nimously oarried“ That in the opinion of this 
meeting the best means to be adopted for testifying 
the respect and esteem in whioh the Honourable Sir 
Joseph Arnonld is lisld by the native eommnnnity, 
would be voting him a suitable Address marking 
their sense of the ability and impartiality which 
have characterized his oaraer os a Judge of the 
High Court of Jadioature at Bombay during . a 
period of ten }eare,” 

Thursday, March IS. 

— The Princess Christian, it was reported by 
telegram a few days eifo, had given birth to a girl. 
This is the thirteenth grand-child of the Queen. 
The Princess Royal, says the Bombay Qjtetie, has 
had five children, the Frioeesa of Wales three, 
Prinoees A Hoe three, and Prinoess Helena two, 
Her Majesty wants two months of being years 
old. Her father saw his 63rd, her grandfather hit 
82nd, her great grandfather his 44th, and her great 
great grandfather King George I. His 77th year. 
The Queen may live to eee her children of the 
fourth generation. 

— In the oase of Basil Elias venue Lieutenant 
Jordan of tha 167th Regiment triad in toe Divi¬ 
sional High Court at Allahabad, the jury, wo learn 
from the Delhi Gazette, brought,in m vardict of 
“ guilty of trespass.”

— We learn from Router’s Indian Express that 
tho Times of Wednesday, the 10th, and Thursday, 
the 11th February, published nrtioles on the Cen¬ 
tral Asian question. In the article of Wednesday 
the whole question was reviewed and explained, 
and the two courses open for England to adopt, 
viz., inactivity or interference, oanvassed. lu the 
srtiolo, however, of Thuroduy the projeots of 
Russia were discussed, and the conclusion arrived 
at that Russia would fight at a disadvantage so 
far away from her oentre of supplies. Suppos¬ 
ing however, that she were bent on weakening 
our power in Asia and is dosing in upon India 
with that intent, our best security against tho 
mipposed designs consists not iu tho dispersion 
hut in tho concentration of our strength. “ Every 
detachment that we plant at a distance from sup¬ 
ports beyond the Punjab frontier, is really a 
souroo of weakness, and every dynasty that we 
take under onr patronage involve* us in engage¬ 
ments, damaging to ourtrae ascendancy.”

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THE NATIVE DI3TRICT SUPERIN- 
TEN BENT OF POLICE AND 
MEDICAL BRUTALITY. 

The Government cf Bengal will soon bo 
called upon, if it has not alroady been culled 
upon, to deal with a case involving the 
success or otherwise of a very important 
improvement rcceufcly introduced into its 
Police administration, Our position as 
journalists daily brought face to face with 
tho state of affairs presented in the Mofus- 
sil, enabled us to tako the initiative in 
pressing for a reform which the Hon’bio 
Mr. Grey seems conscientiously and with 
his usual thoroughness in suoli matters to 
have undertaken. The experiment of plno- 
ing native gentlemen of substantial educa¬ 
tion and well tried ability at tho bond of 
tho executive Police in Mofussil Districts 
had in it a boldness which, though we wore 
!.altogether sanguine of its suocess, nevertho- j 


less made us tremble for its r&ults. The 
authority of Government could certainly 
at any time arm the weakest Bengalee who 
possessed all tho elements of truth and hon¬ 
or and self-respect and patriotism in him, 
with that cuergy and that resolution which, 
tho Bengalee race had hitherto been deemed 
iucapable of putting forth. Baboo Juggodish 
Nauth Roy’s nomination to the District 
SJuperintendentship of Polico in Noakholi 
was to solve an experiment of race. For 
the first timo a child of the soil as lisping 
Beugalco politicians would call it, (and 
' though wo have long passed the lisping and 
even the howling politician stage, we call 
it, for want of a good substitute) was en« 
trusted with responsibilities and armed with 
powers which demanded a oool bead and 
collected nerves for their elocution and 
exercise. How well the trial prospered may 
be inferred from the feeling whioh now 
agitates the entiro District of Noakholi 
from the highest to tbo lowest classes of itsr 
community through an occurrence which 
we will now iclato and upon which we ex¬ 
pect tho Bengal Government for the credit 
of its authority to tako prompt and deter¬ 
mined action. 

It appears that the Civil Station of Noa¬ 
kholi is embellished with a peculiarly un¬ 
civil Surgeon of violent American proclivi¬ 
ties. This man, who is named Durrani, had 
nursed himself in tho hallucination that 
though an officer District Superintendent 
of Polico may not be inferior to a medical 
functionary, a Native District Superinten¬ 
dent undoubtedly was. Labouring under 
this fancy and his position as medical officer 
of tho Jail bringing him into occasional 
contact with tho District Superintendent, 
ho gave himself airs which no man pos¬ 
sessing ordinary self-respect could tolerate. 
Baboo Juggodish Nauth Roy was the object 
of his special hatred—that kind of hatred 
which only a man can exhibit who has re¬ 
ceived favors at the hands of the person ha 
hates. At a lato hour of tho night, tha 
man called at tho lodgings of tho District 
Superintendent complaining that the jail 
guard had not shown him due reverence. 
Suoh a frivolous charge did not of courso 
demand immediate investigation, consider¬ 
ing tho hour of the night and the fact that 
tho District Superintendent of Polico had 
only just returned from a fatiguing journoy 
in connection with a Daooity investigation. 
Durrant was sent away. Bug hb could not 
rest under the fancied slight. Tbo man re¬ 
turned in a few minutes to doraand on inter¬ 
view with Baboo Juggodish Nauth. With, 
true Bengalee civility the Baboo turned out 
of bed at once, little anticipating tho object 
of Durrant’s visit. The wieldor of escape! 
without any provocation, premeditatedly 
and with a violence heinous in on officer 
therefore supposed to bo a gentleman, sud¬ 
denly dealt a blow # which fell with a stun¬ 
ning effect upon his amazed victim. Before 
the latter could collect his senses the offend¬ 
er had taken to his heels. A charge was 
duly laid before the Magistrate who was 
scandalised to an equal extent with tho 
whole district, and the Civil Surgeon was 
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fined 800 rupees. The Court was crowded 
lo a degree which evinced tho popularity tho 
pfistiact Superintendent of Police had justly 
attained and the sensation was such that 
Purrant was actually mobbed when leaving 
the Court, "VVe hope tho Lieutenant G« - 
vernor will demand a full report of the case 
nnd prevent the experiment that ^as been 
found to be so successful from miscarrying 
through a want of vigour in tho head of 
the- administration in sufficiently protecting 
tho dignity of important native officials 
against onslaughts of this nature. 

GOVERNMENT FLEADERSIIIPS. 

A proposition has been submitted to the 
Secretary of State for India to augment the 
salaries of tht-Government Pleaders in Ben¬ 
gal. At present tbe Senior pleader in the [ 
High Court is allowed Its. 300 per month 
exelusivo of office charges, the Junior pleader 
Its. 200 aud each of tbe pleaders in the 
Mofussil Courts R*. 20 per month. It is 
proposed to inorease the salary of the senior 
pleader of tho High Court to Rs. 1000, 
that of tho junior plaader to Its. 800 and 
the salaries of the pleaders of tho Moffussil 
courts in a corresponding ratio. It is stated 
as a reason for the proposed increase 
•that the existing arrangement was created 
under an order of things that has passed 
away. “Tho accessions to the native bar,” 
it is argued, “ are steadily expanding, its 
standard has been raised, intelligence and 
success walk together, and the allowances 
look inadequate and even insiguifioant in 
association with the office.’*' There is, we 
concoive, a mixture of truth and error in 
this statement. Wo have not the slightest 
doubt that the accessions to the native bar 
five rapidly expanding and that the standard 
of that bar has boon considerably elevated 
within the last 10 or 12 years. But it is 
not quite correct to say that intelligence 
and success walk together. Considering the 
nature of the pleader's profession it might 
be expeoted that the measure of his success 
as an advocate should bo in proportion to 
the amount of learning and intelligence 
which ho possesses. But to those who are 
acquainted with the existing machinery 
of litigation it is well known that, as a rule, 
there is no such proportion observable in 
our courts. As it is foreigu to our purpose 
in this artielo to dilate on this point, we 
will only remark that the Mooktear, who 
serves as a go-between between the litigant 
nnd bis advooate, who practises extensive 
higgling and is never satisfied unless his 
commission in the bargain amounts to a 
larger sum than the fee of his advocate, 
is a person who opposes serious obstacles to 
the success of the most promising members 
of our bar. But to return from this di¬ 
gression, we think that the increase which 
is proposed to be given to the salaries of 
tho Government pleaders in tho High Court 
is rather inordinate and excessive. It is 
truo on tho one hand that the standard 
of tho native bar has been considerably 
raised, but it deserves to be considered, on 
tho other band, t that that standard, 


whatever it is at this moment, is not rc- 
markably different from what it was 8 or 9 
years ago. Besides, it would seem that, 
although the Native bar, as a Whole, is 
now better than it was formeily, still 
the present bar is devoid of any very 
conspicuous talent. We have no longer 
men like Prossunno Coomnr Tagore, Rama- 
Persaud Hoy, Sumbhoo Nath Pundit and 
Dwarka Nath Mitter in our bar and it 
would not bo incorrect, to say that in this 
respect the Native bar is in the same 
predicament ns the European bar. It is also 
worthy of .-emark that the post, of Govern¬ 
ment pleader iu the High Court was held 
by Ramapersaud Roy and Sumbhoo Nath 
Pundit on salaries not larger than those 
which it is proposed t> augment, and that 
these gentlemen were Government pleaders 
at a time when the standard of tbe Native 
bar was such, as to render it almost indis¬ 
pensable tc make the proposal of raising a 
member of that bar to the bench of the 
High Court. We cannot, in the second 
place, conoeive why a salary of less than 
Rs. 1000 should be inadequate and disres¬ 
pectful to the position of the senior Go¬ 
vernment pleader in the High Court, when 
we havo so many Subordinate Judges draw¬ 
ing only Rs. 700 or 800 per month. It 
is admitted by everybody that the oharactor 
of the judicial service is considerably im¬ 
proved of late, and we might venture v $o 
affirm that the ratio of improvement iu 
tho quality of the native bar has been less 
than the ratio of improvement in the quality 
of the native Judicial servioe. If, then, 
it is thought that no less than a salary o r 
Rs. J000 can be worthy of the post of 
Senior Government pleader iu the High 
Court, we might say that a smaller salary 
than Rs. 1500 or 2000 per month would 
be disrespeotful to the position of our Su¬ 
bordinate Judges. Besides, in allowing 
Rs. 1000 to tbe Settlor Government pleader 
in tbe High Court when a Subordinate Judge 
receives ut tbe most a dfmilar sum, it de¬ 
serves to be considered that a Subordinate 
Judge ^brks solely and exclusively and all day 
long as a public officer, whilst a Government 
pleader is required, by the very nature of 
his position and duties, to devote only a 
portion of his time to tbe service of Go¬ 
vernment. Considering, therefore, the 
amount of work, which is done by the Su¬ 
bordinate Judge and the Government 
pleader respectively, it would fee neither fair 
nor just to give equal allowances to both. 

With regard to the inorease which it is 
proposed to make in the salaries of Govern¬ 
ment pleaders iu the Mofussil Courts we 
have no information save that that increase 
will be in tho ratio of the increase in the 
sftlari&i of the Government pleaders iu the 
High Court. We think then that the salary 
of a Moffussil Government pleader will not 
be higher than Rs. 70 or 80 per month. 
We are of opinion, however, that the salar¬ 
ies of the High Court Government pleaders 
do not stand in need of increase so much 
us the salary of the Mofussil Government 
pleader. It is a wellknowu fact that the 
Mofussil bar owes its improvement to the 


law graduates of the Caloutta University. 
Many of these young men who are uoable 
to obtain a footing iu the High Court, and 
their number is not few, go to the Mofussil 
Courts and contribute most materially to 
elevate the character and status of the 
Mofussil bar. Indeed, it might be affirmed 
that in no long time, the Mofussil bar will 
be, by the instrumentality of our law gra¬ 
duates, raised to an equality with the bar 
of tbe High Court, This is one reason 
why the salaries of the Mofussil Govern¬ 
ment pleaders ought to be inoreased iu 
even a greater proportion than that in 
which the salaries bf the Government 
pleaders in the High Court have been 
proposed to be increased. In the Becond 
place, it is worthy of consideration that the 
law graduates of the Caloutta Uuiverity are 
men of education and principle, and such of 
them as stand high in the scale of University 
distinctions have a sense of honor in them 
which induces them to regard a salary of Rs. 
50 or 60 as a very contemptible remuneration 
for their services/ It is, thsrefore, necessary, 
in order that Government may avail itself 
of the legal learning and ability of the 
most distinguished of our graduates, that 
the salary of a Mofussil Government pleader 
should be raised to at -least Rs. 150 per 
month. The salaries of tho two Govern¬ 
ment pleaders in the High Court might bo 
i raised to Rs. 600 and Rs. 400 respectively. 

THE INCOME TAX. 

The Inoorno Tax must be submitted to 
as a necessary evil. There is a chronic 
deficit in our Exchequer, aud we don’t soo 
how wu can get rid of it unless some addi¬ 
tional Tax is imposed. None has been nblo 
to suggest a more equitable tax than that 
proposed by Sir Richard Temple. A con¬ 
temporary devoted to the interests of the 
higher classes has indeed suggested nu 
increase of the Salt Duty, but all right¬ 
feeling men must reject this iniquicous pro¬ 
posal, which if oairiod out will impose a 
most oppressive burden on the lower classes 
and will perhaps defeat its own objeot by ‘ 
increasing smuggling. Already the Salt 
Tax presses heavily on the poor of many 
.parts of the oountry as the Maharajah of 
Bulrampore stated in the Oouudf, and tho 
Viceroy has premised to lighten this pres¬ 
sure by increasing the facilities of transit. 
By exempting small incomes from‘ taxation, 
tbe Counoil has conferred a great boon on the 
poor and helpless that is to say otf the great 
body of the people, whilst our eon tempo¬ 
rary would - reduce them to starvation-point 
by increasing a duty which is altsady felt 
to lie very oppressive. If cur! vaunted 
knowledge of politics comes to this, we had 
better give np politics altogether.

BARRISTERS AND PLEADERS. 

An important question, namely, whether 
Barristers or Vakeels are entitled to pre¬ 
audience, was decided in tho Appellate 
Side of the High Court on Friday, the 
12th Instant. It appears that Mr. Paul 
and Baboo Onoocool Mookerjee. fere en- 
gaged in an appeal ease, Mr, Paul hav- 
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ing had occasion to go to Midnapore his 
brief was made over to Mr. Monmohmi 
Chose. On the case being called on for 
hearing beforo the ITon'ble Mr. Justico 
Bayley and tho Hon’ble Mr. Justice Pbcar 
on the above day, both Baboo Oncooool 
Ohunder and Mr. Monmohun claimed to be 
heard first. Mr. Justioe Thear went to con¬ 
sult the Chief Justice. Sir Barnes Peacock 
came and sat with Messrs. Pfaear and Bay- 
ley for hearing the arguments of both tho 
parties. Baboo Onoooool Chunrler urged 
that so fur as the Appellate Side of tho 
Court was o moerned, a Barrister did not 
take precedence over a Pleader of longer 
standing and that whenever suoh precedence 
had been allowed, it had boon by private 
arrangement and nit because a Barrister was 
entitled to it as a matter of right. Mr. ' 
Monmohun said that it bad boen the uni-1 
form praotice of tho Sudder. and tho TIigh 
Court of giviug preoedenoo to Barristers. 
He also said that a marked distinction had 
been made in the Letters Patent of 186. r > 
between Barristers as advocates and Pleaders 
as Vakeels. Sir Barnes Peacock decided 
the question in favor of Mr. Monmohun j 
Ohoso though he admitted that senior 
Pleaders were more experienced than juni¬ 
or Burristers. Mr. Justioe Phear was of 
the same opinion as the Chief Justice. Mr. I 
Justioe Bayley wn9 however of a different 
opinion. Tho fact of tho two barrister 
Judges being of one opinion—and the Civi¬ 
lian Judge of another is significant. Justico 
Bayley must have had strong reasons to dis¬ 
sent from his colleague?. It would be w< 11 
for the pleaders of the Iligh Court to nppral 
to the Privy Council. The question is by 
no means a frivolous one, and to allow mat¬ 
ters to drop here would bo to prove to the 
public in general that the pleaders of the 
High Court, constituting ns they do the 
moat intelligent and respectable portion of 
the native community, are defective in 
moral courage and high sense of honor and 
self-respect. It would not speak well for 
our nation if those who are considered to 
be most intelligent and independent amongst 
us should dosist from fighting out thoir 
cause when that onuso is uo other than the 
question of the respectability of their status. 
Even if our pleaders should despair of achiev¬ 
ing their objeofc by an appeal to tho Privy 
Council, they should roraomber Pope’s 
maxim: 

“ Act well your part, thero all the honor lies.”

THE LATE HON’BLE SHUM BMOO 
NATH PUNDIT. 

Baboo Dinobandhu Snnyal, in his leoture 
on the Life and Character of tho Iton’ble 
Shumbhoonath Pundit, has traced tho prin¬ 
cipal events in the life of that distinguished ! 
roan from his birth in 1820 ti his death 
in 1867. Tho nocount is interspersed with j 
aneodotes of which a larger number than | 
we find in the pamphlet under notice would 
have been most acceptable. But wo arc 
awaro of th^ peculiar difficulties which exist 
in this country in tho way of writing biogra¬ 
phies, and we oannot sufficiently indioute the 
mount of credit which belongs to Baboo 1 


Dinobundliu for the materials lie lias al¬ 
ready placed before tho public. The main 
cause of Shumboonatb’s success was his 
honesty and independence, and such of our 
countrymen as are ambitious of similar suc¬ 
cess in life would d> well to study the cha¬ 
racter of that roan who from an obscuro 
station in life rose through a series of ordeals 
of the most trying nature to tho highest 
rank which a Native oan aspire to under 
British rule. It scorns to us that tho most 
interesting and instructive period in tho life 
of Shumbhoonath—a period, which deserves 
more investigation and oonstaVit study—-was 
that which was comprised between the year 
1841, when Shumbhoonath left school, and 
the year 1848, when he established himself 
as a pleader of tho Suddcr Court. Of tho I 
event which formed as it were the turning 
point in tho career of Shumbhoonath, tho 
following account is given -by Baboo Dino¬ 
bandhu : J 

ll was at this time tho post of Mesilhhan or Rea¬ 
der full vucant, and Shumbhunnth Mood candidate 
for it with full oonlldonoo of suooew. In Mr. Bar¬ 
low, ho had his best patron, and his hopes might 
not, therefore, seem unreasonable. “ But 8ir Ro¬ 
bert,” wars the Patriot, “ from a paternal solicitude 
“ for tho welfare of his C/tala (as he tsed to oall 
“ him,) declined to give him tho post saying, that 
“ his lungs which were then affected were not strong 
for tho work.” This refusal was tho turning point 
in tho career of tho subject of this lecture. Tie 
sorely felt the disappointment and unburdened his 
mind to his frieud, Babu Burro Chuuder Ghoso, at 
that time tho Principal Suddcr Arneen of the 24 - i 
Pergummhs, who soothed his feelings nnd advieod 
him to study Law aud to join the Suddcr Bar—an 
advice ho determined to aot upon.' 

Wb auk informed that Sir Barnes 
Peacock baa expressed a desire to propose 
to tho Judges of tho Calcutta High Court 
that some of the leading Vakeels may 
as a maik of honor bo admitted as ad¬ 
vocates to rank from a date to bo fixed. 
This will havo ft somewhat similar effect 
to Patents of precedence in England or tho 
appointment of Queen’s Counsel. Theso 
Advocates would not be able to act, but 
only to appear and plead for suitors. Be¬ 
fore making tho proposition the Chief Jus¬ 
tico has requested Baboo Ouooeool Chunder 
Mookorjee and some other leading pica 1- 
ers to let him know whether they arc 
willing to be admitted os Advocates and 
struck off tho rolls ns Vakeels.

The runue, wo have no doubt, will ho 
greatly delighted to soo Mr. Justico Phonr 
appointed as Vico-Chanocllor of tho Calcutta 
Uuiversity. Mr. Phear has always evinced 
groat interest in tiro education and social 
improvement of the Natives. lie is a man 
of Uuiversity distinctions and wo have every 
reason to expect that his large European 
experience will substantially benefit our 
University, lie is a very lmrd-working 
man and his earnestness is most praise¬ 
worthy. "YVo huve only to regret that 
Mr. Phiur was disregarded when Mr. 
Maino resigned tho Vice-Chancellorship. 
It is remarked in certain quarters that Mr. 
Phear, having withdrawn his connections 
from the Calcutta University on acoount

of the slight put upon him by the appoint¬ 
ment of Mr. Seton-Karr contrary to tin 
express recommendation of Mr. Maine, will 
most probably decline to accept the Vice- 
Chancellorship now. Wo hope, in the in¬ 
terest of Native improvement, that Mr. 
Phear will accept the Vice-Chancellorship ; 
ho will nor, ia tho slightest degree, com¬ 
promise himself in any way. We trust 
that Lord Mayo will do his best to induce 
Mr. Phear to take the office. . 

It afpeuis from a London telegram that 
the Bill for extending and defining tho au¬ 
thority of the Governor General of India 
was read a second time in the House oC 
Lords on the night of tho 12th Instant- 1 
Tiro Duke of Argyle explained that the* 
provisions of the measure were similar to 
those contained in the Bill introduced into 
Parliament last year, with tho exception 
of the cliuse for erecting tho Lieutenant- 
Governorship of Bengal into a full Govern¬ 
ment, with a Council, it being considered 
that any attempt to change the relations 
between tho Lieutenant Governor and tha 
Viceroy would only increaso mutual friction 
and jealousy, tho true romedy for which, 
however, the Government did not propose 
at present. Under the Bill a seat would 
bo given to the Lieutenant Governor in 
the Executive Couecil, as his exclusion 
involved great waste of time.

We wish that the 
Dootor had a hundredth part of the qualities of 
Dr. Davis who was here for several years and 
loft us on leave.

•—■ We letrn from the Indian Daily News that 
one Fatima Begum the eldest daughter of 8ys-ool- 
Moolk, Bahudoor, a Carnatio stipendiary, hat ap¬ 
pealed to the Sooretary of State against the decision 
of the Madras Government, declining to granther 
a portion of the stipend enjoyed by her late father. 
The Government of India is adverse to the petition. 

— The Pioneer reports that at the last Crfijffcal 
Sessions of the Allahabad High Court be faff the 
Hou’ble Justice Turner, au European, spmsd 
Purdy, was convicted of cheating, under Sletion 
420 of the Penal Code, and sentenced to two years’ 
rigorous imprisonment. The case was of some 
local inteiest, inasmuch as the prUouer had led 
the p\*|>lia to behave, by advertisement in the 
Pioneer he was the ^Agifl&ofJ 

the Rajah of Rcwoh, and on the strength of this 
belief ho had sucoeeded in obtaining goods from 
severul of the tradesmen of Allahabad. 

A Mr. Silvester, late an Assistant Station Master 
nt Etawah, was also oonvioted of negligence, under 
the Railway Aot of 1854, and aentenoed to a fine 
of lie. 50 only. Tho jury strongly recommended 
the prisoner to meroy, as there was a good deal 
in the nature of the oase to extenuate his oonduot. 
It appears that the engine of a passenger train 
approaching ,his station broke down. He was 
telegraphed to for another engine, and he sent 
it, without having first obtained a line olear 
message, reasoning naturally enough, Ib&t the line 
was olear between his station and the train which 
the engine was going to assist. Meanwhile, how¬ 
ever, a goods train bad followed the passenger 
train, and the engine of this goods train pushed 
both trains along towards Etawab. The driver 
of pilot engine, however, seeing a train approach- 
iog him, avoided a collision by reversing his engine 
and driving baok to Etawab. 

— The Viceroy will leave Caloutta for Umballa 
on the morning of the 25th and reach the latter 
place on the 27th when His Excellency will meet 
the Amir in Durbar, Sir William Muir, Lord Napier 
of Magdala, Sir Donald McLeod, and perhaps the 
Chief Commissioners of Oudh and the Central 
Provinces, will be present on the oocasion, to add to 
the brilliancy of the gathering. 

— We fiud the following in the Times of 
India :—“ The Natal Mercury of December 8 
4M y«:_.«Xhe Bishop, (Right Revd. Dr. Colenso) 
wre regret to hear, met with a serious accident 
ou Thursday evening last. His Lordship, it 
appears, was returning from a visit to the coast, 
and, left Co&perdowa in company with Mr. 
j, Ktrkman, taking the usual short out to 
ftishopstawe, before reaching the drift which 
has to be orossed at that part of the Bushman's 
Itivsr, the 'travellers were benighted, and oon- 
ne^neutly ware not able to discover until too late 


that the river hffd' been swollen, and the drift 
rendered almost impassable by the recent rains. 
The horses had no sooner entered tho stream, than 
they found themselves in some twelve or fifteen 
feet of water, in the midst of a rapid current. 
Mr. Kirkman’s horse reaohed tho opposite bank 
with great difficulty, and landed, wlpn Mr. K. 
discovered that he was alone, and that the Bishop 
had been washed out of his saddle, and was 
struggling in the stream,—in faot he had annk 
once. Mr. K. immediately went to his lordship’s 
aseistanoe, and with great difficulty managed to 
get him to the other bank, at which they hod en¬ 
tered the stream, the horses having got to tho 
opposite side. Mr. K. then braved the stream a 
second time, leaving the Bishop sans hat and spec¬ 
tacles, swam aoroas, and got a Kafir from a neigh¬ 
bouring kraal; two more Kafirs were afterwards 
bailed, who took his lordship "between them and 
orossed tho stream safely. The Bishop had three 
miles to ride in wet olothes, but has not suffered any 
ill effeots from the ducking—the only damage done 
being a slight brnise on the knee, received ^rom 
| the horse in the water. Had Mr. K. ^not been with 
the Bishop, there is little doubt but that his lord- 
ship would have been drowned, as ho cannot awim ; 
and, on the ether hand, bad^e bpen the best awim- 
mer, possibly he could aovir have saved himself 
impeded in the way he was with the leggings ho 
usually travels with.” 

— The Madras Aihen&uin and Daily News loarns 
from a correspondent at Hyderabad that tho young 
Nizam is “ a remarkably handsome boy, very fair, 

I and looks perfectly healthy. The eagerness of the 
crowd to behold their sovereign wsb very great, 
and” continues oitr contemporary’s correspondent 
“ thore was good deal of bustling when we wont 
to the Durbar. But this, under the oiroumstnaoes, 
was excusable. Of course, the lad never had been 
ont of tho Zenana, and all classes were anxious 
to behold him.” 

— According to tho Delhi Gatellt a Bill has 
been introduced into the New York Legislature 
providing that in every paper or magazine shall 
be printed the exact circulation of the previous 
issue. 

— The same journal says it is one of the on dits 
of the day that the distriots of Goruokpore and 
Azimgurh are to be transferred from the juris¬ 
diction of tho Government of tho North-Western 
Provinces to that of Oudh, and that the matter 
is in consideration before the Government of India. 

— The Imlo-Earojtean Correspondence is happy 
to hear that the lady of the honorable Justice 
Kemp has presented His Graoe the Most Rev. l)r. 
fiteius with the very handsome donation of Its. 
10,000 to be put out to interest for the benefit of 
the Cathedral and Entally Catholic Orphanages. 
This generous aot of charity, says our contemporary, 
entitles the donor to the sincere and lasting thanks 
not only of the orphans but of the whole Catholic 
community of Caloutta. 

Monday, Mabcu 22. 

— Tho Jubbulpore Chronicle hoars that on the 
morning of the 7th instant, an accident occurred 
on a curve of the E. I. R. lino near the llurbea 
station, by one goods traiu running into another 
that was proceeding in the s&me direction. 


Several wagons were smashed, bu| as the line is a 
double one at this spot, the traffic was not 
impeded. 

— Indian Public Opinion says that a jeweller’* 
son at Amritsar, while going home at night after 
the business of the day with a box of Jewels, 
was arrested by a constable on the way, and on 
suspioion of h^ing a thief, was sent to the City 
Police Station. The father of the lad called im¬ 
mediately after for the release of his son and tho 
restoration of tke Jewel Box. The Inspector told 
him that the $qx would not be returned unless 
an Ittila, or report, of the faot was made to the 
District Superifrlisndent of Police, in the morning. 
The report vfcis Aade, and the box directed to bo 
returned XothvL owner. On its being opened at 
the Police Staten, however it was found that a 
Jewel, worth 5p0 Rs. was missing. The key of 
tho box had bsen lost (so it is alleged) at tho 
Kot wall’s. 

— The Madras Times ooucludeB an article on 
the Admission of Natives to English Balls with 
the following remarks:—<• Those natives whoso 
social position is that of gentlemen among thorn- 
selves, and. whose education and contact with 
good European sooiety are sufficient to have given 
t^era a proper conception of the light in whieh 
dancing is regarded by Englishmen, are in our 
opinion, perfectly eligible to receive invitations 
to any ball room; and their exclusion, merely ou 
the eoore of colour or nativity, cannot but bo de¬ 
precated as narrow-minded and unfair. On the 
other hand, we would exclude all others on such 
oooaaious, and we oannot see that they ought to feel 
hurt or offended thereat.” 

— The Delhi Gazette learns from a Sydney 
paper that on tho 6th of January (summer in thut 
latitude) at Wngga Wuggu “ plums approaching 
ripeness fermented under the intense heat, and 
now hang on the brandies like small bags of nativo 
grown vinegar. Tho boads of many trees presented 
the appearanoe of having been subjected to the 
action of a stream of itune. Yet in the Tumat dis¬ 
trict, three days before, there was actually ice ia 
the wash hand basins of a morning.” 

— During his late visit to Agra Sir William 
Muir honored the loool colleges and schools with 
his presence. His Honor presided at the annual 
distribution of prizes to the students attending 
tho Victoria College, From tho report rend on the 
oocasion by Pundit Ajoodhia Nath, the able and en¬ 
ergetic Secretary of the College, we are glad to lonrn 
that this institution and its 4 branch schools aio in 
a flourishing condition and well-oonducted. There 
are 336 boys in the college, and 160 in the three 
branoh schools at Agra, lo that upwards of 500 boys 
were present on the occasion. Several of the students 
ate from out-stations, and ,tbe Principal has just 
received applications for admission into tho college 
from two boys of the Government xillah school at 
Bhahjehanporo. The college is liberally supported 
by the Government, and by the Maharajah* of Joy- 
pore, Ulwnr, and Bhurtpore. Besides the ordinary 
subjects, tho curriculum of tho college embrnot-s 
tho study of logic, which the Principal thinks to 
be of great assistance to the students of geometry, 
and perfectly intelligible to Entrance eundiduton. 
Throe candidates from the Victoria College were 
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Successful at the last Entrance Examination, and 
threadailed. 

_Tli/ Home News of the 10th ultimo says that 

while we write the Lard Chief Justice is still try¬ 
ing the strange convent case, the longest, hie lord¬ 
ship says, that ha» been tried at Westminster. He 
jrowina, of course, in the mere law courts. There 
is * natural, feeling of indignation thai, a^lemn 
tribunal should ait for n fortnight to listen to the 
molt paltry and ridiculous stories. The defence 


Mr. Grant Duff, replying to a question put by 
Mr. Niool, said that the report of the Bombay Bank 
Commission was being issued by the bend reporter to 
Govern meat; but that the report of the inquiry in 
Indio had not yet been received in London.

— The tame journal reports that another fire 
has occurred in Bombay causing damage to the 
amount of As.

the fir® broke out, ’Hr. Haaheniie of the Bombay 
saw mills, and Messrs. Spiers, Belllie, wad Shnim 
were on the spot, and that it was entirely owing 
to their exertions and the aid of the fire engine 
belonging to Messrs, Niool and Co.’s saw mills, 
near whioh the fire occurred, that a great amount 
of the timber stored there, amounting in value to 
some lakhs of rupees, was stved from destruction.

— We learn from the above journal that the 
Ameer of Cabul reached Shsdrs on the Northern 
(right) bank of the Ravee on Sunday the 14th 
instant. On Monday morning he made hie entree 
into Lahore with ell the pomp and oiroumstanoe 
that a military display could lend to the oecosion. 
He was conducted to the Sumtaun Booij by the 
Lieutenant Governor and a brilliant oortege and 
oooupios the hepdsome Sheeshmuhttl (Hall of Mir¬ 
rors) in the Fort. On Monday afternoon he paid 
a private visit to Sir Donald McLeod and waa vi¬ 
sited on Tuesday morning by that officer in re¬ 
turn. On the afternoon of tbs same day he drove 
out to Meean Meer, and was oil Wednesday morn¬ 
ing to have inspected the Railway workshops, 
hut just as the preparations were completed, in¬ 
timation was sent to General Abbott that HU 
Highness was ill and “ could not oome.” 

— Our contemporary is glad to notioe that the 
Chief Commissioner has allotted half the oolleotion 
from Pandari tax in tho Central Provinces, which 
the Government of India placed at his disposal 
for local purposes, chiefly for famine relief opera¬ 
tions. In ti»e Nagpore Division Its. 20,000 have 
been set aside for famine works in the Bhun- 
darn, Chanda and Bala ghat districts, and pro¬ 
vision has also been made for supplying the city 
of Nogpore with water. In the Jubbulpore Di¬ 
vision the whole of the moiety of the tax collect¬ 
ed, or Rs. 20,000, is to be used for relief works; 
but, should any further 'grant be made by the 
Guvernment of IndU from Imperial funds for 
suoh works, then whatever may remain out of 
the Pandari moiety will be spent on the improve¬ 
ment of the road between Jubbulpore and Saugor 
tiH Dumoh. Of the moiety, Rs. 10,000, in the 
Nerbndda Division, Rs. 3,000 have for tbs present 
been set aside for famine operations in the Chind- 
wara district, the balanoe to be laid out for 
improving roads in the Division, which money 
will qeoessarily reach the distressed, 

F&nuy, March 26. 

—The .1 fadraa Mail states that the Senate of tho 
Madras University have resolved to introduce a 
most desirable change into thoir examinations. 
Hitherto these have bean conducted entirely by 
papers, a mode that ia peculiarly adapted for fa¬

THE RIGHTS OF LANDLORDS 
AND THE RIGHTS OF TENANTS. 
Sometime ago tho High Court of tho 
North-West Provinces ruled that as the law 
stood a tenant digging a kutcha well and 
planting trees without the consent of his 
landlord rendered himself liable to ejectment. 
The duty of a Court of justice being to declare 
the law as it is, not as it ought to bo, it 
would be unreasonable to blame the High 
Court for this apparently inequitable ruling, 
but the public as well as ttyo Government 
felt convinced that a change in the law was 
necessary. Every body knows that in the 
North-West Provinces means of irrigation 
are much more scarce than in Bengal, tltat 
the Ganges canal and tho rivers irrigate 
only a limited area, that tanks and other 
reservoirs of water are much more liable 
to bo dried up thcro than in Bengal, and 
that unless recourse is had to wells, dis¬ 
astrous failures of crops and famines would 
be the result. In Bengal Proper, wells aro 
unnecessary but throughout the greater part 
of tho North-West Provinces, it is simply j 
impossible to cultivate land without wells. 
For improving a piece of land in thoso 
provinces the first step is to sink a well in 
it, and a law whioh holds that a tenant 
making such improvement is liable to be 
turned out of bis holding on account of it 
is too iniquitous to bo fcolorateJ for a mo¬ 
ment. Accordingly about the close, of Sir 
John Lawrence’s administration, a Bill was 
introduced into the Viceregal Council for 
remedying this state of things. A famine 
was already threatening the North-West 
Provinces and tho introduction of such a 
moasuro was most urgently needed. The 
necessity of passing a law for protecting a 
.tenant from ejectment -ren account of im¬ 
provement made by him and for enabling 
him to recover the valuo of such improve¬ 
ments in case of ejectment appeared to us 
too obvious to bo questioned by any sane 
man. But wo soc wo were mistaken. Tho 
Bill has excitod tho terrible indignation 
of our contemporary tho Hindoo Patriot. 
He raves about the demolition of laud- 
lords, tho guilt/ character of Sir John 
Lawrenoe’s plan, alien misrule, and irres¬ 
ponsible despotism, and as the English lan¬ 
guage is not copious enough to epable our 
contemporary to give vent to his thoughts 
and, feelings, ho has coined a new word 


— constitutionlessims. When he talks of the 
rights of landlords being invaded by tho 
j Bill, he does not appear to have the faintest 
conception of what a right is. It is a gross 
j misnomer to mill that a right tho exercise 
of which causes a wrong to anybody. A tenant 
who causes or suffers his holding to deteriorate 
may be justly bold liable to ejectment, but 
tho power of ejecting a tenant who has 
i improved his holding because of such improve¬ 
ment is a monstrous iniquity and to call this 
power a right betrays a gross perversion of 
the fundamental principles of morality and 
equity. A law which sanctions such a 
pretended right is a barbarous and iniqui¬ 
tous law and deserves no better treatment 
than the slave-code of South Carolina or 
the serf-code of Russia. A usage sanctioned 
by proscription nnd antiquity should never 
bo lightly disturbed ; but prescription and 
antiquity can never be urged in favour of 
a usage which is patently iniquitous. Tim 
argument from antiquity may be pushed too 
far. If the landlords of tho North-West 
Provinces have a right to retain the usaga 
of ejecting their tenants on grossly inequit¬ 
able grounds, those of Bengal have a still 
stronger right to revivo their claims to 
nbwabs or cesses over and above tho rent, 
and we don’t see why Brahmins should 
forego the privilege given to them by Menu 
of burning certain limbs of Sudras who pre¬ 
sume to sit on tho same seat with them. 

Tho Patriot is of opiuion that tho land¬ 
lords of tho North-West Provinces should 
be consulted before the Bill is passed. Out 
contemporary forgets that there is another 
party concerned in tho matter which has 
as much right to bo consulted as the land¬ 
lords—wo mean the tenants. If a plobis- 
citum is to decide the matter, let tha 
plcbiscitum be a fair ono. Wo are sure 
that for fifty thousand votes against tha 
Bill, wo shall have fifty millions of votes 
iu favour of it. 

As for the talk about alien rule, wo can 
only say that it is far better for us to be 
governed by Englishmen, Frenchmen, Rus¬ 
sians or oven by Moguls and Patans than 
by politicians of the Patriot's school whoso 
sole object is tho> aggrandizement of a 
certain class of men at tho expense of 
tho rest—a class of men whoso only title 
to distinction is they aro fatter than their 
poorer neighbours. 

The Patriot's appeal to human nature 
reminds us of a certain barrister’s appeal 
to God Almighty and the British consti¬ 
tution in a case of petty larceny of which 
bis client was oonvioted on overwhelming 
ovidence. The appoak should have boon to 
the baser instincts of human nnturt; which 
certainly recoil from the idea of losing a 
power however oppressive. Tho planters of 
tho Southern States' felt indignant on tho 
abolition of slavery, and wo should not be 
at all surprised if some of the landlords 
of tho North-West Provinces feel indignant 
when they will no longer enjoy the pleasure 
of ejecting their ryots for the heinous crime 
of improving thoir lands by digging wells, 
of making two blades of com grow where 
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oAe grow before, of taking iho only course 
which cuu suvs them ami tludr landlords 
from starvation in times of drought. 

JUNIOR SO I K)L A Its 11U * U OLD ERS 
AND THE PEEADEUSUiP 
EXAMINATION. 

A qvrstion having arisen ns to whether 
Junior Schblarshipholder? of Government 
Colleges find Schools under the old rules 
are or are not eligible for the Pleadership 
Examination, a rtforcuco on the subject 
was recently made to the Diroolor of Pub* 
lie Instruction by Mr.* Hand, Principal of 
the Ber ham pore College. Mr. Hand took a 
very plain fair and common-sense view of 
tho tiling and recommended a liberal in¬ 
terpretation of tho High Court Rules which 
require from candidates for Pioalership 
o’rtifioates of having passed the University 
JSntrnnrt: Examination. The old Junior 
Scholarship Examination, it is not denied 
by any body, turned out a much better 
class of students; at any rate the Test 
was by no means lower tlmu the pre¬ 
sent University Entrance Examination. 
Our contemporary the Hindoo Patriot we 
remomber wrote strongly on the point and 
reoommeuded the same view of the matter 
years ago when the rules were being framed. 
J)ut his suggestions were uot adopted 
■and acted upon, possibly because they were 
newspaper suggestions; and it was'not 
until the subject was taken up and repre¬ 
sented officially that tho necessity for an 
authoritative ruling thereon was peroeived 
and ncknowleged. Tho High Court have 
now, wo are glad to bear, been pleased to 
rule that gentlemen who have p9aaed the 
old Junior Scholarship Examination are 
qualified for admission to the Pleadership 
Examination on the same terms as passed 
Entrance students. The decision ought to 
have been made public as there are many 
who are interested in it. 

APPOINTMENT OF NATIVES TO 
HIGH. OFFICES. 

A rnoi*osiTioN was lately submitted to the 
Government of India by His Honor the 
Lieutenant Governor of Bengal for appoint¬ 
ing two Natives as Assistant Secretaries on 
u salary of Rs. 800 each rising to Rs. 1000 
in place of thp present Assistant Secretary 
to the Government of Bengal. 

Tho proposition, we are sorry to sa} ? , has 
been negatived by the Supremo Government 
on the ground, it is said, of the creation 
of such posts involving additional’ expert* 
diturn for which no urgent necessity exists, 
ut present. XVe are not iu possession of; 
the correspondence which has passed hh 
this subject between, the Government of 
Bengal and the Supreme Governtnout* and 
wo will, therefore, base bur ramarfcf on the 
versiou of the story such as we ha$& received 
it and which we have just ssafced. Economy • 
is undoubtedly the first consideration and if 
it be true, as it haibeeftstnted, that the 
Government is hardly in a position to incur 
additional expenditure ott account of the 
Bengal Secretarial, wo cannot blame it for 
withholding its sanction from an expensive 


arrangement, even though that arrangement 
was u favorable one for our own countrymen. 
We cannot understand why one of our con¬ 
temporaries considers the reason assigned by 
tho Supremo Government for rejecting 
Mr. Grey’s proposal to bo discreditable to 
Government. It no doubt follows from 
what the Government has said regarding 
this proposal that “ were tho requisite funds 
forthcoming conveniently, two Native can¬ 
didates might liopo for the honor of being 
installedc in the Bengal Secretariat.” Is 
there anything monstrous in this opinion 
that it should be considered discreditable 
to the Government of India? No body 
now-a-dnys .questions tho propriety of 
raking the Nutivos of India to high offices. 
It may be, and we do not dispute tho fact, j 
that, thero ijs not yet amongst our country- I 
men one single individual capable of bolding 
the highest administrative offiocs—-that no 
Native can bo Governor-General, Go¬ 
vernor or Lieutenaut-Governor. But that 
wo have amongst men fitted to bold 
offices far inferior no doubt to those just 
mentioned hut still offices of great trust and 
importance cannot wo are sure be questioned 
by any but those who are iguorant of what 
is passing around us every day and every 
hour. But th 9 'great question is whether 
the Natives of this country ought at all to 
bo promoted to high offioes in the state. 
A contemporary answers this question in 
tho following way :— 

“ But it is argued by our Aryan brethren 
or by tho exponents of their views that, the 
English bold the country in trust for their 
conquered subjects, and that when we see a 
capacity* for good Government developing 
itself in the latter, we should leave the 
country in their hands and retire from it. 

* * * Of course if such be tho intention 
of the crown, it is just and expedient to j 
promote Natives to th e highest offices in | 
tho country with a viety to initiate them ' 
into our system of government’—presumably I 
a just ?n(l enlightened one. - But if not j 
whore shall we stop and how limit the j 
Native’s ftTn]bition P * * * In nil the rage 
of baffled and daring ambition, iu all the 
desperation of thwarted expectations, will 
our Native subjects regard our countrymen, 
oaoh one of whom is a representative man, 
and then in hatred and scorn will begin 
a new oera of lost confidence and broken 
faith, leading to complications wo had better 
provide against while yet we havo tho time, 
the means, and the opportunity.” 

tt gives us pleasure to bo able to state 
that the ruling body, persons with whom re¬ 
sides the real governing power of tli9 country, 
do not require to be told that it is both 
unjust and inexpedient to exclude Natives 
from high offiocs—that tho admission of 
Natives to the government and adminis¬ 
tration of the country is a religious and 
mmd dnly of the English nation. The 
best-minded Englishmen are aware that 
congu&st gives birth to rignts as well as to 
obligation* and that a conquest achieved 
under circumstances like these which gave 
In8ia to England creates only obligation* 
to bo fulfilled by the conqueror. Writes ■ 
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on international law ore unanimous in their 
opinion that when a noble and powerful 
nation conquers a nation that is enslaved 
and oppressed, tho right of conquest is jus¬ 
tified only by such a principle of benevolence 
and sympathy as regulates the conduct of 
individuals towards each .other. John fiuds 
Tom a poor man attacked by a robber, ho 
rescues him find takes him under bis pro¬ 
tection. This is tho formula of a certain 
class of conquests, and it can not be doubted 
that,—to say tho beat of the English nation, 
which, perhaps, Vveref critics than our¬ 
selves will consider unwarranted and lenient 
beyond measure,—tho oOnqucst of Bengal by 
England is a oenquest whioh comes under 
this formula. Now, what nro the rights 
[ and obligations of such a Conquest ? Refer 
I again to the individual ease we have put 
| and you will fiud them. John has no doubt 
done a highly brave and benevolent act 
by saving the poor man from the highway 
murderer ; but would ha be therefore justified 
iu making the object of his sympathy a 
slave and treating him iu tho same cruel 
manner in whioh slaves are treated in 
America and elsewhere?—Nav, would he be 
justified in denying him liberty to go where- 
over ho likes even for a single minulo after 
his rescue? Certainly not. What then 
aro John’s rights over Tom ? Morality 
will declare boldly nml positively that ho 
lias no lights whatsoever. On tho coutrary, 
the very same morality will say that, if John 
chooses to keep Tom by him for any length 
of time after his rescue, ho is hound to feed 
him, clothe him and otherwise hr have to¬ 
wards him iu the be9t manner whioh his 
means admit of; in other words, thut John 
by rescuing Tom from the ruffian’s hand 
has, if he has created anything, created 
ouly obligations. which he himself ought 
to fulfil. Tom, on the other band, has no 
duties to perform towards John. He may 
thank John and bid him good-bye. He 
may bo accused of ingratitude if he does not 
respect John and listen to any reasonable 
request which be might make; bat os tho 
performance of an act of gratitude is only 
what ethical w rotors would call an imperfect 
obligation, morality cannot compel him to 
any course of conduct towarjlftj John, 
We, as a nation, are in the^ ■‘position 
of Tom and England ■? is o'#; Jobe. 
The duties and obligations wuijfli sub¬ 
sist mutually between this ^ country 
and Englaud arc the very same’ll those 
which subsist between Tcra and John 
with this single exception that,iwhereas 
Tom cannot be obliged to sthy with John 
even for a single minute after his rescue, 

! England has, uuder the conventional maxims 
of international law, jft right to keep India 
under her sw# so; long as the latter is 
unable to tako^Ctite of herself and India 
is saddled only with such obligations as must 
exist in old# that that right may bo properly 
exercised. It is clear then that England fias 
numerous obligation^ v '.to -perform towards 
India and that, 

tiona—oue which ought to ha zard# as the 
highest object Uf English rule : iu T|dia-~-is 
to toach lndiA to govern herself. That this 
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is, ouly sound and correofc viutv of tho 
•question cannot bo doubted for a moment 
and we are glad to *ay that several English 
statesmen of wcirltl-wido reputation hnvn 
adopted it. Lord Macaulay, for instance, 
stated in the House of Commons in tho 
year 1833 that the day when India will 
separata herself frpm England and go¬ 
vern herself will be the proudest day in 
the annals of England. As to Indian it is 
needless to say that she will remain to the 
end of time grateful t<» England and that 
she will —30 long as England may be pleased 
to keep her under her beneficent sway, which, 
'God willing, may be for over—serve her 
conqueror with the greatest allegiance and 
loyalty. 

It follows from the preceding remarks 
that to appoint Natives tp high offices is 
one of those sacred duties whioh England 
has to perform and whioh we aro glad to 
say she is performing right nobly, and we 
would, with reference to oertuin remarks 
made by our contemporary, go so far ns 
to affirm that when a Native otherwise quali¬ 
fied for any high offioo competes with a 
European of long official standing, tho 
English Government ought to prefer the 
former, though the Native, on his part, would 
do well to leave the field to his compe ti¬ 
tor. Our contemporary has proved him¬ 
self somewhat of an alarmist"’in making 
tho remarks which form the concluding sen¬ 
tence in tho extract wo have made above. 
We linvo understood everything that ho has 
said, but we cannot, for the life of us, see 
what he means by saying that every 
Englishman is a •' representative man.” 
Every man is a representative man—for 
that ho represents his Maker. But whom 
does the loafer represent P 

We are glad to hear that tho Govern¬ 
ment of India has at last recognized the 
necessity of classifying tho under-Teachers 
of fcho Eduoation-Dopartmeut and giving 
them a graduated increase of salaries. 
There is to be a meeting of tho oliief offi¬ 
cers of the Department in which the 
details of the classification are to bo dis¬ 
cussed and decided. We have no idea of j 
the principle on whioh the classification is 
to bo mado or tho outlay it will involve 
but it is beyond all doubt we think that 
the Teachers are going to have something 
this time.

*• A oormpondent writing to the Indo-Europe tn 
Correspondent* {top Moughyr, under date the 21st 
last., states that ♦ & very serious accident, brought 
about in a manner fiuknotrti, and perhaps unheard 
-of since the establishment of railways, not only in 
India, but throughout theworld, happoded to a 


train last evening at half-past 8 p. iu. t between 
Sahebgungo and Mirzapore, about two tnil^s from 
the latter station. At that time the No. 5 down 
goods’ train wwa appronobing a nmngou tope, in 
which some 70 elephants wore stationed. Tho red j 
lights glaring in tho distance, and tho noise and 
smoko of the engine, would seem to have caused tm 
awful oousterqation among the poor brutes, all of 
whom more or less tried to break away from their 
fastenings. One large male, however, the strongest 
and most courageous of the lot, hcoame so infuriated 
that be broke his chain and rushed forwu'd to in¬ 
tercept and enoounter tho supposed ^nemy. Ho had 
scarcely plnced hirapilf on I ho line when the (rain 
was down upon him. He encountered it with head 
and tusks; hut animal strongtli proved no match 
for Btesra and machinery—the poor brute was 
knocked down and killed on the spot, and tho en¬ 
gine, rebounding, ran off the line, and it, and olevon 
carriages were capsized into n ditch. Tho fireman 
luokily managed to jump off iu time, and the 
guard did the same; but the poor driver, named 
Smith, remained in lus place, and received in¬ 
juries from which it is not expected ho will re¬ 
cover.*’ 

The Daily Telegraph of the 4th ultimo 
ridiculed tho abovo#A8 untrue, affirming that 
Mr. Knighton had been hoaxed by tho 
Bengalee. Is there anything impossible or 
improbable in the report? Every Indian 
roador is aware besides that it is strictly 
true, and the Telegraph may therefore accept

WTIAT IS TRUST? 

To the Julilor of the Bengalee. 

Dear Sir, —As the question whioh forms tha 
heading of this letter is au important one, will 
you be so good ns to insert the following in your 
valuable papyri 

From Wintyn or Wiry a might bo derived tho 
doctrine of Inlian trusts. 

‘ The property of wiraya (determination) is to 
afford support, as hy a prop ; it prevents the down¬ 
fall or destruction of merit. When a house leans 
to one side a prop # is placed against it that it may 
not full; iu like maimer, this principle is, as it 
were, a prop to prevent tho downfall of merit’* 


“ The samo precepts havo been declared by 
Buddha:—By wirayn , tho srawnka disciple keeps 
at a distance all akusala, or demerit, and is en¬ 
abled to practice all kusal.i or merit; keeps at a 
distauoo that which is evil and receives into tho 
mind, and continually inorcasos, that which is 
pure or good; thus ho possesses a mind free Dura 
evil desire.”—it Spence Hardy’s Manual of 
Budhisra. 

Whatever the differences between Hinduism 
and Budhism, the theory of Um transmigration, 
of soul which is closely interwoveu with merit. 
Or action enjoined hy the *S 'antra ; and demerit or 
“sin, i e action distinguished ns the neglect 
of what is enjoined, or tho doing of what is for¬ 
bidden,” to quote Dr. Muir the Editor of tho 
Sanscrit texts, is common to both th«so sects. Be¬ 
sides on a question of property, what bolds good 
in one case is applicable to the other, barring special 
customs, according to tho celebrated ruling of a 
Divisional Bench of the High Court, in its Ap¬ 
pellate Jurisdiction presided over by His Lordship 
the Chief Just lev. 

In a recent eoso tluur Lordships of the Tiivy 
Couuoil havo deolnrcd a trill to bo a test amenta i \j 
trust. And what is a wiraya —nothing more nor 
less tliuu the principle of prop jn tho language 
of antiquity. In a modern version it would bo 
analogous to trust.* 

Hero ia an illustration from tho Voda : — 

“While distributing” [manifold gifts] “tho 
holy son of Atri grew tired nud dispatched mes¬ 
sengers to finish the distribution.” 

j In the metaphorical language of the East, might 
not tired Atri be likened to a h<mso loaning to 
one side from luck of support, and his messengers, 
to a prop ? A trust answers the purposes of a 
prop. 

Would not the same principle apply to tho nu¬ 
merous and varied wants of Society ? 

Tho primary import and siguifieauoo of the word - 
inhorilauco is derived “not from pa rim I a go but 
from previous births.”— Hardy. Merit and demerit, 
then, are tlm reul and original grounds of in¬ 
heritance. Menu and Jimidahnhanu do not ignore it. 
The former says “ For, in his passage to lUvu-xt, 
world, neither his father, nor his mother, nor his 
wife, nor his son, nor his kinsmen, will reman iu 
his company, his virtue alouo will adhere to him." 
Chap. 1th, versa 231. 

“ Single is eaoh man born ; single ho dies; single 
ha woeives tho regard 'of hi.* good, and singlo ihu 
pnnishmont of his evil deeds.” Ditto, verse 210. 

Basidea tho relation of heir, that of friendship 
(of considerable prominence) should be taken into 
account. By a fiction of Indian usage friend¬ 
ship yields not to presentation. Vide Chinese Tiiad 
Society for instance on this head.

PROPOSED UNIVERSITY PRO FESSO US BIPS 
IN MADRAS. 

(Madras Times.) 

Loud Karina has raa<lo a proposal which has 
for its object to convert the Madras University fffra 
a simple examining body into a teaching one. He 
proposes to create five University Professorships— 
(1) for Architecture,' Civil Engineering and Mecha¬ 
nics ; (2) fox Natural Philosophy and Chemistry ; 
(8) History and Belles Iiettres; (4) Astronomy 
(6) Daw, with the obligation of delivering lectures 
on these subjects. His Lordship calculates that 
the total cost of this establishment would be £4,100 
per annum. He would give Us. 1,000 a month to 
eaoh of the three professors of Architecture, Na¬ 
tural Philosophy, and History, and he would give 
ad honorarium of £200 a year to the Government 
astronomer for delivering lectures ns Professor of 
Astronomy, and oue of £:)ftt) to the gentleman who 
would devote ft portion of his time to lecturing on 
law. As, however, tho professorship of architec¬ 
ture would bo held by tho principal of the Engi- 
neering College, his present salary would have 
to be deducted from the proposed salary of 1U. 1,000 
n mouth, and as the law professorship would simply 
be a transfer from the Presidency College, the £860 
allowed for that ohair would not be a now charge. 
In oommnnioating his minute to his colleagues, 
Lord Napier expressly guarded against its being 
thought to embody u definitive scheme: it was 
merely a suggestion upon which he invited com¬ 
ment. His chief object, he said, was to “ give a 
new impetus to higher study, and to rouse a more 
generous nnd disinterested intellectual movement 
in this Presidency than at present exists.” 

Both of Lord Napier’s colleagues concurred with 
him in thinking the creation of University pro¬ 
fessorships “ desirable,” but they both took a view 
pf how this should be done a good deal different 
from that of his Lordship, Mr. Phillips does not 
pee tho deed of a professor of architecture^ and 
Mr. Arbuthnot strongly recommends a professor¬ 
ship of Sanscrit. But it is from Mr. Powell, the 
Director of Public Instruction, that we get an ex¬ 
haustive analysis of the eoheme. That gentleman 
points out that the project of attaching professor¬ 
ships to the University is not authorised by the 
act of incorporation, and would require speoial 
authorisation by the higher authorities. The Pre¬ 
sidency and Provincial Colleges have been specially 
established to enable students to purtne the course 
of studies required for University degree#; and 
if univorsity professors are. appointed, there will 
<be two sets of men both discharging the tame du¬ 
ties and both paid out of the same purse. “ Suoh 
an arrangement,” he aoye, *' would involve f» 
unnecessary expenditure of money, and this at a 
jtfme when fund* are much wanted for peculiarly 
pressing objects. I regard University Proifee®#§ 
as a speoies of instructional luxury, belonging to 
an advanced gftga of literary and scientific culture; 
and, though a time may oome when oinaam*tanoee 
will justify their provision, It appears to me that 
the time haa not only not arrived, but that it i» not 
oven near at hand.” Then again, in Mr. Powell’s 
opinion, lectures art not suited to the Hindoo 
mind—they require teaching rather thaii lectur¬ 
ing ; and the Blreotor doubts whether the Senate 
of the Madras University is enited to exercise con¬ 
trol over a body of professors, lu itwtt, Mr. 
Powell throws aoonsiderabie amount of odd water 
upon ths general scheme. 

In examining the proposal iq detail thoDirector 
has strong objection# to urge egftinet *f$y point, 
llo thinks that architecture Is a branch ef civil 
, .engineering with whichth* University has nothing 
to d% and which ought to tfe taught in the Engi¬ 
neering College, He doesn’t |uiteund«rsfcau4 whet 
a professor of "natural philosophy” vroul^b* celled! 
upon to teach, end he think* that students eve 
instructed in the different branches ®f natural ; 
philosophy nt the Presidency College nature effec¬ 
tually than they could be by e single professor et 


the University. Mr. Powell holds that the instruc¬ 
tion in English literature given in that College is 
high enough to meet the wants of all except an 
extremely small number, and he thinks the pro¬ 
posed professorship of English literature or Belles- 
Lettres “altogether unnecessaryTho choir of 
astronomy is found to be of little value even at 
Cambridge, and at Madras it would be altogether 
superfluous. With cruel satire, the Director adds 
his opinion that the kind of teaching in astronomy, 
best suited to the capacities of the candidates, could 
be given by meAua of a magic lantern ; and, as he 
gravely remarks, tire manipulation of that instru¬ 
ment would bn MJncnth tho dignity of n JJniversity 
and a Professor of Astronomy l As for tho lew 
professorship, it may as well he retained iu con¬ 
nexion with tho Presidency College as he trans¬ 
ferred to the University; nnd so with the Sanscrit 
professorship. 

Mr. Powell shows that for all practical purposes, 
the Presidency College serves the objects Bought 
as well ns they ore likely to bo served by estab¬ 
lishing new professorships. It is always a pity 
when a promising scheme collapses; but we fancy 
tho Director’s letter has pricked tho pretty bubble 
that Lord Napier’s love of culture had led him 
to blow for us. The matter has been referred jo 
the Senate of the University (or their opinion, but 
we hardly think anything that can be said on the 
subject will outweigh Mr. Powell’s opinion and 
the argument* by whioh it is supported.

Subordinate Executive Service and not of 
the Non-Regulation Commissions of the Lower 
Provinoes. This arrangement being obviously 
anomalous, and it being desirable to improve the 
position -of the Officers employed in the adminis¬ 
tration of these Pergunnabs, the Bengal Govern¬ 
ment proposed the incorporation of tlffis© Officers 
in the Commission of the Non-Regulation Provinoes 
of Bengal, by the abolition of ten appointments 
in thcr Subordinate Executive Servioe, and tho ad¬ 
dition of the same number of Extra Assistant 
Commissioners, at a net aggregate additional charge 
of Rs, 6,000 per annum. The Government of 
Tndia has sanctioned the additional charge. 

— Tho Government of India has sanctioned an 
arrangement by which the expenses incurred in 
transferring siok children from the Roman Ca¬ 
tholic Orphanages at Agra to the Branch Institu¬ 
tions at Mussoorie and Simla for the benefit of their 
health, will, on the first oooavion, be defrayed by 
Government 

— As a special case, the Government of India 
has sanctioned an additional expenditure of Rs. 
390 per mensem for the conversion of the High 
School at Mirzapore into a first olass Zillah School. 
The High School was originally established by 
fund# raised by the inhabitants * 6f Mirzapore, with 
a grant-in-aid from Government of Rs. 250 per 
mensem, which has therefore been found sufficient 
to maintain it as an Institution for elementary in¬ 
struction. But ciroumstanoea having sinoe altered, 
and it being desirable to raise the status of the 
Institution by the appointment of a well qualified 
European Head Master, the Local Government 
supported the application of the Looal Committee 
at Mirzapore for additional aid from the Govern¬ 
ment of India, whioh has boon given as a special 
ease, the Government of India being averse to 
keeping up a Zillah School on such an expensive 
soul# in every district.

—Wo learn from the Delhi Gazette that owing 
to the inolcmency of tho weather during the Dur¬ 
bar week at Lahore, the Shalamar fete that was to 
have taken place on Wednesday night tho 17th, 
was postponed to Friday, tho 19th Maroh. The 
oonsequenoo was one day’s detention of tho Ameer 
at Lahore longer than was originally intended. 
Hie Highness therefore only reached Umritsuron 
the 20th, remained thete to the 21ut, and started 
for Jullundhur on the 22adftravelling to the Beeas, 
and thence by oarriuge to Jullundhur, Loodeeoua 
would thus be reached only on the 23rd, and Ura- 
balla on the 24th. It has been arranged thst a 
special train shall be organized at Kana-ko- 
Seraee, twenty-five miles from Loodeeana, so that 
His Highness and suite will be saVed forty-five 
miles of road travelling. 

—In the House of Commons Sir Stafford North- 
oote asked the Under-Seorstary of State for India 
wbat arrangement had boen made with reference 
to the scholarships recently established by the Go¬ 
vernment of India fur natives of that oountry desir¬ 
ous of prosecuting their studies in Englaud ; itnd 
whether there were any papers on the subject which 
he oonld Icy upon the table. 

Mr. Grant Duff said tho subject was still under

it were in a complete form they would be laid upott 
the table. The House would probably be interested 
to know that the first competitive scholarship con¬ 
ferred by the Government of India had been gained 
by a young native of Assam, and the Government 
have just been informed that he was expected to 
arrive in England in a few days. 

—Mr. Stacpoole asked tho Uuder-Secretary of 
State for India whether ho had any objection to lay 
upon the table nil the papers connected with tho 
deposition of the Nnwab of Tank; a copy of tho 
Nawab’s application for permission to leave Benares, 
bis present place of exile, for the purpose of visiting 
England, together with the grounds upon which 
the late governor-general refused suoh application; 
and whether he had any objection to lay upon tho 
table the letter of Professor Syed Abdoolah, dated 
the 19th of January last, offering remarks on the 
subject of native Indian servants and other# 
brought from India to England, and who were 
frequently ther#fter found destitute in the streetw 
of London; andjnho to explain under what circum¬ 
stances the resolution of the Bombay Government* 
dated the llthvof February, 1846, and whioh re¬ 
quired that any 1 one bringing Asiatic or African 
servants to Kufope should deposit certain sums of 
money in the Government Treasury as a guarantee 
for the safe return of the said servants, bad been 
repealed. 

Mr. Grant Duff hsd no objection to produce tho 
papers connected with tho Nawab’s deposition, but 
the papers connected with his application to leave 
Benares had not yet been received from India. 
With regard to the latter part of the question, ho 
bad to say that the resolution of the Bombay Go¬ 
vernment alluded to was not found of much practical 
use; but it wan a fact that the Oriental vagrants in 
the streets of London were not generally dismissed 
servants, hut adventurers or suitors who had cora°> 
hero on their own t uooonnt. The whole of this 
subject, however, wob of importance, and was re¬ 
ceiving atteutiou. 

—Mr. Bilko naked tho Under-Secretary of Slate 
for India whether it was trno that tho Governor- 
General of India was to reside at Simla during tha 
greater portion of tho present year, and whether, 
if this was the osse, it was tho intention of her 
Majesty’s Government to remove tho nominal seat

Mr. Grant Duff said the Government bad received 
no information as to whether tho Gonornor-General 
proposed to reside any part of the year at Simla ;

SIR ALEXANDER GRANT ON COL- 
LEGE EDUCATION IN INDIA. 

We have reprinted at leujjjfth the open¬ 
ing and the o including Rations of Sir 
Alexander Grant’s letter to, Sir Stafford 
Northcoto on the subject el Educational 
administration in India. Ih the latter 
portion of his letter he deals with the 
several educational establishments already 
existing, including Primary, Middle-class, 
and College Education; and he propose 
certain improvements in theii* organisation 
with a view to their farther development 
and increased efficiency. 

With reference t« the higher education, 

(on whioh it is our purpose noW to speak) 
the substance of what he recoin,m* n d*. ***? 
be reduced to two proposition!; first that 
it is tho duty of Government openly and 
avowedly to toko upon itself the entire res¬ 
ponsibility of the higher education, both 
iu furnishing the necessary means for its 
support and in seouring competent officers; 
second that the rules and conditions ,-bf 
Educational Service should be pUeed on a 
level with those of the Covenanted Civil 
Service. Neither of these two propositions 
are entirely new, though they have uot yet 
been as distinctly recognized as they should 
be.

Missionaries, os a class, are not competent 
to give the high mental training and secu¬ 
lar culture whioh tho natives of India are 
capable of receiving. The Friend of India, 
iu speaking of the Government officers, 
says that "some of them are incompetent.” 
In the blindness of his zeal he forgets that 
this statement, if true of the Government 
officers, must apply muoh more forcibly to 
the Missionaries whom he makes his pa¬ 
ragons of excellence. If an educational 
officer, who has received a high University 
training, and has been Appointed to liis post 
by the Secretary bf State,—and more espe¬ 
cially suoh an officer as would be invited 
to en!er and remain in the Service by the 
means recommended by Sir Alexander 
Grant,—should in some oases prove to he 
unequal to his work; what must a mission¬ 
ary be, who is very rarely a man of a high 
stamp of intellect, and whose very calling 
deters him from devoting himself exclusively 
and zealously to the pursuit of secular 
knowledge,—the only knowledge whioh in 
the present cane is wanted? Perhaps it 
might be possible here and there to select 
individuals out of the whole missionary body 
who would be found to be as competent to 
impart the highest seculartrainiog as an 
average Government officer. But these arc 
exceptions *aiid Government would not be 
jttatifisiBh relying upon the chance of find- 
ing tbem. The work required Sd fat tb* 
important to he left to any Such: ehanoqor 
uncertainty.

Clmraka, Susruta, and others, will ever re¬ 
main famous in the annals of the history 
of soienoe. The Indians of the preseut 
day are (ho descendants of these men; and 
every year tends more and more to show 
that in point of natural ability they are not 
unworthy of their ancestors. It is mani¬ 
festly the duty of a Government, which 
professes to rule for the benefit of its sub¬ 
jects, to do full justice to the capabilities of 
the native intellect, and to provide our 
Indian colleges with a competent and high- i 
ly-trained instructive staff by conferring |>Wa ha va to 
such rules upon the Educational Service, as 
shall induce some of the best men in the 
English Universities not only to enter the 
Service but to remain in it. If Govern¬ 
ment wishes us to respeoi the system which 
it provides, and to value morpl foroo aud 
intellectual attainments above the mere 
possession of political power, it should set 
ua tha example of doing so by placing its 
educational arrangements on tbo same level 
of dignity vrad importance as its Fiscal and 
Political; and so finish and bring to per¬ 
fection the system which it has so well com¬ 
menced, for the regeneration of native 
society and the revival of our national 
greatness. v

But in .very many oases it turns out 
that the wily eo-called creditor gets the paper 
bought in his victim's name and the vendor unwit¬ 
tingly abets the forgery. How can this be checked. 
I should suggest that, not only the name of the 
purchaser but his age, stature, nud complexion 
should be put down. The endorsement should stand 
thus—A. B. of villugo C. f). purchases the paper 
for suoh a purpose. His complexion fair, stature 
middle, age 34. Will the Revenue Board take up 
this suggation ?

Q. Is every eort of property liable to attach¬ 
ment and eale in execution of a decree t If not 
what are the exeeptiom. 

Section 205 of the Civil Procedure Code enu¬ 
merates lands, houses &o., &o. and concludes with 
the remarkable words “ and all other property 
whatsoever moveable or immoveable. 1 * Now if 
•very sort of property was meant why did the 
legislature take the trouble of enumerating a few P 
If only those that are enumerated were meant and 
the dootrine of ejutdem genone were to apply why 
•uoh strong language at the conclusion. Again if 
no other property save and exoept that named .oould 
be sold many sorts of property'would escape e, g. 
oattle. On the other hand if every eert of pro¬ 
perty be meant even a man’s apparel would not be 
safe. Section 218 exoepts the necessary wearing 
apparel of himaelf and bis family and tha imple¬ 
ments of his trade, How then oan Section 205 
include every thing ?I am inclined to limit the sig¬ 
nification of Section 205.

Right Honourable Sir,— Having been permit¬ 
ted by the Government of Bombay to resign the 
oilioe of Director of Publie Instruction In that 
Presidency, I venture, very humbly, to lsy before 
you a few snob general observations on the work¬ 
ing of the Educational Department, as eould not 
with propriety have been introduced in my annual 
Reports, or otherwise submitted to Government 
during my tenure of office. 

During my experience of nine years In India, 
and especially in Western India, as Educational 
Inspector, Professor, Principal of a College, and 
Director of JPnblio Instruction, I have been more 
and more struck by the good sense •evinced by the 
natives in neoepting the system of instruction which 
has been introduced in accordance with the Des¬ 
patch of 1854. This system, while secular in 
name, and in ..reality free from all proselytising 
aims, is at the same time imbued throughout with 
the spirit of Christian morality ; and it has always 
appeared to me that the natives of India indivi¬ 
dually make an advance in probity and moral worth 
—and, I May add, in loyalty to the British Govern¬ 
ment—In direct ratio to their profloienoy ns scholars 
in the Governmental or aided sohools and oolleges. 

In the meanwhile, the aystem, free as it ie from 
all denominational diffioultiea, and all suspicion of 
ulterior motive, is more and more acceptable to 
the people, who every day tee more clearly the 
advantages whiob education opens to them. 

• * • • • 

Great hne already been the success of the Edu¬ 
cational Departments in India. But the time has 
now come, when, by Utilising the experience of 
the past, fresh organisation might be introduced 
with every prospect of the meet fruitful result*. 
In the Presidency of Bombay the great question 
of* Primary Education for the cultivating class, 
who constitute the mass of the population, has 
been solved by the introduction of the looal ossa 
under the government of Sir Bartle Frere. My 
annual reports for the three past years sufficiently 
indicate the entire aueoesa of this measure, in 
providing primary sohools, in calling out local 
action, and in actually bringing the children of the 
cultivators nndcr instruction, The local cess con¬ 
sists of n levy of one additional anna for roads and 
schools on aaoh rupee of the land-tax. Hitherto 
two-thirds of the product of this cels have been 
devoted to mde and other local public work*, and 
only one-third hat been given to education. As 
the first outlay on roads is the principal thing, 
whereas the expense of sohools tends year by year 
rather toWi crease than diminish, I think that Go¬ 
vernment might fairly be asked to gradually shift 
the distribution of the looal oess, So as by degrees 
to allot ontt-half only to roads and one-half to 
village sohools. If this is done, primary education 
iu the Bombay Presidency will be sufficiently pro¬ 
vided, for.many years to acme, and the imperial 
grant might be entirely withdrawn from this head 
of thqEdnoatlonal Budget. 

When we oome to Secondary Education wf; arrive 
*t the great Reid for the graut-iu-aid sjetem. Ac# 
cording to my experienoe^the aidid Jnstitutione 
in India neither succeed well in primary nor in 
higher instruction. It is in Aogb-veraaonlar or 
middle-elase education in which they do most, 
both aa to quantity and quality. Without in the 
least wishing to restrict grants to middle-class 
schools alone, 1 ahouldexpect that practically the 
tnaiit balk of the aided institutions will be fottud 
fobs of this slats, and I would with to see full 
scope given to them with the one stipulation that 
tpe grant* from Government should be swarded 
on the system of payment for result*, at now suc- 
osaefully practiced id the Bombay Presidency. 
There thoutd be in wmliiiideoka one Government 
AnglwVeftmeutar sotmbLOf j the first grade ; but, 
tiwee, :ge^;^»niijerted nlmoft entireli

higher edooatlon for the. people of Indie, It will 
not be provided at all j eecaud, because Govern¬ 
ment bee the strongest political interest la intro- 
ducing and in supervising higher education. The 
case is one of compact between a highly-oiviltaed 
and a comparatively uncivilised race. Higher 
education emulate of the literature and science* 
of the oivilized race, nod most come from that 
rooe, and not from the uncultivated natlvee. It 
must be introduced and fostered/ therefore,gitber 
by the Government or by private (European) in¬ 
dividuals or bodies,—in a word, by the missiou- 
aries. But the alms of the‘missionaries are not 
purely educational, but religious alio, and there¬ 
fore one might attticifvte that tb#y would—and 
experience shows tliAt they l!o—ooaflne themselves 
to something short of the highest secular culture 
of the netivee, and devote thenuelVea accordingly 
to middle-class instruction. The care and the 
cost of higher education devolves, therefore, natur¬ 
ally, upon the Government. And the cost need 
not be excessive if, aa above suggested, it be res¬ 
trained within a financial limit, bearing a very 
moderate proportion to the revenues of the State. 

I need hardly have referred to (exoept that It eeeme 
to be entirely ignored) the interest that Government 
has in providing and supervising the higher edu¬ 
cation of the people of India. The multiplication 
of native aewepapers, and the eagerness with which 
they are read, are at present most remarkable phe¬ 
nomena. These newspapers are the produot of the 
pupils of sohools end oolleges; and it is only by 
training these pupils* minds to correot methods 
of reasouiog, and by imbuing them with pure 
literature, and the lessons of History, Political 
Economy, and Jurisprudence, that we oan hope to 
gradually create a sound native opinion in tha 
country. Under these ciroumstanoes, I have al¬ 
ways been surprised at the objections constantly 
made by the Government of India to even a moder¬ 
ate increase of the stafi of professors in the 
Bombay Presidency. Continental Governments 
understand better the political importance of look¬ 
ing after the higher teaching of the people; 
and in Prussia, as is well known, every high 
school and college is directly under the super¬ 
vision of tha State. In India, it appears to me, 
that the mors widely the class of half-eduoated 
natives increases, the more dangerous will it be¬ 
come not to provide that a due proportion of 
them shall have reosived a really liberal education. 

Oonnooted with higher instruction, I would 
hams also Special Instruction, as devolving, from 
rsaaons of expediency, upon the State. Sohoole . 
fat Medicine, Engineering, Agriculture,. Industrial 
J|tfs, and the Art of Teaching (Normal schools), 
cannot be expected as yet to be provided at pri- 
yatt cost* and they might well be regarded by 
Government as reproductive institutions,' calcula¬ 
ted to develop the resources of the wintry, and

It was only 
the other day that the Government bare 
had to borrow a sum of money et a high 
rate of iuterest, when for ell they knew, 
there was a large sam .lying idle in the 
hands of the Secretary of State or else 
employed at a very low rate of interest* 1 * 
We are thankful to Hr* Sullen for having 
drawn the^ attention of the Council and 
the publio generally to this Tory important 
subject, but’ wa are at a loss to know 
whether Mr. BoUeu ia in jest dr in earnest 
in speaking of every filling in the hands 
of the Secretary of State being properly 
expended on India. Surely Mr* Bnllen 
oauuot have forgotten the Hall in honor 
of tho . Viceroy of Egypt. We do not 
know how many such jobberies have been 
perpetrated at tbe expense of the Indian 
tax-payer. 

In all matters of Indian expenditure, 
the Secretary of State for IndU is an 
autocrat. Tho only power which oan con¬ 
trol him is Hie British JEjkuliament, nnd the 
utter iudiflvrenco of the British Parlia¬ 
ment to Iudian affairs is notorious. Speak¬ 
ing of the premonitory Symptom 3 of the 
outbreak between Great Britain and Ameri¬ 
ca, Burke sarcastically observed that a 
robbery at Hcttrtslow Heath cxcitc3 far 
Snore interest than the riots which threaten 
to dissever an empire. This utter indiffer¬ 
ence to the interests of tho Colonies oud 
dependencies of Great Britain which was 
jto much censured by Burke is still one of 
lifte remarkable characteristics of the Bri¬ 
tish Parliament. M Indian debates/* says a 
Saturday Reukwdr, ‘'appear to be richly 
endowed with a centrifugal force which 
scatters Parliamentary atoms to the West 
Bad.** A Private Bill interests the mem¬ 
bers far more keenly than the Indian 
Budget which it too Often delivered to 
en$ty benches. 0o long as an Indian sub-

PERSONAL ASSISTANTSinP TO THE 
COMMISSIONER OF RUItDWAN. 

Thk post of Personal * Assistant to the 
Commissioner of Burdwan has been vacant 
for a long time and we have boon surprised 
that nobody has yet been appointed to it 
permanently. Mr. Buckland has kept one 
of his Deputy Magistrates in temporary 
charge of his office; but as this officer be¬ 
longs to the fourth Grade of the Subordinate 
Executive Service it is not the intention of 
Government we understand to keep him 
in his present post long. Mr. Buckland 
is therefore looking out for a qualified 
person from among the lower grades of 
the Servioe. The order of Government 
on the subject is that none but members 
of the Subordinate Executive Service of a 
particular grade % . e. those only that 
are or have been Deputy Magistrates 
and Deputy Collectors of the fifth or sixth 
grade are eligible for Personal Assistant- 
ships. Whether this is a good rule or not 
those only can say that have passed it; but 
we think it ought to be ohanged if the 
Government means to secure the services of 
able and talented men. The duties of a 
Personal Assistant as far as we are aware 
are of a purely olerioal nature. He is not 
required to pass orders or decide cases but 
merely to draft ordinary letters and reports 
and exercise a sort of general supervision 
ovor the ofiioo establishment. This being 
the case it is perfectly immaterial we think 
from what Department of the service the 
Personal Assistant is takon, so he bo a 
porson of industrious habits possessed of 
strong common sense and good writing 
powers with some knowledge of office busi¬ 
ness. It is a mistake to suppose that a 
good Deputy Magistrate or Deputy Collec¬ 
tor is necessarily a good Personal Assistant 
or vice versa. The duties of -the two are 
not iadentioal in character. The one has to 
deal with Letters and Reports and help the 
Commissionner in his correspondence. The 
other has to pore over the Penal Code and 
Rent Laws and decide oases. We therefore 
fail to see why the Rule was made at all 
or being made how it has stood so long. 
It is oertainly very desirable that it should 
be modified if not ohanged altogether. We 
have no objection to Deputy Magistrates of 
the lower Grades being appointed as Per¬ 
sonal Assistants if they are found suffi¬ 
ciently qualified; but we think Commis¬ 
sioners ought also to* have the power of 
nominating to such posts men who have 
not been Deputy Magistrates or Deputy 
Collectors who by reason of their abi¬ 
lities or suo$ty* in other Departments are 
in the ppiatott of Commissioners found 
worthy and deserving and are likely to do 
honor to tueh poets. This is the more 
neoessary as thorp may be meritorious and 
experienced ^nnda In the Commissioner’s 
own office whom ' it ^would neither be fair 
nor just to deprive aftera long service of 
their .claims , to * promotion by showing 
preference toX'Spen less deserving and less 


experienced as new Deputy Magistrates or 
Deputy Collectors generally arc. Mr. 
Buckland is an old officer of high standing 
and ability and will doubtless see tho jus¬ 
tice and expediency of the course we 
recommend. 


II. 

A LAW OF PRIMOGENITURE AND 
ENTAILS FOR INDIA. 

We have said that Baboo Isshur Chunder 
Ghosal is trying to introduce bore what 
the greatest thinkers and ft© ablest jurists 
of Europe have condemned as a barbarous 
relio of feudalism. Let us cite what these 
great thinkers say on the subject 6f primo¬ 
geniture and entails. 

After remarking that primogeniture had 
its use in feudal times, Adam Smith pro¬ 
ceeds to obsorve:—“Laws • frequently con¬ 
tinue in force long after the circumstances 
which first gave occasion to them and which 
alono could render them reasonable are no 
more. In tho present state of Europe, the 
proprietor of a single acre of land is as 
perfectly secure iu his possession &9 tho 
proprietor of a hundred thousand. 

“Tho right of primogeniture, however, still 
continues to bo respected ; and as of all ins¬ 
titutions it is the fifctost to support tho pride 
of family distinctions, it is still likely to 
euduro for many centuries. In every other 
respect, nothing can be more oontrary to 
the real intorest of a numerous family than 
a right which in order to onrush one beggars 
all the rest of the children.” Wealth of 
Nations, Book III. ohapter II. • 

Of entails the same distinguished thinker 
speaks as follows “When great landed es¬ 
tates were a sort of principalities, entails might 
not be unreasonable. Like what are oalled 
the fundamental laws of some monarchies, 
they might frequently hinder the security of 
thousands from being endangered by the 
caprice or extravag&noo of one man. But 
iu the present state of Europe when small 
ds well as great estates derive their security 
from the laws of their country, nothing 
can be more completely absurd. They are 
founded upon the most absurd • of all sup¬ 
positions, the supposition, that overy suc¬ 
cessive generation of men have not an 
equal right to tho Earth and to all that it 
possesses; but that tho property of the 
present generation should ho restrained 
and regulated aooording to tho fancy of 
those who died perhaps fivo hundred years 
ago.” Wealth of Nations, Book III. Ohap¬ 
ter II. 

The following is the opiuion of Mr. John 
Stuart Mill:—“ Unless a strong caso of I 
social utility can be made out for primogeni¬ 
ture, it stands sufficiently condemned by tho 
general principles of justice; being a broad 
distinction in tho treatment of one person and 
of another, grounded solely on accident. 
There is no need therefore to make out any 
oaso of economical evil against primogeniture* 
Such a case however and a very strong one 
may be made. It is a natural effect of 
primogeniture to make the landlords a needy 
class. The object of the institution or cus¬ 
tom is to keep the land together in largo 


masses and this it commonly accomplishes; 
but the legal proprietor of a large domain 
is not necessarily the bona fide owner of tho 
whole income which it yields. It is usually 
oharged in each generation with provi¬ 
sions for the other children. It is often 
oharged still more heavily by tho imprudent 
expenditure of tho proprietors. From such, 
causes as these in almost- all countries of 
groat landowners, tho majority of landed 
estates are deeply mortgaged, and instead 
cf having capital to spare for improvements, 
it requires nil the increased value of land 
oaused by a rapid increase of the wealth 
and population of the country to preserve 
the class from being impoverished ” Pritf 
cipks of Political Economy. Book V. Chap¬ 
ter IX. 

Mill’s condemnation of Entails is still 
more emphatio. 

“ Tho economical evils arising from this 
disposition of property were partly cf the 
same kind, # partly different, but on the whole 
greater than those arising from primogeni¬ 
ture alone. The possossor could not now 
win his successors, but bo could still win. 
himself: he was not at all more likely thau 
in tho former case to have tho means 
neoessary for improving tho property. It 
may bo added that tho heir of entail being 
assured of succeeding to the family pro¬ 
perty, however undeserving of it and being 
aware of this from his earliest years, has 
much more thau tho ordiuary chances of 
growing up idle, dissipated and profligate.” 
Principles of Political Economy , Book V. 
Ohapter IX. * 

Tho children of our landed aristo-’ 
cracy have already temptations en¬ 
ough to grow up idle and dissipated. 
It would be wrong to increase those temp¬ 
tations by introducing the system of entails.' 
Professor Fawcett and Professor Newman 
oondomn primogeniture and entails quite 
as strongly as Smith and Mill. As far as 
we are aware the only political economist 
of note who defends primogeniture is Mr. 
M.’Oulloch. According to this writer, pri¬ 
mogeniture “inspires the younger children 
with an enorgy and vigour which they could 
not otherwise feel. It raises universally the 
standard of oompeteuco and gives new force 
to the spriugs which set industry in motion.” 

That the younger children being left 
to shift for themselves must work harder 
and moro vigorously than they would 
otherwise do must be admitted by every 
candid man. But is this a sufficient ground 
to beggar them? Mr. M’Culloch has been 
so ably refuted by Mill that we need ouly 
refer the reader to the Uttor’B famous 
Chapters on the law* of inheritance. We 
have not spaoo enough for long extracts. 

Though Mr. M’Culloch u a great advocate 
of primogeniture, ho condemns entails ns 
strongly as any thinlcer we have ever seen. 
After admitting all that could bo urged iu 
favour of entails he proooeds to obsorve ;— 
“Every unprejudiced observer must at 
the same time admit that by fostering the 
growth of dissolute habits in the heirs of 
entails, by locking up property in the hands 
of those who would be glad to dispose of if. 
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by fettering, the application of capital to 
land, and multiplying tho sjurces of litiga¬ 
tion, it must have been very decidedly 
prejudicial”. WCulloch'ts Edition of Smith'*

TIIIS SCHOOLMASTER ABROAD. 

Though the education imparted to oar 
yoaug men be not very sound in its nature, 
as has been more than onoe hinted in these 
columns, yet we cannot refrain from admir- 
ing the strenuous efforts made for its exten¬ 
sion into regions hitherto unvisited by 
the light of knowledge, and to orders of 
people so long living totally beyond its 
reach. The officers of the education depart¬ 
ment have penetrated thick jungles, tra¬ 
versed desolate wilds, and labored over hill 
tracts in the remotest corners of the Lower 
Provincesin their task of reclaiming their 
inhabitants from error and igrfbrance. At¬ 
tempts are being made to humanize by 
letters the Sonthals, Gar os, Kazans, Ca- 
ohnris, Rabhas and other tribes. The 
Hill population of Bengal so long forming 
a nucleus of ignorance and barbarism, 
has now a fair chance of .emerging from 
a state of moral and intellectual dark¬ 
ness. Missionary enthusiasm* baoked by a 
strong desire for conversion Ijias commenced 
the arduous work of civilization. Though the 
motive that creates this enthusiasm cannot 
be endorsed by our approbation, yet tho nu¬ 
merous benefits derived from these zealous 
efforts oauaot be gainsaid. Government has 
now come forward to lend valuable assist* 
auee, unrestrained by the usual rules of the 
grant-in-aid system, fliers are now in 
ibe Xhasiya And Jamtiya Hills m less than 
sixty-seven schools t - Mr. €larke, the Ins¬ 
pector of South-East Division,pays, ” they 
learn Khasiya and about bolfof them Eng¬ 
lish also: one or two of the soheols near the 
plains loam a little Bengali. In Arithmetic 
very little has bseu done/’ Bernal schools 
have boon established in the J?ill 
solely at the expense of the;' , .»tate.'.'.-f fii 
1865 four model soheols forGaros were 
sanctioned by Government.

THOUGHTS ON THE ECONOMICAL 
CONDITION OF BENGAL. 

Ir educated artizanboye get their heads 
turned and feel repugnance to practise the 
calling of their fathers, the sons of the 
tillers of the soil who are a olass inferior 
to the artisans in the social scale, cannot, 
when educated, do less. Whatever can 
with truth be predicated of the artisans 
ean with equal truth be predicated of the 
agriculturist. It is not attempted to 
maintain that agriculture is aoSordiiig to 
the conventional Opinions obtaining in our 
society, a nobler occupation than the call¬ 
ings of the artisans; these are all alike in 
disesteem. The mental vision Of the ma¬ 
jority of the native population it still ao 
obscured in seme points by old prejudices 
.that meanness and dishonor are assumed 
and supposed {d He where none such really 
exist. An erroneops hotion has found place 
in the mind* ^ our eeuntrjpep,. that atty

It may indeed be urged 
that agriculture, whether a mean or a res¬ 
ponsible occupation, is remunerative, while, 
in the present state and circumstances of 
Bengal, the callings of the weaver, the 
blacksmith Ac are not so. If the artizaos 
find—as they do really find their profession 
unreraunerative and therefore abandon them, 
their abandonment of their callings will not 
in any way be influenced b/ education but 
by other motives. On the whole, hre oonfess 
that as between thesa Wo classes tho onlti- 
vators of the soil And the artisans—we do 
not find any distinctive traits which oan 
establish that education would be advantage¬ 
ous to the one and mischievous to the other. 
The* remarks made by ‘Dr, Ohuokerbutty 
and Mr. Justioo Pbear ■;] the president of tho 
Social Soienoe Association deserve consider¬ 
ation. Dr. Ohuokerbutty remarks ? w India was 
in a transition state, and it might he truo 
that persons who were educated did not liko 
to pursue hereditary trades. But that was 
a consummation which many philanthro¬ 
pists desired, and if it were an evil, it must 
sooner or later oortcot itself. When people 
saw that the only effect of .crowding into 
government or other offices was to lower 
their emoluments, and that they could better 
employ their labor and capital in trades, they 
Would soon get over their reluctance aud fol¬ 
low occupations for profit, and not as heredi¬ 
tary professions. Popular education might 
destroy caste distinctions but that would be a 
gain to civilization and no loss to 
society.” The Hm’ble Mr. Phenr observed. 
f So long as education was a rare acquisition, a 
man would be naturally reluctant to go book 
into the, old family ways, aud to take up the 
occupations of those above whom he bad a 
right to* coastder himself elevated by culti¬ 
vation and acquirement. And therefore, 
pWfftaliy extended education- might be ex- 
'kb Bmww " the effeot which it is 
found te hhve cf beating down the wages of 
farmmk. ] Those pbtdinW Abe dis- 
tinction of; eauehtion^ <d«^k the business 
of the class ' : out rose and 
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and knowledge oapable of knowing the 
true nature of things. As the expected 
change® will not ojmo in oil at once but 
gradually and imperceptibly, there is no 
necessity of the eduoutinn of the lower orders 
remaining in abeyance until the consum¬ 
mation of our hopes takes place. Already 
the mist is cleaning away from the national 
fr mind, and unless we are sadly mistaken, 
within a quarter of a ceutury, Bengal will 
wear an aspeot that wpuld have the same 
relation to its as that which 

present Bengal bears toBngland. 

PLEAnERs‘ : Mfe ; 'MEEBTERS. 

Tun question of precedence between the 
vakeels and barristers of the High Court 
has been, as our readers already know, 
decided in favor of the latter. It cannot 
bo doubted that the barristers or© ip general 
far better trained and mure learned lawyers 
than the vakeels; but it is equally certain 
that there are sowe vakeels who are much 
better lawyers than many a bbr^eter. It 
is clear then that tbe queatoou of precedence 
cannot be decided splefy bn tbe ground of 
legal attainments,far in that case many of 
the vakeels wwh}d be without one word of 
objection entitled to precedence. The ques¬ 
tion moreover oannnot we thi»)c be fairly 
decided solely on the authority of the rule 
or rather custom whioh prevailed in this 
respect in the late Sadder Court or of tbe 
rule which the High Court has promulgated. 
In the late Sudder Court, barristers in¬ 
variably took precedence of tbe Vakeels ; 
but the weight and significance mfeioh ought 
to bo attached to this circumstance must 
bo determined by the fallowing considera¬ 
tions. In the first place, barristers who 
appeared in the Sadder Court were, if we 
mistake not, always men of a longer 
standing than tbe vakeels with whom they 
were joined. Consequently the practice 
which prevailed in the Sudder Court was 
not such a practice as could furnish a fitting 
precedent for the adjudication of a question 
like that which has beon just now raised. 
The present question is one botweon a seni¬ 
or vakeel and a junior barrister and, there¬ 
fore, no custom, wbioh does not comprehend 
at least one case of a junior barrister taking 
precedence of a senior vakeel, ought to be 
applied to its solution. Any such appli¬ 
cation, if at all warranted, must be made 
as strict as possible. Wesson by this to 
affirm that the only meaning which with 
respect to the question on band ought to be 
attached to. tbe custom of tbe Sudder Court 
is not that barristers as a olass took pre¬ 
cedence of tbe vakeels, but that senior 
barristers took precedence of junior vakeels. 
Iu the seoond place, it is particularly wor¬ 
thy of remark that those barristers who 
appeared in the Sudder Court invariably 
filed vakalutnamahs appointing and au¬ 
thorising them to plead on behalf of their 
clients. Nqw, this practice it seems to us 
' very materially effected tbe position of the 
barrister iq the Sudder Court. A barrister, 
as the Englifa law has if, fa * person who 
receives no fee and does* not consequently 
require any Written appointment to enable 
him to ploadpn behalf of bis client. The 
Sudder Cottftiv therefore, by making it ne¬ 
cessary for th© barrister to file vakalutna- 
mabs, materially changed tbe nature of 
his status and induced him to the position 
of a vakeel Two consequences fallow from 
this vieW of the ease. In the first place, 
if tbe Sufttfr^Cb^^ virtually

•' AU such advocates, . vakeels? and at¬ 
torneys-at-law shall be enrolled in this 
Court in tire same order a* that in which 
they wero enrolled id the said . Supreme and 
Sudder Courts respectively* and they dball 
respectively have the same rank and pre¬ 
cedence in this Court as they bad in tho 
said Supreme and Sudder Court” 

Now two distinct views, we are inclined 
to think* oan be taken of this rule, In ttie 
first place, agreeably to the interpretation 
we have given above we might take the 
words t( advocates of the Sudder Court" 
mentioned in the preceding rub > to mean 
the a vahela of the Sudder Court” and then 
this rule cannot in any way serve ns a 
guide in deciding the question which tho 
High Court has lately disposed of. Secondly, 
wo perfectly agree with a contemporary 
in thinking that the rule does not apply to 
vakeels and barristers who have joined the 
bar after the amalgamation of the Supreme 
and Sudder Courts into the High Court; 
and it is a very noteworthy fact ^hat tbe 
particular case which has given rise to the 
present question is one between a vakeel 
who commenced his practice in tho Sudder 
Court and a barrister who has joined tho 
bar after the amalgamation. 

It will perhaps be said that as the Lot- 
ters Patent maks some distinction between 
vakeels and barristers, the latter ought to 
have precedence of the former. It is true 
that According to Parliamentary enactments 
a barrister of five years* standing is eligible 
to tbe bench of the High Court, whilst a 
vakeel cannot be raised to that bench un¬ 
less his practice has extended over a period 
of 10 years. But this distinction, we be¬ 
lieve, is made simply beoause tbe barrister 
is a better trained lawyer than a Vakeql. 
It is worthy of remark, however, that the 
Lottors Patent do nut at once prevent a 
vakeel from becoming a judge of the High 
Court, which they would probably have 
done, if the status of the vakeel had been 
really less respeotablo than that of the bar¬ 
rister. The only difference, therefore, which 
seems to exist between vakeels and barris- 
ters is that the former aro not so learned m 
the latter. But as we have already shown 
that the question of precedence cannot bo 
deoided on the ground of difference of legal 
attainments, wo are disposed to think that 
the High Court has done serious injury to 
the vakeels by settliog the question in fa¬ 
vor of the barristers. 

The learned Chief Justice admits it to be 
an anomaly to allow a hgmster of two* 
years* standing to take precedence of a 
vakeel of 12 or 13 yearsi standing. But 
wo* think that the Chief Justioe was not 
very happy in tho suggestion which he 
made in order to remove this anomaly. He 
proposed to oonfor on throe or four leading 
vakeels the rank and title of adoomte . 
We think that by fur tho better course 
would have been to make a rule allowing 
a vakeel of five years* standing to take 
precedence of a barrister of one year’s 
standing. Such a rule would have boon 
exaotly mi the spirit of tho distinction made 
ip the Letters Patent between vakeels and 
barristers with regard to their respective 
eligibility to the Bench of the High Cmrt. 
We do not mean to say that tbe enaotment 
of some such rule would have been the 
best course whioh the High Court could 
adopt. Perhaps tho best course would 
have been to decide the question unqua¬ 
lifiedly on behalf of the vakeels. But j 
wo think that a tuIo of the nature we 
have described would have been less objec¬ 
tionable than the proposal whioh the learned 
Chief Justice made, inasmuch as it would 
not like the latter have seemod to imply 
the existence of any radical distinction be¬ 
tween the status of the vakeel and that, of 
the barrister. It seems to ns that the very 
ISSCtv ,of a barrister of two years* standing 
faking .precedence of a vakeel of 12 or 13 
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years’ standing appearing anomalous ought to 
be interpreted to mean that there is no radi¬ 
os! difference between the status of a vakeel 
and that of a barrister. For if any such 
radical difference had really existed, then 
the takiug of precedence by a bnrristcr of 
2 years* standing oier a vakeel of 12 yeais* 
standing ought no more to have appeared 
anomalous than the taking of precedence by 
a blister of 2 years* standing over u Zd~ 
ldlwCouri Pleader of 25 years’ standing. 
The anomaly is an anomaly simply because 
a vakeel of the High Court is inferior to a 
barrister in nothing but the umouut of his 
learning. Any other deficiency or inferi¬ 
ority could not have allowed of any weight 
being attached to experience and long stand¬ 
ing. We are glad that Bobu Unoocooi 
Oh under Mookerjea has refused the offer 
which the learned Chief Justice made to 
him, for wo are of opinion that if ho had 
accepted it ho would virtually have given 
up his point nud thereby precluded himself 
from appealing to the Privy Council.

Wk rnm.TSH elsewhere a report of tho 
roccediugs held at the last annual distri- 
ution of prizes to tho students of the sever¬ 
al educational institutions, male and female, 
at Konnuggur. They will bo acknowledged 
to bo very satisfactory. But we cannot let 
go tho speech of Mr. Hyiaud, tbe Deputy 
Magistrate of Scramporo who was present 
on the occasion, without one word of com¬ 
ment. Mr. Hyland is undoubtedly iu pos¬ 
session of tho opportunities that should 
enable him to form a tolerably accurate 
opinion of Bengalee litigants. J3ut when 
ho talks of the want of truth os tho great¬ 
est obstacle in the administration of jus:ico 
in this country, we tbinlc he strikes out 
into very deep water. The want of truth 
that is exhibited in our Courts is a result 
purely of the system which soils tho res¬ 
pectability of persons who may bo found 
within their preeinota. Tho magistracy 
does nothing to encourage tho resort of truth 
to their tribuuals. There is so much bul¬ 
lying from all sides that truth flics appalled 
from the presence of the grim Thouiis be¬ 
fore whom she is brought piuionod and pros¬ 
trated, aud perjury—professionally hired 
perjury, naturally takes up tbe abandoned 
grouud as business must proceed. Not long 
ago a principal Officer of Government of tho 
class to which Mr. Hyland belongs, nny of 
a superior class, was degraded for attempt¬ 
ing to save a felon by prevaricating evi¬ 
dence. It was scarcely fair therefore or 
even prudent in the Deputy Magistrato of 
Serampore to Assume that lying was a char¬ 
acteristic peculiar only to Bengalees and it 
was hardly deoorous in him to address a 
meeting in tkafc strain at which wero pro- 
sent at loast two Bengalee gentlemen who 
had had honorably filled the posts of mem¬ 
bers of tho Bengal Couucil. The less peo¬ 
ple prate about truth and honor, the more 
should we be iuolined to respect their own 
truth and honor. It is a well understood 
fact that those who waufc self-respect them- 
selve are ready wantonly to outrage tho 
selfrespect of ©there developed in that 
bright, holy form—national self-respect.

Bis shop became in 
later yeare a lounge foe old. Bombay residents who 
used often to drop in to have a talk with Jaffix, 
collect the gossip of the day, and hoar him relate 
some amusing anecdotes of his experienooe in 
England. Peaoe be to his ‘ashes I He was a

— The fiombay Gazette reports that the Maha¬ 
rajah of Travanc»re has been presented with an 
astronomioal telescope, the Maharajah of Vizia- 
nagram with a pair of Bohemian glass vases 
rose du harry, and Sir Salar Jung with a central 
fire, breach loading rifle. They were “distin¬ 
guished contributors” to the Paris Exhibition, nnd 
it is as much to reward them for their conduct, 
as to encourage others that those present* were 
made to ttya.

Mnonaronrn, of Calcutta, the 
Government of India, in the Public Works De¬ 
partment, have instructed nil local government* 
to haute tho mouths of every well in cantonments 
i»nd encamping grounds, the water of whioh is used 
for drinking purposes, olosed with a woodoii cover, 
to which a trap door is to bo affixed ; and this 
door must be opened only when water is to be 
drawn from the well. 

— The Cabool correspondent of the same journal 
reports that the following news from Bokhara was 
received by tho Governor through General Furra- 
moorz Khan : — 

The atm of tho King of Bokhara having fallen 
out with his father, went to Kurshee, and having 
collected about forty tliouaand troops marched 
against Bokhara to tight his father. The King, 
assisted by the Russians, marched out, aod there 
was hard fighting between tho troops somewhere 
near Kurshee. After a long engagement, the son 
of the King of Bokhara was defeated, the King 
gaining a decided victory. The son of the King 
fled towards Oorgnnge, while the King look pos¬ 
session of Kurshee. The Russians on making over 
Kurshee to the King, have ordered the fort and 
tho walls of the city which were damaged to be 
repaired. 

— The above writer states thirt the Governor of

— Tho Englishman states that ft well known 
junior Civilian of the Punjab is busy drawing 
up a digest of all tho papers relating to tho Ten¬ 
ancy Act. 

— Sir Richard Temple returned to Calcutta 
from Darjeeling on Sunduy last. He will preoeed 
to England Wd Bombay about the end of this 
woi k. 

Wkdkksday. Abril 14. 

— A Bombay paper states that His Imperial 
Royal Highness Archduke Raiuvr of Austria Has 
honored tho following' members of the Bombay 
Branch of tho Royal Asiatio Society by appointing 
them to be correspondents of the Imperial Royal 
Museum for Arts and Industry at Vienna, Of which 
the Archduke ie PatronReverend Dr. John 
Wilson, Dr. Bhau Dsjt, Consul A. C. Gumpert, 
and Professor F. fflelhnm of the Dwooau College, 
R.ioh of these gentlemen received a handsome 
Diploma, signed by Hie Imperial Highness. 

— The Pioneer says that Umballft has relapsed 
from its brief greatness into its normal intigui- 
flounoe. AIL the notabilities have gone. 

— We learn from a telegram dated the 9th 
Tustsnt that in the House of Commons on the 
uight of the 8th idem, Mr. Eastwiok postponed 
his motion relative to the Central AsUti question* 


upon nn appeal from Mr. Gladstone, who said a 
discussion upon the eubjeot would be inoppor¬ 
tune. 

Mr. Gladstone also stated that no engage¬ 
ment had been made by the Indian Government 
to pay an annual subsidy to ths Ameer of Afghan¬ 
istan ; and that very friendly communications 
had been exchanged with the Russian Government, 
but were not oonoladed. Mr. Gladstone stated 
that, as soon as a oonolusion was reached, he would 
oommunioate with the House. v 

— Aoooiding to the Madras Times the heat at 
Madras is now very great and the thermometer 
ranges higher every day, and worst of all, there 
are no *ig§s of those refreshing^ April showers 
whioh usually come down at the season. 

— We regret to learn from tho Amrito Bazar 
Potrika that cholera is raging in Jessore. The 
Magistrate and the Distriot Superintendent of 
Polioe are distributing medicines. Our contem¬ 
porary says much good can he effected if the local 
authorities leaving off their prejudices distribute 
Rubini's Camphor Tinoture instead of Cholera 
Pills and stimulant mixture. 

Thursday, April 15. 

— Tn the House of Commons on the 5th Ultimo 
when it was moved that the resolution ns to the 
supplementary estimate for the Abyssinian ex¬ 
pedition be agreed to, Mr, Alderman Lusk wished 
to take the opportunity of Impressing on the 
Government the necessity of having more speedy 
and satisfactory accounts from India. Merohants 
having ships in India found no difficulty in aom- 
mnnioating with them by telegram and giving direc¬ 
tions as to what cargoes they should bring home. 
n« could not, therefore, oomprehend the peeuliar 
difficulty of oommunioating with the Government of 
India with respect to these matters of acoonnt. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer ought really to be 
able to tell them ft little more of this supplemental 
estimate than he bad done. Those who bad ex¬ 
perience in business oould not understand these 
difficulties. There was another point whioh was 
not mentioned last night and which he must im¬ 
press on the Government. The Foreign-office 
should not send Consuls to places where they were 
not wanted—(a Uugh)—and they could not be 
too oareful in their selection of those they did send, 
for many of them were very peouliar men, and 
we were responsible for them. He hoped they had 
now heard the last of the Abyssinian affair. It 
was all very well to talk of the honour and glory 
of the expedition, and of •* the banner of St. 
George floating on the mountains of RaBselas 
but the taxpayers of this oountry had to pay 
rather heavily for It all. (“ Hear,” and a laugh.) 

The Chanoellor of the Exchequer was sorry he 
oould not give the hon. Gentleman any further 
information on this subject than he had stated last 
evening. He Was not Chanoellor of the Exchequer 
for Tndia—(a laugh)—and had no official pecuniary 
relations with India. He had neither been able 
to extract from the India Government any aoeonnt, 
nor any aooount why they did not render one. 
(A laugh.) 

* The motion was then agreed to.

— Mr. William Tayler was arrested on Tues¬ 
day last, for writing oertain letters published in 
the Englishman. The Chief Justioe and Mr. 
Justioe Dwarkanauth Mitter having taken their 
eeats, Mr. Tayler was brought up in oustody and 
the Chief Justioe informed him that he had been 
attached in consequence of certain defamatory 
letters against Mr. Justice Dwarkanauth Mitter 
published in the Englishman end purporting to 
he written by him. The 31iief Justice asked Mr* 
Tayler, if he admitted the authorship of the letters, 
as otherwise the publisher of the newspaper would 
have to be prooeeded against. The Chief Justioe 
informed him that the usual course was to adminis¬ 
ter inter rogatories whioh he would have to answer. 
Mr. Tayler said if he would be oompelled to answer 
the interrogatories ho might as well admit the 
letters, though he would have preferred taking 
advice as to the course he should pursue. He then 
admitted the four letters of February 4, April 7, 
April 12 and April 13. The Chief Justioe asked 
Mr. Tayler if he was prepared with bail in 
oase of an adjournment. Mr. Tayler said he 
was prepared. Bail was, however, ultimately dis¬ 
pensed with. The oase was adjourned to the 20th 
instant.

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THE DECAY OF APOSTLESHIP. 

A rrcent debate in the House of Lords, 
on the subject of political embarrassments 
caused by missionary intermeddling in the 
North of Chihli, imd the comments made 
by the Times of the 12th March on the occa¬ 
sion, suggest a painful view of the condi¬ 
tions under which ihe messengers of the 
Gospel of the present day oarrry out tho 
greatest behest of their Great Master, 1 
It was agreed on the part of the Noble 
Lords, both those who protested against the 
heedlessness whioh necessitated tho em¬ 
ployment of British gunboats in fur¬ 
therance of missionary enterprise, and 
thoso who sought excuses for such folly, 
that these so-called pioneers of civilisation 
uud roligion wore men of weak judgment, 
ignorant of the means for accomplishing 
their mission, and regardless of the conse¬ 
quences to others, if not to themselves, of 
the mischief they create. The Times con¬ 
curs in all this, but while condemning, as 
incomplete and unsatisfactory,” tho con¬ 
clusion of tho discussion in “ common¬ 
places aud truisms,” the Thunderer himself 
finishes up with tho following, which he 
doubtloss considers very practical suggestion 
to tho Chinese Government aud people:— 
“We oiuinot expect that this country Will erer 
be fi-M from the task of supporting the Missionary 
whether it will or not. Bo much tho more reason 
for urging on the Chinese the concession of all 
the mutual rights whioh ore enjoyed by all oiri- 
lised nution. If China were within this pale, 
eaoh man would have the liberty of settling whe-e 
ho ohose, aud each aect of propagating ite own 
opinions. Questions of the right of teaching 
could not arise, and we ( »houLd no more be con¬ 
cerned with the operations of the Societies in China 
than with sectarian preaching in the civilised 
countries of Western Europe." 

Here, their, is a broad dootrine laid 
down in very intelligible language which, 
as coming from a journal whioh is supposed 
to speak thp mind of England on all great 
questions, is full of strength and encour¬ 
agement Missionary in heathen 

lands; >yre think it ought so to bo re- 

ooived. ^ It tejlU tbe herald of peace and

tho disciples nre told, if refused admission | 
into a city, they were to depart thence, 
shaking tho dust off their feet at tho gate, 
and that it should be a judgment against that 
oity at tho Last Day. lu these, far advnnced 
times the Missionary will not lot suoh in¬ 
hospitality off so cheap; nor bah ho consent, 
although assured of its certainty by his 
Master, to put rff the punishment to tho 
Last Day. The wretched inhabitants are 
made to fool through fire and sword tho 
enormity of tho outrage of&red to the 
religion of humility ond peace. British 
OouSuls ifcsesa damages to Mission property ; 
and tho Gospel is glorified beforo tho 
heathen. 

Ail this is implied as well as expressed 
in tho determination of th’c British people, 
outspoken in the Times, to support Mission¬ 
ary operation whethor right or wrong, and 
is clearly illustrated by ther,events happen¬ 
ing around us. No Englishman in bis 
sonsos believes tho conduct of tho Mission¬ 
aries in Abyssinia to have been a whit en¬ 
titling them to the favor or sympathy ol 
roasonablo people. Nevertheless on their 
aceouut, both England and India have been 
burthoned with the expenditure of millions 
of money, tho blood of many hundreds of 
Abyesinians lias been shed, a king has lost 
his life, bis churches have been sacked aud 
pillaged. Tho educated olass’of the commu¬ 
nity at Yangehovv are so offended at tho ill - 
behaviour of a Missionary Agency that they 
turn them out of tho town; wherebpon “ n 
spirited naval officer with, bis gunboats” 
demands an “ apology aud reparation ”—tho 
first being engraven on some solid material 
to perpetuate the memory of tho victory 
of Christian furbearnnoo over barbarian 
intolerance, tho second npplted to the 
inside of the pockets of tho deeply 
grieved servants of tho Lord. The dmugs 
of the French iu Corea and in the Cam¬ 
bodian peninsula are notable instances of 
the inroad of Christian conquest follow¬ 
ing close upon the heels of Missionary en¬ 
terprise. In onr own country the organs 
and agents of the Missionary party are 
the most clamoroUB for the annexation 
of Cashmere. In short, wherever Mission¬ 
aries are unable to mako way by tbo sheer 
force of character and moral suasion they 
call in tho aid of tho ultima ratio re (/is, 
It is very natural that, when they get into 
difficulties through thoir own fool-hardiness 
and offensiveness, they should have tho 
protection of England’s arm, M^sionaries 
though they be. Howsoever it might be 
explained, tbo fact remains the same, that 
the progress of evangelisation in. the darkest 
places of tho earth is now-a-days pushed 
forward at tta-point of the sword. 

To many sincere Christians it might be 
a source of lively satisfaction that Chris¬ 
tianity is able to take up suoh a position 
in the world. They contemplate the ohange 
as one which enables a religion whoso vota¬ 
ries once practised their rites in caverns and 
in the reoesses of tombs, and reckoned upon 
martyrdom as an act of fealty to their 
Redeemer, to com© forth into the light of 
<lny, to send heralds to distant nations, 


and, if they will not benr.lo cocrco them 
into violence which terminates in their own 
subjugation. 

Perhaps it is inseparable from the atlitudo 
of aggressiveness, both physical as well us in¬ 
tellectual, which is adopted by Christian na¬ 
tions towards the heathen world, that the re¬ 
ligion they profess should assume a character 
«i intensely aggressive towards other reli¬ 
gions ; and that, as Chri&tiau nations arc ready 
to go to war with ono another for fr£j? trade 
in indigo and calico, so they should be ready 
to fight for free Christianity. Tho Times 
means nothing loss when it advises tho 
recusant Chinese to mend ways towards 
Christian Missionaries. But tho picturo 
lias an mstheiio aspect which wo may con¬ 
template without questioning tho propriety 
of tho present order of things. The Church 
Militant may rejoice that the Missionary, 
besides tho blessing of Heaven, is sure of 
being within shelter of the rango of Arms¬ 
trong guns and Enfield Tiflos, This, how¬ 
ever, is altogether opposed to our precon¬ 
ceptions of tbo relations of the apostolic 
character, as based upon tho Bible aud tho 
earlier records of the religion itself. 

Throughout tho‘history of the immediate 
successors of tho Founder of Christianity, 
there is not a muro deeply affecting passage 
than that which describes tho journey of 
Paul from Ephesus on bis way to Jerusalem, 
where be knew that bonds and affiietions 
awaited him ; bow tho brethren of Ephesus 
wept sore, fell upon Paul’s ncek, and ki>s- 
ed biro, “sorrowing most of all for tho 
words which bo spake, that they should 
see bis face no more.” How, again, at Ce- 
sarcu, Agabus the prophet Ibretels the per¬ 
secution whioh awaited tbo apostle, and 
those about him besought him not to go. 
“Then Paul answered, what, mean go to 
weep and to break mine heart Y For I am 
ready not to be bound only, but also to dia 
at Jerusalem for tho name of tho Lord 
Jesus.” 

With zeal and single-mindedness like this 
animating the first apostles of Christianity, 
there is nothing marvellous in the growth 
of the religion, in spite of tho fiercest re¬ 
pression from age to age which wo know 
to huvo been brought to bear up«>» if. De¬ 
praved and debased as tho human mind 
is, it is liable to a thousand delusions; but 
there is really nothing that so readily and 
forcibly impresses itself upon it as tho spec¬ 
tacle of suffering calmly and resolutely 
endured for the sake of an idea, bo the idea 
ever so incomprehensible. To the stolid and 
tho brutish tho self-sacrifice of Paul must 
appear inscrutable if not foolish. Bui tho 
great majority of mankind are neither 
stolid nor brutish*; and hence the impulse 
with which tho multitude havo ever 
been moved by the sight of martyrs nt 
the st&ko or on the cross. Misguided 
tyrants and oppressors -havo resorted to 
those modes of silencing parties and sects ; 
but the moral effect of such exhibitions is 
quite tbo other way. There were other 
accessories to the apostolic life which 
lent to it a singular, but nevertheless per¬ 
fectly natural interest in the popular im- 
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agination. Tho apostles wero poor mcu 
and tfley were told to do their mission in 
the poorest manner possible. They were 
to toko nothing fur their journey, neither 
staves, nor •scrip, neither bread, neither 
money; neither to have two coats apiece. 
There is certainly nothing of poverty, ij| the 
shape of want or privation, about the mo¬ 
dem Missionary. Judging from what we 
see of him iir India, he is decidedly an 
improvement upon his apostolic prototype* 
so fur, at least, as regards providence and 
cleanliness. In his mode of life, in his 
conveniences and surroundings, there is as 
muoh of selfuegatiou as there is in the 
mass of Europeans who como to this couutry 
without the pretence of a profession to call 
tho unoonverted to repentance. The apos¬ 
tles were also mostly uneducated men, 
unaccustomed to public speaking before 
emperors and judges; but when led up 
heforo them they were told to take no 
thought beforehand that they were to 
epeuk, neither to premeditate ; but were to 
speak that which should be given them 
in that hour. The New Testament ora¬ 
tory does not suffer by comparison with 
tho finest periods of Greece or Rome. Wo 
have heard Missionaries address themselves 
to native audiences, in language supposed 
to be tho mother-tongue of those addressed. 
Whether the speakers toot any thought 
before speaking, or whether they trusted 
to have dud charge given them what to 
speak, just the moment before opening their 
mouths, it seemed to us inconceivable that 
if tho Missionary had a divine vocation it 
could find no better expression than through 
suoh an instrument. 

In all wo have said about the immense 
difference between the Anoient apostle and 
his modern suocessor, wo mkp\ nothing in 
disparagement of the litter. The theory 
of tho Missionary system is that the age of 
miraoles having passed away, mere human 
agencies are to be employed in the evan¬ 
gelisation of the world. This principle once 
admitted, the more human the agency, 
the more cornpleto its adaptation to the 
wauts and ways of the world. Whether the 
ohango is calculated to favor the end in view^ 
is another matter. Judging from the bif- 
tory of Missions in our own country, there 
seems every reason to believe that the con¬ 
version of the heathen world to Christianity 
through the Missionaries wo see around us, 
is the unlikcliest thing to happen in man's 
existence. 

THE TAGORE WILL CASE. 

This judgment of Mr. Justice Msrkby 
in the Will case of Rajah Sir Radhacaut 
Deb had taken the entire native comma 
nity by. surprise and alarmed them to an 
extent which was justly regarded by think* 
ing men to bo prejudicial to the interests 
of social order. The Will case of the late 
Ilon’bla P. 0. Tagore was under trial 
when that judgment Vaadelivered and 
very omiuoits surmises and ■ o&ajeetare* 
wore naturally formed by the Ma^O public 
as to tho termination of that cate* It it 
true that the two cases were not similar, 


but as the general public care only for general 
questions of law it is no matter cf wonder 
that they should have viewed the pro¬ 
ceedings in the Tagore Will case with so 
muoh apprehension. Under tho influence 
of agitated feelings people predicted that 
the Will of Baboo P. C. Tagore would 
be set aside and that natives would thus 
bs deprived of their right of making 
trust dispositions of their property. But 
it is worthy of remark that the ojnsoquences- 
of tho alarm produced by Mr. Markby’s 
judgment ^ero not confined to making 
people apprehensive of their power to 
oreate trusts. That alarm went so far as 
to make men question the expediency of 
making any Wil} whatever. They ve^y na¬ 
turally thought that when every one was 
talking ominously of the Will made by 
the Indiau Lord Lyndhurst, what certainty 
was thera that the Will of an ordinary 
man disposing of his property absolutely 
in favor of a son or a brother or a nephew 
would not be questioned in our civil tri¬ 
bunals? And indeed we, are sorry to have 
to montion that under the influence of the 
alarm created by Mr. Markby’s judgment, 
a highly intelligent and wealthy native 
gentleman who had lately had some occasion 
to make a testamootary disposition of his 
property became so diffident and unsettled 
in his opinions that ho could not be 
persuaded to believe that the Oourts w mid 
not impeach a Will which did not contain 
any restrictions or limitations. 

Those thingd deserve to be oarefully re¬ 
corded mt only beoauss they serve to il¬ 
lustrate the danger of administering justice 
with a total disregard of public polio/, 
but also because they explain what public 
policy itself means and what is the best 
method of determining its value. 

In the proportion, however, in which 
Mr. Justioe Markby’s judgment alarmed 
the Native mind has Mr. Justioe Phear’s 
able judgment in Tagore vt, Tagore puri¬ 
fied it. The learned Judge says that there 
is nothing if Hindoo Law which forbids the 
creation of trusts by Will; on the contrary, 
he seems toe think that considering the 
existence of religious endowments and 
obaricable foundations it would appear that 
the genius of the Hindoo Law is not un¬ 
favorable to the creation of trusts io the case 
of dispositions of private property. He has 
referred to a passage of Jaggannath in Cole- 
brooke’a Digest where trust is spoken of, and 
he is of opinion judging from the spirit of 
that passage and making every allowance 
for the comparatively modern date of Jag- 
g«n*th’« work,, that the Hindoo Law does 
not disfavor trusts. Mr. Justioe Phear 
observes that although there are not 
in this , oonntty equitable estates as dis¬ 
tinguished from legal e»tates 9 taking 
both phrases in their English tense, still 
at the Oourts of this country are courts at 
once of law end equity these oourts would 
not be wrong in recognising an estate held 
absolutely by one in trust for, or for the 
benefit bfanottoiv It seems to ns that the 
1psee # e»ii''Trust*the English Law are 
two very distinct things and we are inclined 


to think that it would be erroneous to iden¬ 
tify uses which alone strictly speaking cons¬ 
titute equitable estates in English law with 
suoh a Trust as Baboo P. G. Tagore has 
created. Mr. Phear is of opinion that tho 
question whether tho creation of trusts 
ought to be allowed in this country is a 
question which should be derided not with 
reference to any dictum of positive law but 
on the ground of publio policy and he has 
not the slightest doubt that a, civilized state 
of society oan not di^ppnie with trusts. 
We are fully aware of the objections which 
some people urge against the principle of 
Trusts and we do not deny that trustees do 
sometimes abuse their power and thereby 
give birth to muoh unnecessary litigation. 
But we are strongly of opinion that as 
everything human is liable to ’ abuse, a few 
instances of misconduct in trustees ought not 
to be set in the balance against the general 
oxoellenoo and necessity of the prinoiple of 
trusts. Champerty and maintenance are 
highly illegal and detrimental to the gener¬ 
al interests of Society; but is it right to 
sanction them because iu cercaia individual 
oases they oould bo made to work much 
good? A helpless, penniless Hindoo widow, 
who has any property to reoover by means 
of a lawsuit might be substantially bene¬ 
fited by some monied man agreeing to pro¬ 
secute her claims in a Court of Justico 
at his own expense on the condition of 
his rocoiving a portion of the widow’s pro¬ 
perty if a decree was obtained. A hundred 
such oases might be imaginod, but would 
all of them combined together be sufficient 
to justify: and legaliso champerty and main¬ 
tenance ? No sane man, we are sure, will 
answer this question in the affirmative. 
Now, it noeds not to be added that if a 
few instances of benefit derived by indivi¬ 
duals from the adoption of a principle whioh 
is bad in law and public polioy can no. 
justify that principle, a few cases of abuse 
of a principle which is good in law and 
publio polioy ought not to condemn such a 
principle. But wo have already exceeded 
our limits and we will, therefore, stop hero 
hoping to resume topio iu a future issue.

British tale, the tovsreigo ever

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people and to confer upon them every thing 
that would benefit them and olevate them 
if only those who are entrusted with the ad¬ 
ministrative work did their duty and pointed 
out wbat would be best for the iu terests ! 
of tho people at large. But unfortunately 
these heaven born offioials, though many 
among them are very competent, are often 
governed by routine and are subject to such 
slothful indolence that they seldom can be 
aroused to look about them or to do any thing 
to serve the people. All they appear to care 
for, is to bide their time, to run their oourse, 
to ascend the highest ladder, the pinnacle of 
their glory, the height of their ambition— 
either a judgeship in the High Court or a 
Residentship, so as to be able to retire with 
a fat penSiou, never for a moment thinking 
to recount what amount of blessing they had 
conferred upon tho people during the many 
years of their service in India while they had 
drawn handsome pay from the people who 
are very often looked upon with contempt 
as if they did not oome under the category 
of man and therefore did not deserve any of 
their valuable time or consideration. Enough 
if they shall have performed their routine 
duty without any flagrant mistakes and 
mishaps. We may be interpreted as being 
very hard upon the gifted class of public 
officers, but we arc induced to express these 
sentiments because of the indifference of 
Government to appreciate competency when 
found out of the sphere of the heaven 
born Covenanted raoe. If sufficient en¬ 
couragement was held out to competency, 
many good men like Mr. Jones and several 
from among the native officers could have been 
found serving India at a much less cost to tbe 
State. We are oonstrained to write thus 
hearing that Mr. Jones is going home net 
to return to the service. How many 
reports has he been writing and what an 
amount of good, excellent and effective re¬ 
forms has been introduced through his sug¬ 
gestions in many public departments where 
vice, chicanery and corruption were rampant 
and people were oppressed by their more 
knowing brothers without tbe Government, 
the protootor of all, taking any notice of 
such malpractices. These wore allowed to 
be per potrated to the detriment of the 
people at large and the curtailment of 
revenue to the State. Iu Mr. Joues Govern¬ 
ment had found a person ready and up to any 
labour and ever disposed to ferret out and 
expose mAlpractices no matter upon whom the 
blame for .their perpetration might fall. He 
was never found to shrink from this oner¬ 
ous task and all that he submitted to 
Government by way of reform in many pub¬ 
lic offices, some among them the sinks of 
iniquity, have been hailed by all interested, 
with joy and blessings. And Government 
lias by the introduction of such reforms, 
saved a great deal without causing any de¬ 
fectiveness iu the management of tbe busi¬ 
ness of those Departments. 

We ha*<$ often bad oooasion to speak 
in favor of Mr. Jones’ reforms when re¬ 
viewing bis several reports. We do not like 
to go over the same ground again. But 
haviug had the pleasure of reading his re¬ 


port ou the Small Cause Court at Madras 
we are, just as he is retiring from In¬ 
dia, inclined to say a few words about 
him. 

It is a remarkable thing that in every ono 
of Mr. Jones’ reforms, tbe study that he has 
devoted to his task has enabled him in eaoh 
case to Btrike out a new principle—a princi¬ 
ple too—which oarries on the faoo of it the 
stamp of success. For instance his Secretariat 
and official reforms are based upon the prin¬ 
ciple of making a clear distinction between 
the intellectual and meobanical work of an 
office. His groat reform of tbe Customs ser¬ 
vice clearly proved that that department had 
previously worked on no principle at all and 
he found it necessary then to proposo to 
lay down a system dc novo whilo the dis¬ 
covery made by him of the flagrant frauds 
then and now practised in, tho collection 
of the Salt revenue should have been patent 
to any officer who cared to ascertain what 
was his own duty, yet those practices had 
been carried on for years under the very 
nose of tho Collector to the loss ot lacs of 
Rupees annually to Government;. Tho heaven 
born officials deemed it infra dig perhaps 
to go about making inquiries to check such 
rascalities as have been so usefully exposed 
by Mr. Jones and have, a stop put to them 
to tho benefit of Government, merchants 
and all exoept the few who used to live 
upon suoh peculations and who curse tbe 
day which brought Mr. Jones to their 
department, for his penetrating enquiries 
were found to be too strong to be repelled 
as was attempted to be done when he was 
going on with his searching investigation 
regarding the malfeanoes of the Koail 
weighmen who, drawing only a small month¬ 
ly pittance from Government were as ' rich 
as many of those who have had the good 
fortuno to hold the ppst of Superinten¬ 
dent of the Government Toshakhana. The 
Covenanted offioer eould not be got to con¬ 
descend to look beyond the line of his 
signing the papers prepared by his unders- 
tappors. In the Small Cause Court we 
find Mr. Jones was the flr$t to come for¬ 
ward with a system which benefits the 
poor throughout India putting aside the 
mass of corruption which had hith¬ 
erto blocked up the avenues of Jus¬ 
tice. 

Whore besides, Mr. Jones has been sug¬ 
gesting reforms, he has never lost sight of 
the great fact that underpaid servants can 
not be expected to do their work well, 
with industry an4 efficiency, and therefore 
iu every department he has been sug¬ 
gesting increased pay to all subordinate 
office holders nothing short of at least 50 
per cent above former outlay of money on 
aocount of Bal&ry. This is as it ought 
to be, for all must admit that in every 
Government office exoept a few fortu¬ 
nate and blessed men, the large bulk of 
working men are very much under¬ 
paid. 

Mr. Jones 1 scheme for the introduction of 
stamps in lieu of money payment has been le¬ 
galized, and has found favor beyond Bengal,

Is it for an enlightened 
and so called Christian Government to toler¬ 
ate such a state of things in the nine¬ 
teenth century and allow the adage 
“might is right” to stand unshaken as in 
tho days of yore, of darkness and unenlight¬ 
enment. On this point Mr. Jones has apt¬ 
ly defended his position by bringing for¬ 
ward the dictum of Sir John Grant and 
tho Supreme Government uttered at the time 
tho Small Cause Courts were instituted. 
Well may we congratulate Madras ou the 
uoble and enlightened principles of its 
present Governor—principles the benefits of 
which throughout India will become an 
imperishable monument of the good which 
must follow the rule of such a statesman as 
Lord Napier. lie hesitated not to ask an 
unoovenanted officer to help him iu the 
reform of Small Cause Jurisdiction at Madras, 
and Bengal may be proud of having had such 
an efficient officer on its uncovenanted staff, 
whose departure wo have now to deplore. We 
hope it will he for a time only and that Go¬ 
vernment will still hold out sufficient induce¬ 
ment to him not to abandon tho service 
to which it must bo said he is an 
honor.* ’ 


A CORRECTION. 

An artkjj/e last week was inadvertently 
published in these oolumns in which it was 
attempted to be shewn that tho post of Per¬ 
sonal Assistant to Commissioners of Revenue 
was only a superior Kernnisliip. That 
was tho old idea doubtless but tho ex¬ 
perience of tho last few years in which 
the system has been inaugurated of placing 
the most able and intelligent Deputy Col¬ 
lectors at the head of the Revenue Com¬ 
missioners’ Offices, has amply demonstrated 
the wisdom of confining the Personal Assis- 
tautships to solcotions from the Subordinate 
Executive Service.' Tbe fact of a sharp 
and far-seeing Commissioner like Mr. 
Buckland having nominated a third 
grade Deputy Collector as his Personal 
Assistant, is alone conclusive of tho 
view taken by us. But independent 
of it, so much good and such effica¬ 
cious control have been ensured by 
nominations of this kind, that wo aro 
convinced no step can be more retrogade 
than the one advocated in the article we 
allude to.

Thus, both by precept 
and example he kindled among the tribes of 
his native hills a national' and patriotic 
spirit, and a reliance on their own courage, 
which raised them to the highest position 
among the kingdoms of Hindustan.” 

The Rovtowor “regrets the exolusioft of 
natives from ail bat the lowest ranks in 
tho Army. He is of opinion that this 
exclusiveness is likely to be a source of dan¬ 
ger in case of a Russian. invasion. No¬ 
thing is better calculated to make the 
people loyal and oontentod than the opening 
of a military career td them* A native 
regiment officered by natives bf-tried ability 
and loyalty is likely to be root© faithful 
and efficient and better able to stand its 
ground against a foreign foe than a native 
regiment exclusively officered by Europeans/ 
“ Tho danger which is caused by the ap¬ 
proach of tho Russians is the encourage* 
inent which ihoir propinquity will give t© 
tho disaffected among our own streets, Jfat 
these will bo few when there m no invi¬ 
dious distinctions between tbcEuglUhman 
and Hindustani and a honourable career is 
opon to all. This is not the oase in the 
array.

This system sorely weaken* our power at 
home, is a tremendous drain on the revennea 
of India, and hateful to the pqeplo of the

“There are two ways in wbWi a inbjbet 
people can be governed. Ton can, as if 
wore, pin them down to the ground at the 
ppint of the bayonet, much as Russia seems 


to treat Poland, and so long as you main¬ 
tain that position, you can bo indifferent to 
their impotent writings and complaints. 
But unless you follow tho principle of ab¬ 
solute suppression, there is no standing 
point between that and perfect equality. 
In India wo have chosen the bettor part; 
and it is this very circumstance which ren¬ 
ders it unwise and unsafe to hedge the 
army round with restrictions which are 
being removed from every other department 
of the public service. By their removal— 
a process, w* admit, which cau.be effected 
only gradually and with tho utmost caution— 
we should convert a mercenary force into 
a national army, and diminish tho chances of 
mutiny to a minimum. We do not mean 
that under this or any other system it would 
bo safe to withdraw our English troops alto¬ 
gether from tho country ; although in course 
of time wo should bo able materially to di¬ 
minish their number. But every measure 
which associates tho natives more intimate¬ 
ly with ourselves in tho administration of 
the country—every moUsuru which makes 
their duties towards the Government and 
their individual interest more entirely one, 
does weaken, pro tanto, the motives to re¬ 
volt ; and only by a steady persistence in 
such policy can wo bnpo to exchange our 
military grasp of the country for cm© nfore 
in accordance with our own deepest convic¬ 
tions, and the highest interest of the people 
of India.” 


THE CHOWKIDARI TAX AT BER- 
IIAMPORE. 

We have rcoeived the following from a 
correspondent at Berhampore and really 
deem it our duty to ask the Lieutenant 
Governor to remedy the state of things 
complained of, We quite admit tho ne¬ 
cessity of people paying something for 
Municipal or Chowkidari purposes; but no 
Magistrate we believe has any right to 
overtax people in the manner described or 
actually to impose an Income Tux on the 
resident or Occupants of houses. The 
people of Berhampore ought to raako an 
official. representation of |beir grievances 
to the Lieutenant Governor and we have 
no doubt they will find redress.

Why it is actually 
in contemplation we bear at this moment 
to raise tho Taxes from one to one and a 
half or two percent, from this mouth. To 
this add Sir Richard's Peace-limit per 
oentage and say Hariholtf for joy—the fi¬ 
gures come to 2i or $ per cent. Gan any¬ 
thing be more arbitrary or unfair than this ? 
And then the beauty of it is/ the bigwigs 
of tho station, who draw' fat salaries and to 
whom small percentage* of 2* or 3 am 
nothing have no Chowkidari to pay, the 
reason being that they live within oanton- 
ments which is “forbidden ground.* 1 Tho 
burden of tho Taxation therefore falls ou 
the middle and poorer classes of natives 
on whom it is needless to observe it presses 
very hard. Why is not the Municipal system 
introduced hero as elsewhere P Are the Eu¬ 
ropean officers afraid of coming under its oper¬ 
ation ? Why they will only have to pay n 
trifling amount for their carriages. But it is 
much hotter being more humane that one 
should pay a trifle for his luxury than that 
he should suffer his poorer neighbour who 
perhaps lives from hand to mouth to bo 
ground down. PleaBe say a word on this 
and move tho Lieutenant Governor in our 


favour.”

— Tl»e Indian Daily News states that His Rppl 
Highness the Duke of Edinburgh will land in Cal¬ 
cutta, though probably not before December. 
Afer the display aud sights of the mutropaRs, 
^u^ltoyal Highness will proceed to the U|j|ftr 
iMmnoes by special train, visiting Benaim^ 
Al^mibad, Cuwnpore, Luoknow, anti* other pla^s 
* - of 'note and celebrity en route. At .^ a he m|U 
bo the chief personage at the Durbar, of ' agolft* 
oonoe hitherto unrivalled in the history itfyh 
Judia, to be held towurdB the oloao of tl sent 
year. His Royal Highness is bent On 
the valley of Cashmere, but as his time it^AIjis 
oouutry will expire in Marob, bis visit to tithe 
vulo will have to be made in the depth of winter 
the passes and the snow being got through some¬ 
how or other. Tho cold season, too, will bo 
unfavorable for tiger-shooting; but as the Duke 
insists on that sport, the propriety of having one 
or moro “bagged” or caged animals at hand for 
the Royal sportsman is already beginning to be 
considered. 

— At a meeting of the Justices of the Peace 
held ou Thursday last Cooraar Suttyanuud Ghosal 
moved the following resolution“That as it iw 
desirable for tho Chairman to avail himself of his 
visit to Europe to inspect the Municipal arrange¬ 
ments in some of the chief cities, the Jnstioes 
«auntiou the payment from the general Municipal 
Funds of Mr. Hogg’s actual expenses on this 
account up to a maximum of £200, and direct 
that Messrs. Coutts & Co. bo authorised to pay 
liis bills np to that limit, forwarding the same 
in due course for submission to the Finance Com¬ 
mittee.” The resolution was -opposed by some of 
the Justices. It was therefore withdrawn. 

— The Englishman states that no formal treaty 
has been entered into with the Ameer, but the 
future relations between Afghanistan and India 
have been embodied in writing. The friendship 
of the Viceroy towards the Aioeer is expressed in 
this dooumeut and both parties are bound only in ^ 
» less tiual ■ degree than a regular treaty. The j 
Ameer goes back to Cabool, authorised to proclaim j 
himself Ameer and the friend of the Government 
of India. That Governmeut has acknowledged him 
to be the lawful successor to his groat father Dost 
Mahomroed Khan. 

— The Appeal case of Colly Doss Doss and 
others vs. Krisan Chuuder Doss involving an im¬ 
portant question of Hindoo Law was decided by 
u Full Bench >)f the High Court on Friday last. 

H appears that ou the death of a Hindoo his estate 
vested in his nephew to the exclusion of his own 
eou who was born ..blind, Subsequently to his 
father’s death, a sou Was born to the blind man 
hud the. question was raised whether the estate would 


a somewhat more peremptory intervention on the 
part of Governmeut is qn more than one point 
urgently oalled for. 

— According to the same journal there is no 
truth whatever in the rumour tbut Mr. C. Saunders, 
tho Resident at Hyderabad, has incurred the 
displeasure of the Government for not having 
given earlier intimation of the late Nizam's illness. 
No soouer did the first tiding* reach the Resident 
than he at once communicated with Government. 
Mr. Saunders lias been cordially supported in 
all his proceedings, and his efforts to secure a 
strong administration during the minority •have 
boon thoroughly acknowledged by Government. 

— The Madras Times understands that Mr. 
Gibb, formerly tutor to the Prinoe of WhIch, bus 
been appointed to succeed Mr. Maine as a Member 
of the Governor General's Council. 

— The Bombay date lie understands that the 
Duke of Argyll has had his attention drawn to 
the treatment of Leprosy by Dr. Dhan Doji aud 
has written to tho Bombay Government, asking 
for a report on the new treutment and in con¬ 
sequence Dr. Hunter is now testing its value 
with reference to the preparation of such a report. 
If ho coniines his attention to those who are 
under his cure, there will be this disadvantage 
that a comtidorablo time must elapse beforo his 
report can be ready. It is not claimed that the 
cure is a very rapid one.

As governor- 
general he has had to fight no great battles, and 
lias encountered no political revolutions^ he has 
neither, l*ke Lord Dalhousie, annexed vast pro¬ 
vinces to her Majesty’s dominions, nor, like Lord

— We are glad to learn from the same journal 
that the reports on the state of the orops in the 
Pnnjauh are on the whole most promising, and 
far better thnu onnld ho reasonably expeoted. 
Some of the reports state that the late severe 
and general rain has been productive of the 
greatest good; others say that the crops have 
suffered in consequence. In the Rohtuok district 
loss was Nustained in several villages from hail¬ 
storms.

Tho Delhi Gazette hears that His Highness 
the Maharajah of Benares has lately been fortunate 
iu destroying a man-eatiug tigor at Uhugwanpore. 
His Highness, who is a keen sportsman, having 
hoard of the devastations committed by the brute, 
and of the terror in whioh the villagers in the dis¬ 
trict were, went to Uhugwanpore with the express 
purpose of killing the animal and sucoeeded. 

— Mrs. Bathoe, widow of the late Mr. Charles 
Gubbius Bathoe, of the Bengal Civil Servioe, 
formerly Magistrate and Collector of Delhi, has 
assigned the sum of eleven thousand rupees for 
the purpose of fouadiag a scholarship to be at¬ 
tached to the Government College of Delhi, and 
called the “ Gubbins scholarship,” iu memory of 
her late husband, Gnbbins being the name he is 
knowu by at Delhi. Our contemporary has cull¬ 
ed the above fact from the Punjab Educational papers 
for 18G7-68. 

— We learn from oar contemporary that at 
the oommenosmeut of last month a trial os me 
off in France the details of whioh exhibit a heart¬ 
less cruelty unsurpassed iu the annals of orime. 
According to the aooouat published by the limes, 
the leading criminal in this horrible affair was 
u woman named Delpeob, whose principal oc¬ 
cupation seemed to be murdering little children, 
the o lisp ring- of illicit amours, confided to her at 
their birth or soou afterwards* She had carried 
on her trade for acme years, when the suspicions 
of the police were aroused. A search was made 

iu her house, and It led to the discovery of the 

skeletons, and in tome oases only a few hones, of 
her victims, and she and some of her accom¬ 
plices before and after the fact were taken into 

custody and brought to trial. She nude a fail 
avowal aud not only did she not prbfese any ooto- 
punction for what she bad dune, bat laughed 
several times during her examination by the pre¬ 
siding Judge. Hef price for taking oharge of 
these childvaried from one hundred to four 
hundred francs, as she Herself informed the Court. 
Her treatment of them fbeavowed with tho most 
revolting indiffereiioe, without omitting details. 
When the infants cried for hunger she gave 
them oil of vitriol iu a bottle to drink, and 




then silenoed their aoreoms of agony by plung¬ 
ing their heads in boiling water. Extraordi¬ 
nary to say the verdiot of tho jury was “ guilty 
with extenuating oiroumstanut'*.” This verdict 
saved the wretch’s life and she was sentenced 
to hard labour for life. Her accomplices were 
sentenced to hard labour for terms varying ao-- 
cording to the heinausness of their guilt. One 
of the most revolting features in tho case was 
that the principal witnesses against Delpeoh wore 
the mothers who entrusted their ohildreu to her 
and who escaped all punishment. One of them 
confessed that for five years she never once in¬ 
quired about her child. Shoetind been told that 
it was* at Bordeaux or some other plaoe, but 
she did not exactly know whore. It is said it 
was pretty much the eume with tho mothers 
and after a lapse of five years they appeared 
surprised at only finding a- heap of bones, whioh 
wero produced in court among tho material 
proofs of the guilt of the woman Delpeeh.

Tower in the hand 
of man might bo turned either to the best 
or to the worst of purposes. In tho hand 
of au Attila it becomes tho .scourge of tho 
human race, earning destruction and death 
wherever it goes ; hut when it is exercised 
by au Alfred or u Washington it is found 
to give birth to forms of good govern¬ 
ment and to all those arts and institutions 
which promote social order and general 
happiness. There is not we believe iu this 
present age one single man who is so ig¬ 
norant y so depraved as to consider the 
government of an Attila to be better than 
that of an Alfred or a Washington. Those, 
therefore, who would convert British rule 
iu India to a despotic oligarchic govern¬ 
ment determined to reduce to the worst 
state of vassalage a population of two 
hundred millions, ought to remember that 
they are virtually preferring the govern¬ 
ment of an Attila to that of an Alfred 
or a Washington. We are really sorry 
to have to add that there are many Anglo- 
Indians who declare, in terms that are by 
no means obscure or ambiguous, that the 
natives of this country deserve no better 
treatment at the hands of their British 
rulers than that which Africa and Sicily 
experienced at tho hands of those farmers 
of the revenue whom Borne set up us 
their governors. 

There is, however, a bright side to this 
question and it gives us real pleasure to 
tie vote a few lines to the explanation of 
the view which is taken by high-minded 
English statosmou of the position and 
f^plaims of the natives of India under Bri¬ 
tish rule. It is acknowledged by tho best 
informed Englishmen that England holds 
India in trust for the natives and that 
that trust will have boon discharged when 
India will bo able to govern herself. In the 
meantime and until that glorious consum¬ 
mation happens, England ought nob to 
withhold from the natives of India one 
single* right or privilege the exercise of 
which is calculated to teach them the avt 
of self-reliance and self-government. It 
cannot bo doubted for a moment that tho 
best means of making men capable of any 
practical work is to eutrust them with the 
performance of that work, and it follows 
from this self-evident proposition that the 
bust means which England can take in 
order to be able to discharge that high 
and onerous duty which she has of her 
own free will undertaken to fulfil towards 
India is to initiate tho Natives of this 
country in tho art of Government and 
administration by appointing them to high 
offices in the State. There are some peo¬ 
ple who cannot consider this question from 
so high a stand*point as this. To such 
men wo would point out the necessity 
which every conscientious British officer 
iu India finds of associating with himself 
* homo eduoated native of tho country who 
might be able to advise him on points which 
none but a native can adequately corn pre¬ 
bend. Duty, therefore, as well ns self-inter¬ 
est points to tlie need for appointing natives 
to high offices; but when m find many 
of our white brethren raising their voice 
tignin&t such appointments, we do not won¬ 
der at their meagre appreciation* of their 
duty, for wa ate not so foolish ns to* think 
that duty is always understood by meu; 
we marvel much however that there arc An¬ 
glo Saxons who are biitid to their own 
interest. 

By way of illustrating what we have 
said regarding the view which high-minded 
Englishmen have taken of the position 
and claims of our countrymen unde? Bri¬ 
tish rule, W3 refer our readers to tho speech 
of the Secretary of State for India pub¬ 
lished clsts/rlero and to the following ex¬ 
tract from a masterly article iu the London 
Daly Telegraph of the 13th ultimo, both 
of which prove that English statesmen 
and tho English public think very differently 
from sumo uufrow-tsiuded Anglo-Indians 


on tho groat question of appointing natives j 
to high offices :— 

“ The proposal (made by the Duke of 
Arg}U) to mnko a reality of b long- 
avoided pledge, and open the highest 
grades of office in India to Hindoos, is an 
event from which ‘Asia governed Asiati* 
OMlIy,* to use Lord Salisbury's . phrase, 
will hereafter count her political Olympiads. 

Perhaps tho very knowledge that the 
change was so significant has so long delayed 
the doing of justice. In 1833, and again 
at the transfer of power from tho Com¬ 
pany to tho Crown, words were used by the 
British Government which led men of 
native blood to expect that their exclusion 
from official lify was como to an end. But 
when the competitive system was establish¬ 
ed, the young men of India found them¬ 
selves gently yet decisively put aside from 
its intellectual equity. First of all, it was 
necessary that any educated and ambitious 
Bengalee or Bombay Brahman should coino 
to London. Tho Kata pani or ‘ black 
water,’ breaks caste; and those who cross 
the ocean and dare to live among us hero, 
must give up all the dearest ties*of their 
colour and their religion, to find themselves 
no better than Soodrus when they returned. 
Still, there were some who braved these 
risks, and came to compete iu our Civil 
Service examinations; bat they were handi¬ 
capped clean out of tho race. Tho Sanskrit 
and vernacular languages, so useful to an 
Indian Administration, counted, in the 
contest, for no better than French or Ger- 
mau; while the literature of the domi¬ 
nant race was unduly favoured. Consequent¬ 
ly, tho Hindoo aspirant gaye up the hope 
of attaining official position by intellectual 
fitness ; but ho never coaaed to complain of 
our broken promises, and to point at the 
spectaclo of 200,000,000 Orientals ruled 
by a few whitoskinned bureaucrats. The 
Hindoos nr A a perfeely sensible people, 
and would have been silent if. they could 
have been told that it was impossible to 
find among them persons qualified for 
Government duties; that it was necessary 
to exclude them fur the safety of our 
‘Itnjthat none of them had acquired 
enough of Western education for office un¬ 
der a Western Domination. But India 
contains thousands of natives like Dinkur 
Bao, Salar Jung, or even old Nana Fur- 
navees; and any one of the three might 
bo rauked with the first statesmen of Europe. 
Nor can it bo doubted that, for tho safety 
and popularity of our rule, it is really wise 
to connect ourselves with the governed race, 
and obtain tho advantage of that great 
contentment which we would ensure by 
opening to its millions a limited share of 
our authority and emoluments. »Moreover, 
by our energetic educationnl action we have 
vastly increased the number of young Hin- 
do >s who aspire, not without a valid claim, 
to tho profession which has always been in 
India tho natural business of the high caste. 
Tho irony of history would have boon too 
gross if, nt a time when tho United States 
of America opens the door of the State to 
the black Helots of the soil, wo had conti¬ 
nued to exclude tho intclleoiual and capable 
elite of * Young India’ from the lessons of 
government which wo Are iu the East to 
teach them—if we aro in tho Bast for any 
purpose or end that will bear tho verdict 
of posterity. 

It must be done—this pregnant act of 
justice to the intellect and capacity of 
India; but tho way in which it should be 
done will form, wo trust, tho subject of 
much more careful and searching debate 
than that to which tho Ht tub of Peers 
listened on Thursday. When we fiud Lord 
Salisbury in one breath praising the Bill 
for its ‘ Asintioni* and despotic tendencies, 
and in the next approving tho most Europe¬ 
an and democratic act which has been in¬ 
augurated since the days of Olive and Tlusay, 
wo must bo convinced that, however who 
they may bo in their principles, such speak¬ 
ers arc ‘at sen’ in their details. Sir 


John Lawrence has contented himself with 
proposing that nine scholarships of £200 per 
annum should be esiablishcd to support 
native candidates iu l,nudon. Such au 
infinitesimal prescription should instruct 
as well as surprise u«. Wo are no advo¬ 
cates for opening the door of office to Hin¬ 
doos iu a jealous way ; but we would havu 
it opened to the right men. The Duke 
of Argyll proposes to louve thu power of 
selection, unembarrassed with conditions, 
in tho hands of the Governor-General; 
but, if he dors so, he must abandon tbe hope 
that his concession will satisfy the largo 
class of educated Indians, or supply an 
indigenous service in which the natives 
will trust. Hiutiors aro tho most suspicious 
people in the world; they look for KhatjniL 
—‘corruption’—everywhere; and the Oo- 
vernorGtmerdl’a promises will have no 
more social acceptance than the ornamental 
native gentlemen who hit now and then in 
tho Calcutta Council, from the notion that 
their doing so gratifies India. As for loy¬ 
alty, all educated Hindoos ore ostensibly 
loyal iu the present day, and five or six, 
perhaps, really are so. Tho Governor- 
Gc.nerul may safely trust anybody who ob¬ 
tains, by competition or appointment, a 
good berth, covenanted or uucovenantedL 
But it would be more advantageous if thisr 
great and necessary pieoo of equity wero 
connected with tho collegiate sjstem, and 
guided by the principles of competitive emu¬ 
lation for nil the judioial and udminUlra- 
tivo departments. Appointments in tho 
financial and revenue services might with 
more propriety bo awarded on the score 
of personal character and ascertained 
busiuess aptitude. Selected thus—and not 
through their own servility, or Vice-regal 
favor—thu dark Civil Servant of India 
would bo respected, and could respect 
themselves. They would form a more trust¬ 
worthy caste than any chosen by preference; 
and the power of the Government is 
great enough to 1 disestablish and disen¬ 
dow’ tho undorsorving. At all events, 
ihc revolution itself is inevitable and long 
over-due, though tho method of carrying it 
out must be adequately and wisely debated ; 
for, according to tho conduct of tho reform, 
it may bo made a gentlo aud happy corol¬ 
lary of our education, or an unwise attempt 
to pick out and establish f British Brah- 
mans.’ ”

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THE DUKE OF ARGYLL ON OPENING THE 
CIVIL SERVICE TO THE NATIVES 
OF INDIA. 

I NOW come to a danse involving some 
modification in our practice and iu the principles 
of our legislation as regards the Civil Service in 
India. Its object is to allow ths Governor- 
General, under suoh restrictions and regulations 
us may be agreed to by the Government at home, 
to subset for the covenanted service of Indm 
native* of that country, although they may not 
have gone through the competitive examination 
iu this eountry. It may be asked how far this 
provision is consistent with the measures adopted 
by Parliament for securing efficiency in that 
service; but there is a previous, .and, in my 
opiuion, a much more important question whioh 
l trust will be considered—how far is it essential 
to euablc us to perform our duties aod fulfil our 
pledges aud professions towards the people of 
I mitt? There Ims, I think, been much exag¬ 
geration with jespeet to tho nature of Ottr Indian, 
Empire, it is oiteu declared to he the most 
wonderful empire that ever existed. Now as for 
as magnitude is oonoerned, that is by no means the 
case. Many of the grant rouuaroltifte of the an- 
dent world wars much larger, and to also were 
many of the military inouuiohies of the .middle 
apes. At the preseut time, moreevtr, the fortl-, 
lory and people ruled by Russia constitute a | 
much more wonderful empire than that which 
we possess in India. The peoularity of the lutter 
is that it is not n part of our territory in the 
sense of forming any part of our political system, 
,u>r is it a oofeuy, nor is it a ^eiutoiou from 
whioh we derive* or have ever prdfossed to derive, 
any tribute or pecuniary adventegoi Beyond 
the dividend given to tm*e who hid* .haidv 
in the Iudian debt, India deed 
bnte, and iia* nut, since the tsj?J 
of the Company, contributed a ..tdp'jpI, 
to the Imperial necessities of th*' ; fltalk 
great peculiarity, then, -of our Indian Empire 
it the relation tb which wo stand tn the ptopfe. 
We hold it under the instiuot of". domiiuoH. I 
tudfeve that instinct hoe been a 
trumeut iu the civUixatiqn of the ;«il$ 
U-li«vc*, further, thatViifctCT at any pvri^.^ 
the history « it been pfodinH 


a firmer basis or exercised from purer motives 
thau those whioh have induced t» to maintain 
our empire in India. With regard, however, 
to the employment of natives in the government 
of their country in the covenanted service for¬ 
merly of the Company and uow of tho Crown, 
l must sny that we have not fulfilled our duty 
or the promises and engagements whioh we have 
made. Iu the Aot of 1838 this declaration was 
solemnly put forth by the Parliament of England: — 

“Aud be it enacted, that tto native of the said i 
territories, nor any natural-hern subject of His 
Majesty resident therein, shall* by reason ooly 
of his religion, place of birth, descent, ootour, 
ut any of them, be disabled from holding any 
pl»oe, ettice, or employment* under the said 
Company.” 

Now, I well remember that in the debates in 
this House in 1853, when the reuewal of the 
charter wus under the consideration of Lord 
Aberdeen’s Government, my late noble friend 
Lord Monteagie complained, and I think with 
great foroe, that wmle professing to open every 
otfloe uuder the Company or the Crown to the 
natives of India, we practically excluded them 
by laying down regulations as to fitness which 
we knew natives could never fulfil. If the only 
door of -admission to the Civil Service of India 
is competitive examination carried on in Lon¬ 
don, what chanoe or what possibilty is there of 
natives of India scouring that fair shure in the 
administration of their own oouutry which their 
education and abilities would enable them to 
fulfil, and therefore entitle them to possess! 

(Hear, hear.) I have always felt that the regu¬ 

lations rendered ^nugatory the declaration of the 
Act of 1833, and so strongly has this been felt 

of lute years by the Government of India that 

various suggestions have been made to remedy 
thfi evil. Oue of the very laBt* which has not 
been finally sanctioned at home, and respecting 
which 1 mqst say there are eerious doubts, has 
been suggested by Sir John Lawrence, who is 
now about to approaoh our shores, and who is 
certainly oue of tho most distinguished men 
| who have ever wielded the destinies of our IndUun 
Empire. (Cheers.) The palliative whioh he profl 
poses is that nine scholarships—nine scholarships! 

; for a government of npwards of* 180,000,0001 
I souls 1—should be annually at the disposal of oer-f 
tain natives, selected partly by competition and 
partly wittv, reference to their social rank and 
position, and that these mine scholars should, be 
sent home with n salary of SOU/, a year to com¬ 
pete with the whole foroe of the British population 
seeking admission through the oCmpetitive exami¬ 
nations. Now, in the first place, I would point 
out the niter inadequacy of the scheme to the ends 
of the case/ (Beer, hear.) To speak of nine 
scholarships distributed over thp whole of India 
as any fulfilment of car pledges or obligations to 
the natives would be a tore#. I will not go 
into tifis drtaiie of the scheme, «• they arc «Hlt 
under consideration; but l think it is by no 
means expedient to lay down he a pfincipie that 
it is wholly useless to require qatifee seeking 
employment in cur Civil, Service to see something 
oil: ^ English safety and mdnnete. ‘,U.is tnin^

no means make this a general condition, for 
there are many plsoes in tlio covenanted service- 
of India for which natives are perfeotly oompetenk 
without the necessity of -visiting this oountry* 
and 1 believe that by cwnpetitivr examiuatioua 
ooiidnoted at Calcutta, or even Ip pure selection, 
it will be quite possible for the Indian Govern¬ 
ment to secure able, excellent and efficient ad¬ 
ministrators. As to ths effrot of this change 
on the policy which, led to the throwing open 
the Civil Servioe of India for public com petition 
in this country, 1 Would .desire to eall # attention 
to the real history and origin of that system. 
Those of your lordships who are acquainted with 
Indian affaire are aware that in foot the Govern¬ 
ment* though long nominally in the bands of 
the Compnny, has been practically over since | 
the great Parliamentary ooutest of 1783-4, the ,, 
Government of the Crown. Mr. Pitt was via- L 
luntly abused by the Old Whig party of that 
day for haviug opposed Mr. Fox’s Bill, and for 
having after all adopted its principle—viz , the 
subjeulum of the Government of India to the 
oootrol of the Hume Government. The truth is, 
however, that Mr. Pitt objeoted, not to that sub¬ 
jection, but to tho subjection also of tho com¬ 
merce aod patrounge of India to the Government 
of the Crown, and iu his owu Bill he subjected * 
the Government in all its political relations to 
the absolute authority of the Crown. The Crown 
has been responsible for every act done or not. 
done ever since the groat statute or 1803, and 
I venture to say that iu name us well as iu faot 
the Government cf India would loug before have 
been declared to be the Government of tho Crown 
but for the difficulty arising out of tho oommero* 
aud patronage of the Company. The Company, 
as your lordships are aware, was deprived of its 
commerce by tho Acts of 1813 and 1833, aud 
when the succeeding 20 years had expired and 
the Government of Lord Aberdeen hud to con¬ 
sider what was oalled the renewal of the Char¬ 
ter, we had to decide whether it would pot be 
expedient to assume at once, in name as well as 
in reality, the Government of India as the Go¬ 
vernment of the Crown. I well remember ths 
disoussions at that time, and I venture to ssy 
the main diffiaulty iu our way was this—we did 
not know how to get rid of the patronage of tho 
Company. We therefore took the first aud most 
important step, by withdrawing the patronage 
from the directors and opening it to free com¬ 
petition There was, indeed, no alternative, for 
Parliament—with perhaps almost too much jea¬ 
lousy,, through the ancient echoes still tinging iu 
the ears of men on that subject—would not have 
tolerated the exercise of that patronage directly 
by the Crown, and if not by the Crown, by 
whom could it be exeroiled? It was therefore 
thrown to competition. What may be the 
J^eftngs of fodirtdual raorabere of your lordship’s 
,dtt hot. know, but I confess 1 have never 
been such a fanatio in support of competitive 
examinations as to believe that that is in ail oases * 
the best* method of getting the best men for ths 
public service, (Hear, hear.) It fo an escape 
flhfoa many difficulties, nod Wjfott' have only

Eajpootana, cannot bo stated iu rupees, but will be 
bulauoed by countless saving of humau life and hu¬ 
man misery. 

“ la order to mark the sense entertained by your 
Government of this generous policy, it has been 
recommended that tho salute of the Maharajah of 
Jeypore should bo increased by two guns. Iu ac¬ 
cording without hesitation their sanction to this 
arrangement, Ilor Majesty’s Government desire tlint 
you will inform the Maharajah, that Fler Majesty’s 
Government have received, *witb extreme gratifi¬ 
cation, this announcement of II:Y* Highness* sc If- 
gnorifin'ng efforts to mitigate the Bufferings of his 
afflicted fdlow-oreutures.” 

— The Times of India states that an applica¬ 
tion was lately made by an attorney of the 
High (Joint at Madras, to he permitted to practise 
as a vakueh Sir Adam Bittleston, before whom 
the application was made, after consultation with 
the Chief Justice, announced that it was deemed 
inadvisable to corn pi ja with it.

RESISTANCE OF PROCESS AND 
ATTACHMENT AND SALE OF CAT¬ 
TLE IN EXECUTION OF DECREES. 

The queries of our correspondent “Mo- 
fussil Hakeem" liuve not, we aro sorry 
to Bee, drawn any reply from such of our 
readers as take i*ny interest in legal dis¬ 
cussions. 

Aoc X. of 1861 which repealed a large 
number of Regulations and Acta relating 
to civil procedure left untouched the pro¬ 
visions of Regulation IV. ot 1703, about 
resistance of process. Nor have these pro¬ 


visions been repealed by the Repealing 
Act of 1868. Our correspondent is there¬ 
fore quite justified iu asking whether Civil 
Courts can punish resistance of process 
though a Division Ilench of tho High 
Court has ruled that they cannot. It will 
be seen that the late Full Bench Ruling 
about resistanoe of prooess evades the 
question altogether. It ' merely decides 
that offenders resisting Civil process may 
bo punished by the Magistrate under Sec¬ 
tion 186 of the Indian Penal Code; it 
| does not decide whether Civil Courts have 
| or havo not any concurrent jurisdiction 
| with Criminal Courts in such cases; it 
| does not decide whether Civil Courts can 
1 or cannot still proceed under Regulation 
IV. of 1793. 

Wo aro of opinion that so long as Regu¬ 
lation IV. of 1793 is not formally repealed 
i by nn Act of the Legislature, it is not 
j ittvjal, though it may be impolitic, for a 
! Civil Court to punish resistance of process 
under that Regulation. 

Of late years the policy of tho Legis¬ 
lature has boon to curtail very much the 
quasi-criminal or rather criminal jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Civil Courts. Even the power 
of punishing recusant witnesses for con¬ 
tempt has been taken away by Aot X. of 
1861. Arguing from analogy and tho 
general oourse of legislation during these 
few years, one might say that Regulation 
IV. of 1793 has been rendered virtually 
obsolete. As however this Regulation 
bus not been formally repealed, a Civil 
Judge acting under it does nothing illegal; 
though perhaps it would bo better to refer 
cases of resistance of prooess to the Magis¬ 
trate, such a course being more in unison 
with tho tenour of ourrent legislation. 

Our correspondent asks whether all kinds 
of moveablo property—cattle for instance— 
are liable to attaohment and sale in exe¬ 
cution of decrees; and if so why in Sec¬ 
tion 205 of the Civil Procedure Code 
only certain kinds of moveable property 
are enumerated. 

Section 205 of Act VIII. of 1859 runs 
thus:— 

“The following property is liable to attach¬ 
ment and sale in execution of a decree, * 
namely lauds, houses, goods, money, bank¬ 
notes, cheques, bills of oxchange, promis¬ 
sory notes, Government securities, bonds 
or securities for money, debts, shares in 
tho capital or joint stock of any Railway, 
Dunking or other Public Company or Cor¬ 
poration, and all other property whatever, 
moveable or immoveable belonging to tho 
def&dant." 

Our correspondent docs not attach duo 
weight to tho words “ all other proporty 
whatever, moveable or immoveable"; or 
he would never havo doubted that cattle 
wero liable to attachment and sale. Tho 
wording of the *8001100 is very fur from 
being so precise as to satisfy u Nuddea 
logician. If tho Legislature meant that all 
property moveable or immoveable was lia¬ 
ble to attachment, it atiuuld, according to our 
correspondent, have contented itself with 
b rt\ing so in so many words. If an enu* 
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inerptiop of different kinds of moveable 
nnd immoveable properly was necessary, 
r-fcuoh enumeration should bo exhaustive. A 
partial enumeration win only restrict tho 
sense of tho words that follow. 

Our correspondent’s objection is certainly 
plausible and to a certain extent# well- 
grounded. But it does not follow that the 
enumeration is useless and only productive 
of ambiguity. It was a long debated question 
whether huilwny sham wero real or personnl 
property till an Act of Parliament declared 
them to he personal property. The paper 
on which a bond is Written is moveable 
property and a bond is capablo df being 
converted Into money which is moveable 
property. But is the bond itself moveable 
property ? Is it not rather merely an incor¬ 
poreal right to roceivo money or other 
valuable from the obligee? Formerly a per¬ 
son stealing a bond could not be in¬ 
dicted for larceny as it was not held to be 
moveable property. This doubt Section 
205 of Act VIII. of 1859 at once removes 
by declaring a bond to be moveable pro¬ 
perty. It cannit therefore be said that 
tlm partial specification of some kinds of 
moveable property in that section is alto¬ 
gether unnecessary or useless, or tending 
only to restrict tho sense of the words “all 
ether property &c.” that follow. 

EPIDEMIC FEVER, IN BENGAL 
- Thu ways of Providence are really 
mysterious and inscrutable. Human 'com* ’ 
prehension is often too feeble, and limit- j 
ed to Unravel them or discover their true ! 
object and significance. For the last seven j 
or eight years same of the fairest, healthiest j 
tend mast advanced district* of Bengal have 
been subjees to a fearful epidemic plague 
and are being decimated and devastated 
by its furious onslaughts \ and it is bard 
to say at this moment whether it is a divine 
iufliction seat by an offended Deity ; “an 
effort of Nature to got rid of surplus popu¬ 
lation or a more combination of physi¬ 
cal disturbances* Able and experjpnoed 
scientific men are not wanting in this coun¬ 
try we believo; but it should seem that there 
'ure no really large-hearted nttd earnest* 
c minded scientific men who, in the interests 
of humanity or oauso of science, would be 
willing to mak'* Urge sacrifices and ardently 
devalo themselves to the study of the dta- 
'mm and enquire into its onuses. For with 
the solitary exception of Dr. Mahoudro Lai 
B; rear we have as yet seen no tnefiionl 
man of any Standing, European or Native, 
who lias exhibited > any genuine invest 
in the subject and on deny cured ifi-ai OhW- 
«st spirit fee traoeits causes. This is a sad 
thing indeed and reflects great discredit 
on our Medical men. The apathy of the 
Government has been no less remarkable 
and discreditable. Four years ago it ap* 
pointed a Oommissttm of enquiry, movoxt 
should seem to quell the bulLballeo that 
was raised oo nil sides and tranquilize the 
public mind whioh was then tremendously 
agitated, thnu out of a feeling of duty or 
seitye of sympathy for suffering humanity. 
<f Kandvrn orders were issued to cut down 


jungle and fill up stagnant tanks,” half- 
educated Native Doctors litttlc better than 
obnoxious charlatans w.»re sent round with 
slender stocks of medicine and the bead 
thing that could be done under the cir¬ 
cumstances was supposed tv) have been done. 
But no amount of jungle-cutting or tank- 
filling or quinine-taking did avail them much 
or succeed in arresting the spread and de¬ 
vastation of the pestilence. Jungles and 
.dirty tanks have been in the oountry ever 
since the world began; and fchefo was no 
quinine before the English came nor was it 
used or oven kn »wn by many before the 
breaking out of the Epidemic. There are 
evidently far deeper causes at work and it 
perhaps requires another hue and cry like 
the one raised before to awako tho Govern¬ 
ment and set it to work. W« are thankful 
to the Englishman and his correspondent 
Assistant Magistrate for the efforts they are 
kindly making in behalf of the suffering 
people and trust the Government will shako 
off its lethargy and take proper notion 
without further loss of time. “ Were the 
fever to redouble its fury tomorrow” says 
the Englishman, “ we should probably be 
told tint the Government was not ready 
with a plan; and a fresh commission would 
bo necessary. In thfl menu timo the most 
convenient view has been adopted; the 
native habits are to blame and the people 
have tbs remedy in their own hands.” 

Since the above was written certain 
correspondence relative to the measures j 
noop&snry to be adopted for the purpose of 
proventing the recurrence of the Epidemic 
fever has appeared in the Supplement to the 
Calcutta Gaults of Wednesday last. Among 
other papers wo see a Note dated the 4th ul¬ 
timo by Oid on el Nicholls, Chief Engineer of 
Bengal, on the effect of reads and railways 
on the general drainage of the oountry in 
Lower Bengal. The conclusions arrived at 
iu this document mny‘ be summed up as 
follows:— 

I. -Jh'Road# and railways in Lower Bengal 

have not obstructed the drainage of the 
country bo far as to cause or aggravate sick- 
ness.. 1 ' ; • *■ v’■; 7', \ -'

THE TATLttB CASE. 

Tiik excitement caused among tho Euro¬ 
pean community by the stteriiy of the 
sentence pronounced by the Chiejf Justice 
upon Mr. Tayler for “contempt 
tins, wo trust, by this time so far suWacd, 
from the lenient consideration subsequently 
shewn towards him by the absolute remis¬ 
sion of bis sentence of imprisonment that 
wo can now r without fear of laising tho 
old cry of race hatred, calmly review tho 
proceedings taken by the Chief Justice 
against Mr. Tayler for the letters published 
by him in the Englishman, 

The question for the public to consider 
is whether by the publication of those 
letters Mr. Tayler had committed tho 
offence fur which he was taken into custody, 
namely, contempt of court, and whether it 
was of such magnitude that the High Court 
could not refrain Bom taking serious notice 
of it though at the risk of interfering with 
a citizen’s personal liberty and vvbat is 
still ot greater importance with the free¬ 
dom of tho press. That Mr. Tayler wed 
offensive language ami wanted to heap 
ridicule upon Mr. Justioe Dwarkanath 
Mitter there cannot be a shadow of a 
doubt. But is the act of ridiculing a judge 
uut of Court committing a ontempt of 
Court? Such a principle onoe recognized 
would be daugcrous and might justly raise 
alarm in the community which is culltd 
upon to abide by that decision. A judge 
is not more a" snored personngo than any 
other public servant ,* and the public acts 
of h public officer m e not only open to cri- 
tioism but might be rmidj tho subject of 
humorous allusions, and even satirical bal¬ 
lads. Suoh liberty is granted by all ci¬ 
vilized Governments to their subjects. 
Among Englishmen tho Punch is a nation¬ 
al iiistilutiou which luis its flings even at 
Her Gracious Majesty tho Queen of Eng¬ 
land, Where would bo tho liberty of tno 
press, if a Judge’s decision could not be 
quarrelled with ? or himself painted ns a 
booby by way of ourionturo ? Tho Judge, 
if a sensible man, could only laugh ut the 
picture drawn of him, or preserve over 
it a dignified reticence. But was Mr. 
Tayler’* offence one of the kind we are 
speaking of? W«s he quite innocently 
but humorously railing ut the llon’ble 
Mh Justice Dwurkanath Mitter? Whs 
he disputing the IlWble Judge's power of 
understanding, or fighting with him on 
the legal merits of his ouSe? If he wero 
simply doing that, no earthly tribunal 
could bold him back without endangering 
Sts own existence. But no, Mr. Tayler 
was knowingly perverting louts to show 
in tbs Wnrld,.tiint be was an injured man. 
In ebftirgtag the Hon’ble Judge that ho 
pronounced ,$is judgment without one tittle 
of ecitfafc to support it, he was telling 
what lib knew was false;, or $e wns will-* 
fully concealing from the public a state¬ 
ment i)f facts the disclosure oimich would 
have At onoefoede the public along with 
the Jrnige i(| 4heir verdict upon his case.

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plained there would have b«en just ground 
for the judge’s suspension as suggested by 
Mr. Taylor himself. We cannot however 
eonoeivo of a greater piece of imperti¬ 
nence than thu oo.d suggestion for the 
Judge’s suspension w.ien Mr. Taylor knew 
that the Judge could not have done other¬ 
wise than ho Imd done. It was to protect 
the digny^j|§^the Court over which ho 
presidJUM^uch unconscionable Attacks, 
iittaokTHPnch if not challenged or with* 
drawn might justly lower it in the estima- 
ti in of the people as well asirftlie govern* 
input both at home aud abroad that the 
Flou’hlo Sir Barnes Peacock felt it his 
houndeu duty to call Mr. Tnyler to explain 
his conduct in open court; and he would 
have doits the same thing if Mr. Tnyler had 
accused any other learned Judge of the 
High Court in a similar stylo. In fact Mr. 
Tnyler did include more than one Judge 
of that Court in his accusntion of bias and 
prejudice against him when he hit upon 
that singularly felicitous expression, 
“ official principalities.” It cannot for a 
moment be suggested against the Chief 
Justice that he took these proceedings be¬ 
cause the Judge accused was a native of 
this country and therefore the more needed 
hi« protection. Native or European a 
judge is a judge and liko Caesar's wife his 
integrity must not be suspected, far less 
that he should be directly accused of par¬ 
tiality, hi ts or motives of self-interest. For 
if the charge can be proved n >thiug will sa¬ 
tisfy the ends of justice except dismissal 
from his high office for which he was found 
unlit. If the charges arc false and malici¬ 
ous justice equally demands that the ouiprit 
making them should meet his deserved 
punishment. Mr. Taylor even when over¬ 
whelmed with a sense of the enormity of 
his offence oiferod a most stinted apology. 
We scarcely know of an EivglUhift&u who 
under such circumstances would have acted 
ns Mr. Taylm* had done. However rough 
and overriding an Englishman may be 
thought of by the nativis of this oouutry 
they give him credit at least for one good 
quality—frankness. He is as ready to re¬ 
sent an injury as free to confess a fault. 
If we have understord Englishmen correctly 
we think this a happy trait in their olrarao* 
t r. We therefore wonder that instead of in¬ 
curring the displeasure of his own country¬ 
men, he ha* f und their sympathy. Let 
those who complain of the severity of the 
sentence remember that Mr. Tayler's letters 
contemplated an injury which nothing but 
hi* own inc ircoration would have atoned 
for. But that part of the sentence has been 
remitted, and is the unremitted portion bo 
heavy and'unjust that Englishmen in India 
would make common cause with Mr. Toy- 
lor aud pay his fine by subscription ?

A high wind began to 
blow from west to east accompanied by tremeudous 
thunder and lightning, and a heavy shower of I 
rain followed together with another shower of haU. 
This state of things reminded me of the oyclone 
which we witnessed at Calcutta in 18G.L Dufe 
happily no oyolone oome. Although the hail¬ 
stones and storm have done much injury to the 
young mangoes, jack fruits, oranges and other 
fruits, to the llowers of the fteasou, and to the 
tiled houses of the station, and proved fatal to the 
birds of the air and the beasts of the field, yet 
they have rendered immense good to mankind. 
Cholera which was raging here for sometime has 
been as it were washed away and the atmosphere 
which was so dry aud sultry for want of rain for 
n long time hue now been cooled, aud every thing 
around appears to be pleasing and healthy. The 
old people of the station say that they had never 
before witnessed such large siz<d hail stones. 
They attiibute this and the heavy shook of earth¬ 
quake felt here iu January last to the displeasure 
of the Almighty aud any that these are the pre- 
yious signs of the coining destruction of tho world.

nt the time of the reduction. Iu other words,

permanent establishments. With regard to tho

under those rules.

20,601,000 francs. The growth of the service in Paris 
is shown by thq 347 omnibuses and 40,000,000 
passengers having increased 4o 448 and G7,000,000 
in I860, and to the numbers above mentioned 
itt'1866. M. Lavolleo shows that the Parisian, 
service bag many advantages over that of London ; 
that the Parisians are better eoooramodntvd then 
ths Londoners i nnd that the dead weight i* lees, 
whereby the foroe utilized becomes less expensive.

effort of ingenuity, for Liverpool is pronoutioed 
*• Lerpul” to this day in the Lancashire dialect.

Re deniej that 
there has been " any deviation from our 
‘((diuary rule of neutrality in religious 
"controversy. By this rule we undor- 
" stand, not that every writer in our columns 
" should divest himself of his religious 
" opinions and write what any person, 
"Jow or Christian, Hindu or* Muhomedan, 
"spiritualist or materialist, might equally 
" have writtensuch a position would be 
" absurd; all that is required is that writ¬ 
ers should avoid controversy, and intro¬ 
duce their views iu such a manner as 
" not to attack or give cause of annoyance 
" to others who differ from them." 

Tho first article, on " Hindu Female 
Celebrities^" is a continuation of ^ former 
article on the same subject; but the persons 
whose lives the writer now delineates are 
no longer mythical, but historical. The 
writer Very properly adverts to this change 
in the oluirttoter of his subject. At the 
present day when tho question of improv¬ 
ing the status of our females is so much 
discussed; any accounts, provided they be 
strictly historical, of wlinc our women were 
in former times cannot but give some clue 
as to what they might be again. Almost 
all the diameters described by tho writer 
are either Rajpoot or Mahrnttnaud the 
history of their lives speaks well for the 
capabilities of *th*' softer &ex, if oircum- 
stances were only more favourable for their 
development. He denies that the status 
of females at tho prssent time is as low 
in other parts of India as it is in the 
Gnugetic Valley and particularly iu Bengal. 
His moral is that "it is to female virtues 
" tit at we must Joik, not only fot the hap- 
" pi ness of our homes, bat' also far the 
> " creation of that national chuructcr, wbieh 
" has ulways led to national greatness." 

The secoud article is a short but able 
ditoussiou on the Growth of Rice iu East 


Bengal. The writer is evidently most® t, 
of his subject. His object is to refute* 
Leibig's theory, according to whioh every 
"soil must be exhausted by consuming 
"continually corn-crops off it, unless the 
" mineral elements carried away by the oera 
" are identically replaced by manure." The 
author’s refutation of this mineral theory 
of agrioulture is to our minds most satis¬ 
factory. Wp subjoin a passage taken from 
the close of the article, whioh not .only 
gives a summary of the author's views on 
rioe-cultiration, but also indicates the real 
causes of the unimproving state of 13ougal 
agriculture. 

“ We mast not bs understood to undervalue 
manure; but the highest nrt iu farming is to grow 
oontinunl corn-crops without manure, and that 
the Bengali ryot succeeds in doing to the confu¬ 
sion of the theorists. And his process is funda¬ 
mentally identical with that pursued by those 
irrepressible farmers in Eoalnnd, who will sue* 
ueed >n growing corn after oern without (nr with 
exceedingly little) manure, after Baron Liebig has 
demonstrated the impossibibty of so doing. 

“ It would be quite foreign to the purposes of 
this article to enter ou political questions: bat 
Bengali agrioulture and its improvement depend 
greatly on suoh considerations. Sines the passing 
of Aot X no sano landlord oan allow either by 
lease or oocupancy any permanence of a tenure 
to a tenant; and the continual, often annual 
ohnnge of tenanoy is noce$aaril> a great bar to all 
improvement, especially cold weather tilth. An¬ 
other far more fatal bar to improvement is the 
almost universal custom mnong landlords of taking 
extra rent if the crop proves good, not because 
of anticipation of improved orops in future, but 
merely because the ryot “ is able to pay” more-. 
Tile landlords assert that this system is beneficial 
to the ryot beonuse he gets a corresponding re¬ 
mission of rent ih bad seasons; concerning whioh 
we have some doubts. The custom is, we pre¬ 
sume, entirely illegal. It is needless to expend 
argument to shew that any such custom must ia 
the highest degree tend to render the ryot oarelesa 
about his crops: why should he sow that others 
may reap? Whilst this state of things continues, 
it ts, as it seems to us, unreasonable to abuse the 
ryot, beonuse he is not eager to try every expe¬ 
riment that is suggested to him. 

*• The conclusion, wo fear not very praotioal, 
whioh we have reached at present, is that we 
have noj very much to toaoti tLe Bengali ryot la 
tho art of farming far rice.” 

The fifth article is ou "Christina Mis¬ 
sions ia India," We had hoped for a plain 
historical sfcatemout, accompanied with, 
statistics, of the progress or failure of the 
several Missionary schemes which are at 
present being worked. Instead of this we 
have the usual platitudes, the vague re¬ 
ligious common place, ia which the hopes 
nod fears, the warnings and discourage¬ 
ments attendant upon Missionary enter¬ 
prises are generally expressed. To u read¬ 
er who wishes to oarry away something 
from what he has read, it is difficult to 
draw any definite, results out of such ma¬ 
terials. One result however appears to be 
as oertaiu to the writer's mind as it is to 
our own thnt India cannot be convert¬ 
ed " by the foolishness of preaching," (to uso 
the phrase of tho Apostle of the Geutiles) 
and that the <mly menus, by which the Mis¬ 
sionaries have been able to exerciso au 
influence upon the minds of the Iiiudtx 
people, is secular education. This beiug the

case (and the statement it perfectly true) 
tlie question now arises; ho„w can such 
*4 b* nailed Miesionary ? The writer 
answers by enying that properly speaking 
“ no true influence is secular; all truth is 
41 Divine, and ail progress is the result cf 
“ a Divine working.** We admit the fact 
here stated; but we are bound, to add that 
such a plea in defence of “ the educational 
system of Missions'* amounts to a oomplete 
abandonment of the Special objects for 
which Missionaries are seut out. We fail 
to see the necessity of an apostolic body 
for teaching “Divine truth,** that is for 
imparting a purely secular education, when 
the Government has already provided for 
it by its educational establishments; and 
we suspect that those benevolent persons 
in Britain, who subscribe to foreign Mis¬ 
sions and fancy that their money is spent 
in the conversion of the heathen, would 
not see the necessity of continuing their 
aid in future. It was hoped by many that 
Missionary Colleges would act as an anti¬ 
dote to “ the godless education of Govern¬ 
ment Colleges.** If the former inculcate 
precisely tho same instruction as the latter, 
on the principle that “ all truth is Divine,** 
the above obnoxious phrase which Mis¬ 
sionaries or their patrons were the first 
to invent, ought to be at unco and for ever 
Abandoned. 

The writer appears to anticipate as cer¬ 
tain and inevitable tbe future conversion 
cf tbe Iudian nation. He . supposes that 
the diffusion of seoular knowledge will re* 
move all existing prejudices, and so prepare 
the minds of onr people for the 7 reception 
cf Christianity; and that at Some time or 
other there will be a general upheaving of 
tbe national mind, which wiU end in a 
general conversion. Ho argues that Mis¬ 
sions are thus indirectly fulfilling the de¬ 
signs for which they are sent, by aiding in 
the spread of seoular koowledge. He ad- 
visbt us not to look to individual conver¬ 
sions; but gazo upon tho prospeot of the 
grand result to which things are inevitably 
tending. “ Is it every thing" he slys “ to 
oonyert individuals, and nothing to eon* 
vert India itself P" This may be a very 
convenient doctrine to cover the awkward 
appearance of the fewness of individual 
-conversions at the present time. But to 
our minds the prophecy appears extremely 
unlikely of fulfilment, if, secular, eduoa*' 
tion has completely failed* during the last 
half century, in producing evangelical’' re¬ 
sults, it is extremely unlikely that it will 
ever succeed : and secular instruction, which 
leads to nothing bus secular fraU, i| clear/ 
ly not the proper work *f,a MSssiouary. 

The sixth article is entitled '' 

East Frontier. At the commencement j 
this paper Mr. Hunter it prominent 
figure, and the figure which be makes if' 
not one to be proud of. Mr. |luupr''. hew-, 
ever is not the direct or 
of tbe article. The grafter portion of it 
consists of an historical outline of the poli¬ 
cy of the English Government toward the 
frontier tribes both in times of war and in 
timft ,of peace. It gives* descriptive 


sketch cf each tribe, tbeir geographical posi¬ 
tion, their manners and character; and these 
aconunta are interspersed with brief notions 
of tbe steps which the government lias 
taken from time to time with a view to 
improve their condition, so far as the tribes 
themselves could be induced to submit to 
the considerate and often philanthropical 
treatment which was offered them. It was 
impossible for a writer, who was desirous 
of setting forth the Government policy in 
its true light, not to notioe the gross errors 
and misrepresentations which have been 
reoently made by Mr. Hunter in the poli¬ 
tical disserations prefixed to bis Comparative 
Dictionary Before truth can be acoepted, 
prejudice must be removed. In the present 
instance, (he prejudices and false notions 
which might have been created by Mr. 
Hunter have been most effectually dissipat¬ 
ed. His misstatements, misrepresentations, 
inconsistencies, the want of trustworthy 
eiidenoe for some of the theories he advan¬ 
ces, and the conclusions be has oome to in 
defiance of all evidence have been unspar¬ 
ingly exposed. His plagiarisms from the 
writings of others have been brought into 
dear light. Mr. Hunter has committed 
tbe egregious blunder of supposing that the 
hill tribes of the frontier are in point cf 
manners and character an exact iraagejf 
those in the interior. “ Having onoe id ® 
14 ized an aboriginal inhabitant in the per- 
“ sun of n good-humoured, industrious, 
“simple, slightly inebriated Sontha), Mr., 
“ Huuteroan think of other aboriginal races 
“only in this form.** The causes of this 
blunder may partly Consist in tbe fact tfiat 
Mr. Hunter has had acme personal experi¬ 
ence of the tribes in the centre, and none 
whatever with those on the North-Bast, 
frontier. But probably another reason might 
be assigned with equal truth. It appears 
to have been Mr. Hunter’a ambition to gain 
tbe credit of having originated and sug¬ 
gested a noble policy, which bad Hitherto 
escaped the wisdom of,’tbe British govern¬ 
ment ; and to do this it was necessary for 
him to falsify or ignore any facts which 
might hot suit his purpose, and eo invent 
or assume others wherever the argument 
required it. Sooh ia the effect of eelf-con- 
oeit upon the human mind, that Mr? Hunter 
appears to Have really persuaded himself 
into the belief that he had preached a new 
Gospel to the British Government It is 
well known tbit credulity and inventive¬ 
ness are traits which are generally found to 
oo-exist. Such at least is tiie* observation 
of Bacon when he alludes to the seytng of. 
Taoittti^flnguut simul orednntque* 

. Mr. Hunter's chief position reepeotiog the 
frChttor tribes are aet forth by the JEtekiewer 
as follows;—

We ha ve no space for giving even a sketch 
of tbe various arguments by which Mr. 
Hunter’s positions are refuted. The erro¬ 
neousness of some of those is self-evident 
from the passage just quoted. And as (a 
remainder we can only say that the trow 
nature of a csss can .sometime He best 
learned from the ststotoont cf its opposite ; 
and that on this principle a eooetdersbla 
amount of valuable instruction may be 
gleaned from Mr. Huuter’i Political Dis¬ 
sertation. 

Tbe. seventh article, entitled “The East 
India Company in Japan" possesses very 
| considerable historical interest. It supplies 
!-a"chapter hitherto wanting in the early 
history of that greet Company, whose in¬ 
fancy seems to have been as full of daring 
enterprises and romantic interest, as its 
maturity and age were distinguished by 
military glory and political aggrandizement. 
The novel information, which is here for 
the first time put into a continuous aad 
intelligible form, is mainly derived from 
the early correspondence and Court-Mi- 
uutes of the East India Company, pre¬ 
served in various Record storehouses and 
recently catalogued and calendered by tho 
order of Government. The Reviewer has, 
we think judiciously, rendered his acoount 
oomplete by a general survey of the his¬ 
tory of Japan up to the present time# and 
has instituted some interesting comparisons 
between the early trade with that country 
in 1600, A. D. and tbe trade as exhibi¬ 
ted by Parliamentary returns in the year 
1867. But the interest of the story oen- 
trea in tho period from the year 1000, 
when Sir William Addames, “the Robinsoq 
Qrusoe of Japan" landed in Nipon, to t|i* 
1616 wnen the English were virtu- 
ujjy deferred from all profitable trade 
the oountry. Tbe acojunt of this early 
trade, the Reviewer justly remarks, would- 
wot improbably afford useful hints to the 
Japanese merchants of this age; for 16 
should be remembered that (his trade 
having been dormant for centuries, is scarce¬ 
ly more developed now than it was iu 1616. 
The paper concludes with an earnest state¬ 
ment or the" claims of Indian Records, and 
iff Anghv-OHeatal Records generally, to 
mere careful Attention on the part of 
oriental historians.

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tfW SUMCEA SCHOOL AND THE 
. EDUCATION DEPARTMENT. 

Ws bfeg to draw th« attention of our 
•>md«rt so a* grow an not of official tyran¬ 
ny a* ever waa perpetrated * under h system 
of checks upon checks or %hetds within 
wheel* supposed to* prevail iu the Bangui 
Government. The Honorory Secretary to 
-th> Sulkea-Aided school, with a pertina¬ 
city ootnmon in his race, appears to have 
beset the late Lady Canning with an ap¬ 
peal for aid on behalf of a proposed rtmald 
School io that l^oality. Toe generous Lady 
at onot Tsepooded to the call by remit¬ 
ting Rs. 200 to the applicant direct, who 
thereupon went up to the Bengal Government 
with the scheme of a Female school in Sal- 
kea on the model of the Bethune Female 
iohool. The Baboo offered to raise Rs. 
200 per month if Government gave a 
like amount for the purposes of the school. 
Of course the Indian Government shrank 
with honor from suoh a proposition urged 
.es it whs at a tine when the empire was 
convulsed by mutiny. The scheme drop¬ 
ped through. But the donation of Lncy 
Canning remained in the bauds of the 
person to whom it was entrusted. The 
Honorary Secretary to the Sulkoa «sohuol 
subsequently addressed that lady detailing 
all the circumstances of .the failure and 
soliciting instructions as to the disposal 
Of the money. Me offered to return it to 
the donor unless she preferred transferring 
it to the Sulkea Boys’ school which was 
sadly in want of a proper building. No 
reply to this letter having been received 
the money was held in deposit until Mr. 
Woodrow, the Inspector of Schools, Central 
Division, on information received from one 
of his predecessors to whom the Honorary 
Secretary had communicated all the fact#’of 
the case, put in a claim to tho amount on be¬ 
half of Hindoo femalo education elsewhere. 
Tho Honorury Secretary to the Sulkea school 
naturally regarded the claim with jealousy, 
for the Education Department had not the 
shadow of a right to divert a private dona¬ 
tion to a purpose *n»t contemplated by 
the generous donor. Still whilst respectfully 
protesting against this ofljeial loot, hJPsig- 
infied his readiness to deposit the amount* 
in'the Bank of Bengal iu the joint namda ; 
of himself aud the Inspector of Schools of] 
the Director of Public Instruction as may 
be desiged to the end that the money may 
not be arbitrarily appropriated by th/d 
Education Department so long as there 
remained any prospect of a Girl’s sohobF 
being established in Salkvn. The money in 
fact had been already deposited in the Go¬ 
vernment Basing* Bank at the suggestion 
n predecessor of Mr. Woodrow, Mr. 
officiating Inspector Harrison. 

These are the main features of the case, 
out of whioh tho Education Department 
hat made up one for the withdrawal of 
the Government Grant from the Sulkea 
3toy's school. What the Boy’s school has 
done la deserve such a punishment every 
anno man must contemplate with blank 
astonishment There is a story current in 
Bengal thaPthe Hindoo God Putiohniuin, 
who usually has his Head quarters on the 
top of a Banian tree and who afflicts un*' 
clean and shameless maidens with hysteric 
fits and turns tho heads of misbelieving 
presumptuous young lads, mm upou a time 
finding himself quite powerless to deal with 
an audacious little scamp who defied him 
and attacked his oool retreat with various 
projeouiles and other offensive mutter, ap¬ 
peared iu a dream to tho father of tho mis¬ 
chievous imp and threatened with a very red 
taco Und a voice of ttiuudvr to twist the 
nock of his younger ohild if the parcut 
failed to restrain the pranks of his oldest 
hope. The potion of tho Education De- 

f iartmeut in trie case wo are uotioiu^ strong* 
y partakes of this reoreaut sore of revenge 
and appears to us to be simply disgraceful. 
We publish elsewhere a portion -of tho 
official Correspondence on tuii subject and 
when the remainder is published in cur next 
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issue we will oritioally review it in the in¬ 
terests of justice aud education.

THE CAUSES OF THE EPIDEMIC. 

Owb of tho most distinguished physi¬ 
cians of our age is Sir Thomas Watson. 
His “Lectures on tho Soidnoe and Prao- 
tioe of medioine” is •reputed to be one of 
the best medical Text-books in the Eng¬ 
lish language and his opinions have grwft 
weight with his professional brethren. ^ His 
dissertation on malaria and intermittent 
fever is a model of luoidjpnsoning. His con¬ 
clusions are that decomposed vegetable 
matter does .not prodnoe malaria >. e. it 
has no tendency to give rise to intermit¬ 
tent fever, that the true nature of mala¬ 
ria is yet unknown, that marshy places 
*&re malarious, that for* the production of 
malaria shallow water covering a large 
surfnoe and a certain degree of tempera¬ 
ture are all that appear to he necessary, 
that malaria is most powerful at night 
and that it affects people who are asleep 
far more than people who am awake. He 
is of opinion that a thick belt of trees 
interposing between a inuysh and an in¬ 
habited place often protects that place 
from the effects of malaria and he gives 
an instance in which the felling of suoh 
a beltggf trees made a place very un- 
healthy; Sir Thomas does not deny that 
decomposed organic matter may be a pow¬ 
erful morbific agency of some sort; but 
ho denies that it produoes intermittent 
fever. He says that one of the markets 
of London is often full of decayed cab¬ 
bages and other decomposed vegetable re¬ 
fuse; but it is singularly free from inter¬ 
mittent fever. Daring the Frenoh Revo, 
lutionary War, the British troops suffered 
much from malarious fever in the island 
of Walcheren, which is barren, sandy and 
destitute of trees and decornp >se»d vegetable 
matter. If decomposed vegetable matter 
be essential to tho production of malaria 
how came the British troops to suffer so 
much from malarious fever in an island 
where there was hardly any vegetable 
growth P The bank of the Tagus opposite 
Lisbon is malarious though it is barren 
and almost destitute of vegetable growth. 

One of the most distinguished advocates 
of the vegetable-decomposition theory is 
Dr. Aitken. To get over the ugly fact 
that Gibraltar, though a barren rock, often 
suffer*- from malarious fever, the Doctor 
jnaintains that water gets into the crevioes 
of the rock and produces minute fungi 
and other microscopic vegetables and that 
the decay of these produces malarious 
fever.' (Vide Ataken’s Principle* and Prac¬ 
tice of medicine.) Whatever Dr. Aitken's 
admirers may say his reasoning is by no 
means a fair specimen of ipductive reason¬ 
ing and is fur less oogeut than Dr. 
Watson’s. 

Tho theory which ascribes the cpidamio 
fever to imperfect drainage rests on much 
stronger grounds than that which mokes 
the rank growth of jungle the chief if 
not the solo cause. 

It can *bo proved that many of the 
epidemic-stricken villages are now worse 
drained than they used to be, in conse¬ 
quence of tho sitting up of the old water- 
oourses; but there “la no gr>und whatever 
for believing that there is more jungle in 
these vitlages than there was in years 
gone by. • 

That ill-drained places are more un¬ 
healthy and tnore subject to malarious 
fever than places comparatively well drain¬ 
ed mast be admitted on all hands. But 
how are we to account for ' the sudden 
out-break*of the epidemic iu several parts 
of Hooghly, Nuddeu and 21-Perguuunhs iu 
1861P Take one of the epidemio-atnoken 
villages nearest to Calcutta—Baraset for 
instance. We do not deny that the silt¬ 
ing up of the Sooty and the Ncweo 
•Nuddeu tended to make Harases und the 
neighbouring villages' unhealthy j but tho 
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Sooty and the Nowee had silted up lpng 
ago. There is no reason whatever for 
thinking that in 1859 or 1860 Baraset 
was better drained or less jungly than in 
1861. How was it that in 1860 the 
Baraset people enjoyed fair health, whilst 
in 1861 they weio literally decimated by 
the epidemio. The apparent sanitary con¬ 
dition of Belghoria was always and is still 
far worse than that Cf Baraset. It is ill- 
drained and full of bamboo-topes, low 
jungle and brushwood and* had pools of 
water. How was it that it was so. little 
affected by the epidemic P Compare Dukhio- 
sore with Halisliuhur, and Bally with 
Tribeni and Bansberia. In 1861-62, no 
observer could detect the slightest differ¬ 
ence between the apparent sanitary con¬ 
ditions of these villages. How whs it that 
Ilakliinsore and Bally escaped whilst Hall- 
shuhur, Tribeni and Bansberia were almost 
desolated by the ravages of the epidemic P 
These questions have never been satis¬ 
factorily answered. No body has been 
able to explain why pluoea fur worse drain¬ 
ed aud far more jungly than the town of 
Krislinnnagur have been free from the 
epidemic, whilst Krishnnnngur suffered so 
much. Till these problems are satisfac¬ 
torily solved it would be wrong to hazard 
a theory on the subject of tho epidemic. 
The imperfect-drainage theory is plausi¬ 
ble; but it does not explain every thing. 
Let jungle be cleared and efficient drainage 
be provided; for jungle and bad drain¬ 
age tend to aggravate the ravages of the 
epidemic, but don’t say thut jungle and 
bad drainage'have caused the epidemic. 

We commend the subject to the atten¬ 
tion of Dr. Sirkar, and hope that he will 
prosecute his researches in a truly Baco¬ 
nian spirit* In no science are there so 
many hasty generalisations and false in¬ 
ductions ns in medicine; let not the Ben¬ 
gal epidemio add to the number of such* 
hasty generalisations. 


It oivbs us great pleasure to inform 
our readers that the three young Native 
gentlemen (Baboos Romesh Ohunder Dutt, 
itohrtri Lull Guptu and Soorendro Nath 
Baneijea) who went to England last year 
to qualify themselves for tho Civil Service 
Examination have all passed tiie test most 
successfully.

(Home New#.) 

A Parliamentary return relating to tho Couu- 
oil of India has been prepared iu pursuance of a 
inotiou made by Mr. liaines. It states thut $if 
J. W. Bogg is 78 years of age; he pruciiaeU at 
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tho Calcutta Bar above six year*, and was Ite- 
glslrar of the Supreme Court for 11 year*; Mr. 
MacaRghteu it 61; he wet officer of the Supreme 
Cddrt jfor above Id year*. Mr. Mangles is 67, 
Mr. Priueep 74, Sir F. Currie 70; they were in 
the oovenauted oivil servioe for 18$, 94, and 66 
years respectively. Sir It Vivian 67; lie was 
in the Madras military servioe for 44 years. Alj 
these members of Council were directors of the 
Knit India Company. Sir H. C. Mimtgpntery ie 

68, ami Mr. Arbnthnot 61 ; they were in the 
covenanted civil servioe for 33| aud 20$ years 
respectively Sir T. Ershins Perry is 62; he was 
nn Indian judge for 11} yarns. Major-General 
W. B. Baker is 60; he served in the Dengal 
Engineers for above 29 years. Sir G. K. Clerk 
it 68, Sir Henry B. Frere 63, Sir U. Montgomery 

69, Sir F, Holliday 62; they were in the oove- 
vented civil servioe respectively for 30, 32,| (in¬ 
cluding his Governorship at Dorn bay), 36 j, and 
84 years. Sir II. Rswlinson is 68; he was on 
the Bombay military establishment fur above 2Sj 
years. The salary of enoh of tbrse gentlemen as 
member of Council is £1200; 11 of them have 
also annuities, oivil service pensions, or military 
pay, The ages of the six secretaries df depart¬ 
ments are 66, 02, 66, 64, 69, end 61 years; 
they* had all been in the Indian servioe, out or 
at home, before they reoeived these appointments. 

So also Had the director-general stores, who is 
49 years of age. The scooiintant-general who 
is 46, was transferred to the Indian home eorvice 
from the permanent oivil eervioe of the Crown. 
The auditor, who ja 67, was in the Bombay 
Infantry for 40 years. The salaries of three 
gentlemen range front £1000 a year to £1720; 
and three of them have also military pay or 
pension, or civil eervioe annuity. The oivil ser¬ 
vice annuities are partly paid for by subscription 
of 4 per oent, on salaries during servioe in India.

to oorapel them to gather the fruit that has been 
trodden upon in the Bazars and devour it, and, 
in order to avoid recognition in such a state, these 
poor wretches cover their faces. Our contempo¬ 
rary suggests that the authorities should lose no 
time whatever in enquiring iuto this matter, and 
remedjing this evil before it is too late. Thi ex¬ 
istence of such a state of things is much to be 
lamented, and is not at all oreditable to the au¬ 
thorities of Lucknow.

J. T. Grant appears to have exorcised groat firm¬ 
ness iu the ordinary administration of justice, 
and has consistently anpptntod tho stipendiary 
magistracy which formed the chief safeguard of 
tho labouring population.

— A suit was brought for possession with 
mesne profits of an 8 Annas share of three ta- 
looks under a miras alleged to have been grant¬ 
ed to the plaintiff by one Tvipoorasoonderee, 
wife of Earn Gopal Chose, a oo-sharer with the 
other defendants. The defendant's case was that 
Trtpoornsoondory had no right* or interests in 
the talooks for which the suit was brought and 
that neither she nor her Hnsbaud had any posses¬ 
sion thereof. The first court gave the plaintiff 
a decree. On appeal,, the Lc|rerAppeUate court 
held that the suit was barred bpjpdritation. In 
dismissing the* appeal to- the High Court the 
Hon’ble Justices Iky fey and Hobhouse observed 
that a copy of the pottah alleged to have been 
granted by Trfpoorasoondery, which wae a state¬ 
ment to the Effect that* her lessee was ia pos¬ 
session, could not of itself be sufficient to make 
out each a cnee for plaintiff as be should give 
no further proof, till 4he defendant should have 
rebutted plain tiff’s case. In the opinion of the 
learned Judges the Lower Court cannot bo said 
to be in error in law in not considering, in its 
judgment, documents whioh ore not in the re¬ 
cord when that Judgment is passed. (Case No. 
2827 of 1868 deoiled on 3rd April 1869.) 

— The above named Hon’ble Judges have aleo 
held that a Lower Appellate Court oannot be said 
to bo wrong in ordering that a minor should be 
excluded from the category of Defendants, as the 
minor not being represented by a guardian would 
not be bound by any decree of court, the law 
not recognizing any act of a minor who has no 
guardian before the Court. (No. 2886 of 1868, 
decided on 3rd April 1869)

— In a cult to recover possession of land where

SCIENCE AND SCIENTIFIC MEN IN 
INDIA. 

Let not the heading of this articlo re¬ 
mind our readers of fools rushing in where 
angels fear to tread. We are not going 
to discuss with Arohdeacon Pratt how far 
an embankment of the river Hooghly 
below Calcutta is likely to increase the 
height of the storm-wttvo on tho occur¬ 
rence of another Cyclone. One of the 
greatest matbemetioians that ever lived, 
the illustrious Clairaut, after making a 
eerie* of intricate calculations for tho in¬ 
vestigation of tidfltl .phenomena gave them 
up in despair with tho exclamation * In¬ 
tegrate thmta who can.” If Archdeacon 
Pratt or Professor Airy havo erred in this 
most difficult branch of hydraulics it flSH 
bo for tho scientific men of Europe to 
point out their errors. Our business at 
present is with smaller fry. 

Iu the Calcutta Gazette #o£ the 2nd 
Instant Mr. Bianford favours us with an 
account of tho cause of tho Cyclone of 
November I, 1867. " It is also known” 

says Mr. Bianford, "from tho data col¬ 
lected M Mr. Piddington that a largo 
nnmberabpy clones originato in the neigh- 
bourhpow the Andaman and Nicobar 
fslands, ^id tho further knowledge that has 


bsen gained during tho Inst few years 
tends to show that those of October and 
November avo mainly produced by a damp, 
squally, westerly wind, which in thorn* 
months prevails in tho neighbourhood of 
tho Equator and to the South ot Ceylon.” 

Further, on, li8 observes, " It lias been 
ascertained thnt tho enuso of thut storm 
(tho Cyclone of November 1807) was tlm 
existence of a barometric depression to 
the west of tho Nicoburs at least as early 
ns tho 23rd October.” 

Will Mr. Blautord bo good enough to 
explain what his idea of causation isP 
How oan a damp, squally wiud produce; 
a OycloueP How can a small wind pro¬ 
duce a big wind? How in the ^ name oE 
common sense can a fall in tho barometer 
oause a Cyolone P A Cyclone may be 
preceded by a damp, squally wind or by 
a barometric depression; but to say that 
one is the cause of the other is as absurd 
as to say with tho Kentish rustic the 
Tenterden steeple is tho cause of tho 
Goodwin Sands. In tho Cape of Good 
Hope storms are almost invaiiably pro- 
oeded by the appearance of a small cloud 
whioli tho sailors call Ox’s eye. In Bengal 
the North westers which cool tho evenings 
of April and May are almost invariably 
preoeded by the appearance of black clouds 
in the northwest which our follow-oitizens 
absurdly call Iumenugyovia megh . No 
meteorologist over dreams of saying that 
it is the clouqs which causo the storms. 

Damp, westerly squalls blow near tha 
Equator every year during tho months 
of October and Novomber. Why, if Mr- 
Blanford’s theory bo true, liavo wo no 
Cyclones every year P 

No fact in meteorolgy is bettor ascer¬ 
tained than that barometric depressions, 
though often, are not invariably followed 
*by storms. Even if these phenomena stood 
in the order of invariable sequence, it 
would be as wrong to soy that a baro¬ 
metric depression causes a storm as it 
would be to say that night is the causo 
of day. All that can with safety be said 
on the subject is that a full in tho baro¬ 
meter proves rarefaction of tho air, and 
that varefuction of air may be, though it 
is not sure to be, followed by a storm. Me¬ 
teorology is not yet a science. It will taka 
some centuries of observations to systema¬ 
tise the isolated facts which the human 
race has learned and is learning on tho 
subject Mr. Bianford seems to be fully 
aware of this,; for says be, “ It is not 
speculating from a few isolated observations 
tb#t any general laws can be ascertained. 
Nothing Is more liable to mislead than 
partial experienceyet bo hazards a con¬ 
jecture as to the caus6 of tho Cyclono of 
1867 and gives out the result of this con¬ 
jecture as an established fact. 

Wo havo bqd plenty of hasty generali¬ 
sations and false inductions in the caso 
uf tho Bengal, epidemic. To increase tho 
number of such hasty generalisations iR 
other departments of knowledge can tend 
only to bring «the scientific men of India 
into contempt. 
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THE REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT- 
We understand that there are to bo some 
ebunges in the prospects and salaries of 
officers employed in the Registration Depart¬ 
ment. Sub-Registrars when they were first 
appointed wero members of tho Subordiffete 
Executive Service and stood in respect of 
prospects and position on a footing of per¬ 
fect equality with Deputy Magistrates and 
Deputy Collectors. But the union of func¬ 
tions was not found ©aotemenfc and on tho 
representation of tho Registrar General the 
two offices wero disunited and the Regis¬ 
tration Department Constituted into a dis¬ 
tinct Department by itself. Sub-Registrars 
were henceforth mere Sub-Registrars and 
nothing c eUe; and tho maximum of thoir 
pay was fixed at Rs. 400. 

• A still further reduction in tho prospects 
is contemplated and there are now we under¬ 
stand to bo three graces of Sub-Registrars. 
Those that ore in office will continue to 
draw Rs. 200 a month and bo in tho 2nd 
grade: The 1st grade is to bo worth 250 
nnd some additional hands are to bo ap¬ 
pointed on 150 who are to be considered 
os in the 3rd grade. 

We do not think this will be a vory good 
arrangement. The Department has already 
suffered greatly in strength and efficiency. 
Two of tho best men that ever entered the 
service have resigned; some who wero of 
moderate abilities have been transferred to 
the Executive Servioe and only the dregs 
now romain beoause perhaps .they cannot 
find broad elsewhere. We knov^ an inatanoe 
in which a Deputy Magistrate who had 
turned out inefficient and had foiled even 
to pass tho usual examinations after repeated 
attempts was transferred or rath or degraded 
to tho Registration Service. What does 
this indicate ? That the Registration De¬ 
partment is meant to be the receptacle of 
all the refuse and sweepings of tho Exo^| 
eutive. Bat seriously speaking is this like¬ 
ly P We cannot believe that Mr. Beverley, 
jealous as he is of his own influence and 
tho interests of the Department which ■ he 
beads, will permit such a state of things to 
continue long. Wo hope be will see that he 
will be making matters worse and degtadlag 
his own position if he aoeepts the arrange¬ 
ments now about to. tetoteodaood. If be 
is unable to get rid .et^l^.^wbOse'aii-,. 
poiatoients he has hed' : iie;’-htndi' .M 
endeavour to make up by 
class of men; and for jUisbe ^ 
offer thorn higher salaries 
pertinent or be able 
prospects of promotion to til* 

Subordinate Executive ServkM^' 
serving men will not then ‘ 
forward and accept servioe 
tration Department. The 
Registrars is very 
work, if properly dpne »u4 
qualified men to do very simple 
and light; ordinarily in meet places they 
have not we are informed more than an 
hour or two'e fair work during the day. 
The reet of their time they might be made 
to employ usefully in tome other way or 
in preparing for the Judicial or Executive 


Service. This need not ho the case with 
nil. Only such of them as are promising 
nnd distinguish themselves by tlieir suo- 
oess, energy and diligence in tho Regis- 
trnthm Department ought to havo this 
privilege. Mr. Bevoviey complained that 
his Sub-Registrars did not do their duties 
well and were generally more mindful of 
their Judicial than Registration works. 
But this they could not avoid because 
upon their sd&ceas and good name in the 
Judicial Department depended their rise 
and promotion in the servioe and officers 
under whose immediate control they were 
looked mors to the quality of their Jadi- 
oial than Registration works. No ground 
will exist for such a complaint now—in 
as much ns under the arrangements wc 
propose Sub-Registrars will find it to he 
their interest to do their registration works 
well and satisfy the Registrar General 
before they oan hope to have a lift else¬ 
where. The Registration wWl still continue 
to be n distinct Department by itself and 
what is no small matter good men will bo 
always had for tho work.

ANOTHER .CYCLONE. 

While tho Meteorological Reporter to 
Government is making fruitless attempts 
to ascertain the cause of the Cyclone of 
Novomber 1867 two more Cyclones lmvo 
raged in Bengal in less than one month. 
The first, as our' readers are aware, visited 
Jessore, Dacca, and Fur reed poro on the 
Kith Ultimo and caused great distress 
among the inhabitants of those districts. The 
second passed over Calcutta and the ad¬ 
jacent places on Wednesday last. The 
sufferings of the people especially of those 
who reside in huts were very great during 
the whole of that day. Several pucca 
houses have fallen in the native quar¬ 
ter of the town. The fallowing taken 
from the Englishman will £ive our readers 
some idea^f tho damage done to Ilfs and 
property :— <# The Cyclone of Wednesday we* 
more severe than that of 16th May, and 
lies done more damage.

nearly in the same track at such a short 
interval. In our oorrespondenoe column 
will be found several letters on the subject, 
and as the dawks oonto in from the Mofussil 
we fear that we shall hear of great damage 
to property in the Jessoro district. It is 
also likely, as the tide rose to an unusual 
height on Wednesday, that a second storm 
wave has visited the Soonderbuns. We 
think steamers might be sent out by Go¬ 
vernment to search the head of the Bay, 
nnd the sea food of the Soonderbuns, and 
that at the same time some inland vessels 
might visit the principal settlements ready 
to supply aid, should it be required. The 
rule of never giving help until an urgent 
request has been preferred is at once cruel 
and impolitic. 

The damage done to house and land 
property in Calcutta, was mostly erfoffned 
to such minor injuries as broken Venetians, 
verandahs and doors. Tho most serious 
accident reported is tho falling in of tho 
roof of one of the sheds at the back or 
tbe Rauper Hospital at Sonldali, now used 
temporarily as a Lock Hospital. These 
buildings were erected a few months since 
by the Public Works Department, and wero 
intended to be used as a small-pox Hospi¬ 
tal in the event of an epidemic. In the 
meantime they were made over temporarily 
as a Lock Hospital. There wore 106 wo¬ 
men in the llo&pital at tho time. Between 
11 and 12 o’clock ou Wednesday morning 
the roof of one of the sheds foil in upon 
the unfortunates below. Two women wera 
killed on the spot, three others very serious¬ 
ly wounded, aud six slightly hurt. This 
occurred daring the height of tbe storm, 
and the wounded were with considerable 
difficulty taken into the building lately 
used as the Calcutta terminus of the Mut- 
lah Railway. This building was very leaky, 
bat every endeavour was made to mako 
the unfortunate women as comfortable as 
possible. Captain Birob, the Deputy Com¬ 
missioner -©f Police, and Mr. J. B. Roberts 
were on the spot as soon as possible. The 
ether sh*da were also partially unroofed.

keep proper time. No damage was done 
to fifty of tho Railway buildings, but at 
Koosbtea a number of huts and cutcha 
* abode were blown • down. A report was 
received yesterday from the line Superin¬ 
tendent of tho Port Canning Railway, 
stating that some damage had been done to 
the buildings at Canning, and that some 
of the telegraph wires linrl been broken, 
temporarily interrupting tho oo ram uniend 
tiun. Nothing was said of any other 
damage at Port Canning. 

No approximate estimate can be given as 
to the loss on the river, but it is supposed 
that at least n hundred cargo boats, largo 
and small, have beou sunk. A consider¬ 
able quantity of oargn, and valuable pro¬ 
perty, has boon, and still continues, to be, 
washed ashufe, when it is taken ohnrgo of 
by the police until tho proper owners come 
forward. No loss of life 1ms been reported, 
nor have any bodies been washed ashore. 
The damage to tho shipping is trilling. A 
few ship} parted from their moorings, and 
fouled other vessels, but no damago of any 
consequence was dono. The passenger bouts 
sufferred little ns tho Manjoes bad ample 
time to haul their boats high up on tho 
bank as the violence of the gale increased. 
One dinghy was wrecked at Colvin’s Ghaut, 
one at Coillab Ghaut, and six at Jackson’s 
Ghaut, but the whole of llm latter woro 
stove in by a cargo boat being driven on j 
to them. 

Tho following is a correct report of tho 
accidents amongst tho shipping which, 6ua- 
sidering tho nature of the storm, may be 
considered as very trifling.

The following immediate arrangements 
fur tho protection of the Sylliet and Cnchar 
frontier against the attacks of the Looshais 
during the approaching rains, havo been 
made by tbe Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal 
and approved by the Government of India, 
In Sylliet, on a frontier lino of about 5(5 
miles, 4 posts have been established, onoU 
consisting of 2 Head Constables nnd 39 
Constables, under the charge of 2 Sub- 
Inspectors. Iu Gaohar, which hna a frontier 
line of about 45 miles along the Looshai 
country, 4 of the existing posts, consisting 
at present of 2 Head Constables and 16 
Constables,. have been strengthened by tho 
addition of 12 Constables each to 3 of the 
poets, and 8 to the fourth. Besides these, 
another strong guard has been established 
at Julnacherra of 4 Head Constables and 
59 mcu under a Sub-Inspector. 

••'■'An impression provails that (ho regis¬ 
tration of instruments’of gift of immovenbl© 
property of a vuluo less than one hundred 
Rupees is optional under Section 18 of Act 
XX of 180#. This is iu tho opinion of 
the Hon’ble Justices Norman and E. Jack- 
son wrong. Tho learned Judges say:— 
“The 17th Section of Act XX of I860 
enacts that tho whole of tho instruments 
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enumerated shall bo registered, provided 
the property to which thoy relate shall bo 
situated in the district in which the Act 
eamo into operation. Amongst tho instru¬ 
ments enumerated nro instruments of gift 
of immovoable property. It is a little ve¬ 
in arknblo that in enumerating the docu¬ 
ments of which registration is optional in 
Seotion 18 after the word “ instruments 
in ekuso 1, tho word* * other than an 
instrument of gift* tftiieh ore found in 
clause 2 of the 17th; Seotion are not re¬ 
peated ns they should have been, and as tbo 
sense seems to require. Tbo * words instru¬ 
ments of gift of immoveablo property* in 
clause 17 are not qualified in any way. 
They include alt such instruments without 
any exception. Wo tbiuk that, taking the 
two Seotions together, tho meaning is that 
nil instruments of gift of immoveable pro¬ 
perty must bo registered, whatever be tho 
value of tho property.” 


A jrRiF.Ni> writes to us ns follows“You 
nro not aware of tho consternation and 
oonfusion that have been caused in tho 
Hofussil by the new rules regarding re¬ 
ceipt nod payment of money in the subor¬ 
dinate Civil Courts. The Aocountnnt Ge¬ 
neral by whom the rules have been pres¬ 
cribed is not very intimately acquainted 
with the prooodure of the Civil Courts and 
it is no wonder then that he should fall 
into errors; but how docs it happen that 
they have been published under tho autho¬ 
rity of tho Government of Bengal ? I will 
simply givo ati instance of tho absurdity 
of some of the rales. Rule I says— 
badges and Magistrates are not to receive 
or pay cash themselves. A suitor who 
wants to pay any sum into Court may get 
a challan from the presiding officer of the 
Court and prooeod with it to the Trea¬ 
sury for deposit; and in tho oaso of su¬ 
bordinate Courts order of payment must 
be made by the District Court. Now, a wit¬ 
ness comes to Court, gives his depositions 
and asks for his expenses. What does the 
Hakeem say “ Well rhy friend, make regu¬ 
lar application, I will forward it to the 
District Court and then order will be issued 
upon tho Collector of the district and then 
be will forward the adviee to this Sub-' 
division’s Treasure chest: and all this will 
bo done in the ojurse of a short fortnight: 
wait Imre* my friend and you will bay# 
your cheque for 2 annas as surens I live.** 
Really something like this coarse Is now 
being adopted.

should be carried out immediately.

We will not insult tho understandings 
of our readers by adducing nuy argument 
to prove that it is wrong to make a 
tenant pay for the laches of his landlord.

So long as schedulo B of Act X of 1862 
was in foroe the evil was not much felt- 
but since tho passing of Mr. Hobhouse's 
Stamp Bill in 1867, tho cost of deposit¬ 
ing rent in the Collector's Treasury has 
risen "enormously. A ryot who could for¬ 
merly deposit 1U 16 by paying a Stamp 
Duty of 4 annas has now to pay a 
stamp duty of Rs. 2 for depositing tha 
same amount. 

The consequence of the operation o*f tho 
Stamp Aot of 1867 has been that what 
was intended to protect tho ryot from the 
extortions of his Zemindar has proved an 
utter delusion and mockery. Tho great¬ 
est extortioner among the Zemindars of 
Bengal will hardly demand Bhurreo 
Bhattah or Tahrir or any other ordinary 
cess to the amount of Us. 2 on a jumma 
of Rs. 16. 

. Few ryots are so foolish as to pay ii 
largo fee to the State without any chance 
of recovering it, when tho payment*of a 
comparatively small cess to tho Zoraiudar 
and a small perquisite to tho Gomashtah. 
will enable him to settle his rent aocount. 

Wo do not understand on what priuci- 
plo the same stamp ducy is chargod for 
deposits of rent as for plaints. Tho cost 
of serving a notico on tho Zemindar is 
all that can ho fairly chargod. We do 
not agree with Mill and others who main¬ 
tain that justice should not ho taxed ut 
all. We are of opinion that Civil justice 
should he taxed ; hut criminal juslieo should 
not. The distinction is evident. It is every 
man’s interest that his neighbour should not 
bo robbed or* murderod; but it is of Hfl’m. 
consequent a. just debt, aho 

oost of administering criminal justice 
should therefore bo borne by the general 
revenues of tho State, it boiug an object 
in whioh the Stato is directly concerned; 
hut the cost of administering civil justice 
should ho chiefly borno by tho litigious 
portion of the public, i. e. tho portion 
which is chiefly benefited by the Civil 
Courts. The State Supports an expen¬ 
sive machinery for tho administration of 
“Givil justice. Whether it is justified in 
lovying So high a stamp duty from liti¬ 
gants as ten per cent of tho property in 
litigation is another question. It is cer¬ 
tain that to charge such au enormous dujy 
for rent deposits is wrong and indefen¬ 
sible, especially when it is considered that 
the tenant has no chance of recovering 
the duty from the landlord. Iu civiL 
q&ees att expensive judicial machinery deals 
with issues of law and issues of fact; but 
What are tho functions of a Collector 
On receiving ft reut deposit? Ho merely 
Orders his Nazir to servo a notice on tho 
landlord informing him of tho deposit and 
asking him to receive it. To charge tho 
Same stamp duty in both cases is absurd 
aud iniquitous. Tho cost of serving tho 
process on tho Zemindar is all that tho 
Stato can fairly demand, and tho ryot 
should bo allowed to recover this cost on 
proving that tho Zemindar improperly re¬ 
fused to r’coeivo tho rent tendered by him.

It will not bo denied that as between 
masters oud servants duties and obligations 
nre reciprocal. Bat it will also bo admitted 
by every sensible man that a proper perform¬ 
ance of duties and obligations arising out of 
any particular relationship is by no moans 
the only thing which men need attend to. 
It is true that’wben a persou connected with j 
another in any one of the ten thousand ways | 
in wbiolt men can bind themselves to j 
each other performs towards that person 
those duties and obligations whioh the parti¬ 
cular relationship subsisting between them 
gives rise to on bis part, he does nil that 
positive law and compulsory mornlity require 
at his hands. But although it is indis¬ 
putable that in this ago of lax morality, a 
conscientious discharge of dutios and obliga¬ 
tions is an occurrence which does not by any 
means enter into the round of human expect¬ 
ations, still mankind, in by far tho vast majo¬ 
rity of cases, ground their approbation upon 
what an individual does not from any sense 
of obligation or responsibility but from tho 
desire of doing good for its own sake. This 
is tho reason why a ” man of views ” is uni¬ 
versally preferred to a '* routine man.” Now 
the relation of master and sorvnut is one of 
'those fundamental relationships whioh cons¬ 
titute civil society and wluoh exist before 
governments have their being. Numitor 
and Amulius had their shepherds, that is to 
say, servnuts before Romulus founded tho 
Roman State. It oauuot be denied, there¬ 
fore, that rauoli of the peace and well-being 
corrupting v«.iu nur nbt' obhsiug or 

of our happiness undoubtedly* depends upoft 
the sort of use we make of tho other funda¬ 
mental relationships of humanity such as that 
of father nnd son and that of husband and wife. 
Considered simply as an industrial institution, 
tho usefulness of tho relationship of master 
oud servant is always determined by the 
kind of treatment which the servant receives 
ut the hand of his master. Political econo¬ 
mists are unanimous in their opinion that 
slave-labour is far less productive than hired 
labour; whilst, ou the other hand, the records 
of feudalism declare that feudal duteous had a 
class of servants called retainers wie formed 
a part of the families of their lords nnd 
w^ose fidelity and devotion to the service of 
their plotters was worthy 41*11 preioe. .ft 
is gratifying to contemplatetbat the 
•of man is not, as is generally : supposed*© 
despotically ruled by the gftvdltff pawron 
for luoro as to bo incapable of being lafcli ’ 
♦inoed by oots of sympathy and fcfpM^<4ene& 
All men of a kind and benevolent disposition 
ore probably aware of the fact thitfr a sartadt 
or a slave performs the most 
laborious work with ehoerfoUtcst a&$ 
crity when tho order for the # ' 
is accompaniod by a kind uad^lSI 
word. But it must be added here that tldee 
who think that servants should be treated 
kindly only for the sako of exacting from 

them the greatest amount of work of which 
they are physioally capable can claim no cre¬ 
dit for their apparent generosity, for they 


arc in reality selfish, hard-hearted worship’ 
pors of Mammon. A generous and affection¬ 
ate treatment of thoso who depend upon us 
for their livelihood is undoubtedly one of tho 
most agreeable duties of moral man nnd a 
singlo act of charity or benevolenoo done 
with ibis notion is covered with a grace 
which oannot possibly belong to ten thousand 
acts of a similar nature performed under the 
influenoe of interested motives. 

The above will, perhaps, be stigmatised 
as a hotnillj. But we have ouly to re¬ 
mind our readers that the plainest truths 
and duties are those which are most ge¬ 
nerally neglected and forgotten in order to 
be excused for the long trespass we have 
made upon their patienco and attention. 
Our readers are aware that tho Bengalee 
koranoes nre a most miserable dais of 
people. Each of them has to maintain n 
family which consists of two parents, a 
dozen children, half-a-dozen brothers and 
sisters, half-a-dozen uncles, half-a-dozen 
aunts, half-a-dozen sisters-in-law nnd some¬ 
times oven half-a-dozeu mothcrs-in-law. 
They have to conform *to the rules nnd 
usages of a social system which is highly 
burdensome in an economic sense. A Hin¬ 
doo, as is well known, is a bundle of an 
infinite number of rites, ceremonies and 
usages whioh begin from the time when 
he is in his mother’s wotnb and do not 
end even when he is dead. These rites 
and ceremonies, if they are rightly per¬ 
formed, involve an amount of expenditure 
of which only millionaires are capable. But 
the poor keranee has also to perform them 
however inadequately and consequently his 
% rmwi^Ld. 1 ffioulties nro always of the most 
eider that against thisVnVi^ w ^^ 
nation of items of expenditure, the poor 
keranee can at the most oppose a mouthly 
income of rupees 40 or 60, we may well 
say that his oondition is one of deep social 
humiliation and excruciating mental agony. 
By exposing the miseries of the ke- 
ranee'f life we must uot b© understood as 
oatling upon the merchants of Calcutta 
to pay better remuneration to their 
vants than they now give, for wo Jjave too 
ittuoh faith in tho foundation principle* 
of the science of political economy to 
think that in Guloutta tho wages of labour 
tritt not be determined by chose well 
known laws which arise cm of ;tjie differ, 
oat states of the relationship w$foh subsist 
between IW extent of the labouring pop*, 
latiim aud the amount of tho wage-fond. Bnk 
disclaiming any* such moiiyi *0 
it right to state, oven in ojnnoxion 
With this very subject, that the laws of poli- 
phonomy ore uot really so exclusive or 
to render auy violation of them 
impossible). And in support of 
4kit^j)i«M<m we used only intimate in this 
{dace that there are departments of service 
itt whioh tho remuneration of labour is 
permanently fixed in spite of pulitical 
economy. Our chief object, however, in 
reciting the grievances of tho Keranee 
js to impress upon the mercantile pu bH 0 
the necessity of treating him ia a kifid 


and affectionate manner, for, if one thing 
is plainer than another it is this that » 
poor slave or labourer feels the hardship 
of his condition mitigated by a kind 
rather than by a harsh treatment from 
his master. It is well-known that for some 
reason or other servioe in mercantile offices 
is extremely unpopular bore. That the 
unpopularity oatmot bo due simply to the 
excessive amount of labour which keraneea 
are required to undergo will appear from 
the fact that there are many other de¬ 
partments of service*—the judioial, foe 
iustanoe,—in which, perhaps, greater la¬ 
bour than the keranee knows of is gone 
through without the slightest murmur or 
complaint. What then this unpopularity 
is owing to, is a question which ought to 
be answered at least, for the satisfaction 
of iff public, which has a right to en¬ 
quire into anything that has an appear- 
anoeof wrongness or irregularity about it. We 
havo been told that keranoos arc rudely treat¬ 
ed by their masters, that hard words and 
sometimes hard blows are dealt out to 
them. We would not be inclined to cre¬ 
dit such reports, but the extreme unpo¬ 
pularity of the servioe is n circumstance 
whioh in the nbsonoe of any other explana¬ 
tion compels us to entertain those reports 
until they nre disproved. If, however, the 
reports be true, thou surely wo have n 
strong complaint to make Against thoso 
employers of keranees, whether Native or 
European, who ill-treat their servants. 
Ill usage causes moral degradation nod 
is objectionable chiefly on that grouml. } As 
the .proportion of the eduoated youth of 
this oountry who become keraneea is very 
large, any treatment which has a tenden- 
oe their moral degradation (leav-

The practice of holding occasional 
Sessions at Kooshtonh and Unnaghat for 
tho disposal of criminal business was in* 
trod need in 1805 for the convenience of 
parties and witnesses and also because it 
gave an enlarged field for tho preparation 
of the Jury Lists. lie High Court lately 
questioned the legality of the praotice and 
aaid f “ that without expressing any judicial 
opinion on the subjeot it seemed to tho 
Court extremely doubtful whether trials 
held in places other tbnn the usual place 
for the sitting of the Court of Session or 
the Ileal*Quarters of tho Magistrate of 
n District are legally held, and whether 
Jury Lists for such placss could properly 
bo prepared fir tho Cilleetor.'* With a 
view to legalize what had hitherto been 
done, and to enable Sessions Judges to hold 
trials iu different places in their Districts, 
in addition to tho usual place of holding 
Sessions in the Districts, the Hon'ble Mr. 
Eden introduoetf into the Bengal Council 
on Saturday last a Bill to empower the 
Lieutenant Governor to diroot Courts of 
Session to bo held iu different towns in a 
District. On the suspension of the rules 
for the ooi.duot of business the Bill was 
jead in Council and referred to a Select 
Committee.

We regret to learn from 
News that tho mischief caused by the 
torrible Cyclone of the lbth and 17th ill* 
tirno, has boon immensely aggravated by tho 
strong gales of the 9th and 10th Instant. 
Famine which our contemporary seated on 
the former occasion was staring in the face, 
is now ho fears inevitable. All tho large 
rival's in those Distriots have -overflowed 
their banks and inundated the surrounding 
country, destroying the entire rice crop. 
The tract surrounded by the Boionegunga 
and Dhulkseri prescuts tho appeuranoo of 
one broad sheet of water with *he houses 
floating like s> many Lilliputian Islauris. 
Tho country is annually inundated, hut 
later in the season, when the rice orop 
has attained a sufficient height to keep 
up its head over tho water aven at its great¬ 
est rise. The plants in that case become 
vigorous and the yield is abundant. Hut 
this year, the me df the water has been so 
sadden and so enormous when the plants 
were only about a cubit high, that we ap¬ 
prehend the worst consequences. It would 
not be out of plaoe for the authorities to bo 
on the alert to adopt measures for obviating, 
or even nCXigating, the effects of the 
Cyclone and the gales on the population. 
The cattle also will suffer very much for 
want, of prsturage, which has boon over¬ 
flowed so untimely. There is said to be 
six feet of water over the vegetation. 
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The following items Imvo been fur¬ 
nished by the Financial Department -

BAD STATE OF CUURRUCKDANGAH 
ST It iri?3J Mu Bengalee. 

Sir,—Kindly give these few lines a piaeo in 
your valuable paper. 

The nuisonoe, onusod by the exceedingly bad 
and neglected condition of this Street, has been 
the suhject of frequent ootnplniut; but I am per¬ 
fectly surprised at the listless indifference of 
the Authorities. 

Dogs, cats, ’horses &c. undergoing decomposi¬ 
tion, and dirty accumulations of varied descrip¬ 
tions, are among the commonest spectacles. These 
are allowed to,, remain for several days together., 
and arc not removed until they beooino iu tha 
highest degree offensive. Should these matters 
be brought to the uotioe of the officers of tha 
Justice* the application eigued by the obscure 
gentry of thte neighbourhood aud coutaiuiog no 
aiguuture of the rich, who nre considered by the, 
paid officers as alone entitled to tbo privilege o£ 
u hearing, insure .to meet with little or no con¬ 
sideration,; perhaps a Chnpraeee is eeut os n mere 
matter of form, to enquire into the actual stale 
of the ease; but ho, as much attentive to bis 
duties as his superiors, or perhaps more so than 
they, aud possessing no knowledge of municipal 
improvements, just mutters a few hulf sentence* 
in UUdte and goes away, without even employ¬ 
ing « few Dhangurs to eleau the particularly 
offensive part. 

The frequent raurmurings of tho people against 
a state of things so bad, may perhaps be a 
botheration to the Municipal Authorities; but 
I humbly beg they should bear in mind that 
these complaints, and repeated oalla for the 
improvement of this street, are not an appeal 
to their mercy but a demand for justice.

8IU J. P. QUANT IN JAMAICA. 

( Spectator.) 

Tjik first Report presented to t!»e Colonial Oflloo 
by Sir J. P. Grant, or at least the first made public, 
is a very instructive and very characteristic docu¬ 
ment. It will be remembered thut U« was sunt to 
Jamaica in the end of 1806, at the close of a rebel¬ 
lion, followed by a massacre, to restore, if he could, 
Borne degree of social peace; to induce whites nud 
black's to live together, if not in harmony, at least 
upon deoent terms, and to organise uu entirely new 
system of government for the colony, lie Ims 
succeeded iu ull those objects, and has now to des¬ 
cribe his own success. Most meu, we think, would 
have displayed u little exultation, liavo indulged in 
a little disquisition, or at least have dwelt at some 
length upon the character of the evils ho had re¬ 
moved. The temptation must have be* n specially 
great to a man who, lik-j Sir J. P. Grant, is a 
master of uiliciul eloquence, of the art of so stating 
reason* ou paper that littcruturv* read them with 
delight and grave administrators with conviction.

It was be¬ 
lieved Hint this measuro would re vivo insurrection, 
and bad the old Assembly existed, it would pro¬ 
bably have done so, the negroes suspecting all tax¬ 
ation by that body ; but Sir J. Grant persevered, the 
measure was oatyfully explained, and “ the petty 
house-tax, first imposed in 1867, which now, with

hundreds of the population. Insurrection was ex¬ 
pected to bsooms chronic, and the most hopeful 
on-lookers doubted if it would eves be possible to 
restore prosperity. A quiet, retired Indian is sent 
there, with absolute power; be applies the most 
ordinary maxims of ludiau administration and a 
few lessons derived from his past experience, and 
in two years' both races have ^turned to their busi¬ 
ness ; the soldiers are scut to the hills, a new direct 
tax is levied without a word of discontent, the 
prison population dimiuiiihesone-fiflh, the mileugo 
of railroad is doubled, and projects for now culti¬ 
vations take the plaoe of incessant apprehensions 
cf coming ruin. The ** wild ” negroes are quite 
content, and the only diealfeotiou is found among a 
few planters who are trying to grow cane where 
caue without slave labour cannot bo growu to pay 
Tho ohunge is complete, and is due mainly, if not 
entirely, to confidence in the Ooverumcut; whioh, 
again, bus arisen entirely from its new nttitqde ns 
an impartial authority, repressing and regarding 
all Her Majesty’s subjects alike. Sir J. P. Grant 
is uu able mau, and tho new Constitution is far 
superior to the old, but he would have fuiled, liad 
he not carried with him tho first grand maxim of 
ludian administration, the key-note of all suc¬ 
cessful government of mixed races, that the spirit 
of ouBte shall not outer into legislation. The State 
is independent of ull, uud is*tiiereforo trusted of 
all, ns it will also bo in Irelaud, when there, as in 
Jamaica, the idea of asoeudancy has been fairly 
exercised from men’s minds. No caste can govern 
well. That is the grand idea which their long 
experience of empire is slowly foroing on t ho minds 
ot British statesmen, and which, whan fully receiv¬

— The Lucknow Tunes thus speak* of a novel 
watoh 44 The latest improvement, which has been 
effected by the ingenuity and industry of men, is 
perfecting the mechanism of onr time-keepers, 
has been presented to tHe publio of Bombay by 
Messrs. ThornMH and Co., of that city* The 
Patent Invisible-self-winding watoh is truly • 
marvel of invention, as it requires no winding, 
the very aot of opening and Closing the oase onoi, 
to see the time for instance, is sufficient to make 
it go for six hours or more, and if opened and 
closed eight times, it will keep time for upwards 
of two days and nights without any farther ah*; 
tention. The most wonderful part of tbia novel 
hatch is, that there is no need of fear of over 
Winding it, fbr however frequently the onee may 
bo opened and dosed the watoh oannot be in¬ 
jured. It appeere the watch ie of very simple' 
mec hanism and the prise considerably less than 
that of an ordinary MoCabe lever. 

— TJs* Resolution of the Government of In¬ 
dia of April last year, on the subject of the ea- 
tpuaion of Native Female Education, deoldid 
that initiation and oo-operstion ou the part of 
tbs Native community should in sli esses be the con¬ 
dition of Government assistance, that the mooiy 
fsavidnd by the Native oommunity should be raised 
by bona fdo voluntary subsoriptions or sndof- 
ments given by private Individuals, and th*t 
grant*.from Municipal Funds were not eligible t(x 
equivalent grants from Government. On re-oop- 
aidering tha ‘question, however, at the end ijf 
last year,, on the suggestion of the Fuqjab Go¬ 
vernment, the rnie was found to bs too atria* 
goat, and it was deemed advisable that witi 
proper precautions. Municipal grants should bt 
available for the eduoation of girle and boys alike; 
ijt was aooordiogly deoided that ettoh grants shonlc 
he available for the Government equivalent when¬ 
ever In the opinion of the looal anthoitiss thj 
Municipal Committee was so oonstitutsd that * 
looal grant foe female eduoation would fairly rt* 
present the wishes of the majority or of the mos| 
iuQusnjtial section of the Notice oommunity. Thssf 
orders, have received the approval of the Secretary 
of Stats for lodia, who considers that the dsoisim 
Will materially aisiit the progress of Native F<- 
maie Eduoation in India. 

„ — In October lash a cruel murder was perp- 
hegted on the poQw ef Thakooraaee Pertab IW 
Of Mnttwarh, a. small Stats under the supervisbn 
Vqf the .Sheet Agent fud Political Assistant at 
Shops war. She was the elder widew of the lie 
TUakoor Oonkar Sing, and managed the State In 


behalf of her infant eon, the present Thnkoor. 
The ohief instigator of the crime was 8ooruj Bai, 
tho younger widow of the late Thakoor, who was 
jealous of Psrtsb Bai and wished to have the 
management in her own hands. 

Sooruj Bai and three men, ns.: Hur Govind, 
Soobha Ram and Gliolab Khan have been sentenc¬ 
ed to sufftrv death as principals in the murder; 
while four others, Jighorre, Daveedeen, Gunga- 
deen and Kullian Sing, have been found guilty 
of abetment of the murder, and sentenced to trans¬ 
portation for life. 

Sooruj Bai was recommenced to mercy by the 
Sheet Agent, who tried the oase, on the gronnd 
of her sex; but the Governor General in Counoil 
pgreed with the Agent at Indore and'could not 
pftcede to this reoommendation, as this person was 
tonsidered to have been the most guilty of all, and 
M it was neoessary to oonvinoe the native oomrau- 
yttty that persons of whatever rank or sex who 
plot and oonduot oold-blooded murders, will not 
efoape the just sentence of the Law. 

— A Missionary thue speaks of an antidote 
for snake bites in the columns of the Delhi 
Gazette :-* 1 *The Missionaries of the body to 
wbioh the writer belongs have for twenty years 
need with marked suocess an antidote whioh is 
U*le is no serious*'objections. They neither cup 
nor excise the wound, nor use caustic nor any aueh 
aids and yet 1 believe a case has never been , 
lost where we have been abte So get the medicine 
down the throat. We administer from a half to 
a whole teaipoonfnl of the strongest spirits qf 
ammonia in half a wine-glass or a whole wine- 
glassful of water ; this is to be repeated every ten 
or fifteen minutes, aooordiag to the urgency 
of the symptoms, even inereasing that dose if 
neoeseary, until a ohange for the better appears, 
whioh Is usually first apparent in the ease of 
oobra bites after the fifth or sixth dose. The 
doses may then be gradually diminished in quan¬ 
tity and frequenoy until the poison is completely 
subdued, whieh is usually iu three or four hours. 
The petient, if he has not already beoome uncons¬ 
cious, should on no aooouot, for all his sntreaties, 
be allowed to tit or lie down, but kept in oontinual 
exercise. If he oannot stand alone, he should 
even then t>e dragged about briskly by strong men. 
Ligat should if possible be bound tightly around 
the limb immediately on being bitten, to prevent 
the absorption of the poison into the circulation 
before the medioine oan he prooared, but imme¬ 
diately on administering the first dose they should at 
once be loosened. This will oause alarming symp¬ 
toms at first, but the ammonia will shortly master 
them. Iu oases where the strung spirit of am¬ 
monia was net prooureble, we have need weaker 
preparations of ammonia in larger doses with 
equal efficacy. These latter may be readily pre¬ 
pared from iagredieats to be obtained in the baxar." 

— In oonsequeaoe of the large number of 
starving people who have emigrated from the 
Rewah territory to Kbyragurh in the Allahabad 
district, the Collector, tha Englishman says, has 
brought the matter to the notioe of tho Politi¬ 
cal Agent, in the hopes of being able to pre¬ 
vail upon tho Rewah Durbar to provide employ¬ 
ment and relief for their own population. 


— The Juhbnlpore Chronicle states that tho 
wild plum and kurrounda (a sort of blaok- 
berry) have been very plentiful this season in 
the jungles, and the poor people who have been 
obliged to substitute these for tome nntrilious

ficult foreign language tuoii as English. Roth 
meetings were unanimous on the subject, and 
it Whs evident that the bulk of tho community, 
who do not know English, feel their exclusion 
ftmtt ettoh honore and office* as are now monopo- 
liatod bjr English scholars, as a great grievance 
and the specialfavor shewn to the English language 
aiid Literature, as an injury to the Oriental 
Language ohd Literature wliioh aro escred and 
precious in their estimation. They deplore the 
inadequate patronage of Moulvis and Pandits, ami 
the decay of Arabia and Sanskrit learning, with 
which are so intimately associated the sacred 
books of their auoieut faith; while they mistrust 
and dislike the English learning whioh is 
weaning their Children from the national lan¬ 
guage and religion^ Itat tlveyr do not nek for 
any abrogation of the present system and the 
privileges it ooofere. They demand only equal 
privileges. They desire the concession of similar 
honors and emoluments to the large proportion 
who would pass the examinations, which only 
English students are now permitted to pass, in 
the appointed text books in Soieuee in what¬ 
ever language its laws may be embodied j and they 
would hail the oouoession at a measure of equal 
justice, favourable to the development of tho 
national language and literature whioh is dear 
to every native, and reassuring and deeply gra¬ 
tifying to the etrongeet feelings of their natnre* 

— The Frund of India rotates a curious story 
which has ootne from Assam. ,!i appears that 
the prohibition of the O^ium culture, the peri¬ 
odical increase in the price of Guerin ment opium, 
the Income and License Taxes, and above all 
the new and enhanced land-tax, hate not been popu¬ 
lar in Assam. In Burpetteh, a subdivision of Kam- 
roop, one Sayboram, qnonilan road contractor and 
convict, when on a visit to Gowhattee, met a large 
body of,ryots from Doming who'bad assembled to 
petition aguinst the new rate*. They counselled him 
to stir up the Kamroop ryots also, and he had 
no ditfloulty in inducing the Brahmins and high- 
oasto Hiudoos ef Bujalli, whose fathers Imd often 
troubled the Assam Ksjolis, to form what they 
called a 2l<y* About four thousand* atsembted 
at the temple of Geviudportt in eight of the 
police station, and sworn on the temple Bhngobut 
to pay no rent, and to keep together under feay 
Of it flue et»d beating.

Bho informed Mr. Roberts, the Magistrate, that 
when the prisoner ^abused her, she sent for 
the Polioe, and gave her into their custody. Hie 
Worship observed that, the defendant had been in 
wrongful custody, and he would discharge her;

Suppose a dervish slightly 
acquainted with the English language were to 
take bis stand at St* Paul’s, and after telling us 
that Christianity was a fraud, concluded his dis¬ 
course with a dance, he would probably be hissed 
and pelted. 1 have attended a few missionary 
May meetings, and have wondered at the oredulity 
which oould believe the statements and the lowness 
of taste whioh oould be pleased by the style in which 
they were made. Yet, I supposed the speakers 
there are above the averago of the missionaries 
sent out. The Chinese are an eduoated people, 
and certainly if they are converted by suoh theo¬ 
logians as tho oonverted oollier and tho converted 
down, we may be tempted to say that miraoles have 
not censed, and that gun-boats are not required. 
Yet it might be rash to say so, when Deans M’Neile 
and Close find admirers among tho educated people 
of England.”

H Gang robberic* or nbberie* attended witb 
violence such as spread 1 alarm among the 
population,, are happily almost obsolete." 

Some of tho Courts have been called 
dilatory beoause the Judges presiding over 
them took some time in disposing of oases. 

Of course every oarc ought to be taken that 
suitors are not unnecessarily detained in 
Court and that Judges are not remiss in the 
disoharge of their duties. But it would be 
an evil day for the subjects of His Highness 
the Maharajah if the‘Judges of the Baf 
were to catch what is called the file clearing 
mania. The Bengal High Court seem to 
think that an officer is meritorious in pro¬ 
portion to the tepidity with-which he works. 
The oonseqnence is that justice is in many 
cases sacrificed by the presiding officers of 
the Subordinate Courts to ennblo them to 
avoid the wiggings of the High Court. Until 
the art of applying steam-power to work tho 
brains and hands of judicial officers is dis¬ 
covered the Travanoore authorities ought 
not in out opinion to think that a clear file 
is the great test of effioieney. 

A Law for the [registration of Assnranoes 
name into operation daring the year under 
report. Special ears was taken at the out¬ 
set to make the Regulation popular among 
the people. Pointed copies of the law and 
of the Rules framed- for the guidanoe of 
the officers of the Department were sold 
and epitomes of these, intelligible to all 
classes of the population, were widely cir¬ 
culated free of oharge.

In 1867 
four candidates from this Institution were 
successful at the First Examination in Arte 
of the Madras University and twelve at 
the Matriculation Test. Certain students 
are expected to compete at the B. A. 
Examination in tho oourse of a year or two. 

Roth the Maharajah and the First Prinoe 
take a deep interest in Female Education. 
The Girls’School at Trevandrum whioh is 
presided over by a Lady Superintendent is 
intended for Christian girls only. Hindu 
girts receive instruction in Miss Blandfotd’s 
Softool which is aided by the Sircar.

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. THE, EDUCATION CESS. 

The Lieutenant Governor wo aro irf- 
tformed has declined to stir a finger in tticr 
ffiduention Cess. Both the Englishman ftnd 
4he Friend of India, have denounced Hi* 
Honor as a contumacious subordinate of 
the Government of India, on the score <of 
this disobedience of positive orders, and 
a violent paper agitation has been modern 
connection with the subject. We are un¬ 
able to seo however how the Head of ‘the 
Bengal Government has deserved to be 
abused for simply being unable to carry 
out an impossible flat. The .resolution of 
tho* Government of India in regard to the 
•Cess embraces such a wide surface of rural 
taxation that n practical administrator like 
Mr. Grey may well stop at its brink and 
contemplate the difficulty of the leap he is 
pressed to take before endangering his collar 
in the cause of duty. 

Ah education oess in the form proposed 
by tho Supreme Government would con¬ 
vulse the country inside out. It would 
needlessly exasperate the landed classes, whilst 
the classes iu whoso interest the impost is 
proposed will find in the end that learning.to 
read and write, like supporting a family, is a 
most ruinous business! We have shewn re- 
poatedly in these columns that in the exist¬ 
ing conditions of land tenure iu Beugal the 
majority of ryuts are sorts, whose elevation 
is to be attained by means more material 
than their mere ability to spoil. The land¬ 
lord does not benefit in any way by^lhe 
education of his tenants, on the contrary 
he may expect a singularly heavy crop of 
litigation by the spread of an inferior 
amount of knowledge amdngst thfe lAbofct- 
ing and rent-paying population. It may- be 
his duty to foster his slaves, hut Govern¬ 
ment oan hardly claim to force him to good 
conduct i» a matter purely moral. If the 
Government is not brqyo enough to redeem 
tho pledge given at the permanent settle¬ 
ment and forcibly establish the security of.t.bo 
Class of ryut tenures from which the aost 
uumtxed evils flow every day, it has soaroely 
a right to talk of an education oess and 
suoh milk and water philanthropy as, it 
involves. Mr. Grey has acted wisely upd 
soberly in ignoring the Resolution of the 
Supremo Government and refusing ty give 
it a working element. The officer who ^ill 
be called upon to grapple with insuperable 
difficulties in the execution of measures * 
blandly or boldly laid down upon paper 
may be excused if he resort to the doctrine 
of " masterly inactivity" recently invented 
for the benefit of the indolent and the 
craven hearted. The Lieutenant Governor 
may be sure to win . over his superiors ou 
the side of common sense by opposing a 
flat inertia to tbeir chimeras and wjjm will 
blame him for the course bo has advisedly 
adapted—the only course in fact left to him 
and effective iu the end, in India. »!

Colonel Malleson’s appointment as 
GuardiadPto the young Prince of Mfr^ro 
now officially announced has filled with 
joy every loyal native heart. That gallant j 
officer has wen for himself a reputytjou 


attaching to few existing Indian officials. 
Tliis reputation is not the result of any 
acts officially done by Colonel Mallesoo, for 
the <: itsua! obtuseness of "Indian adminis¬ 
trators had hitherto put him upon work 
in which his brilliant abilities could least 
find opportunities of shewing themselves. 
At last however tho noblo principles by 
which Colonel Mailuson is inspired have 
the moans of pructioul development and 
for his own sake as weU as that of the 
prince placed under his tutelage we rgjoioe 
at this happy ilicident. Wliut a contrast 
between Purooah the tutor ofwtlie former 
prince of Mysore and Colonel Mallcson the 
.present holder of the same delicate charge. 
The one succeeded iu awaking rebellion, tho 
other we fully expect will succeed iu mak¬ 
ing Mysore under a native ruler a more 
agreeable place to live in than even 
British territory. That the Government 
seems to bo in earnest in restoring that 
kingdom unequivocally to the Hindoo Raj 
could not receive more emphatic demons¬ 
tration than in tho appointment wo have 
noticed. 


The Overland Mail of the 28th Ultimo 
contains tho following :~~ 

“A most unfortunate contretemps has occurred 
in connection with three of the four successful 
native 'Candidates at the last examination for the 
Indian Civil Servioe. It will be remembered that 
fifty vacancies were competed for, and that of the 
fifty successful candidates four were natives of 
India, three from Bengal and one from Bombay, 
It is two of the successful Bengalis aud Mr. Thakar 
from Bombay that are now placed iu a most' trying 
predicament. It appears that a ( nativeof Beugal 
has been engaged iu the tuition of some of tho 
oandidstes at the late examination, and, amongst 
others of the first .two nmw'omfid candidates, or, 
as we will oall them, Nos. 51 and 52; and it 
appears that at onoe, on the list of amwtfaafUi 
candidates being published, k* pointed out to his 
unsuccessful puj.ilJ timt the ages of two of the suc- 
ocsstul Bengalis, as certified to the Civil Service 
Commissioners, did not correspond with thoir ages 
in the Calcutta University Calendar, aud in foot 
that they were beyond the legal age of admission 
into the Indian Civil Service. On this, of oouroe, 
Nos. 51 and 52 at onoe claimed their title to the last 
two places ou the list of successful candidates, 
voided by the alleged disqualification of the two 
Bengalis. And the misfortune is that this is not 
merely a question of law, but of moral uouduot. 
The commissioners at once made inquiries into the 
oases of all the successful native candidates, when 
the same discrepancy was found as regards Mr. 
Thakar from Bombay, iu this ease it was a ques¬ 
tion bat of two months. But ou further inquiry 
into his oase it was found that he aotualty was two 
months youoger by his horoscope, when he mat¬ 
riculated at the University of Bombay, than was 
certified in the form of application for matricu¬ 
lation, when the further questions arose—whe¬ 
ther his horosoope or form ot application for mat¬ 
riculation was to be believed; aud, if the former, 
whether or not the University of Bombay had 
been deceived by Mr. Thakar. It is most deplor¬ 
able that these difficulties should have occurred 
in connection with native gentlemen. But of 
oourse justice has to be done. If the present 
Nos. 51, 52, aud >53 ought to be Nos. 45, 49, 
59, they moat get then rights at whatever ap¬ 
parent hardship to those who stand at preseut 
above them in, if it should so prove, a false posi¬ 
tion, There is no question of natives or Eu¬ 
ropeans involved iu the matter, or if there be any 
prejudioe indeed, it is oil and wholly in favour 
of the native gentlemen. Our own opinion is, 
that however grave the difficulty may seem Jus* 
now it will be solved without prejudice to these 
gentlemen. Evidence has been given, we believe, 
before the Commissioners of the impossiblity of 
any deception having been practised on the 
University of Bombay by Mr. Thakar, aud testimo¬ 
ny has been borne to his manliness of that inter. 
It is also affirmed that a horosoope is no datum; 
and that natives have often great difficulty in 
giving tbeir ages; that if the Uuiveisity Regis¬ 
trar was lax, the required age would bo inser¬ 
ted lit the form of application for matrioulation 
just for form’s sake; and that, after all the 
whole discrepancy might arise from difference 
of computation. The last is probably the true ex¬ 


planation, wand we trust if may Vove the so- 
iut/on of the difficulty.” 

It appears from the above that two otit 
of the three native gentlemen who passed 
so successfully the lust Civil Servioe ex¬ 
amination' and the native gentleman also 
from Bombay, have been culled upon to 
explain, on information furnished by the 
Bengalee teacher of eoroo unsuccessful 
candidates, why they gavo false returns 
of their ages. It is impossible to belicYO 
that such a palpable cheat could be per¬ 
petrated by persons whose antecedents and 
present position do not afford a tho slightest 
grounds for suspectiug their honor. But 
on the subject of age all natives have‘very 
hazy ideas because Baptismal Registers 
have not yet bcoome an institution amongst 
us, and few indeed have hoioscopes. Under 
such ciroumstanoej who is to decide the 
question of fraudulent concealment or mis¬ 
statement of age ? 


We hear.that Mr. <3h C. Baker, 
Deputy Inspector General of Polios, 4th 
Circle, bps reported to the Inspector General 
that no less than 14 Dacoities have taken 
pluoe in the Hooghly and Howrah Districts 
in the course of 6 or 6 months and that 
the .inhabitants have consequently been 
greatly alarmed. Out of 140 persons who 
were concerned in theso Dacoitics, some 
40 or 50 tVcre arrested and of these only 26 
have been punished. With a view to 
check the kadmashes who seem to have made 
5 or C Thanahs iu tho above districts 
their eyries Mr. Baker has proposed to 
put these for some time in charge of one 
Magistrate aud a competent and energetio 
Police officer. We nope tho Lieutenant 
Governor will be pleased to give due 
weight to 4he olaims of. Baboo Nobo 
Krisco Ghose, Assistant Superintendent cf 
Detecting Polioe, to the new office in 
recognition of bis eminent services for 
whioh ftft has been raoie than onoe thanked 
by His 1 Honor and has received a reward 
of R«. l^Ottfrom the.Punjab Government- 

Wte LEARN from, the jpaoect Prokath 
that tha ^heariBg of the Will forgery case 
will oomofeuoe oh the 6thi Proximo. Mr. 
Hersohellv the Sessions Judge, wrote to 
the High Court suggesting that the trial 
should net take place at Dacca as on 
reference t° tho Jury List of the place ho 
could no! find men competent to try it.

DARING THEFTS AT GOWHATTY. 

' To the Editor of the Bengalee. 

Sift,—T shall feel highly obliged by yonr kind¬ 
ly inserting the following few lines in a corner 
of your widely olrouhted and muoh esteemed 
journal. 

On the night of the 3rd June 1860 a vory 
bold and desperate theft was committed at the 
Bungalow of our Judicial Commissioner Colonel 
H. Direr. Ris office box containing some three 
hundred Rupees in Cash and -notes, some im¬ 
portant and valuable Bank and other aooonnts 
together with the papers of certain sessions oases 
was taken away. This box used to be oerried 
to offioe every morning and brought home in 
the evening by his Chaprasses after the busi¬ 
ness of the day and then kept generally in 
the Ooloners bed ohamber. On that day too it was 
brought and plaoed as usual, but the night being 
a very inltry one all the doors and windows of 
tbe ohamber facing the river were left open 
and as no servant or other person slopt in 
the vArenda of the house some rogues availed 
of thic opportunity and walked off with the box 
whioh woe on a table within a few paoee from 
the Colonel’s bed where he was probably lying 
asleep. The next morning he got up and went 
out for a morning ride and When on his return 
he oould not find out hie box be enquired of 
hii servant and searched every oroek and oorner 
of the house, but as it was not forthcoming he 
gave information to the FoUoe and the Sub- 
Tnspeetor in charge of the station made a olose 
investigation but failed to get any olue. In vain 
was a discharged ehaprassy of ths Colonel de¬ 
tained at the Thanna and a houae searched by 
the Poliee on suipiolon. A reward of 100 Re. baa 
been offered by heat of tom tom, but nothing has 
yet proved snooeaafuL This is indsed a very dar¬ 
ing theft, oomjnittod is it has been in a house, a part 
Of whioh u occupied by the Judicial Commissioner 
< or Sessions Judge and a part by the Commissioner 
of Assam Colonel Agnew and just a few paoes from 
theplaee where the former wee sleeping. Whet 
helpless beings we beoome when we an asleep! 
The Jndielal Commissioner who boldly and fear- 
leasly like a lion pastes orders of death, trans¬ 
portation &o. on thieves, Daooits, and other wloked 
men is so mercilessly dealt with when asleep and 
helpleie! 

A day or two after a similar theft to the above 
took plaoe in the honse of Mr. Moore, the Deputy 
Controller of Pablio Work* Aooounts, add day before 
yesterday a box of the Moonallfi Nnilr containing 
about 200 Its. Government money, waa hreken open 
and the ooutenta robbed from the Treasury where a 
Guard is on duty both night and day. More than 
a month ago a very daring theft waa alio commit¬ 
ted in the houie of our Deputy Cornmiseioner or 
Magistrate Major Sharer (now on leave.) But the 
Polios oould not traoe the thicycs who spare 


neither Government nor suuh officers os Judges, 
Magistrates &o. Mr. Editor, when the property 
of suoh big mm as Commissioners and Deputy 
Commissioners is not safe, what earthly reason 
poor men like us living in thatohed huts have to 
believe that our life and property will be safe. 
Wlmt are the most highly paid officers of the favored 
Department of Government doing? When they 
have utterly and shamefully failed to traoe out suoh 
simple theft oases what are they kept here for? 

Tho detective element of the Police in this 
District is very defcotive. So much so that there 
is hardly any officer in the whole force who could 
be trusted with any complicated oase. Mr. Mus¬ 
ters, tho present officiating Distriot Superintendent, 
is no doubt a good officer in his $ay and he ought 
to try his best to improve the said element of his 
Polioe as otherwise he will be blamed and held 
responsible for the blantnees and want of tact 
and ability in his subordinates. One of the 
best ways of doing that would be to aeleet 
eduooted young natives for the offices of Inspec¬ 
tors and Snb-inspeotors instead of illiterate 
old Cntoherry Constables, Head Constables and 
others.

INSTALLATION OF THE RAJAH OF 
BHINGA. 

Tap. young Rajah of Bl.tnga was installed on 
tho guddec of hie late father on tho 1st Instant. 
A correspondent of tbe Lucknow Timet says that 
Mr. Thomas Henry Ravanigh, the Depnty Com¬ 
missioner, made the following speeoh on the oooa- 
sionRajas, gentlemen and citizens of Uhinga. 
We are hero all gathered this evening on an occa¬ 
sion, oC the happiness and importanoe of whioh, 
I cannot' oonvinoo you in a batter manner than by 
referring you to your own hearts, and wbioh as 
yon all know, is the installation of the yoang Raja 
Ooday Parish Singh of Bbinga, on the guddy of 
his fore-fathers. You are aware that the Raja 
has recently passed his minority extending over a 
period of seven years, and 1 need hardly aay that 
this was a time and a oiroamstanoe whioh, under the 
old regime, would almost as a matter of oourse have 
afforded opportunities to unprincipled and rapaoious 
men to indulge in, and possibly aeeotnplish their 
diabolloal purposes against tbs Estates of the minor 
Raja. But fortunately for him and for the ooun- 
try In general, the old order, or more properly 
speaking, disorder of things and affairs had passed 
away, and there was a Government whioh like the 
true delegate of Providence, watched with un¬ 
wearied and I may say sleepless vigilauoe over tfie 
interests and oonaerns of the weak and defenoelees. 
No sooner therefore did the old Raja die and hie 
Estates stood exposed to jeopardy for want of a 
protector, the Government as usual in snob oases 
stepped in and at onoe took upon itself, not only 
the management of the young Raja’s property* bnt 
what was still more important, the superintendence 
of hi* edneatlon. It is now abont eight years when 
all this occurred and the Government has up to this 
time continued to do everything needful for tho 
moat effsotoftl aooomplithment -of that double 
undertaking, without the acquisition or even the 
expectation of the least profit to itself, beyond 
•noh as pure philanthropby would look for in saoh 
ft ommv That tho Raja might not be deprived 
pf shy of his just rights, owing to hit helplest 
mioortlty j that his mind and morals on whioh 
depended the peaoe and happiness of so many 
might not' straggle out of the ways of virtue and 
duty; that he might thus peacefully amidst the 
oongratulfttione and rejoicings of his friends and 
countrymen, step this day on his hereditary guddy, 
that the edaoatioa and training he has reoeivsd 
would he brought to bear on tho management of 
bis Estates; that the care and attention he haft 
received at the hands of Government be extended 


to his own subjeots; and that ultimately, he re¬ 
main faithful to that Government whioh has done 
so muoh for him. A course than by following? 
whioh he cannot batter consult his own Interest* 
and those of the people under hie oare.” 

The young Raja then made the following appro¬ 
priate replyDeputy Commissioner Sahib Baha- 
door, brethren, friends and countrymen. 11 1 did 
never in my life feel my poverty of language so 
much, as at the present time, to give expression to 
the feelings whioh rise struggling in my heart to 
find vent. The debt of gratitude I owe to the 
British Government is immeasurably greater than 
I could even dream of repaying either by words or 
deed. For its parental eve and interest, I am 
indebted for tho preservation afcd direction of all, 
I this day call my own, my education, my property 
and it would not be going too far to say my life, 
You all know, my friends, how young thersforo 
incapable of taking oare of myself I waa, when it 
pleased God to deprive me of my earthly and 
natural guardian, I mean my revered and lamented 
father of beloved memory, for whose loss many of 
you yet grieve, and I quite oooour with ths Deputy 
Comuiesioner Bahadoor in holding, that but ^ for 
suoh a Government as the British, I might very 
possibly have never reoeived back my property so 
peacefully and in suoh good state, never been al¬ 
lowed to sit on the guddy, amidst the hearty cheers 
and congratulations of my’old friends and brethren, 
and in a word never seen so happy and auspicious 
ft d«y as this. Ths Government has done all this 
for ms and my people, and now loaves me to do 
what I owe to myself and to them. I would beg to 
say that although the law has oeased to treat mo 
as a minor, 1 cannot help regarding tnyBelf still 
as suoh, and bops therefore that my more experi- 
exfoed brother Talookdars and friends will oome 
forward to assist me with their knowledge and 
wisdom in maintaining my position with oredit.”

* —The next State scholarship examinations will 
be bold on the 4th, 6th and 6th 'January 1670. 

— The Friend of India says that the Supreme 
Government hae resolved/ in future* to spend at 
least the half of every year in Calcutta. 

— Nil deeper a ndum, There is hope yet forth* 
female* of Bengal* “ It is stated that two entor- 
pristag native female* have applied to the Regis¬ 
trar of the Calcutta University for admission into 
the Entrenoe Examination.” The Indian Daily 
Nests cannot vouch for the truth of the above 
statement* though it has come to our contemporary 
from a source he has often found reliable* 

—The same paper Is glad to learn that at the 
instance of the Lieutenant-Governor of the North- 
Western Provinces, the Government of Iudin has 
aanotioned the disbursement of Its. 50,000 for the 
construction of a museum and a library to the 
memory of the late Mr. Thornhill, C. B. !•» the 
sum of Rs. 25,000 having been realized by pri¬ 
vate subscription for the purpose. While sanction¬ 
ing the outlay, the Supreme Government has desired 
that an experienced Engineer from the Public 
Works Department should be appointed to oon; 
struct the building, which is to be ereoted on an 
eligiblruite at Allahabad. 

— A cold blooded murder was committed ou 
Thursday morning last by a Durwan at the Bonded 
Were House. It appears that on Wednesday 
night some body had out off portions of the 
moustsche and lichee (tuft on the head) of the 
murderer while he was asleep. He discovered it 
when he woke the following morning; his oomrndes 
laughing at him inoensed him to revenge ; and with 
this intention he left the guard room, which is 
oooupied by about eight other durwane, and purchas¬ 
ed a double barrel pistol, oops, powder, and bullets, 
which he seoreted till 21 o’clock Thursday mor.iing, 
at whioh time, be awoke the deoeased and desired 
to know who had practised the joke on him the 
night previous. What reply wae given is not 
known, but the prisoner fired and shot him near 
the left shoulder-blade, the man dropping doad 
Utmost immediately. He then made for the bed 
oooupied by the jemadar, while preparing to fire 
at him, the latter woke In time to struggle with 
him and wrest the pistol away. In the struggle 
(the prisoner dragged the jemadar to the door of 
a mem, at the beck of which was a sword, and 
'taking it dowu.^attempted to draw it out of the 
joabberd* Another and more violent struggle 
stain ed * and to R the jemadar reeeived a slight 
Wound ou 4fhe palm of the left hand, and another 
an thodeft hmaet or Shoulder. The jemadar being 
Ike ftraugtv of the two got better of his opponent, 


and with the assistance of others in the plaoe, 
succeeded in keeping him down till the arrival of 
the Polio?. Otherwise the man might havo run 
a much among the others in the room ; and had the 
trigger of the seoond barrel not refused to act, the 
jemadar would, no doubt,#have also been shot. On 
tlie prisoner’s person and among his traps wero 
found a box of oops, eleven bullets, and \ flask 
of powder. On being arraigned before the Northern 
PivisidCBajCtrute he appeared determinate and 
indifferent. 

— We are glad to learn from the Indian Daily 
News that His Excellency theWioeroy has been 
graoiously pleased to direot that the Apotheoary 
attached to his Dispensary shall, in addition to other 
duties, attend all olerks, their wives, and families, 
and also the native establishment attached to the se¬ 
veral Government oifioes now at Simla, free of oosl. 
Should the Apotheoary at any time m oonsider it 
neeesssry, the Surgeon to the Vioeroy may be 
oalled in for consultation. In the event of this 
officer being absent, the Apotheoary may call in 
one of the Civil Surgeons of the station, who shall 
not be entitled to any fee for his professional 
services. 

— A London telegram announces that Lord 
Napier of Msgdala has resigned tho command of 
the Bombay army, and that Sir Augustus Spencer 
has been appointed his successor. 

Monday, Junk 26. 

-—When Sir Cecil Beadon moved the Senate 
of the Caloutta University to divide the success- 
fill Entranoo candidates into three classes, ho did 
not by any means wish that the lower class 
students should bo shut ont from professional 
education. The Hindoo Patriot oanoot understand 
under what authority hns Mr. Scott, Senior Pro¬ 
fessor of the Engineering Class, refused to admit 
this session the third cl ss Entrance students to 
tuition in bis department. About fifty students 
have thus been deprived of the benelit of |yufos« 
sionol education in a most important brauolt of 
knowledge. The hardship in the case of these 
boys is tho areater inasmuch as no previous in¬ 
timation hud ^been given. The hoys had passed 
in January last, and as tho session of the En¬ 
gineering class does not oommonoo till Juno they 
waited for six months in the hope of joining it, 
and now that hope has beou most unwarrantably 
dashed to the ground. Tho real -cause of this 
exclusion is suid to bo wa^t of accommodation, 
but is this a valid reason ? Tim Patriot sincerely 
hopes that tho Director of Public Instruction will 
see fit to interfere in this matter. 

— Tho London correspondent of the Glasgow 
Morning Herald says u Eomo time ago I men¬ 
tioned that a motion would he brought before 
Parliament asking for a considerable augmenta¬ 
tion of the yearly sum allowed by tho country to 
the Prinoo of Wales. This application, 1 then 
said, would be based upon the foot that his lloyal 
Highness and the Princes*, officiating in London 
for her Majesty the Queen at levees and drawing¬ 
rooms, were led into a larger expenditure than 
their joint incomes would wurrant. Considerable 
discontent was openly expressed in oeilnin official 
quarters at this resolve of the Government, and 
i'ideed the Cabinet itself was divided upon the

subject so the matter was delayed from time to _ 
time. I am now able to inform you, on yet 
reliable authority, that a settlement has^ .i^yg 
arrived at without appealing to tho generos" 4 
the Tlonse of Commons. Her Majesty has\ 
sen fed to allow the Prince and Prinoess of 1 
a large amount out of her private purae to enal? 
them to oarry on efficiently the Work of Stato 
whioh more immediately oomes tinder the province 
of a king or queen.' The sam mentioned is between 
£30,000 and £10,000.” A similar statement is 
made by the London correspondent of the Western 
Daily press, which adds“ These arrangements 
have been made by her Majesty herself in consider¬ 
ation of the duties imposed upon the Prince and 
Prinoess of Wales by the state yf her Majesty’s 
health and Ike comparative retirement in whioh 
•he is compelled to live. Her Majesty’s ononfty 
to his Royal Highness is to date from ibe com¬ 
mencement of th|» present year. 

— The members of the Botabny Bar, says tho 
local Gazette , would be surprised if one of their 
number maintained in court that seniority waa 
determined nedt by the date of call to tho bar but 
by the date of admission to prnotise there. That 
has been maintained by Mr. Miller, a Madras 
barrister. Tim Chief Justice of the Madras 
High Court contented himself with saying that 
“ it might be so, but he hoped tho question would 
not be gone into thut morning ”—and it dropped 
accordingly. 

— Indian Public Opinion soys the Punjab 
Government has been obliged to rclcaso from the 
Lahore jail a large number of prisouers whoso 
sentences had not expired, in consequence of their 
being no acoommodution for them. This want 
of sufficient accommodation has, it is Baid, been 
pressed on tho attention of the Supremo Govern¬ 
ment frequently, but to no purpose. The Lahore 
journal thciefore suggests that in future all the 
surplus prisoners should bo rrlcased at Simla, as 
it is only just that the Councillors who rognrd 
undoubted grievances with indifference should 
reap the benefit of their disregard of the necessities 
of civilised Government. 

— The maniugo of a Brahmin widow took plaoe nt 
Bombay on the 15th Instant. In noticing the event 
the lulu Prakash observes: “Tuesday tho 15th of 
June, 1669 must bs engraven in characters of gold.

The 
marriage of a Hindu widow, specially of the 
Brahmin caste, has been unknown to the nation for 
years umuimb red. That Hindu religion is con¬ 
sistent with it, Out tho snored liwgivers of tho 
nation have sanctioned it—especially for tit's 
present Kaliynga— can he established beyond the 
shadow of a doubt. But custom—that tyrant cus¬ 
tom which,*when opposed to reason and religion, 
makes bond slavs of the nation nad rolls it down 
to the nbys* of degradation and perdition—had 
assorted sty arbitrary away and enohuiuud the Hin¬ 
du widow to a life of thruldo.u worse than deuth 
itself.” 
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— #o jaro glad to learn from the same paper 
that the Chief of Gomlul, a N itive State in Kattya- 
w»r, has offered E*. 3*4:00 per annum to the Knot 
ludia Association for publishing its JvtvrnAl end 
distributing it gratis in Ragland. 

— The Bombay Giwtle Hears that a wealthy 
Marw&ree merohant of Hydrabsd has arr^ed in 
Bombay for the purpose of making arrangements to 
open a firm In England, and that ho intends to send 
lire or six Marwnroea to eonduot hie business 
there.

— Tbo question haring been raised whether a 
Burgeon in medieal charge of a station taking 
furlough to Europe, oan, on hie return, claim the 
same oharge, it has been decided by the Govern¬ 
ment of India that ha should, when going on fur- 
retain a Ucu on some similar appointment, 
the charge of a civil station of the same ohus,- 
or some other eivil charge of equal emoinmeuti. 
But as a general rule, the medical offioer of a 
civil station will not be reoognizcd as. having any 
«l.dm to reappointment to the same station. 

— The ex-Baja of Shahgorh who was deposed 
and banished from Bandlekund alter the mutinies 
has been living at Lahoss sinee that time, but the 
climate of the plans has aster agreed with him. 
He has constantly complained of iil-hcaUb, and in 
oomplianoe with a reoeut application, the Governor 
General in Coanoil has been pleased to permit him 
to reside st Delhi in future* 

— Eighteen Burmese youths have been sent to 
Calontta by the King of Uurmah, under the oharge 
of two superintendents, to learn gua-oasting, and 
the manufacture of arms. Eleven of them are 
now under instruction at the Cossipore Foundry 
end the Arsenal in Fort William. The Government 
of India hae agreed to their remaining in Cal- 
ontta for two years, or more if necessary, for this 
purpose, on oondition of their good behaviour 
whilst so engsged. 

'—Tho Twite* (\f India skips that a summons 
has been issued by tha ohief Magistrate of Polite, 
Bombay, on the application of Mr. Tishnoo 
Fursbram Shastri, for the appearsnee of Mr. 
Veraboor Sadaahovi Cbutray, publisher of the 
Bombay Hindoo Punchy to answer a oharge of 
printing, publishing, and circulating indecent and 
obsoene picture* and matter in the said periodi¬ 
cal, whioh were oaloulated to lead to a breach of 
the peace; also for defamation. The oaie Will, no 
doubt, poesese considerable iuterest as the inde¬ 
cency charged against the local Punch is ambodisd 
in the oarloaturing of the veoent Hindoo widow 
marriage. ! 

Wednesday, Jose 30. 

—The Timet of India learns that arrangements 
wart mode in Philadelphia by tha friends of an 
executed oonviot to have an effort mtds to resus¬ 
citate tha body. Accordingly a oommittee, ap¬ 
pointed for the pnrpoae, were in waiting at tha 
priaon at the time of the execution, and the body, 
wrapped do blankets, was brought to the univer¬ 
sity. The drop waa four feet; the cord round the 
neck was a small one. He hung by the ueek thirty 
minutes, and there ware signs of life only four 
minutee after the drop. Ten minutaa aftor being 
out down he was placed upon the table In the am¬ 
phitheatre, the time elapeing from the execution 
being forty-rout minntes. Six ounces of whiskey 
were injected into the bowels, and one gallon of 
pure oxygen gaa wis forced into tbo lunge, and a 
powerful galvanie battery applied to the medulla 
oblongata and the pit of the steaaeh. At the tame 
time the tongue wee withdrawn from the month, 
and the body turned from aide to tide, after the 
method of Marshall Hall, forufUfteial respiration) 
in fonr or fire minutes a marked change ooonered 
in the oountenanee; the ehest gvadually expanded, 
the eyac opened, one arm wt# drawn up, and by 
mean* of a stotheeoofv, eenttOoMene and dilations 
of the heart were distinctly Heard. Bo evident wen 
the aign* of life that his friends exulted over the 
feat that he really lived. Another gallon of oxygen 


was introduced into the lnng« r and the battery wae 
ohurged so that the current passed the entire length 
of the spine, snd> the artificial respiration continued. 
For a few •moments the signs of life inoressedv but, 
Hi a short time disappeared. Hitroue oxide gae wae 
injected into the lungs by an artitfoial opening into 
the traohes made by Professor Doffee, but all to no 
purpose, and at the expiration of one hour and 
twenty-five minutes the experiment oeased, and the 
body was bunded over to the friends. 

— The same jurnsl. soys the crown of King Theo¬ 
dore, it will' bo remembered, could nowhere be 
found; end it waa believed' tome of the German 
artisans had oairied it off. Stxiofc orders tor the 
surrender gf everything found In Magdata brought 
forth heaps of rubbishy but nothing very precious 
in the eyes of the possessors* At any rate, no erown 
was forthcoming. Dr. Rohllft, a Prussian ectvan r 
accredited by hie Government to Sir Robert Napier, 
did not, it is said, so eonduot himself during the 
time be was under the proteotiou of the foroe, as 
to render his brother officers from Prussia proud of 
him. (fe, it appears, had the crown all the time, 
and took it home, and presented it to the King of 
Prussia. But his Majesty, being made aware of 
alt the story, cent the erown to England at onoe, 
where it was of oourse placed at Lord Napier’s dis¬ 
posal. HU Lordship hat requested that it be 
presented to Her Majesty, as a tribute of loyalty 
and devotion from the army he ted. And 
Dr, BohUf* ? The King of Prussia was wroth 
with him for Having acted thus dishonorably', and 
deprived him of the Prussian Consulship at Jeru¬ 
salem. 

— At a meeting of the subscribers to the Radhs- 
kant Memerial held at the British Indian As¬ 
sociation on Thursday last, Raboo Uomananth Ta¬ 
gore presiding, it was resolved that the Memorial 
should take three shapes, 1st. A marble bust to be 
placed at the Town Hull, 2nd A Portrait to ba 
hung at tha British Indian Association, and 
3rd a Gold Med&l to be awarded by the Senate 
et the Calcutta University to the beat Snnsorit 
scholar among the soooeesfut candidates for the 
B. A. degree of each year. Baboo Joddoo Lull 
Mulliok moved on amendment to the following 
effect:— 1 “ That the Radhakant Memorial Fund, 
after providing for a portrait of the deoeaeed 
to be kept at the British Indian Assoeiation, 
be applied to the foundation of a Sanskrit 
Scholarship to be ©tiled after his name, and to be 
awarded by the senate of the Caloutta University.” 
The Beooo Mid that it would be more praotioal and 
useful if jt Sanskrit scholarship were founded. 
After providing for a portrait, of whioh ho wai 
in favor, he believed there would be a sufficient earn 
left whioh, if invested in Government Securities, 
would yield interest of 11s. H per month. This 
sum would go 1 great way to support a poor bnt 
meritorious scholar. The amendment wet put to 
the vote and lost. 

—We learn from a London Telegram Hut in the 
Home of Lords on the night of the 24th Instant, the 
Duke of Argyle in reply to a question asked by 
Dm Marquis of Salisbury, laid he Had sent a 
deipetob to the Government of Indie to nee all its 
ininenoe with the Bank of Bengal to induos the 
withdrawal of its Bombay Agsney. 

— It appears from another telegram that Mr. 
Forsyth, who has been appointed to sueoead Mr* 
Mains, as Law Member of the Supreme Council, has 
written to the Timet eonoernlng tha numerous 
appeals from India which ere waiting for hearing 
before tho Judicial Committee of the Privy Council. 

— On Saturday lest Mr. Paul applied to tho 
Chief Juatioe and Mr. Justice Dwarka Nath Hitter 
for transferring the Dacca W ill Case from tho Court 
of the Seesions Judge at Daooa to the High Court 
for trial on the grounds that the defendants ap¬ 
prehended there would be a failure of justice if 
the prosecution should bs allowed to prooeod iu the 
Dacca Court, and that an impartial as well a» an 
intelligent jury oonld not be empannelled in that 
plaoe to do perfect juatioe. The application was 
refused. The Chief Juatioe said;—*' The affidavit 


does not ettow that theft «ro< not sufficient person* 
in Daooa to form an independent, an impartial 
and an intelligent jury, who arc not iig Government 
employ. • • In Hit Mofnssil in Bengal only seven 
Jurymen are necessary to he obtained to try tho 
ease. Then there are the provisions of the oodo 
of Criminal Prooedure for ohallenging Jurors, * * * 
looking at all the olauaes in whioh the power of 
challenging is given to the aoeused,. it appears to 
me to tte quite impossible to soy that a fair, im¬ 
partial and intelligent jjary oonnol be obtained in 
Dacca.” 

Treonmr, Jolt 1. 

— How utterly unfounded wae the rumour that 
Herat 1 had fallen may now He judged, says the 
Pioneer, from the fact that Shah Newax Khan 
has written to the Ameer 8h«re Ali with the 
view of being reconciled to him, and it is believed 
that the Ameer ia disposed to listen favour¬ 
ably to his overtures. 

— Ths Mofmtilde says it has at last been 
decided that the Delhi Railway trains shall 
ran right into Delhi, and that the Delhi Rail¬ 
way station at Delhi shall be opened today. 
All ths arrangements however, are not yet com¬ 
pleted, but they seem not a little oomplioated. 
The present idea h, that ths traius will bs 
brought in from Ghaceeabad, and taken out of 
Delhi, attaohed to the rear of the trains of the 
East Indian Railway. 

— The same paper reports that a fire ooourre<£ 
on the 10th Ultimo in a native merchant’s shop 
at the Lahore Gate, Delhi, when property, consisting 
of paper and other stores, to the value of about 10,000 
Its., was destroyed. The fire, it appears, originated 
in the spontaneous ignition of a box of luoifer 
matches. The fire-engine from the Fort was quick - 
ly on tho spot, and the police were aotive in sup¬ 
pressing ths Annas. It was very foitonote tbst 
these did not extend themselves to the other houses 
ia the neighbourhood; had this been the ossa, tho 
oonfiagration must have been very genersl and 
immensely destructive. 

— A Court Martial was held at Rawul Pindee 
on the 25th ultimo for trying Captain A. B. Chal¬ 
mers who was oharged with eonduot unbecoming 
an offioer and to the prejudioe of good order and 
military discipline in the following instances1st, 
In having at Ravral Pindee, ou the 30th January 
1S60, after having been informed by Gunner James 
Clapperton of the R. II. A., that a woman, then 
in his, Captain Chalmer’s company at the Peshawur 
Hotel, was his, Gcmner Cleppertou’s, wife, stvuok 
the Gunner, who was in the uniform ef his oorpa, 
and openly driven the women away from the Hotel* 
2nd, In having at Rawul Pindee, on the afUrnoopt 
of the 30th January I860, been again fa company 
with the wifo of the said Gunner at the Peshawar 
Hotel, and then and there publicly entered into a 
personal ©ontttot with him, daring whisk oonfliet, 
he, Captain Chalmers, woe struck and kicked by 
Gunner Clapperton. Tho start found ths prisoner 
guilty of ths first instance of tho charge, with tho 
exception of the words “struck the Gunner’; guilty 
of the second instance to the extent only, of having 
been agaih in company with the wifo of the said 
Gunner at the Peshawur Hotel, on tho afternoon of 
the 30th January; and guilty of the preamble of 
the oharge, and sentenoed him to be reprimanded. 

Tn confirming tho proceedings, Sir William Mass- 
field remarks ae follows :— 

“ That he entertain* the gravest doubts ,s« to ths 
eorreotasss of ths finding on ths 2nd instance of the 
Charge; Hit Exeellsaey's opinion inditing to the 
view that the entire sees of the Preefoution in 
that inatanee ia enetained by the eyidenoe.

A' oWrgyoMm fovlng been appointed bv the 
lio*4 antforitiet at Iotpeetor of Sahoola in Berar, 
tfo e^pointment woe reported by the Qovornmeut 
of India to the Secretary of State, at an excep¬ 
tion to the ruling of 7th January 188a, The 
Bngliehman in for ns nt that the Secretary of State, 
haring regard to the cironmetanoee of the oaat, 
and eepeoially to the fact that the clergyman 
though ordained had never undertaken or per* 
formed olerioal duty* did nbt withhold ranbtion. 
Bot he has at the eame time deeired that it may 
he distinctly nnderatood that the appointment i« 
quite exceptional, and that the rule which pre¬ 
clude* clergymen from holding Educational ap- 
poiutment* in India i* to be strictly adhered to 
in fntare. 

— Mr. W. Madge, the Bead Aealetant in the 
offlee of the Board of Revenue, hae applied for 
peneioo after a service of 33 years. He hae been 
recommended for a pension of half hia present 
■ salary.

— The Dacci New* states that a serious accident 
occurred last week to a Mr. Hollow, a Zemindar 
of that plaoe. Mr. Hollow, aooompanied by some 
friends, repaired to the residence of the station jailor, 
and partook it seems rather lavishly of his cheer. 
Conviviality was sueoeeded by argument, and even¬ 
tuated in a souffle, during whioh Mr. Hollow is 
said to hare been precipitated through a window, 
and fell to the ground a distance of sixteen or 
» oighteeiflPfcet, breaking both legs and his left arm 
on his descent, besides sustaining internal injuries.

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ENGLISH POLICY IN HALF 
CIVILISED COUNTRIES. 

Our worthy East Bengal contemporary 
the Dacca News is very angry with us be¬ 
cause we were presumptuous enough to cri¬ 
ticise the line of policy followed by England 
in certain half oivilised countries. We have 
a higher opinion than our contemporary 
of his countrymen's love of fair play. Eng¬ 
lishmen are often misled by their passions 
and prejudices into the commission of great 
errors and sometime of groat crimes. They 


are slow to be convinced of their errors; but 
as soon as they .are convinced, there is no 
nation so ready to make the best at moment 
in their power. For centuries, England 
misgoverned Ireland. A host of distin¬ 
guished writers from Swift to Sydney Smith; 
orators like Burke, Curran, Grattan and 
Canning appeared to appeal in vain on be¬ 
half of poor Ireland. At length the na¬ 
tional eonsoienoe was roused. Statute 10 
George IV oap. 80 removed the civil dis¬ 
abilities under which the majority , of the 
Irish people groaned; and the last relic of 
an oppressive foroign domination will be 
swept away as soon as the Anglican Ohuroh 
in Iroland shall have been disestablished. 
For nearly three centuries England was 
guilty of a nefarious traffic in' human beings. 
Clarkson and Wilberforco convinced 'her 
of her iniquity and she nobly atoned for 
her error first by abolishing the slave-trade , 
and then by abolishing slavery in the Co- I 
Ionics. For nearly a century the natives 
of India were excluded from any share in 
the administration of tyeir own oountry. 
England has lately been convinced that 
such exclusion is WTong; and she has not 
only thrown open the Civil Service to Indian 
candidates; but she has appointed a native 
of India t6 be a Judge of *tlio High Court. 

The Amerioan war of * independence 
taught England to pursue a liberal course 
of policy towards her colonies and de¬ 
pendencies; but her relations with half* 
civilised states or states whioh she deems 
half civilized are still unsafiisfadtoy. 

We do yet maintain that a littlo diplo¬ 
matic courtesy towards King Theodore 
might have averted the waste of some 
millions of money, tho loss of many valu¬ 
able lives and the death of the gallant old 
King. The Spectator condemned the con¬ 
duct of Englishmen in Japan in far stronger 
language than we have ever used. There 
oan be no doubt that criticisms like those of 
the Spectator will tend to mould the national 
policy for the better. Why should we be 
condemned for doing that whioh the Specta¬ 
tor is praised for doing ? As loyal subjeots 
of Her Majesty we have as good a right as 
any English journal to oritioise the doings 
of our English fellow-subjeots abroad.

DECLINE OF SANSCRIT LEARNING 
IN BENGAL.)/ 

Native Opinion of Bombay very justly 
laments the deoline of Sansorit learning 
in India. As far as Bengal is concerned 
we oan very well see through the cause 
of this deoline. It is because native gentle¬ 
men of means nowadays do not enoourage 
the study of Sanscrit literature by their sons 
and wards. From tbo age of five or even 
earlier, boys in this country are taught 
English and sent to English schools in tho 
hope that in time they may get good si¬ 
tuations under Government. They learn 
that language as a means only to an end. 
Formerly, this was not tho cose. Then, 
Hindoo youths, espsoially the sons 
of rich people of good t caste, while they 
had Moonsbees and English tutors 


to enable them to drink at the wells of 
Persian and English undefiled, had also 
pundits to impart to them a knowledge of 
the Sanscrit. £fhe late Rajah Ram Mohun 
Roy, Rajah Sir Radhakant, Rajah Sutto 
Churn Ghosaul of Bhookoylash, and Baboos 
.Wooma Nundon Tagore, Hum Coomnr 
Tagore, Prosunno Coomar Tagore and Nil 
Rutton Haidar* imbibed a taste for the 
Sanscrit owing to this good custom. Every 
old gentleman of Bengal acquainted with 
tbe state of the vernacular literature of his 
country half a century ago knows, that 
though Rajah Ram Mohun Roy was cele¬ 
brated for bis linguistto acquirements and 
for his deep knowledge of the Vedas; yet 
Baboo Wooma Nundon Tagore was always 
competent and ready to break lance with 
him ou behalf of tho orthodox Hindoo re¬ 
ligion. Assisted by several pundits learned in 
the Vedas and Puranas, Wooma Nundon Ta- # 
gore published bis great work entitled Pa- 
shendo Piron as an answer to the heterodox 
theories and opinions propounded by the 
learned B rah mist. Whether the answer was 
satisfactory or not it is not our business now 
to enquire : suffice it to say that he performed 
a task which he felt his duty as a Hindoo to 
do, uamely; to defend bis own religion against 
the attack! of a (in bis opinion) freethink¬ 
er,—because he was compotent to do so, be¬ 
cause, above all, he himself had access 
to the arsenal wherein lay all the weapons 
that enabled him to battle with an opponent. 
Tho Baboo delighted in spending his time and 
money in carrying on controversies on theo¬ 
logical matters in Sanscrit and Bengalee and 
wrote sovcral works on the same subject. Ha 
rendered other services to his oountry by 
means of his knowledge of Sanscrit. A- 
mong his numerous works may be mention¬ 
ed his Shadoo Suntoshinee , in which he suc¬ 
cessfully proved that - the practioe of swear¬ 
ing Hindoos by the water of tho Gan¬ 
ges whioh was in vogue in our Courts of 
Justice was utterly at varianoe with, aud 
repugnant to the dootrineB of the Hindoo 
Shasters. 

Baboo Hum Coomar Tagoro though a 
profound Sansorit scholar, was a man of 
retired habits and never wrote any work 
known to fame. His mornings and even¬ 
ings he devoted to the compilation of 
works on rituals of Hindoo religion and to 
I discussions with pundits on matters of reli¬ 
gion, grammar and philosophy. It was 
Baboo Hum Coomar’s wont nevor to spend 
a day without paying a handsome sum to 
tho pundits who oame to hold parley 
with him. 

The Hon’ble Prosunno Coomgr Tngoro was 
widely known for his great intelligence* his 
knowledge of Zamindary matters and re¬ 
venue laws and for his labors in connection 
with the translation of the Vivada Chin - 
tamani . But besides this translation whioh 
brought him fame and honqrs from his so¬ 
vereign, tbe late Baboo will be remembered 
by his oountrymen for hia great patronage 
of the pundits aud thw expense be incurred 
in the publioation of various law and other 
works in Sansorit. To his wealth we owe 
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•ft vor/ gpod edition of Sri >Bhagovat pre¬ 
pared for the prose by Bhowani Cham 
Bonnerjee former editor of the Chmdrica 
newspaper; the Dyabhaga in Sanscrit with 
seven commentaries ; the Dattaka Siromani 
by Pandit Bharut Ohunder Siromanij law 
professor of the Calcutta Sanscrit College; 
Sadi vivada Bhunjnn a treatise on Hindoo 
law and Judicature by Pundit Brojo Viday- 
Rutna of Nuddea, and the Veni Sankara 
drama from Sanscrit into Bongalee by Pun¬ 
dit Ram Narain author of the Kaolin Koolo 
Burbosho Natuok. Had the good Baboo 
lived, it was bis intention to translate the 1 
Dyabhaga into Bengalee for the edification 
of bis ignorant countrymen. Of Rajah 
Sir Rftdhakant’s acquirements as a Sanscrit 
scholar little need be said here as bis vo¬ 
luminous and masterly work Sabdohalpa- 
druma will last as long as the Sanscrit 
language will be cultivated' by the educated 
world. Baboo Nil Ruttun Haidar was a 
sweet versifier in Sanscrit and wrote several 
works explaining the meanings of Hindoo 
devotionol poetry. 

To Rajah Sutto Churn Ghosal of Bho 
Koylash we owe an edition of Toga Va- 
mhta, a work replete with moral truths. 

But these good and great men have de¬ 
parted from amongst us and though there 
is no laok of wealthy men in Calcutta, we 
regret to say there is no one, with tho excep¬ 
tion of Rajahs Kali Krishna , and Komul 
Krishna, Baboo Jonmayjoy Hitter—father of 
that well known antiquarian Baboo Rajsndro 
Lalla Mitter-^Baboo Kali Proasunno Sing, 
and some members of the Tagore family, 
who takes a particle of .interest in either 
studying tho Sanscrit language tp .patronis¬ 
ing those poor pundits who are versed in itj 
It is a pity that the millionaires of our 
timo, like the rioh men and men of gentle 
castes of bygone days, do not taker a pleasure 
in cultivating Sanscrit. In Bengal, men 
of the Bubttrno bonick caste are extremely 
rioh, but do tboy oultivate Sanscrit or spend 
a fraction of their riobes fbr the im¬ 
provement of Sanscrit literature in the 
land? We are sorry to say that very few 
of them are to be found who, however 
clever in English or other foreign languages, 
are proficient in'their own vernaoular. Their 
ignoranoe of their mother tongue aud the 
shabby way in which they pronounce it 
are proyerbial. What hope c^n we en¬ 
tertain then that they wiU ever be ena¬ 
moured of Sansorit which is aftsg all a dead 
language. 

To the charge that people of the Suburno 
bonick caste are sadly ignorfcnt of Sansorit 
and do not patronise its professors, it will | 
pgifraps be "answered that as they are des¬ 
pised by men of better castes and also by the 
pundits who are invariably she priests of 
better caste men, they are justified in 
neglecting and despising a language which 
has hitherto been monopolised by their 
superiors. Thtiugh this custom of hating 
them is observed with scrupulousness in the 
Mofussil, in Calcutta it is more honored iu 
tho breach than-the observance; and we 
have heard that tho Mullioks of OAloutta 
are treated on an equal footing by rioh 


men of other castes and that recently 
the projector of a new Dhurmo Sobha 
(which has, in the course of a month, 
turned itself inti a Gleeclubl) honored 
some rich Mullioks by making them sit 
on the same seat which ho himself occu¬ 
pied and allowing them to smoke a chilum 
out of his diamond-mounted Hookah. While 
such brotherly fooling exists among the 
different classes of Hindoos in Galoutta is 
it not incumbent on those who wish 
to save their orthodox religion from the 
attaoks of the heterodox to wtudy Sanskrit 
and to staff their mouths with the weapons 
which that language furnishes P If nothing 
induces thorn, their religion at least of whioh 
they vaunt much and about whioh they 
chatter more ought to be their sole induce¬ 
ment iu making this acquirement and 
thereby preventing a glorious and noble 
language frofn vanishing from their country 
for ever. 

MOFUSSIL DOCTORS AND 
KOVEERAJES. 

We have from time to time oxpressed 
our views regarding the epidemic whioh 
has been devastating Bengal for the last 
S or 10 years. It is not our intention now 
to describe ox criticise the various theories 
whioh have been proposed in order to ex¬ 
plain the nature and onuses of this growing 
scourge of our country. All these theories 
„havo been rejected, ns they could not but 
be, considering that none of them was based 
on anything like a scientific investigation 
of the faots constituting and accompanying 
the epidemic. The whole question of the 
epidemic,, however, has of late engaged the 
attention of the Government of Bengal—a 
circumstance which is bopoful if not 
positively assuring. Considering the present 
state of scientific knowledge, we cannot per¬ 
suade ourselves to believe that even medioal 
men of the highest reputation in India 
working even under the patronage of a by- 
no-means* parsimonious Government will 
be able, at least for some yean to come, 
to arrive at anything like a satisfactory 
solution of the great question of the epi¬ 
demic. But we have every reason to think 
that, if scientific knowledge and experience | 
be applioi to the investigation of the pheno¬ 
menon, muoh benefit might result in the 
shape of a discovery of the circumstances 
which aggravate the oanses of the epidemic 
and intensify its effeots. We have, there¬ 
fore, thought this to be the proper time 
to, make the following suggestions and to 
invite to them the attention of the authori¬ 
ties. 

We feel ourselves convinced that the 
epidemic cannot bo efficiently controlled 
until its causes have been ascertained. 
But we have not trie slightest doubt that 
good medical treatment is capable of miti¬ 
gating its effects. For, if there is one truth 
definitely ascertained in the praotioe of 
medicine, it is this that a bad treatment 
of a disease does more to aggravate that 
disease than a good treatment to heal it. 
We oannot, therefore, sufficiently depreoate 
' the existence in the Mofussil of a class of 


medical practitioners who have not the 
slightest knowledge of the art they practise 
and who cannot distinguish a feverish from 
a non-feverish state of the body. There 
are in thi3 class of practitioners men who 
call themselves Koveerajes as well as men 
who call themselves Dacian i. e. allopathic 
physicians. We have seen men practising 
as Koveercges who have never in their livea 
turned a page of the Nidan and we have 
seen them dispensing medicine with a con¬ 
fidence and dogmatism whioh would bo 
stigmatised as rashness by the masters of 
the profession though even these last are 
known to bo dogmatic beyond measure. We 
have seen koveerajees wholly ignorant of 
the Bengalee alphabet—men, who failing to 
make livelihood by practising the simple 
and inoffensive calling of a moodee or a 
cloth-dealer, have turned out physicians on 
the outbreak of a destructive epidemic. 
The model Doctor Sangrado of Valladolid 
might pass for a Hippocrates or a Galen com¬ 
pared with these carvers and sewers of Disease 
and oventbe novice Gil Bias might gape and 
yawn at the sight of these Myrmidons of 
Charaka. Well may ws implore the vener¬ 
able fathers of Hindoo medicine to save us 
from men who would not perhaps hesitate to 
dofiis their pocket dispensaries with brick- 
dust and chimney-soot. 

But there is another class of practitioners 
who do not yield the palm of skill and re¬ 
finement to the adepts we have just des¬ 
cribed—we mean the so-called Dactan or 
allopathio physicians. Considered secularly, 
these men, or rather youths are perfect pro¬ 
totypes of young Bengal in their manners. 
They must have a pantaloon and a ohapkan... 
to Cover their bodies and as walking is beneath 
thfcir dignity they must ride at least a skele¬ 
ton of a horse not muoh unliko the famous 
Bazin ante. But these are points whioh we 
njsed not pursue any further for they do 
not oonoern us now. These dactan sre boys 
yet in their teens. Their knowledge of 
their art is derived from one or two years* 
study in the Bengalee department of the 
Medioal College, or, whac is still more- 
praiseworthy, from serving as compounders 
in the Calcutta and Mofussil dispensaries. 
Perhaps these men know more of their 
whatabout than the olass of Koveerajes whom 
we have desoribed above. But unfortunate¬ 
ly this little advantage on .their part Is 
more than oounteraoted by their superior 
arrogance whioh influences in no slight 
degree the quality of their prescriptions! 
They are also a greater money charge to 
their patients than the koveerajes, for, as 
they think that they are so many sub-assis¬ 
tant surgeons of name and standing, they 
feel themselves insulted if they are not paid 
like the latter. 

Now let the publio judge how (rightful 
must he the condition of that patient who 
is plaoed under the treatment of dactan 
and hoveertyes like these. Consider the 
valne of human life and say whether prac¬ 
titioners like these—whether, to to the lan¬ 
guage of Gil Bias, these “ forerunners of 
tho undertaker* 1 ought not to be immediately 
excluded from the profession. One cannot 
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help being inolinod to tliink that the epi¬ 
demic, destructive as' it is, must*bo increas¬ 
ed in deatruotireness by the agency of such 
ignorant and unscrupulous practitioners of 
the healing art. We think that the Go¬ 
vernment of' Bengal ought to interfere in 
this matter. We do not go the length of 
saying with some of the medical authorities 
of Galoutta that Government has a right 
io interdict the pnfessnn and praotioe of 
medicine to all but those who belong to tho 
nllopathie faculty. We are far from advo¬ 
cating such a sweeping and unsoientido 
policy. What we mean to say is that no 
one, whether belonging to the koveerajoo, 
the allopathio or the homoeopathic faculty, 
ought to be allowed to practise medcine 
who has not passed such an examination 
as will appear to the most eminent members 
of bis faculty necessary to ascertain bis 
qualification for oarrying on anything de¬ 
serving the name of medical practice. A 
regulation like this, far from being an un¬ 
necessary and arbitrary interference with in¬ 
dividual liberty, is absolutely needed in a 
civilized country and forms a sort of cri¬ 
terion of a Government which has any 
pretensions to intelligence arf vitality. 
We are inclined to think that the absence 
of any such regulation is a barbarous ano,- 
maly which our Government oannot remove 
too soon. We have very strict and salutary 
regulations regarding the praotice of the 
legal profession. All roooktears and plead 
ers are required to pass certain examina¬ 
tions and to take out oertifioates to their 
character at fixed intervals of time. Is 
then the scienoe of medicine so much , mor^ 
easy than the soionoe of law and is tho, 
exercise cf the medical art so muoh if are 
child's play compared with the pleading of 
a case that our Government should oonsider ■ 
it unnecessary to regulate by restrictive 
laws a praotice .the quality of which decides, 
once for all, without the slightest chance 
for appeal or review, the momentous quos- ; 
tion of life and death P Poes it not thou 
behove a wise and paternal Government 
like ours to proteot the lives of its innumer¬ 
able subjects by the enforcement of a re¬ 
gulation similar to that which governs the 
comparatively trifling profession of the 
mooktear P We hope attention will be 
paid to this most important but most neg¬ 
ated question. and steps taken to suppress 
an evil which is daily growing in mag¬ 
nitude. j

LOST CURRENCY NOTES. 

Wb take the following from tho Gazette 
of India of the 22ud May last. It is the 
latter half of a letter addressed by the* 
Under-Secretary to the Government of 
Iudia, Financial Department, to tho Hoad 
Commissioner of Paper Currenoy, on the 
subject of lost Notes 

4. “As regards lost notes, His Excel¬ 
lency in Council is of opinion that Govern¬ 
ment should ngb pledge themselves, by any 
rules, to payment. Whenever a case 
0001 ) 1 * in which you think that the notes 
should be paid, you should submit the 
oircumstauces and your proposals for the 


orders of the Government of India in this 
Department. 

5. Tho present plan by which the Paper 
Currency Department takes upon itself a 
great deal of troublo in circulating lists 
of stopped notes is, it appears, not only 
unnecessary, but practioally useless. Per¬ 
sons who lose notes should be left to. ad¬ 
vertise them in suuh manner ns they think 
best, and should thcmselvos give inform¬ 
ation at such offices as they think proper. 

6. The term “stopped note” is inoo- 
ourate and misleading. Paymfiht of such 
notes oannot be refused, unless thore be 
good reason for supposing that the presen¬ 
ter is not a bona fide bolder. 

7. The system which hns hitherto been 
in force was, no doubt, devised’for the bene¬ 
fit of losers of notes; but in practice it is 
found to increase the distrust of notes. 
Natives of this country dislike takiftg cur- 
roncy notos, if they know that it is pos¬ 
sible for them to be put to trouble and 
detention, should the note bappon to bo, 
what is oalled, a “ stopped giote.” 

8. The Governor General in Council 
observes that the real aim of Government 
is to make ourrency notes nppronch, as 
muoh as possible, to the status of coin. 
If a man loses a ourrency note, he must 
ordinarily take his ohanoe of recovering 
it, precisely in the samo way as a lost coin. 
If Government attempts to put currency 
notes on a better footing than ooins, by 
restrictions on their payment, it may be 
found that they really put them'in a worse, 
by giving further grounds for the natives 
of this country to disliko taking them.” 

The Govomment of India must have 
its own reasons for the ground it has taken ; 
but we fail to comprohond why Natives, 
of this country should be particularly pitch¬ 
ed upon as evincing a dislike to currency 
notes by reason of any troublo or detention 
they might cause if thoy happen to be what 
are called Hopped notes. That we should 
think is more or less the oase with all 
men ; because we all foel a natural repug- 
nanoe to put our bands into any business 
that U likely to lead us to trouble ov risk. 
To our minds therefore there sooms to be 
no reason fur supposing that Natives of 
this oountry are more distrustful of notes 
than Englishmen are or than natives of 
other countries would be under the like 
circumstances. The sense of the first part 
of Para 4 oannot be mistaken. It amounts 
to a distinct withdrawal of the pledge that 
hitherto existed in regard to the payment 
of lost notos. We are sorry that the Go¬ 
vernment has thought fit to take such a 
course; because the tendency of it will 
bo to give rise to greater distrust in tho 
minds of natives and there will be very 
few we fear who after this would be willing 
to deal in notes at all. The idea of the 
Government of India of making “ currency 
notes approach as much as possible to the 
status of coin” is simply absurd. No suoh 
equality or identity or whatever else they may 
be pleased to call it, can we think be estab¬ 
lished between metals and pieces of paper. 
Peoplo take notes and deal so largely in them 


beoauso of the Government guarantee that 
is impliedly attached to them. What faith 
will they have in them if that guarantee 
is withdrawn? 

By throwing the onus of recovery on 
holders of notes, the Government of India 
hopes to improve the oase ; but wo fear that 
makes it worse. The chancos of recovery 
will bo immensely diminished if the Govern¬ 
ment interferenoe is withheld and parties 
be loft entirely to themselves to find out 
their own notes when lost, just as they 
would do in the case of other lost articles. 
If a person loses a note and after having 
advertised and done all he could fails to 
recover it, it would dearly bo a very hard 
caso we conceive if the Currency Offioo 
should refuse to pay on the number being 
presented. Some little hope is held out in 
tho second Part of para 4 but practically that 
will remain inoperative wo suspect. 

Currency Notes are a kind of Promissory 
Notos and the Government it seems to us 
have as much right to withhold theit 
pledge of payment in tho one case as in 
the other, when lost. We do not quite seo 
the distinction. If when Government 
Securities are lost or destroyed, the Govern¬ 
ment engage to issue fresh notes, on its 
being proved to them that they havo been 
actually lost or destroyed, why should not 
the same kind of guarantee be held out in 
the case of lost currenoy notes ? The cases 
•are perfectly parallel as far as wo can see 
and we should liko to see our contempo¬ 
raries take up tho subject and in the interest 
of tho country give their views on it. The 
matter is important and affects us all se¬ 
riously. 

Native Opinion culls tho following inter¬ 
esting facts from the North American lievUto 
for January 1889 

“ W hether brute# sympathise with the hap¬ 
piness and sorrow of others might at first sight 
seem doubtful, hut facts like the following compel 
us to deoide the question ia the affirmative. Tho 
story is taken by Brougham from au apparently 
trustworthy Frenoh authority. 11 A swallow had 
slipped its foot into the noose of a cord attached 
to a spout in the College des Gtuatre Nations at 
Paris, and by Endeavoring to escape had drawn 
the knot tight. r - Its strength being exhausted ia 
vain attempts to, fly, it uttered piteous ories, which 

assembled a vastftook of other swallows. They 

seemed to crowd and oonsult together lor a little 
while, and then one of them darted at tho string 
and struck at it with his beak as he flew fast; and 
others iollowingin quiok succession did the samo, 
stneking at the same parjfc, till, after continuing 
this combined operation lor huif an hour, they 
succeeded ia severing the cord and freeing their 
companion. They all oontinued looking and 
hovering till night; only, iustead of the tumult 
and agitation in which they had been at their 
first assembling, they were chattering as if without 
any anxiety at all, but conscious of having suc¬ 
ceeded." * 

Closely oonneoted with this feeling is sorrow 
for the loss of friends, which many aminahi mani¬ 
fest in a striking degree. Examples of this emotion 
in domestic animals will readily occur to every 
one. Forbes, in his “Oriental Memoirs/’ tells ua 
that a friend of his having shot a female xnoukey 
and carried oft' the body, forty of the animals soon 
surrounded bis tent, and making % great noise, 
gave evidence of an inclination to attack him. 
On the presentation of his gun, all retired exoept 
one, who appeared to be the leader; he stood hii 
ground, ohattering furiously. As the roau did not 
fire, the monkey at last cams to the door of the 
tent and began a lamentable moaniug, and by the 
most expressive gestures teemed to beg for the 
dead body. When it was given him, betook it 
sorrowlully in his arms and bore it stray to his 
companions." 
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*A dLwto Case of u somewhat novel 
chaxaoterVbas recently, been instituted in 
the Oriminttl Court of Krishnagar. The 
Plaintiff is a Sub-Assistant Surgeon not 
in the Government Service and a medical 
-practitioner of some note in the jflaoe 
to which he belongs. Tho case is based 
on an obsoene anonymous pamphlet in Ben¬ 
galee verse, in which plaintiff thinks be has 
boon aimed at under a fictitious name. We 
do not cn principle give onr opinion on 
this matter now as the oase is sub-judice; 
.but we oannot refrain from remarking that 
the pubHoation of the pamphlet such as we 
have heard it to he does credit to no party. 


Wb aub informed that the Deputy Ma¬ 
gistrate of City Moorshedabad is in a terrible 
scrape. A scries of charges of the most 
objeotionable character has been brought 
against him and the Magistrate of the dis¬ 
trict has been directed to relieve him and 
call him to the Sadder Station, where he 
is to remain until the enquiries are finished. 
The investigation is to be oondocted by Mr. 
Lanes the able Commissioner of the Raj* 
shahi Division. We are told that the 
unfovtunate Deputy Magistrate is an old 
officer and not a Bengalee. 


In reply to Mr. Eastwiok, Mr. Grant 
Duff said in the House of Commons - 
“Idepely regret having toaay that It Is tree 
that two of the native candidates who snooeeded e 
in the ratant competition for the Indian. Civil 
Servioe bava been held to be disqualified, cm the 
grpnnd of age. With referenee to hie second 
question, I have to say that tho Civil Servioe 
Commissioners are absolutely bound by regulations 
having the foroo of law. They investigated this 
matter with the greatest anxiety, and etme to 
the ooaolusion that they had no ohoioe but to do 
M they have done when they were appealed to 
by a oandidate who claimed to be of right age 
among the selected fifty/' 

The two rejected candidates are said to 
be Baboo Surondro Nath Bonerj 00 , son of 
Dr. Doorga Churn Bgneijee, and Mr. 
Sripad Babaji Tbakur of Bombay. 


strainWhat may be the motive or motives 
of the Raja in offering suoh a large cum for the 
cctibUshment of Dispensaries elsewhere when his 
own hospital is any thing but a disgrace, and bis 
own sohool'buUding ( s every thing but a pig- 
house.

Mr. Editor, your readers may have 
heard by what hook and orook the Raja bad 
lately tried for the honor of « salute or some 
tangible insignia of honor from tbs hands of 
Her Majesty’s representative in India, but to no 
effrot. ChafHued with the refusal on the ground 
of his not being one of the feudatory princes, he 
has taken a sort of revenge upon Government by 
dubbing some of his able and distinguished ser¬ 
vants with the novel knightly titles of “ 80 beb 
and Babu. Saheb.” Classifying all his servants 
and grading them according to their pay, he has 
sent a purroanna from Darjeeling containing the 
names of those that are to be daubed with the 
above-named titles. The elect of the 1st olass 
servants are thue to be addressed, suoh and such 
Ghore 11 Saheb,” and those of tho seeond suoh and 
suoh Dass Babu Saheb.** We hear that soms 
new titles srs being ooined at the anvil of Dar¬ 
jeeling by the Moharaja himself for his East 
Indian and Mohamodan Servants. 

We are afraid there will be another famine this 
year. The heat ie so terrible and rain eo stares 
that the prospeets of paddy orops are actually 
frightening. The price of rioe and vegetables has 
risen exceedingly, even the green ptantain (Catob 
Kolia) is selling 2 for the pioe. We hear that a 
number of Mohajuns have oome down from Delhi 
to drain sway our rioe from the market. Mr. 
Editor, the sufferings to which our countrymen 
especially the poorer olassee have bean subjeeted 
of late, arising from a combination of Providential 
visitation*, are indeed very great. Those who 
oan read the signs of the time, will readily put 
faith in the prophecy of Dr. Cnmming that 
the Millennium is at hand.

— Wt learn (fw a London Telegram dated tfi 
29th Ultimo that Mf. Grant Doff laid in reply 4? 
Sir Charlee Wingfield, ‘‘he was raad^to 
the Indian Budget, hut anoient oonstitutiofiid 
practice poatponed it until i aty, when the foot 
weather and the lassitude resulting from morning 
sitting* would enable member* to realise tijwj con¬ 
dition of our countrymen in the Hast. 

While the Hone* had the Park Gate, Cbepel 
Marriage Biile, and other* of equally traneoun- 
dant importance, it would be ino*t imprudentfo 
fritter away the time in goneldering eueh a conk' 
paratively insignificant niattof a* the bolanoe ahdit 
of Hie greatest Empire in the world. 1 * 

— The Dlreeters of the Bank of Bengal, at their 
weekly meeting held on Thursday lost, declared a 
dividend for the past half-year of eight per cent, 
per annum Dree ef Income Tea. They ale* reduced 
the rates af interest and discount one per oent. all 
round, end the margin on deposits'for loans 9 per 
cent, on 5| and 4, and one per cent, on $ per cent. 
Government Stock. 

— The Indian Daily News soys it is rnmonred 
that the Lieutenant Governor, after consulting the 
Advocate General, has direeted the Magistrate to 
suspend all proceedings in the Daooa Will oase; the 
Advoeote General being of opinion that there is 
no legal evidenoo against the gentlemen aoonsed. 

—According to the Pioneer the piety of the people 
of Wellington, New Zealand, was put to a sovere 
teat on the arrival of th* Duka of Edinburgh. It 
wot in foot a struggle between piety and loyalty, 
in whleh the former had to give way. The Galatea 
arrived in the harbour at Wellington about half- 
past 11 o’clock on a Sunday morning. The people, 
as became good Christians, were all at Chnroh at 
the time; but- they turned their backs, and de¬ 
serted the churches in the most unceremonious and 
undevout manner, leaving the preaohers to dia- 
eonrse to amply benches. “ They swarmed upon 
the wharves,” wc are told, 44 in a state of intense 
excitement. The whole town was oovered with 
Bigs and evergreens in a very short time; wad pre¬ 
parations were made for boa-fires, balls, races, 
regattas, levees, and the usual festivities wherewith 
colonists delight to honor Royalty.** 

— The above journal states that the Kupoorthalla 
Will case is still undtr the consideration of the Pun¬ 
jab Government, which is empowered to award either 
oash allowances, or land, as it may deem lit. The 
present Raja is, however, to enjoy full sovereignty 
over his own State, so that if land were assigned 
to his brothus they would not have the judicial 
power* whion they ere so anxious about. The 
Veporta which have appeared in the Press, fixing 
the amount of the brothers' allowanoes, are at 
laast "premature, for the Punjab Goverumsnt has 
sot yet arrived at a decision in the matter. 


— The same paper hears a change shortly be 
made in the mode of running the sl|Htrains on 
the East Indian Railway. This ohflH will be 
instituted entirely for the oonvenienoe^Mte native 
passengers. It is contemplated fo^Ve a long 
halt of about an hour at some one W the large 
stations on the line about 7 o’clock every morning, 
to enable the passengers to perform their §blutions, 
dec., and another halt of au hour, or an hour and 
[hirittfbotit A o'clock in the evening, to enable them 
jfowkmf^odl Refreshment rooms for native pns- 
pMpBn ass to be established at all the large 
wMssefrThey have been leased, it is said, to 
Baboo Nil Coraul Mittra of Altahabad. 

— The Liwknow Times has learnt from an au¬ 
thentic source that Mahunt Hurcharn Dss, a Ta- 
lookdar, purposes to establish a Oharitable Dis¬ 
pensary shortly in a locality where such an Insti¬ 
tution is really a desideratum, being in the centre 
of the Chowk (City) at his own Expense. This 
benevolent nati/e nobleman it appears has not only 
offered a suitable building for the same; but is 
prepared to furnish funds, to repair the building 
thoroughly, and also to maintain the Establish-* 
ment. secured tho servioes of the well- 

known injure Doctor Abdool ftuhWn Khan of 
Ameedab*d» Not solicitous of Government aid, he 
is resolvsd to support the Institution by private 
means. 

— The Delhi Gazette reports that a meeting of 
the inhabitants of Agra was held on the 12th 
Ultimo to form a Social Reform Association. Tho 
Magistrate nnd the Joint Magistrate of the place 
were present. Tho movement, says onr contem¬ 
porary, has ooramenoed well, and, if it be con¬ 
tinued in a proper spirit, no doubt very rauoh good 
will result from it. There are native gentlemen 
iu Agra onpablo of taking an notive part in suoh 
on association and imparting information on many 
subjects affecting the interests of their country¬ 
men. Our contemporary only hopes they will do 
something more than merely lend their napies to the 
association. Moonshie Sheo Nnrain, the Assistant 
Secretary to the Munioipal Commissioners, is the 
originator of this soheme, as he was of others with 
equally laqdable objects in view. 

— Ths Englishman says it has been proposed to 
Oonstiuofc a Charitable Hospital at JamAlpore with 
a dispensary attaohed capable of aooommodating 
12 Europeans and .50 natives, the former, who 
would be chiefly railway employes, to bs looked 
after by the Railway Burgeon, nnd the latter by a 
Sub-Assistant Surgeon and a Native Dootor to be 
supplied by Government, which will also pro ride 
for the rest of the Eatablishmeut. It is proposed 
that the cost of the building be shared between the 
Railway Company nnd the Government, and that 
the dieting of patients bs borne by tbe Railway 
company for their servants, and by the Jamalpore 
Municipality for strangers, travellers end others 
uoable to maintain themselves.

At this new gAmo people may play either 
alone or in company. A single individual takes 
every day one number ; repeating also flvo Patera 
fire Aves and a Credo. In this way a person 
gains, for the sin indicated in the number, an in¬ 
dulgence u>t only for himself, but for any soul 
in purgitory which he may fix upon, so that the 
numbers have a twofold effect. 

— Cuttack, according to the recent census, con * 
tains 11,300 houses and 46,4:1(1 inhabitants, of 
whom 32,000 are udults and 14,000 children. 

— The Bombay Gazette quotes the following from 
the Manchester Examiner of June 4 th:—“For 
several nights past immense orowds have been col¬ 
lected in and about the Feathers Hotel, attracted by 
the report that a ghoit has chosen one of tho busi¬ 
est oeutres of Manchester, immediately opposite the 
London-road Station, for its nocturnal appearan¬ 
ces. The story is that for flvo weeks past the in¬ 
mates of the hotel have been disturbed at all 
hours of the night by strange and unaccountable 
noises. When the weary waiters have gone to 
sleep, their dreams have been disturbed by tho 
unwelcome tinkle first of one, then of two or more, 
and sometimes of all the bells iu the house—four¬ 
teen in number—olaoging together.

for the Circle, on a salary of Us. 1,0)0 per raen- 
ssm. This additional expenditure is to be met 
from the savings to bs effected by a reduction in 
the North-Western Provinces. Tnc Inspectorship 
of the Kumaou Circle is to be abolished. It ap¬ 
pears that the Principal of the Benares College 
had hitherto to perform the duties of the Inspector 
of ths Third Oiroio iu addition to his own, and the 
Government new intends to do away with this 
anomalous union of the two offices.

MUSCULAR INSPECTORS OF 
SOHOOL8. 

The reports of Inspectors of Schools, as 
annually published by the Director of Pub- 
lio Instruction, are often found to oontain 
much m liter for thought and discussion. 
Those embodied in the general report for 
last year are interesting os usual, and in 
previous numbers of this journal wo have 
more than once adverted to important points 
therein referred to. Wo embraco the pre¬ 
sent opportunity of making some comments 
on the report of Mr. Fallon, who is in 
charge of schools in the Northwest Divi¬ 
sion. Certain peculiarities distinguish him 
from the rest of the inspectors. His own 
statements as well as what we gather from 
other soaroes, go far to prove that he is 
disposed to oonduot himself towards those 
placed under him in a manner that indi¬ 
cates little rqppcot f° T their personality. Un¬ 
like the other inspectors in the department, 
he is found to manifest a peculiar dislike 
to the eduoated natives of Bengal, and he 


occasionally indulges in insinuations bear¬ 
ing Against the customs of the country. 
He visits the short-coming* of his native 
subordinates with a severity and harshness 
that instead of reforming, soam calculated 
to sow the seeds of hatred and animosity. 
We hope to prove the charges hero alducod 
by referring in each case to facts and cir¬ 
cumstances detailed in the body of the Re¬ 
port he has submitted. 

Mr. Fallon speaks thus of the Monghyr 
School H In a school of 14(1 boys, (he 
first class comprised, for the first half of the 
year, only three •boys, and for tht last half 
only two. One boy was the head master’s 
son. The other was quit© unfit fur the class, 
and was put in it apparently to make up a 
class, or perhaps as a dead weight to keep 
the other sharp boy from running too fast. 
The attention given to this one boy enabled 
him to pass the Entrance Examination, and 
the headmaster olaims on this ground the 
third place among the Higher schools in the 
Division.” There could not be a hotter il¬ 
lustration of the abuse of wit. Here the 
wriier appears to believe it quite absurd to 
have a first class of 3 boys in a school of 
146 pupils. But, in Calcutta where educa¬ 
tion is so greatly appreciated there were on 
the 31st March 1868 only 12 students in 
the highest class of the General Assembly’s 
Institution, though the whoto number of 
pupils on its rolls amounted to 976. In a 
place like Monghyr thero can be but few 
parents of guardians sufficiently inclined to 
allow their wards to prosecute their studies 
up to the Entrance standard. » 

Mr. Fallon then broadly hints that the 
headmaster should have felt himself bound 
to break up the obnoxious class referred to 
and that he did not do simply from selfish 
motives. Such an insinuation is foolishly un¬ 
charitable. For we might easily imagine 
circumstanoes under which tho dissolution 
of the class would have been an act of un- 
ktndnesss and injustice; and it is likely the 
inspector would have taken no notice of 
the matter, had Baboo Agfioro Oh under 
Mooketjea’s son not been concerned iu it. 

Lastly ho insinuates that tho headmaster 
attended to the progress of “ this one boy” 
at tho expense of his other duties; this again 
is an assertion, unsupported by the faintest 
shadow of a proof. For tho success of this 
boy in the*Entranue Examination ho gives 
credit neither to the teacher nor the taught, 
and he Appears to consider the headmaster’s 
claim “for the third place among the Higher 
schools in the Division” as preposterous 
because the successful candidate was a son of 
his father l ^ 

Let us next examine what Mr. Fallon 
says of the Purnea school, as it will help us 
to institute a comparison and form a right j 
estimate of the condemnatory sentences 
which he not unfrcquontly passes on sohools, 
headmasters and his deputies. His censure 
is thus recorded “Tho decreasing atten¬ 

dance during the past three yoars, the ab¬ 
sence of an Entrance class during this 
period, and the faot that no boy has passed 
the Entrance Examination since December 
1863, when Babu Pyari Mohun Dutt's pre¬ 


decessor resigned his appointment, are evi¬ 
dences that tho present head-master has not 
tho confidence of tho native community 
and hence the school docs not prosper under 
him.” He tnkos Baboo Agliore Chunder 
Mookcrjea to task for those very things the 
abseuce of which cxpjsos Bubu Pyari Mohun 
Dutt to his displeasure. The presence o^ 
an fiatrance class and the success of a boy 
in the Eutranoe Examination are at one 
time lightly treated, and, when convenient, 
they are held forth as the essentials of* a 
head master’s skill and competency. Ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Fallon*s strange principles 
of reasoning what is merit in one ease, is 
demerit in another undor similar circums¬ 
tances ; what is virtue in one individual, is 
but the want of it in connection with a 
different party similarly situated. 

Resignations seem to be frequent in soma 
of the sohools under his supervision. u The 
headmaster (of the Deoghur school), Babu 
Kali Ohurn Ghosal, was on leave for 
four months of the year, and the second 
master Babu Kobin Ch under Hittra having 
resigned and left the station on the 29th 
July last, his successor, Babu Ambioa Ohurn 
Bandyopadhyay, did not join till the 26th 
of the ensuing month, the third master, 
Babu Gaurikrishna Roy also resigned and 
his place thus left vacant was filled up by 
.the appointment of Babu Maumohan Roy 
who has resigned in order to prosecute bis 
studies in tho Patna College.” Deoghuc 
, is doubtless a remote station where “ com¬ 
forts and society” are not procurable. But 
this docs not satisfactorily account for the 
fact just alluded to. The Mazufferpare 
school, we lenrii again, “ has suffered from 
frequent changes in tho office of head¬ 
master.” In the Arra school there have been 
some changes too. The inspector makes a 
characteristic remark in regard to it. “ The 
school registers and office books,” he observes, 
“ are now neat and properly kept a« they 
were not formerly,** 0 

Mr. Fallon seems to bo rather disinclined 
to give appointments to eduoated Bengalees 
in the sohools of his Division. " A high 
native official,” he says, “ after an interview 
with a Bengali headmaster of a zillah school 
observed to me that tho headmaster was 
unable to hold any conversation with him. 

* If he could not make himself intelligible 
I to me, can he make himself intelligible to 
boys.”’ Can Eurasian or European teachers 
who havo not learnt Urdu , be more in¬ 
telligible than Bengalees labouring under 
the same disadvantage ? 

Mr. Fallon’s hostility to native customs 
is inveterate and he supports it by his usual¬ 
ly eccentric logic. “ The (Sauthal) women,” 
ho remarks, “ are notoriously chaste ; and 
they do not hide their face in the presence 
of men, probably beoause they have no 
shame to hide.” None oan mistake the in¬ 
sinuation it conveys, and if tho Lieutenant 
Governor of Bengal had been any other 
than Mr. Grey, the Inspector would doubt¬ 
less have been called upon to explain the 
reason of this gratuitous insult to the

The conduct of Lieutenant Birch 
in neglecting to take serious or any notice 
in fact of this foul business renders his 
continuance at the head of the executive 
Polioe at Calcutta a blot on Mr. Grey's 
rule? Though the Jury acquitted the person

He offered to adduce evidence to ehow 
that bis statements on both, ooeasioos were 
correct, for that, according to Eastern 
practice, a person was deemed to have at* 
tained the age of 16 when he was over 15, 
and that Of a matter of fact, he was not 
at t|wt time, according to our computation, 
anything like 16, hut that his statement made 
here that be was under 21 was strictly true. 
The Commissioners however considered the 
statement made in India was conclusive, 
and that his statement here was to be con¬ 
sidered in the same sense, and that conse¬ 
quently the applicant was disqualified. He 
made an affidavit that among Bengalees a 
person was understood to be 16 when he had 
entered his 16th year, and that he would 
then be of age, and he oitod Macnaghten’t 
Principle* of Hindoo law p. 117,—“Ac¬ 
cording to the Bengal law the end of 15 ia 
the limit .of minority.” He positively 

swore that he had made both statements 
honestly had sincerely, and in the belief 
that both were true. He swore that he 
was born in November, 1848, and in support 
of this statement sent a disposition of his 
father's and a certificate from the Hon. Mr. 
Dwarkanath Mitter Judge of the High 
Court at Calcutta; and he verified a letter 
to the Commissioners setting forth these 
facts and entreating them that, if not satis¬ 
fied they would allow him to adduce lap 
tber evidence* He verified also their letter

Mr. MellisU submitted that th* jurisdic¬ 
tion was dear.

The landowners ok the Punjnub liava 
addressed the following petition to the Se¬ 
cretary of State for India :— 

To His Grace the Duke ok Abot ll 
Secretary of State for India. 

’■ Lahore, Febuuaht, 1869. 

Mat it riotsc roun Grace, 

W«, the Ghiefs, Raises and Gentlemen of the 
Punjab, venture, with tho utmost respect, to address 
you on tho subject of the Punjab Teaanoy Bill, 
which has lately been passed by the L^gisUtivo 
Council of Indie, certain that, should you bo nnnblo 
to comply With odr request you will bestow upon 
it your most careful consideration. 

The Legislative Counoil in framing and passing 
the Teaanoy Bill, have, doubtless, been aotuated by 
the moat generous of motives, and have endea¬ 
voured to do justioe between the landowners and. 
tenants of this province; but it is nevertheless* 
our duty to state that the provisions of the Bill 
are not in accordance with the customs, usages 
and wishes of the people which Her Moat Gra¬ 
cious Majesty the Queen, in her Proclamation of 
the lit November 1868*, commanded should b« 
regarded in framing and administering the law. 

3. The rights of tbs Punjab landowners, who 
constitute by far the most numerous and influen- 
tUl portion of the population of tho prouaoe, 
have not been maintained in their integrity; their 
proprietary right in the land which they have 
held for generatious, has been weakened and 
privileges end powers have been conferred upon 
tenants, which they, in pest times, nevsr possessed, 
and which ere meet injurious to the interests of 
the lendewaere. That the privileges and powers 
now conferred ere altogether opposed to the 
customs of the country, may be proved from 
the papers which from time to time have been 
submitted to the Government of Indie, both 
I through specially constituted committees and 
through the ordinary official channel. 

*'*We knew, end respeot, the feelings of at¬ 
tachment with which the natives of Indie regard 
the tend* inherited by them from their ancestors, 
and we desire to protect them in ell rights connect¬ 
ed therewith, subjected to the equitable demand* 
of the State ; and we will thet, generally, in fram¬ 
ing and administering the law due regard be paid 
to the anoient rights, usages end customs of 
India/' 
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• 4.—Tow Grace ia aware with how great an 
affection the people of India regard tlwir onofent 
usages and customs, and with how much anxiety 
they view any attempt to weaken their rights over 
the lnnda which have been held by their ancestors* 
and w§ would moat respectfully beg the Punjab 
Tenancy Bill be suspended til! auoh time as a Com¬ 
mission haa loaned to determine what are the usages 
and onatoma of this provinoe with regard to the 
relatione between landowner and tenant, and how 
fdr these eustoma have been regarded in the Bill. 

We have no oooasioa to aaaore your Grice of 
the ardent davotion and loyalty we bear to Her 
Host Grtoioue Majesty the Queen. It was our 
truest pride, to tight, in 1857, for her eanae, and 
His Excellency Sir John Lawrence, who hae now 
left for England will tell your Grace how we fought. 
Nor is there oooasion for us to say that should 
the neoeesity over again arise, we will fight for Her 
Majesty with the same devotion and enthaeiasm 
«« We then did. 

g.—Our proved loyalty give* ns eome excuse for 
our presumption in asking your Grace to oonsider 
'attentively a question which is of the utmost 
importanos to us all. We have no desire to usurp 
from onr tenants privileges thst they havs ever 
possessed or any way to injure their poaition. We 
only ask that our own rights and privileges, sacred 
as they are frOra antiquity, tuny be maintained 
io their entirety. An open and impartial enqniry 
must show that what we urge is just and true, and 
we trust to your Grace’s known generosity and to 
the promiees of Her Most Gracious Majesty to 
secure to us what Is justly our own. 

7. —Tbs Legislative Gounoil, which, in wise and 
benefioeut legislation, has conferred so many bles¬ 
sings on India, has, in the present instance, paesed 
a law which affeots u« most injuriously, and we 
have now no resouroe but in your Grace’s gener¬ 
osity and wisdom. 

8. —We would beg to enolose a copy of a peti¬ 
tion which we had the honor to submit; in Feb¬ 
ruary 1868, to His KxotUeuoy the Vioeroy, wheu 
the Punjab Tenancy Bill was before the Couuoil. 
Ws have not been informed whether, as we re* 
quested, that petition was forwarded to the Sec- 
rstary of State, yonr Grace's predecessor, but, see¬ 
ing that the new law was passed without regard 
to our most respeotfui representations of Its in¬ 
applicability to this province, We consider it ne- 
oeasary to submit it afresh, as our opinions, as 
therein expressed, have undergone no ohange 
whatever.

— We regret to loam from Wat ice Opinion that 
an accident attended with considerable loss of life, 
occurred on the 3rd Instant to the through train . 

The train left Barodu I 
in safety, end was proceeding on its way to Elula j 
where it was due at 8*43 a. to, - which station 1 
is situated about twelve miles south of Batodh— j 
when, on reaching a part of the line, two and a i 
half* miles north of Etola, the engine came into 1 
oontact with a buffalo which had strayed on to the 
line. 8o violent was the shock that several carri¬ 
ages were thrown off the metals, nnd two of them 
double-storied third oless carriages, were smashed 
up. The unfortunate occupants cf this* seem to 
have been the prinottral sufferers, for from a tele¬ 
gram received by Mr. Curry, the Agent for tho 
B. B. and C. I. Railway, from the Company’s 
Consulting Surgeon at Baroda, our contemporary 
learns that ten third-olass passengers were killed on 
the Spot, and that one more was so terribly injured 
that he died during the day.

— With reference to the remarks made by the 
Huu’ble the Chief Justice of the Allahabad High 
Court the other d«y relating to prison accommoda¬ 
tion for European prisoners, His Houor the Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor, we learn from the above paper, 
appointed a committee for tho purpose of in¬ 
specting that aooominodatiou at AUuhabad. At 
tho same time His Honor desired Dr. Clark?, 
the Inspector General of Prisons, to take the 
question generally into his early and careful 
consideration, llis Honor further called the 
attention of the Magistrate of Mirzapore to the 
remarks of Sir Waiter Morgan, and demanded 
un explanation of the allegation that n European 
prisoner charged with druukennees while on duty, 
was confined for fifty days in a oell six paces by 
six, “ divested of every comfort and not allowed 
to go out for air.” In reply Mr. Wigratn report¬ 
ed that the European alluded to was confined in a 
look-up, whioh has been specially constructed for 
tho accommodation of Europeans under trial; it is 
healthily situated within the outeherry compound, 
cousists of two rooms, fourteen feet by fourteen 
feeteaih, with a bath room seven feet niue inches 
by four feet nine inches attached to each, and the 
whole is surrounded by a verandah eight feet deep; 
in short what with double doors, partially glazed 
and partially paneled, and windows &a., the build** 
ing iedesoiibed as comfortable. The prisoner is 
repfiriPFto have said when questioned, that he 
was saatented with his treatment; he dsolined 
♦i»« Magistrate’s offer to allow him out-door exer¬ 
cise; and when he fulled for tobaooo and writing 
paper he was provided with both. The only de¬ 
ficiency noticeable, says the Magistrate, is in the 
furniture of the luck-up. 

Dr. Chrke has also submitted a report on the 
condition of the cell* at the Allahabad Central 
Prison, and from the description given they ap¬ 
pear to be comfortable. Iu proof of their being 
sufficiently ventilated to be healthy, Dr. Richard¬ 
son, ths Superintendent of the Central Prison at 
Allahabad, reports that &U the European prisoners 
except two have gained weight while in the jail, 
lor instance, Lieutenant Jordan, who entered 
weighing 1 mauud and 16 seers, weighs now 1 
maund 19 seers; Charles Purdy is also 8 seers 
heavier than what he was as a free man, and so on. 
These reports were scut on to the High Court with 
ths remark that ths accommodation for European 
prisoners, though not what ths Government desire 
and intend, ie yet no^qf the severe ■ and inadequate 
description represented. 

-Ths Report ot the Committee also was favorable 
to ths cells in ths Central Prison at Allahabad. 

—•The Jutyulpore Chronicle learns that the

As it is ho 
leaves behind him nothing except a few 
brilliant speeches in which a tendency to 
indulge occasionally in paradox is percep¬ 
tible, one or two masterly dissertations like 
the Statement of the objects of the Indian 
Succession Act, aud a reputation for cloth¬ 
ing our laws in language more precise and 
scientific than was ever used. As a writer 
of pure, classical English, Mr. Maine is 
unsurpassed by any living writer with tho 
exception, perhaps, of Mr. Mathew Arnold. 
Considered merely as a piece of English 
composition, there is no Iudian State Paper 
which can be compared with his “ Statement 
of the objects of the Indian Succession 
Act,” except soino of Lord Mucaula/’s 
Indian minutes. 

We share Mr. Maine’s horror of senti¬ 
mental legislation. In England philanthro¬ 
pists and doctrinaires have bpeu suffered 
to ride their hobbies so hard that the Jail 
has now no terrors for the felon ; that the 
dishonest poor who commi*# theft ore far 
bettor fed, fur better lodged, far better cared 
for iu sickuess and iu general live far more 
comfortably than tho honest poor; that 
consequently there has been an increase of 
crime with which tho Legislature aud the 
Bench find themselves alike iuoonipotent 
to deal. The ticket-of-leave system, a 
favourite device of philnnthopUts, has 
proved an utter failure. Man’y ticket-of- 
leave men have adopted the profession of 
garotting. Not long ago a distinguished poli¬ 
tical Writer complained with some^terness, 
11 VTe are in danger of being strangled by 
tbeso pets of prison-chaplains and phi¬ 
lanthropises.” Wo are thankful to Mr. 
Maine because he is an enemy of that senti¬ 
mentalism which has produced the ticket* 
of-leave system. Mr. Maine has been much 
abused for the part he touk iu the debate 
on the Whipping Bill. It is generally be¬ 
lieved that on certain classes of criminals^ 
the punishment of whipping has a more 
deterring effect than imprisonment. Ex¬ 
perience will decide whother this belief is 
well-grounded or not. Sentimentalists end! 
philanthropists should bear this in mind 
when they abuse Mr. Maine for defending 
the Whipping Bill. It would,not do to say 
** The infliction of corporal punishment on 
afeUow-omture shocks our eyes, and we 
wilUsave none ef it” Such spurious senti- 


of his defence. Too fact is our temptation 
to speak of him was irresistible as ho is 
about to leave India. The ohief fault of 
the Indian legislature is not overlcgislntiou 
but patch-work legislation. This is a subject 
too extensive to be discussed within the 
limits of this article. Mr. Maine might havo 
said that in some respects the Indian legisla¬ 
ture is in advance of the British parliament. 
We have got some valuable codes in India; 
Engfymd has none. Till lately English 
public opiuion resisted nil attempts at codi¬ 
fication and Englishmen I used to boast 
of their chaotic mass of laws as if it was 
a much better thing than Code Napoleon. 
Now all the most powerful organs of Eng¬ 
lish public opiuion are for codification aud 
the movement initialed by Lord Westbury 
in 1803 is likely to bear fruit. Mr. Locke* 
King has introduced a Bill for the abolition 
of primogeniture. The Iudian Succession 
Act abolished primogeniture four years ago. 
A Bill has been introduced into Parliament 
for the protection of married women’s pro¬ 
perty from the rapacity of extravagant and 
dissolute husbands. Iu India the absurd, 
cruel and burbarous distinction between a 
feme covert and a feme sole has been done 
away with. In England, the Commissioners 
fur the revision of judicial procedure pro¬ 
pose the abolition of the distinction between 
law and equity ; iu India all Courts of jus¬ 
tice have since 1793 boon courts of equity. 

EDUCATION, AND PUBLIC SERVICE 
IN BENGAL. 

It is tho vice of all superficial and pre¬ 
judiced thinkers to generalise loo hastily and 
to indulge in sweeping denunciations of 
things and events. Tho Dacca News with 
which we are not unfrequeutly at variunoo 
on questions of the deepest importance has 
published its views regarding the system 
of education which prevails in this country. 
Beforriug to the doubt entertained by the 
J fofussifite as to whether “ the State obtains 
a quid pro quo iu its educational outlay for 
the Natives of this country,” our contem¬ 
porary says :— u We have all uloug enter¬ 
tained similar misgivings, aud have moro 
than once raised our pen in protest against 
the vast amount of mouoy annually wasted 
by Government for the maintenance of this 
expensive hobby.” Now, is it not something 
most unreasonable and capricious to call tho 
present educational system of this country 
a mere hobby and'to regard the educational 
expenditure of the Stato ns so much raero 
waste of money ? To say that tho present 
fgtsm of education with ail its detects has 
been And can be of no use to the country, 
is an assertion so unfounded iu theory 
and to contradicted by facts that wo oaunot 
discover any oilier reason for it than tho 
desire of seeing the Natives of this country 
left wholly uneduoated. We admit that 
| the present educational system fosters cram¬ 
ming to a very large extent and we are not 
alow to deny that any man of commanding 
genius or talents has jus yet appeared in 
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this country. Rut we think wo are justified 
in saying Hat tbo quality of any system of 1 
education ought to bo judged of nut by j 
seeing how many men of genius or trims- ! 
cendent talents are owing to its influence 
or operation, but by ascertaining whether 
or not it has any effect on the general^ 
intelligence of a country. For wo at® in¬ 
clined to think that a man of genius or 
gigantic erudition has never been manufac¬ 
tured by hny system of popular education 
and perhaps never will be. Nay, if any 
inference is to be derived from history it 
would seem ns if the discipline of tv col¬ 
lege or school was hostile to a frro and fuir 
development of genius and taste. It is 
known that Shakspeare received but litcle of 
school education and wo hnvo ample au¬ 
thority to say that Milton, Cowley and 
Dr/den; Addison, Cowper, Goldsmith and 
Rums; Pope, Ohattertun and Churchill; 
c Gay, Gray and Byron ; Gibbon and Locke 
and Swift owed little to their schools and 
colleges for those wonderful powers of the 
intellect by which they hnvo made thsir 
names immortal. If then w r o refer to the 
truo test by which the quality of any sys¬ 
tem of popular education is known, wo 
shall have ample reason to consider our 
own system of education ns a positive good. 
For we have not the slightest doubt and we 
think that no one will liavo tho oourage to 
deny that tho general intelligence of tho 
country is fast increasmg—that a larger and 
larger number of persons are still coming 
within the influence rf education—that 'the 
Bengalees are becoming more and more fitted 
to do the ordinary business of the country 
—that work of whatever kind, whether 
judicial, executive, mercantile or educational, 
is being more and more exclusively per¬ 
formed by tho Natives. Now that all this 
has at all oomo to pass is owing undoubtedly 
to the education which our rulers are giving 
us and to call tho system of education 
which lias heon framed for us a mere hobby 
and the expenditure inourrred in its enforce¬ 
ment mere waste of money, argues great 
misconception of facts and is almost a blas¬ 
phemy against the State, Wo do not 
deny that vioea of a radical nature exist 
in our eduontional system, but we oanuot 
for that reason, so long os we possess a grain 
of sense, denounce that system as a hobby. 
It behoves us, in considering this matter, 
to remomber that our present system of 
eduoatiofi is in its essential features an imi¬ 
tation of the system prevailing in the ten¬ 
don University—a system intended by,’,its!' 
noble ft am ors to be an improvement 0p$n 
that which is followed in the Veuer&te 
universities of Cambridge and Oxford, 
speak of such a sytom as a bobby^te ^ 
Bounce as utterly unsound and false 
tern about the merits of which the most’ 
forward intellects of England aye divided i 
in opinion-—is a pieoeof joUrttftlistio auda- 
oity little beoomfag the dignity of a free 
prm. ' /'/' 

We have said that there ere vices in our 
system of education. It is not our inten¬ 
sion now to disease that system. But we 
cannot refrain from noticing the following 


remark of our contemporary :—“ Milton, 
Shakspeare, Drydeii, Pope and Baoou are 
very well in their proper eouiso, but to beat 
thorn into tho Bengali brain when there is 
no special aptitude for appreciating that 
kind of knowledge, is to mistake the object 
of education, and to do that which must 
eventually product) the most Inpeleesly 
bnrren results in the way of mental oul- 
turu ” Now, we do not know what is that 
particular kind of knowledge implied by 
Milton, jSlmkspeure, Dryden, Pope and 
Bawn and how that knowledge can appear 
strange or incomprehensible to a people 
who can boast of a Volmiki, a Ivulidns, a 
lihajmblmti and a Vynsa. Is it because 
ont£ Native has made plagiarism* from 
Bulingbroke,. another from tbo Rambler and 
a third from the Essay on Man that the 
Native mind as a species is to be deemed in* 
cnpablo r of appreciating Shakspeare and 
Milton and Bacon? What conceivable 
earthly oouneotion is thore between plagi¬ 
arism and appreciation ? Is there no pla¬ 
giarist amongst Englishmen and are Eng¬ 
lishmen therefore ifnfit to study Shakspeare 
and Milton P What will the public think 
of the aptitude and capacity of the Native 
mind when they nro told that Bam Gopal 
Ghose was oompared to Burke and Sheri¬ 
dan, that Shumbhoo Nath Pundit was 
praised by that best of Anglo-Indian scho¬ 
lars—the late D. L. Richardson—for his deep 
appreciation of Bacon, that Doorqe&h Nanlini 
ifrould di credit to many an English novelist 
and that the. Mysteries of Calcutta is char¬ 
acterised, as Mr Long says, by the wit and 
humour of Moliore, Dickens and Thackeray P 
It looks very pompous to talk of aptitude, 
adaptability and other like things, but how 
few understand what these words mean I 
Intimately connected with tho question 
of the education of the Natives is that of 
their admission into tho service of the 
State. On this latter question, our con¬ 
temporary expresses himself thus:—“ What 
can bo more politic than to have Native 
Departments in the Seryioes, the highest 
honors of which it will be competent for 
them to attain without interference with 
the. European element, and with the in¬ 
estimable advantage of never coming’into 
conflict with dashing European interests. 
Why otf^ld we not as proposed bf a con¬ 
temporary the other day, have a supple¬ 
mental Civil Service for example, towhioh 
Natives alone would have acotyw, and in 
wHoH there could therefore be-so conflict 
Of Sfrteteete between them and us# no heart 
burnings at supposed partiality, no petty 
jealousies at imaginary distinctions and fan¬ 
cied favoritism practised to their exclusion I 
We are lar from wishing to deprive tho 
Natives Of honors or distinctions either 
1 or statesmen, let them freely 

enter the Held and compete for the highest 
prixeiia either department, but iu oil rea¬ 
son let R bo so managed that no English¬ 
man oan at any time find himself the 
official subordinate of a Native.' 1 The 
whole of this passage is such a piece of 
absurdity, confusion add vanity ; that the 
tusk of explaining it is something like tbs 


task of I he ghost in the story who was bid 
to make a rope with the sands on the sea- 
shore. Iu the first place, is it at all prac¬ 
ticable to construct any department of ser¬ 
vice from which Europeans could bo entirely 
excluded P Oould tho judicial, tho executive,, 
tho financial, the educational or the police 
service be left exclusively to the Bengalees? 
The Natives arc deficient in administrative 
talcMit and that, not because they havo no 
genius for administration, but because 
they have not yot had any impoilaut ad¬ 
ministrative work entrusted to them. Rut 
every department of tb> public service of 
this country has sumo administrative work 
uttached to it and consequently no service 
can for somo time to come be recruited 
exclusively from the Natives. Resides, 
it is very doubtful whether, even when 
the Natives will havo Enquired adminis¬ 
trative capacity, it would be possible fo 
fill up any department of service exclusively 
wish Natives. There will never bo a per¬ 
fect fusion between tho Native and tho 
European miud—between tho Native and 
European inodes of thought. But tho 
Government of this country is bused upon 
European ideas so modified as to meet local 
wants and traditions. This composite char¬ 
acter of the scheme of our Government must 
always impress itself upon tho practical 
administration of the affairs of this country 
and consequently the Native and the Eng¬ 
lishman must always remain in conjunction 
in all the departments of Public Servioe. 
Tho Englishman cannot do without tho 
Native just as th© Native cannot Jo with¬ 
out the Englishman. In the second place, 
if only particular departments of Ser¬ 
vioe are to bo enjoyed by the Natives 
we fail to sec how tho platitudes uttered 
by our contemporary regarding tho com¬ 
petition of tho Natives “for the highest 
prizes in either department &o." oan bo 
sincere. The “highest prizes" arc to be 
gained only in the highest departments 
of aorvioe, but we cannot believe that a 
man who is so jealous of Native superiority 
means to Bay that the Natives are to have 
exclusive possession of tho highest de¬ 
partment of public servioe. Besides the 
scheme of exclusive departments of servioe 
.is a scheme which cannot possibly allow of 
free end unlimited 1 * ssompetitiou for the 
“ highest prizes " whioh the servioe of the 
State oan confer. 

THE HGN’BLK ASHLEY EDEN! 

The Secretaries; to Government havo sel¬ 
dom the good fortune to be thoroughly well 
abused, iu the papers. Mr. Eden's palpable 
leanings how»yji^/livo procured him that 
unrivalled dkflnoiioa. Some of our Contem¬ 
poraries have >baiM that gentleman rather 
mercilessly over the coals, whilst others 
busy performing tbo offices of the good Sama¬ 
ritan and oil atid honey «ver his 

bruises and his broken bones. Wei do not 
knaw^anjr thing about Mr. Eden except that 
be valiantly undertook the championship 
of the oppressed ryut during the Indigo 
rumpus iu Lower Bengal *aj»d w* hare 
been told besides that bis attitudd in m* 
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poot to natives is more encouraging than 
that of most of his neighbours. It is well 
known that ho w is a constant contributor 
to the late Indian Field and it ia now sus¬ 
pected that the most grammatical articles 
in the Hindoo Patriot of the present day 
nro supplied by his pen. It is scarcely pos¬ 
sible however for a Secretary to Government 
to write in n native journal even if his 
numerous duties nod responsibilities allow 
him leisure and nerve for suoh exercises. 
II at suoh an imputation has obtained 
extensive circulation. which is all that quid 
mines oare for. And Mr. Eden is prevented 
by various considerations from defending 
himself against the charge, which has been 
rather plausibly put forward. Tt is neces¬ 
sary therefore that a full statement o( the 
case including the animus whioh directs the 
controversy should be laid before tlio public 
and we would have gladly undertaken the 
mediating office had we the benefit of the 
light which would nlone permit us to spook 
authoritatively on the subject. This wo 
are sorry to say is denied to us—though wo 
feci convinced that a Secretary to Govern¬ 
ment will not bo so rash and imprudent as to 
connect himself with a journal which not¬ 
withstanding all the defenoo made by its 
conductors must bo pronounced by every 
sober person to bo a sectarian one. 

There is however another charge prefer¬ 
red against the Ilou’ole Ashley Eden by a 
correspondent of tho Indian Daily Notes 
wliioli is so thoroughly oriental that tlioro 
could bo little difficulty in taking its proper 
measure even before a positive disclaimer 
had appeared in the papers from the very 
gentleman who had been declared to have 
laid the Bengal Secretary under heavy 
pecuniary obligations. We cannot ooncorl 
from ourselvos or our readers the fact that 
tho Civilians of a former generation wore 
so boset by pecuniary difficulties iu endeavour¬ 
ing to maintain a princely position in Indian 
society proverbially the most expensive in 
tho world, that many if not most of thoir body 
were com polled to borrow large sums from 
Hindoo and Mahomodan gentlemen in order 
to avoid the dtsgraoo of appearing paltry or 
parsimonious in their tastes and their amuse¬ 
ments. Tt would have been quite possible 
had Mr. Eden lagged to that remote era 
that he‘would have heavily entered into the 
books of Baboo Joteondro Mohun Tagore. 
But at the present day with English Eooiety 
reduced to tho lamentable shift of procur¬ 
ing amusement and edification through 
subscription dinners and faooy Balls simi¬ 
larly got up, there can exist little ground 
for believing that a considerable officer of 
the Bengal Government would have recourse 
to loans in order to support his position 
or that he should be unable to moot tho 
ctemanda of civilization upon his purse, ex¬ 
cept uith the assistance of the money louder. 
If any doubt remained on the point it has 
been completely dispelled by the letter of 
the supposed creditor denying in as plaiu 
terms as no man with a large sum of money 
at stake could use that he ever lent pecu¬ 
niary assistance to the Bengal Secretary. 
Bren if the respeetabihty and well known

The writer is 
evidently one of thosj ill-natured, narrow¬ 
minded, truculent and uuformnato men that 
gee only tho dark side of tilings and who 
feel a malicious pleasure in running down 
the natives aud turning every little occur¬ 
rence unfavorable to them into g )>d •* poli¬ 
tical capital.” Fortunately for us however 
writers of this class are not numerous now 
and the public mind cauiut be so easily 
misled or wjrked upon by remarks suoh as 
the E&miner in one of his fits of insanity 
has thought fit to mike. To ere are black 
sheep and white sheop amongst all races of 
men and whit sane man ever thinks of 
stigmatising a whole class for tho sins of a 
few belonging to it ? Wo would not ap¬ 
prove of tho conduct of Surendra Nath 
and Sripad and should have li'th sympathy 
for them, if it ha established ihnl they en¬ 
deavoured knowingly t> imp ho upon the 
Civil Service Commissioners.

Res¬ 
pectable Hindu geudem<’n are so very averse 
to having any thing to do with our Couits 
that they gi uerally try to avoid corning into 
C mrts as much os possible, even in the 
character of witnesses.

Talking of the questionable character of 
tho success of tho Grant-in-Aid system tho 
Director expressed his doubt ns io whether tho 
Department has not been “premature in leav¬ 
ing so much discretionary power as has 
hitherto been allowed them, in the hands of 
School Managers.” On this point the views 
of tho Government are note-worthy. “ The 
Uieutenaut Governor hopes that continued 
attention will be giveu to this very important 
question. There are undoubtedly many 
well-managed Aided schools which it 
would bo very undesirable to hamper in 
their free growth or to diminish tho energy 
of the Managers by too much of Govern¬ 
ment intervention or control. On the other 
haud Ills Honor cannot but attach great 
weight to tho opinions of some of tho 
most experienced officers of the Department 
that too much power has been left to tho 
Managers iu many schools of tho lower 
cla-i.s. It might perhaps be possible to ar- 
ratfgn a srradutioii of powers to bo left to 
the Managers beginning with the entho eon- 
Lr>1 of the school as at present down to 
those of a consultative committee as is or¬ 
ganized for many Government Schools. In. 
gran dug aid that scale of pawer might bo 
considered which from the report of tho 
G ivonmvnl Inspecting officer seemed most 
likely to be advantageous” Some princely 
endowments to the Department arc noted ; 
amongst which the bequest of a lakh of 
Rupees by Mr. Williamson of Assim and 
the donatiou of half a lakh by Baboo Durga 
Oharau Luba of Uhinsurah deserve special 
mention.

— Lord Oroughton, formerly Sir John Cam Hob- 
house, died on Thursday, 3rd June, at his residence 
in Berkeley-square, at the advunoed age of 83. 
Aristocratic by birth, but a thorough Radical accord¬ 
ing to the Radicalism of half a century ago, his name 
was once famous for his imprisonment in Newgate 
for semi-treason, hut his political martyrdom only 
resulted in his brooming a Whig placeman of the 
most hack-like type. He was a man of cultivated 
literary tastes aud acquirements, and will always 
he remembered as the travelling companion and 
correspondent of Lord Byron, the poet. He had 
not for many years taken any part in political 
events.

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THE AGE3 OF THE REJECTED 
CANDIDATES, 

Wb are thankful to Mr. Austey for filing 
an affidavit on behalf of Baboo Surendra 
Nath Ranoeijpa as to the native mode of 
Ooinputidg the age of any person. A re- 
fount* to the dadiions of the Indian Courts 
of Justioe will oonolnsively show what , the 
native me^od of computation is. Accord¬ 
ing to the Hindu law a person oeases to be 
a minor on attaining the age of sixteen 
years* In 1831 the Sadder Dewanny 
Adawlut adopting the English mode of 


computation held that a Hindu attains his 
majority on completing the sixteenth year 
of his age. (Vide case of Luohmuti Doss 
versus Roop Cbund, 26th April 1831, Sul- 
der Decisions V. 114) 

This decision was subsequently over¬ 
ruled and it was heid in accordance with 
the native mode of computation that a 
Hit,du’s majority must be calculated front 
the end of his fifteenth year. (Vide case of 
Lakbee Narain Mojoomdar aud others versus 
Madhu Sudan, 2nd June 1853. P. 505). 
The question was again raised before the 
High Court which affirmed the principle of 
the decision of the Sudder Court in the case 
of Lukhee Naraiu Mojoomdar and others 
versus Modhu Sudun, and held conformably 
to native usage that the minority of a male 
Hindu terminates with the completion of 
his fifteenth year. (Drobo Moyee Dossee 
versus Joggcssur Hati, I. Weekly Reporter 
P. 75; Monsoor Ally versus Ram Dynl and 
others, 26th May 1865, III Weekly Reporter 
T. 50). 

The language of Narada’s text is as 
follows :— 

wT»t *tc*ps¥«rta$ fwitwicv 

Bala dshodasadharshdtpogandohapi nigadyate. 

“ A child is called a pognnda or infant till 
he attains the age of sixteon years.” 

If we construe this passage according to 
English usage wo must sny that the Sudder 
Court was right in 1831 1 if we construe it j 
according to Indian usage, wo must hold 
that the Sudder Court was right in 1853 nnd 

the latter decision wus the rifchl one ffnd the 
High Court rocognisod it as suoh in 1865. 
Here is a point which Baboo Surendra Nath 
Bannerjea can urge with great force in the 
Court of Queen’s Benoh. The native mode 
of computation is recognised by the highest 
judicial authorities in India. 

THE PROGRESSIVE ARE 
RETROGRESSIVE. 

The leader of the Keshubites has nt last 
found a tongue and is laboring hard to repel 
the charge of man-worship so often laid 
against them. The Indian Mirror, the well- 
known organ of the party, describes with an 
air of triumph aud some show of disdainful 
pride tho defection of two -of their. Mission¬ 
aries, one of whom has subsequent^ thought 
proper to retract, though the other is as yet 
•firm in his opposition and has not conde¬ 
scended to stifle his oonviotions. The gentle¬ 
man who has been so steadfast and consistent 
in his doctrine is Babu JudunathChuokerbuty. 
Defying all persecution and sustaining great 
temporal losses, he shook off the trammels of 
superstition and idolatry, and sought repose 
in Brahmoism. But tho selfishness of man 
leaves nothing pure under heaven. The species 
of Brahmoism he hud embraced proving in 
bis estimation little better than the idolatry 
he bad left, he at once dissolved all connection 
with tho Keshubites whose religion it forms. 
He lost no time in revealing their secrets, 
their mysterious forms of worship and 
their unholy attempts to give to man what is 
due to God alone. The Mirror thus speaks of 
Baba Judunath “ He has proved true to 


his antecedents. His antagonism arises mainly 
from the peculiarly rationalistic character ot 
his theology, and can therefore be rightly 
understood only after his poculiar theologi¬ 
cal views are ascertained. It has been 
proved that his antagonism dates so far 
buck as ’66, that is when the lecture on 
‘Jesus Christ’ was delivered; but it was 
renewed by the discourse on * Great Men/ 
and rose to a climax about two years ago, 
when his extreme repugnanoe to the doctrine 
of special providence compelled him to leave 
tiis friends and resign the editorship of the 
Dharma Tuttics .” These words are evident¬ 
ly intended to convey disparagement; but 
in the opinion of men of sound principles 
and nnprejudioed understandings the cir¬ 
cumstances embodied in the abive passage 
serve but tos ei in high relief the worth of 
Babu Judunath Chuekerbuty. 

The Mirror spins out a long defence 
against the charge of Keshub-worship. But 
wo arc iuclincd to smile at the defence, consi¬ 
dering the formidable array of facts whiclTtho 
gentleman above named has lately brought 
forward in the columns of the Reflector to 
hear on the question. “ I quote in this 
place,” says he, “ some of the prayers for 
tho perusal and judgment of our Brahrao 
brethren.

Ho thus 
wrote to him.

4*0.) Baboo— Probhoo, when thy feet possess 
such miraculous powers, how muoh more 
powerful must be thy Father’s feet <Stc. &c./ 

I reproduce this letter from memory. Thu 
mistake of a word here or there may bo par¬ 
donable. Moreover the letter was in Ben¬ 
gali. But as to tbo address * Papcer Gutted 
there is no shadow of doubt. 

I am indeed oonfounded to think how in 
the face of such things the Editor denies 
that any Brafamo has called Keshub Baboo 
/Lord.’ Are tho terms Probhoo, Papecr 
Guttee, Dyal Probhoo, at all deficient to bo 
rendered into that English word “ Lord”-— 
Pertinacity cannot go further.

The Christian proclivities of Keshub 
Bftbu’s adherents are unexceptionable. 
Baba Juduuath is not so devout a worshipper 
of Jesus as they appear to be. On the con¬ 
trary he holds that tho Jewish leader - strove 
to arrogate to himself a part of divine power. 
This is what seems to have touched them to 
the quick. The Mirror of tho lOih Instant says 
in reference t> Judunath Bnbu “that such a 
man should persecute all progressive Brahmos 
who honor Jesus aud other prophets, and be¬ 
lieve in special providence is no matter of won¬ 
derment/* We should liko to know who are 
the " other prophets** here alluded to. Is 
any Brahraio leader included in the number? 
And does “ special provideuco” mean mira¬ 
culous interposition of tho Deity ? The 
Mirror's faith appears to bo well steeped in 
Christianity. For the, writer very seriously 
observes “should he (Keshub Babu) aspire to 
bo a redeemer like Christ—whoso shoe latchet 
he is net fit to kiss—he is either a deluded 
fbol or a consummate hypocrite and impos¬ 
tor.** It is diffioaU to ascertain what Keshub 
Babu*s adherents are.

Bhrarnoism seeks 
to destroy all worship except such as is dm? 
to tho Groat Ruler of tho Uuiversp. Why 
should not all the saints in the Calender 
of tho Roman Catholic come in for their 
share of adoration if Jesus Christ is to be 
made a vehicle of prayer? And what is 
the crime of ten Avatar* of the Hindoo 
Bhastres that their altars should be desecrated 
and their worshippers denounced as idola¬ 
trous brutes! Why should the Christian 
idea of holiness bo preferred to the Hindoo 
one from a religious point of view, seeing 
that the same God who manifests univer¬ 
sal love is the wielder also of the thunder¬ 
bolt -and the dispenser of plagues and 
earth-quakes. Comteism is the last refuge

We observe that eight Deputy Magis¬ 
trates and two Assistant Superintendents 
of Police have received their walking tick¬ 
ets in consequence' of failure at the last 
half yearly examination. There are only

ture of both. We hope this will oonvinoe 
the Lieutenant Governor of the superior¬ 
ity of the native element over the topitoato 
in sofa? at least as the Subordinate Ex¬ 
ecutive Servioe is oonoerned. Ordinarily 
three ohanees are allowed to each Deputy 
Magistrate; some times four five or even 
§uc are given. Those who fail after so 
many attempts are unquestionably worth¬ 
less and ought not to be • retained. But 
instead of having to put men to this sort 
of disgrace* we think the best oourse would 
be to select at the outset the most intelli¬ 
gent and educated men who should be like¬ 
ly to stand. At present very liitle is 
thought of the intelligence and acquire¬ 
ments Candidates. If they are known 
to' the, Secretary or are proteges of some 
friends of his, they manage to get appoint¬ 
ed. With Topimlns the case is far differ- 1 
eni .If they are fife for nothing else they 
cannot but make good Deputy Magistrates. 
Their color and creed are their recommen¬ 
dations. Indeed so far has this practice 
beeottie the rule that candidates who hold 
the host testimonials andj who if appointed 
would do honor to the service are rejected 
simply because they have no interest in 
the Bengal Office. We have known Mr. 
G^jr;$t;$k v a hardworking and conscientious 
■dffii#0 hope to will teach and in- 
*kt upon his Secretaries looking to the ap- 
plioations and certificates of candidates 
before making appointments. The system 
of competitive test that was held last year 
was in principle a very good thing; because 
though we do not attach much value to th© 


sham examination that was held, when 
the prises were appointments in the most 
coveted of services among the natives, we 
yet think it better that thoro should ha 
some kind of test than that there should 
be none at all. 

The best men of tho lot that passed 
were from the Education Department and 
we are glad they have all passed by the 
first standard. This we trust will remove 
that prejudice which exists in certain offi¬ 
cial quarters against our Schoolmasters. 
Out of their department they are said to 
be like fish out of water. An esteemed 
friend of ours who was,* a teacher in a 
Government College and was appointed 
to the Registration department about two 
years ago, was distinctly told by au 
officer in authority that he was not likely 
to do much, having been a Schoolmaster 
all bis time or words to that effect; and 
yot before two months had elapsed that 
same officer spoko of our friend in high 
terms M>f commendation. 

We are not aware if it is intended to 
abolish tho above posts as preliminary to 
the transfer of Act X onses to the Civil 
Courts, but we are told that district officers 
arc complaining and one of the Commis¬ 
sioners 1ms already asked the Government 
to appoiut men in the places of those who 
have been turned out of his Division. 
In making new appointments we hope the 
Government will bear our suggestions ia 
mind.

Not two months ago we had to notice 
the case of Mr. Collector Harris of Bir- 
bhuna. Ho has been degraded to a Joint 
Magistracy and transferred to Purnea. 
We regret to bear that another member of 
the Civil Servioe has come to grief, for some 
offence which he committed when in charge 
of another district. He is Mr. Hutaprey, 
Collector of Pubna. Mr. H. has been 
suspended for 6 months.

Promissory Notes have been issued 
to the Maharaja at two per cent, below the 
market price of the four per cent stock, 
being tho profit which it is supposed the 
Government must liavo paid to contractors 
hud this loan been raised in the open 
market. Tho Government consider it 
desirable to enoourago Native States to 
invest money iu our securities.

We learn from a Telegram that-on 
the night of the 23rd Instunt the Duke 
of Argyll submitted the Indian Budget 
in the House of Lords; and urged the 
necessity for greater economy with respect 
to guarantees, which, he said, required 
revision. IIis Grace thou sketched a plan 
for the construction of railways by Govern¬ 
ment, by borrowing the money required. 

Viscount Halifux urged the adoption of 
measures to establish an equilibrium be¬ 
tween tho revenue and expenditure, but 
doubted the reproductiveness of Public 
Works. Ilis Lordship approved of the Go¬ 
vernment plan for the construction of 
Railways. 

The Marquis of Salisbury, though failing 
to expect a direct profit from Public Works, 
believed that indirectly they afforded a 
means for balancing the revenue Rod ex¬ 
penditure. 

Lord Lawrence deprecated any reduction 
of the forces iu Iudia, and said that a 
marginal increase of taxes was impossible. 
He suggested tnafc the Iodian revenue 
should be relieved of certain oharges, 
namely, the expense of soldiers who had 
passed the Indian frontier; and insisted 
upon the neoessity for the expenditure 
upon barracks and irrigation. 

Relative to Government guarantees, 
Lord Lawrfcii*e*.naid their gratitude was 
due to the private enterprise whioh started 
the Railways, but lie thought the amount 
of the guarantees was excessive and un¬ 
reasonable. 

In conclusion, Lord Lawrenoe warmly 
supported the plan proposed by the Duke 
of Argyll for the cOfotruetiou of railways 
by Severnraertt with borrowed capital.

One Keshub 
Babu has revolutionized almost half of tho E is tern 
world, and uphsaved the stratum of Hiudoo So- 
oiety, if l may so speak, by the “ frenzy of de¬ 
votion," to uvo, his own words, to the ouubo of 
reformation and religion. Again \v« have another 
of his namesake whose prognostications, if wo 
study aright, bespeak greatness aud power iu com¬ 
bating with the thousand and oue evils with which 
the country is enveloped. lie has commenced his 
noble career by delivering a series of lectures 
with the object of promoting the hitherto ueg- 
leoted oause of Brahtnoism iu this town. About 
a fortnight ago, ho read aa elaborate discourse 
on the “ Catholicity of Brahmoisin and its char¬ 
acter ” in Which he extolled Josus Christ with 
unqualified opithets iu imitation of his brother- 
reformer of Cvdlootoia. Those who have tend Babu 
Koahub Chunder Sen's Lecture on “ Great Men," 
oan hardly divest themselves of the impression that 
the object of his giving that lecture was to prove 
by parallelisms of las owu functions aud o.mrho- 
teristios with those of Luther, John Knox, Ctini- 
tauya and others, that he was ono of the “ Great) 
Meu” of the world. Again thus) who will hu\e 
the good fortune of rending Babu K**#hub Ctmader 
Mittre’s Lectures, when published, will have tho 
impression as hinted above. 

Mr. Editor, the attitude iu whioh Babu Keshub 
Chuuder S*n has placed himself uow-a-dajs oi lus 
been placed by his balf-trduoated aud onlhuaiaiic loi- 
lowers, is truly ridiculous. For ourselves we had 
great regard for the Babu for his admirable taleuis 
and buruiug zeal evinced in the cause of social 
reformation and BruUmo religion by the consecra¬ 
tion of his own life, energy aud the scanty meaim 
at ooiniuand, but the way he conducts himself 
uow-a-days, is enough to lower him iu tho esti¬ 
mation of men of every creed and color. 

Babu Protab Chuoder „ Mozumdar of Calcutta 
ha* created a groat seusatiou hero by delivering 
a few stirring lectures on Bratimoism. On tho 
evening of the 15th instant he guve au elaborate 
extempore lecture iu Euglish ou the “ Universul Re¬ 
ligion— Brahmourn at the expense of other jeligious 
in the world. After the lecturer had done, the 
Rev. Mr. Stern, a Missionary of this station, got up 
and made a lew observations touoiiing th ^u poiula 
of Christianity which had been misconstrued by 
the lecturer. The audience was very large, and 
the lecture, on the whole, was an ©xoJIeot one.

If there 
are amongst your readers, lovers of antiquities 
I may inrite them to oouie up and aee a monument 
of lore’* labor eo masterly depicted by a master¬ 
spirit lika Varuth. More news in my next.

INDIAN APPEALS AND THE PRIVY 
COUNCIL. 

To the Editor qf the Time*. 

Sim,—I waih to oall attention to the state of 
appeals from the East Indies before the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Counoil. It is a matter 
which affeots the interests of ISO millions of the 
native subjects of the Crown, and affects also the 
credit of Great Britain, to whom those natives look 
for the speedy administration of justico in ths 
Court of the last resort. The number of Indian 
appeals in whioh the reoords have already arrived 
at the Coanoil-offloe since the 1st of January in the 
present year, from Calcutta and Agra alone , is 39. 
The number that arrived last year from the lame 
localities was 40. It is well known that after the 
admission of an appeal to the Queen in Council 
by the Courts in India a period of four or five years 
generally elapses before the reoord readies this 
country—that being the average time oooupied In 
completing the translations, from the want of a 
•efficient staff of translators, and transmitting 
the reoords to England. Taking, therefore, an 
average of 50 or 00 appeals from Calcutta and 
Agra yearly, distributed over the five years that 
intervene between the admission and transmission 
of an appeal, it follows that there are from 250 to 
300 Indian appeals from the Presidency of Bengal 
now waiting for trauemission to England; and 
I am assured, on oompetent authority, that this, 
in point of faot, is about the actual number. Now, 
taking the lists of oases before the Judicial Com¬ 
mittee for the littings in November last year, and 
in February and June this year, I find that in 
February, 1869, out of the 39 Indian appealethen 
set down for heariag, 22 were remanets from the 
preceding November sitting, and two of these •till 
remain to be beard at the present sitting. There 
are in the present list 17 remanets (I speak only of 
Indian appeals) from the loot tilting in Febru¬ 
ary, end the number of appeals from India 
aet down for hearing at the. present sitting is 89, 
out of a total liet of 56 esses. It is, of course, 
obvious that there must again be several remanets 
which cannot be heard until next November 
Tbit! surely is not a satisfactory state of things. 
I need not eay that no blame whatever attaches 
to the Juiioisl Committee of the Privy Council. 
It would be impertinent in me to speak in praise 
of a tribunal whioh U above all eulogy. No* 
thing can exoeed the quickness frith which busi¬ 
ness is theta dispatched except the patience with 
whioh oaueee are heard and the legal acumen 
with whioh they are deeided. Bat; the court Is 
not a permanent oourt, and rite only ou an Aver¬ 
age three times a year. It haa to hear and de¬ 
cide appeals from all our ooloAfre, bsiides those 
'rom the East Indies tend appeals from the Court 
of Admiralty and the EoclCriastloal Courts, Ahd, 
as may easily he believed, is overwhelmed with 
work. It it dearly impossible to got through it 
in a aatlsfaotory manner with the present organ¬ 
isation of the oourt, notwithstanding the great 
abilities and unwearied industry of its unpaid 
members, Formerly Urn number oh appeals from 


India waiting for hearing was so great that the 
Act 3 and 4 William IV., oap. 41, was passed, 
whereby the duty wus imposed upon the East 
India ootupioy of appointiug agents for the ap¬ 
pellant* and respondents respectively, end seeing 
that the onuses were set down for hearing. At 
that lime there was, if ray memory serves me right, 
an arrear of 400 Indiau appeals in this country. 
That aot, however, was afterwards repealed. 
But this does not touoh the question that consti¬ 
tutes the real difficulty. There is no laok of 
active and intelligent agents in England whose 
interest it is to get appeals from India set down 
and heard as quickly as possible. But expedition 
at present ic not possible, and agents and suitors 
are alike disheartened by the weary tedium of 
the law's delay. To send au appeal to England 
from India is like casting bread upon the waters 
in hopes of fiuding it aftor "many doyn"~and 
many they aro indeed. It is surely not right in J 
a great and wealthy empire like Great Britain i 
(hat such a condition of things should continue ■ 
to exist. There is an obvious reratdy whioh to 
prevent the possibiity of misconstruction, I for¬ 
bear to specify ; but 1 trust that these few remarks 
may attract the attention of those with whom rests 
the responsibility of devising the best mode of se¬ 
curing the speedy administration of justice hr re. 
to suitors from the distant dependencies of the 
Crown.

"Whatever the shortcomings of the 
Calcutta Review may be, to say that it is 
the dullest of Quarterlies as a daily eon- 
temporary has done is as unjust as it 
would be to say that the Englishman is 
the dullest of Dailies. If an average 
article in the Calcutta Review is inferior 
to an averag© article in the Edinburgh or 
the Westnvmter Review, an average article 
in the Englishman contrasts as unfavourably 
with an average artiole in the Timtw or the 
Daily Telegraph. The reason is plain. 
England has a large reading public and 
therefore literary labour pays in England ; 
India has a comparatively small vending 
public and therefore literary labour hardly 
pays in India. Very few men in India 
find it profitable to follow literature as a 
profession. The consequence is that the 
Calcutta Review like other periodicals in 
Iudia is compelled to depend in a great 
measure on the contributions of amateurs. 
Humiliating as the foot may bo to human 
nature, it is quite certain that what is 
onlled the labour of love is much less effi¬ 
cacious than labour for bread; and that a 
man of ability who writes for his livelihood 
is sure to write much better* than a roan of 
p/j,jiu1 ai* Avon siinerior ah21 itv who. writes 
for mere pastime or even under tho spur of 
acquiring a local fame. “ Tho worst oom- 
pany of professional soldiers” says Ralph 
Waldo Emerson, “ will beat the best com¬ 
pany of volunteers, and the worst baud of 
strolling players will beat the best band 
of amateur actors.” Whoa condemning the 
Calcutta Review, the Englishman should have 
borne in mind that the difference betweon 
Indian and English journalism corresponds 
with the difference between amateurs and 
professionals, and that if the Calcutta Re* 
view falls short of tho European standard, 
other Indian and culouiul periodicals fall- 
short likewise. 

Considering the disadvantages under 
whioh,tho Calcutta Review labours, we must 
say tho new number is a good one. Per¬ 
haps the best article in it is that on the 
Roles of Chota Nagporo. There are pas* 
sages in it whioh we^pannot altogether Ap¬ 
prove; but as a whole we think it, tfottld 
do credit to any periodical in Europe or 
America. 

In Ohota Nagporo there is a dess of land¬ 
holders called tiooadars. These men's ex¬ 
tortions know no bounds,

These 
unjust people not only take away everything 
in the house; but even force tho Kolas to 
borrow, that they may obtain what they 
want, reminding one of Sidney Smith’s 
account of the poor man taxed from his birth 
to his ooffin. Again whenever the ihickadar 
has to go to Cutoherry or to tbo King or td 
a marriage or on a pilgrimago however dis¬ 
tant the place, tho Kolos must accompany 
him and render service without paymeut.’*

Passages like this must certainly prove 
offensive to that class of patriots who are 
loudest in their denunciation of oppression 
when the oppressor happens to be a white 
man, say a tenplnnter or an indigo-plautcr; 
but who seal their lip9 when the oppressor 
happens to be a native Zemindar or thickadar 
but truth is truth and must be told even 
at the risk of offouding these patriots. 

Tbo Reviewer is however wrong in 
drawing a parallel between tho thickadare 
of Ohota Nagpore aud tbo Z.mmidars of 
Bengal Proper. There was a tirno when 
much of his description of tho tiecadars 
might apply to the Zemindars. Thosn 
were the good old days of lattialism and 
Regulation VII of 1793. Bettor laws, an

There 
are black sheep in every flock and it would 
be quite easy to point out among tho 
Zemindars of Bengal men quite as oppres¬ 
sive as the thiccudurs of Chota Nagpore ; but 
these man arc exceptions. 

Equally unjust are the Reviewoi’s sneers 
at the “ educated Babu with his book-cram 
and wonderful memory.” It would have 
been well if the article had not been disfi¬ 
gured by such sneers aud by quotations 
from a bigoted Missionary who ncoounts 
for the prevalence of perjury in tho Courts 
of Ohota Nagpore by the fact of tho witnesses 
swearing by Allah “ the false God of tho 
Mahonaedans.” We hope and trust that 
the Act whioh was passed for the benefit 
of the oppressed Kolos at the beginning of 
this year will do them good. Babu Ra-

A DURBAR. 

(From our Luckjvow Correspondent.) 

This latest news I have to communicate 
concerns an important oeremony that came 
off on the 27th Ultimo, I mean the grand 
Durbar hold by the Chief Commissioner for 
the reception of *an address from the Talook- 
dar’s Association.

These latter had flocked in, 
some perched on the top of elephants, some 
on carrnges and Pnceatons, others by other 
conveyances as various as the complexion 
and physique oi their occupants, and all had 
taken their seats in the magnifioent Bara- 
duri in the Kaisar Bay which servos ns the 
salon of the Assjciatiou, when exactly at 
5 O’clock. the booming of the usual com¬ 
plement of guns from the Fort announced 
the appro&oh of tho Chief and staff. , As 
they drew near one could see that nothing 
bad been neglected which could udd to'tho 
effect of the pageant. Besides n uorapVny

. cavalcade, three or four of the must'^is- 
tinguished members of the Association to*

When the Chief Ooramis6i<mer 
and the civil and military offioers that at¬ 
tended him, had taken their scats, ,tho 
Talookdars ono after another went up to 
the Chief and M showed Nuzzar” in other 
words put a fow gold mohurs on their hand* 
keichiefs and presented them to their Gov¬ 
ernor who simply touched them with his 
hand. When this unmeaning and absurd 
ceremony was over, the Secretary of the 
Association Mirza Abbas Beg read over 
the Urdu address, followed by one of the 
Government Secretaries who rend an Eng¬ 
lish translation of the same. Mr. Davies 
then rose and made an exoollent replf in 
Urdu on English translation (perhaps -file 
original) of which was then read by tbe 
* same necrblftP)** THb ceremony was then 
brought to an eod by the distribution^ of 
Ai&r, pan, and lavender. . 

How for the address itself, I leave it to 
yourself to judge of its merits.

Tim Gazette of India publishes a Khm- 
roota addressed to Colonel Keatinge, G »- 
vernor General’s Agent f«»r tho 8fcateS of 
!l‘ijp-»otan>i f by the Malmrana of 0 >dey* 
pure, in which the various measures adopted 
b/ His Highness to mitigate the sufferia :s 
of his distressed subjects are mentioned in 
detail. It appears that so early as 17th Sep¬ 
tember 1838 His Highness remitted one-half 
of the tr insit and raappa dues - on grain, and 
on the 23rd idem, the whole duty and mappa 
duos on grain imported into the city of 
Oodoypore were suspended. The sum of 
Rs. 1,05,500 was advanoed front the State 
Treasury to dealers for the purpose of pur¬ 
chasing grain, and IU 35,0.00 worth of 
grain was purchased by the Durbar. 
“Further, to relieve the poor during the 
psriod of distress, managers of districts were 
strictly enjoined to afford every asnstdnoe 
by providing the peoplo of their respective 
districts with grain for food and sowing, to 
be lenient to such cultivators who wore too 
poor to pay the Government demand, so as 
to save them and their families from distress. 
The managers were also directed to exert 
themselves, and to encourage cultivators to 
till all the available land round the lakes 
and near wells, and to aid them in every 
way. l'nc result of those orders has been 
that all tho lands about the lakes and wells 
where water was procurable were cultivated, 
and tho spring props produced a good 
harvest. Tho managers were nho enjoined 
to open relief works in their districts, and 
to employ the able-bodied thereon/' 

Relief works to the extent of two lakhs 
of Rupees have been commenced upon in 
the city and districts affording daily employ¬ 
ment to no less than 3,504 souls. Tho sum 
of Rs. 5,000 is monthly* paid towards the 
construction of the M*ywnr portion of tho 
Mhow and Nusserabad Road. A charitable 
Grain Club to which His Highness subscribed 
Ri. 25,000 was formed at O >deypore fur pur- 
e iasing grain and selling it at rates cheaper 
than those of the markets. Similar institu¬ 
tions for the relief of the poor have also been

Meywar. SaHa-burts or relief doles whore 
food is dispensed to all who ask for it have 
been established in the city and in the 
districts. Oooked food is daily distributed to 
10,700 poor and helpless people,-—half a doer 
to an aault and quarter of n soer to each 
child. Still some politicians say that the 
Native Princes have done nothing to miti¬ 
gate the sufferings of their subjects.

To the Editor of the Bengalee .

the Direotor of Public Instruction, Oudh, dis¬ 
tributed prises and promotions to the most deserv¬ 
ing among the village school masters of the Pro¬ 
vince. The dny had been named previously and 
the school master® had received early summons 
to attend. Tha prizes consisted mostly of a 
month's pay in cash or In books, aud in one ex¬ 
ceptional instance of a Dhootee (1), and the re¬ 
cipients went back to their duties perfeotly’satis- 
tt*d with the manner in which their services had 
been recognised. I believe this will do them a 
great deal of good, and to their less fortunate 
brethren as well. 

I do not see any reason why Mr. Atkinson should 
not take the hint from his brother of Oude and 
hold an Educational Congress onoe a year, at 
whfoh, betides distributing prises and promotions 
to suooeiftful school masters, he might invite clever 
men like . Baboo Bhoodeb Mookerjeee, Riboo Peary 
Churn Siroar and others to read essays and lectures 
on educational subjects. This plan would not 
only aot as a wholesome mental stimulus to school¬ 
masters, specially those placed at s distance from 
the center of intellectual activity, but it will alar* 
enable thorn to compare notes, so say, and pos¬ 
sibly one pother’s experience. Very possibly also, 
it may lead to important educational discoveries.

it on' such an inductive basis as is only to be laid 
by the systematisation of the accumulated ex¬ 
perience of men engaged in the business of teaching. 
It does dot.Appear how it oin ever be evolved di¬ 
rectly out Psychology. An accurate IVycbology 
is urn eh l^s needed for the world’s wants than a 
true theory of education, and it is very prob&bla 
that we shall have solved uiost of tha present 
educational 4*t*stibns Before we arrive nearer per¬ 
fection ui the uiore abstract science, than we are 
now. But let ns leave this disoussioa to educa¬ 
tionists and school masters.

“TOO FAR EAST IS WEST.” 

To the Editor of the Bengalee. 

Sir,—O ar educated countrymen have got a 
mania fpr Visiting England. A visit to Kugland 
is now growing to be looked upon as an essen¬ 
tial clement to the completion of a Bengalee's 
Education—the summons bonuni of his earthly ex¬ 
istence. Bow often now do we hear of our young 
men going up to Ragland. How often are wo 
dunned with lengthy putts from Editors’ pens. 
How often do we Had our so-o.ilied educated coun¬ 
trymen, tfho themselves having no such oppor¬ 
tunities of going, fall iuto ecstasy on the bare men¬ 
tion of others of the same persuasion going up to 
England. ..All these certainly are signs of good 
and bespsak that our countrymen are roused from 
their stats of social stagnation^ to make strides 
toward! reformation. But it is questionable whe¬ 
ther, this desire for visiting/ England on tho part 
Of our young ttken and this spirit of stolid ap¬ 
probation pR the part of those who admire are 
founded on rational grounds. I certainly do 
admit that a visit to England is thb only decisive 
overt step onr countrymen can take, at least for 
the present lo free themselves from the trammels of 
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»up*rstition a»d«the thousand and one social ologs 
whioh stand a* stumbling'tdcuks in the path of 
our progress. ( say decisive because west of our 
oountrymen do many things which are in direct 
contradiction to What is called cantu and yet they * 
are noises Uindtm than they ever were since Jjiey 
were bnrn. I 

Whet I ask of our countrymen is this P Whnt 
ii the benefit whether remote or immediate that 
ere ere likely to derive in the long ran ftom our 
England-going countrymen. Most of them come 
out as barrister* dr medical men. Civilians we 
have had this year. 1'tae it is that the success 
of our oountrymen Id the open oompetition for Civil 
Service in Indt* gdee a good way to erase, at least 
in thedry; the lino of demarkation whioh invi¬ 
diously Sepdratte os from our rulers. But then 
this is not the royal road or the only road for 
the advancement of our country iu moterial 
strength and national prosperity. The stability of 
n country consists not iu such separable accidents 
as these. Tt is only by commerce, agriculture 
and sngfneering that wa can hope for our pros¬ 
perity Our country men aeem eutirvly to ignore 
thie fact nod rest satisfied with a good whioh hat 
peculiar fascinations for them simply because it 
is near enough. They cannot—they do not like 
to form for themselves new and independent modes 
of life at they have done in the legal arena. 

Put it ae a oase that tbs English were to leave 
ns to ourselves. What are we then ? How are 
we to satisfy those wants even iu the .most) tri¬ 
fling particutare which a long course of associa¬ 
tion with the English hue engendered. Have wo 
our Railway, our ateam vessels, nay, have we 
even the most trivial objects of real importance 
whioh we can call our own. So wretched are 
we that we have not yet arrived at I hat state 
as to have even a pen-knife, a gen or u clock of 
our owu invention. By the above 1 do not mean 
to be underitood that T disrespect the Bengalee 
members of the bar or of medioine. On the con¬ 
trary X have very great reapeot for their abilities

to such undue preponderance being given to one 
profession iu preferenoe to those l have already 
mentioned. 

Apart from these considerations in the settlement 
of the question as to what benefit is to accrue to 
our country from out England-going men then is 
another consideration which makes us despair of 
any good to the oountry in all tima to come. All 
the native gentlemen whom we have yet seen to 
come book from England have adopted.the Eu¬ 
ropean dress, they therefore come out more as 
members of Chuoumgoly than as Bengalees pro¬ 
perly 10 oalled. 0 hoar heartrending it is to 
observe our young men upon Whom the future 
destiny of India depend* iu a more or less degree/ 
turn out Bengalee Sahete while the worthies of 
Chunumgoly ohuokle at the idea of having eueh 
precious addition! to their number. Whenever 
therefore I hear of any Indian going @p to Eng¬ 
land I consider him as lost to our country. Shots 
who havo adopted the European dreasoooteod 
that drese make* no difference, that the# fist id 
on grounds of utility, Ac, " 

That a drees such ae that which they put on 
makes very great difference win appear tothem 
on a moment's reflection. Supposing au English¬ 
man were to drese himself like a Hcttehtot hie 
company in his oommunity will ha Soeountedas 
almost revolting.

The dress which our 
educated countrymen put on for the purpose of 
going to public places, is not I think in any way 
indecent (it ungraceful. On the contrary it suits 
best with the oliinute of our country. This dress 
too, perhaps says our Shaheh, is also outlandish 
being borrowed partly from the Mahodsdans and 
partly from the European*. I grant that, but 
then it is now the national dress of the Bengalees 
and it hat the additional recommendation of some¬ 
thing like antiquity. No one now looks upon it 
as a hideous innovation neither does it in any way 
interfere with the feelings and tastes of our oountry¬ 
men, 

To put on European dress and consequently to 
live as Englishmen is oertainly running to an 
imprudent extreme. In order to do one good our 
Shahsbs have run to another quite the other way. 

That there are no grouude of utility in putting 
on European dress will be manifest from the case 
of Ghoso versus Hearns, 

In conclusion I will draw the attention of our 
Bengalee Shahsbs to the following from Lord 
Bacon: —

Cultivation in no way takes the plaoe of 
timber, for st the time we want to attract the rain 
no crops are on the ground. Unleos the Govern¬ 
ment plants on « large aoale itself, and encourages 
or oompeis privets planting, the Punjab will, at 
so distant date, become on uninhabitable desert. 

— The Madras Mail notices rumours to tbs effect 
that Si? Thomas Fyoroft, x, e. s. i., late senior 
member of Caused in Madras, and Colonel Dobbs, 
late Judicial Commissioner of Mysore, have serious 
thpughti of bidding Carswell to the home where, 
by Mfiuxies of time, they are homeless, and of re¬ 
turning to vettl^nthe land whioh knows them so 
well.

17is 
corpse was taken to Lucknow the other day for 
interment. Bis Highness Nawab Mohun-ood-dowlah 
Bahadoor, and other Mahomcdan noblemen wtrn 
in the funerul procession. Tho deceased was an 
influential and wealthy nobleman under tho King'* 
Government, but like his brother, ho did notbiug 
worthy of note. After the annexation, ha figured 
in {he Oriminal Court on a charge of perjury, and 
was fined 40,000 Rupees. 

— The following important ruling under tha 
Indian Inoomo Tax Aot has been given by the Go¬ 
vernment of India. Property employed for or de¬ 
dicated to religious or charitable publio pinpoges, 
is only exempt quoad the trustee* or adminietrolora 
of suoh propel ty. The recipients of a personal 
income derived from such property are not exempt¬ 
ed from assessment. Accordingly missionaries are 
subject to the tax in respect of salaries received # by 
them from mission funds. 

— The Delhi Gazette learps that Sirdar Ismael 
Khan, who proceeded to Toorkistan, has been taken, 
prisoner by Amir Shore All Khan aud sent with 
his brothers to the Commissioner of Peehawur under 
an escort of three hundred sowars. The cause of

(the Ghond Rajah). He feeds daily two hundred 
poor people and supplies uncooked rations to 50 
mbrrf. 

— The Pioneer states that Mr. Seton-Karr will 
take leave on private affairs to England from the 
end of September, and Mr. Aitobison will officiate 
as Foreign Secretary during his absenoe. The 
Mngliahman says Mr. Seton-Karr will fptuin his 
Appointment till October uext. 

— King Theodore’s son arrived in Caloutta by 
the P. and 0. Steamer on Tueedny last. 

— 44 If," says the Spectator, *‘the Duke of Argyll 
will give a quiet hint to Colonel Mallesou—a person 
with eyes and brains just appointed oustodian to the 
Rajah of Mysore—to see if he oan And out what is 
doing among the Mussulmans of Southern India 
he may prevent mischief of a very serious kfnd. 
Something is brewiug doifa there which bodes us 
no good. There may be unreasonable panic among 
the Madrassees, and there is a violent party feeling 
about the new organisation of the army; but, 
nevertheless, there is too much, much too much, 
smoke visible. It is, we take it, really true that 
the faquirs are preaohing treason to the Mussul¬ 
mans ; that they are speoialty addressing the sepoys, 
and that the Wahabees are multiplying with aston- 
fshing rapidity. We do not like that story from 
Vellore at all, exaggerated as it may be, .nor the 
peculiarly Mussulman oharaeter of the movement. 
An insurrection in Southern India would be Mus¬ 
sulman, and its oentres would be *not Hydrabad, 
where the reigning family is Sbeah, bat Meoea and 
Mysore. There are means very well known to the 
Tndish Government of ascertaining if any thing 
aeribu* is Stirring, and we have a kind of smell that 
it istims to’ use them." 

— The metal images recently dog up in the 
fortress of QWalfor were made over to Maharajah 
Sindhia on the application of the Gwalior Vakeel; 
but His Highnese has retutaed them to the Politi- 
bsl Agent on learning that the Government wish¬ 
ed to preserve them. As these bronze Buddhistic 
images are apparently of great antiquity, and con¬ 
sequently or interest to archaeological soienoe. thb 
Governor-General in Council hat been phased to 
present them to the Indian Museum, where they 
are to be deposited.

The Bombay Government warned by 
Crimean experience took care to avoid the 
scandalous state of things complained of by 
Dr. Russell and succeeded; but at wnat 
a cost to the taxpayer! Surely more than 
seven millions of money is too much to pay 
for an expodiiion undertaken to release a 
few captives whose captivity was due as 
muoh to their own imprudence as to the 
discourtesy with which the British Cabinet 
thought fit to treat King Theodore’s com¬ 
munication. 

Whence is this extravagance? How do 
Frenchmen manage matters so Dutch more 
economically and at the same time ko much 
better than Englishmen ? There can be but 
one answer to this question. The beau- 
reauoracy of France, with all its faults 
such as are inherent in a despotism, 
is a much more efficient body with far 
superior powers of organisation than the 
beaureauoraoy of England and her depen* 
denotes. Our Government has been talking 
about tho epidemics and the sanitary con¬ 
dition of Bengal for moro than smm years, 
and we are not at all the better for this talk. 
In Algiers the French have reduced the 
death-rate from upwards of 50 per thousand 
to about 24 per thousand. It is true that 
the Frenoh carry many things with a high 
hand, whieh the British Indian Government 
from a greater regard for the liberty of the 
subject would never do. For instance if 
the French were in Bengal, they would 
summarily remove the encroachments on 
the beda of the Nowee Nuddee and the Sooty 
Noddy which havo been proved to obstruct 
She drainage of a considerable portion of 
the District of 24*Purgunnaha and proceed 
at once to excavate their beds at the expense 
of the proprietors’ through whose estates the 
nuddees pass; whilst the British Indian 
Government would think of paying com¬ 
pensation to the proprietors and treepeaserg, 
and would be deterred from the under¬ 
taking by reason Of its extreme * expen- 
siveness. It must be admitted that the 
high-handed proceedings of the Frenoh. in 
sanitary and other matters have nude 
Frenoh rule more unpopular tli Algiers 
than English rule is in India. But the 


very unhealthy fur the troops last year. 
Why this wasteful expenditure on barracks 
in a station which the authorities may in 
the course of a few years abandon altogether 
as a military station on account of its un¬ 
healthiness ? 

The Public Works' Department is not 
the only department iu which there is lavish 
expenditure with contemptible results. 

The new Police is muoh more highly paid 
than the old Police. What .have wo got in 
return for cur increased expenditure? No¬ 
thing. On the contrary the Darogahs of 
the old Police aro reputed to have been 
muoh better detectives than the Inspectors 
and Sub-Inspectors of the new Polioo. 
Officers like Deputy Inspectors General arc 
so thoroughly useless that Mr. Chapman in 
his Polioe Report of the Presidency Divi¬ 
sion for’ 1867 said that he really did not 
know who the Deputy Iuspeotor General 
of the Polioe of that Division was. All 
the Deputy Inspectors General of Puliod may. 
be abolished without marring the efficiency 
of the service at all. 

We are glad to see from the following 
autograph letter addressed by Lord Mayo 
to all Governors, Lieutenant Governors and 
Chief Commissioners that His Lordship is 
determined to oheok extravagance at all 
hazards. We hope his policy will not 
prove a pdfroywise and pound foolish one 
like that of roust of his predecessors. 

“I have the honor to drew your special attention 
to a matter which has lately attracted muoh public 
notion, and has been, on more than oue occasion, 
referred to in Parliament. 

“It i*the difference which has for sometime 
existed between the Indian Budget Estimates and 
the actual revenue and expenditure of the year.

1 uad thAt any deviation from your ieetnietiCASiu 


in your Presidency thnt, although the amount of 
expenditure authorised can in no ease be exceeded, 
you wilt always observe with extreme approbation 
any efforts that may be made for the reduction of 
public expenditure, and for lessening the cost of 
any branoh or department of the service without 
dimioiehing its efficiency. 

“The necessity of strict regard to these prin¬ 
ciples must be so dear, and the advantege to the 
pubtio which will eriee should they be rigidly ad¬ 
hered to is so apparent, that I rely with confidence 
on your support and assistance in the efforts "that 
I am making to ensure that the Budget Estimate 
of expenditure for the year 1800-70 shall not, in 
any particular, be exceeded.”

On Thursday last Mr. Branson applied 
to Mr. Justice Pliear to admit Mr. Shep¬ 
herd— Pooteo Ghozee—who has. been 
charged with having committed daooity and 
KtUxuptutl tho roscuo of a prisoner from cus¬ 
tody, to hail.

Wk have received tho following from 
the Financial Department:—In 1802 
t)ie Government of Bombay authorized the 
formation of a Committee to report ou the 
following points:— 

Ut .—-The extent and progressive growth 
in late years of the evil of European des¬ 
titution and mendicity. 

2nd. —What machinery now exist* for its 
relief at the l‘residency and other lurge 
towns, and how fur such machinery u suffi¬ 
cient or defective. 

3rd .—To furnish Government with a 
detailed an 1 definite plan tor enabling it to 
co-operate with private charity for the syste¬ 
matic and, as far as possible, permanent 
relief of European pauperism on an exten¬ 
sive scale. « 

In reporting on these points, the Commit¬ 
tee stated that one of tho means adopted 
for affording relief to destitute Europeans was 
the opening of a homo for European 
strangers who aro not sailors or military 
pensioners. Tho Straugers* Home was open¬ 
ed in 1863. But as the funds of the insti¬ 
tution were not sufficient for 'maintaining 
i;s inmates, the Bombay Government in 
April last sanctioned the grant of Rs. 100 
for expenditure by the Police Magistrate for 
the maintenance of a number of destitute 
Europeans who are turned out of the 
[ Strangers* Home on accouut of the want of 
sufficient fuuds to support them any longer 
in that institution. 

In confirming tho sanction of tho Bom¬ 
bay Goverment, the Government of India 
suggested as a more economical arrangement 
that the Strangers’ Home, or the Sailors' 
Home, should bo employed in relieving the 
Europeans for whose beuefit the expenditure 
was sanctioned. 

Before receipt of these orders* the Go¬ 
vernment of Bombay represented that ns 
the funds of the Strangers* Friend’s Society 
were insufficient to maintain all who ap¬ 
plied fur admission into the home, it had 
sanctioned tho grant of a small allowance 
to supply food aod shelter in the Polioe 
Lock-up to every European in Bombay who 
may be found to bo absolutely without food 
and shelter; and, under these circumstances, 
applied for the grant of Rs. 1,000 far the 
year 1868, and of a similar sum for the 
preseut year, to tho Society referred to. 
In anticipation of approval, the Bombay 
Government sanctioned an advance of Rs. 
5,000 to the Society to meet emergent 
wants. 

In confirming this advance, the Govern¬ 
ment of India has intimated that for the 
resent year a sum equivalent to what is 
erived from privato subscriptions and do¬ 
nations will be added by this Government, 
but that no grant can be made for arrears.

In a despatch dated the 26tb January 
last the Secretary of State-)for India declin¬ 
ed on the following grounds to sanction the 
establish meat of a graduated soale of pen¬ 
sions for members of the TJnopvenantod 
Service proposed in September last by the 
GoVetnmeiit of India:— 

1^.—That the granting of pensions after 
the completion of 10 years* service, the 


The Governor General in Council submit¬ 
ted further explanations on the subject as 
it seemed to His Excellency very desirable 
that advantages such as be had proposed 
should be conceded to the Uuooveuanted 
Seryioe. With regard to the first of the 
ft'Mro objections His Excellency stated that 
as pensions for service from 10 to 14 years 
would only be granted in ease of incapacity 
from mental or bodily infirmity to serve 
longer, they would be very rare; nud that aa 
they would range from ten to fourteen-six¬ 
tieths of tho salary taken on an average of 
the five years previous to the date of retire¬ 
ment, they would, as a general rulp, be 
very small iu amount. As the amount of 
pensiou from tho 15th to the 19th year of 
service was reduced, it was fair, by way of 
compensation, to shorten the period qualify¬ 
ing for pension under medical oertifiouto. 

With reference to the second objection 
tho Government of India observed that a 
comparison scorns to bo drawn between what 
were proposed as maximum pensions for tho 
lincovrnanted Civil Service with those 
which aro given to every member of the 
Ouveuautcd Civil Service. In the caso-of 
the Unoovenanted Service, tho maximum 
would be reached only when the average 
salary fur five years previous to retirement 
had amounted to Rs. 1,000 per mensem 
or more, a raro and exceptional case, for the 
proportional number of posts in the Un* 
covenanted Service so highly paid as this is 
extremely small. The ordinary pension 
under the proposed scale would bo small, so 
that instead of being as favorable as the 
pensions for the Covenanted Service, the 
proposed scple would be really much smaller. 

In a recent despatch the Duke of Argyll 
informs tho Viceroy in Council that “after 
a careful consideration of the representation 
now made by you, I see no reason to depart 
from the deoisiou conveyed to you in my 
Financial despatch dated the 26th January 
last, No. 51.** *

Demi Sir, —On Thursday the 29th Ultimo at 
7 t. M. the Itevd. Mr. Stern, a Missionary of this 
Station, delivered in the hall of the Ohuroh Mission 
Society’s English School, an excellent. Leoture on 
the “ Universal Religion” in reply to the one that 
had been lately given in the Burdwsn Training 
Seminary by Baboo Protab Chuuder Mozoomdar 
of "the Calcutta Brahmo Somnj. Both the lecturers 
took up the same subject—the Universal Religion, 
and enoh was at great pains to prove the divine 
origin and Universality of his own religion at 
the expense of that of the other. The Brahmo 
lecturer had tried to estnhlish the claims of hie 
religion by frequent allusions to the oft-repeated 
phraee “ the fatherhood of God, and the brother¬ 
hood of man; to intuition, to repentance, to the 
baptism of the Sonl not by water but by the Holy 
Ghost and fire. The Christian deoturer in proving 
Christianity to be the religion of the whole human 
race, quoted numerous prophreies from the books 
of the prophets wherein it is spoken that the present 
state of sin and moral disorder will be replaoed 
by the establishment of a new Kingdom upon 
earth by the second advent of Jesus Christ. Besides 
he alluded to several important historical facts 
which 1 deem unnecessary to detail in a news¬ 
letter. 

The various ^duties incumbent on a district 
Magistrate and Collector espeoinlly those of the 
desk are oertainly calculated to do more harm than 
good to the district to which he is attached. He 
has such a multiplicity of duties to perform that 
we may say without fear of oontradlotion that he 
performs them by halves which is properly speaking 
no performing at all. We are led into the above 
obaervatioas beoause of the oouduot of our Magis¬ 
trate in the oase of the' Kpidomio fever that has, 
for the last 2 months, been raging fearfully in 
toms parts of the town as well ss its neighbouring 
villages. In the oourse of about 2 months some 
thousands of Souls have been swept away from the 
land of the living. The Tillages of Nilpore, 
Dhamrea, Lakhordya, Borehata and others have 
nearly been depopulated. Mr. Editor, will you be? 
lieve me when I tell you that about 3 days ago the 
Folios Bub*Iaipfotor out of his own aooord, and 
not instructed by the authorities, oalled on the 
Moharaja'a Doctor to inquire whether the mor¬ 
tality so muoh talked of was of a ohsraoter to 
be reported to the Distriot Superintendent of 
Police, who would again report it to the Magis¬ 
trate. Again Dr. ManteU our Civil Surgeon wrote 
to the said doctor, the otheT day aaking him to 
look out for a number of native doctors whom 
lie might recommend ‘to Government for ap¬ 
pointment for the fever ctrieken-peopl# living in 
and about the town. The report of deaths (soma 
sudden) that hat name to our hearing ii indeed 
appalling. We thought that Mr. Grey’s Govern¬ 
ment had been op and doing in adopting means so 
far at Kae within httmaft power to check the pro¬ 
gress of disease, famine and suoh like visitations, 

How, doe* it not reflect a great dieoredit upon 
the administration of a just, faithful oud conscien¬ 


tious Lieutenant Governor like Mr. Grey that up 
to this day no measures have been resorted to for 
the relief of tho suffering or rather dying Villagers 
alluded to above. We hear of Dispensaries being 
established in the districts of Hooghly and Burn wan 
when villages upon villages have been depopulated. 
Mr. Editor, in the interests of humanity may I 
request you to use your able pen to move His ffonor 
tho Lieutenant Governor in behalf of the suffering 
people whose oases I have referred to above.

Sm.—Th? tuiiole h*\td"d the “ Calcutta Court of 
Suuill Causes' in yum* issue of the 24th Ultimo is 
entirely based upnu information which must bo 
pronounoed to bo erroneous. I beg therefore to 
bring to your notice tho real facts of tho case, and 
hope you will take editorial notion of them for the 
sake of ‘truth. , 

In the first place, the officiating fifth Judge comet 
to Court usually between 9 and 10 a ii. and 
hardly leaves it before 6 r. u. Again, no instanoo 
oan be brought forward in whioli a oase has been 
struok off, or in which a party has been put to the 
additional expense of a farthing to “obtain redress,” 
in oooseqnenoe of his having failed to get his 
Power of Attorney filed in proper time. Besides 
though tho fifth Judge is direoted to file all Powers 
of Attorney, the other Judges have not beoa divested 
of that authority. In his absence the euitor is at 
liberty to file his Power before the Judge by whom 
his ease is to be heard ; and this has actually taken 
place in some instances. 

1 grant that the fifth Judge does sometimes sit 
upon the Benoh at a late hour. But this is un¬ 
avoidable. He has to exeroise a strict supervision 
over the whole establishment of the Court; and 
considering the reputation whioh the establishment 
has acquired in the estimation of tho publio, 1 am 
of opinion that ..this supervision oan never be too 
strict. Mr. MuoEwen is always aooessible to the 
publio, and gives patient hearing to all ooaplaints 
against Bailiffs, whether European or Native. The 
greedy Mooktears are not allowed to prey upon the 
ignorant and poor suitors. In faot under his re¬ 
gime a thorough change for the belter hat come 
over the spirit of tho Oaloatta Small Cause Court, 
and the practice of taking perquisites by the un¬ 
scrupulous Amlakt has almost become occurrences 
of the past. 

Tho amount of work disoharged by Mr. MaoEwen 
is more than one Judge oan do. He has to dispose 
off all sortsenf applications, to try the oases mode 
over to him, and to take down the depositions of 
witnesses under Commission sont from the Mofussil. 
The last named duty is so ouerous that it alone 
requires the services of an efficient judicial officer. 

Lastly ou Saturdays money is paid into and out 
of Court. Debtors, “if they oau manage to pay 
the amount of decrees against them, are not com¬ 
mitted to, end have not to breathe the braeiug 
atmosphere of, the Civil Jail.” t

— The Indu JPrakaeh esys that a very telling 
letter from Mr. J. B. Peile, Director of Public 
Instruction to the Bombay Woribipful Bench of 
Justices, has been ’published. Perhaps the only 
item of expenditure about which there was no 
disoontent in the native community and every pia 
of which was epeut towards tho real improvement 
of the young inhabitants of Bombay, vix.. the 
grant of Rs. 10,000 per annum fov-popular educa¬ 
tion in the island, was deolared illegal by Act 1L- . 
of 1865 and witltdrawn in 1868. The worshipful 
(?) Bench oared not a fig for the education of the 
youug within the preoincts of tbeir jurisdiction, 
and Mr. Crawford was porfeotly at ease so long 
as he could get sanotiou for building splendid 
markets. Thus, the Municipal grant onoe with¬ 
drawn, there was no more ado about the matter, 
and in spite of the earnest remonstrance of Sir A. 
Grant and a promise by the Municipal Authorities 
that an alteration of th£ Act should be ooasidored,. 
nothing whatever has since been done. The 
Educational Department, with undeserved genero¬ 
sity, has continued to eduoate the children of 
Bombay, and how that has been done, Mr. Peile. 
tells us in the following words:— 

“When Jifie grant was withdrawn, the Worship¬ 
ful Justices' were informed that the expense of 
the sohoolt opened on the strength of it would, 
pending its restoration, be Lome by the general fee 
fund of the Central division. This arrangement 
has been continued only too long.” 

The Worshipful Justioes may not understand 
what is meant by this arrangement. It means 
that the oost of the primary sohool of the city of 
Bombay is assessed on the* schools of the towns of 
the Conoan and Deccan, and subscribed out of 
tbeir fee collection*. The subsidy tbus drawn by 
Bombay from her poor sifters in 1868-69 was Rs. 
5,091.

Be walks the streets with the sad up¬ 
turned visage of a blind man till he oomes to a 
crowded creasing, where he gives every token 
of being afraid to cross. He appeals to tko passen¬ 
gers to take pity on him aud help him in, his diffi¬ 
culty. Some charitable creature takes arm 
and leads him across, fie is thanked by the {poor 
blind mau; he goes oq 7 his way feeling that he 
has done a kind deed; ahd the next time he puts 
Ida hand into his pooket for his watch he finds that 
is gone. 

The other story is of a really, blind man, who 
it always tube found ensoanoed in a gateway on the 
lSotldtYnrd Sebastopol. A certain Parisian often 
passed that way, and was iu the habit of giving 
him a penny*—a two-sons piece > but the other day 
by miatake he dropt into the poor fellow’s hut a 
double louieof 40 franca. Some time afterwards 
he discovered his mletake; and off he ran to the 
Boulevard Sebastopol to get baok his money. No 
beggar was there, bat in bis plies a cripple, who 
gate the blind man’s address. Arriving at the 
house the benevolent man asked the oonoierge.

Turkish fashion, in which the blind man smiling' 
was seen seated on a divan.

A PREMIUM FOR PERJURY. 

A, B, nud C duposo before u Magistrate 
that they saw X murder Z. At the Court 
of Session, A retroots his statement and 
swears that he did not see the murder,'^ Ut 
that he has henrd that Z died of snake¬ 
bite ; whilst B and C give the same evidence 
m before the Magistrate. The evidence 
of B and C being believed, X is oonvicted 
of murder. It is quite olear that A has 
perjured himself either before the Magistrate 
or before the Sessions Judge. If A be 
committed for perjury, he may be convicted 
on an alternative finding ; but in such 
cases an alternative finding ts not neoessary ; 
for the ovidenoe of B and C may prove 
that A gave false evidence in the Cejirt 
of Session. 

Suppose now that all the witnesses 
A, B, and C deny before the Sessions Judge 
what they stated before the Magistrate. In 
Such a case it is impossible to prove which 
statement of theirs is false; but there can 
be no doubt whatever that they perjurod 
themselves either in the Magistrate’s Court 
or in the Court of Session; for of two con¬ 
tradictory statements one must be false. In 
a case like this a finding in the alterna¬ 
tive form must be resorted to or there will 
be a failure of justioe. 

Ift a man says at one time that he saw 
So-and-so do such an act, and at another 
time denies having seen So-and-so do the 
act, common sense and logic alike justify 
our calling the man a liar and treating him 
yts such. For a long time however the High 
Court was opposed to suob a common sense 
view of the matter. At length in 1866, 
u Full Bench of the Iligh Court led by the 
sterling good sense and the legal acumen 
f our venerable Chief Justioe ruled in 
e the emphatic protest of Mr. Justioe 
n that a conviotion fur per* 
iaedoon a finding in the 
m it is certain that one 
statements made by 
tse according to the

the prisoners gave evidenoe in the first 
instance beforo the Mogistrate against 
persons who wore accused on various occa¬ 
sions of having committed crimes of grant 
violence, ail or nearly all amounting to 
homicide. AU the prisoners when they ap¬ 
peared before the Magistrate ns witnesses 
gave evidence unfavorable to tho prisoners 
then under aocusation. All tho prisoners 
when tney appeared ns witnesses before the 
Sessions Judge gave evidenco favourable 
to these same persons. AU dhe prisoners 
now adhero to their second statement and 
make the same defence that their first 
statement was n false statement made under 
compulsion put upon them by the Police.” 

Duo of the persons convicted of perjury 
was a lad of fifteen named Beedoo Nuhyo. 
4r He maintains, like the rest,* that tho story 
told to the Magistrate was then an untrue 
one and that it wa» made in consequence 
of threats by fhe Police. The opinions of 
tho assessors in this case are not as fully 
rcoorded by tho Judge as required by Sec¬ 
tion 324 of the v Criminal Procedure Code, 
but I gather that whereas the Judge thought 
the statement ma # de on the second occasion 
was the false ono, the assessors thought 
that was tru», and that the statement made 
on tho first ocoasion was false. Now apart 
from all questions of law, I considered that 
it was absolutely neoessary clearly to as¬ 
certain in this case which of these two 
views was right. If the,view of the as¬ 
sessors was right, then it seems to me ex¬ 
tremely probable that tho rest of the boy’s 
assertion is true, namely that ho made the 
first statemont under tho influence of the 
Polioe, and if he did so, it seems to me 
almost a perversion of language to call the 
making of this false statement a crime. 
It may be that iu strictness of law it is so ; 
but it is a crime which I should visit with 
no punishment.” Mr. Justice Markby is 
too good a lawyer not to know tho provi¬ 
sions of Section. 91 of tho Indian PeDal 
Code. “ Except murder and offences against 
tho State punishable with death, nothing 
is an offence which is d me by a person 
who is compelled to do it by throats which 
at tho time of doing it reasonably cause the 
apprehension that instant death to that 
person will otherwise bo the consequence.” 

If it be assumed that the prisoners were 
compelled by the threats of the Police to 
deposo as they did beforo the Magistrate, 
(and the assumption would be a perfectly 
gratuitous one utterly unwarranted by the 
evidence) it does not follow that they wero 
not guilty ; for it is not pretended that the 
Potioe threatened to kitf" them and that 
they had reasonable apprehensions as to 
the oxocution of the threat. We are a* 
fraid that Mr. Justice Markby misled by 
compassion for the poor wretches and es¬ 
pecially for the boy Bocdoo has laid down 
a dangerous precedent. The ffon’ble Jus- 
tice has betrayed himself into a gross w 
consistency. In one part of bis judgment 
he says that it is a gross perversion of 
language to call a false statement a crime 
when it is made under compulsion. In 
another plaoo he says thaV sueh a statement

may be a crime in law; but that it is one 
which it would be wrong to puuish. With 
due deference to the Hobble Judge WS 
j beg to say that when a Cpurt of jus¬ 
tioe is convinced that a certain person has 
Committed a crime it hns no discretion 
as to tho punishment. It must punish; 
though the punishment may be a light 
onejfin consideration of extonuating oircum-* 
stances. The conviction against the boy 
Bedoo should have been upheld, though 
in consideration of his ago and ignorance, 
the sentenoo passed against him might 
have been considerably reduced. 

If during a famine a starving wretob robs 
a granary, moral considerations, if not 
legal only* may justify his acquittal. But 
here is a eet of offenders who according 
to their own admission were prepared to 
swear away the lives of their fellow-crea¬ 
tures under Police compulsion. If tbesa 
men do not deserve to be punished, wu 
do pot know who do. The High Court 
lias held out a premium to the Oateses, 
l4)angerfields and Dugdulos of Bongal. If 
; these men do not take advantage of Mr. 
Markby's ruling in driving a trade in falsa 
oaths, it will bo their own fault. Why 
are our courts disgraced by so much hard 
swearing P It is because perjury is not put 
down with a stroug hand. We can prova 
that the Higli Court like the old Niznraut 
Adawlut systematically lets off the greatest 
perjurers and forgerers iu tho land.

| ^NAKE POISON. 

| Dr. Fayrer of the Calcutta Medical 
j College has been for some months past per¬ 
forming experiments on the influence of 
snake-poison’^fir^n^itnnl^Jifc- Tho August 
number of the Indian JUedieST€hiscH^wm- 
j tains Uio result of his experiments in seven- 
: teen or eighteen cases, in all of which the 
! means usually adopted os antidotal or sup¬ 
posed to bo so wero tried ono afeer another, 
but without any success iu a single instance. 
The injection of liquor ammonia and of 
Gundy's solution as well as tho application 
of ligature and actual cauterisation have 
'proved of no avail. The Doctor speaks in 
a rather desponding tone and the conclu¬ 
sion at which he has arrived is anything but 
hopeful. The only thing that has beett 
established is that the poison of deadly 
snakos kills by ^paralysing tho Nerve Cen¬ 
tres. But it lias been distinctly observed 
that there is no antidote to cobra or viper 
poison at present existing or known. The 
subjeot is so interesting that we cannot do 
better thau give the Doctor's own words. 

“My belief is that if an animal and 
probably a man be fairly bitten by a fresh 
and vigorous cobra or daboia, it or he will 
inevitably succumb; unless somo immediate 
or direct method of arresting the entry of 
the poison into the circulation bo practised.'* 
“ The moment of time that intervenes 
between the injection of the snake-poison 
by the powerful maxillary muscles through 
the tube-like fang, into the minute blood¬ 
vessels of the part and the application of 
tho ligature and actual cautery, is 
to allow of tho entry of 41 
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ibo circulation and thus re ashing the 
Nerva C®uir4 ? 0ren a email quantity may 
prove fatal Tho ligature ia evidently very 
Unreliable when applied to largo parte of 
tho body ouch ae the limbs; for it is almost 
physically impossible to compress the part 
so tightly as to stop the oirculatiou and* 
unless this be* done to the depth of the 
pauetriUtou of tho snake's fangs, it is obvi¬ 
ous that it can only be of very partial offoot 
in preventing tho entry of the poison.” 

" Tho same may be said of the aotnal 
Cautery. Unless the hot iron enter the 
pnnoturo directly after the fn#g has been 
withdrawn, the poison is already far on its 
Way towards the centre and the burning 
through it destroys the tissues and suoh of 
the poison ns may not yet have entered the 
circulation, can have no influence on that 
which is already beyond its reach. But as 
the ligature if tightly and quickly applied 
and the actual eantory if promptly and 
thoroughly inserted, must limit to a certain 
extent the entrance of the poison, both, 
should be had rcoourse to as speedily and 
efficaciously as possible, in the hope that 
the amount of poison left to find or that 
may have already found its way into the 
system, may bo less than is sufficient to 
oause death.” 

" To conceive of an antidote, in *tbe true 
sense of the term, to snake-poison, one must 
imagine a substance so subtle as to follow, 
overtake and neutralise the venom in tho 
blood or that shall have the powpr of coun¬ 
teracting and neutralising the deadly in¬ 
fluence it has exerted on the vital forces. 
Suoh a suhstanoe has still to bo, found and 
our present experien^. l rfi#---thu action of 
drugs docsjaetf&fcl to hopeful anticipation 
^ that we shall find it. 

We wish some native antidotes had been 
tried also* We have heard of c»3es,*though 
wo have never personally witnessed any, in 
which native Bqja* have proved successful 
in fatal snake-bites; and wo do not think 
there can be any harm in trying them,— 
an many lives are annually lost from snake¬ 
bites in this country. Amongst the ao-’ 
eidental deaths ia the Jubbalpore district 
during tho fortnight ending 31st July we 
find eight were deaths from snake-bites; 
the total number of deaths being forty 
three. Wo have not got by us just now 
atatietioa shewing the proportion of mor¬ 
tality from auake-hitee to that from other 
oauses—but we do not think it is anything 
very small or iasignifioant. There are cer¬ 
tain districts and localities , in Lower Bengal 
whioh are infested with snakes too—and 
we do not suppose there is any dtstriet that 
ia absolutely free from them. 

In the same piper Dr. Fayrer gives ao 
acoount of tome ci«e| of snake-bite tbai 
reoently came up before ‘tbt Jbniona Oourt 
of Furnenh. A couple#* i#postets who 
professed to be charmers of spikes under¬ 
took to teach seme olowni stfoiewiocanta- 
tioo A poisonous snake was made to bite 
four of them; three died fromthe effwtsof 
the poison, one whs was bitten le*| lufodved:

PRIVY COUNCIL APPEALS. 

Mu. William Knighton, t, l. n. of the 
East Indian Agency, Rochester, near 
J|»ondon, has sent ns a copy of a letter on 
the subject of Privy Counoil Appeals whioh 
he has addressed to the Delhi Gazette. As 
the letter contains a good deal of useful 
information, wo prominently • insert it for 
the benefit of*thoso who may wish to appeal 
to Her Majesty's Council, 

Sir,—Ia yoar paper of the 5th ultimo I perused 
with muoh pleasure an article giving some 
information about Privy Council appeal*, whioh 
was generally needed. 

Since I became an agent fur the oonduot of theee 
appeal* in 1807, I have had a great deal of me¬ 
lee* correspondence forced upon me from many 
part* of India, caused by the ignorance generally 
prevalent on thie eubject, «mn amonget otherwise 
well informed nativea. That the <*ompl«iots about 
theee appeals should be frequent and load ii not 
to be wondered at, complaint* both of the woari- 
*omc delay*, and of the frequently excessive ex* 

. pens* attendant upon them. On both of theee 
subjects there is indirectly muoh useful information 
given in the artiolo to whioh I bate alluded, 
while! Ur. W. Forsyth, Q. C., in the letter to 
the (TVmes, dated 24tb June last, supplements that 
information from hie own extensive experience. 
Ac Standing Counsel to the Secretary of State for 
India it must be* apparent to all that few men are 
qualified to speak more authoritatively ou this 
subjeot, or from a larger or more varied experi¬ 
ence than Ur. Forsyth. 

1. First on the subjeot of delay, be saji— 44 Tt 
is well known that after the admission of an ap¬ 
peal to the Queen in Counoil, by the Courts in 
India, a period of four or five years generally 
elapses before the reoord reaches this country, 
that being the average time occupied in completing 
the translation from the want of a sufficient staff 
of translators, end transmitting the records to 
England. Taking therefore an average of 50 or 
60 appeals from Calcutta and Agra yearly, dis¬ 
tributed over tho five years that intervene between 
the admission and transmission of an appeal, if 
follows that there are from 250 to 300 Indian ap¬ 
peals from the Presidency of Bengal alone now 
waiting for transmission to England, and I am 
assured, on oompetent authority, that this, in 
point of faot, is abotft the actual number." Here 
then If one great souroe of delay.

matter of expense, whan 1 first undertook the con¬ 
duct of appeals through the Privy Counoil. t 
found, however, the greatest difficulty in obtaining 
reliable information ou tho subjeot. The business 
has bUher^ Wao, for the most part, in the hands 
of a fowemlnent Solicitor*’ firms in London; and 
the gepifomen , ; at the head of these firms are, for 
the niqet part aka, men altogether independent* 
many of .them very wealthy indeed, In no other 
country in the world, 1 think we may proudly 
boast, oould interests involving titles to property 
to so large no amount be safely confided to etraugsia 
so many thousands of miles a Way, safely both as 
regards oonduot of the appeals, and ultimate, 
judgment, Speaking of tho Judicial Committee 
itself, Hr. Forsyth says, 41 It would ...Jbe imperti¬ 
nent in me to speak in praise of a tribunal whioh 
is above all eulogy. Nothing nan exoeed the 
quiokness with whioh business is there despatched, 
exoept the patience with which causes are heard, 
end the legal toumen with whioh they are derided." 

All who have had anything to do with the Court 
must bo willing and anxious to echo these senti¬ 
ments. The JudloUl Committee of the Privy 
Connril, sitting on Indian appeals, is an embodi¬ 
ment of law aud pure reaeon combined, from whioh 
prejudice, bias, and fanoy are altogether ex¬ 
cluded. 

The great firms of Solioitors also who have 
hitherto almost monopolised the appeal business 
are generally honest, straightforward, and upright 
in the disoherge of their duties; but it is not easy . 
to obtain from them information relative to the 
expenses of these appeals. As to striking an 
average no oue seems to have thonght of so doing. 

It was not therefore without very considerable 
trouble, wearisome personal ipplioution, and many 
rebuffs that I was at Ieugth able to oolleot together 
suffleient information to form the foundation of an 
average. .It took me several months to do to, but 
ones nooomplished the labour and Its results were 
strikingly useful. On ttoro than a hundred ap¬ 
peal oases, oaloulating all the charges, I found the 
average to be es nearly as possible £350. None 
of these were exceptional, all of them fair and 
usual and all conducted throughout to final judg¬ 
ment. The amount stated may appear to be large, 
but it Is In reality little more than three per cent* 
on the value of the property in litigation, aa 
eminently favourable result. 

Mr. Forsyth truly says—"There is no laok of 
active and intelligent egenta in England, whoso 
interest it is to get appeals from India set down 
and heard as quickly as possible. But expedition 
at present is not possible , and agents and suitors are 
alike disheartened by the weary tedium of the l.tw’e 
delay, To send an appeal to England from India 
Is like casting bread upon the waters, in the hope of 
finding it 4 aftor many days', and many they am 
indeed." 

The delay naturally ifioretees theexpenees. When 
eases are set down for hearing in February, and are 
not heard then, when they are again set down for 
hearing in Jane, and may possibly be still further 
postponed till November, it le evident that Solioitors 1 
©nets and fees to Barristers must be largcfly and 
uselessly inoreased in amount—“aaehasly" as far as 
tbs interests of the case are.concerned—opt 0 f course 
with roforenoe to tho aforesaid Solicitors and Bar<v 
vistere themselves.

Ww before last we noticed tho appoint* 
meat of a Commission by Government for 
the purpose of, enquiring into the causes of 
the decline (?) of the Calcutta Matlrassa 
end suggesting measures for its improve¬ 
ment. The appointment of the Commission 
Is we are told due to a series of spirited 
and pithy articles which an up-ooun.try 
paper the Pioneer wrote and the Enylink¬ 
man reproduced id bit columns. Is may 
liavo been this; or it may have been some¬ 
thing else, though wo for our pert are inclin¬ 
ed to bolieve that the oraole must have been 
worked by come other influences than mere 
newspaper leaders. There was a great deal 
of truth, it cannot be denied, in what the 
Pioneer said with reference to tho Musul- 
|miins and tho blight that has fallen upon 
'Ahem. But we do not suppose it will be 
easy to traoe their- deterioration and their 
exclusion from the higher professional walks 
of life U any neglect or insouciance on tho 
pnrt of the Government In the matter 
of education the Government has done no 
more for the Hindus than What it has done 
for the Mussulmans. There are no exclu¬ 
sive Government institutions now—*nud 

with the exception of the Madrossa and the 
Hindu School perhaps in Calcutta, tho 
Government Colleges and Schools in Lower 
Bengal at least are all open to all classes 
of men, whatever might be their religious 
creed or sooial standing. It is for the 
Mussulmans to avail themselves of the op¬ 
portunities which those place before them and 
to exert, instead of giving themselves up to 
idleness and frivolous pilau politics and direct¬ 
ing all their thought and energies to perfect¬ 
ing themselves in bootless adabs and kydas —• 
as if pilaus and adabs and Kydas were all 
that mou lived for. The fault is certainly 
theirs if they do not bestir themselves and 
choose to fly kites and kill flies. 

In the distribution of patronage too, the 
Government, as far as we arc aware, has 
shewn no leaning or bias towards any parti¬ 
cular class of its native subjects. If the 
Hindus have had the preference and have 
been more largely employed, it is because 
of their superior intelligence and education 
and it would not be right to expeofc Go¬ 
vernment to give appointments to Musul- 
mans which they are not or have not shewn 
themselves qualified to hold. 

“The Musulmans,” it has been said, “have 
a right to demand that they should start 
in life on equal terms with the rest of the 
tation.” By all means let the Mosul¬ 
's what they Want and we have 
t,; '*ht to grudge.

say if this was true. Since his departure how¬ 
ever there has been a change in the fortunes 
of tho Musul mans And better days have 
dawned upon the Hindus; This reason is 
obvious. The Hindus had the good souse 
to perceive which way things were tending 
and by availing themselves largely of the 
benefits of English education have come 
out stronger than their brethren. Tho 
Musulman could not keep Up the race with 
them and have been left far behind, 
fact cannot be gainsaid that Musulman stew 
dents arc generally duller in intellect} more 
apathetio and indolent in their habits than 
the Hindus. Ask any one Who has had 
anything * to do with Musulman b>ys and 
he will bear you out in this. It is useless 
thoreforo to throw tho blame on Govern¬ 
ment, Tho duty of tho Government is to i 
provido moans for the education of its 
subjeots and tg select for its services the 
best hands available. It will always patron¬ 
ize those who are deserving. This is 
sound polioy as well ns commou sense. 
Shew yourself worthy and the Government 
is ready to euojurago and patronize you. 
To our mind the «disease from which the 
3Iusulman population seem to bo suffering 
is apparent and tho remedy is not far to 
seek. Let Masulinnn students apply to 
their studies with the diligence aud per¬ 
severance of tho Hindus—let them endea¬ 
vour to win University Honors and de¬ 
serve better in the way Hindu students are 
doingj and though even then we do not 
expect that intellectually they will come 
superior to tho Hindus—we lmve no doubt 
they will be in a fair way to better their 
condition and raise themselves from that 
siough of ignorance and slo;h to which 
they seem to have sunk. If nothing else, 
the/ would bo oapablo of more sustained 
energy if they would exert and in this thoy 
would beat the Hindus we are almost sure. 
The Government too will then be disposed 
and to a certain extent bound to toko 
them into its service quite in tho same way 
and to tho same extent as it is doing in 
the case of Hiudus. Without this it would 
be Useless to complain und to set up special 
picas and claim special favors. 

We hope wo will not be tnisuudcrstood 
by our Musulman brethren. We fully sym¬ 
pathize with them aud regrut very much 
that they should bo behindhand in tho 
raoe, but wo should ho wanting in our duty 
as jouruulists if wo did not point out where¬ 
in to our thinking lies their weakness. We 
do not however in the slightest degree mean 
to uugeuerously or spitefully disparage them 
but offer our sentiments iu a perfectly liberal 
spirit.

The last commentator; who drew 
his learning from the sagos of MitUiia and 
founded the new school in Bengal, iook de¬ 
light in baffling the ingenuity of bis tea¬ 
chers and was only a commentate* pc the ju¬ 
rist# of old. To reconcile discordant the¬ 
ories was bis forte. The object of his work, 
his arguments, aud his commentaries was 
to prove that there could not exist any

difference among the Jurists of old; as law 
was not a human but a divine institution, 
aud that as the sages wrote from inspiration 
they could not possibly err. However great 
was the ingonuity displayed, the lawyer 
never rose to be a jurist. His scope oou* 
fined him ta his author and disabled him 
from grappling with tho scieooe itself. 
Juggumutha followed in his wako but his 
province confined him to what his masters 
wanted. .His collection and collation of 
precepts end doctrines have done immense 
service to tho oause of Hiudu Law, but 
there was no attempt at reducing Hindu 
Law to a science. 

We have had astute lawyers, but na 
one has 1 bought of reducing law to its 
first principles. Tho book before us is the 
first attempt of tho kind. It is written in 
a chaste and perspicuous style free from those 
flourishes of rhetoric whioh disfigure the 
writings of the present day. The style suits 
tho dignity of the subject-matter, a pre¬ 
face remarkable for clearness of style and, 
soundness of sense the author introduces his 
subject, and lays before his readers the du;y 
of acquiring & knowledge of the law. Every 
man, whatever his position iu society, 
ought to know the first principles of law. 
Irrespective of tho maxim that ** ignorance 
of law is no excuse/ 1 a man may be called, 
ipon to perform c onerous duties where igno- 
ranoe of law will no v . only be no oxouss 
but may happen to Cause injury to the 
liberty or property of others. A know¬ 
ledge of tho elementary principles of law is 
essentially nooss&nry to every body, aud the 
book bofore us supplies it to n large extent. 
The auttlysis and arrangement of tho book 
are excellent. Though only a portion of 
the work is out, that portion is quite suffl- 
cisnt to prove the erudition of the author. 

We would recommend the work to those 
who intend to be candidates for the Moffusil 
Pleadership or Mooktearship Examination 
in the Vernacular language. To them it 
will render immeuse service. Every Zemin - 
dar ought to read it. At times he is led 
to nets which but for his ignorance of law he 
would not ha^j^pmmitted. 

We should be sorrsT-if juaj a thing does 
not sell.

It; haa its own shOrtoOntihgs and its 
own uncertainties which uMist he remedied 
and cleared off before.itought to ospira to 
this ambitious future. “ This wRl depend/* 
as we said upwards of a year ago* * f this 
will depend entirely upon the number of 
drugs proved, and, noon the scientific ae* 
curacy and rigour with whtoh the provings 
are conducted. In other words, the en¬ 
croachments of the New System upon the 
domain of the Old, will bo in proportion 
to the rapidity* solidity, end care with 
which its own superstructure is built. 
With each addition to the Materia Medica 
Pure, or, aa it ahall be henceforth called, 
thy science of physiological pharmacodyna¬ 
mics, the landmarks of old mystio medunno 
will gradually disappear, to oe replaced by 
the landmarks of Positive Medicine, which 
•bull atSnd like the everlasting rocks in the 
riidst of the ocean unaffeoted by the billows 
of angry contention that will dash in vain 
against their sides* and Unmoved by the 
storms of theories* charged with the lurid 
lightning of specious sophistry that will play 
^Armless about tbeir tops.” 

* Of Positive Medicine, we have as yet 
but'the b«r« outline. The details are 
numerous and have to bo worked out. The 
following are the points towards which re¬ 
search must be directed : 

1. The limits of the law. Dr. Sharp 
baa brought down the law to the action of 
drugs. It has ySt to be considered bow for 
the curative action of drugs on the 
principle of similarity extends.

general and eternal principles which con¬ 
stitute tho uMrawf science of jurisprudence- 
Now the philosophy which is deducibie 
from unirersal history is something more 
grand, more accurate and more aooeptable 
as a science than metaphysics. Bat the 
philosophy of history, though scientifically 
superior to metaphysics, does not overlook 
the latter. On the contrary, the co-ordina¬ 
tion of metaphysical thought with snch 
other phases of thought as have either 
preceded or followed it, is one of the grand¬ 
est problems of historical science* This 
is one way of proving that a-scientific 
lawyer must also he a metaphysician. But 
a singular and still more cogent proof, $han 
this is afforded by that branch of abstract 
jurisprudence which is called the Law of 
Evidence. Whoever has studied the prin¬ 
ciples of that law will not hesitate to say 
that those principles embody the specula¬ 
tions of moralists and metaphysicians, the 
rac@i valuable deductions of history, and 
the most unquestionable facts of every-day 
experience. Whoever is acquainted with 
the Law of Evidence will declare with 
Lord Ertkiue that “its rules are founded 
in the charities of religion, in the philoso¬ 
phy 1 of**hutnan nature, in the truths of his¬ 
tory, and in the experience of common 
life/ 9 * 1 ’ Listen; new to Burke.

COMMERCIAL MORALITY. 


A distinguished political writer referring , 
to Napoleon's saying that the English are 
a nation of shop-keepers observes that the 
saying though regarded by soroo patriots as 
a compliment is very far from being one. 
He then give a long catalogue 

of the msoalities of the shop-keepers of 
Loudon,#wltfuk are, we^are afraid, in some 
respects surpassed by those of their China 
Bnxar brethren. 

It is said that there is scarcely a single 
baker in London who does not adulterate 
bread with alutn—an ingredient which when.! 
mixed with flour makes a loaf look whiter, 
retain more water and consequently seem 
heavier than it otherwise would. Such at 
least is the opinion of an able writer to the 
Westminster Review for January last, an 
opinion ia support of whioh he adduces the 
evidence given before a Parliamentary Com* 
mittee. Coffee,, ft is well-known, is but too 
often adulterated with chicory, chicory with 
Venetian red and Venetian red with brick- 
dust. The adulteration of liquors is much 
mere genial. Cocaine indiem berries, grains 
of paradise* fei&ana aotd ami other in¬ 
fernal ingredients era largely made use of 
tor dragging w*w« and upirit*. 

8 b low fctheatate <rfewpitomftl fioral* 
tty that anoerdiug to HwbcrtSpenoer a 
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hundred yards Of ribbon has censed to mean 
a hundred yards of ribbon ; it means some¬ 
thing less. Mr. Spenoer ascribes this decay 
of commercial morality to the idolatrous 
homage which is paid to riohes whilst high 
mental and moral worth is far from being 
so wet) appreciated as it should bo. With 
due deference to that great thinker we beg 
leave to soy that his explanation, though 
satisfactory as fnT as it goes, is incomplete. 
The commercial immorality cf which we 
complain is due in a great me^nre to the 
system of strong competition which now 
rules the commercial world and the evils 
of which have driven so many good and 
wise men to communism, Fourierism, and 
Saint Simonism. The tendency of large 
capitals ia to swallow up small capitals. 
The big capitalist undersells the little capi¬ 
talist, and often drives him to the practice 
of dishonest tricks to avoid ruin and star¬ 
vation. We cannot do witb^jf^om peti¬ 
tion ; the great problem of political economy 
in the present day is to mitigate its evils. 

Nor is the immorality confined to the 
lower walks of commercial life. The Court 
of bankruptcy often makes startling revel¬ 
ations regarding merchants whoso words 
were believed to be as good as* their bonds. 
During the last few years many great 
names have become bye-words among whioh 
those of Sir John Dtfan Paul, Colonel Petrie 
Waugh, and the Directors of Overrend, 
Gurney A Co. figure most prominently. 

We must not bo misunderstood. We are 
far from denying that the majority of mer¬ 
chants and bankers are upright* men. 

to say is that the number 
3JgHHB8ep among the mercantile classes 
has ofTate apparently increased. The 
Albert Insurance Company, though not 
exactly a commercial institution, is very 
nearly allied to such institutions, and it 
will not be out of plaoe to speak of it 
here. During the years 1854 to 1861, the 
Company's profits amounted to £JU4,774, 
whilst its losses during the last seven years 
have been more than a million and a quar¬ 
ter sterling; yet the Directors of the Head 
Office in London have up to the date of 
suspension of payment all along represented 
the affairs of the Company as flourishing, 
issued lying prospectuses to ensnare new 
policy-holders, and kept the Local Board 
in Calcutta in complete ignorance of the 
real state of affairs. The conduct of Mr. 
Neale the London Director can scarcely be 
distinguished from obtaining money under' 
false pretences. No language is too-strong 
to condemn the proceedtflgv of the London 
Board. 

As in the eatc' of the Agra and Master- 
man's Bank, the Calcutta business of the 
Albert Insurance Company was very sound 
and the failure has been entirely owing 
to the gross mismanagement of the Head 
Office in London, which has treated the 
Calcutta Branch as a milch cow. We hope 
and trust that the policy-holders in India 
will cordially support the OommRIra of 
Inquiry in its efforts to make thn CoWt of

INDIAN FINANCE. 

In all matters and particularly in matters 
of Indian Finance, the Secretory of State 
is practically a perfectly irresponsible officer. 
The British. Parliament does not, as has been 
pointedly observed by a leading English 
paper, “control a single sixpence of Indian 
Finance." He has every year to lay before 
the House a statement of the Finances of 
India, the object being to give Englishmen 
an idea of the financial position and prospects 
of the country, because Englishmen are said 
to bs privately through their connexions and 
by their investments, so much bound op with 
Indio, that such a statement is of the 
highest interest and importance to them, 
being one upon whioh they can rely. So 
: far so good. We oialy hope that English* 

| men will not forget the children of the * 

| soil and make their interests subservient 
to their own. Our present Secretary of 
State being a peer, a statement of Indian 
Financ^ was, for the first time, laid before 
the Lords nt their last sitting; and though 
the step or rather accidental circumstance 
has not led or is not likely to lead to a 
wholesome parliamentary interference, it 
will serve one good purpose at least,—the 
ignorance and apathy whioh hitherto pre¬ 
vailed in Indian financial matters will bo 
dispelled, and the leading men of England, 
peers as well as Commoners, will acquire some 
knowledge of them whioh they would not 
fail -to make use of when circumstances 
should arise. 

The result of the communications made 
to Parliament is any thing but hopeful 
and the prospects not cheering at all. 
Th8 ordinary Revenue and Expenditure 
just now are said to bo iu equilibrium. 

“ Fifteen millions more " says the Saturday 
Review “are collected than in the years before 
the mutiny; but then 15 millions more 
are spent The increase is partly owing to 
our now finding it necessary to keep a tight¬ 
er hold on ‘the country by having a larger 
European force, partly to the greatly in¬ 
creased expense of living which iuvolves a 
permanent augmentation of all pay and 
salaries; and partly to our continually 
governing better, hooping on foot a larger 
and better Police, offering more facilities 
for obtaining justice, guarding against fa¬ 
mines and so on." 

Anything likJ reduction under existing 
circumstances is considered impracticable. 
On the contrary there is every reason to 
expect that the expenditure will increase- 

“A voty larger snip” the same paper haa_ 

it “is being spent and must Ec “spent every 
year for Barracks. The prisons and gaols 
of India are disgraceful and must be re¬ 
built. Education must and will recoive 
larger grants Ac." Short-sighted mortals 
that we are, wo 'cannot understand why 
there should be so much rage for bar¬ 
racks. The health of the Eurojfean troop* 
must be valued; l$t barracks bo, therefore 
constructed where neoosaary. But is that 
any reason why large sums should be spent 
mry year for the purpose? Agaia it has 
been laid that the jails in this country are 
disgraceful and should bo rebuilt. We have 
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ns yet heard of ho proposal or movemeut 
in this country on this subject. The increase 
of Education grants forms another of the 
items quoted. If this means that more 
money is to be spent for the further 
diffusion of Education, wo have not of 
cjurse much to say. Hut we consider it 
incumbent on us to remind the authorities 
that they have hitherto been shamefully 
negligent and indifferent towards a most use¬ 
ful class of public servants, our school¬ 
masters we mean. The salaries of almost 
all classes of officers in the Government 
service have been augmented. Why should 
our Schoolmasters foi m an exception ? Sir 
John Lawrence was seldom in want of funds 
for any other purpose, but when the case of 
our schoool* masters was pressed on his 
attention, we arc told ho either endeavoured 
to burke it or had no money for them. We 
recommend their case to the favorable caro 
of Lord Mayo and trust His Lordship will 
not allow ii to stand over any louger. 

Among tho usual ways and means where¬ 
by the Revenue could be raised, there is not 
one we are told that can admit of any fur¬ 
ther augmentation, The Land-tax is either 
permanent or “ held at a fixed rent during 
a period of years.” The custom dues can¬ 
not be raised, because “ Manchester is too 
powerful to allow the Indian Revenue to 
bo adjusted to its inoonvenience ” And the 
Inoome-tax does not yield even a million 
sterling quite. Let the Military expendi¬ 
ture ba curtailed as far as possible, let the 
oustom duties be slightly raised and let, if 
tbore be necessity for morp money still, 
some indirect mode of taxation be adopt¬ 
ed ; and then our impression is there will 
be little occasion for either an Income Tax 
or so much despair about equalising Income 
and Expenditure

AN ASYLUM FOR HELPLESS 
FEMALES. 

Wr have teceived tho first Report of St. 
Viueent's Home, Calcutta, with a list of 
subscribers and donors and an Appendix 
containing a statement of receipts and dis¬ 
bursements. It it 'a purely Roman Ca¬ 
tholic institution, and our readers will see 
from the following that it is designed 
especially to bo an asylum for helpless 
femalesThe two institutions (the 
Society of St. Vinoent de Paul and St 
Vincent's Homo) arc perfectly distinct 
from each other, although the good 
of tho poor and needy is a paramount 
common objeot with both* as*SHs with 
all ctiantaftte ‘'Societies, /et each of the 
two Institutions of whioh we are speaking 
has a distinct and different work to accom¬ 
plish. That distinction cannot be better 
shown than by a brief statement of tho 
work whioh ♦efiob has to oarry out. Both 
are Catholic Institutions, both profess to 
relieve the wauta of the poor and indigent 


of others, and lastly, the members of both ; whioh he responded to our oall and per- 


work gratuitously. But here the similarity 
ends. The Society of St, Vincent de Phut 
has to do with the distress of both sexes, 
the Home has regard only to the wanes 
of the female and moro helpless portion 
of the population of tho town. The So¬ 
ciety affords outdoor relief, the Home 
affords shelter and a refuge where the 
houseless poor can go to, the homeless find 
a homo. But if there is one mark of 
distinction r moro than any other whioh 
0 harn 0 tcri 7 .es and distinguishes tho Homo 
from all other charitable Institutions, it 
is this; in all countries, among all olassos 
and all creeds, experience' abundantly 
shows that where females are left utterly 
destitute not only arc they less able 
than men to earn a livelihood (and 
for this their limited powers afford some 
apology) but tho moans to which they not 
unfreqiiefti/./ resort after iheir other efforts 
to help themselves have proved fruitless, 
is to lend a life of sinful degradation. 
Ono of the principal objeots, then, for 
which the Home has been established is 
to prevent this fatal error, this great and 
enduring sin, and in this respect it is 
pre-eminently an Institution whioh com¬ 
mends itself to tho liberal support of all 
good men.” 

A philanthropic lady—Mrs. Dowling—did 
not hesitate to sacrifice every personal com¬ 
fort in undertaking the management of the 
Home from its very commencement in April 
1866 to the‘22nd of December 1868 when 
she was relieved by three Nuns who had 
come out specially to asst|tij|MtfHfe|fck 
There were in the Home otnHj^Sgge 
40 inmates per month, and the income 
and expenditure amounted to Rupees 
8,607-6-0 and Rs. 0,777-1-8 respectively. 
During a period of little more than throe 
years the collections amounted to Rs. 
18,924 of which no less than the sum of Rs. 
U,012tOr more than 54 per cent was contri¬ 
buted by* the Society of St. de Paul.! 
The daily increasing demand for out-door 
help upon this society renders it necessary 
that its affairs should be separated from 
these of the Home. With a viey to effect 
this tho Secretary to the Committee has 
made an appeal for aid, which we aiiioprety 
hope the publio, without distinction* of 
amte or creed, race or color, will heartily 
respond to. The Secretary remarks:— 
“Already we are much indebted to the 
rifcy of the Publio, for without it we 
jgsot have inaugurated suoh an in- 
Stitutiou/^rntwh lags have supported and 
ihetoted a number of women and 

children wTlhasK-lhree years. It 
is to the ebarity of the Public that the 
inmates of the Home are indebted for 
iti; commodious shelter and quiet oomforta, 
tftd thrift!* are specially due to our revered

namely, the rent of the Home. 

“ But there are Some who, if they have 
nut helped ns in mOney, have helped ns 
to savo money, whioh was quite as good, 
and it is oar bound en duty, as it is a 
great pleasure to us to mention among 
the foremost of these, the name of Dr. 
Kenneth Bruce Stuart. Dr. Stuart is a 
Protestant gentleman, but setting aside all 
consideration of oreed, and with a noble 
generosity that does infinite credit to him, 
has given us his gratuitous services for 
three long years, from June, 1866 to July, 
1869, without any other reward than tho 
satisfaction of having relieved the distresses 
of suffering humanity. We deeply regret 
that our moaus have not j*et enabled us to 
acknowledge his kindness in any other way 
than by an expression of our heartfelt 
thanks, but we assure him that our grati¬ 
tude is not the less sincere, because our 
poverty does not permit us to give it other 
expression. 

“ By a simple calculation it will be seen 
that the monthly average of inmates in tho 
Home for the past throe years has been 38 
in number, and omitting the expenditure 
on account of furniture, which had to bo 
purchased at the first starting, the cost of 
each individual for food, olothing and 
shelter, t. bouse rent included, has been, 
only fourteen Rupees. That the cost has 
been so small, considering the oomforts 
whioh the Home affords, is due in a great 
measure to the gratuitous labour of air who 
ha vo worked for the good of the Institution. 

“ But the Home is ample enough for the 
aooommodation of a much larger number 
than its limited means have hitherto en. 
abled it to support, and the individual cost 
would be very rauoh lessened if the charity 
of the Publio helped itV ?T f ®nj| its sphere 
of usefulness. This will be best^ achieved 
when we are in a position, 'M purchase or 
oonstruot a suitable building, and thus get 
rid of the heavy charges on account of 
house rent., v * * * 

” If by an expenditure of A few rupees a 
# month (and this happy result would follow 
the purchase of a house*.) a destitute and 
helpless woman could hewed from enter¬ 
ing into a life of degradation, could obtain 
food and shelter and eyentually the means 
of earning an honest livelihood, wo are 
very much mistaken wear estimato of 
the kindly feelings ofour nature if one 
solitary individual eouldbe found who 
would wJttie to contribute to the best of 
hie ability in bringing about this happy

THE MUSSULMANS OF BENGAL. 

(Communicated.) 

We are exceedingly sorry to notice the 
unkind tone of a recent article of a weekly 
contemporary on tho Mussulmans of Ben¬ 
gal. The Englishman has characterised 
it os ft M somewhat ungenerous article” and 
vro do not think he would have been far 
out of the mark if he had dropped the 
softening epithet “ somewhat." The writer 
of tho article says M Xt is our proved sym¬ 
pathy with our Mahometan brethren whioh 
has also enabled us without fear of mis¬ 
representation to speak with plainness of 
the sores ii> that community." For ourselves 
we do not remember over to have detected 
any Mahometan proolivities in our worthy 
contemporary and we ooufess we are un- 
aware of his sympathy for nny community j 
whatsoever excepting tho “ British Indian 
Association." Labouring under this igno¬ 
rance wo Oftnnot bejp concluding that the 
article in question is full of petty jealousy. 
Ju 3 t half a dozen lines before he vaunts 
of his “proved sympathy" our contem¬ 
porary remarks “ It is impossible however 
to caloulate the possibilities of Mahometan 
fanaticism." Is this the dictate of his prov¬ 
ed sympathy ”P “ Mahometan hate," Maho¬ 
metan ambition/’ Mahometan crped" “the 
atrocities of 18f>7" aro all dwelt upon with 
apparent delight; and a few lines after his 
solemn assurance of “proved sympathy” 
he declares that until “ they have learnt 
to modify their present stiff creed, it is 
worse than useless, it is dangerous to 
enlarge their enpaoity for mischief." Is this 
tho effect of gushing sympathy? Sympathy 
is made of a far different stuff: for if this 
is sympathy, we have yet to learn what 
antipathy means. In truth as we read 
tho article we cannot help thinking that 
if our contemporary were to bo the king 
of Ilindoostan tomorrow he would at ono^ 
exterminate Islamism from this land—of 
cc.urvcyn/d^W^fmre “sympathy " no doubt. 

Wl^do not intend to review this article 
or t<? sktflftifc this unpleasant subject. We 
have a great deal of respeot for our con¬ 
temporary ; but in all friendliness we will 
say that he is oftentimes intemperate. 
The anidgonism of raoe which unhappily 
yet subsists between the governing class 
and the governed, is partially kept up by 
his inconsiderate articles, and now in the 
name of Bengal let him not create a schism 
between Hindoos and Mussulmans. 

As regards oar Mahometan brethren 
we assure them of our sincere good wishes 
and we also assure them of the fact that 
the Hindoo Patriot does not faithfully 
represent she views of educated natives.

Mo wonder then, while Government would 
pass him by without notice that the school master 
may be reckoned by his own illiterate countrymen 
as only an English Gooromohasuy. Certainly, it 
is no uncommon thing to see a hard working and 
intelligent officer in this Department drawing his 
monthly ICO its. after a long service of 10 or 15 
years. Perhaps that is tho ne plus ultra of all his 
earthly expectations. It is only a few favored 
and rather, lucky individuals who oan be kicked 
up stairs more by ohance and forbearance on 
the part of the powers that be, than from any 
principles of justice and arrangement. Far be it 
from me to envy or decry those of my favored 
countrymen, who have entered other professions; 
yet injustice only I would say (hat if you oompare 
the condition of the poor Eohool Master as honestly 
earning his bread as any body else with others, 
you will llud him sadly overlooked indeed. 

As the Education Budget of 1870-71 is still, 
I presume, in hand of the Direotor of Public In¬ 
struction, permit me, my dear Sir, thus to call 
upon my‘brethren to strike while the iron is hot.

SOMETHING FOR THE MONOHYlt DISPEN¬ 
SARY COMMITTEE. 

7b the Editor of the Bengalee, 

8ir,--Iu my last letter T informed you of a 
meeting of the respectable inhabitants of this plaoe. 
Native and European, held to raiso a fund 
for the purpose of establishing throo Branch 
Dispensaries ip suitable parts of the town. That 
this is not yet necessary here is proved by the fact 
that the people of this place have very little faith 
iu English Medicine. Only such persons as oamiot 
afiord to pay for their treatment or suoh as need 
tofftoal *14 0 *U to the nssistuuce of a doctor. 
Otherwise 4 few viroilbiitliilo ' 

religion aad custom are muoh against it. More¬ 
over the station is not a large one; it being about a 
mile and a half long und a milo broad. Aod wo 
have already here a charitable Dispensary and a 
branch attached to it. How many others will theu 
a town of such length and breadth require nnd 
admit of. Desides, the existing ones are very de¬ 
fective. The building of the main Dispensary 
is not spacious and can contain Hut n few indoor 
patient*. The nujuber of those that ars allowed to 
‘ be taken to is very limited, tfuyir diet expense 
never exceeding Rupees SO. ■ These even are not 
provided with proper beddings; only a few Khateae 
and some earthen platforms are their bedsteads; 
and some blankets their yuddyn and all. And what 
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\n strange, cleanliness which is indispensable to the 
preservation of health, is not Well attended to. 
Tho patients are allowed t-> use their dirty 
clothes. Ou the other hand the people of this part 
of the country are extremely dirty. So that the 
stink of their clothes is so awful that one can hard¬ 
ly put his head, into the rooms. I think prisoners 
in the jail arc better treated. Under suoh cir¬ 
cumstances how is it possible to expeot a tl 'rough 
rapid recovery of the patients. Ou the contrary 
continuance in such a dirty place eon protract 
illness. It does‘not appear that there is a fair 
and prbfuse supply of good medicine too. Is it 
not then reasonable to employ all money and 
labour in mendiug these bad arrangements? In¬ 
stead of spending a large sura on the erection of 3 
additional buildings it would be far better to enlarge 
the present our, to supply the sick with good medi- 
oitio and healthy food, and to provide them with 
clean clothes and soft beds. Of what use it would be 
to raise several defective things iuatead of perfecting 
what we have already got. It would be nothing 
rkore than waste of money and labour. For what¬ 
ever will the resources of the new dispensaries be, 
they will not be such as to provide for, at the 
Utmost, a Native Doctor and a Compounder and a 
Scanty supply of medicine for eaoh. Undor the 
guidance of suoh men they will be almost worthless. 
There is yet time. The subscriptions have not 
yet been collected. Let the members of the Dis¬ 
pensary Committee ohango their resolution and 
apply their money and efforts to a worthier 
purpose. Outsiders may look upon Dr. Cameron 
the Civil Surgeon to be a philanthropist and an 
enthusiast in the promotion of public good. But in 
fact he is doing very little good to us. If he really 
Wants to be popular here let him direct his exer¬ 
tions to the removal of our want* stated above 
aud suoh as may fall into hie practised eyes.

Bah tdoor that a new systeid has been introduced 
into tho Polios administration by the Polios Superin¬ 
tendent of Ahmedabad, by whioh ejemontary 
education is imparted to the polioe peons, &o., 
during their leisure hours. A Library has also 
been established for their use, nod for none of those 
things is auy fee levied on the sepoys, which wse 
attempted at the outset, but abandoned on their 
having expressed great dissatisfaction. This may, 
at first sight, appear a sentimental endeavour, 
but if it is earnestly snd systematically acted upon, 
some substantial benefit may ensue. For every 
police peon to have an elsmentary knowledge 
of his own lauguage, ig to arm himself with a 
speoial faoility in the exeoution of hie duties. 

— A London jouurnal states that the sister of tho 
imprisoned nun, Barbara Ubryk, who is still living 
M Warsaw, has communicated to n Polish paper, 
the Daily Courier , some further particulars of 
her history. It appears from her itatement that 
her parents were small lauded proprietors, and 
that they died young, leaving four daughters. 
Of these Anns, afterwards named Barbara, was 
brought up^by her aunt, and afterward* sent to 
tho sohool of the Order of the Visitation. Hero 
eh* became ill, upon whioh she was taken by tha 
Countess Dsiewanowska into her houee. As soon 
as her health began to improve she again begged 
to be taken to the Convent of the Visitation, but 
she wee refused admission She. then obtained an 
introduction to the Carmetit Convent at Cracow, 
and since then her family heard fining more of 
her, exoept that she had btootho insake and was 
well 
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— Letters from Simla inform the JMh/Umlito that 
the late heavy raiha^mud there has been very 
heavy raih Uiere— have%tade the Durbar at Agra 
a certainty now. Nothing official has however as 
yet transpired on the subject. 

—The above journal states that the Hon'hle 
Mr. Maine will stay a few days at Allahabad, 
Jubbulpore and Bombay before aailing for England 
on tho Oth October. M. Fits James Stephen, his 
suooessor, will reach India about the end of De¬ 
cember. 

— According to the d^ov* authority there i* now 
little ,doubt that the'Government of India has 
applied for the services of tho Commander-In-Chief 
for another year. No answer has yet been received 
to tfc*r^olioation, which will, in all probability, be 
aoquiesoea in. But, eay* a Simla correspondent, 
Sir William himwolf has not abandoned any of the 
usual preparations for a jouruey home. 1 Ahd it 
would seem to me that if they hod better aek him 
to do so before all his arrangements are completed 
and his books and papers pecked up.' 

— We are glad to learn from Mr. Lepel Griffin’s 
Punjab Weekly Memorandum that the prospeote of 
the provinoe have altered very materially for the 
better einee the publication of the memoradnm of 
the 1st of September. The orops were then in many 
districts drying up from the oontinued drought, and 
an immediate fall of rain was neoessary to save a 
portion of the Punjab from famine. The rain, «o 
urgently needed, ha* at last fallen, and, on Satur¬ 
day the 4tk, and Sunday 5th September, seems to 
have been very general in Punjab from the Satlej 
to the Jhelam, or even the Indus, The majority 
of the'; reports here published were diapaoheg pfS- 
vious to the lota fall of rain, but telegrams, priVtfo, 
and other letters have been reoeired from many 
districts, and all arc to ths effeot that the rein has 
been of the utmost benefit and has saved ths 
Kharis harvest, whioh in some district* will bs 
much below the average, irretrievable harm having 
been already done by the drought, but in others 
Will bs average nr above the average.

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THE LATE BABOO GRISH GHUNDER 
GHOSE. 

We dip our pea ia oar heart's blood to 
recoord the death in the very prime of his 
life of one of the ablest and foremost amoag 
oar countrymen—the founder and editor of 
this paper—Baboo Grish Ghunder Ghost, 
The eonntry has lost io him a noble speci¬ 
men of humanity whieh it is rare to 
meet in these days. A more honest, con¬ 
scientious and patriotic Hindu gentleman per¬ 
haps never eame across our path. It 
was impossible to seo him and not to be 
inspired with admiration for the unaffect 
ed simplicity and blandness with which his 
countenance was marked. He belonged 
to no clique or ooterie of Young Bengal 
and Old Bengal wbo have the misfortune 
to be so often and so numerously divided, 
and yet be was a favorite with all. In his 
tootnl intercourse with his own countrymen 
whether of the most orthodox or the most 
heterodox kind, his behaviour was the most 
oorrect. Te never in his life either by deed 
or by word offended any body's feelings or 
flattered any body’s prejudices. His manners! 
were as pleasing as they were consistent j 
with gentlemanly etiquette. While he would 
greet a friend imbued with English ideas 
by a warm and affectionate shake of the 
band, he would bend his neck and fold his 
bands to one «f*the orthodox class. The 
circle ctf his friends and acquaintances was 
so large'that it was a positive incoove- 
nienoe to bear him oompany cither in e 
walk in the streets, a bathing excursion to 
the ghats or a run through the Railway 
[station to catch the train. He had so many 
people to speak to, to snake kind enquiries 
of, that he had often to be reminded that 
time was running. It was impossible* to 
know him cnee and to pass him by. Hi 
pleased every bodyas h« himself seemed to be 
pleased He was a born gentleman

His] 
pnjb^f;^ftfite^r' was alike noble and 
independent. Hie apeeohes and bis writings 
W&enwrev influenced by party prejudioes or 
lectional interests. He was a warm advo¬ 
cate for the emancipation of the ryot and 
while he fought for his eause with discri 
minate zeal end surpassing ability, be never: 
allowed bis understanding to be biassed 
against well meaning and considerate zemin 
dars. His mind was so weli-balanced that: 
he could never be accused of undue par-j 
tiality to any class or olasses of interests. 
Tie editorship of the Bengalee has been one 
if uniform manliness and independence. 
Though prevented by illness and the pressure 
of official duties from writing much of late, 
he never allowed a moment of leisure 
comfort to pass without inditing something 
new or original; his ohief^wift was that 
he could give to the bappvbst of thoughts 
the happiest of words. His style was 
singularly classic and chaste—sueh as has 
never been equalled by that of any other] 
Bengalee'gentleman. To fluency of pen hej 
added the uncommon qualification of fluency 
of speech. He was a ready speaker and 
never in his life delivered a set speech 
An article in the Caleutta Review evidently 
from the pen of Colonel Malleson, thus 
bears testimony to bis wonderful ability in 
this respect:—“The lecturer, Baboo Grish 
Ohuuder Ghose, the editor of one of the 
best native papers in this part of India, 
is well known ns a speaker for the bril 
lianoy and fertility of liis ideas which he] 
gives utterance to with a fluency which 
many English speakers might well oovet. 

But the Bengalee did not monopolize his 
pen. His contributions to the Bengal Me 
center, a weekly paper started by ope 
his elder brothers who now holds a high 
position in the Government service and who 
is also well knoan for his literacy ability, 
were innumerable and much applauded, 
The then Editor of the Friend qf India t \ 
Mr. Marshman, never lost an opportunity 
of commending the style and spirit 
those writings. Gireumstanoes however over] 
which the brothers had no control obliged 
them to abandon for a time their literary 
undertaking, but again the ardent spirit 
broke forth, and Baboo Grish Ghunder on 
bis own account started a new paper and 
ohriatened it the Hindoo Patriot For 
leriea of years he conducted it in a most 
able and independent manner, when tholate 
Baboo Hurrieh Ghunder Mookerjea name 
to his aid as a Lieutenant. The genius 
and eneigyj^HttmaVkoon proved him to 
be a, wortfiy oompeer wbeif Baboo Grish 
Ohimdereenferred on him the Captainship of] 
bisowuaeoori, contenting himself with ocoa- 
liqMl displays of wit and •twmgthof mind 
wbi^ eould ot b© mieta^c Haring the 
of tbe mutiny wl» men of tbe’ biood 
fcalp aobool were denounoiog wholesale 
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under the name of the Cahntta Monthly 
Retie it. His articles on race antipathy end 
race antagonism were most telling, and snob 
was the indignation of the English press upon, 
him that a member of it seriously proposed] 
to give him a sound thrashing, perhaps in 
ignoranoe of the fact that the man was full' 
six feet high with a proportionate breadth of] 
stature and firmness of limbs. But that] 
breadth of stature and that firmness of 
limb which might have resisted or baffled 
any human force, melted like wax before 
fire at the touch of the dart flung by the 
hand of the inexorable tyrant—Deal b. And 
os we think of bis oruel act, our tears begin to 
flow and moisten the paper on which we write. 

The pen equally refuses to reoord the de¬ 
rails of this hurried end. On the night? of 
[Monday, the 13th September, he complained 
»f feverishness and of an acute pain all over 
Ibis body. The pain gradually increased 
jbut not to such an extent as to oause 
alarm in his family. On Friday morning 
be felt himself so well that his medieal at¬ 
tendant advised him to take some light food. 
In the night however he had fever which 
the Doctor said the next day was nothing. ] 
On Saturday night he was delirious. An¬ 
other Doctor was therefore sent for. This 
gentleman came early Sunday morning. In] 
the evening he called again and said in an-| 
swer to enquiring and anxious friends: 

The base is very serious, the patient ought! 
to be looked after very carefully. But there 
is hope , yet.” It waa believed by all that 
Baboo Grish Ghunder would recover as there! 
wss not any change in his countenance. 1 
But this hope was doomed to disappointment, 
jOn the following morning at 2£ a. m. he| 
breathed his last in his garden house at Bel- 
lore. This melaueholy event has moved thej 
whole native community and called forth one 
sincere outburst of grief. The inhabitants] 
of Belloore in a body attended the Ghat, and 
when his ashes were consigned to the river, 
they mournfully retraced their steps, lament¬ 
ing that Belloore was again destined to be 
enveloped in tbe gloom from which Baboo 
Grish Cbunder bad by his indomitable 
energy extricated her. 

A biography of Baboo Grish Ghunder 
Ghose will be a fitting memorial of him and 
we trust the # ta*k will be taken in hand by 
some one of hia numerous friends well ac¬ 
quainted with his life. For ourselves and for 
the present purpose, we oan only give a 
brief aq£<oary. 

He was born io Calcutta in his paternal 
»bwfe *i blate-ia fen# l«2d. 
youngest son of tbe late Baboo Ramdhone 
Ghose, son of Gossinath Ghose, tbe friend and 
oontemporary of tbe well known Eamdoolol 
Dey whose life Baboo Grish Ghunder himself] 

| had written in an exoelleot paper of about 86 
pages. In /his childhood he was as quick 
sad inoffensive as in his rip$r years. He 
was sent to sohool by his parents at tbe age 
of nine, and he completed his sohool career 
mm at sixteen. The Oriental Seminary 
his alma mater. When in the higher 
Masses, he was a great favorite of the .pro* 
Iprietor of the School Baboo Gourmohun 
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Addy and of the Hoad Master, Mr. Herman 
GrftVoy a teacher of great ability and classi¬ 
cal learning. Mr. Gcffroy lik^d him much for 
liis English composition and would always 
give him subjectsfor practice in English poetry. 
Once ho wrote somo excellent verses the sub¬ 
ject being given to him from a classi ¬ 
cal poet. We even now remember the 

Urst two,linos of otic of these pieces':— 

“ Once on ti t i me in n ro#y bower, 

“ Young Cupiil pi miked a blooming A>wer” 

For mathematics he had scarcely auy taste 
uud was therefore never at the head of his 
class. At tlio annual distribution of prizes 
which tlieu came on with great eclat at the 
Town Hull, he either got the second or the 
third prize. Aftor tho close of his school 
oi.reer, ho obtained a small berth iu the 
Financial Department on Its. 15 a month, 
but he soon displayed such aptitude for 
business that he was promoted to a place of 
Rs. 50. Through the interest of a friend by 
the name of Templeton ho got a higher berth 
iu the Military Auditor General's Office and 
he there continued till the cud of his life, 
having risen to the highest post (registrar- 
ship) which an Unoovenanted assistant, Native 
or European, could hope to attain. Ho and 
Hurrish Chunder Mookcrjea were fellow 
workors aud were appreciated iu an equal 
degree by their Covenanted heads. On the 
death of Hurrish who was the senior of the 
two, Grish Chuudor suooeeded to his place 
and in timo was placed at the head of the 
office. It is a matter worthy vf note that 
these two uoble sons of Bengal, who would 
have undoubtedly shone in any other sphere 
of business, should have been united in a 
common bondage and tied to the desk. The 
little leisure they could find from their offi¬ 
cial duties was devoted to literary pursuits. 
Baboo Grish Cbunder was very fond of 
Societies and clubs. Me was the President 
of tho Canning Institute, Howrah* What 
could not have men like Hurrish tmd Grish 
Ghunder done had their timo been their own. 
Their conn try yetowes much more to theft 
than to any one else aud should there¬ 
fore find saute fitting memorial fur their 
commemoration.

position it has secured. His death is a 
national misfortune. He has> left I vacuum 
not to be easily filled. We we^is" eon* 
slant communication with him had 
opportunities of observing .hie geuiue ?n every 
phase of life aud marking the strength 
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and versatility of his mind. We oan 
therefore say, without much exaggeration we 
hope, that his liko cannot perhwp3 be had 
again. Wo, who have had the benefit of hts 
sage advice and his invaluable help in the 
manngemon: of the paper for the last few 
months, now appear before our readers with¬ 
out a helmsman. But we will try our best 
to perform this arduous task till wo find 
a gentleman competent to take up bis 
mantle. In the meantime we hope the 
Bengalee will [mve tho warm and hearty co¬ 
operation of its supporters, contributors and 
the general public which it has hitherto re¬ 
ceived at their hands. We shall always tread 
iu the footsteps of our great master, and it 
shall ba our aim to make the Bengalee the 
organ of the people, at any rate of the 
cduoated classes. We shall never indulge in 
unseemly personalities, and in deuling with 
even the most unscrupulous opponents wo 
shall neve^ 0a :wget thut wo uro gentlemen. 
For, as our late lamented friend wrote, it is 
easy to abuse or put a bullet into another 
man’s head. They are the every-day acts 
of the ruffian. But ho who inspires love 
between man nod his fellow-man does the 
work of an angel. Wo elect tho latter 
course, and—may Heaven help us to follow it! 
While writing we havo so often stained the 
paper—-not with tho sweat of our brow, 
bat tear drops that coaso not to flow—that 
wo find it impossible to prooeed any further. 

INDIAN RAILWAYS.

says the Saturday Review,

¥ut boot upon enriching themselves as 
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" How do you manage here on your hundred 
rupees a month ?” asked a certain officer 
of a sub-contractor whom be found living 
apparently in greater luxury than the 
Ci.llector of the District^ “Why, bless 
you,” replied the upon-hearted Briton, 

I could not live, if it was not for that 
ten-foot rod of mine; these niggers are 
so deuced sharp.** And he showed the 
rod in question with which he %ad been 
measuring the work of the “ niggers,” and 
which was in reality though marked as 
ten feet eleven feet in length, so that ho 
paid on all his measurements just ten per 
cent less than he received from his superi¬ 
ors. Aud if honesty was more abundant 
as the scab was ascended, yet agaiast 
absolute waste, so long as the works went 
on there was no oheck whatever.” 

When Lord Dalhousie wrote his famous 
Railway minute, it was believed that tho 
cost of construoting a mile of Railway 
would not exceed £10,000. The average 
actual oust of constructing the East India 
Railway has been about £17,000 per mile. 
Whence is this enormous cost ? In England 
every Railway Company has to incur 
expenses for proouring au Act of Parlia¬ 
ment sanctioning the construction of tho 
line, and has to pay for the land which 
it takes. In India parliamentary expenses 
are out of the question and the Government 
pays for the land. In England labour is 
dear; in America it is so dear that tho 
labourer receivesjittle less than a dollar 
a day. In no civilised country is la¬ 
bour so cheap as in India. How is it 
then that the cost of making a mile 
of an Indian lino has been sometimes 
so high as £23,000, and the average 
oust per mile is £17,000? There can 
be but one answer to this question viz. 
that the Companies have been robbed 
to a great extent aud their funds wasted 
to a still greater extent. And on all this 
money so pilfered and wasted, the Govern¬ 
ment of India has to pay the guaranteed 
interest. After all this who oaa doubt 
that the Government dY*4oAiflu*I justified 
in resolving to ooustruot lines of ijft own P 
I*, i * all viry well to talk o£> the# laissez- 
faire principle. It was the laissez-faire 
principle pushed to extravagant lengths 
which led to the atarvatim of the Ooryas. 
In England, the Electric Telegraph® qf 
private companies have worked so ill. that 
the Government 1ms been compelled to 
abandon the laissez-faire principle with re¬ 
gard to them and to purohase them etna

On Thursday, the 16th Instaut, the 
Chief Commissioner of Oudh held a Durbar 
for the purpose of receiving an Address from 
the Members of the Reform Club in which 
they thanked Mr. Davies for all the favors 
shown by him to the Club, and enumera- 
oi tho advantages which have accrued 
to that Proviuoe under Mr. Davies* ad* 
ministration.

eonoomitant benefits. Nor do I see how 
this end cau be more effectually compassed 
than through the instrumentality of So¬ 
cieties like youn’s; whose Members re¬ 
presenting the rauk, wealth and cultivated 
intelligence of the country, attract, by 
their personal character and influence, 
the veneration of their fellow couutrymen, 
for their independence and the confidence 
if the Administrative Authorities in the 
Judgment and moderation of their corporate 
action.

Wb bejoiur to learn from the London 
correspondent of the Englishman that Baboo 
Fakeer Chunder Ghosr, to whom the Indian 
Counoil voted £100 to enable him to go up 
a second time for the Army Medical Service, 
has passed sixth in tho list.

The following items hnvo been commu¬ 
nicated to tho Press by the Government 
of India ;—Maharajah Muddun Pal, G. C. 8. 
I, of Kcrowlee died of cholera on the 17th 
, August last. This event has deprived 
j Rajpootana of one of its host native rulers. 
His Highness boro a high moral character, 
and was much respected aud liked by his 
subjects. 

Tho Maharajah having died without & 
son, tho Government of India has recog¬ 
nized Luchinuu Pal, the son of his younger 
brother Bislien Pul, as successor to the 
Raj of Hero vice. 

In addition to the existing educational 
institutions in B hopal, Her Highness tho 
I Shah Johan i#gum has just established a 
I school of industry, to bo called the “ Princo 
of Wales’s School/* where boys are to 
be "taught the art of weaving carpets, 
tape, socks, and other articles of cotton 
manufacture. Competent inscructors have 
been entertained for this purpose, and a 
system of money stipends has also been 
adopted to ensure regular attendance on 
the part of the pupils. Colonel Duly has 
been requested to convey to the Begum 
uu expression of the satisfaction with which 
tho Governor-General in Council has re¬ 
ceived this intelligence. 


The Government of India has laid down 
the following authoritative instructions for 
future guidance in the matter of medical 
attendance on TJuoovenanted Officiuls. Civil 
Sur|g0g shall* attend personally all Uu- 
oovehanted* Officers, living at tho head¬ 
quarter station of the district, whoso appoint¬ 
ments are uotifiad in the official Gazette by 
the Government of India or by any Local 
Government or Administration. In any 
station where there is an Apothecary, Sub- 
Assistant Surgeon, or Hospital Assistant, 
such Officers shall attend at their owu 
residences the upper subordinate grades of 
Government servauts, including clerks, 
whose appointments are not gazetted. For 
Government servauts of inferior grades, 
there are dispensaries and general or civil 
hospitals at most stations. Tho servants 
of Government employes shall also be treat¬ 
ed at these dispensaries or hospitals. But 
in all oases of emergency or of great danger 
or difficulty, the Civil Surgeon’s attendance 
is to bo given when applied for by tho 
subordinate medical attendant. 

The question having arisen whether it 
is proper for unjudicial officer to cause a 
jail to he inspected without giving previous 
notice to the prison authorities, the Go¬ 
vernment has ruled that it . has no doubt 
whatever of tho propriety 'of a judicial 
officer making himself acquainted with the 
nature of the prison accommodation available 
for persons sentenced to imprisonment Tho 

Government-^m^rked Jthnt .it is _ver£jLe* 

sirable that every judicial offioeF'wmi ecn- 
teuccs persons to imprisonment should 
muke himself thoroughly acquainted with 
the state of tho jails, and that iho action 
taken iu tho case under reference should 
be more generally followed, and that visits 
to jails by judicial ufficers should bo more 
frequent than at present. 

As regards the mauner iu which the 
enquiry should be made, and thA objections 
raised by the prison authorities, the Govern¬ 
ment considers that, though it may he tho 
ordinary custom to give the jail authorities 
previous notice of intended visits from 
officers of another department, it is very 
undesirable to lay this down ns a rule, 
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■iooe there in consUktsble advantage in 
the suddenneat of these visit*.

— Tho Hon’bie B. H. Ellis hating oeased to act 
as Member of the Council of the Governor-General 
on the return of the llon'ble G. N. Taylor, the 
flight llon’ble the Governor-General in Council bae 
heeu pleased to re-appoint him to be a Member 
of the Governor-General's Council during the further 
absence of the Hon’bie Sir U. Tewpl 1 ** K.C.S.l* 

— We take from the Indian Daily Neics the fol¬ 
lowing Resolution of Government:—It is a well 
understood rale applicable to every Department of 
the Administration that uo unsanctioned charge can 
be entered in the budget estimates of charge. 

2. It does not appear to be so well understood 
that, on the other hand, eveu a sanctioned charge 
cannot be incurred, and must not be passed by the 
officers of the Audit Department, until funds h*V'- 
been grunted to cover it. 

:i . Tho Right Hon’bie the Governor-General in 
Council is pleased to deolare that from this time for¬ 
ward, this rule must be rigidly observed, and that 
uo charge, even though it be sanctioned, which is 
not provided for by distiuet assignment of iuuds, is 
hcnce-forth to bo admitted by the Audit Depart¬ 
ment. 

4. Whenever application is made for sanction to 
nny expenditure which it is desired to incur wholly 
or in part before the next budget allotment is made, 
cither it must be shown that the oharge, if sanction¬ 
ed, can be mot by some re-arrangement of the 
budget grants, or an additional budget assignment 
must Be definitely asked for. 

— Tho Jjt'ioneer states that the Nawab Nazira of 
Moorshedabad contemplates fcaving England on his 
return to India in November. His two sous, how¬ 
ever, will remain in England under the oharge of 
Colonel Layard, who it about to take two years' 
furlough. 

— The Economist devotes an article to the solu¬ 
tion of this problem—why India does not pay. “ A 
main oause of our poverty in India, at least of our 
present poverty, is (it says) the mode in whioh we 
Bpend our revenue. Perhaps, indeed, this is the 
most peculiar thing about the English rule in Jadia. 
It is often said that oar Government is an anomaly 
in India because we are foreigner! there, but this is 
an error, la Asia, and, as history goes, almost all 
over &« world, Government by foreigners is the 
rule, and Government by natives the exception. 
The Roman Empire is only the most oelebrated of a 
hundred empires in which a people, comparatively 
few, triumphed over nations comparatively many. 
The Czar, at this moment, rulee over s non- 
Russian populanon of immense number and almost 
infinite variety. The truth is, that race prestige is 
among the most potent instruments of Government 
over the i&pkan mind—despot for despot it is less 
trying to hvdnan vanity to how down before the 
foreigner, He seems lets like oneself, ho is trained 


in another school, has a strength which is not our 
| strength, and skill which is not our skill, and so we 
j serve him easier. India, especially, has always been 
| governed by foreigners, and it would bo a strange era 
; in her history if she should over cease to be so. But 
the real anomaly is that the foreigners who now 
govern India make nothing out of her. .The Romans, 
or any other conquer^, would have made her send 
home a tributo. Par less fertile pro; Moik than the 
Valley of the Ganges yielded gr^tt sums to tho 
treasures of the Autonines? but wo expend in im¬ 
proving the country great sums which woulddmpress 
mankind if they were sent home, and would make 
the balance-sheet of each year look muoh better if 
they were not spent at all. Of course, this 'expen¬ 
diture is very good. Mr. Grant Duff justly ob¬ 
serves, “ The Ganges Cuual alone would entitle tho 
Government whioh ore&ted it to a high place among 
the benefaotors of mankind.” Nothing could be 
better policy as rulers than that we should spend 
money on reliable souroes of future revenue. N<A 
thing oould be better than that we should spend 
money in improving the people, llut still the faot 
remains that we do spend it, nnd our financial posi¬ 
tion is always impaired in consequense. 

— The Secretary to the Punjab Government 
communicates tho following cheering intelligence : — 
j The further information which, since tho date 


of the last Memorandum, has been received from 


I 

{ the several districts of the Punjab, is satisfactory 
in tho extreme. Tho rain has not only boon ex¬ 
ceptionally heavy, but has been general over the 
whole of the tract of eouutry which needed it 
most urgently. In some districts, to the south 
of the Sutlej, the Klwir'f crop hud been too much 
injured by the drought to recover, and in these 

j the harvest will not be good; while £rcal distress 
will for some months continue to prevail; hut 
the mujority of districts anticipate an unusually 
fine autumn orop, whilst tho rains have enabled 
the xemindar to show a great breadth of laud for 
the spring harvest. Prices are falling slowly, it 
is true, aqd in somo plaoea almost imperceptibly; 
but in Lahore itself whioh has a large consumption, 
there has been a fall of nearly two seers in the 
rupee in the price of wheat siuoe the rain. There 
cannot, however, be a great decrease in price 
until the gathering uf the autumn harvost, An 
unusual quantity of gram and math has been sown, 
and when these crops come into the market, wheat 
will at *>noe fall in price, ns the people will n^. 
use it, if they can get cheaper food ; and*' the 
grain dealers will be unwilling, with tHa expecta¬ 
tion of a good Rabbi harvest, to keep a largo 
stook*of wheat on hand. /The slate of the Puujab 
may this. vpaafc~be considered altogether favorable, 
and the satisfaction of the people at the prospect 
of a good harvest after so long a scarcity is un¬ 
bounded,

before the dark days of the Mutiny in whioh be had^ 
j not a chief hand. lie was a regular contributor 
! to the Hindoo Intelligencer , then edited by Baboo 
! Kashi Persaud Ghose. He was the Joint Editor 
with his brother Baboo Sroo Nauth Ghose, of the 
I Bengal Recorder } another weekly paper, establish- 
| ed only a few years before the Hindoo Patriot 
| was ushered into existence. The Hindoo Patriot 
was first brought into the field by him. He was 
a regular contributor to that paper in the time of 
Baboo Hurrish Chunder Mookerjea. After the 
death of Hurrish, tho paper was again held up 
by him, jointly with another gentleman, who is 
now on the staff of the Patriot. For some reason 
or other, he broke off his connection with this 
paper, and sought to make the Bengalee its suc¬ 
cessful rival. He watohod with eager anxiety its 
interest to his last days. In him we have lost a 
veteran Inde-Knglish journalist, and an ardent 
sympathiser with all national movements. It may 
be said hero, that he was one of the few support¬ 
ers of the National Gathering when the project 
was first conceived.. He observed With great de¬ 
light its subsequent progress, and always used to

difficulties which the arrangement sanctioned will, 
in oourse of time, tend to remove the pupils of 
the Vernacular Licentiate Class, who ultimately 
intend to practise as private practitioners, will 
also be admitted to the lectures. 

— The Indian Daily News states that the 
Government of India and the Commauder-tn- 
ohief have stringently prohibited the. free issue 
of spirits to native troops. '-It has been customary 
of late on the part Ofthose commanding regi¬ 
ments and brigades in the tield io do this, 
assuming that what are considered sanitary 
necessaries for British troops, are equally regarded 
as such for sepoys.

TENANT RIQHT IN INDIA. 

No measure of Lord Lawrence's brought 
on him so much obloquy as the Punjab 
Tenancy Act. The advocates of tbe land¬ 
holders have found him guilty of the high 
crime and misdoameanour of conferring 
Tights of ocoupanoy on certain tenants who 
had no such rights before, and though ho 
M India more than eight mpnths ago bo 
is still a butt for all the shafts of Billings¬ 
gate. It is wrong, say they, to give the 
ryot a right which he did uofc possess before. 
Why is it wrong t Was the Osar wrong in 
serfdom -jind. conferring on the 
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majority of his subjects civil rights to which | 
they hud been strangers for generations ?; 
Was the Government of the Uuited States 
wrong in abolishing slavery and giving thu 
Negro -races freedom which is the dearest 
of human rights and of which they had 
boon deprived for throe centuries ? 

The out-cry raised by the tulookdurs of 
the Punjab and their partisans is about as 
reasonable us the outcry raised by the i 
nobles of Russia and the planters of the 
Southern States. 

The Zemindars of Bengal were formerly 
mere Collectors of Revenue remunerated 
by a Commission. Lord Cornwallis made 
them proprietors of the soil and fixed the 
State demands from them for ever. Those 
who extol Lord Cornwallis to the skies for j 
conferring on the Zemindars rights which | 
they did not possess before are the very j 
men who cry down Lord Lawrence for I 
giving a number of tho peasantry of the | 
Punjab & much smaller new* right riz. a ■ 
right of oocupancy in the soil. If it is 
right to legislate for tho good of the upper i 
ten thousand, why is it wrong to legislate j 
for the good of millions? I 

Tt is utterly unreasonable to object to 
the right of occupancy on tho ground that ! 
it is a new right. Tho Punjab Tenancy 
Act does not protect any class of tenants 
from the enhancement of their rents at 
fair aud equitable rates. Tho talookdars 
cannot therefore reasonably compluin that 
any of their rights has been invaded. A 
number of thorn have simply been deprived 
of the pleasure of turning out their ton- 
ants at will and of extorting money from I 
them in consideration of their being allowed 
co lefcttin their holdings. Do the partisans 
of the landholders know what an ejectment 
means? They will be able to realise it 
with all its horrors if they be turned out 
of their homes with their woopiug wives 
and children not knowing whero to seek 
a shelter from rain, sunshine and cold; ; 
and all this not for any fault of their own ; 
hut at the mere whim and caprice of their 
Ijin^ords. 

l>e law of landlord and tenant in tho | 
North-West Proviudes is in a state most 
discreditable to any civilised Government. 
A tenant who in those Provinces plants a 


Not long since we quoted some scienti¬ 
fic authorities to show that the droughts 
with which the N. W, Provinces have been 
afflicted oF late are duo to whole districts 
having been denuded of trees. We are 
glad to sec that Mr. Grant Duff takes the 
same view with ourselves and quotes Marsh’s 
Physical Geography as modified by man 
in support of that view. Why does 
he not press on tho Indian Legislature 
the necessity of passing Mr. Sirachey’s Bill 
at once.

OUR LATE EDITOR. 

Wk come back witli lively sorrow to tho 
lamented death of our fate Editor. Tho 
subject seems to have a sad Tuscination for 
us. Do what we will the feeling that wo 
shall never more have him for. our “ guide 
philosopher and friend,*’ i^bver uppermost in 
our minds, and the snore we realise to our¬ 
selves the real extent of our loss the moro 
do wo love to linger on the nobleness of cho 
character that Ims for ever closed upon us. 
The ludie9 of Bengal are generally accused 
of being too demonstrative in their grief. 
Wo confess we have often* wondered at their 
expressing their sorrow in loudly siuging the 
virtues of the departed. But our own heart¬ 
rending grief has mad3 us wiser and w<5 can 
now quite understand why it is that tho 
women find it impossible to restrain their 
feelings und give vent to all that they know 
to the good of their deceased friends and 
relations. Tho mind appears to bo so bowed 
down, every thiug about one seems so forlorn 
aud bare, every object familiar to the 
deceased looks so silently yet mournfully 
eloquent, that the heart seems overcharged 
with pity and regret and, at times, bitter but 
ineffectual complaints against the cruel—to 
human beings any thing that goes against or 
mars their preseut enjoyment is cruel—fate 
that was in store for the lost oho and the 
only way to prevent ourselves from gettiug out 
of our senses is to cry aloud. Educated 
minds do not, indeed, literally cry aloud. 
But che heart cries all tho more bitterly 
and poignantly when the lips do not let tho 
cries be heard.

The 
Government has given to tho children of the 
soil an education after tho bust European 
model, whioh added to their natural oapaoity 
will enable them to ruu tho race for the 
highest prizes in any department or sorvioe 
wilh men of any nation on oarth. Tho ex¬ 
periment of plaoing a native 'on the bench 
of tho High Court has proved a signal 
success. The subordinate judicial and exe¬ 
cutive strvices are now filled by natives 
wao have altogether changed the charaoter 
nud raised the dignity of those servioes.

EXTENSION TO HINDUS AND 
BUDDHISTS OF THE TESTA¬ 
MENTARY CLAUSES OF TOE 
INDIAN SUCCESSION ACT. 

A Bill to regulate the Wills of Hindus 
and Buddhists in the Presidency Towns 
Statement of 


from its provisions lest any attempt to! 
impose on them a body ot rules whioh 
would have the effect of superseding any 
part of their existing law which is regarded 
by them as of divine origin, creates alarm 
and discontent. As the practice of testation 
does not to any great extent prevail 
amongst Natives in tho Mofussil, the Bill 
is confined in its operation to tho Presidency 
Towns. Its provisions may afterwards be 
extended to Hindus and Buddhists outside 
those towns. The Honorable Mr. Maine 
says in the Stafement of Objects and Reasons 
that " tho power of alienation inter view 
whioh a Hindu possesses is everywhere 
subject to restrictions, and varies from the 
nearly absolute freedom enjoyed, even os 
to onoestral property, by a Native of Ben¬ 
gal, to the comparatively limited authority 
of a Native of Madras or other territory 
subject to the law of the Mitakshara. Tho 
High Courts Calcutta and Madras have 
held that a Hindu's testamentary power 
is only co*extensivo with his independent 
power of alienation during life. The Bill 
adopts this ruling, and provides that nothing 
therein contained shall authorize a testator 
to bequeath property which ho could not 
have alienated inter rivott. Connected with 
this provision is a clause expressly nega¬ 
tiving tho power of a Native testator to 
deprive his relatives of any right of main¬ 
tenance whioh they would havo possessed 
if he had died intestate. The second Sec¬ 
tion of the Bill ruus thus:— 

The Indian Succession Act, 1865, sections 46, 
48,40, 60, 61, 64, 66, and 67 to 77 (both in elusive), 
Motions 82, 80, 86, 88 to 08 (both inclusive) 
Motions 100 to 177 (both inclusive), sections 179 
to 189 (both inclusive), setions 191 to 190 (tx>th in¬ 
clusive), so much of Parts XXX and XXXI as 
relates to grants of probate and letters of ndminis¬ 
tration with the will annexed, Parts XXXIII, 
to XL (both inclusive), so far as they relate to 
an executor and an administrator with the will 
annexed, and seotion 329 shall apply— 

(a) to all wills and codicils made by >my Hindu 
or Buddhist on or after the firs; day of January 
1870, within the,, local limits of the ordinary 
original civil jurisdiction of tho High Courts 
of Judicature at Fort William, Madras and Bom¬ 
bay ; and

The death of our friend Baboo Grish 


to every one of us. Friend, did I say ? 
No, no, ho was to us more than that. As 
a dutiful son of India whoso life was con¬ 
secrated to the good of his country, he must 
be regarded in the light of a near and dear 
relation—a beloved brother. A Sanskrit bachun 
declares that a liberal hearted man vs to bo 
oonsidered in the light of a relation of the 
universe. Lot us see who are the most 
liberal in this world. A man who is chari¬ 
table with his money can endow at toosfc 
a school or two, a Dhurumaala Or two. It 
is impossible for ony single individual even 
if possessed of a Rothschild's wealth 
to do good to the poor and the needy of 
every country of the globe. An author, 
again, enlightens the public on a subject 
whioh he has chosen to write upon; and 
lastly, an advocate assists those olieuts who 
fee him well or fee him at all. But an 
editor of a newspaper, is he more useful, 
charitable and liberal hearted than the per¬ 
sons just enumerated P Yes, he is. He is 
charitable with tho richos of his brains, and 
his objects of oharity aro the rich and the poor 
nliko. Unlike an author he spoaks, writes, 
reasons nud argues on all subjects which tho 
mind can dwell upon, and advocates the cause 
of not any one member or class but tho whole 
human race. To describe the beings who 
form the editorial class in emphatic terms, 
let me npply to them the noble words of 
our lamented friend,—“ They arc for 

the universe and not for any little spot 
in the universe. Tho world is their home, 
creation thoir nation. Their truo type is to 
bo fouud in the fabulous man whom the Scy¬ 
thian ambassador doscribed to Alexander 
whoso right hand touched the West and 
whose left hand touched the East, whose head 
penetrated into tho North, and whose feet 
trampled the South pole." But an editor who 
bestows his talents, hiszoal, his heart and his 
life upon his country without pay or par* 
tiality is infinitely bettor than he who labors 
for lucre alone and whose floodgate of zenl 
is stopped with tho stoppage of Lis salary. 
It is the good fortune of India that she 
possesses even in this utilitarian ago many 
suoh worthy honorary editors as I have iUes- 
cribed to advocato her cause, and pre-erniitont 
among the golden galaxy was our friend and 
brother Grish Oh under Ghosc.

Bui turn your look and oontemplate the 
careers of those honest, temperate sons of 
poverty who germinate# flower and incessantly

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tells them i*»reoogii?M at their fellow-creatures. 
Examine far a moment fch# life of him who 
has just winged Ilia soul from this world. 
Ho rose early in the morning, offered np his 
prayer to the Almighty, tool a stroll round 
his small garden, then by way of exercise 
dog a piece of earth here, pruned n few 
branches thorp, oullcd some flowers for those 
whom he dearly loved, bathed, took his 
breakfast and then crossed the river in order 
to attend his office. Here from 10 a. m, 
till 5 p. m. he labored at his desk, then ran 
off to the Public Library to pick some 
hooks or reviews which would oooupy his 
leisure hours for the next week, returned 
home to take some feed and to change his 
dross, crossed the river again to see soma 
friends who wished him to write their griev¬ 
ances, ov it might be who were ill, or to at¬ 
tend a literary sooiety and then wended his 
way back to home in order to retire 
to rest but not before ho had written some 
articles to deliver to the printer ihe next 
mr.ruing. This was which formed Grish 
Chunder'* Tontine of daily life and those 
gentlemen who knew him as intimately as I 
did can vouch for the correctness of the des¬ 
cription I havo hero succinctly given. What 
is wealth, learning, or power if it cannot 
bo made subservient to the welfaro of 
our fcllowmoa? and those who undeT 
the direction of Providence aro patriotic 
or philanthropic enough to do us good 


with their wealth, understanding and heart, 
is it possible fur any one to soo and not 
to lovo them? You have said, Sir, that 
Bubo* Grish Chunder started the Hindoo 
Patriot, and then made the late Hurriah 
Chunder his Captain. Although with 
a great man’s magnanimity of soul he 
allowed Hurriah to be his Chief in the 
press, as the bravo and gentle Outram per¬ 
mitted Havelock his junior to take tho lead 
in the field of battle, yet, ns a writer, he 
was for superior to his collaborator in many 
respects. Tho chief merit of Mr. Mookerjee 
lay only in his sound thoughts expressed 
in strict and terse language. There was, 
however, neither imagination nor humour, 
nor pathos iu him. Hut our frieud possessed 
rdl these in perfection and could and did 
use them like a master. We have derived 
ns much delight from his lecture on Ram- 
doolat D$y as from those on the four Georges 
by Thaojpray to whom ho bore a resemblonoe 
in point of stylo. What graphic descriptions 
they both give us of the days of their 
respective ancestors; and how cleverly they 
draw morals from the lives of the subjects 
of their respective discourses. These gentle¬ 
men inculcate lessons upon tho duties of 
this life in a far sw eeter way than you can 
hope to obtain from the elaborate sermons 
of tho popular pul pit-preachers of the day. 
If the “ trenchant” articles of Baboo Grish 
Chunder appeared now and then to wound, no 
pen could pour out so much, as his, the milk 
of human kindness when occasion required 
it. His gray goose quill resembled the 
weapon Oundio in the hand of the 
Pandiyra prince Arjuna ; if the lattor wound¬ 
ed any person it was ulso ready to pierce 
the earth in order to quench the thirst of the 
sufferer wioh the waters of the river Bliog- 
butcy. It is the fashion with many of our 
countrymen now-a-day to denounce our cus¬ 
toms and manners simply beoause they are of 
Hindoo origin* but the late editor of the 
Bengalee, on the other hand, constantly and 
cleverly endeavoured to exhibit to his rea¬ 
ders their bright, “celestial rosy-red” sides; 
os his articles on the JDoorga Pom ah this 
time every year, displaying some limbs of

1 Da bee reran* Denoncuth Bose, tried before 
the Chief Justice and Mr. Justice Mitter 
on the 23rd Ultimo, in which Mr.

In the absence 
of thoir Lordships’ judgments we cannot say 
what opinion they actually passed on “ tho 
rights of sons in ancestral and family pro¬ 
perty of Hindoos.” But taking the report of 
our contemporary to be correct it strikes us as 
very strange that his Lordship the Chief 
Justice should give his opinion on a point 
of Hindu law in two different ways, for, 
if we mistake not, lie expressly held the 
other day in the Tagore Will case that a 
Hindu testator bus every right to dispose 
of ancestral property even when he has a 
son. 


We see it stated that the Governor Gen¬ 
eral in Council fins been pleased to sanction 
a proposal to-increase tho remuneration of 
Government Pleaders in the District Courts 
in Bengal. This will have a retrospective 
effect from the 1st April 1869 in the grant 
to Government Pleaders, where there is a 
Judge’s Court, of a salnry of Rs. 50 per 
mouth, and at all other Stations of a 
salary of Rs. 30 a month. The whole will 
ontail nu additional charge of Rs. 990 per 
mensem.

HIE LATE BABOO GRISHCHUNDKR GIIOSE. 

(Indian Mirror.} 

With deep and unfeigned regret we have to 
record the death of Babu Qreesh Chunder Ghose, 
the able and accomplished editor of the Bengalee. 
Suffering from ill>health for about the last twelve¬ 
month, brought about probably by intense mental 
application, he bad a reoent attack of typhoid 
fever, and while the best hopes of his reoovery 
began to be entertained, suddenly suffered a 
relapse; and late on last Sunday night, he expired 
in his favorite vesidenoe at Betlore. The deceased 
gentleman was one of the few Bengalees whom 
natives and Europeans feel equally desirous to 
honor. Eduoated itt the Oriental Seminary, in 
early age be gave great indications of ability. 
He woe the friend and efficient cnlnborateur of 
the late Hurrish Chunder, the apostle of en¬ 
lightened patriotism in India. Like Hurrish, his 
best opportunities were devoted to the elevation 
and welfare of his oountryraeo, to the exposure 
of injustice and oppression, to the spread of such 
principles, as he honestly believed, wore good and 
great. Like Hurrish Chunder, he had a great 
command over the English language, ready on 
all occasions with his pen and speech; bold, un¬ 
daunted, hard-working, and enesgjetio. Like 
Hurrish be rose from small begiggtogs to a dis¬ 
tinguished position, like him died oMpw exceedingly 
early age of 37, though unlike htaMpstriou* friend, 
be led a pure and temperate private life. The 
drudgery of a Government Office could not repress 
his spirit, nor did his duties to a large family 
prevent him from doing what be owed to his coun¬ 
try. He it was who. first started the Hinlu 
Patriot ; he frequently contributed to the Cal¬ 
cutta Review and was oontteoted with almost 
every English newspaper stalled in Bengal by our 
oountrymea. Though often differing in views and 
principles we always held him in high eateem, 
and now that he has departed from ua for ever, 
aud gone home to a better world, we oonvoy 
through theee lines our feeble and melanoholy 
testimony (to his great worth. He worked well and 
has d.ud honorably. Hay Heaven grant peaoe 
to his soul, and blessing to his disconsolate family 
and children! 1

The native gentleman whose premature death 
has cast a gloom over a largo circle of friends 
aud admirers, was one of the early fathers of 
thu Indo-English Press. Coming from a family, 
whioh has been noted for commercial sucoess 
in the past and love of literature in the present, 

| Baboo Grish Chunder Ghose was one of the 
I fairest specimens of the old system of English 
| education in this country. Singularly enough 
i some of the* best native writers in English in 
| Bengal were little iudebted fio the Government 
Colleges for instruction. Like his friend and 
colleague, the lamented Hurrish Chunder Mooker- 
jea, the foundation of Grish Chunder’s education 
was laid in a private seminary under native 
management. It was tho privilege of the spirited 
proprietor of the Oriental Seminary the late 
Baboo Gour, Molmn Auddy to send forth to the 
world almost at the same time a bevy of young 
men, whose minds had been cultured under his 
own fostering care aud the intelligent and soholarly 
direction of George Jeoffroy. Oue of the little band 
annotated the Essays of Bnoon,, another after earn¬ 
ing an unsullied name in the Sudder Bar was 
honored, for the first time in the hietory of English 
rule in India, with a seat on the bench of the 
High Court, the third is now one of the most 
distinguished uncovenanted native officers in tho 
service of Government, the fourth oarrivd away 
the Auckland Prize, whioh was open to the pupils 
of both tho Hindu College and the Oriental Semi¬ 
nary, and the lust though not the least, the suhjeot 
of this notioe, was an early nnd distinguished 
laborer in the Native Press. The last three were 
brothers and formed a sort of literary triumvirate 
for the advancement of indigenous thought and 
literature. In the palmy days of the Hindu 
Intelligencer , whioh was edited by Baboo Kasipersad 
Ghose, once a votary of the BA uses, now an indefatig¬ 
able trier of conservanoy oases, they started tho 
Bengal Recorder , and conducted it with consider¬ 
able sucoess, in whioh the late Hurish Chunder, 
whose literary talents were then just budding 
forth, was assigned the humble plaoe of <l corres¬ 
pondent.” About the time the well known 
Charter campaign was meditated by tho leaders 
of native sooiety, on enterprising native gentleman 
of the bauker caste Babu Mudbusudun lloy con¬ 
ceived the idea of starting the Hindoo Patriot , 
He was "acquainted with the Ghose brothers and 
invited them\o undertake its editorial management. 
They readily consented.* * * Grish Chunder’s forte 
lay iu descriptive and sensational writing, brilliant, 
dashing, witty, and sometimes humorous, falling 
on his viotims like sledge-hammer, or to be more 
preoise with the foroe of 84-pounder. During 
the Mutinies he chiefly wrote for this paper those 
southing, crushing articles against the Volunteers, 
which provoked the vengeance of these mighty 
sons of Mars upon the devoted head of the editor. 
Grish Chunder was never strong in practical 
polities, but in his own line he was unrivalled. 
His power of word paiutiug, of clothing the 
commonest ideas in gorgeous and glittering oostume, 
“radiant with flashes of wit and humour, and 
aooasioaully of originality, was sqmlly conspicuous 
in the pag&i. of the Calcutta Monthly Review 
and the Bengali*, flf whioh he was the founder 
and editor. Latterly he tobk'topttbllcspeaking, and 
the same qualities whioh distinguished"^ writings 
also distinguished his speeohes. As a speaker he 
first attracted notioe in the Hall of the Dalhousie 
Institute, when it resoonded with the eloquenoe of 
Dr. Duff .and Sir Mordaunt Wells. He wee also 
a public lsbtnrer, aud bis lecture on the Life of 
Ramdoolal Dey, though overeolored on many points, 
it a most favourable specimen of hie style end spirit* 
Grish Chunder latterly removed from Calcutta and 
located himself in Betlore, where by hie genial 
miners and frank and affable disposition he aeon I 
became a general favorite. He founded the 


Bellore School, which he ‘ nursed with a truly 
fatherly care, and the students were so rauob 
attached to him that when they heard of his death 
they wept for him ae if they had lost a common 
father. He was alto a member of the Howrah 
Municipal Committee, and though he oonld not 
like hie contemporaries elsewhere stem ths tide 
of Municipal recklessness and extravaganoe he 
never failed to do his own duty. He began life 
as olerk on Re. Id a month and rose to the highest 
plaoe open to an uaoovenanted assistant in 
the office, bat in the whole oourse of his servioe, 
though placed over many, he never gave offenee 
to a single individual. Indeed as a man and 
member of sooiety he never came in contact with a 
brother man to whom he did not at once endear 
himself. HU fault, if we mey so call it, was 
of an opposite character, be was too good, too soft, 
too obliging for this rough and hard world.* * * 
Possessed of a fine and sturdy make, or as a 
friend beautifully expresses it, of Affghan propor¬ 
tions and strength, and singularly free from 
Young Bengal vices, we never for a moment 
droamt that he would pass away in the vory prime 
of life—he was only 40 years old. Moy his ashea 
rest in peaoe !

What a matter of sorrow! Bengal has received 
another wound from cruel Grief. The editor of 
the Bengalee newspaper Baboo Grish Chunder 
Ghose has breathed his last. He was the re- 
oeptacle of many virtues. Pious and well-in¬ 
tentioned men like him are not frequently born. 
He was well versed in the English language. 
It is difficult to find such an accomplished writer 
as he was. A peculiar merit of his writings was 
that he never expressed his opinion by being par¬ 
tial to any party. He never gave indications of 
ingratitude by proving an enemy to the community 
to which he belonged. On the contrary, ho hon¬ 
estly endeavoured to promote its welfare in overy 
way. That the loss of suoh a man should pioroa 
tho heart of all weliwishers of the Hindoo nation 
dot,* not admit of any doubt.

PRBOI8 OTP ITEWS. 

Satoiitut, October 2. 

— The Delhi Gazette hears from Nynee Tal 
that Sir William Muir hM commuted the senteuoe 
passed on the Prince of Nepal to one year’s simpk 
imprisonment in the Fort of Chunar. 

— The same paper is told that the Rajah of 
lievrah, seeing that his contemporary of Jeypore 
has received an addition of two guus to the salute 
allowed him, is turning heaven and earth to have 
a similar favor conferred on himself. One of hip 
smartest ministers has been deputed to Simla to 
melt Lord Mayo’s heart into compliance with the 
Knjtih’s request. 

— At the meeoting of the Legislative Council 
kt-ld at Simla, on Friday the 25th ultimo, fill 
Excellency the Viceroy said,—“1 wish to give uotiol 
tliut, at the first meeting of the Couuoil at Cul- 
cutto, I shall move a resolution expressive of 
the- high sense which his colleagues entertain 
„f the long, faithful and valuable services of the 
IIon’bio Henry Sumner Maine; and I shall ask 
the Council to concur with me in expressing regret 
for his departure, and sincere wishes for his future 
welfare and happiness.” 

— The following Notification has been issued by 
tho Chief Secretary to the Madras Government:— | 
Several recent cases having forced on the notioe of 
Government tho necessity of proscribing rules in j 
regard to the pecuniary transactions of superior 
officers in the Uuooveunuted Servico, the Govern¬ 
ment reWvf to notify to all such officers iu posi¬ 
tions of tragi and responsibility that they are ab¬ 
solutely prohibited from enterfcg into any money 
or other dealings whatever with persons resident 
within their official range and liable to be brought 
into any official relations with them, if auoh tran¬ 
sactions are of a nature to place the Govoriimout 
officer under an obligation to the private indivi¬ 
dual, incompatible with perfect freedom and in¬ 
dependence of official notion. 

The Government do not think it necessary or 
expedient to attempt to define all the transactions 
to which this prohibition will apply, ft will olearly 
inclndo all gift* of value, loans, credits, advances, 
supply of articles or accommodations, and sales of 
property for inordinate prices ; and while it is 
evident that no honest man will find any difficulty 
in applying the rule to fcis individual case, tho 
Government will tint be induced by any unworthy 
pica of non-violation of the letter of the rule, 
to pass unpunished any disregard of ita spirit. 
They toll visit jjuch oases with their severest 
displeasure. 

— Itt, netlefing the oareer of Mr. Baton Karr, 
the MqfueeUit* observe* that but for the Nil 
D%trpun affair that officer would probably have 
> years ere this taken his seat in Council, and 
boon thjB official molt likely to succeed the Hon’ble 
Mr. Grey. Thai thr*w hi» >a«k, and causid his 


former Secretariat services to bo worse than for- ! 
gotten. But what signifies tho past Y He now 
retires to his native land carrying with him the 
respect and good will of all who have served with 
or under him, and of a large circle of friends. 
He has boon a good Magistrate, a good Judge, and 
a very good Secretary of State. Ho is known to 
be one of the most mellifluous public speabpr* of 
thu time, notwithstanding that his ^eloquence has 
not served him, though it may $et. 

—The Indian Daily News reports that tho woman 
LucMmouee Itaur, who was sentenced by Kumar 
llarendra Krishna Bahadoor, Deputy Magistrate of 
Sealdab, to one mouth's rigorous inprisonment and 
to a fine of Us. 25, for having neglected to oomply 
with certain provisions of Act XIof 1808, has 
resorted to the Civil Court for damages against 
tho Deputy Commissioner, and to tho Criminal 
Court to prosoouto Inspector Wingrove for perjury. 

— We learn from the Lucknow Times that there 
are more than thirty thousand scholars iu the 
Government Sohools of Oudh. The encouragement 
of self-supporting sohools has beeu oue of tho 
foremost objects of the Direotor and the Govern¬ 
ment, and every p.irt of tho Report of the Director 
of Public Instruction shows that this principle has 
imeu ooutinually kept prominent by him and tho 
whole of his Staff. This officer says when speak¬ 
ing of the Vernacular Sohools,— 1 " These Institu¬ 
tions have not the attraction of teaching English 
1 the language of good appointments’ but they 
| are types of that class of sohools by whioh the 
great mass of tho people of India may be instructed 
and so raised from superstition aud ignorance 
to be reasonable and civilized men. Tho despatoh 
of 1851, distinctly contemplates the instruction 
of the whole population, and nothing short of 
this should be the aim of the Education Depart¬ 
ment; * * * no mau who readliy wishes to 

aid in conveying useful aud practical knowledge 
suited to ovory station in life to the great mass of 
the people, oan help Jookiug npon good vernacular 
sohools with deep interest. Tho necessity 
for more sohools of this class will increase every 
ye*r; for as our village schools make writing and 
reading oomraon acquirements more and more, 
facilities must be given for going beyond tho 
simple routiue of these Institutions.” 

Mouvay, October 4. 

— The Jubhulpore Chronicle states that the

— Last year HI* Highness Prince Gholaro Maho- j 
med with the oopsent of Government invested 
Its. 1,05,000 In Government Securities iu order 
that the monthly sum of lie. 550 might be given 


in oharity to tho infirm, tho deformed and the poor 
of Mysore in the following proportions, viz; — 

100 Mussulmans. 

50 Christians. 

20 Brahmins. 

The Chief Commissioner of Mysore is the Official 
trustee of this fund, and selects the pensioners. 

The P&ioo has siuoe invented a similar sum for 
the relief of the poor of Calcutta and its suburbs, 
the Securities being endorsed to the Judge and the 
Culleotor of th« 24 Pergunnaht for the lime being, 
who are to select tho recipients of charity, Tha 
scheme embraces 245 pensioners of whom 150 aro 
to be Mahomedans, 55 Christians, and 40 Hindoos ; 
but His Highness is willing that tho portion of 
the Fund whioh he has set apart exclusively for 
the^bcnefil of the Christian poor, should be disposed 
of by tho Government of India in any way they 
may think most desirable. 

1 —Colonel Keatingo has just reported that 
distress is Increasing most markedly throughout 
lisjpootana, and that a very serious emigration 
has again commenced from Marwar.” 

— The Spectator says It Is suggested that thore 
is a complete excuse for the conduct cf the Duke 
of Edinburgh whioh 'has so irritated the Austra¬ 
lians. The Prinoe was told on arrival at Melbourne 
that he was the guest of the oolony, that money 
had been voted to pCy bis expenses, and may easily 
have imagined that in a country so generous ho was 
not expected to pay anybody, furrier and jeweller 
inoluded. The explanation is, at all events, a 
possible one, though in suoh oases a few words of 
inquiry are advisable, and our Contemporary records 
it with ploasure. “ The Anglo-Indians are not quite 
loyal as the Australians—Aristocracies never are so 
loyal—and it will be well if Lord Mayo settles 
clearly what is and what is not to be paid on the 
aooount cf his Royal visitor, so as to prevent the 
possibility of a misunderstanding, which in Calcutta 
would be much more serious than at Melbourne.”

— The Indian Daily Sem states that there is 
in contemplation a re-distribution of territory 
to take place in our Indian dominions. According 
to rumour iu Oudo, these arrangements will difter 
from some that have been published by some of 
our oontemporal tea. Sciudo is to be taken over 
by the Punjab Government. A portiou of the 
Central rrovinoos is to bo added to llombay, and 
another portion to the North-West. Tho whole 
of llohilcund and Goruokpore districts are to be 
created a Lieutenant-Governorship. Though this 
scheme leaves some portions of territory unaccounted 
for, the information is derived from wdl-infurmod 
ciroles. 

Tuesday, Octodkh 8. 

_ The Delhi Gazette observes that the Adminis¬ 
tration of the Central Provinces would appear to 
have taken the initiative in extending the power 
of Magistrates to grant expenses to complainants 
and witnesses in orimiaal oases, sanctioned by the 
passing of Act VH. of 1869. Previous thereto the 
expenses of witnesses or oomplainunts were only paid 
in polioe oases and when the Sessions Courts ordered 
payment. The new law provides for the extended 
power which was much required in this respeot, 
and expenses oan now be paid by Criminal Courts 
of the Central Provinces, in any trial, to all classes 
of complainants and witnesses, except to recusant 
proseoutors and witnesses, oompLainants whose 
expenses are oovered by any compensation which 
the oourts may award them, witnesses already in, 
attendance at Courts of their own motion or pro¬ 
duced by parties, and complainants appearing of 
their own choioe. To these fonr classes no expenses 
shall be paid. Government servants, we observe, 
are to be paid nothing but “ actual travelling ex¬ 
penses,” as in their attendance the “ public time" 
is taken up. 

—We learn from the above paper that Mr. M. 8. 
Howell C. S.i Judge of the Small Cause Court at 
Mussoorie, has lined Mr. Frederiok Andrew Cohen 
of Meerut Uftyone rupees for what ie called con¬ 
tempt of Court amounting to “ insults." It ap¬ 
pears that a peou of the Mussoorie Court oamo 
into Mr. Cohen’s compound with a vernacular 
paper, supposed to be a warrant, for the arrest of 
bis cook. Most probably Mr. Cohen's dinner, as 
well as that of bis family and guests, was in 
danger j and ho very naturally glanced at the 
document, whioh was initialed only, and not signed 
os it certainly ought to. have been. Mr. Cohen 
accordingly wrote on the baok of the paper these 
words, whioh oan hardly be considered contemptu¬ 
ous or in any way offensive.—“ When this docu¬ 
ment Is signed by a Judge or Magistrate, my cook 
can be arrested, and my premises invaded." 

The same warrant (so-called) was sent twice 
afterwards, with initials only, as before. Mr. Cohen 
refused th^ bailiff adinittauoe to his kitobent and 
made a second endorsement,, as follows“ Bailiff 
Jumall has oome and wishes to enter my kitohen., 
I decline to allow him to do so without a warjenot 
signed by a ^Magistrate. qjr a taallv ooQitituted 
*^ 6 ^^ +*■**•*. 
My house is my oastie, and oan only be legally 
invaded. It my promises are treoposoed on again 
I shall have the trespasser arrested." 

Subsequently another warrant with Mr. Howell'e 
signature in full wae sent. Mr. Cohen then offered 
no further objection to the arrest of the cook. 

But now Mr. Howell issued a summons against 
Mr. Coheii calling upon him “to show canto why he 
should not be punished for obstructing a public 
servant in tha discharge of hit dmty, and inten¬ 
tional insult or interruption to a public servant 
sitting in any stage of a Judicial preceding.", 

The remit wae as had been sUted. llr. Cohen was 
lined Jifty-one rupees by hie aocttfer; prosecutor 
and Judge being the same person. 


— Wo learn from the Madia* Athenaum that 
Ilis Ilighucss the Maharajah of Vizianagram, 
with that sympathy for human suffering whioh 
hns always characterised him, has offered—and 
his generous offer, has been aooepted—to devote 
Rs. 10,000 to the maintenance of a ward In the 
Monegar Choultry for the use of bedridden patients. 
His Highness has also stated that if the sum 
given is not sufficient for the purpose, he is 
willing to make tip the neoeseary deHoit.” 
Would that all princes and noblemen would follow 
llis Highness's patriotic) example 1 

— Baboo Kisson Kishoro Ghose, Senior Govern¬ 
ment Pleader of the High Court, in its Appellate 
side, has retired from bis profession. The Indian 
Daily News justly obeorvus that the Baboo was 
held in high orteom by the Judges and the 
gentlemon of tho Sadder Bar on account of his 
high protioienoy in Hindoo and Mahomed an Law. 
He was a successful advocate, and never gave 
cause of dissatisfaction during his connection 
with the Court, extending over nearly twenty 
years. Among his clients or suitors, Baboo 
Kissen Kishore Ghose had earned tho reputation 
of being an honest and justly straightforward 
pleader. It fs not known who is to suooeod him. 
We only hope that the best man may win. 

Wednesday, October 6. 

— The arrangements, formally sanctioned for the 
administration of the Hyderabad State during the 
minority of the present Nizam, have assigned to 
the Nawnb Sir Salar Jung Bahadoor, K. C. S. I., 
and the Nawah Araoer-i-Kubeer Shums-ul-Urma 
Bahadoor, an equal plaoe and equal responsibility 
in tho Government of the oountry. As the former 
nobleman is in the enjoyment of a salute of 17 
guns, the Governor-General in Counoil has been 
pleased to confer the same distinction on the latter 
nobleman, so long as he may retain his present 
position in the administration of Hyderabad. 

— Mr. Rivett-Carnao, Cotton Commissioner for 
the Central Provinces and the Berars, lately 
pointed out the advantage of having seed-gardeners 
to assist in the improvement of ootton grow¬ 
ing in those provinces. He also suggested the 
advisability of getting these men from England. 
The Governor-General in Council has acceded to 
his proposal, and an application is about to be 
made to the Secretary of State for three cx- 
perienood seed-gardeners, vie., one for Nagpore 
and two for the Berars. 

— An English paper thus speaks of Alexander 
II“ This worthy son of an extraordinary father 
is among th^ most enlightened sovereigns of the 
world. He was oalled to the throne of Russia 
at a time when that empire was at war with the 
Western powers. He immediately commenced 
his labours for the welfare of his subjects, and 
ultimately restored his foreigu relations to a 
state of peaoe. His next step was to regulate 
the internal affairs of his dominion. The greatest 
benefit he has conferred on his subjects is the 
abolition of serfdom; a reform by whioh millions 
have been raised in the sosle of life, and con¬ 
verted as it were into rational beings. The eerf 
hod nothing to live for, nothing to loolrtorwerd 
tp. The freeman hae before him nil that his 
ambHion may tempt him to gain; his onward 
march U nobstructed by prejudice of oasto or 
legal restriction. , Another of his noto, whioh 
will otuse f him to be' grltofttUf' -renumbered M 
a benefactor to bis country, is hi* Ukase recently 
issued, rsaewing and oontirming that of his late 
father, Nicholas X. by which the sale of Holloway’s 
Pills and Ointment ie not only permitted, hut alio 
strongly^ eneoaraged throughout the Russian empire.

— We take the following from the Pioneer In 
his Report on the Allahabad Colvin Dispensary, 
Dr. Irving write#:—“ During recent visits to the 
Mcjah and Barrah Branch Dispensaries, I saw 
reason to think that the peculiar form of palsy 
prevalent in those pergunttahs, and whioh I believe 
to be owing to the use of khest iree-dal was ou 
the increase. It is to be feared that the dearness 
of grain, and especially of wheat and barley, 
will foroe the wretohed people to use, oven more 
freely than usual, this poisonous grain." This 
was in February of thiiyear. In September, the 
Seoretary to GovemmC^jd repliesThe atten¬ 
tion of the Commissioner and Magistrate will he 
oalled to the paragraph on the peouliar form of 
palsy prevalent in Porgunnahs Mejah and Barrnh." 
We are inolined * to think that palsy will be an 
important item in next year's Medical Report. 

Friday, October 8. 

—The Mofusnlite states that the Civil Service gave 
Mr. Seton-Karr a farewell dinner at the United 
Servioe Club on the evening of Wednesday the 29th 
Ultimo, and besides all the Civilians at present ou 
duty, or on leave at Simla, there wero as guests 
Sir H. Durand, Dr. Murray Mitoliell, Colonel James 
of the Commissariat, General Norman, Major liurne, 
Colonol Hervey, Colonel Straohey, and Major 
Beynon. Mr. E. C. Bayley was in the ohnir. 
Mr. John Straohey proposed the health of Mr. Seton- 
Karr, who responded in his best style. 

— A correspondent signing himself “Junius” 
addresses the Chief Justice of Bombay through the 
Time* of India ou the subject of the “ dosigued, 
invidious and damaging distinction of caste, 
oolour, and creed maintained in convening juries." 
He says, “ You havo Magistrates, Judges of the 
High Court, and Legislators from the aborigines 
of this land. If, in these important selections, 
oaste, oolour, and oreed distinotions are waived, the 
exception to tho eligibility of Eurasians, &c. to 
being appointed foremen of juries stands in mock¬ 
ing juxta-position to the justice attempted to be 
meted out ostensibly in the other ease. If it is 
mortifying to Europeans to have other than their 
own countrymen for foremen, it is not the less 
mortifying to Eurasians, &o., to havi* as foremen, 
European tailors alad shoe-makers."

Tho thorough-faros 
are more crowded than ever; and the cloth 
shop, with its gay handkerchiefs floating in 
the air, is almost unapproachable. 

Come now to tho public offices and see 
what is going on there. The Europeans arc 
probably thinking of the tourists' tickets and 
making arrangements for spending the holi¬ 
days elsowhcre, but tho heart of every native ; 
is turned towards his distant home. Tho 
only topic of conversation is the l’oojah—the i 
articles to be bought, the journey to bo ] 
perfvrmod, the tedious days that still 
intervene. Every man whether ho is a 
Schoolmaster, an Amlah or a clerk is buying 
new clothes for bis family and trinkets for 
his children, and is already half-way 
homo in thought. The scholar noto¬ 
rious for his absenco cf mind, who a few 
months back could hardly tell “ the year 
of our laord,” now no longer refers to his 
almanack for dates; the date of the month, 
tho day of the wock, and the ago of the 
moon are all at his fingor’s ends now. To 
him tho equinoctial sun moves sbw and he 
heartily wishes that Phoebus had ex¬ 
changed his old-fashioned wain and super¬ 
annuated ponies, for the railway locomotives 
of modern times. The brother is panting 
for his brother, tho affectionate father is 
yearning for his sou, ihe tyro, long absent 
from home, is anticipating the caresses of his 
fond • nnlcher, end tho distant loving hus¬ 
band isj dreaming of his Helen's long long 
embrace. * 

Come now to the villago and ontcr the 
privato residence of a Hindu. The head of 
the family, who amidst all his varied occu¬ 
pations during the year, bad the thoughts of 
tho coming Poojah ever uppermost in his 
mind, who whenever ho got any thing fine 
had immediately kept it apart for dedicalion 
to his Goddess, is now wholly taken up 
with preparations for the worship of bis Devi. 
There is an air of religion about the house. 
In the zenana all hands are at work. Bice 
to fe$d the neighbours is being cleansed here;

offerings to be made to the goddess are 
being arranged in a different place. Glad¬ 
ness plays lightly on every faoe. Even that 
most melanoftly thing in a Hindu family— 
that living but silent reviler of our social sys¬ 
tem—the youog widow has cheered up a little. 
In the holy occupation of providing for the 
coming festival, she has half forgotten her 
unparalleled misfortune! and over the habi¬ 


tually pensive expression of her face a faint 
ray of liveliness may now he traoed. 

But lo ! who is that young man that has 
just arrived and whom every body in the 
house is welcoming so cordially P lie is 
Gopal tho son of tho bid man—tho stuff 
of his parents, the pride of his neighbours. 
A clerk at a remote plane, he had no op¬ 
portunity of paying even a flying visit to his 
home during a whole year, but now the 
magic influence of Doorga has restored him 
to the bosom of his family. The father em¬ 
braces him with emotion, the mother sheds 
tears of joy, the sister brightens and bless¬ 
es the da) T , the darling child charmingly lisps 
out “Papa is come,” and the over-joyed wife 
flics into her room to cover her confusion and 
eestacy. # 

Goddess Doorga! such is the happy excite¬ 
ment thou hast caused. Two days moro and 
there will be general feasting urn 1 ,, rejoicing 
in all directions. Friends in dispersed the 
four corners of the laifd will meet to¬ 
gether, and dedicate tho hours to sympathy 
and lovu. In this season of national jubilee 
all ill feelings will bo forgotten and man will 
look upon man ns bis fellow and brother. 

Hail then holy Goddess! ten-handed con¬ 
sort of Siva that hast thu3 brightened tho 
face of the land.

Voltaire says with groat bitjiernes^ but 
great truth, that the lips gain what the heart 
loses in purity. The Friend of India lias lately 
given a striking illustration of this saying by 
prcaohiog a lay sermon for the edification of 
the London and Paris Correspondents of the 
Calcutta Dailies. If modorn Society is im¬ 
moral, why should it be wrong to expose its 
immorality ? The oause of virtue and truth 
gains nothing by merely ignoring the vices 
and follios of society or throwing a hypo¬ 
critical veil over them. If the aristocracy 
patronise Mabel Gray and tho frail sister¬ 
hood of which she is the jnost notefious 
member, if respectable ladies and, gbntlemen 
crowd nightly to see Boucicatilt's immoral 
piny thek “JPornityffa" acted whi|f fc they would 
not go to see Macbeth aud Borneo and 
Juliet; if the profits of a stage-manager 
are in inverse ratio to tho length of his 
ballet-girl's skirts; why is it improper to 
write about these things? The impropriety 
is in the things themselves; not in exposing 
them. If the London aud Paris Corres¬ 
pondents Of the Englishman presented vice 
in an attractive light, there would be just 
grounds for censuring them ; but they never 
do so; they merely laugh at the vices and 


follios of the ago, and laughter is often a 
moro poteut instrument of reform than in¬ 
dignant and vehement denunciation. 

It will perhaps bo said that those spicy 
bits of scandal tend to lower Englishmen in 
the estimation of tho natives of India. 
Natives havo sins enow of their own to an¬ 
swer for without boing ovoreurious as to the 
sins of other nations. If London has her 
Regent Street and Hiymarkct, Calcutta 
has her Muohuabazur and Sonagaohi. If 
London has her casinos and accommodation 
houses, Calcutta has her empty houses. 

Wo shall end as wo began with a quota¬ 
tion from Voltaire. “ The greater the de¬ 
pravity of morals, the moro guarded the 
language becomes. People fancy they gain 
in langungo what they lose in virtue.” , 

MATTERS EDUCATIONAL. 

There has bocu a rearrangement we 
find of tho Educational Divisions in the 
Lower Provinces in consequence of the 
appointment of a native gentleman to an 
Inspectorship. The Patshala and Aided 
School sohemes which were hitherto dis¬ 
tinct and in difforont hands are now work¬ 
ing together ns parts of a harmonious 
whole and there is now no chnnoo or ap¬ 
prehension of any collision occurring be¬ 
tween them. Wo are glad of this for tho 
sake of the Education Department and 
the interests of the country and sincerely 
trust that all will go on smoothly now 
as is desirable. There are two things 
however about tho system now working 
to which we ard obliged to tako serious 
objection and call the attention of the 
authorities for obvious reasons. 

Tbe first is that among the Deputy 
Inspectors who were working under tho 
Patshalah system, there are some wo are 
told who have little or no knowledge of 
English; and we arc informod they have 
been retained in the work of inspection, 
though many English Schools havo come un¬ 
der them. This we ueed hardly observe is a 
very unwiso arrangement; for to allow 
mere Sanskrit or Bengali scholars to look 
after English Schools or to have men with 
a mere smattering of English to supervise 
Schools in some of which the University 
Eutranco Course is taught, is virtually to 
obstruct and spoil the progress of Educa¬ 
tion. A more unmitigated sham or farce 
it is hard to conceive of; and the sooner 
it is done away with the bettor. Wo know 
there are European Inspectors of Schools 
who. cut- 94 d».h^w:^„whcn they take 
to 

the chief work of inspection 'HWEl the hands 
of native Deputies wo should wish to see 
properly qualified English students put in 
charge thereof. Of course wo do not 
mean to insinuate that thofeo who are un¬ 
qualified and now in office should be imme¬ 
diately and at onoe turned out. Wo fully 
perceive that tho lyiion of the two systems 
has necessitated their retention. But thoy 
ought soon to be provided for in other ways 
and make room for hotter men. The work 
of Deputy Inspectors wc do not take to 
bo very light and irresponsible; nor are 
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wo prepntetl to bold it so high ns the 
Model Inspector of Behar would lead us 
to do, simply because, practically, men of 
the description ho requires arc rara aves iu 
this nether world of ours. But wo are 
inclined to maintain that properly quali¬ 
fied inon who would do their work well aro 
not wanting in those days. Kven for such 
Bipall sums as 75 or 100 Rs. a month res¬ 
pectable B. A’s and M. A’s may ho secured. 
Wo have beard of an Inspector of Schools, 
one who has the reputation of being a good 
officer, having made two successive Head 
Clerks of his Deputy Inspectors in his own 
district. Tho Director of Public Instruc¬ 
tion ordinarily loaves tho choice of Deputy 
Inspectors to his lieutenants tho Inspectors ; 

, but whon the nominations go up to him 
for confirmation, it is expected as a matter 
of course that he should look to the claims 
and special fitness of tho parties reootn- 
mended. Other oonsidorations apart, every 
Deputy Inspector of Sohools should we 
think possess ft good knowledge of tho 
languages in which be is to examine the 
hoys of his schools. 1,1 

Tho other circumstance to which we 
would object is the unequal distribution of 
Doputy Inspectors. Districts in which both 
the systems were at work have retained 
Deputy Inspecters of both Putsb&las and 
Aided Sohools; and the consequence has 
been that in certain districts there are more 
Deputies than in others. Burdwan for 
instance has four Deputies arid Malda 
only one. Thoso ought to be fairly distri¬ 
buted according to the requirements of the 
districts. 

IS ACCEPTANCE ESSENTIAL TO 
GIFT ACCORDING TO HINDU 
LAW? 

Tilts important question is discussed by 
the lion’bla Mr. Justioe Maophersou in 
his elaborate judgment in the* Will case 
of Rajah Sir Rndhakant. Tlis Lordship 
observes ' u The Privy Council have, as I 
have just shown, held in the cose of Soorjee 
money Dame n. Deiipbundo Mullick that a 
testator can give property whether by way 
of remainder or way of executory bequest, 
upon an event which is to happen immedi¬ 
ately on the close of a life in being. So 
far then I have a distinct guide and it 
would not have been neoessary for me to 
go further for the purposes of the issues 
which hare to be decided at present, were 
it not that I differ from the learned Chief 
Justice as to the construction to be put upffff,

and 4. afe -ll ^8pSoitSly because I do not 
concur in tho opiuion that if the children 
of Mobondro Narain take at ail, only those 
take who were alive at the time of the 
Testator’s death. 

It is said (and has been expressly so 
ruled by tho Chief Justice in the oase of 
Tagore re. Tagore,-—th$ appeal in which 
was not argued until some months after we 
had heard tho appeal in the present case) 
that the person or persons to take on tho 
close of the life in being most be alive at 
the time of the Testator’s dentb, and that 


violence will he done to Hindu Law unless 
it is so held, because no gift is gold by 
that law unless accepted, and a gift cannot 
be accepted save by a person in boing. 

No doubt, acceptance is essential to gift 
according to strict Hindoo Law. Neverthe¬ 
less actual acceptance is not in all cases 
necessary. For example, a gift to an absent 
person may be good. Tb. s Dhaumya says 
* on failure of the proper object, how shall 
a prescnt r bo disposed of which was bestowed 
on an absent man ? Let it bo delivered to 
kinsmen sprung from the same original 
stock, or ou failure of these to his distant 
kindred (Colebrooke’s Digest Book V. 
Ch : I. Sec: I Art I Madras Edition Vol; 
2, p. 190) And in Baboo Shama Churn 
Sircar’s Vi/nvust/m Darpano p : 601 there is 
au extract from Sree Krishna’s commentary 
on the Dyabhaga to tho effect that when 
a dono*« makes a gift to an absent person 
with assuranoi that donation will be accepted 
by him, the donee’s right aocruos thereto, 
but if it be known that the gift would 
noc be accepted by the donee, the donor’s 
right is not extinguished.’ When this is 
the case, and acooptanoo may in fact ho 
assumed when it is impossible actually to 
ascertain it, I do not think that wc violate 
the principles of the Hindoo Law if we 
support estates which aro to vest on tho 
expiry of a life in being, in a case like the 
present, whore the Testator has given bis 
property to Trustees who have accepted 
it and are prepared to oarry out his 
wishes. T|>e acceptance of tho Trustees, 
as it appears to me, if any actual acceptance 
be necessary, would bo sufficient to meet 
j the requirements of the Hindoo Law so 
far as that particular question is oonoerned. 
I cannot see anything against the general 
principles of Hindoo Law in allowing a 
Testator to create such an estate. And 
to recognise and uphold suoh Estates has 
undoubtedly been the praotioo of tho late 
Supreme Court and of this Court up to 
I the present time.” 

As regards the question whether a 
Hindu oan create a trust Mr. Justioe 
Maepherson says:—“ It is only very 
recently, so far as I am aware, that this 
questiou has been for the first time raised. 
With seventeen years’ personal experience 
of the Courts here, I oan say not only 
that I have, when at the Bar, drawn wills 
and deeds creating trusts among Hindus, 
but that I have repeatedly had suoh instru¬ 
ments before me sinoe I have been on the 
Bench. X have seen many attempts to 
avoid sitoh^instruments or break them down 
on various grounds but I never, until re¬ 
cently, hear 4 ,4t even suggested^nt trusts 
oould not be validly created among Hindus 
either by deed inter vivo* or by will.”—But, 
adds the learned Judge, “granting for the 
sake of'txglumefti that trusts are not ex¬ 
pressly reoogoixed by the eld Hindoo Law, 
that is not ip my opinwn any reason why 
we should ^pt eonolude that they are in¬ 
valid. There is nothing in Hindoo Law 
which fet^sde trusts W is in any way 
repugnant to them or inconsistent with 
their existence. The Hindoo Law system. 


is not and docs not profess to bo exhaustive* 
on the contrary* it is a system in whioh new 
customs and new propositions not repugnant 
to the old Law may be engrafted upon 
it from time to time according to circum¬ 
stances and the progress of Society. # * 

Something of the sams expansive principle 
is to be found in the rule well known in the 
Bengal School, that many things which 
are forbidden and wrong* are nevertheless 
to he upheld as valid, if actually done, 
Questions of Hindoo law never have been, 
nor will be,. decided with rofeveneo solely 
to what the law was when originally pro¬ 
pounded by Menu or the very earliest 
writers. The Hindu law which the Courts 
administer, and are bound to administer 
is that which they, availing themselves of 
all the souroes of information at their com¬ 
mand, find to be the Hindu law as recog¬ 
nized and aooepted and acted upon by the 
general body of Hindus for the time being.” 


To remove a wrong impression which 
has gained ground with regard to tho 
judgment of the Chief Justice and Mr. 
Justice Norman in the Tagore Will case 
we publish below the Deoree of the High 
Court:— 

APPEAL NO. 22 OF 18G9.

This oause ooming on tho 17th, 26tb, 27th, 
28th, and 31st days of May last, the 1st, 2nd, 
3rd and 4th days of Jane last, and this day on 
an appeal preferred by the Plaintiff Appellant 
before the Honorable Sir Barnes Peacock Knight 
Chief Justice and the Honorable John Paxton 
Norman one of the Judges of this Court in tho 
presenoe of Counsel for all parties ii is ordered 
and decreed that the deoree of the Lower Court 
in its Ordinary Original Civil Jurisdiction, dated 
the 1st day of April last, be and the Bame is 
hereby reversed. And it is declared that tho 
plaint in this suit does disclose a oause of aotion. 
And it is farther declared that Prossunno Coomnr 
Tagore the Testator in the pleadings named did 
die intestate as to oertain portions of his proportr, 
and it is further declared that part oi, the im¬ 
moveable property of the said Testator ^rns ances¬ 
tral estate and that the had a right to dispose 
thereof by will. And it is farther declared that 
the Plaintiff is not entitled to any maintenance 
from the estate of the said Testator. And it is 
farther declared that the devises and gifts by the 
wiB of the aaid Testator to Joteendro Mohan for 
life are valid and that snbjeot to the trusts And 
provisions in the said will contained for the pay¬ 
ment of the debt* of the Testator and the legaoios 
and annuities bequeathed by this Will oat of the 
reote and profits of his real property he is enti¬ 
tled during his life to the beneficial enjoyment of 
the real property so devised to him and of the rente 
or surplus rents thereof and that under the trusts 
of the Will he is entitled until the legaoiie and 
annuities in tho said Will mentioned shall fall in 
and be fully satisfied to reoeive tho sum of Rupees 
2500 a month out of the rents of tho immoveable 
property and also the surplus rente of the aaid im¬ 
moveable property and the unexpended surplus of 
the intern* dividends and anauaPprooeeds of tho 
moveable property, whioh shall from time to time 
remain unexpended, after making the payments 
directed by the said Will to be made out of the 
Said rents interest and dividends. And it it fur¬ 
ther declared that the said Joteendro Mohun is en¬ 
titled for life to use and enjoy the library, horses, 
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farmyards, furnitures, jewels, gold, and silver plate* 
*nd other nrtiele* belonging to the said testator 
«xoept the jewel*, household farnihtre and other 
wr tides which at the time of the death of the said 
Testator was or were in the personal use of any 
member or member** of the Testator’* family which 
by the Will of the said Testator were not and are 
net collected got iu or sold by the said Trustees 
and Executors. And it it farther declared that 
it is not necessary to come to any further Hading 
upon the residue of the 4th issue or to make any 
declaration of rights so far as they relate to the im¬ 
moveable property or to any portion of the rente 
thereof or as to the surplus income of the personal¬ 
ty so long os the debts, legacies and annuities are 
unsatisfied. And it it further declared that the 
trust as to the personal estate by the said Will 
direoted to be invested or continued in investment 
by the said Trustees so far ns suoh trust relates to 
the said personal estate after the annuities and 
legacies given by the Will shall have fallen in and 
been fully satisfied is void and invalid and that 
the beneficial interest in such personal estate is 
vested in the Plaintiff as the heir and representative 
of the said Testator. And it is further declared 
that the first three Defendants Executors and 
Trustees are bound to render to the Plaintiff un 
occount of the debts due from the Testator at the 
time of his death and ot the rente and profits of 
the immoveable property of the said Testator and 
also an oooount of his moveable property and of 
the interest and dividends of sueh moveable property 
and of the mode in whioh they have applied the 
said rents profits moveable property interest and 
dividends. And it it farther ordered and decreed 
that the oosts of the parties in the Lower Court 
(as between attorney and client on scale No. 2) 
he paid out of the surplus rents and profits of the 
real property of the said Testator and that if suoh 
costs have been paid out of the personal estate the 
amount thereof be made good to the personal estate 
out of the said surplus rents and profits of the real 
estate. And it is further ordered and deoreed that 
the Plaintiff’’s (appellant’s) oosts occasioned by the 
appeal he taxed as between Attorney and Client on 
scale No. 2 and paid out of the said surplus rents 
and profits of the real property, and the consider¬ 
ation of the question of the Defendant’s oosts 
occasioned by the appeal is reserved until the ao- 
count to ho rendered by them have been delivered 
in. And it is further ordered and deoreed that 
this case be remanded to the Lower Court with a 
request that it will try the 6th issue and return its 
finding thereon with the evidence to the Appellate 
Court. 

It will be seen from the above that the 
statement of a correspondent whose letter 
npp^red in our issue of the 11th Ultimo 
that their Lordships .have not declared the 
right of the plaintiff to the EHate after 
Baboo Joteendro Mohun Tagore is quito cor¬ 
rect. It will also be observed that the plain¬ 
tiff will not get the entire personal estate of 
the Testator after the payment of the legacies 
and annuities given by the Will. According 
to tho Decree the beneficial interest in only 
“the personal estate direoted by the said will 
to be invested or continued m investment 
by the said Trustees'* is vested in the Plain* 
tiff. Baboo Jotoondro Mohun’s interest is not 
limited to the receipt of Rs. 30,000 per an¬ 
num. He is entitled to tho surplus rents 
and profits of the real estate and the inter¬ 
est and dividends of the moveable property 
which shall remain unexpended after paying 
the logaoies end annuities.

loyalty# liberality, and intelligence which 
lmve beeh displayed by his family. The 
Baja is one of those enlightened zemindars 
who take an active interest in promoting 
the welfare of their fyota. 


Thr Englishman has received the follow¬ 
ing special telegram :—Simla 4th October, 
13-40 hours .—A Gazette of India Extra • 
ordinary publishes an unreserved statement 
of the financial position of the country. 
The deficit last year, 1808-69, amounted 
to two and a quarter millions sterling. 

Tho Estimated Defi : t for the current 
year, 1869-70, is one and three quarter 
millions sterling. 

The Government declares its intention to 
hide nothing, but to tell the whole truth to 
the puMio, nnd its determination not to 
allow the deficit to continue. 

Reductions have already been ordered 
to the extent of one million nnd a quarter 
sterling in tho Public Works charges of 
next year, and of eight hundred thousand 
pounds sterling on those of the current 
year. 

Very largo savings are also to bo made 
in the Military and Civil Charges, but 
the British forces arc not to be reduced by 
a single man. 

The Madras and Bombay salt duties 
will be increased by five annas per maund, 
nnd a bill i 9 to bo iutroduocH into the 
Legislative Council ns s<*>n as it meets iu 
Calcutta, for doubling the income tax, for 
the last six months of the current year, 
and raising tho whole rate for tho year 
to one nnd a half per oent. 

The operation of this special bill will 
cease at the end of the year. 

No further increase of taxation is to be 
mado. The general feeling here is that 
the past mismanagement has been great, 
but that tho present Government deserves 
much oredit for telling tho truth, and meet¬ 
ing the crisis so completely.

Wraue glad to bo able to inform the 
friends and admirers of Baboo Bhuban Mo¬ 
hun Chatterioe, the Moharaja's Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon at mirdwan, who was very ill lately 
and falsely reported dead by malicious mis¬ 
chief-makers, that ho has become con¬ 
valescent nnd will bo on his legs again 
shortly. The Baboo wo need hardly tell our 
readers is a young medical practitioner of 
considerable reputation and deservedly stands 
very high in the estimation of the people of 
the Burdwan District.

Mil. Moroba Canoba has at last ob¬ 
tained a Sunnud to practise as a Vakeel 
of the Bombay High Court., On tho 23rd 
Ultimo Mr. .Justice Warden, in giving 
decision, said.—With reforenoo to the peti¬ 
tion made by the vakeels of the High 
Court, praying that tho order made by 
this divisional Court that a sunuud be 
issued to llao Bahadoor Moroba Canoba 
authorizing him to practise as a vakeel of 
the High Court be set aside, we have 
come to the conclusion that under the rules 
framed by the High Court, dated 13th 
August last, he is not entitled to a sunnud. 
From a statement of Mr. Moroba ’4 case 
made by his counsel, there appear to 
have been peouliar circumstances preventing 
his applying for a sunnud previous to the 13th 
August, which render a strict appBgation 
of the rules bearing that date/lomewtiat 
harsh. We have consulted o,«f honourable 
colleagues on the suHco.V and have their 
permission tgu-fftatBy to at if Mr. Moroba is 
able ttf""satisfy the Court* that the circum¬ 
stances referred to have been correctly stated 
by his counsel, a special exception in his 
favour will be made to the rules, and he 
will be granted a sunnud. It may be that 
we have a discretionary power under section 
9, Letters Patent, to set aside the rules, 
but we should hesitate to exercise this 
power, and thereby nullify rules which 
have been framed by the Judges of the 
Court; and at present we deem it unnecessary 
to enter upon a consideration of the various 
technical points that have been raised in 
the course of tho arguments whioh have 
been urged before us. 


Mr. Moroba, after the delivery of tho 
judgment, left tho Court. In the courso 
of the afternoon ho again appeared in tho 
Court, and handed to their Lordships a 
printed copy of n Government resolution, 
being a reply to an application lie had 
mnde to Government on tho 19th May last, 
that he should be allowed to practise as a 
vtfkeel. 

Mr. Justice Warden having looked at tho 
document, told Mr. Moroba to embody 
these facts into another petition and present 
it to the Court. 

Shortly afterwards Mr. Moroba presented 
to the Court the petition. Tho Judges, on 
receiving the same, ordered a sunnud to bo 
issued to Mr. Moroba.

The Mofnssilitc reports that the Loodianah 
Section of the Delhi Railway was opened 
on the evening of the 30th Ultimo, when 
the first train from Umballa to Loodianah 
was started. There was no display of nay 
kind, but everything was managed smoothly 
and business-fashion, and since then the 
trains, up and down, and carrying tho mails, 
have been to time, and havq been crowded.

noticed the servioes of Mr. Dickens, Offi¬ 
ciating Registrar-General, of Mr. Souttar, 
Presidency Registrar, of Baboo Chundor 
Mohun Chatterjee, District Registrar of 
Calcutta, of Baboo Uma Chum Bose, 
Special Sub-Registrar of Motihari and of 
six other officers. We will have something 
to say with fegard to tbo Report iu our 
next. 

The National Paper contains tho follow¬ 
ing ,f The Hindoo Patriot and the late 
Baboo Grish Cbunder Ghose.—The ‘IV 
triot” in a memorial of the lamented de¬ 
ceased has unconsciously done him a wrong, 
whioh requires prompt correction. We 
know tho connection that Baboo Muuhoo- 
noedun Roy had in tho first starting of tho 
Hindoo Patriot but ho seems to have 
forgotten the fact, that in the early days 
of that journal Baboo Hurrish Chundor 
held a very subordinate position in tho 
management of the paper. The namo of 
the journal was wholly of Grish’s coinage 
nnd it was some time before Hurrish joined. 
Those who know any thing of the circum¬ 
stances connected with the early growth 
of the Patriot , must remember that Hurrish 
was for a long time a mere subaltern.’'

The savan of 
Avon little suspected that the acoomplished father of 
the Hero of his “flnmlet” will be outdone by a Ben¬ 
gali on tho banks of the Ganges in whoso case his 
“Taking all in all” will be dispensed with and it 
will be at ouoe said that “ wo ahull not see his liko 
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again.” IIo actually realised the idea of n Moon 
without the spot. I need hardly tell you that no 
native and very few Englishmen in India possess | 
Kiioti h forcibly elegant and torso hut at the same 
time tlowery ooinraiind over the language as he did. 
One might call him an Indian Macaulay in point, 
of Engltah. Tt is justly said that he always gave 
ns some thing originul to amuse with. Even the 
commonest topio assumed a delectable aspect aud 
was invested with an interest not its own when 
touched by his pen. Ho actually possessed the art 
of turning nil into gold. In the death of Baboo 
Greesh Chunder Ghose India has lost a true patriot. 
The loss is n national one and I only hopo that thiB 
feeling will be demonstrated in a becoming manner. 
After duly thanking the Indian Daily News, I can¬ 
not close this part of my letter however without 
manifesting my displeasure at some of your Anglo 
Indian eon temporaries who did not think fit to take 
n passing notice even of a man under whose sharp 
IaUiing of News-paper controversy they have often 
wreathed. They havo truly acted like the School 
boys who would not attend their Master’s funeral 
in bitter remembranoe of the oat-o-nines of old. 

Up to late the prospect of the Kureef crops has 
been continuing very bright, but tbo late heavy 
rains accompanied as they were by strong Easterly 
breeze have overshadowed our hopes in some quar¬ 
ters and if repeated will further darken them.

—if not more. Cholera I am sorry to say is still 
lurking in the District though there has been no 
case at the Station einoe some time past. Mr. Cap¬ 
per is gone to officiate as Financial Commissioner for 
three months, nod wo have now Major Perkins the 
Deputy Commissioner of Fyzubad as our Officiating 
Commissioner.

<IN MEMOUIAM. 

(Reflector.) 

Baboo Greesh Chunder Ghoso, the able and dis¬ 
tinguished Editor of tho Bengalee is dead; aud 
with him has set the last sua in the horizon of 


Anglo-Bongalleo journalism. Born of a family not 
less truly illustrious than any in Lower Bongnl, and 
the youngest of a trio of brothers alike distinguish¬ 
ed for nil the best qualities of tho head and the 
heart, Greesh Chunder reooived a thorough English 
education, such as seldom falls to the lot of most 
native youths, in the Oriental Seminary, in the 
palmiest days of that veteran educational institu¬ 
tion, whioh is the grand fabric of single-handed 
energy and perseverance of Baboo Gonr Mohun 
Auddy. Having left school, tho Baboo entered tho 
arena of publio life, and commenced it at the lowest 
round of the ladder of kecrancc-dom ,—the m pins 
ultra of the end and aim of the educated natives of 
this country. Day by day, by sheer dint of sterling 
ability, energy and application, ho rose alike in his 
own position and in the esteem and offeotion of his 
supciiors, until on the tiansfer of Mr. R. TT. 
Hollingborry into the Financial Department, lie be¬ 
came the Registrar of the ofBco of the Controller- 
General of Military Aooounts, then known as the 
Military Auditor General’s Office. While honorably 
discharging his’ duties in this honorable post, death 
put a atop tojiis career, not only to the infinito sor¬ 
row of his numerous relatives and friends, but also 
to the greatest possible regret of all who personally 
knew him or knew him not. Thus departed from 
among us a scholar and a gentleman, of whom we 
have attempted to give a sketch above. The sud¬ 
denness of the news of his demise—whioh we must 
oonfess has come upon us with the force of a 
thunder-bolt—has given such complete predominance 
to our heart over our head, that we regret we oannot 
do more justice to tho lamented deceased. As an 
Auglo-Bengalee journalist, Baboo Greesh Chunder 
was doeidodly the foremost man of his time. Such 
was*1ue innate love of journalism and his mental 
activity, that while yet a student, ho, assisted by a 
galaxy of brothers and oousins (who were also his 
sohool-mates) established, what may be oalled, a 
system of Manuscript Newspapers in the Seminary. 
Those contained essays and dissertations on literary 
subjects and other important subjects of the day, and 
were written out by himself and his fellow-students j 
and circulated amongst his friends in his Alma 
Mater . Shortly after the oloso of bis School career, 
he started the Bengal Recorder, whioh, after con¬ 
ducting it for upwards of two years, he was obliged 
to give up for reasons which do not interest the 
general reader. But an aotivo life like his was not 
to remain idle for any length of timo. Ho projected 
and brought into light the Hindoo Patriot, the able 
Anglo-Bengalee journal, whioh, say what its spite¬ 
ful trnduoers wiK, is at onoo a power in the realm, 
and an honor to the educated Natives of Bengal. 
Having reared amFhurtcired bis dear little bantling, 
with the tenderest paternal caro and Bolioitude, 
during the first few years of its existence, he made 
it ovor to his exoellent friend and co-labor ateur, the 
illustrious Baboo Hurrish Chunder Mookerjee, 
whose career as e journalist is too well known to 
need any elaborate tribute here. He then, in con¬ 
junction With A few friends, started the Bengalee, 
the editorial chair of whioh he filled until the plea¬ 
sure of the Almighty palled .him away from his 
sublunary career. 

Perhaps we would be playing Hamlet wUhout the 
jiriffoe, if x we omit to mention, that Baboo Greesh 
Chunder neVe^ was, nor oared to he, a stipendiary 
writer. His mitld\was too large for pound-shilling- 
penoe journalism. He>wote hr the good of his 
oountryaod oountrgraen. He wrote" in^he..oon- 
soientious disobarge of, what he thought, a duty. 
How far he euooeeded in thii let our readers judge 
for themselves. We gladly extract tbe following 
from the oolumus of our contemporary the Indian 
Daily Hews, aqd need hardly say, that we endorse 
every word of this honorable tribute to the memory 
| of one, of whom it may emphatically be eeid, that 
“ take him for all in all, and you shall not look up¬ 
on his like again/* 

“ We reoord this morning with regret tbe death 
of another native mm of mark, one whose sym¬ 
pathies with, and earnest labours on behalf of, the 
masses of his countrymen, have been rarely equall¬ 


ed. We refer to Baboo GTeesh Chunder Ghose, the 
able and honest editor of the Bengalee, who expired 
on tbe morning of the 2 th instant at about & 
o’olook to the great grief of his friends. And in 
that term must be included more than his oountry - 
men; for those of our own >ace, who know the 
Baboo, also held him in high esteem. His publio 
life was manly and straightforward, and the probity 
of his private life is said to have exceeded the 
sterling worth of his publio character. Suoh merit 
are rare, and we are not surprised to learn that he 
will be missed from amongst his friends. It is no 
seorct that we held him to be at the head of his 
contemporaries in the Anglo-Bengalee press. Many 
of them were content to advooate sectional interest. 
He had wider sympathies and more noble aims, and 
we have often read his manly and trenobant articles 
with undisguised admiration. There was no pot- 
tislyness or donble-dealing in him : and with more 
of his stamp, we should not despair of the future 
of India. It has not been difficult for some timo 
past, to trace in the Bengalee the master hand 41 con¬ 
spicuous by its absence.” There are many men left 
amongst his oountry men who are far more preten¬ 
tious ; but we fear there are not many more able or 
more conscientious than Greesh Chunder Ghose. 
He may well be deplored by his friends, for it will 
be long ere they find a suooossor to fill his place.” 


(Hindu Reformer.) 

With deep regret do we reoord tho death 
of Baboo Greesh Chundra Ghose, tho able 
Editor of the Bengalee, who expired this life at 
3 o’olook on tho morning of the 201 h September 
Inst. The following notice of his death from the 
Indian Daily Notes will show in what esteem ho 
was held by both the native and European com¬ 
munity on that side of India; and though his name 
may not bo no conspicuously known hero (Bombay) 
as those of some of his oountrymeu of Bratnho- 
Somaj note, his death cannot but be felt as a 
national loss. * * *

— The members of the Benares Association hare ’ 
submitted a petition to the Lieutenant Governor,

value of English education, and where honourable 
professions are yet limited, success of every measure 
must depend on the reward that attends it. Pursuit 
of knowledge, for the sake of knowledge morcly, 
must be rare, especially when students have to look 
after their livings. Your petitioners believe that 
tfie comparative failure of higher eduoation in these 
provinces, which your Honour was pleased to notioe 
on the ceoaeion of the recent durbar at Allahabad, 
is chiefly owing to the disoonrogemc&t which edu¬ 
cated men experience after finishing their Aoademio 
caroers.” 

— The Poona Observer hears that Government 
lias resolved to grant pensions to the old servants of 
the Police Foroe, and that Jemadars will receive 
from Rupees eight to ten per mensem each, and 
Police sepoys rupees four* 

Monday, Octobkb 11. 

—The Englishman understands that, owing to tho 
retirement of Pundit Joy Naiayon Turka Punoha- 
non, the professorship of Kyaya philosophy in the 
Calcutta Sanskrit College is now vacant. There 
aro several oamlidates for the appointment, which 
is looked uflou by the Nativo Community as the blue 
ribbon of ffon«orit scholarship. Our contemporary 
hopes that more interest wifi not carry the day ; 
tho general feeling seems to be that the merits of 
tho rival candidates should bo tested by an ex¬ 
amination, and there is no doubt that such a mode 
of decision would lead to the most satisfactory 
result. 

— The Government being of opinion that tho 
re-issue of notes, ouoe cashed in tho Currenoy 
Department iu a worn oondition, is attended with 
great risks both to tho Government and to the 
Pablio generally, have resolved, although tho dis¬ 
continuance of the practice will be attended with 
some additional expense, amounting in all pro¬ 
bability to £10,000 a year, not to allow the re¬ 
issue <ff any such note, and has authorised the 
Commissioner to try the experiment at first iu 
Caloutta.

Tuesday, October 12. 

— The Delhi Gaxcttc states that tho Supreme 
Council at the last Bitting recorded its concurrence 
in the opinion the Viceroy expressed long ago, and 
in the general official opinion, that there should be 
no Durbar at Agra this season, 
f. — The same paper hears from Rampore under 
Idate the 2nd instant, that it had rained there with¬ 
out intermission since the 21th ultimo. The people 
|are quite tired of it, their business operations hav¬ 
ing been suspended for many days. Houses, both 
'pncca and kuteka , had fallen in,;,great numbers. 
The fields are quite flooded with water ; for some 
days as much as three feet having been gauged. 
Pears were entertained that the crops would be , 
destroyed. Tha rain has proved very prejudicial to 
the maize, bqjra and sutthee already cut. 

— Matters are assuming a different aspect in 
Afghanistan. Our contemporary learns from his 
Cabal correspondent’s letter, which brings advices* 
up to 27th September, that there has been a rebel¬ 
lion in Khelat, and that the Taukhee tribe under 
their ohief, had taken possession of Khelat. Sirdar 
Mohamed Yakoob Alt Khan with troops, had been 
ordered by Amir Shere Khan to march for Khelat 
without delay. 

Sirdar Mohamed Ibrahoom Khau, the late govern¬ 
or of Herat, had returnod from Hazara to Madan 
and was preparing to leave for Turkistan, where 
news had been received that tho Russians were 
going to march against that place. 

— The Englishman hoars that on tho night of 
tho 7th instant, thoro was a severe gale at Diamond 
Ilarbonr. The tide broke the bund, and the water 
was eight feet iu depth at the Customs' Station. 
The boats were all blown high and dr/and the 
huts were levelled to tho ground almost without 
exception. 

— The Pioneer believes that the next list oi 
Knight Commanders of the Exalted Order of the 
Star of Tndia will inoludo the Hon’ble Mr. Grey, 
Colonel R. Straohey, and Mr. Bowring.

Wednesday, Octobeu 13. 

The Delhi Gazette invites the serious attention 
of Mr. Johoston and Sir William Mnir to the fact 
that the unrestricted opening of native liquor shops 
iu tho district of Mirzapore, bub particularly the' 
town, sanctioned by thorn this year, bwi>roved a 
source of very great inoonveniencejurd discomfort 
to the inhabit ants q jj^fc.plac^ insomuch that the 
most infitventtiTmembers of the oomnlUnity petition¬ 
ed the Magistrate the other day for a reduction in 
the number of shops in the eity, and for a fixing of 
the localities where such shops should be allowed. 
The petition was signed by the native Municipal 
Commissioners also. Mr. Wigram directed the 
Tehseeldar to report on the complaint made, and 
this official after a personal investigation submitted 
a kaifyui to tbe effect that the shops wsre actually 
a very great nuisance. The Magistrate, however, 
took no notioe of the matter, owing, it is said, to 
his inability to interfere iu the Abkaree settlement 
pado a few months ago! Mr. Wigrnm’s decision is 


indicative of an utter disregard of the oomforts of 
natives plaoed in his charge, seeing that he is fully 
authorized by law to shut up any shops that may 
cause disoomfort to the neighbourhood. That these 
shops are a nuisance has been olenrly proved by the 
petitioners, inasmuch as they interfere with tho 
religion of tho orthodox Hindoos, being some of 
them very olose to their temple. 

— From Rajshabyo tho Englishman hears that 
the prospeots so 1 docidodiy gloomy at the end of 
August, havo now brightened most satisfactorily. 
The livers that were lowor than usual arc now as 
high as they oan safely be, and although expor¬ 
tation maintains the high prices of rice yet tha 
circumstance is not an unfavourable one. Tha 
generul health continues good.

The cost, which was raised by subscription, is 
asserted to have been equal to £70,000 or £80,000, 
and the work is described as ** so oolossal in its 
proportions so magnificent in its execution, and so 
admirable in its design os to ohalleage the wouder 
and the admiration of the world.” 

— Tne Jubbulpore Chronicle reports that some 
important Despatohos from the Secretary of State 
to the Government of India, were lost with the 
Steamer “ Carnatic.” 

— A correspondent of the Bombay Gazette 
asserts that the crew of the “ Carnatic” behaved 
most shamefully after the wreck of the vessel, 
by stripping the dead bodies that wore washed 
ashore and appropriating what jewellery &c. they 
fonud on them.

At Nuugun- 
baukura Polioe Court yesterday afternoon, Major

three times within sixty seoonds. The gallant 
Magistrate told him to be cnrefnl, but this made the 
witness still more nervous, aud in tne next sixty 
seconds he blinked somo six times. The Court 
again warned him, but without effect, for by a 
Dent’s double notion repeater, jewelled in twenty- 
four holes, the olerk noted that the unhappy de¬ 
linquent winked once every four and a quarter 
seoonds. Major Smith, with solemnity, thereupon 
said that he would not be doing his duty to the 
State,°did he not tdark bis sense of the reprehen¬ 
sible demeanour of the witness; but looking to all 
the circumstances of the case, and feeling that it 
Was not necessary, this being a first ease of tha kind 
in Madras, to punish the man severely, he would 
simply sentence^him to imprisonment with hard 
labour, on the road, in chains for twenty months, 
and to pay a fine of Re. 500, or, in default, to 
undergo ten mouths’ more imprieo&mettt.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 

The Stiifi Oml, which may now be 
said ta b® $ fait accompli, is perhaps the 
chest glorious triumph of engineering skill in 
the world. M. Lesseps will rank high among 


the benefactors of tho human race. The 
length of the canal from tho Red Sea to tho 
Mediterranean is according to tho Roving 
Correspondent of tho Englishman G9 miles. 
“ Tho Canal Company was constituted in 
December 1858. Tho first ground was 
broken at Port Said on the 25th April 
185£. The Mediterranean was let into 
the Canal to within 18 miles of its south¬ 
ern terminus at Suez in March 1869.”. In 
August 1869 there was communication 
from sea to soa. On the 17th November 
next the opening of tho Canal will be for¬ 
mally inaugurated. Drifts of sand from 
the desert are the great enemy of the canal; 
but wo hopo and trust that tho Company 
will be able to ovcrcomo this difficulty 
as it has overcome others of equal magni¬ 
tude. There enn bo no doubt that by 
hardening tho banks, by planting trees in 
the District bordering on tho canal and 
by keeping a dredging machine constantly 
| at work, the canal can always be kept 
navigable for vessels of the largest ton¬ 
nage. 

To Mons. Lcsseps will belong the im¬ 
perishable renown of accomplishing what 
tho builders of the Pyramids could not 
accomplish, what a hundred generations 
of men from tho time of Sesostris down*' 
wards have boon dreaming of without 
daring to undertake. To those who thought 
that M. Lesseps and his projeot would 
not outlive tho sneers of English engineers 
this heroic achievement should teach tho 
lesson that nothing is impossible for heroio 
perseverance direotod by scientific skill.

HINDOO MQUtLA NAT AKA* 

Tub Nat aka we propose to review in 
this article is interesting for several reasons. 
In the first plane, it relates to the females 
of Bengal, aud is so far a public expression 
of sympathy on their bolmlf. HiJtdoo 
women regarded as members of society 
have been so long and so ruthlessly neg¬ 
lected that any public recognition and dis¬ 
cussion of their position cannot fail to be 
in the highest degree interesting and re¬ 
freshing. Aud as the present drama pur¬ 
ports to bo a description of their "condi¬ 
tion and helplessness,” it has on that ac¬ 
count a peculiar claim to the attention and 
approbation of the public. In the second 
place, it is gratifying to remark that the 
story of the drama is sufficiently novel to 
make it interesting to literary mon. By 
far the most disgusting feature of the 
current dramatic literature of Bengal is the 
very general prevalence of loye-storioa— 
stories, so uniform in their character that 
they have served to render a considerable 
portion of that literature peculiarly dull 
ond mouotonous. Dramas with love stories 
so imaginary and so much Unconcerned 
with phases of practical life as those which 
we meet with in our current dramatic 
literature serve very few of the purposes 
of dramatic writing. They may contain 
muoh good poetry, but they will afford 
little instruction or information. The story 
of the drama we are reviewing keeps itself 
sufficiently dear of love* quarrels and love 
intriguos to possess a novel and refreshing 
aspect. Bttt^this is uot all. The charm 
of novelty has been in this instance in*

Tho night-soeno be¬ 
tween Komul and the Bbuttaoharjee and 
that at the bouse of the prostitute Mon- 
mobinee are too interesting and valuable 
as a graphic description of the night-life 
and street-life of a 1 well-known class of 
Yoang Bengal to be objected to on the 
ground of obsoenity. The Bhuttnoharjee isj 
a very rare character and is always seen to 
remain in the background of society. But 
ho is on thnt very account a curious and 
remarkable character and wo are incliued 
to think that the drama h&9 gained con¬ 
siderably in point of merit by bringing 
him out iu full relief. In the third place, 
tho catastrophe is very instructive and 
produces a wholesjmo effect on the mind. 
We do not, however, ndmiro it exactly on 
the principles of poor Mr. Dennis’s theory 
of poetical justice which the pot-bellied 
Johnson tore up so cruelly. 

But the drama is uot without faults of a 
very serious character. We have said that 
it purports to be a description of the‘‘con¬ 
dition and helplessness” of our females. Wo 
do not deny that the condition of our women 
is not so good as it ought to be and that they 
are helpless to a very great extent., But we 
boldly and * unhesitatingly oohtradiot the 
author if he moans to say that the appear¬ 
ance of the femily of Benode such as wo 
find it at the opening of tho drama is the 
normal appearance of all Hindoo families 
in Bengal, that every Bengalee gentleman 
is a Benode who drives out his mother and 
sister at the instigation of his wife, that 
every Bengalee damsel is neglected and mal¬ 
treated like Soorama. It grieves us most 
painfully to find from the Dedication that 
this and no other than this « the meaning of 
the author.

farther. $t seems to us that the author is a 
young man and that though his intention is 
good yet that he has been led away by that 
vehemence of feeling which is incidental to 
his nge to magnify an exceptional case into 
a universal mode. 

Another great fault is the introduction of 
two distinct plots which have very little de¬ 
pendence on eaoh other. In Shak&peare’s 
Merchant oj Venice are found two plots of 
which one arises out of the other. There 
is no saoh connexion between tho two plots 
of tho drama we are reviewing and so far the, 
author is guilty of disregarding the exam¬ 
ple of the greatest master of the dramatic 
art. It seems to us that the story of 
Komul was introduced solely because the 
author found it difficult to bring about the 
catastrophe without that character. This 
necessity, however, not to speak mere se¬ 
verely of it, will not explain away tho 
incongruity of too slightly connected plots. 
And even if it had been capable of doing 
tifso, that possibility has been removed by 
tho unskilful management of the catastro¬ 
phe.’ ^ ■ For Komul, on insaue-man, singling 
oat tho three real oulprits, slaying them 
with his sword and then in a moment re¬ 
gaining his sense, is rather a perplexing 
character. It is worthy of remark too 
that the main story is without a distinctly 
marked middle. 

We are sorry wo have neither time 
nor space to spank more about this drams. 
We have, however, we think, said enough 
to show that the author doserves very great 
encouragement and we sinoerely hope that 
practice and a careful and philosophical 
study of tho dramatio art will in course 
of time enable him to achieve so much 
success ns, judging from his present per¬ 
formance, we expect to find in his career 
as a dramatist.

THE PRESENT FINANCIAL 
, CONDITION OF INDIA. 

Loki> Mayo has, within the shore time 
that, he has been Viceroy of this ^empire, 
dene an act, which, even if it docs not 
realise all the benefits which are expected 
to flow from it, will prove most unmistako- 
ably that he is-a Statesman of no ordinary 
calibre. We refer to the revision that 
has been lately made of the finances of 
this large empire and the publication for 
general information of what we cannot 
help calling the remarkable Despatch of 
the 20th ultimo to the Secretary of State 
which contains, among many other topics 
of the very last importance to this country, 
a beautifully olear and concise statement 
of the results of the financial revision. , The 
revision of the Budget in the middle ;>£ 
a currant financial year is a proceeding 
Wholly unprecedented in the history of 
Indian finance ; but this .is a proceeding 
dtoioh is proved by the insults - of the 
.l^rwvisi^l to 'be, not only nstiihl 
Mi Who$y in^ispsnsnhle in a country 
Which is soilWlNihghly agricultural as India 
andwhich is dhdt^o|i^ from all other 
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•cuatrioa of the glob# by a roticulated 
eystera of loud tenure which renders the 
assessment of renl property for purposes 
of revenue an affair of the most difficult 
istud. One of tlio largest items of Indian 
revenue is the revenue derived from laud, 
end that is a revenue which/ (it least in 
the present circumstances of India* is so 
little under human control and so much 
at the tneroy of unforeseeable natural 
phenomena* tlmt'nny estimate of its amount 
which is not made after a careful obser* 
vation of all those natural occurrences wbioh 
influence agriculture is sure to tarn out 
false or deceitful when those occurrences 
have been seen and the necessary allow¬ 
ances made for the effucts which they 
produce* In India the Budget estimate 
is made in the month of March, a time 
of the solar year when none of those 
climatic occurrences, which, by their effects 
upon agriculture, essentially modify, the 
Budget estimate of the laud revenue, oan 
be foreseen. Again, Customs is another 
important brunch of the Indian revenue, 
and this branch too, it is hot difficult to 
see, is liable to fluctuations from the same 
onuses which affect the land revenue. 
When agriculture given but poor results 
to the cultivator, the price of food neces¬ 
sarily becomes high and it is well-known that 
according as a man lays out itoore in the 
purchase of food he expends less upon other 
things. The Indian Budget Estimate of 
Customs is, therefore, liable to the same 
correcting influences as the Estimate of tLo 
land rovonue. But those correotious cannot 
he made until the disturbing natural pheno 5 * 
mono have beon witnessed wholly or parti* 
ally, and hence the necessity for on ex¬ 
amination of the financial condition of this 
country moTo than once in a year. 

It is thus seen that in revising the finan¬ 
cial Budget, Lord Mayo and the officiating 
Financial Member Mr. John StracKey, 
have done that which all Finance Ministers 
from Mr. Wilson downwards should have 
d me and the omission of which has hitherto 
kept our Government it) a state of false 
security, which has uniformly and persi^ 
tcntly resisted the removal of enormous 
deficits in «ur finances. Sir H. Temple’s 
Budget Estimate, it is well known, exhibit¬ 
ed a surplus of £52,650 at the end cf the 
current financial year, but the lute revi¬ 
sion anticipates on aolual deficit of 
£1,727,402. Tho following figures which, as 
wo perceive frera the Despatch wo have 
alluded to above, bavo been arrived at 
after a very caroful consideration of all tho 
items of revenue, prove this deficit:—

Considering tho hopeful declaration made 
by Sir R, Temple, and tho consequent non¬ 
adoption of any economical measure up to 
a very recent dale, it must be acknowledged 
by nil that the abovo figures, besides proving 
that half-yearly or quarterly revisions of tlio 
Budget are indispensably necessary to pre¬ 
vent the Budget itself from becoming the 
onuso of an improvident and deceitful ex¬ 
penditure of the revenues of this splendid 
empire, prove further that Sir R. Temple, 
ns a Finance Minister, was not exactly the 
right man in the right place. As it is not 
however our intention in this artiol^ to con¬ 
sider all the points suggested»by the revi¬ 
sion proceeding, we will satisfy ourselves 
with a plain statement of the measures 
which the Government of Lord Mayo has 
determined to take iuorder to establish a 
healthy equilibrium in our finances. 

The average of the deficits of the last 
three years is £1,932,888 and the actual 
deficit of the current year is calculated 
at £1,727,402. It is clear, therefore, and 
no ono is more seriously impressed with 
tho nooesaity of tho task than the Govern¬ 
ment of Lord Mayo itself, that, in order to 
prevent financial difficulties of a really 
perilous character, a defioifc of nearly txyo 
millions* a year must b<y without rqpoHm^' 
to additional debt, promptly oonyarted into 
a surplus of half a million. Purely tbe 
task is not very easy and, r:-‘doubt whether 
the Go^^JSTBr^d May^ with all that 
extraordinary energy and activity which 
has distinguished S from the beginning, 
will succeed m restoring equilibrium to cur 
finances before the end of the current finan¬ 
cial yep*. But we : cannot help remarking 
that the Govemment of Lord Mayo bos hit 
upon tnoaaares m.OfoIlhelir : ihaa any other to 
prodisco ^opeii; nr something like it.

enlightened:— 

u We think it therefore most necessary 
that the public, in learning that we lmvo dis¬ 
cover#! our financial position to be groatly 
less favourable than wo had supposed, 
shall learn also, by action that cannot bo 
mistaken, that wo have not lost a moment 
in adpoting measures of so vigorous and un- 
mistflWble a nature that no room shall 
remain for doubting that our finances havo 
been placed on a thoroughly, and permanent¬ 
ly, sound basin. Nor could anything short of 
an unreserved statement of the truth justify 
the stringent and. unwelcome measures of 
economy and of increased taxation, -which 
wo shall be furcod to take.” 

“The stringent and unwelcome measures 
of economy " spoken of in the above para*- 
grnph refer to the curtailment that has bc6n 
already made of tho amount assigned to the 
Public Works Department in the last Bud¬ 
get, to intended reductions of the Army and 
Home Charges and to an economic revision 
of all the Departments of the Adminis¬ 
tration. Wo loarn from the .Government of 
Indjfr Circular, Public Work* Department, 
2n<&Oclober t 1869, that the grant to that 
Department for tho current financial year 
has been reduced by £792, 500 and that tho 
grant for the next financial year has been 
fixed at 4J millions being 1J millions less 
than the grant for the current year. With- 1 ' 
regard to tho various Departments of tho 
Administration, the following circular has 
been issued by the Government of India to 
all heads of Departments:— 

“ I um directed by the Eight Hoa’blo the 
Governor General iu Council to druw ycur atten¬ 
tion to tho Fiuanoial Despatch addressed on the 
20th ultimo to tho Secretary of State for India, 
and published in the Gazette of India Extraordi¬ 
nary of tho 4th instant. 

2. From a perusal of this despatoh, you will 
perceive that the strictest economy is essential in 
every branch of the administration, and that tbe 
Government of India is resolved to euforoo that 
economy. 

8. It is, therefore, considered desirable to 
address yon individually, and to enjoin on you not 
only to cheok any tendency to increase of expendi¬ 
ture in the • Department, but to make 

the most searching enquiry as to whether, with¬ 
out impairing the effloienoy of your Deportment, 
savings may not be effected in personnel, or in 
various other modes whioh your departmental ex¬ 
perience way load you to think possiblo. 

4. If auy reductions seem feasible that it is 
within your competency to oarry out, you will do 
to at ouoe, reporting your proceedings as here¬ 
after directed; and, if beyond your competency, 
you will be good enough to submit your proposal* 
for approval. 

6. Should you think that, by revisiou of estab¬ 
lishments, a reduction of personnel oau bo effected, 
your proposal to this effect should be unhesitatingly 
made without any refereuos whatever to tho iu~

tance, the Governor General in Counoil •confidently 
trusts that the appeal now made to you and to

7. In conclusion, I am to request you will, on 
the let of next mouth, and ou the 1st of each 
succeeding mouth, report to me, in detail, what 
steps you have taken to give effect to the foregoing 
instructions.” 

“The increased taxation” spoken of in 
preceding extract from the Despatch of the 
20tli September has reference to the addition 
thnt’will shortly be made, of 1 per cent, to 
the exgisting Income Tax and to the 
enhancement of the Suit duty in the 
Madras and Bombay, Presidencies. The 
rate of the Tnoomo Tux will be increased by 
one percent, but only for the second six 
months of the ourrent financial year and 
thus the rato for the whole yoar will be l| 
instead of 1 percent. We are not advocates 
of an Income Tux and wo are fully aware 
that such a Tax is highly ropugnant to the 
feelings of the people of this country. But 
we supported Sir E. Temple in his proposal 
to introduce an Income Tux at the beginning 
of the current financial yoar and we now 
support the Government of Lord Majffi in 
increasing the present rate of the Income 
Tux. This proceeding of ours will be, we 
fear, misconstrued by many and we, there¬ 
fore, wish it to be understood that we have de¬ 
fended the Income Tax not because we think 
that an Income Tax is correct in principle or 
agreoable to tho feelings of the Indian people 
but beoause we have rogarded and do still re¬ 
gard it, in tho present state of our country, 
as less inconvenient than any other form of 
taxation. The Government o( Lord Mayo 
lias revised our fmanoes in an unusually bold 
and business-like manner and ono who 
reads with an unbiassed mind the despatch 
which embodies the results of that revision 
will certainly feel convinced not only that a 
superior necessity exists at this very mo¬ 
ment for imposing some tax on tho country 
but that the particular attitude whiob Lord 
Mayo's Government has taken up with re¬ 
ference to further taxation is by far the most 
prudent, tho most assuring and the most sa¬ 
tisfactory that oould have been taken. The 
fact that our Government is honestly and 
earnestly attempting to save, us from 
financial difficulties of an overwhelming na¬ 
ture ought to fill our hearts with so much 
delight as will prevent us from raising 
petty murmurs. Further, the Despatch be¬ 
fore us loaves no doubt in our uittd that the 
Government of Lord Mayo considers an ad¬ 
ditional Incume Tax to be an extreme mea¬ 
sure necessitated solely by the frightful die 


Ilomo charges, the expenses of the Public 
Works Department and the cost of the differ¬ 
ent Departments of the Administration will 
have met with so much sucoess by the end! 
of the current financial year as wilt enable 
tho Budget of 1869-70 or at least that of 
1870*71 to dispense with all Income Tax 
whatever. We may return to this subject 
in a future issue.

Tub Residents of AHJJ*- -i^bave prayed 
for the establishment of a Allege at the 
capital of the N. W. Provjnoes. The Go¬ 
vernment Secretary writes to tho Director 
of Public Instruction that the object is one 
which the Lieutenant-Governor himself hns 
had at heart now for some time; and His 
Honor therefore cannot but feel highly 
gratified at the substantial support thus ac¬ 
corded to it. His Honor does not doubt that 
the Supreme* Government will appreoiate the 
movement-and sympathize with the desire 
of the momoria\ists; and that Imperial aid 
will not be wanting irf carrying it into effeot. 
But as the project is not merely looal, but 
aims at eventually supplying a want felt by 
the whole of the N. W. Provinces, the Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor is desirous, before address¬ 
ing the Governor General in Council, that the 
Chiefs and leading men throughout the 
country should have the opportunity, if they 
deairo it, of showing their interest in the 
proposal, and of giving it their countenance 
either iu the shape of general contributions 
or of scholarships or endowments for any 
Oriental or other special purpose.

THE DEFICIT. 

The Press is almost unanimous in con¬ 
demning increased taxation in the middle of 
tho year as a means of recruiting tho 
oxohoquer. 

Tho best way of meeting the deficit is to 
curtail the Military and the Public Works* 
oxpeuditure. With our system of llnil^ 
ways, it is unnecessary, .as the Friend of 
India has well remarked, to h&vo throe Com¬ 
manders-in-chief for Her Majesty's Forces 
in India. 

The Offices of the Commanders-in-ohiof 
of Madras and Bombay may bo abolished 
with advantage. Why have wo such an 
enormous army P The mutiny arose out of a 
wide-spread panic fomented by some design¬ 
ing scoundrels that the religion of the 
people was in danger, that the Government 
was resolved to oonvert them to Christianity 
by nook and crook. People now understand 
very well that our rulers harboured no 
sneh sinister design. It may, however, be 
asked. “ What guarantee have we that ig¬ 
norant at the mass of the people are, fana¬ 
ticism will no? be again roused by a rumour 
as unfounded as that about the greased car¬ 
tridges being an engine of conversion P” 
It must be admitted that so long as the 
mass of tho people are sunk in the grossest

There has been a good dial of useless ex¬ 
penditure on barracks which should be cur¬ 
tailed very considerably. Wo doubt whether 
there has been any sanitary improvement at 
all corresponding with the expenditure. 
As lyng as the British soldier is so fond 
of liquor, no sanitary arrangements, no costly 
barracks will enable hiny to enjoy good 
health in India. GiVo him some wholesome 
work to do, and ho will boo>me more sober, 
less licentious and more healthy. " The devil 
provides work for idle hands” says Dr. 
Watts. Nowhero is this saying more ap¬ 
plicable than to barrack life. Tho Army 
Sanitary Commission lma inooiitestably 
proved that the Native soldier enjoys belter 
health than the European soldier, because, 
ho is more sober. No costly barrack can 
supply the place of sobriety. 

Wo do not think that the public will suffer 
from the curtailment of the Publio Works’ 
expenditure. Tho only sufferers will bo an 
•••piy of greedy overseers and contractors. j 

TENANT BIGHT IN BENGAL. 

An attempt is being rnado to deprive the 
Bengal ryot of his right of occupancy as j 
acquired under section 6 of Act X of 1850. 
Tho opponents of tonaut right have Sir 
Barnes Peacock for their champion. We 
yield to none in our rc.spect for Sir Barnes 
Peacock as a judge*; hut a great judge is not i 
neoessarily a groat jurist or a great political 
economist. It is ouo thing to make a law 
and anothor thing to interpret it. England 
oan boast of a long and brilliant series of 
Lord Chanoellors; but with tho honourable 
exceptions of Lords Bacon, Brougham, 
Campbell and Wostbury, none distinguished 
himself as a law reformer. Not to mention 
narrow-minded Chief Justices liko Lord 
Kenyon, Lord Ellenborough who is reputed 
to have been one of the best judges of 
the King’s Bench stoutly opposed tho pas- 
sing of a law for the Repeal of a Draco¬ 
nic statuto whioh hanged a man for theft of 
property worth more than twelve ponoo. 
Hero in Bengal tAany of the justices of tho 
old Supreme Court opposed tho enactmout 
of Lord Macaulay’s Penal Code because 
they objected to codifieatiou on prinoipto and 
would rather have the old Criminal law 
left in a chaotic state. 

We do not mean to compare Sir Barnes 
Peacock with those obstructive judges. On, 
the oontrary wo appreciate fully his labours 
in the late Legislative Council and we must 
say that he showed himself iu advanco of 


our present legislature when he proposed 
that a wife should be entitled to a dissolution 
of marriage on proving adultery only on the 
part of her husband, though there may be 
uo cruelty or desertion. At the same time 
it must bo allowed that Sir Barnes Peacock 
sometimes hnks at Iudian things through 
English spectacles. His definition of ront 
adopted from Malthas has been uuiversally 
rejected as inapplicable to India/ 

Sir Barnes Peacock recommends -the 
repeal of section G of Act X of 1859. 

“ 1st.—Because it interferes with the just 
rights of the Zemindars at least in the per¬ 
manently settled Districts by vesting rights 
of occupancy in the ryots which had no 
previous existence. 

2ndly.—• Because it tends to perpetttato 
small holdings which must ultimately become 
injurious to the best interests of the country. 

| 3rdly.—Because by creating now rights nf 
occupancy whioh did not exist before, it im¬ 
poses upon the Courts of Justioo the neces¬ 
sity of settling, in case of a dispute with tho 
ryots who have acquired such rights, the 
rents whioh they nro to pay, instead of 
leaving the parties fc> make thoir own ar¬ 
rangements as they must have done if Sec¬ 
tion 6 had not boon passed.” 

All the objections that havo boen made to 
| the right of occupancy resolve themselves 
iuto these. 

Of course neither Sir Barnes Peacock nor 
any candid opponent of tenant right goes so 
far as to maintain that before the passing of 
Act X of 1859 there did.uot exist nuy class 
of ryots with a right of occupancy. From 
tho earliest times the ryots of Bengal havo 
been divided into two great classes—ryots 
with rights of oocupancy and ryots without 
such rights. Tho former called in later times 
K? .odkasht ryots acquired a prescriptive 
right of ocoupancy by residing in tho village 
and cultivating the land thereof for a num¬ 
ber of years. The other olass called Py ecash t 
ryots hold at will or under leases for short 
torms. A Pyecasht ryot might always be- 
oomo a Khoodkasht one by settling in tho 
village or its neighbourhood and holding 
land for a number of years. What was that 
number of years was always a matter of 
uncertainty and loft to bo settled hy vague^ 
custom instead of positive law. The change 
mado by section G of Act X was that what 
was a prescriptive right acquired under a 
vogue oustom became a legal right acquired 
under a positive statute, a definite term of 
holding was substituted for an indefinite 
term and tho condition of residence in the 
village or its neighbourhood was dispensed 
with. So much for tho change which has 
been misrepresented as croating an utterly 
new right- and encroaching on the just rights 
of tho landlord. 

SUMBULPORE. 

We invite tho attention of tho author¬ 
ities to a letter,.published in another column, 
tho writer of whioh\nrges tho neoessity 
of J transferring SumlAilpore from the 
jurisdiction of the Commissioner of Raeporo 
or Chuttisguv in tho Ceutral Provinces 
’ to that of the Commissioner of Cuttack. 
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ILttepore is inhabited by Maihuttas who 
lmvo no sympathy with the people of 
Rumbulporc. If the latter want to appeal 
against the decisions of their Deputy Goto* 
tnissioncr, whose will is in many cases law 
becauso he is the Huktem of a Non-Regula¬ 
tion Province, they arc obliged to proceed to 
a strange place like Raeporo and are put to 
unnecessary expense and trouble. The 
consequence* is that they in tho majority of 
instances remain silent, kuowing as they do 
that justice mny be obtained only at tho cost 
und sacrifices of a pilgrimage. This is no 
doubt deemed to be a denial of justice. 
Considering that the Sumbul purees speak 
Oorya as thoir mother tongue and follow 
Ooryah customs Sumbulpure ought to form 
ngaln an appendage of tho Lieutenant 
Governorship of Bengal. 

TI1E REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT. 

Mr. Beverley's last Report on the ad¬ 
ministration of tho Registration Department 
is full of important and interesting matter. 
Most of the salient points iu connection 
with that administration have been touched 
upon with admirable brevity, clearness and 
perspicuity, whilst deductions and inferences 
of a rotilly valuable character have been 
made with a degree of caution and calmness 
which is rarely to bo found in by far the 
vast majority of Indian Official papers. 
Tho total number of documents registered 
in 1868-69 was 213,968 against 187,850 
in tho previous year, showing an increase 
of 26,118 or nearly 14 per cent It is 
stated, however, that about 15,000 contracts 
were owing to the Indigo disputes in the 
Clbumpavuu District—a very exceptional 
and abnormal cause of increase—and that, 
therefore, the real normal number of 
registrations during 1868-69 exceeds that 
of 1867*68 by 11,118 which gives an in¬ 
crease of not more than 5 per cent. This 
rate, says Mr. Boverloy, “may fairly be 
assumed to represent the normul annual 
expansion of the system.” Wo thiuk 
however that it is as yet too early to make 
sueh a generalisation as this. We are not 
inclined to argue this point on abstract 
grounds chiefly beoause wo have figures 
before uo whioh will prove tho correctness of 
our remark more satisfactorily to the general 
render than a purely philosophical argument i 
It is true that the number of registrations 
for 1808*69 exceeds that for 1867-68 by 
5 peroent; ! -ut we find that the number for 
1867-68 exceeds that for 1866-67 t>y 6691 
whioh means only an increase of one per 
cent, whilst tho number for 1868-67 exceeds 
that for 1865-66 by 83,976* which signifies 
so large a rate of increase as 85 per oent. 
Thcso results, surely, do not warrant the 
Registrar -General*s statement ns to the rate 
of “ the normal annual expansion of the 
systora.” We think that must wait a 
few years more before wo can make a genor- 
nlisation so comprehensive in its character. 
Tho above figures/ however, prove two 
things most clearly; 1st that the re¬ 
gistration system is steadily expanding in 
Bengal; 2dly that the value of registra¬ 
tion, as Mr. Beverley well observes, “ is 


being appreciated more 
people at large.” 

The next, point which dcs<. 
that by far the great majority o* 
turns in Bengal are of a petty c 
Mr. Beverley says “Of 202,65 
cuments that paid an ad valorem fee, 12o, 
br 61 por cent paid * fee of 8 annas ot. 
representing transactions of a value no. 
exceeding Rs. 100. The transactions which 
did not exceed Rs. 500 numbered 176,766 or 
87 2 per cent of tho whole. Above Rs. 
12,000 there were only 1,641 registration* 
representing 8 per cent of the whole; above 
Rs. 50,000 (hero were 155 or ‘07 per cent 
and only 58 or 03 per cent which exceeded 
a lakh of Rupees.” Thut lauded property 
is extremely subdivided iu this country is 
proved by the fact that out of 82,123 in¬ 
struments of sale or mortgage of immoveable 
property, no less than 38,939 or 47 per cent 
were of a value less than Rs. 100. This 
contrasts very u ifuvombly with what we 
know of tho North-Western Provinces. 
There, in 1868, out of 52,174 instruments of 
sale or mortgage of immoveable property 
only 20,023 or 38 per cent were of a 
value less than Rs. 100. Mr. Beverley 
has justly insisted on this peculiarity of 
the.Bengal landed property and this contrast 
with the North Western Provinces. The 
total value of property affected by registra¬ 
tion, is shown to be R«. 10,47,46,292 against 
Rs. 10,89,56,128 in 1867-68. Tho follow¬ 
ing table, exhibiting the various olassea of 
documents registered’ during the year and 
their aggregate and average values, will 
be, we hope, interesting to many of our 
readers. 
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The financial condition of the Department | 
is shown to be satisfactory. Mr. Beverley 
fia y 8 With an increase of registration 
amounting to 14 per cent, there has been 
no increase in the average Cost per docu¬ 
ment to Government, and an actual de¬ 
crease of nearly 14 per cent as far as the 
public are concerned; the Department has, 
moreover, not only been self-supporting, 
but bus banded over the sum of about

The 39th para is of still more general 
application whore the Registrar-General, 
speaking of the submission of current in¬ 
dex, soys that “there is not yet that 
strict and universal compliance with tho 
provisions of Hie law in this respoof, which 
it is so important to attain.’* These state- 
incuts do not surprise us iu the least. Wf 
know thAt the Registration Department, 
is tho most badly-officered possible and we 
have written several .times on tins pm at. 
We cannot understand why a paying De¬ 
partment like this should be filled with 
the dregs of tho other Departments of pub¬ 
lic service. It behoves Mr. Beverley to 
oonaidcr that a more intelligent body of 
officers can alone ensure a strict, regular 
and economical administration of tho De¬ 
partment over which he presides with so 
much personul credit.

REDUCTIONS IN THE CONSTA¬ 
BULARY. 

-The charges for polioe having risen to 
nearly two and a half millions a year Bis 
Excellency the Governor Goneral in Council 
has ordered suoh reductions to bo made as 
can bo made without impairing the efficiency 
of the service. The appointment of Deputy 
, Inspector General of Police will be abolished. 
The Deputy Inspector General who has 
been recently appointed for special detective 
service in Bengal will however bo retained 
for the present. By the abolition nf this use¬ 
less office fifteen appointments, costing annu¬ 
ally in pay alone Rs; 2.28,000, will be dis¬ 
pensed with, and a further saving, estimated 
at the least at Its 72,000, on account of tra¬ 
velling allowances and establishments, will 
bring the total annual saving to three lakhs of 
rupees. All Assistant Superintendents except 
those who are trained for Superintendents are 
to be provided for otherwise. In car¬ 
rying out this principle, it is estimated 
that the services of 107 Assistant District 
Superintendents may he dispensed with 
Causing a-saving in pay alone of Rs. 4,50,000

His Lordship is also cur¬ 
tailing the State expenses incurred on his 
own account as much as practicable. In 
oonsequence of the heavy charges for special 
train His Excellency lately travelled by 
tho ordinary Passenger Train from Um- 
balia to Meerut.

LATE BABOO G. C. GHOSE. 

J'o the Editor of the Bengalee. 

Bia,—The benefits whiob we reoeive from our 
fellow-men, are trivial compared to those which 
we derive from such poisons us have sti¬ 
mulated our exertions, refined our tastes, and 
imparted that knowledge which, based upon sound 
principles, is a perpetual source of satisfaction aud 
pleasure. Of the illustrious men who have adopted 
such a principle of generosity as above all inter¬ 
ested views, and whose death we so deeply deplore, 
we should simply say, that wo would ever cherish 
their memory aud sigh over their grave. Lately 
another illustrious name has been added to theirs, 
and we cannot prevail upon oursulvfes 
to be silent. 1 allude to the late Baboo Grish 
Chunder Ghose. 

Many, indeed, were his olaims to our grateful 
remembrance. Ho was one of the intellectual 
benefactors of the younger class, as he was of 
thousands besides himself. His lofty talents, his 
penetrating intelleot and his spirit of independence 
are sufficiently proclaimed by his writings, aud 
the manner in whioh he advocated tho cause of his 
country. His amiability of temper and his utter 
contempt of pride or self-esteem, drew upon him 
an amount of reputation, not to be tarnished for 
ever. Enemies be had none ; and it was a pro¬ 
digious boon to our oon^trymen, high and low, 
to U led by him to tho pursuit of interests whioh 
he was so nobly fitted to uphold. The good he had 
effeoted WftB owing more, perhaps, to his moral than 
to his intellectual qualities. As a moral oensor, he 
was nonpareil. Vulike Syfift or Alferi, his private 
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character was ' exemplary. Virtue had it* full 
army in his heart; and, not like Napoleon or 
Alexander, did he fall a craven in the presence 
of bis lust. Wtth such a heart, free from those 
vices which lurk in Young Bengal, aud open to 
all the innocent pleasures and purged from the 
“ lenvon of malice and miohariLableueft**** it was 
ns natural that he should always be in gay spirits, 
as it is for the bee to hum in the bright sunshine, 
under the pleasant enjoyment of spring breeze. 
IIin venerationXpr all tlut is divino, and sympathy 
with all that is human, was truly genuine. 

His abilities as a roasoner equalled bis merits ns 
n moiulist. II is conclusions were not independent 
of bis premises, and the premises themselves were 
too sound to admit of being retorted. He was too 
gonuine to be befooled by criticism ; aud his ar¬ 
ticles were as useful ns ho could make them. Ho 
wrote his schemes and actions down in his own 
journal—rushing from notion to pen nnd putting 
aside the pea to return to action, with a “see 
saw perseverance n which we frankly acknowledge 
to be his heaveuly boon. To make his writings 
appear jnst as bo would havo them, he imperiously 
invoked the assistance of Heaven, till he might 
give oat his intensity of fooling. His speeches 
were gracious and eloquent; so that his listeners 
could not help regarding them as a singular sort 
of intellectual exeroiae or an ottort in the speaker 
to express his actual feeling towards the subjeot 
upon which he cleverly spoke. 

8uoh is the man who has loft us for evor, leav¬ 
ing his foot-prints for his survivors to tread. 
We see his image in a dream hut dreams are false. 
May his soul live in peaoo where there is no change 
except perpetual progression ! Peace to his ashes !

SOMETHING FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
INDIA. 

To the Editor of the Bengalee, 

Bin,—At the present moment when the Go¬ 
vernment of India contemplates making certain 
territorial changes, either by converting the Chief 
Commissionorship of the Central Provinces into a 
Lieutenant Governorship, or by splitting up those 
Provinces nnd assigning different portions of them 
to diderout governments, such as Bombay, the 
North-west and Orissa by creating the latter into 
a chief oommissionership for itself—whatever the 
oase may be—you will confer a very great obliga¬ 
tion upon many who are interested in the change 
by giving the following a prominent insertion in 
jont oolnmtn. In the interests of justioe, I dare 
say you will lend the weight of your influence to 
the suggestions that I beg to throw for the consi¬ 
deration of those, with whom rests the responsibi¬ 
lity. For otherwise no amount of trumpeting in 
tlw correspondence columns will make their way 
to tho unassailable ears of our rulers. 

The Government of the Central Provinces is 
quite as anomalous as anything can be. It has 
no less than four different nationalities composing 
it and as many different languages gre written and 
spoken within this vast but wild and barren conn- 
tty. Here there neither is nor can be that striot 
control and supervision whioh is the soul of good 
government. Its administration is a huge sham 
aud the vooncr this local government is done nway 
with the bettor for its own sake ae well as for those 
who live under it. Ou tho other hand, the ne¬ 
cessity of a responsible government in Orissa, the 
late calamity, which hftflyf'Wried away a third of 
its population, has too w,ell proved not to receive 
attention; and the time is oomo when considera¬ 
tions of ilnanoe, policy and justice ought at once 
to decide the step that, ought to be taken in the 
matter.

Being the ouly Oryah speaking j m 
trio), in tho whole of the Central Provinces, it dift^ 
from all others in lauguage, murmurs and habits^ 
as much as anr two nationalities can do, und s 
therefore apart from the extreme hardship, that 
I the people have beun subjected to, by the change, 

! it was au act of tho greatest shortsighted and 
sellhh policy o f n tho part of Bij Richard Temple, 
the then Chief Commissioner, to havo got this 
district transferred from Orissa to his owu Go¬ 
vernment of tho Central Provinces. It wus at one 
time believed that Sir Richard coveted a Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governorship aud us the first requisite was 
an exteusion of territory, he wanted to bring the 
whole of Orissa uudor his grusp on the protext 
of its having ouce been a Mahratta country, but 
failing in his object, he was fain to rest contented 
with a part. Happily he is no longer in tho way, 
and the seliish motivo that diotated this unjust aud 
impolitic measure—tf o transfer of this district 
from Orissa—no longer existing, there is no 
difficulty in meeting the wishes of tho people, 
aud taking that step which policy and justioe 
equally point out. As at preseut constituted its 
subjection to the Commissioner of tho Chuttisghur 
Division i» a great calamity to the people, for not to 
mention a host of other disadvantages, which it 
must necessarily suffer, the very fact of tho Court 
language at llaepore, the head quarter of tho 
Commissioner, being Hindoo aud of appeals in 
ull civil,, and criminal cases being conducted 
there ought at ones to point out tho mistake 
of having ever plaoed this distriot under tho Cen¬ 
tral Provinces. This circumstance alone is suffi¬ 
cient to deter unfortunate suitors from undertaking 
the journey and the oost of seeking redress in a 
superior court—oven where uo other difficulties 
existed, and in niuelynine cases out of a hundred, 
it is just possible that there is a failure of jus¬ 
tice. In fact there is scarcely half a dozen ap¬ 
peals (probably not more than one or two), ever 
preferred against the decision of the District 
officers in a year. Where then is tho safe-guard 
against tyranny and iujustioo whioh in such places 
are of every ,duy oocurreucol' 

The following arc a few more considerations that 
ought to influenoe Government with regard to 
reanuexing Sambulpore to Cuttaok. 

(1.) its isolated portion, being out off by a dis¬ 
tance of 180 miles from eaoh of these places, Rae- 
pore, Chota Nagpore and Cuttaok, ought to deter¬ 
mine the deoision of plaoing it under that Com- 
missionership, with which all things being equal, 
it has the easiest oommuuioation. With llnepore 
and Obota Nagpore there is next to none—or if 
any tho most harassing and difficult. With Cut¬ 
tack there it the advantage of river-communica¬ 
tion all the year round except for 2 or 3 months 
in summer when the river silts up in places. 

(2) . Its language, manuers aud habits, being 
the same, in every respect, as those of Cattaok, 
naturally invite one to the other. 

(3) . Its oommuroo being wholly dependent 
upon Cattaok (with llaepore and Ohotsaagpore 
it has none) and without whioh this plaoe could 
not exist, renders the transfer highly ueoessary. 

(4) . Its low state of eduoatton which necessitated 
tho employment of the people of Orissa and 
Bengal largely in the ministerial offices renders 
the change highly desirable in the interests o! 
the service, in order to make it moat inviting by 
creating a healthy competition upon which the 
efficiency of the servioe must depend. At pre¬ 
sent it is not at all so for the prospeots of the 
ministerial officer® begin and. end in this district. 

(5) . There is a wont of that healthy influenoe 
whioh the transfer of officers may be made sub-

The 
proposition before us is that tho roads of 
Bengal require improvement. Tho Im¬ 
perial Government has declined to pay from 
the oxohequor tho neeessnry sum required for 
that improvement, and Tlis Honor tho Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor has therefore formed a 
scheme of taxation for that purpose. What 
that schomo is we cannot say, as it is not 
before the public, but it is affirmed that of 
tho many “ Heads of the People’* tho zemin¬ 
dar is tho person named by His Honor as 
capable of boaring this burden. The zemin* 
dary Dawk Act will perhaps be made a guide 
of to lovy the road rate, or if that be consider¬ 
ed impolitic, ho may bo required to pay ac¬ 
cording to tbo number of beegahs in his 
suunud. To neither of those measures will 
wo givo our consent. If our opinion be con¬ 
sidered as of any worth by government, wo 
must beg leave to say let all tho different 
classes of which tho community of a district 
is composed be made liable for the require¬ 
ments of that district. Lot ui *'xpiv*s «»ur. 
selves more fully. It would bo very unjust 
in our opinion to tax tho zemindar ilono, j 
or to levy tho tax from him on his Muller :

country. Np, we go upon broad grounds 
and think that the nature of punishment 
must assimilate to the nature of offence 
committed. A criminal is never deprived 
of his life when ho is simply charged with 
an assault j uud if ho ts not, ,is it at all tfair 
to doprivo a man of hiy bread because ho 
neglects to pay his roaq cese.F The Dawk 
is of as much importance tJ tho country as 
its roads. Well in this zemiudsry l!tewk 
alfnir tho government lias thought <H ! Phly 
to sell a defaulter's moveable, property. Why 
should a person suffer a greater penalty for 
he mds? 


From tho above it will be evident 
we do not exclude the zemindar from i. 
category of taxable persons but simply make , 
him one of the many and indicate the way j 
in which ho should he taxed. It will be j 
said that wo advocate a measure which par¬ 
takes of tho nature of a general inoome tax. 
Well, bo it so. Hat tho income tnx we 
propose will and must touch all. It will 
not exempt any person or doss by reason 
of his or its small income. If *the producer 
benefits most, let the produoer pay. Oar 
cohomo will also touch another Head of the 
people we mean the lakherajdar. He has 
lands but ho does not pay a farthing to the 
royal exchequer. He is in truth a zemindar 
but ho does not pay the zemindary Dawk 
expenses which come from those only who 
pay a Sudder Jumma. Fjb is a landholder, 
but he does not pay his inooftb tax if be 
happens to possoss an inoome which does 
not approach the taxable item. But the 
matter of roads interests him equally with 
the zemindar and the trader and wo 
see no reason why he Should always go soot- 
freo. Another reason why we object to levy 
a rate on the Sudder Jumma payable by a 
zemindar is that although ho possesses a cer¬ 
tain quantity of land he does not get rent 
from the whole. By the rules of the Per¬ 
manent Settlement waste lands do not give 
him a ground for asking a remission or 
abatement of revenue. Ho is therefore com¬ 
pelled to pay the scftn stipulated then, but it 
is not fair that he should be also made liable 
to pay for tho waste lands in every oase. 
Furthermore, if a rate be assessed upon 
the Sudder Jumma how oan the grantees of 
those vast traots of land who pay nothing 
and will not pay any very large sum for the 
next 50 years, bo reaobed? For these rea¬ 
sons, justice and policy alike demand that 
tho different Heads of the peoffle instead of 
miy single member should be held, liable 
especially when the benefit to be conferred 
will be enjoyed by qJL If the Government 
frame a bill in the manner we propose we 
doubt not hut it will be as harmless as it 
is possible to make any bill which touches 
the pocket of the suhjeots of Her Gracious 
Majesty.

God promises tho redemption of 
man by the sacrifice of His son, and after 
hearing tbo depositions of Adam and Eve, 
sentence® the former to live, and the latter 
to bring forth, in toil. 

The story of the poem as opnoeived by 
Milton is above ordinary oriticism. Tho 
oharm imparted So it by* his superior geni¬ 
us has converted more hearts to Christianity 
titan all the arts of missionaries put together. 
Our author, it may be observed, has taken 
the main part of the story* but we cannot 
believe that liis work ’will have a similar 
charm on even a single heart. The wand 
which Milton waved to work magio is in 
the hand of an inferior genius supposed to 
serve a staff to support him in his weakness. 
Even by tho ordinary readers of Bengalee 
poems familiar with tho workings of genii 
and spirits, and with the nppearanao of God 
interfering in the concerns of men the work 
is not expeoted to be viewed much in a new 
light. It may give them some idea of tho 
European modes of thought and expression, 
some novelty in being perfectly free from 
obsoenity such as can hardly bo met 
with any among the host of versifiers, 
but on tho whole it oannot bo popu¬ 
lar. The story, though the invention of a 
superior genius, does not promise its desired 
effeofc in the form in which it is presented. 
Every Bengalee, however, imbuad with Eng¬ 
lish knowledge, knows the difference be¬ 
tween the feeling with whioh he hears Sree- 
mut Vagbat and that with which he reads 
! tie very same story in the works of Dosa* 

| ratbi or such poets. The latter is just what 
is due to poetry, the former is not simply 
superior in degree, but far excellent in kind. 

| The work under review in like planner far 
from exciting the same feeling whioh is duo 
to Milton, will prove that to.be an invention, 
which the author believes to be a faot in 
the history of eternity. 

The work is not however vpthout several 
flue touches of poetry,—* happy Conceptions, 
if not so often happy expressions. But they 
are often like lights enveloped in a cloud 
of smoke, for the language is not perspi¬ 
cuous. Tbotighjk; ; , rhym«i yet there is 
soajttimea a sad lively, smooth 

or gentle flowing lifeethat of a clear 
rivuldk;^Sfle^ poets love, but it is like one 
Obstruo^^/Piige • stones and too, many 
turnings. TO be plain, in going through 
the work, wo soihetimes forget that we are 
reading Bengali**. Words not generally used 
—or rather Sanskrit words unnecessarily in¬ 
terspersed, and constructed in imitation of 
Milton into elaborate style, constitute a lan¬ 
guage hot unlike the angelic forms of the 


father spirits convorted into thiogs quite 
hideous and strange. The author perhaps 
thus fancies to make his sounds eohoe to 
bis sense. We are not always fortunate to 
understand him easily. In reading poetry, 
our imagination is at work to realise the 
picture delineated by the poet, and the more 
readily cap; this be done, tbo greater is his 
skill and success. Words not in general 
usage, and stylo not following tho order, of 
ideas, render it hard to oonooivo the imagery 
and defeat the primary object of poetry. In 
studying a olassic poet oertainly we meet 
with this difficulty. We translate ourselves 
into his age and olime and then realize tho 
picturo in our mind as exact as the proto¬ 
type. No such translation is necessary to 
understand a poem, written in this age in 
our own language. , 

However, wo must not omit to observe 
that after nil Bwarga Bhrmta Kabya is a 
valuable contribution to Bengalee literature, 
whioh is still very poor in works that 
may be safely and advantageously put 
into the hands of learnors. Every school¬ 
boy will find in it a rich treasure of know¬ 
ledge. His labour in attempting to under¬ 
stand it thoroughly may be amply rewarded 
with tho extension of his oapacity for com¬ 
prehending suoh works both m English and 
Bengalee, as are saturated with the Mil- 
tome or Biblical spirit. 


Are theeb oows equal to one man ? 
Can any of our B. A’s and M. A’s answer 
the above question ? It arose in a oase whioh 
was tried the other day by Mr. Roberts, 
tho Magistrate of the Southern Division 
of Calcutta, and perplexed that gentleman. 
A boatman who had a license to carry 
fourteen passengers was charged with car¬ 
rying thirteen with three cows. The Ma¬ 
gistrate said ho would not take upon himself 
the responsibility of laying down a law 
to the effect that three oows were equal 
to oue passenger, for it was too fine a 
point. Ho thoroforo warned and discharged 
the defendant. Wo do not know whether 
in the eyes of the Inspector at whose 
instance the boatman was dragged to the 
Polioo Court thoro is any difference between 
bipeds without feathers not putting on 
pantaloons and quadrupeds, if there is 
none in his opinion as in that of many 
who pass for Englishmen in India, his dis¬ 
appointment can easily be oonoeived when 
he found tho Magistrate thought other¬ 
wise. It is a pity that Mr. Roberts has 
done injustice to this functionary. Ho 
should hayo rewarded him for his attention 
to duty. 


Wb rucoiui with deep regrot tho death 
of Syud Shurfooddiu, a well-educated young 
man, whom tho Lieutenant Governor of 
Bengal gave one of tho scholarships which 
tho Government Resolution of September 
1808 proposed to give to sons of native 
gentlemen of rank and position. Mr. 
Shurfooddm had for some time been suf¬ 
fering from a serious illness which prevented 
him from proceeding to England to study 
for the bar. He breathed his last at Luck¬ 
now on tho 26th Ultimo. The deceased 
belonged to one of the purest and greatest 
Mahomedun families iu India, and his 
father, the lato Syed Azocmuddiu Hussein 
Khan Bahadcor, c. a. i., rendered valuable 
! services to Government on various occa¬ 
sions. But-these servioes wore never re¬ 
cognized except in worde\during the life¬ 
time of that great aud gwd man. Syed 
Shurfooddiu has left behind him a widow 
and two infants entirely unprovided for. 
Wo sincerely hope Government will do 
something for this helpless family in con¬ 
sideration of Syed Azeemuddin Ilosseiu 
Khan Bahadoor’s efficient service, parti¬ 
cularly when persons whose claims aro not 
half so strong have received Jaghem and 
other rewards.

THE ANDAMAN MONKEY. 

(Illustrated London News, Sep. 18.> 

Aw interesting stranger at the Gardens of 
the Zoological Society of I/mdon, in ftogentsi’ 
Park, is the female monkey, of a species hither¬ 
to unknown to A^ftalpts, whioh, having been 
for some time domesticated on board otic of the 
ships of the Royal Navy, hat learnt some of tho 
sailors’ trioks. The following account of this 
diverting animal is contributed by Mr. Frank Buck- 
land to Land and Water:— u This new and unique 
moukey hasten presented to the Zoologioal society 
by Captain Brown, *11. N., of her Majesty’s ship 
Vigilant. It dates its joining the ship's company 
from Port Blair, Andaman Islands, in the Gulf of 
Bengal, lat. 1 MSN., long. 02*67 E., in tho year 
1801. Jenny (for that is her name) is supposed to 
bo eight or nine years old. For the last four years 
she has 1 served* on board the ship, and, having 
passed all the dangers of the Abyssinian campaign, 
being discharged with a first-class certificate and 
silver chain and medal for good conduct, is now 
Waiting to Veoeive her sharo of tho prizes taken 
during the time she was in her Majesty’s servioe. 
Jenny stands nbout 2 feet 1 inches iu height. In 
general appearance she is most like the ( pig-tailed’ 
monkey (Muoaous uemostrinue), but is at onco dis¬ 
tinguished from that species by a remarkable ar¬ 
rangement of tho hair on the top of ths head, whioh 
is somewhat of a V shape, and is parted down ths 
middle. The hair itself is vory line, and is elegant¬ 
ly arranged round tlje ears. The first impression 
upon seeing this anitaa} is that it is intermediate 
between Maoacus rhesus and Maoaous nemestrinus. 
Tho face is by no means fierce/ tho feature# may 
even be called good-natured. She has been made 
a great pet fry the sailors. The result is that she 
has been educated to an extraordinary degree of 
oloverneas. Sha is fond of ootnpauy and hereon- 
stattt companion is a chicken (a regular ship ohioken, 
with hardly any feathers), which lives with her in 
her cage day and night, and accompanies her pe¬ 
rambulations. She walks upright on her hind logs 
with remarkable facility, and with much less effiirt 
than even the performing monkeys u mm in the 
London streets. When in an erect attitude she will 
carry things. Thus she wilt pick up her ohioken 
and run about with it, holding it in her srtas as a 
nurse does her child. The ohioken does not seem to 
mind this in the least, At the word “Throw her 
overboard V' Jenny throws the ohioken smartly away 
from her. It has beenpiuid that monkeys would 
talk, but that they know that if they talked they 
would be mado to work. Now the Andajonnian

— XTader sanotion oi!RtsSIIig!mes**;ihi Mahara¬ 
jah, the Travaaoore Sirkar haVs notified that they 
now strictly prohibit the shooting* otherwise 
killing, of wild elephants, in the territories of the 
State, except as hereinafter provided* Persons wt*' 
rioted of transgressing the provisions of this 
notification, will be summarily punished hf tho 
Magistracy with a fine not exceeding 60 Rapes*, or 
with imprisonment which igay extend to three 
months, or with both. In special oases, the DeiSaa 
will, on application, grant a written permit tor 
shooting elephants, and those who obtain aueh per* 
mite, and not only in conformity with, their provi¬ 
sions, will be exempted from the above penalties* 
General permits will be granted on application to 
snob subjeots of the Btato es possess properties in, 
or near jangles infested by wild elephants; and 
snob subjeots will be authorised by the permits to 
kill elephants, bnt In the defenoe of their persons 
and properties only. Persons killing wild elephants 
in self defenoe will be exempted from penalties 
provided they immediately report tho oironmetnnoo 
to the nearest Polios Officer. In any oase, the 
tusks, teeth, &o. of wild elephants, however death 
may have occurred, will, as Hitherto, be the proper¬ 
ty of the Sirkar, and be deliverable to the nearest 
Folipe Officer. The Sirkar will pay a reward to any 
person who will give information of the illicit kill¬ 
ing of elephants, or of appropriation of their tuskf, 
such as will lead to the conv\otion of the offender* 

— We learn from the Mofassilila that Government 
has sanctioned a grant-in aid of Re. 16,000 towards 
thp erection of, an Orphanage in Mussoorte for 
Roman Catholic hoys, on the condition that Rs* 
16,000 in addition be raised by velnntary subscrip¬ 
tion. The Orphanage is planned to sopommodate 
300 boys, and a subscription in its aid has been 
opened at Uinballa by the Roman Catholic Chaplain. 
Indian orphanages have saved many a young 
Christian from a doom of horrid vagranoy, mayhap 
of orime, and despite sectarian considerations, 
should most with ths support of all* 

According to tho Englishman Captain Grant 
who baa charge of the divers smployed on tho wreck 
of the Chrnatie, states that the men had succeeded 
in elearing the way to the door of the bnllioa room. 
Operations were, however, suspended, partly in 
consequence of rough weather, partly beoauso of tho 
aioknees of one oP’the divers. 

— Ws learn from the Madras Timas that the 
Hon’ble N. Geeaputti is going to establish a 
Sanskrit Scholarship in oonneetion with the Madras 
University. 

Monday, November 8. 

—The Madras Timas contains the following 
remarks :— u Already it appears from a thousand 
trifling incidents of life that we are loosening 


the very slender ties of sympathy which ever 
hound , us to the natives of this empire, so that 
1 1 the latter foil to keep pace with pi in our 
progressive idea* we shall become more and more 
distinct from them and less end less likely ever 
to obtain their oonfidenoo and esteem. What' 
with rail*, telegraphs, swift steamers, and a fines 
.Canal it seems impossible that wp an avoid—even 
we desired it—a strong infusion of the European 
element with pUr society in the East; but we 
doubt very much whether this element, however 
admirable k fo itself, WiR tend to establish onr 
hold on native sympathies and Sindoostau unless 
the natives wlU adopt our habits in ©onJwdiotioa 
to Mr own* It is very easy *fo*/us to be 
English, bnt the native finds it otherwise. His 
customs are more Itubbom than ours, and not half 
•p elastic* Education may teaob him the Value of 
tho Anglicism eu which wo at present pride our* 
selves; hut education is a work of time, and while 
we progress, he stands stilt or st the best entertains 
sneh a there smattering of our .notions' in the mat¬ 
ter as to entitle him perhaps ns much to one sidi- 
o^l* aa to our respect. We do not allndo to the 
exceptions to tho rule—whioh we admit—but to 
the rule itself, and oonfess to looking forward with 
some anxiety to the time when we shall havo be¬ 
come ao thoroughly European as to ignors svsn ths 
most ordinary prejudices of Asiatics. Boms of ttis 
great princes of India are exhibiting indications 
of Anglicism to an extent leaving nothing to be 
desired; bnt we question whether their example 
has any ml influence upon thir subjeots, or is 
likely to prove of any service to us in the present 
generation. It is the people Of the country 
with whom we have really to deal, and not ita 
priuoes, and any influenoes which estrange as from 
tho population and tho troopa recruited from it, 
however English may be their tenor, are not eppa- 
rently favourable to the maintenance of our moral 
strength in this country.” 

— The Central India Timet states that t oertain 
District Superintendent of Polioe euspeeted of 
being the writer of a letter to one of the Presidency 
journals, telling some home trnthe with reforenoe 
to official administrative shortcoming! during the 
noont seareity, is likely soon to oome to grief, ho 
being one of ths first of the Polioe offioers that haa 
been marked for eviction to make room for a 
favourite Assistant District Superintendent, about 
to be thrown out in oeneequenoertf the recant re¬ 
duction order. 

— It will be reooUeoted that not long ago a Mr. 
Ross at Jnbbulpore, proposed to the Officiating 
Chief Commissioner of the Central i Provinces under 
oertain conditions whioh wore not then aooeded to, 
to exhume a Urge amount of treasure known to 
hint to be buried in the Bijragogurh Tebseel. 
The above paper now learns that hs has renewed 
his proportion through Mr. Jones, the Deputy 
Commissioner of tho Jnbbulpore district, who has 
reoommended to Mr* Morris that Mr. Ross be 
allowed to eommeoee operations on tho following 
terms: vis*, that if the sum of one lakh of rupees 
be disinterred, it shall beeome the property of 
Mr. Ross,—that if over one and not exceeding 
ten lakhs be disoovered, 0 lakhs go to Government; 
lastly, if any amount more than ten lakhs be 
exhumod Mr. Ross oan olaim tiro lakhs only. 


The Chief Commissioner has it is believed aooeded 
to these terms. The amonnt of the treasure .is 
•aid to bs no less than forty orores of rupees I 

— Ws learn from the Delhi Gazette that the vaoant 
offioe of Lord Justice has been pressed upon Lord 
Westbury a second time, his lordship having been 
solicited to accept it on the previous occasion when 
a vaoanoy occurred in November last. Lord West- 
bnry then declined it on the ground that he was 
of more use to the public in his judicial capacity 
as member of the judicial committee of the House 
0 1 Lords. On the present occasion when pressed 
by Mr. Gladstone and Lord Granvillo to tajte it, 
he replied that he had the same motive for declin¬ 
ing it that he had last November, bnt it had 
again been pressed upon him, and as he wished 
to act eimply with a view to the public good and 
without any admixture of personal feeling, ho 
would refer Hi# question to ths Lord Chancellor 
and abide by his decision. Tho Lord Ckanoelloc 
has decided that it would be more for tho public 
interest that Lord Weelbury should remain a 
member of the appellate tribunal of the House 
of Lords. 

— The Donates correspondent of the above paper 
reports that Mr. Itempson, the Direotor of Public 
Instruction, N* W. P., lately visited that station and 
called oil some of the leading members oC 
the Benares Association and enquired of them 
whether the want of a Law-Professor had been 
strongly felt in tho college. They all said that tho 
want was of necessity felt in all the colleges of the 
N. W. P. and should be supplied. 

Tuesday, November 9. 

— We learn from tho Home News that a numer¬ 
ously attended [soiree was held on the 4th ultimo at 
the Victoria-rooms, and in one of those Miss Mary 
Carpenter delivered an address upon female edu¬ 
cation in India, with reference mainly to the. higher 
elaas of native women. The great difficulty in the 
way was, according to Mise Carpenter, allowing the 
custom of early marriage or, as it Bhould be called 
betrothal—often 9 or 10 yearB of age—after which 
a girl was secluded from the society or presence of 
men, and .oondemned to ignorance and inactivity. 
The only prospeot was with widows; and many of 
these had been eager to avail thomselves of tho 
advantages held out to them. 

Baboo Surendra Nath Banorjoc, who is now in 
London, said that the subject was one of deepest 
importanoo to every Hindoo. He paid a high 
tribute to the kindness and the ability of Miss 
Carpenter, and aaid that tho Zenana system 
was entirely of recent origin, and was doriyed from 
the Mahomedans. Bo lately as the 14th oentury 
of the Christian era, Lelabutty, the daughter of 
Bhsskara Chargya, solved qurftirotio equations of 
great difficulty, and even discovered a new method 
of solution, whioh Is still employed where largo 
quantities are involved. lie ttpn gave a con¬ 
densed account of tbs lifo of the Rajah Ram Mohun 
Roy, to whom native improvement is vastly in¬ 
debted. Born about 1774, he founded the Hindoo 
College abont 1818, formed a theistic body of wor¬ 
shippers, whioh afterwards underwent further do- * 
velopment, abolished tho Suttee rite about 
in conjunction with Lord Bentinck, and - r * f u j* 0 
Bristol in 1833, The speaker thenluchiul dis- 
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remark on the condition, of native women. They 
were, he said, pent np within the welle of Zenana, 
end exoulded from aooiety and from the privilege 
of cultivating their minde. Tie spoke iu strong 
terms of their miserable and degraded oondition, 
and expressed great hope that it would shortly tuft 
improved. 

— We learn from the Indian Daily Nem that 
rather a good story is going the rounds at Madras. 
During Lord Napier’s reoent tour towards Madura, 
a lady who had achieved the possession of a small 
property about two years ago, thought that as a 
landholder it behoved her to show some attention 
to the ruler of the Presidenoy. When, therefore, 
his Lordship called, she received her visitor with 
all the pomp which her limited experience of 
Indian tamaehas could suggest. She was seated in 
an arm-chair on a lofty dais, and as his Lordship, 
who fancied that he was oslling on a “mere 
lady,” hesitated, as he entered the room, at the 
unexpected sight, she re-assured him by explain¬ 
ing with some pomp that she received him as 
zemindaree of Jehanamabad. She had no more 
right to this title than to that of Queen of the 
Cannibal Islands, but his Lordship entered into 
the humour of the rather novol situation with 
quiet enjoyment, and deferentially addreased his 
hostess os “ Her Highness 1” 

— A private letter from Trovandrum informs 
the Cochin Argus that the first Prinoo of Travanoore 
has been appointed a member of the Governor- 
General’s Council, and that his ITighness is about 
to proceed to Calcutta, aud will visit the city of 
Benares on his way. Our oontempoetry believes 
that the report as to the appointment has so’ 
foundation, but it is very probable that his High¬ 
ness may visit Calcutta in order to he present at 
tho reception of the Duke of Edinburgh.

— Does Brain Work shorten life P An American 
papor, treating on this subjoot, says:—In the 
Massachusetts report for 1807 it is stated that in 
twenty-five years nearly, the deaths of 3,665 pro¬ 
fessional msn had been reported, with an average 
of 60 3 years, and 9,856 merchants, financiers, 
agents, &o., with an average age of 48>4 years. 
The average of those who died in some of the most 
important professions and ocoupations was as fol¬ 
low bankers, 54*7 years; bank officers, 64*0; 
merchants, 63*0; booksellers, 50*5; olergymea, 
57*8; judges and justioes, 66*4; lawyers, 561; 
physicians, 58* J; professors, 56*0; public officers, 
01*5. Many moro are injured by exoessive indul¬ 
gences of the bodily passions and appetites than by 
exoessive indulgence iu literary labour. Tobaooo 
and alcohol produce far mote softening of the brain ; 
and disease of the heart among students in this 
country than olose application to their studies. 
The leading publlo men of all countries notwith¬ 
standing their severe mental labour aud the eVoite- 
meut of their anxious life, reach old age.

— We learn from the Indian Daily If ewe 
that the Madras Government lately asked $he 
Supreme Government to introduce a clause Into 
the new Stamp Bill requiring vendors invari¬ 
ably, at the time of sale, to write in words the 
value of the stamps. The Government of Fort 
Saint George has been informed in reply that 
the Stamp Bill has already been passed into law, 
but os under Section 48 of the Aot, it is oompetent 
to local Governments to frame rule* for regulating 
the sale of stamps, the proposed regulation may 
be made by the latter. 

— We le&rn from the Bombay Gazette that, on 
Monday evening (25 mjf a few European and a large 
number of educated natives were invited by Dr.

Grant Duff, trader Secretary of State for India, 
will be Lord Napier’s shoeetsor. Mr. Grant Duff 
is a clever man, and if he really does intend to 
go in for an Indian career, he will probably not 
be unsuooessful. 

— We learn from a London Telegram dated tiro 
22nd Ultimo that in a long speeoh made by Mr. 
Grant Duff to his constituents, ou Indian affairs, 
he dwelt upon the daty of England to promote 
the happiness of the natives of India, to prevent 
and mitigate famines, and oonstruot railways 
and irrigation*! works. Mr. Grant Duff also 
praised fhe Advantages offered by the Civil Ser- 
viot and the Staff Corps, and said it wss impossi¬ 
ble to oouoeive .anything more utterly oppoeed 
to the policy .of. England than the annexation of 
Burmah, the trade of whioh oountry was only to 
be desired.

THE RETRENCHMENT OF PUBLIC 
EXPENDITURE. 

Tint publication of tbo Government of 
India Circular No. 90, Public Works, dated 
the 21st ultimo, enables us to give our read¬ 
ers soma account of the reductions that 
arc being made in tho expenses of tbo 
State. It is apparent from the Circular that 
L>rd Mayo has grasped tho Public Works 
Department too strongly to let it go with¬ 
out a severe thrashing. It is well that His 
Excellency has done so. The Public Works 
Department has since the year 1860 gone ou 
absorbing the revenues of thedurgo empiro at 
a frightful fato (ill nt this moment its own 
exclusivo expenditure amounts nearly to 
one-seventh of tho entire incorao of tho 
State. It is surolv most fearful to contem¬ 
plate that whilst in the financial yonr 1859- 
60 the estimate of uh Civil charges, includ¬ 
ing “Civil aud Political Establishments, 
Judicial and Police, charges for buildings. 
Road and other Pubko Works, ex¬ 
cept Military nnd Marino," was fixed at 
£8,898,890 and that of all Civil charges and 
Military Works together nt £10,426,895, 
the expenses of the Public Works Depart¬ 
ment tthmc wore feuaated by Sir E. 
Temple at the beginuiifg of the current 
financial year at £9,242,800. With nil 
this increase of expenditure tho country in 
an economic point of view remains just as 
it was ten years ago. Few or no reproduc¬ 
tive works, such us would Ifavo permanently 
benefittod tho country, have been accom¬ 
plished. The whole has gono to the rearing 
of some showy edifices inoapahlo of standing 
tho vicissitudes 6f one cycle t of tho seasons 
aud to the pampering of a whole phalanx 
of overseers and seers of engineering under¬ 
takings. Lord Mayo has strong claims to 
our gratitude for reducing with such bold- ( . ns ’ 
ness and promptitude tho expenses o.fo pl a .

nary grant likewise, which was £3,565,000, 1 
lias been reduced to £1,650,000 for the, 
current year and £1,800,000 fur 1870*71. i 
Tho extraordinary allotment for 1870 71 
exceeds that for 186J-70 by £150,000; 
but this is an addition made under the item ' 
of Agricultural works and is on that account 
not only justifiable but perfectly commend* i 
able. Theso reductions show a saving of) 
i2,721,300 in 1860*70 And £3,092,800 in j 
1870-71. The abolition of tho Bombayl 
Special Fuud has been highly beneficial j 
to the country, inasmuch as it has led to 
u saving of £275,000 in the grant for tho 
current year. 

But there arc other items of expenditure 
besides Public Works which, if properly 
curtailed, will yield large savings to the 
State. Wo will at present notice only 
two—tho Array and Home Charges. Tho 
following table gives a comparative view 
of the charges incurred under both theso 
hoads in tho years 1862*03 and 1868-69 
respectively :—

But she has de¬ 
cided that the temporal power, which she now 
hulls, is essential to her well-being if not to 
her existence, und, after the Revolution of 
July 1830, she definitively allied herself 
with the kings against the peoples, with the 
old order ugauist tho new. The result of 
her policy has boew to create a re-notion in 
her favour among the aristocratic classes, 
but to alienate for ever the generous im¬ 
pulses of tho Democracy. The lip-service 
of the upper classes is however but a doubt¬ 
ful benefit, and will not compensate her for 
tho ingratitude of kings And governments, 
whose cause sho so nobly defended in the 
Lour of their supreme peril. 

The subdued conflict which may be ob¬ 
served within the Catholic Church itself, 
between the Papal power on the one side and 
the Episoopaey on the other, oannot be re¬ 
garded as any sigp of weakness or decay. 
It is a conflict which has lasted for centuries, 
and which will doubtless continue as long as 
*the Church itself. A similar conflict must go 
on, under some form or other, in every

THE CALCUTTA POLICE.

“truss in it. Three Native Assistant Inspec¬ 
tors were accordingly appointed on the 1st 
of this month. One of them, we are in¬ 
formed, has already tendered his resignation 
owing to ill-health. Another who wa«

May we ask 
who selected those olfioors ? Thu Lieuto- j 
mint Governor's order is that qualified j 
uatives should, be employed in the higher 
offices of the Calcutta Police. Has that j 
order been carried out by the appointment of j 
men of tho above description ? Tho young 
men who last year discharged their duties 
ns Assistant Inspectors t> the satisfaction 
of all and who resigned their p>sts because 
they were directed to get their food cooked 
in the phioo whore the Pahara wallahs pro- 
pared theirs, should have been re-appointed. 

I If there be actually a desire to give natives 
; responsible posts in the Calcutta Police, 
the. Commissioner aud tho Deputy Com¬ 
missioner should try to secure competent men 
and should pay attention to their wan+s. 
Onions liko Assistant Superintendent Baboo 
Gudatliuir Khan, ..pjy if he cannot bo 
'spared from the* Midna pore District to 
which he has lately boen transferred from 
Buckerguoge, Inspectors like Kuily Nauth 
Bose of the Uiilway Police, Bippiu 
Betiary Sircar of Burisal au<l others can make 
Calcutta Police whnt it yought to be. 

It should bo borne in miu^ that success in 
such situations is tho r insult of fair play 
which ought to bo accorded to the Native 
Inspectors by a distribution to them of 
the favors and privileges that are conceded 
to tho Eurasian and the East Indian Inspectors. 
Tho dismissal of the tipsy Assistant Inspector 
will perhaps be mudo another argument for 
Uio exclusion of natives from important 
posts in tho metropolitan Police. Our accusers 
wiil not certainly make allowance f>r the 
crime of choice!

The Mo/tmililc reports that the Govern¬ 
ment of India has approved and sanctioned 
an application of the Government of Bengal 
for toe provision of a course of lectures in 
Chemistry and Medioal Jurisprudence for 
the Bengali and Hindustani Classes of tho 
Calcutta Medioal College, at an additional 
cost of Rupees 156 per mensem, as tho 
oharge can be met without any extra grant 
for tho preset*t year. Tho Government of 
India, however, requests that a report may 
be submitted of the result of the arrange¬ 
ment in regard to attendance, before the 
charge is entered and sanctioned in next 
year’s Budget, ns it would then form nn ad¬ 
ditional charge ; and adds, that in tho event 
of* the charge boing made a permanent one, 
it would bo proper that each pupil of the 
Vernacular Licentiate Class attending the 
leotures, should be required to pay a smnll 
fee. Baboo Kinye Lall Dey ought to be 
appointed the first Vernacular Lecturer on 
chemistry and Medical'Jurisprudence. Tho 
selection of the talented Baboo, we perfectly 
agree with the Englishman, will give general 
satisfaction. ^

Raja Komul Krishna Babadoor ond 446 
other inhabitants of Calcutta requested 
Mr. J. B. Roberts t3 withdraw his tetter 
of the 30th September last to the Justices 
resigning his seat on the several committees. 

In reply Mr. Roberts says“ After some 
oobsidevation, I do not think that I am 
in a position to withdraw (hat letter, 
and it tnay be undesirable for mo to 
attempt, to do so, as that course might 
give cause or,opportunity for special opposi- 
tioo which I am not anxious to provoke.” 
Mr. Roberts has however expressed his 
willingness ■ to again accept office, should 
it be the pleasure of the.Justicos in 
Meeting to re-elect him. Tho Justices ought 
to, lose no time in availing themselves 
of the services of an energetic and pub¬ 
lic-spirited gentleman like Mr. Roberts. 


At the Special Meeting of Ihe Justices 
hold cn Thursday last tho Chairman moved 
that under Section 36 of Act VI. of 1863, 
tho following rales shall bo the rates at which 
taxes, leviable under the Municipal Ac>«, 
shill be levied for she >ear commencing on 
the first, day of January, 1870, viz , 
“ House-rale, at 10 per centum, on tho as¬ 
sessed annual value of bouses, buildings, aud 
lands, or in lieu thereof, at tho option of 
the Justices, nn annual rote upon any lands 
unappropriated for any buildings or premises, 
or upon any native huts, with their appur¬ 
tenances, of Jts. 4 for every eottali, occupied 
by them respectively. 

Lighting-rate at 2 per centum on ihe as¬ 
sessed annual value upon all houses, build¬ 
ings, tenements, lints, and premises together 
vvttli their appurtenances. 

Licenses on trades and callings, at the rates 
specified in Schedule B. of Act VL of 
1863, 

Licenses for carriages, horses, ponies, and 
mules at the rates specified in Schedule A. 
of Act VI. of 1803. 

Registration of carts, hackeries, and other 
wheeled vehicles, without springs, per half- 
year, Rs. 4, and a fee of 4 mums for every 
register of transfer. 

Baboo Kristo D.iss Pal then proposed an 
amendment to the effect that the house-rate 
should bo reduced to f) per cent. Tho 
amendment was seconded by Baboo De- 
gumber Mittcr and carried.

With itF.FP.R knck to the recent reductions 
in the Police in Lower Bengal the Indian 
Daily News learns that those Assistant 
District Superintendents to whom notice ha 9 
been giver, dispensing with their services 
from the 1st Decern her next, have been in¬ 
formed that the Lieutenant-Governor has 
extended the period of notice to the 31st 
| of that month. Tho Inspector-General of 
j Police has strongly recommended that tho 
j number of Deputy Inspectors-General should 
bo fixed at three—one fur the West, one for 
tho East, and another for tho North-East 
Frontier Circle; and also that the Assistant 
District Superintendents should bo reduced 
to otie-hulf the present strength, instead of 
doing away with the whole.

Wb take the following graphic ami inter¬ 
esting picture of a native Autur from Sub- 
Assistant .Surgeon Ifabu Bhuban Mohan 
Chatterjce's contributions to the Calcutta 
Journal of Medicine, No. May & Juno :— 

“ Whnt sort of o thing is a nativo Autur. 
it may bo asked by English renders and 
others who have no knowledgo of it. To 
lmve some ideas of th o, Autur they must bup- 
pose a small wretoheu solitary thatch with 
a meagre fencing of palm leuvesor some other 
thing like that, to be situated in un ibolated 
quarter of the house. The floor is the ground 
with jierhnp* tv slight mind work over it. 
There is a single doorway' and no passage for 
the air to come into the 100111 except the lit* 
tie chinks of the fencing. Outside the room 
there is fcbo skull of a cow# with a quantity of 
cow-dung and some shells attached to it and 
n tuft of human hairs wound round the horns. 
Within tho room in one corner are the pla¬ 
centa, rags covered with blood, rags ulso 
saturated with liquor aninii and lcchiul di«* 
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chargca-depositcd together. These decnm - [ 
pose and emit a most nauseating and offen¬ 
sive stench ; hut Hindu superstition fur- j 
bids their removal In another part of the : 
room is a lamp lighted for the purpose of; 
preventing darkness even during the day, so J 
curiously constructed is tbo ro:>ro. Elsewhere , 
you will observo pieces of five-wood kept | 
burning ull day and night for tho purpose | 
of koeping the room warm aud of fomenting 
or rather baking the body of the mother j 
uud that of her newborn babe. The smoko 1 
nnd heat arising from these nro sometimes j 
sickening uud suffocating. In tho midst of 
these lie the mother nud tho child. Their ; 
bed ii> a torn useless mat or au equally j 
wretched country cumli (blanket). A piri ot 
flat wooden seat servos tho purpose of a pil¬ 
low, the mother is clad in the voricst rags of 
the dirtiest description possible. These are ! 
very ofteu the refuse of the family clothing j 
articles laid by with caro against an appouch- 
ing delivery. Tho mother is not ullowed 
to go out aud has to perform tho culls of I 
nature during the first live days in tho room. | 
Tho soil is removed by the Diuti ; but tho | 
urine and its offensive smell remain. AU 
these are tho result of a strangely disgusting 
and dangerous superstition connected with 
tho Hindu Antin'. Tho Autur is an impure 
and unholy thing and so also are tho mother 
and her ohild. Their touch is defilement; 
even setting your foot on the floor of tho 
Autur is held impuro. Hence as long as tho 
mothor and ohild are to remain in the Auter 
they remain in that shamofully shabby and 
filthy condition, apart from tho rest of the 
family with only a fomalo attendant who 
acts as Dhai. The mother during her con- 
fiusment has to take a composition of geela, 
black and long pepper, dry ginger and ifeera 
com in only called Jhal. This is administered 
with the view of drying up the system. 
What with this, the dry fomentation, the 
beat of the fire in tho room, the heat of 
tho sun out of it, the want of ventilation 
and the stenoh of various decomposed arti¬ 
cles, both ''mother and child have a precious 
trying time of it and the wonder is 
how they stand the,m. If the weather 
is liof, their condition becomes more dis* 
tressing. If during raias, chore are other 
circumstances equally mischievous to be 
apprehended. The floor gins damp, the fire 
docs uot burn well, thero is a want of warm 
clothing and the bed is a single torn mat 
or cumli. Iu this state have Hindoo Mo¬ 
thers five days to spend-dive mortal days 
they indeed appear to hor. On the 5th day 
tho room undergoes a cleaning operation 
but continues to be ber home for four days 
more. Ou the 9th day she is allowed to 
oomo out to breathe pure air, but still she 
is not permitted to come in oontaot with 
tbo other mates of the bouse. Is there 
any doubt that t&ose days 'tff privation 
and suffering do most seriously tell on the 
delicate health of both mother and ohild ?' 
Why wonder then if Hindoo children are 
so weak and sickly P The child comes 
forth into tho world with the seeds of a vast 
variety of distempers engendered into the sys¬ 
tem from the Autur.

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THE CALCUTTA POLICE. 

To the Editor of tho Bengalee. 

Sin, -The Indian Bui.y Now* of tho <HH iustaut 
publishes copy of a letter addressed by Baboo Am* 
rita Loll Mittra to the Superintendent of the 
Northern Division, informing that officer that a 
boy was driven over by a Ticca Gharry ia Nimtclla 
Stmt in front of Dr. Dull’s ftntool. The want or 
rather neglect of policemen is a matter of frequent 
complaint and on this oooasion too, no policeman 
was to bo seen in any part of the street for more 
than on hour to take any notion of the accident. 
The Baboo tborofd’s requested the superintendent 
to forward his let tor v-H,© Commissioner of Police. 

Wo take this opportunity to stufc© some particular 
instances in whioh the neglect or absence, of police¬ 
men is felt by tho public. There is a Hackney 
Carriage Stand ut Burlolla, and thero are three 
schools for little Boys in the vicinity. Boys of 
seven or eight years of »ge are seen ooming to 
school, in many casts without any servants attend¬ 
ing them. There Js every possibility of accidents. 
A good number of policemen are seen salaaming 
their Khwlahund Saheb driving a buggy, liut as 
soon as ho passes away, many disappear or if they 
aro present, they aro more vexatious to Ticca Ghary 
Wallahs to exaet pice from them than watchful 
after little boys or old women, who are most in the 
danger, of being driven over in such circumstances, 
R is therefore very necessary that some Paharo- 
wallahs who may be attentive to their duties 
should bo plsoed at proper distance* to prevent the 
possibility of any accident. The same danger is 
feared and the same necessity is felt at lorasaiiko 
and every such plao^ adjacent to a sohool and crowd¬ 
ed with men aud carriages. The narrow portion of 
the Chitpore road sonth^f Jnriisanko whioh is fre¬ 
quently blocked up much to the inconvenience of the 
public, should also he attended by active and 
watchful policemen. Such a distribution of police 
guards ought to be mad* throughout the town, 
particularly in crowded streets and Bomrs that 
any person ut any time may find the helping hand 
of the police at a convenient distance. Tho iuoon- 
venioiw; is more frequently full than the complaint 
is actually heard* The Commissioner should listen 
to suoh complaints when brought to his notice aud 
take suoh measures that no grounds may he found 
for suoh in future. 

It is not neoassary to increase the number of 
policemen, but to look to their proper selection, dis¬ 
tribution and supervision. If those Paharawallahs 
who gre seen to smoko, gap or make intrigues, 
were vigilant and active as they are expected to 
be, thero should bo no cause of complaint. If a. 
few oases of neglect of duty on tho part of the 
PahatawaUshs be severely dealt With, the benefit 
of the assistance ©! the police is hoped to be more 
easily available* 1 If, the Commissioner institutes * 
general ioqdryriato the Working of hivsuberdiuates 
the inspectors may be roueed to w«Wh dyer their 
subordinates with vigilance. Ths lowest officer 
will thus catch the contagion of watchfulness and 
attention to duty. Thus we hope the mama staff 
may prove efficient under a more strict luperlnten* 
donee. a*

j Darjeeling New* fop his para- 
iCgarding ourselves in his issue of 
,iq 6th instant, aud wo bog to state in re¬ 
ply that the explanation which he has given 
is such as keeps him in the same exception¬ 
able position which he occupied before ren¬ 
dering that explanation. Our contem¬ 
porary asks us the reason of our ** feeling 
so sensitive about the Doorga poojah being 
ridiculed." The simple reason, wo reply, 
is that it ought not to be ridiculed. Sup¬ 
posing the worship of Doorga to be a mis¬ 
taken worship—supposing it to be mischiev¬ 
ous in its social and moral effects, we cannot 
understand why, when the motive of the 
worship is so purely religious—why, when 
there is so much sincerity and earnestness 
about it, people should prefer making it the 
subject of their ridicule instead of regard¬ 
ing it as a fit object of their pity. The 
. weakness human reason is so inherent 
and universal that we are inclined to doubt 
whether at any time or in any placo man 
wfil bo able to establish a perfectly pure 
and harmless system of worship and faith, 
and to ridicule in this unfortified condition 
of our faculties any particular modes of wor¬ 
ship, however apparently superstitious, would 
bo to betray a pretension of infallibility little 
consistent with that spirit of humility which 
ought to characterize the followers of an on- 
lightened faith. Again, supposing that the 
religion of our countrymen requires to be 
reformed and that those amongst us who 
are educated and enlightened ought to 
conduct* that reformation,—position # which 
we aro not in the least inclined to con¬ 
trovert—we are strongly of opinion that 
ridicule ought not to be employed as the^ 
instrument of such a reformation, Ilidicule 
is never a fair and is always an unsuccek 
ful weapon of religious reformation. In¬ 
capable of convincing the mind of him who 
is to be reformed it serves only to exasperate 
his feelings and excite his hostility—effects, 
which are the very reverse of those that 
are intended to be produoed. The thing 
to be done is to replace one conviction by 
another, and as conviction is the result of 
judgment, it would be absurd to think that 
ridicule woqfyl ever be able to accomplish 
snob a task. But we need not pursue this 
point further, as we see that our contem¬ 
porary has unwittingly condemned his owu 
procedure in the following passage 

“ It is true," says he, “ that in a religions 
point of view theso degrading fooleries 


,uo reprobated in a stern, and serious, 
* but would suoh bo less distasteful to 
votaries of these superstitions P We 
/>w not." Since then a serious exposition 
in f the evils of the case is admittedly the 
right course for us to follow, suroly the pro¬ 
bability of suoh an exposition proving ns 
much distasteful as ridicule itself ought not 
to be any roason why educated men should 
prefer tho wrong course to the right. 

• CASTE. 

Those reformers who are nowadays, in 
tho habit of describing C.is*o as the source 
of all tho evils and disorders whioh 
can be traced in Hindoo Siciety, forgot ap¬ 
parently the very important servioes which 
it has rendered to mankind in the past, and 
quite overlook the impossibility of com¬ 
pletely uprooting an institution which has 
taken snob a firm hold on the popular mind. 
They seem to regard the present state of 
society in Europe as the ideal of perfection, 
whereas '*.aJ state is altogether transitory 
and is symptomatic rather of disease than 
of health. A painful life of unremunernted 
toil among largo classes, a rebellion against 
any thing that savours of organisation or 
control, a morbid craving to rise ever high¬ 
er in tho *so<:iai soak), a desperate struggle 
on the part of each man to outrun his 
neighbours in the wild chasa after wealth 
and honors—-these and thoir results are not 
to be regarded as the normal conditions of 
Humanity. Yet a state of society in which 
these are tho prevailing characteristics is 
being continually held up to the admiration 
of Eastern nations—(to Confucians and Boud- 
dhists as well as to Hindoos)—as the Inst 
result of time, tho m plan ultra of social 
and pulitical organisation. 

The attempt to abolish caste, if success¬ 
ful, would bo Mtended with the most dan¬ 
gerous consequences uuless some powerful 
religious influences were brought to bear 
upon the people at large, so that the old 
bonds raigift be replaoed by others of equal 
strongth if of a loss objectionable nature. 
The Brahmcs perhaps would assert that 
they are prepared with a suitable remedy 
for any evils that might arise from tamper¬ 
ing with tho long established prejudices 
of the people. We have grave doubts as 
to the efficacy of their antidote. Wc re¬ 
gard the Bralimo movement, at least in 
its most recent form, as thoroughly ineffi¬ 
cacious for any good end. The leaders are 
capable men it may be, but neither Pauls 
nor Gautamas,—the sohemes which they 
put most prominently forward are not cal¬ 
culated to win the masses whilo they are 
certain to alienate tho higher classes of 
their fellow-countrymen: the followers 
(if we may croSit the reports of the news¬ 
papers,) are simple-minded enthusiasts, 
whose religious conceptions oau scarcely 
be supposed to shed much lustre upon tho 
church to which they belong. 

The most able men among the new school 
of reformers are devoid of any definite re¬ 
ligious belief, and apparently they are not 
as yet prepared to suggest any means of 
carrying their sohentes into effect in such 


a manner as to neutralise the dangers to 
which we have above alluded. They sim¬ 
ply advocate tho wholesale importation, 
among their countrymen, of Europoan civi¬ 
lisation in its most material and anarchical 
forms, without any moral safeguards. We 
think that the wiser plau would be that 
they should wait till the West itself is 
more settled before they apply its .modes 
of thought and action, on any large scale, 
to n community whioh is not as yet prepared 
to assimilate them. 

It may bo said,—If, iu introducing Euro¬ 
pean civilisation, you requiro moral safe¬ 
guards, why not at onco recommend the 
adoption of Christianity. Our answer is 


as follows 

The religion of the future, whatever form 
it may assume, must spring up as the na¬ 
tural consequonoe of tho nation's past his¬ 
tory and present organisation, and cannot 
bo introduced wholly from without. Tho 
annals of missionary enterprise have shown 
clearly enough that a new und foreign creed 
can be imposed upon a community only 
when its state of civilisation is most ru¬ 
dimentary, and when tho popular miud 
is still impregnated with a rude fotiohisra. 
which easily gives place to a more organic 
form of belief. Christianity in this country 
must fail to spread, because it is confronted 
with a system resting upon foundations not 
dissimilar to its own, and so plastic that 
it can be moulded into tho most diverse 
forms—adapts ** iisdf equally to the intel¬ 
lect of tho subtle metaphysician and tho 
emotions of tho unlettered peasant. Hin¬ 
doo Polytheism, however, iu spite of its* 
metaphysical subtlety and wide range of 
influence, is, we aro willing to admit, now 
in a state of decay. But it must bo re¬ 
placed by a religion which shall reflect the 
national life while having its roots in man's 
moral nature, and not by some exotic 
tern devoid of all vivifying pow< 
tcrly incompetent to form a nue! 
which the love and revereuoo of 
may cluster.

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With referenco to Caste, our advice wouk 
be,—Modify, but do not destroy it; let its 
distinctive conceptions be preserved," but 
let them gradually bo placed upon a social 
instead of a supernatural basis. The pro¬ 
blem may be a difficult one, but in propor¬ 
tion to its difficulty will he the merit and 
tho reward of those who succeed in solving 
it; certainly there is neither difficulty nor 
merit in tho present mode of procedure, 
which is merely a cutting of the Goidian 
knot.
